rape wh, © it and learne prevention by other mens perils, and to grow amply wiſe 


by torraine wreckes 2 All which being traduced to our priuate vſe,wee may 
cither as partners in what we haue paſt,or obſeruers of future caſualties,by precedent cuents, tye 
ages to our memories ; and preuenting our eſcapes, by ſuruey of other mens repentance, bricfely 
beger experience by ſight, or forefight of worldly caſualties, and forme a mirror of fore-paſſed 
errors,to fore-iudge our future calamittes. But for that it behooueth vs to enter this worldly A- 
cademy,the more prepared, the more that Hiſtorie is fraught and fulfilled with plentifull fruite: 
and whereas the difficulry and difference is alike, to yeelde an vpright verdidt both of a mans 
owne, and other mens life ; neither may any man rightly examine an other (how wiſe ſocuer he 
bee) except in equall ballance hee weigh his owne umperfections ; it muſt neceſſarily follow on 
both ſides, that with the more wiſedome, and the greater obſeruation wee ought to entertaine 
Hiſtorie, leaſt our minde like the winde ſhould wander vncertainly,and our deuotion ſhould pre- 
uent our reſolution ; our efteeme, our knowledge. For as in an ample and well furniſhed and af- 
fluent banquet ; although ſomethings, (and they to fewe men) ſeeme pleaſant, otherſometo 0- 
ther are without taſte and ſeeme tart, and euery one iudgeth his meate not by proofe, but by the 
palate ; yetnotwithſtanding there is a certaine meane, which either Natures ordinarie, or the 
refined kinde of nutriment (beeing fimpleand incorrupt) hath faſhioned and fixed for moſt ap- 
teſt for the bodie ; from which,whoſocuer varicth, or either beyond meaſure,or without indge- 
ment, followeth his fooliſh appetite, in glutting himſelfe beyond diſcretion , reapeth more in- 
commoditie then pleaſure by theſe pleaſures : So in the diuerſitic of mans life, although a thou- 
ſand formes, a thouſand fimilitudes bee offered, and that every man faſhioneth other mens man-

 ners to his minde, yet is there but one true path that vertue walketh in, which whoſoeuer trac- 


keth with indgement, doth truely know the vſe of life ; whereas they that ſit in a plentifull ban- 
quer, in affecting all things, can make vſe of nothing. Now, how many are there, I pray you, 
that in reſpect of cither of their own,or other mens acts and words(according to the rule of ver. 
tue)can be more choiſe in iudging minds,than meatcs,and that in this matter ſeereth not ſuffici- 
ently inſtructed? Wherein I wonder that men eſpie not their errors, whereas they imagine that 


Hiſtory is the inſtructor of ſuch as read the ſame,whereas it onely yeeldeth matter of inſtruction, 


euen as the banquet miniſtreth mear according to euery mans affection, Some therefore are ſe- 
duced with the {weetnes of the Stile, and in ſeeking their pleaſure, loſe their profit, who reape 
no other fruit of Hiſtory,then to beguile time,and beoet officious idlenes, laughing away houres, 
and nouriſh repent : others in reading glory,huntit in a ſhadow, where if they could make vſe of 
it in proportion , they could norfall to repent it. And whereas no man can aſpire to true glory 
without true vertue, neither no wiſe man will hope further : yet ſee we many men, that becauſe 
they haue read many excellent workes, will be Capricious and pretend wiſedome ; reſembling 
thoſe tragedians,who will, after they haue diſcharged thqgaſclues of their parts and apparrell

wherein they counteriaited the Emperour, yet retaine his Royall and princely manners : Some 
triuiall and light witted, that make an Eclipſe of a ſhadow,make more of the cmbleme, then the 
worke ; the habite then. the Doctor. : So admirable effe&ts worketh Hiſtorie in mens mindes, 
Now whereas itis the moſt exact and chicfeſt intent of Hiſtory to awaken mens idlenefſe, and 


- armethem- againſt caſualties, and the whole bent of example hath no other ifſue ; it falleth 


out thorow mens ſecuritie. (who ſuppoſe that their neighbours perils concerne them not) thar 
whatſocuer is of note,is ouerflipt with a deate and fleeping indgement, and things that memorie 
ſhould beſt loue, are loſt in her. To conclude, there are tome rhat will haue euery mans ſhooe 
ficted on their owne Laſt, andtye all mens pennes to their owne pleaſures : For which cauſe, 
partly by reaſon of this ſecret, partly through this ill ordered, confuſed and raſh method of rea- - 
ding,as of corrupt humours, fois there growne a cercaine Kaysiz of iudgement and reſolution : 
andas in intemperate bodies, meate yeeldeth very little profit ; ſo reape they no fruit or benefit 
by their reading. By this, good Reader, thou maiſt cafily concceiue, how a hiſtory ought to bee 
read: how mens liues ought in themſelues be examined: finally how equall a proportion is requi-- 
red in both. And truely in my opinion,the chiefeſt ground of this difficulty. the peruerſenes of 
our iudgements : which is the cauſe, we the rather reſpectour owne inclinations what they are , 
then the true life and force of example. Furthermore,this is nolefle miſery then the former,thar 
ſuch as write,ſert downe ſuch things as are acted, not onely for our profit ſake,” but to feede their 
owne humours: and like to certen Archite&s(by aeemoing their iudgements)doe vainly praiſe 
ſome things,ſuppoſing that our imitation ſhould be tied to their pleaſure , where if they perfor- 
med whaz they ought to doe,the Reader ſhould encounter with no ſuch diſtractions: but now,jin 
like manner as Cookes,who rather reſpect their maſters pleaſurable taſte,then his profit ; would 
God the Hiſtoriographer did not affect flattery. Ir therefore appeareth, that in two ſorts(firſt in 
our owne iudgement;andnext to the preiudice of thoſe that write) we are circumuented,; in that 
they ſet nor downe ſuch euents as paſle, in their owne nature and as they are, For he that writech 
an Hiſtory, is the interpretour of thoſe things thatare paſt : whoſe iudgement being depraued, 
it fareth-with him as with the pureſt and moſt richeſt wine, which waxeth muſtie by reaſon of 
that veſſell wherein it is incloſed,or is by ſophiſtication corrupted: which is the greateſt folly,and 
moſt intolerable deceit that may befall men. They therefore, who negligently vadertakea Hiſto- 
ry,(or ſuppoſe thar life were to be paſt raſhly,and without an exact obſeruance of all offices) are 
no leſſe deceiued then certaine countrey peſants inthe laſt troubles of France (of whoſe folly I 
drew ſome example) who —_—— entring vpon a City not farre off from them, and ligh- 
ting into an Apothecaries ſhop furniſhed with all kind of drugs and dainties,and being allured by 
the pleaſure,odours and delight of the confeCtions they taſted ;and ſuppoſing all to be of the 
ſame kind, deuoured,taſted, and ſwallowed downe euery thing : whereupon ſome 
fell ſicke of feauers, ſome grew phrenſie, and many loſt their liues to pleaſe 
their appetites ; atleaſtwiſe, he that ſcaped beſt,gaue occaſion of 
laughter to the lookers on. For as lite,ſo Hiſtory(the image 
of life )is fraught with pleaſure,and diſpleaſure;and 
onely in theſe of lite, the wiſedome oflife con- 
ſiſteth, Farewell : vſe this,and my lelfe, 
as two twinnes borne for 
thy profit.

The Iewes haue two ſorts of yeeres:the Politique fort, which beginneth in September; and the 
Sacred or Ecclefiaſtique,which beginneth in March. 
They haue twelue Moneths or Moones,cuery third yeere hath a thirteenth Moneth of 22.daies, 
and the fourth yeerc hath a thirteenth moneth of 23 .daies. 
Before the Capriuity of Babylon, they accounted the moneths ſucceſſiuely by 1.2,3, &c. ſince 
their returne they haue named them rather after the manner ofthe Chaldces then Hebrewes.

thar hereroforc,and ar ſuch time alſo as I compoſed the Hiſtory of the foreſaid warre,T had pro- 
ieted and purpoled with my ſelfe,to lay opefto the world, how & whence the Iewes had their 
firſt originall, whar alterations in fortune they had falne into, by whar law-maker they had beene 
inſtructed in pictie, and incited to the exerciſe of verrue : how many warres haue they ſuſtained 
E by long and diuers times, and finally how againſt their will they haue beence intanglcd in rius laſt 
warre, which they waged ag2inſt the Romans. Bur for thar the content of this matrer, was roo 
ample and copious, I hane ſeparated jtapart,afſigning thereunto this treatiſe accompliſhed from 
the beginning euen vnro the end : afterwards in proceſle of time (as it vſualiy hapnerh to thoſe 
thar attempt matters of mighty conſequence)I was ſurprized with a cerraine delay,and {lothtul- 
nefſe that withdrew me from the tranſlation'of fo waightie a matter, in 2n vnfamuliar and forrain 


language. Yerſomethere were, who inflamed with a deſire of knowledge, animated me in this 
\ action 
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a&ion ; and eſpecially Epaphroditzs,a man enamoured of all learning,and who in eſpeciall, rooke G 

it for a pleaſureto take knowledge of the diuers occurrences of common weales : as he that had 

beene agent, in diuers affayres of importance,and ſundry accidents,in all which hee hath ſhewed 

a maruellous magnanimirie of courage, with an ynmooueable reſolutionto follow vertue. Being 

thus perſwaded by him, who is accuſtomed ro incourage thoſe vnto goodactions, whom hee 

perceiueth to be apt and prepared t9 petforme things profitable and honeſt : and (that which is 

more) being aſhamed in my ſelte, that I ſhould rather takedelight to follow idleneſſe, than ad- 
dict my ſelte to any laudable exerciſe ; I inforced my ielfemore couragionlly then before time ; F 
and (beſides all that which hath bin ſpoken) I haue effectually conſidered with my ſelfe.that our ; 
anceſtors haue thought good to communicate and publiſh the knowledge of our Hiſtories to 
the Grecians,if ſo be that any of them were curious to vnderſtand the fame. T haue found there- H

And as touching the hie Prieſt E/eazar(who hath nor beene ſecond in vertue toany other what- 
ſocuer)he refuſed not to make the ſaid King partaker of the effect of his deſire : ro which he had 
wholly contradicted, had irnor beene the ordinaric courſe of our anceſtors, not to conceale 
from other men, what thing ſocuer was honeſt. For which cauſe I hauc heldeit a matter no 
waies vndecent for me, to follow the vertuous courage of that ſame great ſacrificer, and the 
rather for that atthis day (onely in as much as concerned learning) I{uppoſed many alſo to bee 
no lefſe affected to good letters then the King : tor hee vadertooke not co haueall the writings I 
which wee had, but thoſe tranſlators who-were {ent vnto himro Alexandria, did onely com- 
municate that vnto him which was in our lawe. Bur thoſe things that are found written in the 
ſacred bookes of holy Scripture are infinite, beang ſuch as containe in them, the Hiſtorie of 
five thouſand yeercs : in which diuers vnexpected chances,fundry fortunes of warre, and many 
changes of politike eſtates arediſcouered. In ſumme, it any onc hauea defireto read this Hiſto- 
rie, hee ſhall principally learne and apprehend, that all chings fall our happily, and beyond their 
expectation to thoſe men, who obſerue the will of God, and are afraide to tranſgrefſe the 
lawes of his commandements ; and that God hath prepared for ſuch the crowne and reward 
of felicitie. Contrariwiſe, ifthey ſhall depart from the diligent obſeruance thereof, that which 
is caſte ſhall bee made impoſſible, and their endeuours in their opinion good, ſhall end in incu- x 
rable calamities. For which cauſcI exhort all thoſe that ſhall reade theſe bookes, to fixe their 
minde ypon God, and that they approoue ourlaw-maker, if (as it worthily deſerued) hee hath 
confidered the diuine Nature ; and attributed to the ſame ſuch actions as are alwaies agreeable 
to his power, and hath kept and continued his narration, free from the yanitie of fables, where- 
with others are poiſoned: although in reſpect of the length of time,and the antiquitic of things, 
he might without controule faine and imagine whatſoeuer vanitics : for hee was borne more 
then two thouſand yeeres ago,which is a continuance of ages, to which the Poets neither durſt 
referre the originall oftheir Gods;neither the deeds or lawes of men, whereof they make men- 
tion. But in purſuit of our Hiſtorie, the ſequel of our diſcourſe, ſhall declare all things exactly, 
and in conuenient order. For in compiling this worke, I haue promiſed ro adde nothing, nei- L 
ther to pretermit any thing: and for that all whatſocuer we ſhall, declare,doth almoſt wholly dc- 
pend,on the wiſedome of our law-maker Moſes , itis neceſfaric before all other things, that I 
{peake ſomewhat of himſelfe, leaſt perhaps any man ſhould wonder how this labour hauing 
beene enterpriſed, to diſcouer the words and workes of certaine perſons, is alſo imploycd for 
the greateſt part in deſcribing and diſcouering things that are naturall, We ought therefore to 
know, that Moſes thought it moſt eſpecially neceſfarie, either for him that will rightly diſpoſe 
his life, or impoſe lawes to other men, that firſt and in eſpeciall he haue rhe knowledge of the 
nature of God ; to the end that conceiuing in his minde the greatnefle of his workes ; hee 
"might as muchas in him lyeth, imitate his moſt vnequall example ; and follow him with- M 
all diligence. For it is impoſſible, that a law-maker being voide of this contemplation, ſhould 
haue good ſenſe; or that his writings ſhould be of any moment to induce them ynto vertue, 
who ſhould receiue thoſe lawes, except before all things they ſhould learne, that God who is 
the father and Lord of all, and that feeth all, giueth happie life vnto thoſe thar follow him ; and 
contrariwiſe inuironeth them with great calamities, who forſake the way of vertue and righte- 
ouſneſle. Moſes therefore intending to inſtruct his Citizens in this doctrine, began 'not his ordi- 
nances with the treatife of contracts, and conenants, which we practiſe one with another , as 
other 
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other law-makers were accuſtomed to do: bur he hath lifted their ſpirits on high to the end they 
might thinke on God,and on the ornament of this world made by him, perſwading that the moſt 
accompliſhed worke among al thoſe things which God had made in the world, was the creation 
of vs men. After that he had made them capable of things concerning piety;then might he more 
eaſily perſwade them in the reſt : Whereas other law-makers, addicting themſclues vnto fables, 
haue in their diſcourſe impoſed on their gods the infamy of fins committed by men, and by thar 
meanes haue brought to paſle,that the wicked ſort are yer more wicked and addicted to cuill do- 
ing.Bur as touching our law-maker,after he had declared thar God had in himſelFall vertue pure 
and ynſpotred, hee hath thought good that menalfo ſhould endeuour themſelues to be partakers 
of the ſame,and on thoſc that neither conceiue nor belecuc thoſe things, hee inflicteth a gricuous 
and inexorable puniſhment : I exhort the reader therefore ro.examine our writings according to 
this Maxime:for to thoſe that conſider after this manner,nothing ſhall ſecmeeither abſurd,or vn- 
worthy the magnificence of God ; by reaſon thar all things haue their diſpoſition conformable 
ro the vniuerſall nature, which our law-maker hath declared ſometimes obſcurely,ſomerimes in 
conuentent allegories grauely ; and otherwiſe expreſſing that manifeſtly, and publiſhing that in | 
plaine words, which he ought openly to make knowne. The cauſes whereof if any man would 
ſearch, he might find a moſt deepe and very Philoſophicall contemplation ; which I ouerſlip ar 
this preſent, without longer ſtaying thereon: bur if God ſhall giue merime I will inforce my {elfe 
ro compoſe it in a volume as ſoone as I ſhall haue finiſhed this worke. Forthis preſent then I will -

in their fables fained of the Giants. But Noah perplexed and extreamely diſpleaſed with ſuch 
their miſlemeanors, exhorted them to change their rhoughts,and amend their miſdeedes:and 

({ecing them mollified by no admonitions ; but that they were wholly poſſeſſed with the plea- xo, 
Noah depar. ſurewhich they tooke in vices) hee fearing leaſt they ſhould kill him and his familice, left them 
ecchinoan totheirlooſencs,and with his wife,children,and all his family deporced into an other countrey. 
othercolny. Then God (d*lighting in the iuſtice of man) not onely condemned the men of thar age of 
extreame malice, bur alſo concluded to deſtroy all whatſoeuer creatures were in the world, and 
to produce another new race, deuoid, and repurged from all impictie : hee abridged alſo the 
life of them, ſo that they lined not any more ſo long time as they were wont, bur onely attained 
the terme ofſixe ſcore yeeres : and hee couered the land with waters , and by this meanes all of 
them were deſtroyed. Onely Noah eſcaped by the means and way which God had taught him 
Noahs Arke, in ſuch manner as followeth': Hee builded an Arke of foure ſtages; in length three hundreth cu- 
| bites: in breadth fiftic: and inthe height thirty: into this he entred with his mother,his wife and 
his clildren and their wiuts, purueying himſelfe of all things requiſite both for their ſuſtenance 
and vie : hee cloſed alſo therein all forts of liuing creorurcs, two and two, Male and Fe- 
male, for the conſeruation of euery kinde, and of fome of them {eauen couples.

Heſiodrs allo, Heccatens, Hellanicus, and 
Acuſilars, Ephorns, and Nicolaus doe declare, that they of the firſt world liued one thouſand 
 yeeres, Notwithſtanding let euery man iudge oftheſe thmgs,as beſt liketh him.

: niſhment of their offences. For, wheras they flouriſhed in increaie(by realon of the great number bite rhe earth, 
# of their youth) God counſelled them again that they ſhould diuide them(-lues into colonies. But 
they (thinking that the goods which they poſſeſſed proceeded not trom him, or his bounty, bur 
reſuming that their force was the only cauſe of their aboundance) did not obey him;but rather 
falpected that God ſoughr'to betray them,to the end that being thus dtuided he might the better 
ſubdue them : Nemrod incited them in this ſort to mrocke and contemne God. Hee was the ne- 
© phew of Char, the fonne of Noe : a man valiant and apt for armes : he put them inthe head that 
they ſhould nor belecue thar their good hap proceeded from God, but that they ought to attri- 
bure it to their owne vertue,which furniſhed them with ſo much 11ches:{o that in alittle ſpace he 
reduced the eſtate toa tyranny ; ſuppoling by this onely meanes that he might make men reuolt 
againſt God, ifhee might perſwade them ro ſubmir themſclues to his gouerniment ; giving them 
ro ynderſtand, that if God ſhould once more ſend a Deluge, hee would take reuenge on hum in 
mens behalfe,and that hee would build a tower, to whoſe rop the water ſhould notattempr, and 
reuenge the death of his predeceſſors.

and impieties againſt God : in ſuch manner as they had forgotten rhe benefites che Sodg- 
which they had receiued at his handes, hating ſtrangers, and difdaining to conuerſe the one mites, 
with the other, bur in difordinate and abhominable incelts . Whereat God beeing difplea- 
ſed, hee decreed to puniſh their intolerable pride, to rutmate their Citic from the toppe to the 
bottome, and in ſuch ſorr to make deſolate their countrey, that from thence forward u ſhould 
neither nouriſh plant, nor bring forth fruite. After thar God had pronounced this ſentence a- 
gainſt the Sodomites ; Abrahaw(as he ſat vnder the Oake at Mambres betore the doore of his Abrahamen. 
tent)behclde three Angel-,and ſuppoſing them to bee men and ſtrangers, hce aroſe and ſaluted rn 
them;and approching neere vntothem, heedefired them rhat they would accept of his emter- * 
tainment, and lodge with him. Whereunto when they had condiſcended, hee commaunded his 
ſeruants to bake them bread of the fineſt lower, and hauing killed and roſted a calte , hcefet ir 
before them(as they fate vader the Oake)ſuppolſing they would eate :.but they inquired of him 
where Sara his wife was:to whom he anſwered that ſhe was within in the tent. They tolde him AA 
then that they would returne againe;and thar they ſhould find her a mother, Bur when his wife 727 
ſmiled thereat, and ſaid that it was impoſſible for her to beare children eſpecially in that her 2048.4efore 
ſelfe wasat that time go.yeares olde, and her husband 100. they diſcouercd themſelues , and ”* Netimiy of 
ſaid they were angels of God, and that they were ſent one ofthe to aſſure him char he ſhould C1225; 
haue a ſonne ; the other two to deſtroy the Sodomites. Which when Ab74ham heard , hee was The Angels 
ſorric for the Sodomires,andariſing, beſought God that hee would notdeſtroy both the iuſt and P{9nneoa- 
the vniuſt rogether. To whom God gaue this anſwere , thatthere was nor one juſt man among he ſhall haue 
the Sodomires,and that if hee might but find tenne, hee would ſpare the city from puniſhment. z/eoncand 
Whereupon Abraham held his peace, and the Angels entred into Sodome : where no fooner deſtruction of 
F. were they arrined , but Lot inuited them to take their lodging in his houſe (for hee was a man las 
-much giuento hoſpitaliric,and ſucha one as for bounty had beene Abrahams {choller.) Bur the Lo. 
Sodomites perceiuing that thoſe young men which were entred Lots houſe, were of excellent houſe. 
beautie, began to offer outrage and villany to their perſons: notwithſtanding that Lot exhorted 
them ro moderate themſelues, and nor to offer villanie to his gueſts, bur in ſome ſort to haue a 
reſpe&to his houſe : telling them, that rather then they ſhould continue in that intemperance, 
hee would giue them his daughters to vſe at their pleaſure, Bur hee preuailed nothing with 
B 2 them; 


\ Bovr thattime the inhabitants of Sodome became ummeſurably proude, by reaſon Hedio & Rub. 
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them : whereupon God was in ſuch wiſe prouoked by their iniquitie, that hee blinded their eyes G 
theworla, infſuch ſort,as they could not finde the gare to enter into Lots houſe, and condemned the Sodo- 
294" before mites to a generall perdition, Bur Lot foremoniſhed by him of their future ruine, departed 
-- pap from them, and rooke with him his wite and his two daughters as yet vnmarried (for their be- 
. trothed husbands,although they were forewarncd by him, contened and held him for a dorard.) 
_ _ Then did God ſhoore his arrow vpon the Citie, burning it, and ail the inhabitants therein : and 
blinded. @Cdefolating by the ſame fire all the countries round abour ; in ſuch fort as it hath already beene 
Lor gat declared by me in the Hiſtory I wrote of the warres of the Iewes. But Lots wife, as they retired 
_ Eae'® thence; looking backe towards the City, and more curiouſly bcholding the deſtruction thereof, 
contrary to the commandement of God,was transformed into a pillar offalt, which  haue ſcene: 
for it remaincth cucn ynrill this day. As ronching Lot, hee and his daughters fledde and dwelt 
Lot fied:io ina little countrey farrc from the fire, which was called Zoar (which in hebrew fionifieth little: ) 
£0ar. In this place) which was voyd of men, and ſcant of yictuals) Zet divelled a long time, leading a 
ſolitary and poore life : and his daughters ſuppoting that all mankmd was extinguiſhed vpon the 
carth, ſubtilly circumuenting their father,they lay with him when helcaſt ſuſpected it : and the 
reaſons that drew them thereunto was, tor thar they tearcd leaſt mankind ſhould be vtterly cxter- 
minated. By this their approachment, they bare him two ſonnes : the elder Moab (which is as 
Theincerpre- much to ſay as of my father) and this is hee that was the tarher ofthe Moabires, which euen at 
— - 2M this day arc yerta greatnation : and of the yongecr iſter,came Ammon (which ſignificth the ſonne

Ammon. parted Lot from the Sodomitcs.

Geneſ.19, with him his wife Sara ir: manner of his ſiſter , viing the fame ſubriltic which before time hee 
—_— , had practiſed for feare of the Fgyprians :) tor hee teared Ab;melech the King ofthar countrey, 
thelouecF WHO ſurpriſed with the Joue of S474, would hauc rauyhed her, had he nor bin hindred by a moſt 
Sura, orieuous ſickneſſe, which God inflicted vpon him : fo thar beeing our of all hope of recouerie, at 
ſuch timeas he flept,there appeared vnto him a viſton, which told him that he ſhould take heede 
leſt he offeredany outrage to the ſtrangers wite,who was come into his countrey : andafter he 
was ſomewhat recouered,hee tolde his friends how God had ſent him that ſickeneſle to warran- 
rize the right of the ſtranger,and to preſerue his wite from violence;for thatſhe was not his fiſter 
bur his lawfull wife ; willing Abraham thenceforward to bee of good checre, promifing him that 
the honour ofhis wife was inuiolate. This ſaid, hee diſmiſſed Abraham by the counfaile of his 
friends ; and tolde him that he needed not to ſuſpect his wife, by reaſon ſhee had ſuffered no vil- 
lany. Afuring him that God had care of her,and thar he deliuered her in fafetie to him (beeing 
to that end protected by his mighty power) and in confirmation thereof hee called God to re- 
cord, and the womans conſcience, vowing that hee would not haue required her, if hee had 
knowne ſhee had beene married : moreouer he required him to be ar peace with him,and by his 
prayers to appeaſe Gods wrath, which was kindled againſt him. And that if thence forward hee 
would ſtay with him, heſhould want nothing : or if he lifted to depart, he promiſed him guides, 
and all other things,for which he came vmto him. 46brahamanfwered him,that he had inno fort 
diſſembled with him as touching the alliance of his wife;bur that ſhe was his brothers daughter, L 
and that he thought he might not ſafely trauell thorough his countrey, except hee had vſed thar 
ſubriltic ; auowing moreouer that he had nor beene the cauſe of that ſickneſſe which had befalnc 
him : but that he ſingularly affected his good,and was readic to abide with him, 
Whereupon Abimelech imparted vnto him both lands and money, and accorded to conuerſe 
with him in all vprightneſle, and without offcr of offence, and madca couenant and fiyare vato 
him by a certaine pit which was called Berfabe (thar is to fay, the pit of fyearing or coucnant)

pirofſwvea> Which name that place retaineth vntill this day, Not long time after, Abraham had a ſonne by 
ring. Sara his wifc according as God had promiſed him, and hee called his name 7/azc (which in the 
Hebrew tongue ſignifieth laughter) becauſe Sara laughed at ſuch time as God fayd ynto her ſhee M 
ſhould bearea ſonne, hauing in her ſelfe no likelihood of conceiuing, by reaſon ſhee was ſtriken 
in yeercs. For at that time ſhe was ninetie yeeres old,and Abraham one hundreth when the child 
was borne,and incontinently the eight day after was he circumciſed ; which cuſtome is yet con- 
tinued amongſt the Iewes, who circumciſe onthe eight day.

not giuen him that commandement , becauſe he tooke pleaſure in humane bloud, neither for 
that by ſuch impictie he would depriue them of that ſonne, of whom it was his pleaſure to

After that God had ſpoken after this manner, 
God offerech It pleaſed him on the ſodaine (no man knoweth how) to cauſe a Ramme to be ſeene, and found 
aRammero thereaboutrs for the ſacrifice. Andthus (being deliuered from all cuilg and inconveniences be- 
Abrahamto yond their expectations, after they had heard ſo many promiſes of ſo many bleſſings) they em- 
Rtecd of Ilaac, braced one another , and celebrated the ſacrifice ; which done, they returned rowards Sara in M 
ſafety, and paſt the remnant of their liues in happineſſe, God giuing them his bleſſing in what-

and as hee there digged to finde out a watering, Abimelechs ſhepheards came and ſer ypon him , 
& hindred him in ſuch ſort as he could not finith his purpoſe: and for that hee purpoſcly.retyred 
from them,they verily ſuppoſed they had gotten the victorie : Anon after , when hee Fn ro 
digge in another place, other ſhepheards 0 _Abimelech, outraged him anew, as at the firſt : for 
which cauſe hee left this fountaine impertect alſo ; expecting with ripe indsement a more con- 

. uenient opportunitie, which was afterwards offered him by reaſon that the King gauc him leaue 
to digge, whereupon hee laboured outa fountaine, and called it by the name of Rooboth, which 
ſignifieth /arge.

my familiar ſeruant, haſt dealt thus with me : Onthe other ſide 7acob alleadged for himſelte, that tor.av;ns 
God had not onely made impreſsion in his heart,but thatall menalfo are wholly addicted to the obiction, * 
loue of their countrey ; and thar after ſo long ſpace of time, it {ſcemed good vnto him to viſit his 
natiue ſoyle. Andas concerning that crime(faith he )which thou obiecteſt againſt mee,as touch- 
ing the prey,if any other bur thy ſelf be iudge,thou ſhalt be conuicted to haue dealt iniuſtly with 
me : for whereas thou oughteſt to haue rewarded .me, for the maintenance and increaſe I haue 
made of thy goods, haſt thou not done vs great wrong to enuie vsa little part and portion there- 
of ? And as concerning thy daughters,know this that they haue not followed me by reaſon they

Now when as accor- 
ding to Toſephs interpretation, the ſeauen yeares of plenty and affluence were ouerpaſſed in E- 
Thefamine gYPt; the eight yeare of famine beganne to infeſt the land,and for that the ewill was vnexpected, 
in Egypt. the headlong multitude grieuouſly trauailed with hunger and — began to flocke about the 
kings gates and garners, Hereon the king called for 1oſeph, who pu ently diſtributing graine ro 

thoſe that wanted it,became without controuerſie,the father and conſeruer of the comminaltie. 
Neither did he only make merchandize with thoſe thar inhabited that countrey:but with ſtran- 
gers alſo, deeming that the whole race of mankinde was allied the one with the other , and that

B temned my humanity, or Gods prouidence, as that you durlt attempt and offer ſuch an hainous 
iniury againſt him, who entertained you with hoſpirality,and diſmiſted you wirh benefits © To 
whom they anſwered, that they were ready to ſuffer puniſhment tor Bexiamin, calling againe to 
their remembrace 7oſephs iniuries, ſaying : that he was happy,who deltuered by death from life 
was exempt from all calamities ; and that (if heliued) God inflicted thar plague on them for his *© 
ſake. They ſaid alſo, that they were the plague and great misfortune of their tather,becauſe that 
(to his former ſorrow, which he had conceiued cuen vnuil that time of Joſephs death)they had al- 
ſo annexed this new miſery : neither did R#ber deſift to reprehend them in bitter manner of that 
wickedneſſe which they had committed. But 7oſeph rold them that he dilmiſſed them all ( ſaying 
that their innocency was approoued vnto him) and that hee onely would be contented with the 

C lads puniſhment : For (faid he) neither 1s it reaſonable that he ſhould be delivered for the loue of 
thoſe who had not offended : neither that they ſhould bee puniſhed for him, who had done the 
theft. He commanded them therefore to depart,and promited them fate condudt on their way.

For which cauſe we beſtech yon, tharyou wall nat only haue compatiion of vs, but of « 
your owne nature, and that in this,caſe you would bee pleaſcd to rake counſaile, not of your iuſt « 
indignation,but your nariue googneſle : gouerning.your wrath with a great mind,to which vul- < 
gar men both in great and ſmall occurrences, are wont to ſubmit. Confider, I pray you, whe- © 
ther it ſtand with your dignity to killthoſe,whopreſent themſelues to be puniſhed,8 deſire in no < 
ſortto line,cxceptit be by the benefit of your mercy.Suffer not your ſeltero be deprined of this © 
honour : that after you haue deliuered vs from famine and liberally furniſhed vs with come, ſo © 
of your mercy likewiſe you haue permitted vs to returne vnto our family, being trauelled by the < 
ſame perill, and to bring them home ſuſtenance.

E their offences : to whom their wickednefle hath enuied that bounty which you haue heroically « 
extended towards them. It is one and the ſame grace imparted by you in diuers maners.For thou < 
ſhalt ſaue thoſe whom thou haſt fed, 8&thar life which thou wouldeſt nor ſuffer to faile by force < 
of famine, thou ſhalt redeliuer and giue againe * whereby thy clemencte may be more commen- < 
dable,whileſt both thou giucſt life,and thoſe things likewiſe whereby life.is maintained. Moreo- << 
uer, Ithinke that God himſelfe hath giuen thee this meanes to expreſle thy vertue, that it may « 
appeare thatthou ſetreſt lighter by the iniuries offered vnto thee, then by thy will to doe good ; << 
and that thou art not liberall ro them onely, who are poore and innocent.

B [a all that which he ſhould command them,through the earneſt deſire they had to be ar liberty : Hebrews the- 
he preſented himſelfe before the king, who had newly vnderrakenthe gouernment, and ſhewed v<irhemkis 
him the great benefits he had done vnto the Kgyprians.,at ſuch time as they were deſpiſed bythe ® 
Ethiopians, who had ſpoiled all their countrey; and how hee had ſpared no traucll, bur ſuſtained 
all the charge of the warre, as if it had beene waged for his owne propernation. On the other 
fide, hee opened ynto him the dangers which he had iniuſtly ſuffered for his recompence: he af- :,,a4.-, 
terwards diſcourſed ynto him that which had befallen him ncere vnto the fountaine of Sinai , Moſesperſira, 
and the talke which God had in that place with him,and the ſ1gnes in particular which had been —_ KN 

 ſhewed vnto him, in confirmation of thoſe things whereunto hee was enioyned ; exhorting the ditmitic the 
King not to miſtruſt or impeach the ordinance of God. The king hearing this, began to mocke Tracts. 
him:bur Moſes made him {ce in effec theſignes, which were ſhewed vnto him ncerto the moun- | 
raine of Sinai. Butthe King waxed wroth,and gricuouſly reuled him, accuſing him for that in Mos eve 
times paſt he fled away for teare to bee flaine in Kgypt, and at this preſent returned thither vn- his miracles, 
der a{ubrill pretext, cloaking his craft with magicke, and inchantment,the more to affright him. 
And at the fame inſtant hee called into his erefincy the Prieſts of Kgypr, to let them fee thoſe 
fienes,and ro make it manifeſt that the Agyptians were cxerciſed in thoſe Sciences : and that he 
only was not maſter in thoſe things,the which he boaſted to performe by Gods power, but thar 
they were but deceits & ſhadowes of meruailes to deceiue the multitude: whereupon the Pricſts 
caſt downe their rods, and they became ſerpents. Moſes being nothing mooucd herewith, ſayd : 

 O King,Ideſpiſenot the wiſedome of the Zgyptians,bur I proteſt that that which I haue done, © 
doth fo farre ſurpaſſeall their magicke and art,as there is difference between diuine and humane ' 
things:I will therefore ſhew you,that that which I doe,is not by enchantment, nor vnder colour | 

$ of apparent verity,bur by the prouidence and power of God. This ſaide, hee caſt his rod ypon © 

4 the ground, commanding it to change it ſelfe into a ſerpent : whereunto it obeyed, and wande- © 

7 ring here and there, it deuoured all the rods of the Agyptians which ſeemed to bee ſerpents, vn- Moſesroddes 
rill they were all of them conſumed, and thar done, Moſes tooke his ſtaffe into his hand againe z [4 —_— 
j and it reaſſinned his priſtine forme. But the king beeing ncuer the more aſtoniſhed, (bur the Agyprians, 
; rather incenſed at that which was done)faid, that this wiſdome and ſubtilty of Moſes ſhould pro- 
| fir him nothing, which hee vſed in diſgrace of the Kgyptians. Hee commanded therefore the Pharao enioi- 
E ouerſcer of the works, who had the gouernment of the Hebreuwes, that hee ſhould remitte no- on _—_— 
thing of their labour, but that hee ſhould opprefle them with more tedious and gricuouns taskes , more grie- 
thenthey were wont to be put vnto: whereupon(where hee was wont to allowe them ſtrawe to uons tackee, 
make their tile with)he ſitbare after that time to giuc them that allowance: and taxingthem in 
the day timeto follow their worke, he appointed them by night to find and bring in their ſtrawe, 
doubling rhercby the waight of their former labour.Notwithſtanding all this, 27ofes would nei- 

| ther deſiſt from his purpoſe,in regard of the kings threatning, nor the continuall cry of his coun- 
rrimen,neither was inany ſort appauled therear , but with a confident and vnappauled minde (in 
regard of both) he wholly intended rhis,to reſtore his countriemen to their defired hibertic.

Exod.7. in him diuers dolors,and grieuous gripings. Such was the water to the Agyptians, but to the 
Hebrewes it ſeemed w__ and {weete in taſte , without any waies changiag the nature thereof. 
Hereupon the King(not knowing what to doe, and ſecing this ſtrange accident, and becing a- 
fraid by reaſon of the Agyptians) permitted the Hebrewes to depart : but no ſooner was 
this plague ceaſed, bur he preſently changed his minde , and would not permit them liberty to 
depart : for which cauſe God(ſeeing his ingratitude,and that he would not be warned, notwith- 


em 


_ ſtanding he had deliuered him from the former calamitie) he inflicted an other plague « Fa 
plague of the Agyptians. Hetherefore ſent an infinite number of frogs vpon them, that couered and in- I 
frogs. feed the whole countrey, and the riuers were ſo packed and ſtored with them in ſuch manner, 


thar they that drew water to drinke, foundir alcogether infected with the putrefaRion of them, 
* dying & rotting inthe waters: ſo that the whole country was full of filrhy mud,by reaſon of the 
frogs that defaced and died onthe fame. They corrupted alſo their meats, mingling themſelucs 
in their houſes amidſt their meat and drink,and creeping amidſt their chambers;from whence an 
odious ſtench exhaled by reaſon of the multirude of trogs that lay dead. Now when the ZRgyp- 
tians ſaw themſclues ſo ſore preſſed with theſe euils, the King commanded Moſes that he ſhould 
take the Hebrews,and that he ſhould d-part: and as ſoone as he had ſpoken this, the multitude of 
frogs vaniſhed and appeared no more, neither on the earth nor in the water , but that they retai- 
ned their accuſtomed nature.No ſooner was the carth delivered from this curſe, but Pharaofor. x 
got the cauſe thereof, and retained the Hebrews anew : and (as if he hada defire to experiment 
the maner of diuers miſeries)he denied them thar iſſue which before time he had granted them, 
rather inforced thereunto by his feare,then forward good liking. For this cauſe God once againe 


E& Thethira Tewarded his fraud, by ſending him another plague : for a multitude of lice{warmed from the 


* plaguejlice. bodics ofthe Agyptians, whence the wretched men periſhed wretchedly ; neither could they 
| exterminate that race, either by bathings or inunctions. The king troubled with this calamitie, 
and fearing the ruine of his people, and bethinking him of the ſhameful end thereof, he was 
conſtrained to remit the better part of his malignity.For as touching the Hebrewes he permitted 
them to depart, bur (after the plague was appceaſed) he required at their hands that they would 

leaue their wiucs and children behind them for pledges till their rerurne : and by this meanes he L 
prouoked Gods wrath more heauily againſt him , in that he ſuppoſed ro delude his prouidence: 
as ifit had not beene God,who (in the Hebrews behalfe)had puniſhed them, but Moſes that had 
Thefourth Plagued the AKgyptians For God filled their conntrey with many and diuers ſorts of beafts, 
plague, vene= (the like whereof before that time had not beene ſeen in that countrey) which killed them vp, 
mous beaſts, {5 that the carth became deſolate and vamanured, arid if any one amoneſt them eſcaped 
from death, they were afterwards deſtroyed by ſicknefle. But notwithſtanding all theſe, the

plague, Graſs Falleth to the Northward,necre to the Pole Artique inthe midſt of the ſpring)8 ſpoiled all their 
hoppers: fruit. After which an army of graſhoppers deuoured all thoſe buds and fruits which were vn-

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-A offenced by the hayle ; ſo that all the hope which the Agyptians had of their harucſt or fruite, LS ehongfy 
was vtterly ouerthrowne.. Theſe aforeſaid atflictions had beene ſufficient to perſwade a man of card 
the meaneſt wit(except he had been a reprobate)ro grow wiſe,and make vie of that which was 2454-before 
moſt profitable for him. But Pharao knowing the cauſes of the ſame,enforced himſelfeto reſiſt i _ Sa, 
God,not onely thorow imprudence, but for malice ; fo that voluntarily hee betrayed his com- vv 
monweale.

ſing their eyes,by reaſon of the thickneſſe thereof, fo that they were afraid leaſt the fogge ſhould ate 

choake them : which beeing diſperſed, after three dayes, and ſo many nights, Moſes ſeeing that netle. = 
Pharao would not repent, nor let the people of Iſrael depart, hee came vnto him, and ſpake 
after this manner.

H 1s faid, he conducted the Hebrewes towards the ſea in the ſight of the Egyptians. 
| For they were within {ightof them, being very much wearied with purſuit and trauell, 
and made their account that it ſhould be beſt for them to remit the combate vnrill the 


next day. 
But LE Moſes was arriued vpon the banke of the Sea, he tooke his rodde and called vpon woes prayer 
C God, and implored his ayde and ſuccours in theſe words. O Lord, thou too well knoweſt that vato God, 
itis impoſſible for vs by force or mans policie to eſcape theſe extremirics : but thou art hee 
only that canſt ſaue this companie, who haue forſaken Agypt, following thy commandement. 
And ſince of our ſelues we haue not any hope or meanes , we onely recommend our ſelues vn- 
to thy prouidence, aſſuring our ſelues , that by that meanes onely wee may bee deliuered from 
the purſuite and hatred of the Agyprtians.t Send vs therefore ſpeedily thine affiſtance,to the end 
that thy power may be knowen in our weakenefle, Relieue,encourage, and hearten thy people, 
aſſuring them of their ſafetie, who through their diſtruſt haue ſinned againſt thee : we are inui- 
roned with difficulties, which notwithſtanding thou canſt make eaſfte. For, the ſea is thine, and

Hauing made his requeſt vnto God afrer this manner, he 
ſtrooke the red ſea with his rod; which ſodamly diuiding it ſelfe ar that ſtroke,and retyring back- 
wards, lefta dric paſſage through the midſt thereof, where through the Hebrews might eſcape, {35 <a 
Moſes ſeeing how God had made himſelfe knowne, and how the ſea had forſaken the land, and fete. 
left his natiue channell ; he firſt of all marched through the ſame, and commanded the He- 
brewes to follow him , marching through that way which God had in his diuine power proui- TheHebrews 
ded for them, willing them to reioyceat the danger which attended their enemies, and to Paſle through 
ive God thankes for the vnexpected ſuccours he had ſent them : who were not negligent , but Os —= : 
marched boldly forward. Artthe firſt the Xgyptians ſuppoſed them ro be mad , and that they ans ace drow: 
E did hcadlong caſt themſelues into manifeſt perdition : butwhen they perceiued that they were. *9therein. 
forwardly entred without danger, and that they encountred no danger or let,they pram 9s a 
followed them, as if the ſea ought to haue giuen them ifue alſo; and _— ſet their horſe in 
the vauntgard, they beganto deſcend, and enter the way ofthe ſea. The Hebrewes perceiuing 
that they ſpent the time in arming themſelues , haſted them to fie to the oppoſite ſhore, where 
they arriued without any diſturbance ; which made their enemies more bold , ſuppoſing that 
no cuill ſhould happen vnto them. They ſuppoſed not that this path was made expreſſely for 
the Hebrewes; but entered the ſame, as if it had beene a common beaten way , forgetting thar 
ir was made to faue the Hebrewes from danger, and notthemſciues, who ſought to ruinate 
them. Burt as ſoone as all the Agyptian armie was entred thereinto , the ſea returned to his old 
F courſe, and with winds and wanes ouerwhelmed the &gyprtians. The ſhowers from heauen tell 
vpon them, vehement rthunders rattled from the ayre, intermixed with flaſhings, and the lighte- 
nings tempeſted vpon them. In briefe,there was nothing that through the wrath of God might 
be inflicted vpon men, which atthat time hapned not vnto them. For, beſides all that which 
hath beene ſpoken, anobſcure and darke night ſurpriſed them, in ſuch ſort as they were all of 
them drowned, and there remained not one of them to beare backe the ryding of their misfor- 
tune : That the Hebrewes could not containe themſelues,ſuch ioy they had conceiued _— 
E 2 this 
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ne this their vnexpected deliverance, and the rotall ruine of their enemies: {0 that they affuredly G 
world, 2454. perfivaded themſclues thar they were deliuered ; by reaſon that they whothad made thera Naucs 
Zefore Coriſts ynto them perforce, were exterminated ; and for that they had God ſo viſibly offiſtant vnto 
To them. When they hadeſcaped this danger, and percewing likewiſe that their enemies were in 
AL this ſort puniſhed, yea andatter ſuch a manner as the like puniſhment hath neuer beene heard of 
amongſt men ; they all of them during the whole night, ſung hymns and ſongs of reioyce. Moſes 
Exed. 15. likewiſe compoſedan Ode in Hexamerer verſc, containing the praiſes of God, and a thankeſsj- 
he - uing for the fauour he had done vnto them. All theſe things thar I particulatly declared; accor- 
fing ſongsfor ding as I hane found them written in holy Scriptures. Neither ought any man to maruaile at this 
theirdelue- {q yonderfull a diſcourſe, that thorow the ſea there ſhould a paſſage be found, to ſweſo many 
The ſea of Perſons intimes paſt,and they rude and ſimple, whether it were done by the will of God, or that 
Pawphiliadi- it chanced of it{elfe; fincenor longrime agoe, God fothinking ir good, the ſea of Pamphilia H 
for Alex - diuided ir ſelfe to giue way to Alexander king of Macedons ſouldiours, hauing no other paſſage 
ders ſouldiers tO deſtroy the Empire of the Perſians. The next day the Agyptians armes tranſported by the 
copalle there fyrce of the ſtreame, were caſt a ſhore into the army of the Hebrewes : which whe Moſes per-

7 was not alittle obſcured by the wearineſle and rediouſnes of their journey, in nd 
\ which they indurcd in their trauell rowards the mountaine of Sinai: by rea. Ji 4ifrelled 


& ſon that the countrey was deſert and inhabitable, deſtitute of victualls, and water. 


in moſt humble manner to beſeech almightic God, that it might pleaſe him to conuert the euill fe witer 
qualitie of the water , and to make it potable : which grace and fauour heno ſooner obtained, biner waters 
but he tooke the end of his ſtaffe, and caſt it at his feere, and afterwards brake it in the midſt, and into Sree. 
cleft it long waies, and caſt it into the pit; giuing the Hcbrewes to vnderſtand , that God had 
x heard their prajcrs, and that he had promiſed them to gine them that water they deſired, if 
{o be they would obey him, and with alacrity & diligence performe that which ſhould be com- 
manded them. And when they were inquifitiue of that which they ought to do;to the intent the 
water might be changed, he enioyned cuery one of them, that was of beſt ſtrength and abilirie 
amoneſt them, to draw water, giuing them to ynderſtand, that ſo ſoone as they had drawne out 
orear ſtore of water from the pit, the reſt thatſhould remaine, would bevery good and con-: 
ucnientto be drunke : wherein they trauclled in ſuch ſort , that the water agitared and purified 
by often drawing, became potable, and refected the wearie multitude. Hereupon diflodging ., . as 
from that place they came to Helim, a countrey that afarre off ſeemed very pleaſant , by reaſon c:mero Elim 
that it was planted with Palme trecs ; burtthe neerer they approched it, the more rediqus they where they 
F found it (for there were no more then ſeauentie Palme trees'm thar place, and rhey-not very tall —_- 0 
or well growne,by reaſon of the drinefle and barrennefle of that countrey: for they were'not wa- gainſt Moſes 
tered by the fountaines , whereof there were twelue in thar place, neither did any one of them _ of 
yeeld any moyſture, ro giue them ſuſtenance) fo that indeuouring themſelues ro dig vp the ſand Tus 
they could light on no veincs of water,and iff perhaps any litle deale appeared,it was ſo troubled 
by their digging as it became vnhtt to be taſted : neither did the trees ans any ſtore of fruir, by 
reaſon of the want of water. For which cauſe the whole multitude began to murmure __— 
E 3 their

7 their guide, aſcribing all the cauſe of their calamities and miſeries vnto him. For hauing mar- G 
theworl,, Cched forthe ſpace of thirtie daics, they had conſumedall that which they brought with them, 
2454. before and conceiuing in their imagination that there was no remedy,they were wholly ſurpriſed with 
_ nc + defpaire. Bethinking them therefore onely of that euill which was before their eyes, and forget- 
>> ting the maruels which God by the miniſterie and prudence of Moſes haſt made them both 
Exed.16. £..2nd partake , they conceiued hatred againſt him, and were readie to ſtone hit to death; as 
if he had beene the author of that calamitic which oppreſſed them. Bur he perceiuing.the 
multirude ſo inraged and incenſed againſt him , ſtrengthened himſelfe in God : and watran- 
xcd by the teſtimonie of a good conſcience, and the yprightneſle of his aftions, he came out 
into the middeſt of them ; who reuiled him , and had gatherd ſtones to caſtat him. And for 
that he was adorned with a ſingular grace and alluring countenance, and endued with pleaſing FF 
ctoquence, and fit to pacifie the popularinie, he beganto appcaſe their wrath;, , exhorting them 
not onely ro forget their preſent difficulties , bur alſo to remember their forepaſſed bleſſings; 
not permitting thatthe trauell which they endured at that time, ſhould drine out of their re- 
membrance the graces and great good turnes , which they had receiued at Gods hands. He 
| willed them likewiſe diligently to expect their deliuerance from thar extreamitic , by the pro- 
— +7 1p uidence of God, who (as it were likely) made triall of their vertue, to ſee what perſeuerance 
ple ro re= they had; or whether they kept in their remembrance thoſe things which had hapned vnto 
_ .. them, or whether forgetting their forepaſſcd pleafares, they would ſuffer themſtlues to bee 
Fes they had f\vallowed with their preſent miſerie : he wilted them thereforeto take heede, leaſt through : 
received at their impatienceand ingratitude , they ſhould be found vnworthy of Gods fauour ; who both Þ 
re neglected his will , by whoſe direction they were brought our of Agypt, and fore threatned 
and hated him, which was Gods miniſter, eſpecially ſince hither they mightno waies com- 
plaine of him in any thing, which hehad vndertaken to execute by the commandement of 
Hoes recko. God Then reckoned he vp particularly vnto them, how the Zgyptians were ouerthrowne and 
- neth yp vnto afflicted, whileſt contraric to Gods will they endenoured to detaine them , how the ſame riuer 
= + 10 which to them was bloodie and vnprofitable to drinke of, to themſclues became both ſveete 
which God and potable : likewiſe how the ſea retired it ſelfe, and furthered both their night and paſſage; 
k:d done vn- wherein they ſaw themſelues ſecureand free from danger : and contrariwiſe, their enemies 
_ deſtroyed, ouerthrowne and drowned ; and how euen vntill that day being difarmed,they were 
by Gods prouidence both furniſhed and fortified aboundantly. Againe, how often God had 
dcliuered them from apparent death and danger, befides all mens opinion , who being all and - 
alwaies omriipotent , gaue them at that time, no not the leaſt ſuſpicion of his aſſiſtance. For 
which cauſe they were to ſuffer all things paticntly , and to imagine with themſclues that the 
ſuccour, although it were deferred, was nener too late, which was receiued before ſuch time 
as the danger had preuailed : and fo to thinke that God contemned not their perils, but that he 
immadertriall of their fortitude and free loue, to ſee whether they were able and willing to abide 
the want of meate and drinke ; or rather wherher after the manner of brute beaſts, they had 
leifer be traincd in ſeruile trauell, to the end they might be glutted like them, and made the 
better able to enduretheir labour. To conclude, that he nothing feared his life (becauſe thar 
being vniuſtly ſlaine, no euill could happen vnto him) but that he was fearefull of their fafetie, L | 
leaſt lifting vp their hands to ſtone him, they ſhould bethought to oppoſe themſchues againſt 
Gods ordinance, Thus pacified he them , and mollified the furie they had conceiued to endan- 
gerhis life; and ſo much preuaiſed hee, that they repented them of that enterpriſe, where- 
by they ſought to indanger him. And forthat hee knew that they had ſome reaſon to be thus 
Moſes imzlo- mooued;; Hee addrefled himſelfe to prayer and ſupplication : and aſcending a certaine rocke, 
_ Gods hee required Gods helpe to relecue their infirmities , wants, and afflictions, in whoſe hands

- only the ſaluation of the people conſiſted , beſeeching him in mercie to forgiue the people 
being exaſperated with extreme miſeries, and by reaſon thereof diſtracted and withdrawne from 
their dutie : whereupon God promiſed him to haue care of the people, affuring him to fend M 
them'a ſpeedic and preſent deliuerance. Which when Moſes vnderſtood, he came downevnto 
the multitude : who perceiuing him altogether refreſhed with ioy, by reaſon of thoſe promiſes 
which he had receiued at Gods hands, exchanged their doleſome lamentations, into a habit of 
delight. He therefore ſtanding vp in the midſt of them, told them that he brought vnto them a 
moſt ſfpeedie remedie for their preſent neceſſitie-: and not long after,a number of Quailes(which 
about the gulfe of Arabiamultiply and increaſe more then any other ſorts of birds) flew and 
croſſed the ſea ; and being wearied in their flight, andaccuſtomably accoſting and flying neere 
p ro 
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to the ground, came and fell amidſt the campe ofthe Hebrewes : who caught them as a pro- >

uiſfion prepared forthem by God, and ordained to extiriguth their famine. Whereupon Moſes je world, 
once more addreſſed hiniſelfe to call yvpon God, yeelding him thankes for the preſent and 2454-4efore 
the furure good hee had promiſed him. Wha becing after this manner fed and refreſhed, were _ — 
preſently ſupplied with anew kinde of foode : for at ſuch time as Moſes ſtretched out his hands SN 
d, ad deſcended from h hat thick betwixt hi Godſenderh 
and prayed vnto God, a dewe deſcended from heauen that thickned' berwixt his. handes, ci, 
which for that hee ſuppoſed it, to be an other kind of ſuſtenance ſent them by God, hee taſted che Hebreivs | 
che ſame ; and taking pleaſure therein ; for that the people knew not what it was , but: though pr A 
it to be ſnowe which fell in that place , according to the ſeaſon of the yeere, hee taught them. ;he 16:etnes 
that it was no dew falling from heauen as they ſuppoſed, but that God had ſent them that grace wh Manna, 
for the conſeruation and nouriture of thetr bodies; and hauing eaten thereof, he gaue them of it; 
to the end he might ſtrengthen their belicte : who taſting the fame in like manner as their chict- 
taine had done,were greatly refreſhed with the ſuſtenance. For in {weetnes and pleaſure it cqual- 
ted the honie,in odour Bdellium,and in forme and greatnefle the graine of a Coriander feede :

them. Andifany one contrary to thepreſcriprt command , had gathered more then was per- 
mitted him, although hee toyled and trauelled morc then any of them , yet was his portion no 
waies increaſed by that meanes. For whatſocuer (belide the appointed meaſure of the Aſfaron) 
remained till the next moming was of no value , thorow bitrerneſſe, and was putrefied thorow 
wormes: ſo diuine and admirable was this kind of toode,and of that nature,that who ſo had ſuf- 
ficient thereof,needed no other ſort of ſuſtenance. Moreouer euen in theſe our daies,al that coun- ;

Raphidim,they were extreamely traumled with thirſt; where,vpon their firſt arriuall they found ,ue1naeus 
ſome few ſprings,bur afterwards they found the land wholly deſtitute of water, They therefore phudim,and, 
once more were incenſed againſt Moſes:but the withdrawing himſfelte apart from the furie of the na 
people, conuerted himſelfe vnto God m prayer, beſceching him that as he had giuenthem foode | 
in thcir neceſfitie, he would now alto giue them drinke at rhar preſent, wherein they were wel- 
we choaked with thirſt, praying him to protiide them of drink alſo, or otherwiſe that their meare 
was vnprofitable to them: whereon God.preſently granted his prayer, promiſing Mofes that hee 
would giue him a fountaine and aboundance of water from that place from whence he leaft ex: 
pn it. Hereon he commanded him;that ſtriking vpon the rock with his rod,which was there- 

y hard at hand, hee ſhould from thence ſ{ecke that which they demanded and iwanted ; afluring 
him that egery one without traucll or labour ſhould haue ſufficient therefro ;. which counſaile 
when Moſes had recciued from Gods hands,hee returned vnto the people who expected him,and 
had their cies fixed vpon him : for at that time they behelde him-deſcending:;trom the rocke 
where hee had made his prayer. No ſooner was hee arrined,buthe told them that God would in 
like ſort. deliuer them from thar neceſfitie., and would'gratiouſly grant them an-vnexpected xc- 
licfe ; telling them thara floud ſhould fodainly breake from the. rocke : but they -beeing amazed 
at that which they heard, and doubring leaſt tired with thirſt and trauelled by zourneyes , they 
ſhould be inforced to hewe and cleaue the rocke: Moſes ſtroke the ſame in ſuch ſort with his rod, 
thar he diuided it in ſunder, and deliuered out moſt cleere and pure water ingreat aboundance, 
The peoplewere very ſore aſtoniſhed atthis {0 ſtrange accidet:{o that beholding the water,their uu, 
thirſt was quenched. They afterward drunke of the water,and found it very ſweet. and pleaſant, therocke 
reſembling in the goodnes of it ,the diuine bountie and power ofthe giuex thereof, For this cauſe with his rod,

men (ſo as the brute thereof was heard in euery part) it came to paſſe that the inhabi- 
rants of that countrey were in very great feare : whereupon ( ſending embaſlages the one 
-ymto the other)they mutually incited themſelues to expell and vtterly ruinare the whole narion. 
_ Amongſt the reſt thoſe of the countrey of Gobol,and the Ciric Petra (who are called Ama- 
The Amale- Jechites, a nation very warlike , and more actiue thenthe reſt) were the chicfe agents in this H 
chirs wares expedition : whoſe Kings both encouraged one another, and whetted their neighbour nations 
Icaelices, to the Ifraclites deſtruction;relling them thar a forraine army,flying from the thraldome of the 
Agyptians,had inuaded their countrey,wholc increaſes were nota little to be ſuſpected : coun- 
ſellns them (before they had gathered head, and recouered more meanes, and acountrey to 
 dywcllin, and withall waxed more confident by reaſon: of their forbearance) to charge c ome 
firſt;rather then to expect their increaſes , and foto opprefle them:: cſteeming it a better point 
of wiſedome to repreſletheir infolencie and frowardnes in the deſart, thento expe whilſt they 
were poſſeſſed of ſtrong Cities,& rich mcanes.For this(ſaid they)is the part of wiſe men to reſiſt 
the vpriſings and power of their aduerſaries; and not to expect, whileſt by daily exploitcs they 
more & more increaſe,8 rather to prouidero preuent,then deliuer themſclues from peril. After ] | 
theſe embaſſages,it was decreed by generall counſel],that they ſhould endeuour to: confront and 7 
aſſaulr the Hebrewes.Theſe determinations and deffignes of theirs amared and troubled Aoſes | 
very much,for that hee expected no hoſtilitie. When therefore hee perceiued that the people 
wereaffrighted,and amazed to ſee themſelues(beeing wholly vaprouided)to bee charged by fo 
ſtrong and well furniſhed an armie ; hee recomforted them, and willed them to bethinke them- 
ſelucs of God promiſes, who by his power had ſer them at libertie; aſſuring them that they 
ſhould ouercome al thoſe that made party and head againſt them to deſtroy them:withing them 
tothinke, that though they were infcriour vnto their enemies in weapons , wealth, money , 
Moſes encon. and munition,and ſuch like;yer fince they had God tofriend,and ready to fight for them againſt 
zageththe their enemics,thatthey ought to conceiue{uch courage, as if they were furniſhed with far more jr 
peoplero®X= then humaneſupplics. Alledging further, rhar they were not ignorant how great an aſſiſter 
a God was, hauing had ſo often triall of his goodnefſte.in their greateſt:dangers, whom both hee 
knew to be anenemie to their enemies, andifauourable to their proceedings : which fauour of 
his he moſt manifeſtly expreſſed,by his miraculous deliueranceof them from hunger andthirſt;, 
by ycelding them free eſcape when they were ſhut in by ſeaand mountaines ; and that which 
ſhould moſt animate them to the fight and victorie ar that time was, thar after this-plunge they 
ſhould want nothing thar appertained to a more commodious and peaceable life. Moſes thus ha- 
ving encouraged the people by his words, hee called vnto him the chiefeſt of the tribes,and cue- 
ric one of them that had the charge of them, borh in priuate and publike aflſembly ; comman. 
ding the younger to obey the,clder, and the elders to bee obedient to their Generall.. Buri they L 
contemning their danger , and deſirous of fight, hoped thar this conflict would proone the fi- 
nal endoftheircalamitie:for which cauſe they inſtantly beſought Moſes to lead the forth againſt 
theetiemie, praying him notto dull the alacritie of the ſouldiers,by any vntimely delay. Wher- 
Toſu:h made uponi(chuſing out among the whole mulritude,ſuch as were moſt fitte for warre)hee choſe Teſus «ar 
cope” res the ſonne of Nanews the Ephraimite to leade them, a man valiant in armes, andprouident: in 
wr counfaile,andexcecding in pietie, and not degenerating in that reſpe& from Moſes. his maſter; 
Healſoin ach ſorrdiſpoſed certen bands that he might not inany ſort be cut off from water, he 
. __- Ifralfofomany as might guard the multitude, and keepe the campe and weaker company. Thus 
- *. ft6odthtyall chenighr long in areadines to take armes;ſuch as they had fitted for them, expec= 
' _ "tini8their capraines,who ſhould lead them out ro fight as ſooneas Moſes ſhould command them. ' 
Ontheother ſide Moſes ſlept not,bur inſtructed 79ſuah how hee ſhould'condut the army. And 
as ſoone as the day appeared, he encouraged 7oſuah to ſhew himſelfe ſuch a one in thar bartell,as 
both the placewhetewith he'was honoured,and the cauſe for which.they foughr,required ; wi- 
ſhing him by hisproweſle and good deſerts'to giue life and courage to his fouldiers that follow- 
cd him. He likewiſe exhorted the chiefeſt ofthe Hebrewes in particular,and in generall heartned

Burt for that hee was vnablecontinually to ſnp- CNN 
port the ſame, (and becauſe hee throughly perceiued and obſerued, that as often as hee helde 
downe his hands,ſolong the enemies droue the Itraclites to retreate) hee willed his brother Az- 
ron and Yron(his ſiſter Maries husband) to ſtand on cach fide of him , and ſuſtaine his handes 
and ſuccour him, for feare his forces ſhould faile him. Which when they had performed , 'the 
Hebrewes by maine force ouercame the Amalechites, ſo that all. of them had beene ſlaine, 

3 if ſo bee rhe chace had continued, and had not beene cut off by the approach of the night. Ar 
this time our predeceflours obtained a moſt happic and neceſfary- victory. For they had the 
vpper hand ouer them that were embartelled againſt them , and aſtoniſhed and amated the 
nations round about;and got great ſtrength and riches by their trauell ; for beeing ſeaſed of the 
enemies campe, they generally gat great riches, and particularly were all of them reliencd : 
whereas before that time they had nor neceſſarie meanes to maintaine themſelues. And this 
victorie of theirs was the cauſe of their very great good fortune, not onely for the preſent, bur 
alſo for thetime to come. For nor onely had they their enemies bodies ynder their ſubiection , 
bur alfo their ſpirits ; ſo as they were teared by all che nations round about. And they multipli- 
cd both in ſtrength and riches : tor there was a great quantitie. of golde and filuer taken in the

them;who'tooke no pleaſure to heare any one of theſe their ſuſpicions,contained themſelues;be- 
ing equally affected in reſpect of borh the opinions; for that the one ſeemed norto be eſtranged I 
from-humane chance, and the other had ſome correſpondence with the vertues of the man : ſo 
that they endured his fortune with an equall mind, and lamented their owne miſhap,inthat they 
were deprined of ſuch a*goucmour and patron as he was, and whoſe like they thought ir a 
matter impoſſible to find : neither did their care ſuffer them to hope: neither depriued of hope 
could they chooſe bur complaine : neither durſt they remoue rheir tents,in thatthey were com- 
manded ro expect his returne. Atlength (when fortie dates and fortie nights were paſt) hee 
returned ynto them ; hauing (during that rime) raſtedno mortall ſuſtenance : and by his arriuall 


Moſes faſted the whole hoſt was repleniſhed with great ioy;whom he certified that Gods prouidence was al-

waics aſliſting them ,, and that during the terme of thoſe daics', he had learned the meancs how 
they ſhould le ciuilly, orderly, and bleſledly ; relling them that God commanded them to 
make him a Tabernacle, whereinto hce would deſcend as often as it pleaſed him, which alſo in ot 
their trauell they might carry about with them;ſo that they ſhould haue no more need to aſcend 
vnto Sinai,bur that hee himſelfe might come and lodge with them,and be aſſiſtant to their pray- 
ers. Hee told them likewiſe the mcaſure and order of the faid Tabernacle,and that there wanted 
nothing but that they preſently addrefled themfelues to the building thereof. This ſaid, hee

Hee raiſed pales of five cubites high, and twentie in length fromthe one {id-to the owe wide wy 
other,and tenne in breadth ; in the hind-ftde to euery one of theſe pales or poſtes there were faſt- detare. 
' ned rings, the chapters whereof were filuer, and the baſcs thereof golde, and the lower parts 
B of theſe reſemble the points of a ſpeare made of braſſe,and fixed in the earth. Thorow the rings The 6: 
there paſſed certaine cords of five cubits length, which on the one ſide faſtned inthe ground com ofthe 
with brafen nayles of a cubits lengrh, did faſten cach of the pales, and defended the Tabernacle Gs 
againſt the force of winds. Then was there a moſt fine ſilken Curtaine drawne about the ſame, | 
-which hanging from the chapters of the baſcs,and incloſingall thar place,ſeemed to differ in no- 
thing from a wall. And after this manner were the three {ides of the incloſure arounded. Bur the 
fourth ſide,bcing of ſiftie cubites,was the front of the whole frame;the doore wherof yas twen- 
ty cubits wide,hauing on both fides double barres in ſtead of poſts; and theſe alſo were of filucr, 
except the baſes which were of brafle ; and on both fides there ſtood three barres well faſtned, 
which were alſo hung round about with a Curtaine of wouen filke : but artthe gare there hung 
C .vaile of twentie cubits long,and five deepe, wouen of purple, violet and fine fi]ke, embrodered 
with diuers lowers, withour any figures of ſenſible creatures: within the gates there was a braſen 
Ewer,with a foote of the ſame mettall, whereinthe Prieſts might wath their hands and feet. And 
after this manner was the encloſure of the Court; In the midlt hereof he placed the Tabernacle, 
turning it toward the Eaſt, that the riſing ſunne might ſhine vpon it:the length thereof was thirty 
cubits,and the breadth twelue ; the one of the walles thereof was towards the South, an orizer 
towards the North,bur the hinder part was towards the Welt ; and it was as high as long ; and 
on each ſide there were twentic wooden plankes foure ſquare, and ioyned together, foure fin- 
gers thicke,and a cubir and a halte broad.lined both within and without with plates of gold; and 
cuery boord had two hinges,which were put thorow the two bates that were of filuer,& in their 
ſockets receiued the hinges of the boords : the plankes of the weſt wall were ſ1xe in number,and 
ilded both within and wichout, all of them fo cloſed together as it ſeemed to bee but one wall. 
But on borh ſides there were certaine boords neerely ioyncd together, which in breadth contai- 
ned the meaſure of one cubit and a halfe ; and in thicknefle,the third part of a hand breadth; and 
ſo made vp thirty cubits : but ſixe boords made vp the nine cubits of the hinder wall, co which 
were ioyncd other two boords cut halfe a cubit broad, which they placcd inthe corners in ſtead 
of whole ones : cuery boord had rings of gold faſtned tothe outygard front thereof, riucted in 
order, and anſwering one another on cuery ſide. Thorow theſe rings were put ccrtaine barres 
which were coucred with gold, cuery one fiue cubits long, which 1oyned the boords together : 
x andthe ende of euery barre was pur into the beginning of the other, aftcr the manner of a 
boxe. And one the backeſide of the walles of the Tabernacle, chere was one ranke of barres pla- 
ccd long-wile, paſſing thorow all the plankes, in which by hookes or haſpes, the ſides of either 
were held -togcther,and riueted and faſtned one withinthe other ; by which meanes the Taber- 
nacle was ſecured from the force of winds,and kept ſteddy and immoucable. Within,the length 
| thereof was diuided into three parts : next to one part thereof containing ten cubites, on the in- 
ſide were placed foure pillars made ofthe fame worke and matter, planted on like baſes, and di- 
ſtant one from the other by cquall ſpaces ouerthwart, beyond theſe was the ſecret place. The reſt 
of the Tabernacle was for all the Prieſts;and this tripartite diuifion of the Tabernacle reſembled The Taber. 
the nature ofthe world, for the third part (which was contained within the foure pillars, ro nade. 
which the Prieſts had no acceſſe) did in a mianner repreſent hcauen the ſeatc of God : but the 
ſpecs of twentie cubites (which was onely permitted to the Prieſt, and was vnacceſſible to 0- F 
thers) reſembled the ſea and land. In the. front where the entrance was, they placed fiue pil- % 
lars vpon braſen baſes ; after theſe the Curtaines were ſpread about the Tabernacle, wouen of 
ſilke,and embrodercd with purple,violet,and ſcarler colours ; the firſt of theſe was ſpread ten cu- 
bits euery way,and was drawn about the pillars, which ſeparated he Adyr from che other ſpace; 
and ſcucred it from the fight of men;and all this Temple was called holy. As forthe Adyr that 
F Was 
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SED was ſituate beyond the foure pillars, it was called the Saritum ſanitorum,or holy of holieſt : and G 
rheworld, © This curtaine or vaile was pictured with all forts of lowers which the earth bringeth forth, and 
2455. 4efore diverſified with all that which might giue ir ornament ; bur that there were no figures of li- 
_ "** uing creatutes to be found therein. The ſecond vaile equalled the firſt in greatneſſe, workeman- 
AS ſhip, and colour : and encompaſled the fiue pillars of the entry, which reaching from the top 
__ _ tothemiddeſtofthem, and faſtened ro each of them by a certaine ring, gaue acceſlſe tothe 
Prieſts that centred the ſame : To this almoſt was there annexcd on the outſide another vaile of 
like bignefſe and wouen of linnen, drawne vpon cordcs from the one fide to the other, by 
meanes of certaine rings ; which was ſomerimes ſpread, and other times (eſpecially on the holy 
daies) vnſpread,leſt it ſhould hinder the peoples ſtghr: on the other daies (eſpecially ſuch as were 
cloudy) it was ſpread, and ſerued fora coucrture to defend the painted vaile from the weather. H 
Sithence, that cuſtome hath continued afrer the building of the Temple, that another ſuch like * 
vaile (as this) ſhould bee ſpread in the entrance. Beſides this, there were ten other vailes, foure 
cubites broad, and twenty eight cubites long, with certaine golden hookes, enchaſed the one 
within the other, to the ende ro conjoyne them, fo that they {cemed to bee one; which beeing 
The Sartu. ſpread did couer the Tabernacle in the vpper part,and the walles on the fides and behind;not cx- 
arie. rending to the earth within the com paſſe ofa foot. Moreouer, there were eleuen other hangings 
of cquall breadth,bur longer ; namely,euery one of them of thirty cubits, wouen with as great 
arte ofhaires,as the other out of wooll: which couering all the reſt extending to the earth,reſem- 
The fienifica- bled the forme of a bed-chamber, one of them couered and extended from the front,which be- 
tion otrhedi- ing the eleuenth, was annexed to this vie : theſeallo were couered with certaine skinnes ſewed x3 
-—2cnghong together, which protected the ſame againſt the ſtorme and inturie of raine : for which cauſe, to 
them that beheld it from farre, it ſeemed a thing moſt worthy of admiration. For the colours 
of the Tabernacle did inno other fort ſhine, then as-if a man ſhould haue beheld the heauens. 
Burt the vailes of haire and skinnes hung after ſuch a manner,as that did about the entrance of the 
Tabernacle,ſer to reſiſt the force and outrage of ſtormes and rempefts.

_ MM \ Fr = x thatthe Tabernacle was after this manner builded, they erefted alſo an Arke, j; 
finus,cap. 8. which was dedicated vnto God,of a certaine wood that was naturally ſtrong,and ſuch as 
was permanent and reſiſted corruption. This in our natiue rongue is called Heoron,framed 
after this manner. The length thereof was of five handfuls, and the breadth and height of three 
handfuls ; and both within and withour it was couered with golden plates,and it had a couer fit- 
red with golden hinges, egall on cuery fide. And to euery fide in length there were faſtened two 
rings of gold, driuen and riuered thorow the whole wood, andtthorow them certaine barres of 
gold were thruft,that whenſocuer there were any needs, it might be carried any wayes : for ne- 
uer was it borhe on beaſts backs, but the Prieſts bare it on their ſhoulders. On the couer there- 
Cherubin, of there were two ſemblances planted, which the Hebrewes call Cherubins (which are winged 
The Tables Crcatures,of a ſtrange forme,thelike whereof were neuer ſeeneby any man) which Moſes ſaw fi.

oh ©: aſcended from the other halfe vpwards, was ſquare : The bodie of this Table was arounded 
with a border ſtanding out foure fingers length, and in euery of the feete there were rings fa- 
ſtened abour thetop of the foote, to which were annexed on both ſides two thifigs aftcr the 
manner of handles, gilded, and framed of moſt firme wood, which were not thruft thorow the 
circle on both ſides hike bartes, but with a button tooke hold of the ypper border of the Table, 
and beneath comprehended the ning of the foot, being a means ro transfer it whitherſoeuer need 
requi- 
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A required. This was wont to bee placed in the Temple rowards the North wall,nor farre from 4,

the Sanctuarie : and on it were placed twelue vnleauened loaues, ſer fixe by fixe the one ouer —_—— 
againſt the other,and made of two Aſ/ars of the pureſt wheate, which meaſure ofthe Hebreycs %fore (bnift 
contained ſeauen Corylas of the Achenians;and aboue theſe loaues two golden pots filled with £2: 
frankincenſe;but after ſeuen dayes other loaucs were ſer in their place on that feſtuall day,which << 
wee call the Sabbath. The cauſe of which ceremonic ſhall hereafter bee declared by vs. Hard F902 & Kut 
by this Table neere the South wall, was placed a Candleſticke of molren golde (but not "the golden. 
ſolide) of one hundred pound weight (this weight the Hebrewes call Cizchares, the Grecians <x=Ueſticke, 
name it a Talent intheir tongue) and it was wrought with boawles, lillies, pomgranats, and 
little cuppes ; then ariſing vpwards from one baſe,it was dintded into ſeauen branches,according 
ro the number of the Sunne and the reſt of the Planets : it ſtretched our likewiſe into ſeauen 
heads, hauing orderly correſpondence the one with the other, on which were planted ſeauen 
candles,according to the number of the ſcauen Planets, which branched our towards the Eaſt 
and South, in that the Candleſticke was ſet ſidelong. Betweene this and the Table(as I aide) was 
a little Altar erected for incenſe, made of laſting wood likewiſe, and coucred on euery fide with 
a ſolide plare,becing a cubit broad from eucry corner, and twiſe as high, on which there ſtood 
alittle hearth enuironed with a golden crowne on cuery fide, in which wererings with their 
barres and ſtaues, whereby it might be borne by the Prieſts in the way. There was another Al- Ed. 38. 
tar of wood alſo before the doore of the Tabernacle, couecred with plates of brafſe, fiue cubitrs 
ſquare,and three high,decked with golde in like forr, and plated with brafſe,the hearth whereof 

was made after the manner of a grate : for the earth receiued whatſoeuer fire fell trom aboue by 

reaſon there was no baſe therevnder, butneere vnto the Altar there were tunnels and pots, and

rification which is ordained by the Law)addreſleth himleltc to ſacrifice : he firſt of all inueſterh 
himſelf with Manachaſſes(which is as much to fay,atrufle or reſtrainer,which is a kind of breech Manachafſes, 
or {lop, coucring the priuities, made of wouen filke) where through hee thruſts his feete, as in 
a paire of vpper breeches, and faſtens the ſame about his loynes: On this hee caſts a linned ſhirt 
or ſurplice, made of double linnen (which wee call Cheromere)and that word fignificth a linnen 
garment or ſurplice : for we call linnen C/eton (rhat kinde of garment isa coate comming downe 
to the ankles, bound to the bodie; hauing narrow flecues about thearmes)which 1s tied vpon the 
breaſt a little beneath the armeholes,with a girdle foure fingers broad, inwardly void,ſo wrought 
as it ſeemed to be likea ſerpents skinne.) It is likewiſe pictured with red, purple, Hyacinthine and 
ſilken flowers,but the ground is only {ilke;which being twiſe doubled about his breaſt,extenderh 
downe to his ankles at ſuch time as he defiſteth from ſacrifice, (and this ſeemed they ro weare in 
way of ornament)but when as hee is to miniſter in ſacrifice,then(leaſt blowne vp by the wind, it g, +. 
ſhould hinder his worke)he caſts it on his left ſhoulder. This girdle Moſes calleth Abanerh,and we 
by a word borrowed from the Babylonians,name it Emzas(for ſo call they it.) This coat was in 
no manner pleited,and in thenecke hatha broad opening.,faſtened abour rhe two ſhoulders with 
claſpes,from the edge of the coller to the breaſt and the middeſt of the backe: This call they Maſe Mataballanrs 
ſabaſſanes. But on his head he weareth a har(not made witha high crowne, neither comprehen- ,, ,_ 
ding the whole head,but ſomewhat more then the halfe: )rhis is called Maſnaemphthes , which is thes. Nu 
decked and dight after ſuch a rate,that it ſeemed a Chapplet made of thicke Riban, or of wouen 
linnen often times doubled and ſowed , which in the vpper part is couered with another linnen, 
deſcending to the front, hiding thoſe ſeames of the Riban which were vnſeemely to bee beheld ; 
this is curiouſly fitted, leaſt during the time of ſacrifice it ſhould flip off, Such in generall were 
the ornaments of the Prieſts. - 
The high prieſt alſo vſcth the very ſame (omitting none of thoſe things which wee haue Thokigh 

reckoned vp)but beſide the reſt he put on a Hyacinthine coloured coate, extending in length to f.-.- 9

| ſcames on the ſhoulders, and on the {1des) but a long vaile wouen and left open in the coller, 

To it is a riban or 
Epboc, hemme faſtned, leaſt the opening ſhould bee perceiued : itis likewiſe open in that place where 
the hands ſhould be pur out. Befides thefe veſtures,hee hath a third called an Ephod(reſembling 
a Grecian frocke, that is made after this manner.) It is wouen of diuers colours, intermixed 
with gold;in the midſt of the breaſt there is a ſpace left open: the ſleeucs are made in fach maner, 
& all the reſt in ſuch ſort compoſed,thatir ſeemerh to be a coat:inthis void ſpace there is a picce 
enchaſed of the bignes of a ſpan long,ecmbrodered with the ſame colours, golde,” and fowers,as H 
Eſſen ſeuLo- the Ephod is: This piece is called Eflen, that is as much to ſay, as Rationall (which wholly f1- 
_ {th the ſpace that was left void by them that haue wouen the Ephod.) And this piecc is ioyned 
with the Ephod, and to euery corner thereof with buckles of gold, which are tied with'a lace of 
Hyacinth applied to tie them together with theſe buckles, And to the end the ſpace between the 
buckles bee not flacke, they filled the ſuture with a Hyacinthine threed : but on either ſhoul- 
der two Sardonix ſtones enchaſed in golde (in ſtead of buttons) doe tice the hood or Ephod , in 
theſe are ingrauen the names of /acobs ſonnes in Hebrew Characters,in cyther ſtone ſixe: ſo that 
the elder of them were placed on the right ſhoulder. Morcouer twelue precious ſtonesdiftinguifſh 
the Eflen or Rationall it ſelfe, of excellent greatnes and beautie, which for their incſtimable price I 
could not be bought by any priuate man. They were inchaſed three and three in foure ranks in 
certaine crownes of golde,to the end they might not fall out : in the firſt order was a Sardonyx , 
a Topaze, and a Smaragd : inthe ſecond, a Carbuncle, aTafpis, and a Saphir : inthe third, a 
Lyncurius,an Amethyſt,and an Agate : in the fourth,a Chryſolite,an Onyx, anda Berill ſtone. 
In theſe were the names of Zacobs ſonnes engraucn,whom we eſteeme for the firſt authors of our 
tribes (euery ſtone being honoured with a ſcuerall name, according to the order of thcir birth.) 
But whereas theſe rings (whereof before wee haue ſpoken) are weake and cannor ſuſtaine the 
waight of the precious ſtones, they made other two greater in the toppe of the Rationall incli- 
ning toward theneckeward, bceing eminent aboue the texture, which might recciue the gol- 
den chaines that were made, which mer at the trop of the ſhoulders to be faſtened with the httle ,. 
Thehich Chaines, the end whereof was crooked, and conueied certaine pipes , put thorow the rings , 
Prieſts rriple and were more prominent then the brim behinde the Ephod, to faſten the Rationall, to the 
goldencrown, end jt ſhould netther ſway this wates nor that waies. To the fame Rational alfo was there a girdle 
ſewed, diſtinguiſhed with the ſaid colours & gold;which comprehending the whole, and againe 
knit vpon the ſeame was ſuffered to hang downewards. And as touching the fringes, they were 
ſhut in hollow loops of gold from the one end to the other. Now his hat was ſuch as the other 
prieſts vſed, on which there ſtood an other ſewed thereto,and flouriſhed with Hyacinthine: this 
after a triple order was inuironed with a golden crowne, in which there were diuers veffels of 
gold made aftcr ſuch a fort as may be ſeenc in that herbe which we call Daccharus, and amongft 
the Grecian herbaliſts, Henbane. And leaſt any man that hath heretofore ſeene the ſame, ſhould 7, 
be ignorant of the nature thereof, or rather knowing the ſame, hath not ſeene the herbe irſelfe ; 
I haue thought good to ſet downe the deſcription thereof in this place, This herbe is of the 
height of three [2 06ps hath a roote like a Turnep or Nauew(and heſhallnor erre, that in regard 
thereof ſhall compare it therewith) it hath leaues that reſemble Smallage or Rocquet : this our 
of the ſtem thereof yeeldeth forth a certaine bud cleauing to the branches of it, inueſted with a 
coat, which it caſteth off when the fruite waxeth ripe. This bud is as big as the ioynt of a little 
finger,hauing a circumference like vnto a cup; which I will deſcribe more fitly, once againe that 
the ignorant may the better diſcouer it.In the lower part therofabour the bottome it reſemblerh 
in roundnes a halfe boawle;and according as it groweth euery part thereof is ſtreightned, vnrill 
being againedilated in the extremitie or brim thereof; it end ina partition, not much vnlike to pq 
a Pomgranate cut in the middeſt, ro which there is annexed and groweth a round couer 
as if turned and framed on purpoſe, hauing theſe eminent clefts (as I ſatde)like to the middeſt of 
a Pomeranarte, reſembling the pointed and ſharpe thornes, and pricking blades. Now it contai- 
" neth a certaine fruit vndex the couer, and in the whole cup is like to the ſeed of the herbe Side- 
Sigexitis- ritis,his fower is not much vnlike that which ſpringeth from the Poppey. Such was this crowne

I cannot therfore but greatly wonder at the {trangeand cauſeleſſe malice,which other nations 2455. before 
haue conceiued againſt vs, as if wee were 1n1urious againſt the diuine maieſtie, which (they ſay) Ir RIG 
they ſo much honour. For, ifa man markethe compoſition of the Tabernacle,and examine the > 
habit of the high Prieſt, and conſider all the neceſlaries which wee vie in celebrating the diuine: 
ſeruice ;they ſhall finderhat our law-maker was aman of adiuine ſpirir,and that we without any 
deſert are intured by other nations. For if without partialitie a man will duely examine it, hee-The Ggnifica- 
ſhall finde that all things haue beene done to repreſcat and figurethe world. For the Tabernacle pop ofthe tar 
is of thirty cubits, diuided into three parts, whereof two are left for the ſacrificers as a place pro- Tabernacle, 
_. phaned and common, fignifying the land and ſea wherein all forts of creatures are conueffant. andrheprietts 
B Butthe third part is ſequeſtred and reſerued for God alone , in like fort as the heauen is vnacceſ-. ® ment 
fible by mien. The table on which the twelue loaues were placed,fignifieth the yeere diuided in- 
to 12. moneths. The candleſticke made of {eauenty peeces, fignifieth the twelue fignes, thotow 
which euery one of the ſeauen Planets paſle : the ſeauen lampes that were therin, repreſented the 
-{eauen Planets. The vailes made of foure ſeucrall kinds of ſtuffes reſembled the foure Elements. 
For the linnen ſeemed to repreſent the earth, from whence it was drawne and deriued. The pur- 
ple reſembled the ſca, becauſe the purple colour is made of the blood of a ſhel-fiſh called Murex. 
The Hyacinth fignifieth the ayre : and as touching the ſcarler, it ſignifieth the fire. The timicle 
likewiſe of the high Prieſt, demonſtrateth the earth, for it is made of linnen, The Hyacinth 
C ſheweth the Pole : the Pomegranates reſembled the lightning ; as the bels the noyſe of the thun- 
der. The fircot ſheweth that the whole world is compaſled of foure Elements reſemble4 in his 
foure colours, to which gold is annexed (as I interpret it) for that light is annexed to all things. 
Eſſen alfo is planted in the middle thereofin ſuch ſort as the carth obraineth the middle place of 
the world. Likewiſe the girdle wherewith he is girt reſembleth the ſea,which enfoldeth and be- 
girteth all things. The two Sardonix ſtones (ſer as buttons orloopes in the high Prieſts garment) 
ftenifle the Sun and Moone: the number of the gems arealluded to the number of the moneths, 
_ or the twelue houſes, or the equall number of the parts of that circle, which the Grecians call 
the Zodiacke (hee ſhall not much erre that tolloweth either the one, oythe other of theſe opini- 
'* Ons.) The cap likewiſe hath an alluſion to heauen,by reaſon of his azure or Hyacinthine colour, 
for otherwiſe the name of God might be placed therein. For it was beautified with a crowne of 
gold, to fignifie the light wherein God highly delighteth. Let this ſuffice for the preſent, for that 
which we ſhall diſcourſe hereafter, will furniſh vs with ſufficient and ample matter to ſhew and 
fer out the vertue of our Law-maker.

two Choas of Athens)all which he mixed 6 boiled together,according tothe art of perfinmers, 
The ſacrifices and he made thereof a moſt odoriterous oyntment : which heetooke and annoynted the Prieſt 
withall, and all that which belonged to the Tabernacle, to the intent to purifie them ; offering 
many,and ſundry ſorts of beaſts of great priceto ſacrifice within the temple vpon the Altar of I 
gold (whereof I forbeare to ſpeake any further, for feare I ſhould grow oftenſiue and tedious to 
the readers.) Twicea w_ betore the Sunne riſe, and Sunne ſer, they were to burne incenſe,and 
purifie the oyle and refreſh the lampes, whereof three ought ro burne euery day vpon the ſa- s 
cred Candleſticke in honour of God, andthe reſt werelighted in the euening. Amongſt them be 
that wrought and finiſhed theſe things, Beſeleel and Eliab were the moſt excellent and experteſt : 
workemen : for wharſocuer had beene enterpriſed by others,they in their arte poliſhed and per- 
fected ; and they of themſclues found many new things oftheir owne inuention : yet was Be-

ſeleel indged the moſt excellent of them two. | 
Allthetime employed inthis worke, was ſeauen moneths,and at that time was the yeere ac- 
compliſhed, which began at their departure out of Agypt.In the beginning of the ſecond yeere, K , 
in the moneth which the Macedonians call Xantichus,and the Hebrewes Niſan, vpon the newe 
Exod. 45944 Moone they dedicated the Tabernacle with all things belonging thereunto, according as I haue 
The Taber- made mention. And God preſently teſtified that both their gitts were gracious in his eyes, and 
Hed onche the Hebrewes labours fruitfull and pleaſant in his ſight, teſtifying his preſence in that Temple af- 
Erſt day of A- ter this manner : Whereas the heauen was otherwates cleere and faire,ouer the Tabernacle only 
pri} _—_ there was a cloud,not wholly thicke like a winter ſtorme,nor obſcure; and yet not ſo thinne as 2 
rg ol man could ſcethorow the fame, from whence there deſcended a dewe that gaue teſtimonie of 
_—_— Gods preſence vnto them that had will.and beliefe. Mofes honoured the workmaſters that made 
vn the the worke, with ſuch rewards as appertained vnto them by deſert ; and ſacrificed according as 
creatis of the God had commanded him in the doore or porch ofthe Tabernacle, a Bull, a Ramme,anda Kid L 
world,1455. . for their finnes (but with what ceremony theſe things are done, I will declare when I intreat of 
birth,1509, facrifices,as alſo what offerings are to bee burnt by fire,and according to the lawe are allowed to 
be fed vpon) and with the blood of the ſlaughtred beaſts he beſprinkled the veſtment of Aaror, 
The dedicati- and purified both him and his children with fountaine water and the pretious ointment, to the 
_ onofthe Ta- end they might be ſanRified to God. And for ſeuen daics ſpace he conſecrated both themſclues, 
bernacteand nd their veſtments and the Tabernacle, with thoſe things which appertained thereunto, with 
Lexit.8, that oyle whereof T haue before time foretold you, with the blood of Buls, and Rammes ſlaine 
euery other day after their kind. But on the eight day he proclaimed a holy day and feſtiuall to 
all the people, and decreed that euery one of them ſhould particularly ſacrifice according to his M 
abilitie, and they with emulation (ſtriuing to exceede one another) obeycd him, and offered vp 
their ſacrifices according as it was commanded them. 
_ Whileſt thus the ſacrifices were vpon the Altar,ſodainly there iſſued a fire from them, which 
Tice kindled of it ſelfe,the lame whereof reſembled the light or brightneſle of lightning ; and conſu- 
is conſumed med all that which was vpon the Altar. At that time there hapned an inconuenience to CAaron, 
> py which although it ſomewhat mooued and amated his fatherly patience, yer digeſted hee it with 
a conſtant and generous mind : for he was a man of much conſtancy,and ſuch a one as knew that 


nothing 
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A nothing could befall him without the preſcience and prouidence of God. For of thoſe foure ſons > 
(which I rold you that hee had) the two elder brethren Nadaband C4bihn,bringing ſacrifices jewels, 
ynto the Altar(not ſuch as were appointed by Moſes, but of that ſort they were. accuſtomed to 2455-efere 
offer before times) were burned by the violent flame that iflued from the Altar, ſcifing both —_ _ 
their breaſts and faces, in ſuch a ſort, as by no meanes poſſible that might bee extinguiſhed ; fo -— 

that at leugrh they died. Moſes commanded both their father and brothers to rake their bodies, N42 _ 
and carry them out of the hoſt, and burie them ſumptuouſly : all the people wept and were a- ſons burned, 
mazed very much art this their death , ſo ſtrange and vnexpected. Burt Moſes ordained that nei- 
ther the father,nor his ſonnes ſhould lament ; bur that they ſhould rather make eſtimate of Gods 
honour, then of their owne misfortune : for Aaron was already inueſted in the ſacred robe. 
Bur as touching Moſes, he refuſed all honours which were offered him by the people, neither ap- 
B plied he himſelfe vnto any other thing butto theſcruice of God : neither did hee aſcend any 
more vp to the mountaine of Sinat, but entred into the Tabernacle to takecounſaile at Gods 
hands in thoſe things, whereof hee had neede to be informed. Hee demeaned himſelfe like a pri- 
uate man,not onely in his apparrell, but in all other things, and liucd yery popularly , perſeue- 
«ring in that familiar and cull courſe of life, and challenging no priuiledge aboue any man, 
but onely in thoſe things which pertayned to the adminiſtration of the common- 
weale, | 
Beſides theſe, he reduced vnder writing both the lawes and ordinances as touching Policie, 
in due performance whereof if they ſhould live, they ſhould be both agreeable ro God, and 
live without cauſe of controuerſie the one againſt the other. And all this eſtabliſhed hee, follow- 
C ing thoſe directions, which God inſtructed him in. Burnow will I returne and bend my ſtile 
to diſcourſe vpon that which T haue omitted in the ornament of the high Pricſt : for this appar- 
rell of theirs leaueth not any occaſion to falſe prophets, to execute their wicked impoſtures : 
and if there bee any ſuch, as dare intermeddle with that which appertaineth to Gods ma- 
ieſtie, this habite maketh them know, that itis in Gods power to bee preſent with the ſa- 
crificers,at ſuch time as it pleaſeth him ; and to be abſent when him lifteth : which God would 
haue made knowne not onely to the Hebrewes, butto all thoſe ſtrangers , who by any occur- A mirade of 
rence might be eye-witneſſes of the ſame. For of thoſe ſtones which the high Prieſt bare on his the ftonesin 
ſhoulders(which were Sardonixes , whoſe nature 1s ſo notorious to all men, that it were vn- net 

D neceſſarieto reueale it(the one ſhinedar ſuch time as there was any offering,8& thar other which mens 

was faſtened on his right ſhoulder , ſhined very cleerely at ſuch time as God was preſent at the 

ſacrifice, and caſt his raies afarre off, that it might be perceiued by thoſe that beheld the ſame, 

both contrarie to his nature and cuſtome : which truly deferuerh admiration amongſt all men, 

except thoſe who thorow contempt of religion, doe hunt after an opinion of wiſedome. Bur 

that which I will now ſpeake of is more to be admired at : which is, that by the rwelue ſtones 

which the high Prieſt bare (ſewed and inchaſed in his Rationall in the midſt of his breaſt) God 

was wont to foreſignifie vidtorie to thoſe that were addrefled to batrell. For ſuch brightneſſe 

lightned out ofthem, euen before ſuch time as the army did diſlodge or enter skirmiſh , thar it 

was notoriouſly knowne to the people,that God was preſent and readie to afſiſt them:for which 

cauſe the Greeks making account of our manner of. lining , inthar they had no power or reaſon 

to contradidt it, haue called that Rationall which we tearme Eflen(mooued thereunto by this ex- 

preſſe miracle which may not be contradicted.) This Rationall and the ſtone Sardonix gaue 

ouer to ſhine two hundreth yeeres beforcT began to write theſe Antiquities, by reaſon of Gods 

wrath which he had conceiued through the breach of his lawes (of whichat another time 

I will more fitly intreate, and at this time continue and proſecute my intended diſcourſe and 

purpoſe. After the Tabernacle had beene thus conſecrated, and that which appertained to 

the Prieſts was ſet in order , the people was perſwaded that God dwelt with them in his Taber- Theſacrifices 

nacle, and began to ſacrifice and ſing hymnes of praiſes, as to him thathad driven farre from 39g 

them all ſuſpicion of euill, and from whom they expected in time to come farre better and of the tribes; 
F more proſperous things ; and both in generall and in particular they offered gifts vnto God ac- X%%7: 

cording to their tribes : for the gouernours of the tribes (aſſembling themſclues togerher 

two by two) prepared a charriot arid a yoake of Oxen, ſo that there were fixe charriots to 

beare the Tabernacle by the way. Furthermore euery one of them offered a viall and a cen- 

ſer, anda cofer to keepe incenſe in, which was eſteemed to be worth tenne Dariques, and this 

was filled with odoriferous perfumes, and the cenfer was of filuer, and both of them roge- 


ther weighed two hundreth ficles; yet on the viall theze were but 70. employed : and both _

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bY cofer and viall were filled with meale ſteeped and moulded in oyle, which they. werewont to G 
-bewerla, viſeatthe Altar, at ſuch time as they offered ſacrifice. They offered likewiſe a Caltc,and-a Ram, 
2455 befre with a Lambe of one yeere old, for a burnt ſacrifice ; and a Goar fora ſinne offering. ' All the 0- 
» + + pax ther gouernours likewiſe brought cuery one of rhem their ſacrifice -called Salutarie ; for euery 
NT — day two Oxen and fiue Rams, with a Lambe anda Goat of a yecreold, and ſacrificed them dy- 
ringthe terme of twelue daies euery one. Bur Moſes aſcended no moteto the mountaine of 
Sinai, but entred into the Tabemacle, where he. was. inſtru&ted by God of that, which he had 
to doc,and what lawes he ought to make , which are ſo good and laudable as they ought not to 
be attributed to humane wiſedome : They haue becne faithfully obſerued likewiſe alwaies, be- 
cauſe they are ſuppoſed to be receiued from God. So that notany one of his lawes haue beene 
Moſes askech tranſgreſſed by the Hebrewes, neither in peace (at ſuch time as they liued t6 their content) nei- FH 
counfellof het in watre, atſuch rimeas they were afflicted therewith, Bur I will now ceaſe to ſpeke of

——_ Noe we haue A to talk of ſacrifices.) The ſacrifices > of two ſorts: the one of —— 
_ Ts is made for a priuate perſon, the other for the people in generall : and theſe ars made in 
TiGoen: * two manners . forinthe one, allis conſumed which is ypon the Altar, which for that cauſe 1 

are called Holocaufts, that is to ſay, Burned. The other are of thankſgiuing, and they are made 
Holocanto» With banquets of thoſe that ſacrifice. Bur firſt of all I will ſpeake of the firſt kind. The particu- 
ma, =&[arperſonthat offered a burnt offering, killed an Oxe, a Lambe, and a Goate of one yecte old, 
Far. Fe (yetisit Jawfull to kill oxen more elder.) Bur all thoſe-crearures which muſt be conſumed by 
fire, ought to be males ; and after their throats are cut, the Prieſts beſprinkle the Altar round a- 
bout with the blood ; then dreſſe they the beaſt, and cur it in picces, and pouder it with ſalt, and 
lay it on the Altaralrcadie charged with clettwood, and flaming fire: then after they haue well 
cleanſed the feete and intrails, they lay them with the reſt;and the prieſts take the skinnes. Such 
Afacrifice of is the manner ofa burnt offering or Holocauſt. They that offer ſacrifices of thankſgiuing, kill like- 
chankſgiving, wiſe ſich ſorts of beaſts without ſpor, and more then a yeere old; both male and female : and K 
| after they haue cut their throats,they ſprinkle the bloud on the Altar : thentake they the reines, 
Zee 45% the caule,andallthefar ; with the lobe of the lier, and the tayle of the Mutton,andlay it on the 
Altar; but the breaſt, and the left leg is left ro the Pricſts: and as touching the reſt of the Aleſh,the 
Prieſts banquet therewith for the ſpace of two daies; and if then there remaine any thing thereof 
it is burned. The ſame cuſtome and ceremonie likewiſe is obſerued in the ſacrifice for fins : but 
thoſe that are not of abilitie to offer the greater offerings. offer vptwo Pigeons, or two Turtles, 
the one of which the Prieſts haue to feaſt withall,and the other 1s conſumed with fire.

And if any one by his prayers made 
vnto God, was deliuered from this diſeaſe, and his skin reduced to his natiue colour,ſuch a one [, 
preſented himſelfe before God in diuers oblations and ſacrifices, of which we will ſpeake here- 
after. For which cauſe they are worthy to be laughed at, who fay that Moſes fled out of Zgypr, 
Againſt them becauſe he was aleper, and that he conducted with him other ſuch as were trauelled with thar 
tharobie@ 2- diſcaſe, and brought them into the land of Canaan. For, if that were true, X oſes had not made 
S 1 hisfol. Thcſc ordinances to his owne prejudice : which if other had propoſed, it behooued him to haue 
lowers, that oppoſed himſelfe againſt them : eſpecially ſince amongſt other diuers nations there arelepers, 
_—_ *. Who are held in great honour,and who are ſo farrefrom diſdain and contempr,as that they haue 
6a hy beene made Generals of moſt notable armies, and eleted for Gouernours of common-weales, 
hauing libertie to enter the Temples,and to be preſent ar the ſacrifices. What therefore hindred 
Moſes (if he had beene polluted with the like hatefull ſicknefſe) to make ſuch lawes, and ordaine 
ſuch ſtarutes among thoſe people, who honoured and obeyed him;whereby ſuch as were there- 
with-infeted mighr be preferred 2 By which it is manifeſt , that thoſe things that are obiect-d 
againſt him, are rather of malice then probability. Burt Moſes being cleane from ſuch fickne le, 
and conuerfing amongſt his countrimen which were vntainted, made theſe ordinances for them 
thar wereſicke, hauing regard to the honour of God. Bur of theſe things,let each man cenſure as

The law alſo forbiddeth a man to haue the ſe of his mother (for thar its a thing moſt abo- 
minableJand likewiſe prohibireth him to keepe valawfull compamie with his fathers wife, his 
aunt, and his ſiſter,or his ſonnes wife : and dcteſterh it as a moſt hainous and hideous offence. Ir 
prohibitcth alſo the vie ofa woman when ſhe hath her monthly ſickneſle , the vſe of beaſts alſo 
eſpecially the male,by reaſon that ſuch affections are abominible : and againſt the tranſgretlours 
of theſe laies he eſtabliſhed moſt ſtrict and mortall puniſhments. Hee willed alſo that the 
Prieſts ſhould be twiſe more chaſte-.theh the reſt ,. for henot only forbad them that which he 
D prohibited others ; but morcoucr he inioyned them not to marry thoſe that had beene abando- 
ned, or {laues, or priſoners, or victallers. and taucrnexs , forſaken by their husbands forany occa- rwit.ar, 
fion whatſocucr. And as touching the high Prieſt, he permitted him not to match with the wid. Wh« fe 
dow of him that was dead(although it were made lawfull forthe other Prieſts)and granted him _— 
only libettie to take a vitgin to his wife, and rokeepe her.

He likewiſe ordained, that thePricſt which ſhould not be found in bodie, ſhould be main- 
rained by the other Prieſts, but in the mcane time that he ſhould not approch the Altar , neither 
enter into the Temple : willing that not onely they ſhould be near inthart which concerned the 
diuine ſeruice, but alſo that they ſhould ſtudie and indenour to be thelike in all the a&tions of 
their life,to the end that no man _ reproue them.For which cauſe they thar beare the habit 
of the Priefts are vnreproucable, and in all things pure and ſober, being forbidden to drinke wine 
as long as they ware the prieſtly veſture. They were willed alſo to offer vp entire ſacrifices, and 
-no waics maimed, Theſe ſtatutes did Moſes decree, and make during his life time. Andafter- 
wards he deuiſed others alſo, ar ſuch tinte as he remained in the deſart; which both the people _ 
might practiſe in tha place; and then alſo when they had poſſeſſed the fand'vf Canaan.

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A—A>> lands, they were reſtored vnto them in this manner following. The Iubile being at hand (which G 
1 ed.Jay word ſignifieth libertie)both he thar ſold,and he that bought the land,meet together,and caſt vp. 
before Chriſts the account of the profits and expences that haue beene reaped and beſtowed on the land ; and 
Neil. if it be foundthatthe profits doe amount, he thar fold the land repoſſeſſerh it : bur if the charges 
CARL exceed the yaluc of the profits, he reſtoreth the ſurphiſage to the buyer that is due ynto him, and 
1g of retaineth the land ro himſelfe. And if the profits and expences areanſwerable the one vnto the 
> 4h other, the reſtitution is made to him that had the ancient inheritance. He ratified likewiſe the 
ſamelaw in houſes that were bought in Villages or Cities. For if he that ſold, counted downe 
the money he had receiued beforethe yecre were finiſhed ; he compelled the purchaſer to re- 
ſtore him his houſe : and if hee ſtayed till the yeere were fully finiſhed, the poſſeſſion and free 
purchaſe remained vnto him that bought it. Moſes recciued this diſpoſitionof his lawes from 
God, at ſuch time as his flockes fed atthe foote of the mountaine of Sinai,and he gaue them in 


writing to the Hebrewes.

When they pirched the Tabernacle, it was planted ift the m'dſ{t of the campe, guarded and de- 
fenced with the tribes which were incamped three by three on cucry fide. There were certaine 
Thedifpoſiti- waies or paths likewiſe laid out betrweene them, and a market place was quartered out,and ſhops 
hg me forall ſorts of merchandiſe diſpoſcd by order , and workemen and artizans of all occupations, x

The Prieſts firſt were planted next vnto the Tabernacle, and after them followed all the com-

m"_ They call it in the Hebrew tongue Aſofra. There were two of them, whereof the one of them 
ſcrued to aſſemble and call the people to publike aflemblies ; and the other to conuocate the g0- 
uernours when they were to conſult vpon affaires of eſtate : andif both of them wereſounded, 
then all of them in generall gathered together. When the Tabernacle was remooued,this man- 
The order of NET WAS obſerued , As ſoone as the firſt charge was ſounded, they that were encam ped toward 
tizarmy with the Eaft, firſt ofall diſlodged : at the ſecond charge, they ro the ſouthward diſincamped ; then 
the Taber- was the Tabernacle vnpitched, and carricd inthe midft, fixe of the tribes marching before, and 
nacle. ſixe of them aſter : the Leuites were all about the Tabernacle. And when they ſounded the M 
third time, the quarter roward the Weſt-ward remooued : and rhe fourth was that to the 
North-ward. They made vſealſo of theſe Cornets inthediuine ſeruice,with which they orde- 
red the ſacrifices onthe Sabbath-and other daies. Then. alſo was the firſt Paſſeouer celebrated 
with ſolemne offerings after their departure out of Agypt;they being in the deſart.

and lay the faulr of their laborious p_ vpon Moſes,obicCting that by his perſwaſton they Xie 
had left a fertile countrey, and now not onely that they were deſtitute ofthe plentie thereof, bur oainſt Moſes, 
: alſo inſtead of hoped folcitie, forced to wander here and there in cxtreame miſeric, and trauel. 
B led with want of water : and that if Manna likewiſe ſhould in any fort faile them, they were like 
all of them withour queſtion to periſh for want of ſuſtenance. Hereunto annexed they diuers 
contumelies, which were euery where inflicted againſt him, being a man of fo great deſert and 
conſequence. Meane while there aroſe one amongſt the people, who(admoniſhing them ofthe 
forepaſſed benefits receiued by the hands of Moſes) counſelled them to be of good courage ; 
aſſuring them thar at that time they ſhould nor be fruſtrate either of that hope, or helpe, which 
they expected at Gods hands. Butthe people were the rather incenſed againſt him by theſe 
words, and more and more whetred their ſpleanes againſt the Prophet ; who ſecing them ſo de- 
ſperate, willed them to be of a good courage ; promiſing them, that alrhough by iniurious ſpee- 
ches he had vndeſeruedly beene offenced by them, yet that he would giue them ſtore of flcth, 
C not for one day onely, butalſo for many. But they being incredulous (and fome one amongſt 
them demanding how he could make prouiſton for ſo many thouſand men) God (faith he) and 
[, although we be cuill ſpoken of by you, yet will weneuer dcfiſt to be carefull for you, and that 
ſhall you ſhortly perceiuc. Scarce had he ſpoken this, bur tharall the campe was filled wirh ., DPD 
Quailes, which they hunted for by heapes. Yet God nor long afcer thar,punitſied the infolency ,cvin quaites

For which cauſe we ought not to wonder at that which 
k happened at that time, conſidering that the writings left by Moſes are in ſuch force, euen at this 
; day, that they themſclues who hate vs, confefle that hee that hath inſtirured our gouernment is 
God, by the meanes and miniſterie of Mofes and his vertue. Bur of thele things let cuery man

ET Ex V2>  yand counfails,they might cafily obtaine victory ouer their enemies: and accu- 
ſed him likewiſe, as if hee ſought after no other thing, bur that they beceing daily preſſed with 
orcat wants, ſhould bee inforced continually to depend vpon his counſels. Where upon they 
embartailed themſelues againſt the Chanaanites, preſuming with themſclues, that God would 
ſuccourthem, not onely in regard of Moſes ; bur alſo for that hee had a generall care of their na- 
tion, euer ſince the time of their forefathers, whom hee had alwaies held ynder his proteRion . 
and by reaſon of whoſe yertues hee had already granted them liberty. They ſaid likewiſe,that if 
they would take the paincs at that time and endcauour themſclues,that God would alwaics fght 
with them : proteſting that they were able to ouer-runne the nations, although they were but 
themſclucs ; yea although Moſes would endeauour to eftrange God from them. In a word,that 
it was bchoouefull, that all of them ſhould bee Lords of themſclues, and that beeing recomfor- 
red and redeemed from the ſcruitude of Xgypt, they ought not to ſuffer Moſes to tyrannize 0- 
uer them, or to conforme thcir liues to his will ; vnder this vaine beliefe, that God had onely 
diſcouered to Moſes that which was behooucfull for them, by reaſon of the affection which hee 
bare him : As ifall of them were not deriucd from the Joynes of Abraham, and that he onely: 
were the motine of all, in fore-knowing the things that ſhould happen vnto them, by particular 
inſtruction from God 2 That cuen then they ſhould ſeeme to be wile, if (condemning his pride, 
and fixing their truſt ypon God) they would take poſſeſſion ofthe countrey whicit hee had pro- 
miſed them, in ſpight of Moſes contradiction ; who for this cauſe-hindred them, ſetting the name 
of God before them : that therefore putting before their eyes their neceſſitic and the defart, 
which daily more and more aggravated their muſerie, they ſhould endeauour themſclues coura- 

geoully to ſally our againſt the enemy the Chanaanites ; alleadging that God would bee their 

The Cana- guide; ſo as they had no reaſon to expect the aſſiſtance of their Jaw-maker. Art laſt when this ſen- 

nitespurthe tenceyas approoucd by a generall allowance,they flocke out in multitudes againſttheir enemies; 

Henencst9 vb neither affrighted by their fierce aſſault, neither terrified withtheir infinite multitude, va: 

- liantly reſiſted them, who deſperately chargedthem : ſo that (the better part ofthe Hebrewes 
*. bceing ſlaine) they purſued the reſt (enforced ſhametully to turne their backes) euen vnto their 

% campe. This ouerthrow (hapning beſide all mens opinion) wondroufly deiccted the mindes of 
the multitude, that they grew defivtrate of all future good fortune, concluding that God had 


ſent and inflicted that plague vpon them, becauſe. withour his counſell and fauour they had en- T, 


terpriſed the battell. But when Moſes perceiued that both his owne countrey-men were diſmaide 
with the ouerthrovy which they had, and the enemy was waxen proude with their late victory, 
fearing likewiſe leaſt (not content with their preſent ſucceſle) they ſhould attempt further .; hee 
dereriinedto retire his forces backe againe into the defart.' And whereas the people promiſed 
thereafter to bee obedient to him (beeing taughr by their owne mileric, that nothing would fall 
Moſes rery. Out proſperouſly vnto them without the counſell and conduct of their guide) they difincamping 
xcchche peo- themſelues, retired into the deſart ynder this reſolution, that they would no more attempt the 
pleintorhe hatrell againſt the Chanaanites, before they receiued a {igne of their good ſucceſſe from heauen. 


_ Bur euen as ina great armie it accuſtomably falleth our (eſpecially in time of trouble) that the 


common multitude waxe headſtrong and diſobedient to their gouernours, ſo did the like alſo jg 


happen amongſt the Iewes : for whereas they were in number fixe hundreth thouſand, and 
euen in their better fortuncs ſeemed diſobedient to their gouernours, ſo much the more were 
they exaſperated by their wants'and misfortunes, both amongſt themſelues, and againſt their 
gouernour. For which cauſe there aroſe ſo great a ſedition, as neither amongſt the Greckes or 
Seditiona- Barbarians the like was nener heard of : which things without doubt had overthrowne them 


gainſt Moſes (being broughr into {o deſperate an eſtate) except Moſes (forgetting the iniuric hee had recciued 
which

ſtreſſed fortunes. Neither did God vtterly abandon the carc of them : butalthough they were he ports, Y 


contumelious againſt their law-maker, and tranſgrefled alfo againſt the lawes which hee had de- 2455.before 
liuered them by Moſes ; yet deliuered he them our of that dangerous ſedition,of which(withour vi OY 
his efpeciall prouidence) there could be expected no other but a lamentable ifſue. This ſedition, ANY 
asalſo how Moſes gouecrned the eſtate when the troubles were ended, wee will now declare, ha- 

uing firſt expreiſed the cauſe thereof.

eſtate of dignitic, was ſore troubled and oppreſſed with enuic. For, although he were of perſvadethe 
the ſame Tribe and kindred , yer thought he it to bea great indignity in humſelfe ro be helde his Trice wo 
inferiour, beeing both more inabled in riches, and nothing inferiour in parentage : For which oainR Moſes, 
cauſe hee began to mutine and murmure amoneſt the Leuites (which were of the ſame Tribe © 
with hun, and lis kinſmen) telling them (in vehement diſcourſe) that it was not to bee ſuffered © 
nor permitted, that Moſes, vnder a pretext of certaine diuinitie, ſhould by ambitious policie (to © 
other mens preiudice) onely ſtudy his owne glory : ſhewing them how of late withour all lawe © 
and right hee had giuen the Prieſthood to his brother CALaror, and diſtributed other dignities at © 
his owne pleaſure like a King, without the allowance and approbation of the people : That this © 
iniury done by him was not to be cndured,by reaſon thatſo covertly hee had infinuated himſelte © 
into the gouernement,that before hee might be eſpied,the people ſhould bee brought vnder fer- © 
uitude, For hce that knoweth himfelfe ro bee worthy of a gonernement;ſtriueth to obtainethe © 
ſame by kind perſwaſtons and conſent of the people,and not by force and violence: bur they thar © 
deſpaire by good meanes to attaine thereunto, doe notwithſtanding abſtainefrom force, leaſt © 
they ſhould loſethe opinion of their goodnefſeand honeſty ; yet endeauour they by malicious ©

out the ſubrill infinuations of ſuch men, leaſt of priuate,they ſhouldar laſt grow publike enemies. © 
For what reaſon (faid he) can Moſes yeeld,why hee hath beſtowed the Prieſthood on Aarowand © 
his ſonnes: For if that God had decreed thar this honwur ſhould be beſtowed on one of the tribe © 
of Leui,there were more reaſon that I ſhould haue it,who am ofthe ſame kindred with Moſes, & © 
who ſurpaſle him both in riches & age: And if this honor appertained tothe moſtancient of the © _ 
Tribes, that thoſe of Rzbers loynes ought by right to enioy it, namely Dathan,and Abiram and Alias Batas, 
Phalal, who are the moſt ancient of that Tribe, and the moſt powerfull in riches; Theſe things þ bot nm un 
ſpake Chores (vnder colour and pretence of the weale of the common-weale, bur in effe& onely {ollow Cho- 
to raiſe a tumult amongſt the multitude, and intrude into the office of the high Pricſt. This Diſ- res faRion. 
courſe of his paſſing by little and little from one eareto another amongſt the multitude, and I cy om 
multiplied by the cnutous, and ſuch as maligned Aaroz, at laſt brought the whole Tribes into {cs. 

a mutinic: ſo that two hundred and fiftic of the chiefcſt Nobles grew at length to be partakers of 
Chores conſpiracic, andall of theſe inforced themſclues to take away the Prieſthood from Moſes 
brother, and to transferre it to him. The people likewiſe were in ſuch fort incenſed, as that they 
ſought to ſtone Moſes, and ran all of them by confuſed heapes with noife and vprore, crying out 
before the Tabernacle of God, that thetyrant was to be cut off and the people deliuercd from 
thraldome, who vnder pretext of religion, had inſupportable thraldome impoſed on them : For 
if it were God that had choſen him to be high Prieſt, he would bane preferred ſuch a one to the 
dicnitie who had been worthy.and would not haue departed it to thoſe who were far inferior to 
others;that if he had decreed to beſtow it on Aaron, he had remitted the commiſſion of his ele- 
&ion to the people, and nor left the diſpoſition thereof to his brother. Moſes, who long befor 
that time had perceined Chores treacherous ſlander, and ſaw the people very fore incenſed ; Was . 


notwithſtanding nothing at all abaſhed thereari: bur being reſoued in his conſcience that he had Moiczorath 


gouecrned the eſtate vprightly, and well afſired that his brother obtained the Pricſthood,not by ous Chore. 
his fauor bur Gods eleion, he came into the congregatio,whete heyttered no one word againſt 
the people : but addrefling himſelfe to Chore, he expoſtulated with him, and accuſed him in as 
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INS much as was for him poſlible;bcing(beſides his other qualities) faſhioned 8& compoſed by nature G 
ws 1 cy l eloquently to ſpeake in publique atlemblies. Irhinke (faith he) Chore,that both thou and cuery 
Lefore Corifts one of theſe (pointing with his finger at the two hundred 8 fifry men of his faftion) are worthy 

Nas of honour : yea I contemne not the reſt of this aſſembly (although they are not to be compared 
CAL with you inriches,and other indowments. For neither doth Aaron therefore poſſefſe the Pricſt- 

»» hood becauſe hee is richer (for thou haſt more ample poſleflions then cither of vs) neither be- 

»» cauſe he is more noble (for God hath equally imparted the ſame vnto vs all, hauing giuen vs one 

» & the ſame Grandfather )neither haue I bin mooued thereunto by brotherly affetion,to beſtow 

» that on him which was due vato others. For had 1 not reſpc&ed God and right in diſpoſing of 

»» this dignity ; I had not forgotten my ſelfe, ro further and preferre another, ſince there isno main 

-»» moreneere my {clfe then my ſelfe, or whom I had rather wiſh well to, then to my ſclfe : for 

5» what wiſedome had it been for me, to expoſe my {eltero thoſe dangers which they incurre,who H 

»» make breach of lawes,to ſuffer another man reap the fruits of my impicty * But God forbid that 

>» my conſcience ſhould be ſtained with any ſuch 1in : neither,were the fault mine alſo, would God 

» leaue it vopuniſhed ; neither in me, who ſhould contemne him,neither in you, for that you were 

» ignorant of that you ought ro doe, and of that which was gratetull in his fight, He himſelfe it is 

»» that hath choſen the high Prieſt, and by this meanes hath accquirted me of that accuſation, that 

» in this reſpe might be obiected againſt me, For although Aaroz hath obrained this degree (not 

» by my fauour, but by Gods owne appointment) yer notwithſtanding hee referreth and remit- 

-» teth the matter to the publike diſpotirion and order of you all, neither requireth he any preroga- 

» tiue (for that he hath already exerciſed the charge, or for that ar this preſent it is granted him to I 

»» entermeddle with the ſame)bur cſteemeth it to be the greateſt good fortune that may befal him, 

>» to ſee your mutinies and ſedirions ceaſe ; alrhough with the lofſe of that honour,which he hath

» and let euery one of you that defire the Prieſthood, ro morrow bring each of you his cenſer 

> with perfumes, and fire from his houſe, But thou O Chore, giue place vnto God, and expett his 

» eleRion, neither arrogate to thy ſelfe a greater authoritie then God hath, but come thou alſo 

»» amoneſt the reſt thy competitors in this honour, to heare his judgement. Neither ſeeI cauſe 

» why Aaron ſhould not bee there alſo preſent to bee 1udged with thee, in that hitherto hee hath 

» vertuouſly and vprightly behaued himſelte in the execution of that office, and is likewiſe of the 

» lamertribe and race that thou art of. You ſhall likewiſe offer incenſe in the preſence of all the 

- people, and when the perfume ſhall bee paſt, let him whoſe ſacrifice ſhall be moſt acceptable in 

» Gods fight, be declared and publiſhed for the high Pricſt:{o ſhal I be acquit of thatſlander which L 

» is wrongfully vrged againſt mee, whereby I am charged to haue (vpon my particular grace and 

» fauour)beſtowed the office of the.Prieſthood on my brother. After that Moſes had ſpoken in this 
manner, the people gaue ouer murmuring, and forbare to ſuſpe&t Moſes, allowing in themſclues 
all that which had beene ſpoken, as being profitable for the Common-weale : ſo that hereupon 


they diſmiſſed the aſſembly.

H = next day the people reaſſembled themſtlues together to aſſiſt the facrifice, and to | 

heare the ſtrife decided amongſt the Competitors ;-neither was this aſſembly withour 
rumult : for the whole multitude were in ſuſpence in expeation of the enent, and ſome 

of them were deſirous that Moſes might be conuicted of deceit. Bur ſuch as were of the wiſer ſort 
amongſt chem,defired an end of the fedition : for they feared leaſt the common weale ſhould be 


viterly ruinated,ifthe tumult ſhould proceede any further. The multitude likewiſe (being naru- 
rally 
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A rally deſirous of noueltic, and prone to ſpcake cuill of their Magiſtrates) were diuerſly diſpoſed >>> 
vpon euery occurrent, Moſes alſo ſent his ſcruants to Abiram and Dathan, to ſummon them to Frog ear 
appeare (according to the couenants and accord) to attend the iſſue of the ſacrifice. But their 245 5-efore 
anſwer was, that they would not obey him, neither that they would any longer permit that hes {pon 
Moſes by his ſubtill and ſiniſter deuices, ſhould ſigniorize ouer the people. Which when Moſes NF 
ynderſtood, he tooke diuers of the Elders amongſt the people with him : and being no waies 
mooued with Dathazand his contumacie, he came vnto him (being willingly attended by thoſe 
who were drawne to accompanie him.) Now when Dathan and his friends vnderſtood that 
Moſes with the Nobles came vnto them, both they , their wiues and children aflembled them- RHanand 
ſclues before the Tabernacle, expecting that which would enſue. They came likewiſe guarded bellious. | 

p With their ſeruants, who were armed to oppoſethemſclues againſt Moſes,if ſo be he ſhould offer 
them any violence : But no ſooner drew he neere vnto them, but thar lifting vp his hands vnto 
heauen, he cried out with a loud voice inthe hearing of the whole multitude, and praycd after 
this maner.O God(faid he)thou Lord ouer all that which either heauen;carth,or ſea containerh, as < 64 
thou art a ſufficient witnefle with me of all mine actions : for that I haue managed all things by RY 
thy will;and thou art hewho haſt giuen me power to execute my purpoſes: thou that alwaies in « 
commiſeration of the Hebreyes haſt beene my perpetuall helpe and affiſtance, heare this my « 
prayer. For nothingthar is either done,or thoughr,is hidden from thee: for which cauſeT hope « 
thou wilt nagdF#Jaine to teſtifie and juſtifie my truth, and manif.ſt the ingratitude of :h:ſe men. « 

Thou doeſt exactly know the antiquitie of my race, no- tor that thou haſt heard ir, but for that « 
thou haſt ſeene and aſſiſted it ; in effect , now allo teſtifie the truth for me in thoſe things which « 
theſe men(although they know the contrarie) are not aſhamed to impute vnto me. At {ſuch time cc 
as I led a peaceable life, and that by my vertue and thy counſel], and my father in law Ragnels c« 
fauour, I had ſufficient ro liue ypon , I forſooke the poſlefſion of my goods, and the fruition of cc 
my peacc, to ingage my lelfe in theſe miſeries, which I hue ſuffered for theſe men : and firſt of 
all for their libertie, and now likewiſe for their ſafetie, I haue moſt readily vnderraken grieuous « 
trauels. Now therefore ſince I am growne into ſuſpicion among thoſe men, who by my care cc 
and prouidence haue eſcaped ſo many miſchiefes and miſeries ; thou that appcaredft vnto me in « 
that fire on the mountaine of Sinai, and vouchſafed(t both to ſpeakevnto me ; and to confirme 
ie by the ſight of miracles ; thatin my name ſentſt me a meſſenger into Egypt ; that haſt aba- « 
 D ted the great fortunes of the Egyptians , and haſt giuen me mcancs to efcape from their ſerui- c« 
tude, and haſt made Pharaves power and armie inferiour to my fortunes;that when we were ig- cc 
norant of our way gaueſt vs a paſſage through the ſea, in whoſe bottome and wombe afterward «« 
the Agyprtians were drowned;thart gaueſt vs armes,when we were vnweaponed;that madeſt the 
bitrer water ſauoury and fit to bz drunke of; and in our ſcarcitie of water enforcedſt drinke for « 
vs out of the bowels of the hard rocke; when we found no meat on the land,didft ſend it vs from c« 
the ſea ; Moreouer (as a thing neuer before heard of)affoordedft vs meat from heauen, and haſt cc 
eſtabliſhed our cſtate with lawes and cuſtomes : Bethou,O Lord,my Tudge in all things,and my « 
vnpartiall witneſle, that neither T haue beene corrupted by any bribe of any particular Hebrew, « 
tro fauour iniuſtice, neither that I haue ſuffered a poore man in his iuſt cauſerolofe his right « 

E againſt a rich aduerſarie. And now hauing adminiſtred the common weale withall finceritie, I « 
am called in queſtion for a crime, whereof T am altogether guiltlefſe, as if I had beſtowed thy « 
Prieſthood on my brother for priuate affection,and not for thy command ſake : make it knowne « 
that all things are diſpenſed by thy prouidence,and that nothing is brought to effect by caſualtic, 
but by thy cſpeciall ordinance : And to expreſſe that thou haſt care of the Hebrewes, teſtifie the « 
ſame by thy iuſt puniſhment inflited on Dathan and 4biram , who accufe thee to be inſenſible, « 
and boaſt that thou art cirxcumuented by my ſubtilties. Bur thou ſhalt make thy reuenge more «« 
notorious againſt the vnbridled detractours of thy glorie, if they periſh after no common man- «c 
ner, leaſt any man ſhould ſuſpect that they ſuffer nothing inhumane : but Rrthe earth which 
they vaworthily tread vpon, open it ſelfe and ſwallow them vp both with their families and fa- « 

EF culties.By this meanes both thy power will manifeſtly appeare vnto all men,and thou ſhalt Jeaue «cs 
an example to poſteritie,that no man hereafter ſhall dare to thinke otherwiſe of thy maieſty then « 
becommeth him,and my iminiſtery ſhall beapproued to proceed from thy direction. Bur ifthoſe « 
crimes be truely vrecd which are inforced againſt me, then let the curſes returne and light on « 
mine owne head, andlet thoſe whom T haue curſed line in ſaferie. And thus exacting a pu- « 
niſhment from thoſe rhat diſturbe thy people, keepe the reſt of the multitude in peace, concord, cc 


and obſcruation of thy commandements, ſecure and voide of that puniſhment which is due vnto

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wicked men,for that it is contrarie to thy iuſtice , that the innocent multitude of the Ifraclites

before Chriſts termixed them with teares,the earth inſtantly trembled,and ſhaking began to remoue (after ſuch 


4-5 7% a manner, as when by the yiolence of the wind a great billow of the ſea floateth and waltereth.) 
A, Hereat were al the people amazed.Bur after thar,a horrible and ſhatrering noiſe was made about 
Dathan ond their tents, the carth opened , and ſwallowed vp both them and all that which they eſteemed 
lowedyp, deere,which was after a maner ſo exterminate,as nothing remained of theirs to be beheld. Wher- 
upon in a moment the carth cloſed againe, and the vaſt gaping was faſt ſhut, ſo as there appeared 
notany ſigne of that which had hapned. Thus periſhed they all, leauing behind theman example 
of Gods power and indgements. And this accident was the more miſcrable, in thatthere were 
no one, nonot of their kinsfolke or allies that had compaſſion ofthem : ſo that all the people 
wharſocuer, forgetting thoſe things which were paſt, did allow Gods juſtice with ioyfull accla- 
mations,cſteeming them vnworthic to be bemoned, but to be held as the plague and peruerters 
of the people. After that Dathan with his family was extinguiſhed, Moſes aiſembled all thoſe thar 
contended for the Prieſthood together, committing againe the election of the prieſthood vnto 
God,concluding that the eſtate ſhould bce ratified to him ; whoſe ſacrifice was moſt acceptable 
in Gods fight. For which cauſethe two hundredand fiftie men aſſembled themſclues,who were 
both honoured for the vertue of their anceſtors, and for their owne abilities farre greater then 
theirs : with theſe alſo ſtood _1aromn and Chore,and all of them offered with tlieir cenſers before 
the Tabernacle, with perfumes ſuch as they brought with them ; when ſodainly fo great a fire 
ſhone, as neither the like was cuer kindled by mans hand, nor vfually breaketh from the bowels 
hore win Of thie burning earth, neither was euer quickned in the woods, ſplit and borne downe in the ſom- 
ewo hundrech MET time by a ſoutherne brize,burſucha one as feemed to be kindled in heauen moſt brightfome 
> ndaryy and flaming : by force and power whereof thoſe two hundreth and fiftie (rogether with Chore) 
with fire, WEreſo conſumed, that there ſcarce appeared any reliques of their carcaſfes; Only Aaron remai- 
ned vntouched, tothe endir might appeare thatthis fire came from heauen, Theſe things thus 
brought ro paſſe, Moſes (intending to Jeaue a perpetuall memory to poſteritic of that puniſh- 
ment)to the end they ſhould not be ignorant thereof, commanded E/eazar the ſonne of ©Aaror 
to conſecrate their cenſers affixed tothe braſen Altar,thar by reaſon of this monument , all men 
might be terrified, who thinke that the diuine power can be circumuented by humane policy.

What things hapned in 38 .yeares ſpace to the Hebrewes in 
the deſart. 


F by ſiniſter infinuations, neither by the fauour of his brother, but onely by Gods cle&tion 
- A. had obtained the Prieſthood ; he cuer afterwards held it without any contradiction : yer 
for allthis,the ſedition was not ſufficiently ceafed, but that it brake out with a more vrgent furie

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Another ſedi« then at firſt: for it rooke his originall from ſuch cauſes that it might eafily appeare that it would -

*_ © thatnothing is brought to =p without Gods will , they imagined that God wrought theſe 
things in fauor of Moſes;to him therfore impured they al theſe things,as if God had not puniſhed 
thoſe men thorow the hate he bare againſt their ſins,but only on Moſes ſolicitation: & they were 

ſore aggrieued that Moſes (hauing giuen this mayme vnto the people, by the lofſe of ſo many 

" noble'men,that onely periſhed through the zcale they bare to Gods ſeruice) not onely had done 
 themropen wrong:bur that which was more, had aſſured the Prieſthood to his brother after ſuch 

"a manner,that thereafter no man durſt oppoſe himſelfe to purchaſe the ſame ; ſeeing how vnfor- 
'ramately thoſe others were ouerthrowne by a violent death. Morcouer the kinſmen of thoſe thar 
wereſlaine,ſolicited and ſtirredthe-people, praying them to reſtrain& the pride' and onergrear 

' powerof Mofes,mmthat itlay intheir power cafily to performe the fame. Burt Xoſes perceiving 
thatrhe people was incenſed,andfearing leaſt once more they ſhould bethinke them on ſome in- 
-nouation,wherby ſome great misfortune might ſucceed, he aſſembled them rogether , and gaue 
audience to theiraccuſations:& without replying any waies(for feare he might the more incenſe 
themyY hee onely commanded the heads'of the tribes , that each of them ſhould bring a rod , 
whereinthe name of each tribeſhould bee written, promiſing that the Prieſthood ſhould re- 


maine with them, in whoſe rod God ſhould ſhew any ſfigne, Which indgement of his being al- 
Eff lowed

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Alowed by all men, both they,and Aaron brought their rods with their inſcriptions;and Aaron had £ 
written 1n his.the tiibe of Lew/, Theſe Moſes tooke from them,and laide them in Gods Taber- he 
nacle:the next day he brought them forth euery one of them (which were caſily knowne to bee 2455-4efore 
choſe which the Princes brought, & the reſt of the people had marked)and they ſaw thar al theirs Cy _— 
remained in the ſame forme which the day before they retained, when Moſes tooke them , bur Cr 
out of Aarons rod there grew branches and buds : and that which is more to be wondred at, ir _ m : 
bare ripe Almonds, which in a rod of that kinde of wood was admirable and miraculous. The p 
people amarcd ar the noucltie of this ſpectacle (difmifhing their hatreds wherewith they both 
profecured M oſes & Aaron)became wholly amazed and drayne into adiniration of Gods indge- 
ment,and forbare any more to repugne againſt God, or to oppoſe themielues againſt _Aaroxs ; 

B Prieſthood. And thus three times confirmed by the approbation of God, by all mens conſent he 
became hie Prieſt ; and the people of the Hebrewes turmoyled with long ſeditions,at laſt by this 
meanes grew ſctled in peace and quietnes. Bur after that Moſes had made rhe tribe of Lewi/(which J_ &Rut. 
was dedicate to Gods ſeruice) freeand exempt from wartare (for feare leaſt becing occupied —— 
in prouiding themſelues neceſlaries for their maintenance, they ſhould grow negligent in execu- 1:474448.48 
ring their duties in ſacrifice)he ordained that after the land of Chanaan was conquered by their 
forces and Gods fauour , that of the Cities they ſhould conquer, they ſhould diſtribute fortie 77 "uenmes 
cight of the beſt & faireſt onthe Leuites,8 certen lands abutting on their Cities, to the quantity 
and ſpace of two thouſand cubits. Moreoucr, hee commanded that the tenths of all the yearely 
fruit that was gathered by the whole people, ſhould bee giuen and beſtowed on the Leuites 
and Pricſts;and euer after this tribe had their folemne renenues. Now muſt Ideclare what things 
are proper to the Prieſts. Of the fortie cight Cities which were granted to the Levites,he com- 
manded them to grant thirteene to the Prieſts ; and that of thoſe tenthes which they recciued 
of the people, they ſhould pay vnto them atenth ſhare. Beſides, he gaue charge thar rhe people 
ſhould offer vp vato God al rhe firſt fruits of whatſocuer the carth yeeldeth them : and that the 
firſt borne of toure footed beaſts dedicated for ſacrifice, if it were a male.ſhould bee delinercd to 
the Pricſts to ſacrifice,to the end they might be nouriſhed with all their family inthe ſacred Ci- 
tic of Icruſalem , and that they which are not fit to bee ſfacriticed to God, ſhould bee caten by 
them according to the vfc and cuſtome of the countrey , the owners paying in lieu ofa firſiting 
a ſicle and a halfe,and for the firſt borne of a man, fue ficles. Hee allotted them likewiſe the firſt 

D fruits of ſheep-ſhearing,and ordered that the bakers ſhould offer them ſome cakes. But they that Nun.s. 
confecrate themſelues by vouy, and are called Nazarites (nouriſhing their hairc, and taſting no = the Na- 
wine) when as they conſecrate their haire;were bound to offer it vnto the Prieſts. They likewiſe CI 
who call themſelues Corban, which is called rhe gitt of God, if they defireto be diſmifſed from 
thar miniſteric(whereunto by voluntaric vow they bound themſelues) muſt pay money to the 
Prieſts, for a woman thirtie ſicles, for a man fittie ; and that thoſe that had net ſo ruuch mone) 
ſhould be left to the diſcretion of the Pricſts, And if any man ſhould kill (for his priuare feaſt) AE 
any beaſt, and nor for Gods ſcruice, yet that he ought to. offer ynto the Prieſt the breaſt and legge j wha 
of the beaſt. This is that allowance which Moſes ratified to the Prieſts, and beſides this, what- the Natimirie 
ſocuer the pzople offered for {innes (as we declared in the next precedent volume.) And what- FOE 

E focuer was contributed by the people to the order ofthe Prieſts, hee commaunded that both 

their wiues, children and ſcruants ſhould bee madepartakers of the ſame (onely except thoſe 
things which were offered for {inne offerings, for theſe things the Prieſts onely themſclues cate 
vp inthe Temple the ſame day.)After thatrhis policy was in this fort ratified by Moſes, thatthe Nwm.zo, 
mutinie was appeaſed,he remooned his campe, and with all his forces came tothe borders of T- 20s 
dumza,where he ſent Embaſladours to the King therof, requiring him to grant him and his free 1dumzans, 
paſſage(and offering him ſuch and ſo ſufficient pledges, as hee ſhould eſteeme and recken of, to 

aſſure him that no violence or iniuric ſhould bee offercd , aſſuring him ro make payment for 

whatſocuer vicuall or drinke,cyther he or his army ſhould receiue.) But he ſetting light by their 

Embaſſage,denicd them paſſage, and with a well furniſhed army marched foorth againſt Moſes 


F to withſtand him, if contrary to his will hee ſhould attemptto paſſe thorow his countrey. 


And for that God had not counſelled Moſes to begin the combate,if hee were inforced by the e- 
nemic,hee retired backe againe, derermining to ſecke his paſſage athwart the defart. Ar that 
timedicd his ſiſter Mary,the fortieth yeare after their departure out of Agypr,& the firſt Moone Mariam 
of the moneth Xantique : ſhee was. magnitically entombed at the common charge, on a cer- verry _ 
raine mountaine called Scin : and after the people had mourned for her fortie dates , hee puri- xwn.rg. 


ficd them after this manner. The Prieſt taking a yong heifer(which had neuer as yet borne yoake bw _—

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"Ae? . nor laboured) in colour wholly red,led him a little apart from the campe, in a moſt cleane place, G 
_ :492, and there cut his throart,and with the blood thereof taken on his finger, he ſeuen times beſj prink- 
before (briſts Jed the Tabernacle of God ; and after he had conſumed in firethe whole heifer, with his skinne 
Er and entrailes,he caſt a branch of Cedar into the fire with alittle Hyſope, and red wooll, and 
—— wholly gathered vp the aſhes thereof. A man that is cleanſed purterh ir ina cleane place,and they 
thatare vncleane by meanes of one that is dead, puta little of theſe aſhes into a fountaine with 
Hyſope, and after they haue mixed the aſhes in the fountainc , they beſprinkle themſclues three 
times, and on the ſeuenth day,and after that they are purified. He likewiſe ordained that the like 
purification ſhould be vſed, when a man ſhould take poſleſſion of his inheritance.

Nurs 20, Bur aftcr the army (that had ſo long mourned the dead lifter of the Generall)were thus purifi- 
ed,he led them thorow the defart into Arabia ; and arriuing ina place (which the Arabians ac- 
count for their Metropolitan citie, intiumes paſt called Arce, and at this preſent Petra) which is H | 
inuironed with a high mountaine; Aaroz aſcended the ſaid mountaine,and Moſes ſhewed him the 
place, where he ſhould yeeld vp his ſoule ynto God; and in the ſight of all the army ſtanding on : 
a high place, he pur off his ſtoale,and gaue itto his ſonne Eeazar,ro whom by clderſhip the ſuc- 
cefſion appertained : and thus (in the ſight of the people) hedied in thar very yeere wherein he 
loſt his fiſter ; and in the hundreth, twentie and third yeere of his age : he departed on the new 
Moone, in the moneth of Augult (called by the Athenians Hecarombeon, by the Macedonians 
Ruffinus, c.4, TOUS, and Sabba by the Hebrewes. The people mourned for him for the ſpace of fortie dais, x 
Hedio,cha. 5. and then defiſted, Moſes diſplaced his campe from thence, and pitched his rents neere vnto a bY 
Kama rivercalled Arnon(which ſpringeth from the mountaines of Arabia, and runneth along the de- I f 
farr, and then entreth into the Aſphaltique lake , ſeparating the Region of the Moabites from ' 
that of the Amorites.)

Now when God had allowed his purpoſe, and beſides that promiſed him the vi- [, 
Rory,he was greatly confirmed in hope, and animated and encouraged his ſoldiers, telling them 
that the time was now come,wherein they might enterpriſe their long deftred warre with Gods 
tauour, and his approbation and encouragement : who reioycing at this libertic that was gran- 
ted them,ſodainly tooke armes , and ina ſet battell haſted to charge the enemie, On the other 
{idethe Amorite (as foone as he ſaw them march forward, and begin the onſet) forgetting his 
former fiercenes was both himſelte terrified, and his ſouldiers likewiſe (who before the ſight of 
their enemies were as cruell and bloody as Lions)now waxed as fearefull & as meeke as Lambs. 
The Hebrews So thatthey ſcarcely had endured the firſt aſſault, but that they fled, repoſing the whole hope'of 
-—-- -». ll their proſperity in their retreat: they truſted likewiſe to their walled townes(which notwithſtan- 
andput them ding did nonght at all auaile them.) For no ſooner did the Hebrews perceive thattheir enemics pq 
to flight, began to truſt their feere and thar their rankes were broken, but they more freſhly purſued them 
and brought them into extreme feare: ſo that being vtterly put to flight and-diſperſed ypon the 
field, they were fnforced to flie ynto their Cities. Yet ceaſed not the Hebrewes'to purſue them 
more fiercely , but began more and more to moleſt them with thoſe kinde of weapons wherein 
they were exerciſed before time: for being expert and well trained in the ſlmg and nah” per- 


feRt in caſting the dart,and nimble in bodie(by reaſon of their light armours)-they ran after their 
enemies, 


B Vr when Moſes perceiued that the Amorites were diſpoſcd to hoſtilitie; for which cauſe 
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A enemics,and with their ſhafts and bowes thotat thoſe which were afarre off, and might nor bee

tries of Gaulanitis,who came as a friend and companion to aſſiſt Sehoz , who ſeeing his fortunes Q8kingot 
and eſtate ſo deſolate and deſperate, yet in hope to obtaine the victorie, determined to make worer is pens 
triall both of his owne mens vertue,and his enemics valour : which hope of his failed him , for 

hee both died in the battaile, and his whole hoſt was likewiſe diſcomfited. But Moſes noſooner 
ouerpaſled the flood of Tobacchns, bur that entring Ogs kingdome, hee ouerthrew one citie after 
another,and deſtroyed all the inhabitants thereof(who for riches and fruitfull paſtures exceeded 

all other men of that countrey.) Ogalfo was a man of a moſt heroicke and high ſtarure, and 

nothing inferiour thereunto either in ſtrength or vertue ; the argument of whoſe ſtrength and 

ſtature was extant in the ſacke ofthe chicte citic 8 palace of the country ofthe Ammonites, cal- 

led Rabatha, where there was an Iron bed found of foure cubits breadth,and nine in lerigth. The 

fal of this man did not only further the preſent felicity ofthe Hebrews, bur alſo became the cauſe 

of many their future and more fortunate ſucceſſes: for they took fixtic well fortified cities which 

were vnder his gouernment;and what with their priuie preyes and publike pillage, they were all Rufin,cop, 5, 
enriched. After this Moſes remooued his campe toward 1ordan,and pitched it ina broade plaine - een, * 
neere vnto the Citie of Tericho(which is rich and fruitfull, and aboundeth with palme trees and 
balme.) And now were the minds of the [Iſraclites in ſuch ſort confirmed,as they defired nothing 

more then warre,and batrell ; and Moſes thinking good to make vie of this their forwardneſle, 

(hauing ſacrificed to God in way of thankſgiuing ; and feaſted the people) he ſenr part of them 

armed to deſtroy the countrey of the Madianites,and to ſpoile the citics of that region: the cauſe

Whileſt thus hee was troubled with the prodigious ſpeech ofthe Aﬀe,an Angell appcared vnto 
him,blaming Balaam,and telling him that the Aﬀſe was not inthe fault, bur that hee hindered his 
iourncy, by reaſon hee attempted it againſt Gods will. Hereat the Propherterrified, addrefled 
himſelteto returne backe agame:but God commanded himto profecuterhat journey which he 
had intended, charging him to declare and doe that which hee ſhould aduiſe and inſtruc 
him in.

» No.he himſelfe vitereth thoſe words which him liſterh, 8 publiſheth thoſe oracles by vs, which 
»» neither we know,nor cuer thought vpon. Verily I ſufficiently remember wherunto I was perſwa- 
»» dedby the foliciration of the Madianites,and for that cauſe came T hitherto exccute that which 
»» they extorted from my hands ; but God is more powerfull then my will, who contraric ro the

C God hath care to .preſerue that nation fromall euill, ſo thatno {laughter can fall vpon them, 
whereby the whole multitude ſhall be extinguiſhed : yerin the mean- wile {ome things may <c 

not be auoyded, whereby afflicted fora rime,they may preſently flouriſh more then they did be. cc 
fore,bcing by ſuch a chaſticement reduced to bert-r health. For which cauſe if you ſecke to oh- « 
raine ſome ſhort viorie ouer them , by this my counſell you ſhi] bring your wiſhes to effect, « 
: Send me the faireſt of your daughrers,as rrimly decked and beautifiedas 1s poſſible, who by their 
Po; beautic may conquer, and by theirloue allure their hearts ; ler theſe wander abour their campe,

Ticſe promiſes they confirmed 
with oathes,and ſealed with teares, calling God to witnes (the rather to perſwade and confirme 
them vnto mercie) whereupon they (after they percciued that they were ſurpriſed,and beſotted 
with.their companie) anſwered after this manner. Valiant yong men, we want not at home ©* 
neither ample faculties, or the affetions of our parents, and domeſticall friends ; neither come ©

« thewed themſclues to be valiant men, not by contempr of lawes, but by appeaſing their diford1- 

« nate deſtres.Beſides he rold them that it was an abſurd thing,that wheras in the defart they lined 

« modeſtly,they ſhould now in a plentifull countrey grow fo difſolute & diſordirate,as to loſe that 

« by affluence which they had got by rempezance. In ſuch like ſpeeches he indeuoured to corret 

the youth,and to reduce them to a better mind : whereupon Zambrias riſing vp, ſpake after this 

Zxmbriaso= manner. Moſes (faith he) vie thou thine owne Jawes (whereunto by long vie thou haſt added 
-——_ ſtrength and confirriation) which hadſt thou nor done, oft times ere this hadſt thou ſuffered pu- 
« niſhmenr, and learnt to thine owne miſeric) that the Hebrewes werenot to be deluded : for my 

« ſelfe thou ſhalt neucr tie me to thy tyrannicall decrees, for hitherto haſt thou indeuoured nonght

ButF (asrouching that which T doe) in thatT ſuppoſe it tobe well done, am norafraid 
co confeſſe in this aſtembly ,; namely , that F haue taken a ſtranger ro wite : thou heareſt mine 
actions from mine owne mouth , as from a free and refolute man , neither doe I defire thatthey 
ſhould be hidden. I likewiſe ſacrifice to the gods contrarie to our cuſtome, becauſe T fuppoſe it 
to be both iuſtand neceſſarie,that from many I ſeeke the truth, and not (depending as it were vp- 
on a tyranny, or living thereunder)to build my faith ypon one only : for no man ſhall pleaſe me 
that will haue more intereſt in mine actionsthen my felfe. Whileſt Zambrias alledged this both 
 forhimſelfe and other of his faction ; the people ftlently —_— the iſſue of this audacious 
boldneſſe, efpecially for that they ſaw their law-maker would not contend any longer, leaſt he 
fhould make an inſolent man more outragious;for he feared leaſt diuers ſuch in imitation of him

And although it had been caſie for him to haue depriued him of the glo- 
rie,and to haue appropriated it to himſelfe,by reaſon that there was not any witneſle that might 
contradict him ; yet neglected he not to giue teſtimonic of him , and ro make mention of him in 
his writings : Yet let euery one thinke of this according as it thall ſeeme good vnto him.Bur Mo- 
ſes(asI began to ſay)ſent an army of twelue thouſand men againſt the Madianites, chuſing out of 
cuery tribe one thouſand ſouldiers, and appointed Ph7zees, captaine ouer theſe forces, by whoſe 
induſtry (as a little before I haue declared)boththe lawes were fatisficd, and Jambri (that brake 
the ſame) was puniſhed.

the people was, a man may make conieQure by this that then betell the Prophet. For, although 
he were afſuredly perſwaded,that a man was not to lament vpon the inſtant of his death (in thar 
it chanced ynto him both according to the will of God, and the Jaw of nature) yer he beholding 
the affection of the people, could not remperate and reſtraine himſelte from teares : And whileſt 
he was born thither where he vaniſhed our of their ſight, all ofrhem followed him,wertting their 
D faces and boſomes with flowing teares. Then did Moſes (beckening with his hand) warne 
them from a far off,that they ſhould ſtand ſtil and keep their places,and exhorted them that were 
neereſt him,by word of mouth, that they ſhould not follow nor proſecute him any further with 
reares, for feare leaſt they ſhould make his departure tragicall and lamentable. Onely the Se- 
nate led him torth,and Eleazar the high Prieſt,and the chiefetaine Teſws. And when hee was ar- 
riucd ypon the mountaine called Abarim (which is very high, and firuate neere vnto Tcricho , 
and from whence he might diſcoucr the greater part of the land of Chanaan) hee diſmiſſed the 
elders: and whileſt with mutuall embraces he tooke his laſt leauc of El/cazar and Teſus, and diſ- 
courſed with them,a cloud fodainly cnuironed him,and hee was taken away into a certaine val- 
ley:bur in the ſcripture he writeth that he died,fearing leaſt for the excellency of his vertue,they W- 
E might report that he was rauiſhed and taken away by God. The whole time of his life was one ane oy vir 
hundreth and twenty yeares,the third part whereof he ſpent in gouernment (one month onely m——— 
exempted.)

actiue in other men. In his gouernment he was matchleſle,in his prophecies peerelefle , fo thar pong 1 
all the orations that he made ſeemed to be Oracles. For which cauſe the whole multitude mour- nourand a 
F ned for him during the terme of thirty daics: neither were the Hebrewes euer ſeized with ſo ex. 3*<*propher. 
treame griete,as they wereat that time when the Prophet died; neither did he only teaue behind 
him a preſent deſire of him, bur a great eſtimation amongſtallmen, who haue euer chanced to 
reade and examine his writings,whilſt by them they make eftimate. of his vertues. And theſe are 


thoſe things which I thought good to be ſpoken ofthe death of Moſes.

About the ſhutting in of the cuctung, they retyred themſelues into a certaine hoſtric that ad- 2494.Lefore 
zoyned the walles,into which they had becne directed ro take their repaſt ; and whileſt after ſup- _ buth, 
per time they conſulted vpon their returne,the king was giuen ro vnderſtand(as he fatc ar his ſup- vV 
per) that certaine Spics {cnt our of the Hebrewes campe, had furuayed the Citic, andtakenvp 
their lodging in Rahabs houſe, where they ſuppoſed ro conceale themiclues till they might gaine 
them opportunity to depart. Whercupon the King ſent a ſpeedy commandement and offi- 
cersto apprehend them, to the end that beeing brought before him, hee might by torture cx- 
tort from them the cauſe and reaſon why they came into his Citie. Of whoſe approach, when 
Rahab had gotten ſome priuate intelligence, thee hid the Spies vnder certaine packes of linnen, Rahab hiderh 
which ſhee dryed neere vntothe walles, and rold them that were ſent by the King, that certaine **< Pics. | 
ſtrange gueſts a little before Sunne-ſet had ſupt in kerhouſe, bur that they were departed : who 
if they were ſuſpected by the King, as ſuch as intended any detriment ro the common-weale, 
they might with little Jabour and purſuite be cafily ſurpriſed in their way. They hearing the wo- 
man ſpeake after this manner, and imagining no ſubtilry or deceit in her, returned backe againe 
withour ſearching the hoſtrie. Bur after they were bufied and trauclled in the purſuit and ſcarch 
after them euery way, and tracting of cuery path, whereby they might bee ſuſpected to trauel! 
towards Iordan, and perceiuing no ligne of their flight,they deliſted any further ro purſue them. 
No ſooner was the tumult appeafed, bur Ra#as callerh forth the Spies,andtold them the dangers 
to which ſhe had expoſed her {ele for their {ccurity ſake (for had ſhe bin conuinced to haue con- 
C cealed them,ſhe might by no meanes haue eſcapedthe puniſhment of the King,burtthar both ſhe 
and all her family had miſerably periſhed:) She therfore required them,rhar at ſuch time as they 
ſhould bee Lords of the countrey of Chanaan,and had both the occaſton and power to requite 
her curteſies, that they would haue her in remembrance. This faide, ſhee diſmiſſed them (to 
the end they might returne home againe.) But before their departure ſhe tooke anoath of them, 
tro warrantize both her ſelte and all that which appertained vnto her, at ſuch time as they ſhould 
become maſters of the Citie, and had deſtroyed all the Citizens thereof, according to the arreſt 
and ſentence giuen againſt them ; which ſhee knew ſhould come to paſle, hauing certaine appre- 
henſfion of the ſame, by certaine fignes andtokens from God : whereupon for the preſent with 
' many thankeſgiuings they proteſted, and for the future avowed and ſwore vnto her, to acknow- 
D ledge her kindnefſe not in words, bur in deedes. Art ſuch time therefore as ſheeſhould perceiue 
that the Citie was ready to bee ſurpriſed, they counſelled her that thee ſhould retyre all her ſub- 
ſtance, and all thoſe that appertaincd vnto her,into her houſe; and that before the doorethereof, 
ſhee ſhould ſpread ſome crimſen garment, tothe intent tharthe Generall percciuing the ſame, 
might inhibite the ſouldiours from pillaging and ſpoiling her houſe : For (ſaid they) wee will 
giuc him notice herof{(by reaſon of that willing forwardnes that hath bin in thee to ſaue our lines) 
and if by misfortune” any of thy friends die inthe combate, doe not impute the fault vnto vs : 
and wee beſcech God (by whom wee haue {worne) that hee be nor diſpleaſed againſt any of vs; 
except againſt ſuch as falſifie their oathes. Hauing after this manner accorded ypon the. coue- 
nant, they let downe one another trom the wall; and when they were arriucd in ſafery among 

E their nation, they recounted vnto them all that which had happened ſince their arriuall in the 
Citie. Toſuah hereupon declared vnto Eleazar the high Pricſt and the reſt of the Elders, what zu ;. 
oath his Spies had {worne vato Rahab, who all: of them ratified the promiſe they had made. Ielus paſſerh 
But the Generall was penfiue and fore troubled,forthat he knewenot which way he might paſſe earn teng 
the riuer of /ordan, by reaſon that for the —_— it was very deepe and without bridges. - For, 
before that time there was not any bridge built thereupon ; and if they would haue built one, the 
enemy would hauc interrupted them : and further beſides that, there werenor any places con- 

- uenientto ſtay in. Bur God made him a promiſe that hee would make the waters fall and giue 

. them paſſage there-through. 7oſuah therefore encamped his hoſte;for theterme of two daics (to 
the end hee might paſſe ouer his whole Armie, andthe reſt of the-people,' after this manner fol- 

F lowing.) The Prieſts marched before with the Arke. After them went the Leuires bearing the 
Tabernacle, and thoſe veſlells which were deſtinated for ſacrifice. Then followed the whole 19/4ah 4. z:

Qecreed & refolued to beſiege them in their Cities: fo that onthe firſt day of the feaſt; the Prieſts 
bw 5—ry bearing the Arke, and guarded on euery fide with troups of armed men drew neereynto the Ci- 
about thecity tie, ſounding their ſeuen hornes : and exhorting their ſouldiers to bchaue themſelues manfully; 
they walked about and inuironcd the wals round about , beingattended both by the Senate and 1 
Elders; neither did they any other thing but blow their hornes, and fo returned backe into their 
* campe. Which when they had done for the ſpace of fixe daycs,on the ſeauenth 7oſuah aſſembled 
the armie and all the people,bringing them joyfull newes of the Citie, which that day ſhould be 3

_ FA witha great hoſt about the Citic of Bezeca, hauing their army conducted by the King "Eo * 


of that place called A doni-Bezec, which name fignifieth Lord of the Bezecenites : (for, 
Adoni inthe Hebrew tongue is as much to ſay as Lord) now theſe men promiſed vnto them- 
ſelues the vpper hand, by reaſon that Toſuah was deceaſed. Againſt theſe (of whom I haue fore- 
ſpoken) the two tribes fought very valantly, and ſlaying tenne thouſand of them (whileſt they 
C purſued thereſt) they tooke TA don-Bezer _— who hauing his hands and feete cut off, aC- Ten thouſand 
knowledged the diuine iuſtice : for he confefled that he had vied ſcuentie and two Kings before Chanaanites 
7 times after the ſame manner. In this plight they conducted him neere vnto Terufalem, where de- neand 
a parting out of this life they buried him.

beſicge Hebron,which they tooke, and flew all thoſe that were therein. In thar time there were 
ſome remainder of the race of G1ants,who in tharthey were greater inſtature,and vnlike vnto o- 
ther men,were horrible to behold, and terrible to be heard. Thcir bones are to be ſeene as yer at 
this day,which for their hugeneſle ſurpaſleall credulity or conceit. This Citie was giuen in way 
of honour to the Leuites with two thouſand cubits of land,or thereabours : and as touching the 
reſt of the countrey it was frecly giuen ro Caleb, according as Moſes had commanded it (this was 
one of thoſe ſpies which Moſes ſent to ouerlooke the land of Chanaan.) They gaue lands and I<broes po- 
poſſeſſions likewiſe to 7ethro the Madianites poſterity (who was father in law to Moſes) for that ——_ 
they had forſaken their owne territories, and annexed themſelues to the Iſraclites, and had beene of Moſes poſe 
with them in the deſart. Thetribe of 1uda and Simeon tooke thoſe Cities of the mountayrious 4 of lands 
countrey of Chanaan, and thoſe that were in the Plaine neere vntothe ſea coaſt (namely Aſealon 

and Az0th.)Butas touching Gaza and Accaron,they eſcaped: for theſe Ciries being in the Plaine, 

E and defenced with a great number of charriots,repulſed thoſe that aſſaulted the ſame to their diſ- 
aduantage. So theſe two tribes hauing had good ſuccefle in warres,retired themſclues into their 
Cities,and laide aſide their weapons. | 

As touching the Beniamites to whom Ieruſfalem appertained, they receiued the inhabitants The Thraelices 
thereof as their triburarics,ſo thatall of them being in peace, and the one ceaſing from flaughter, ——— 
and che other aſſured from danger, both of them imployed themſelues in manuring the coun- the Chanaa« 
trey. The reſt ofthe tribes did the like,conforming themſelues according to the example of the Jn - 
Beniamites, and contenting themſelues to receiue their tributes, they ſuffred the Chanaanites to 
live in peace. The tribe of Ephraim (beſieging the Citie of Bethel) could nor ſee ſuch an ende The Ephrai. 
of thcir defſcigne,as the length oftime and rhe trauels they had taken inthe ſiege required : and Fires recouer 

F although they were very much toyledand wearied with the fame, yet deſiſted they northe con- arg 
tinuance of the ſiege. Atlaſt they tooke one ofthe City(who iſſued forth to find out certaine ne- 
ceſſary things that he wanted) whom they aſſured that ifhe would deliuer them the Citie,they 
would faue him,and grant life and libertielikewiſeto all them that were of his linage; who ſware 
vnto them rthar he would deliver the Citie into their hand : which when he had performed,both 
he and his were wholly warranted;but all the reſt of the inhabitants were putto the ſword. From 
that time forward the Iſraelites behaucd themſelues more mildly rowards the enemie, and =

"OY A cercaine Leuite and one of them of the common ſorr, rhat dwelt within the dominions of 
The hitory the Ephraimites, tooke a wife that was borne inthe Citie of Bethleem, which pertaineth to the 
= Leuts trjbe of 1#d4a,whom (by reaſon of her incomparable beaurie) he moſt intirely loued ; and found 
: himſelfe much aggricued, for that he found not her aftcCtionanſwerable to his loue : ar laſt his 
paſſion ſo much prevailed with him, as they grewe ar oddes, and fell into contentious miſlikes, 
whence ar laſt it fell out that the woman(tired with diſquiet)forſooke her husband, and went and 
dwelt with her father. The husband ſore agerieued thereat(by reaſon of the loue which he bare 
her) came vnto her fathers houſe and appeaſed the difterents, and was reconciled vnto her : I 
There abode hee for the ſpace of foure dayes, being friendly intreated and intertamed by his 
h \ wiues father and mother. On the fift day, he thought good to returne to his owne dwelling, 
as: 79d %* and both of them departed about mid-day (by reaſon thar the father and the mother gaue them 
before Grills aloth farewell, and conſumed the better part of the day in entertainment.)

and whereas they found no man in the marker place that might lodgethem art lengrh a certaine 
old man, returhting out of the countrey to his houſe (who was by birth an Ephraimite,and dwelt 
in that City) meeting with him, asked him what he was, and for what cauſe ſo late as it was hee 
ſought for his ſupper £ Heanfwered, that he was a Levite, and that he brought his wife with 
him from her father and mother, and was returning to his houſe, which was amoneſt the Tribe 
of Ephraim, The old man hauing regard vnto parentage(by reaſon that he was of the fametribe, 
and that by good hap they had after thar manner mer the one with the other) lodged him in his L 
The borrible Owne houſe. But certaine yong men amongſt the Gabeonites, perceiuing the woman in that 
wickednefle place, were rauiſhed in admiration of her beauty and good graces, and getting ſome notice 
_ Gabeo- 1frerwards that ſhee had beene brought thither as a gueſt, they ſer light by him (by reaſon of his 
. weaknes and age,andthe ſmall retinue that he had in his houſe)and came and knockt at his doore. 
The olde man required them to depart, and that they ſhould offer him-no violence, nor to her, 
outrage. Bur contrariwiſe they importuned him ro deliuer them: his gueſt, and that done they 
romiſed him in no fort to procure his further moleſtation. But although that the olde man al- 
wo" that fhee was ofhis parentage, and that her husband was a Levite, and that they ſhould 
commit an hainous offence, in finning for their corrupr pleaſures ſake againſt the Iawes : yet had 
they no'regard of equity, but mocked him, menacing him likewiſe to murther him, becauſe he j4 
hindred them from ſatisfying their luſt. Finally, he was driuen to that exigent, thar (to the in- 
tent they ſhould not offer violence to his gueſt, and a ſtranger) he abandoned and proſtituted vn- 
tothem his ownedaughter, ſuppoſing it tobe aleſſe inconuenient to let them ſatisfie their yn- 
bridled concupiſcence on her, then that his gueſt ſhould ſuffer any villany ; at leaſtwiſe he made 
this account, that by rhis'meanes he ſhould not be guilty of any iniury done vntothem. Not-

Thenext daythey once more renewed Hun Oy 
the battell,and the Beniamites had the vpper hand once again:ſo that the Iſraelites loſt eightecne Tye ifc2e- 
F thouſand men more, and by that meane forſooketheir campethoroyy feare, & retired to Bethel, lires pl:ce 
which was not farre off from the place. Theday after they faſted, and beſought God (by the ks —_— 
mediation of Phineesthe high Prieſt)that it would pleaſe him to appeaſe his wrath againſt them, in ambuth, 
and that contenting himſelfe with the two oncrthrowes which he had fent them,he would now = mw jamnl 
at laſt both giue them vitory and valour to encounter their enemics. All which God promiſed giaguanage 
them by the prophecy of Phinees. Whereupon they divided rheir army into two parts,and laid my _—— 
the one thereof in ambnſh neere vnto the Citie. Inthe meanetime (whileſt the other halfe that "4 9p Hh 
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: made head againſt the Beniamites retired themſclues, rothe- intent'their enemies ſhould affault G 
wacanv3oþ them)the Beniamites ſodainly iſſued, and ſet ypon them that orderly retired, and the more they

that were in ambuſh, in ſuch ſort as was accorded amongſtthem : who' ſodainly ifſuing our to- 
gether,ruſhed in vpon their enemies witha huge crie. Who ſeeing themſelues fo fodainly ſurpri- 
ſed knewnot what to doe, bur retiring themſelues into certaine Baricadoes, they defended them- 
ſelues with arrowes,burt all of them were ſlaine,except it were fixe hundreth: who making head, 
and cloſely filletted and embartelled together , thruſt themſelues deſperately into the midſt of

After wrthenmbtrof twenty fiue thouſand or thereabours were ſlaine. And the If-

— +009 0 ſtice on the other cities of Ben/amin({o much were they fleſhed and tranſported with fury.)And 
Jabes & other for that Tabes (a Citie of Galaad) would not ioyne with themin bartell againſt the Beniamites, 
gesottne rhey ſent tweluethouſand choſen men out of their companies to deſtroy the ſame, who ſlew all 
burned. thoſe that might beare armes, with their wiues and children, cxcept foure hundreth virgins. So 
Ie42% much griefe and fury had they conceiued through the accident that chanced to this woman,and 
the deſpight they had conceiued againſt the Beniamities for prouoking them vnto armes: which 
furie when it was ſomewhat appeaſed , they repented themſelues, —_ themſelues to be de- I 
a priued of one tribe : And although they thought them 1uſtly oppreſſed in bartell(by reaſon the 
lesrenoke had offended againſt the lawes of God) yet celebrated they a faſt in the behalfe of the dead. 
the fixe hun- They ſent Embaſſadors alſo, and reuoked thoſe fixc hundreth that were fled, and held a certaine 
dethevat  rocke in thedefart which is called Rhoa. The Embafladours complained nor onely for that the 
" warre hadextinguiſhed them, bur alſo for the Lſraclites had loſt their Parents : and by theſe per. 
ſwaſionsthey preuailed ſo much, thar they bare their croſle and loſſe with lefſe griefe, and they 
came vntothem and beſought them that they would not giue ſentence of the totall cxtin&ion of 
the tribe of Beriamin. We grant you(laid they )the reuenues of your whole tribe, and as much 
The16:e, Þooticas you may driveaway.

And when as before time in the beginning of their warre it was 
mn marciage, decreed by an oath, that none of them might match his daughter with any of the tribe of Bez- 
zamin ;there were ſome of them that thought good that the oath might be ſuſpenſed withall/by 
When & how reaſon it was grounded vpon wrath, and not on judgement) alleadging further, that they ſhould 
tobekepe. doenothing contrary to the will of God, ifthey might ſauc atribe which was in danger viterly 
to be extin& : Thar periuries were dangerous and noyſome,notar ſuch time as they are inforced 
TheBeniz. by conſtraint, but when they are practiſed with an intent to doe euill. Bur when as the Elders re- 
wires areper- Claimed here-againſt(abhorring the mention of periury) there aroſe vp a certaine man amongft LL 
mirtedcor2- them, that ſaid he had a policie, whereby withour breach of oath the Beniamites might lighr vp- 
wines, on wiues. And being commanded by the Scnatero expreſſe the ſame, we haue a cuſtome euery 
yeere (ſaid he) to aſſemble and keepe a feaſt at Siloe, and for companions in thoſe our congre- 
gations we haue both our wines. and daughters : as many of theſe as they can rauith, let the 
Beniamites lay hold of, without reproofe (neither being inhibited nor encouraged by vs) and 
if their fathers ſhall be diſpleaſed therewith, and ſhall require reuenge, we will ſay thatthey 
arc in the fault who haue neglizently kept thcir daughters, and that we ought not too much 'to 
whet our wrath againſt the Beniamites, for that we had too much already vſcd and abuſed the 
fame towards them. This ſentence was allowed by all of them, and it was decreed, that it was 
 Jawfull for the Beniamires to rauiſh and violently take tro themſclues wines amongſt them. 4 
Now when the feaſt was at hand, the two hundred Beniamires(of whom we haue ſpoken(came 
two by two, and three by three, and lay in ambuſh necre vnto the Citie (amongſt the vines and 
other thickets, and cloſe places, in which they might hide themſclues to ſurpriſe the Damſels,) 
Now they ſuſpecting nothing, ſecurely and pleaſantly wantoned on their way:butthe yong men 
breaking from the ambuſh , laid hold of them (beeing ſcarrered and diuided here and there) 


and after they had married them they departed home to labour their land , and began to ſtudie 
anew 
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A anew how to recouer their former good hap. Thus the tribe of Beniamin(which was wel-nigh CAD 
viterly exterminated) was reſtored to his former dignity after this manner, by the wiſedome of he jwld, 4 
the Iſraelites: and it incontinently flouriſhed and encreaſedin a little time, as well in number of 2 526.4efore 
men as in all other things.

Hebrewes with ſome memorable ouerthrow, they might more ſecurely inhabite their Cities ſed by the 
: thereafter : and conſpiring together (andarming a great number of footmen and ioyning to <=. 

p them certaine chariots) they drew Aſcalon and Acharon (two cities within the lot of 1uda) into 
their confederacie, and diuers other Cities ofthe champaine countrey : ſo as they of Daz were 
driuen into the mountaines, hauing no place in the champaine where they might peaceably in- 
habite ; who (for that neither in warre they were able to confront them, er had ſufficient 
habitationfor the number of men, which they had) ſent fiue men of their tribe into the cham- 
paine countrey and Midland to fpie if they could findeany place that were fit and conuenient 
for them to eſtabliſh and fixe their colonies in.

the mountaine of Libanus, and more lower then are the ſources of Iordan , bordering vpon the For nw 

reat plaine of the citie of Sidon. In which place (hauing obſerued thar the land was good and p!-<< 190 ink 
fertile in all ſorts of fruits) they made it knowne ynto their people, who trauclling thither with 

C their army, builded a citie inthar place called Dar (by thename of the ſonne of 7acob ſo called, 
and in honour of the tribe of Dar.) Many aduerſities befell the Iſraelites from that rime for- 
wards,borh for that they were vnexerciſed in trauell, and for that they contemned piety.For ha- 
uing once forſaken the obſeruation of their ordinances, they ſuffered themſelues to be devoured 
in pleaſures, liuing according to their owne appetites: ſo thatthey gorged and glutted themſclues 
with thoſe vices, which were moſt of all accuſtomed and yſuall amongſt the Chanaanites,

But 7odes gtuing priuate notice hereof to them of Iericho, offered himſelfe to be their 
leader in the recouery of their formerliberty : who(willingly accepting thereof)preſemly tooke 
armes.,8 ſent trumpets to publiſh the ſame thorow the whole country: (for after that maner were 
they wont to aſſemble the people.) They that were about Eg/oz were wholly ignorant of that 
which hapned : but about the cuen-tide(fearing leaſt ſome miſhap had befalne him)they entred 
into rhe Wo where he was, and found him dead ; whercat they were greatly aſtoniſhed, ſo as 
The Moa- they knew nat what to doe. For before they had aſſembled their forces together, the Iftaclites 
_— fiercely charged them,and ſome they killed inſtantly ; the reſtthat wererten thouſand in number,

ro deliver the durſt not bring them openly, for feare the enemy ſhould haue eſpied him. To him ap- 
_ pn cared there a viſion in the forme ofa young man, which faid vnto him,that hee was happy and H 
1#dz.7,  belouedof God: and thata certaine figne of his good happe ſhould bee, that hee ſhould vſe his 
preſſe in ſteed of his grange ; willing himto be of good courage, and to endeuour himſ(elfeto. re- 
coucr his countries libertie. Gedeon anſwered, that it was impoſſible, by reaſon that the tribe 
whereof hee was deſcended , had very few men in it ; and that hee was too young and feeble to 
thinke on affaires of ſo great conſequence : but God promiſed him to ſupply his neceſſities in 
whatſocuer he held himſelfe deficient ; and aſſured him(vnder his condu&)that hee would giue 
the Iſraelites the victorie.

God caman. 10 Gedzon ina dreame,and tolde him that men naturally w-re louers of themſelues, and haters 7 
4h Gedeon Of thoſe who were cxcellent in vertues : ſo that if there grow any queſtion of vitorie, they for- 
ro chooſea pet God,and appropriate the ſame vnto themſclues, ſaying ; that they are many, and all va- 
The riey * Fant menatarmes. To the end therefore that they may conceiue his handie worke in their de- 
tobeattribu- liuerance, hee counſelled him that about the mid-time of the day , at ſuch time as the heate was 
tedto God, moſt yvehement, hee ſhould conduct his armie to the riuer , and that beeing there, hee ſhould di- 
ligently obſerue thoſe that bowed themſelues ro drinke, which hee might eſteeme for men of 
yalour : but all thoſe that dranke haſtily and with noiſe, ſhould bee marked as men fearefull and 
affraide ofthe enemie. Gedeon did according as God had commaunded him, and there were 
found three hundreth men thart lifted water to their mouthes with their hands, with feare and 
trouble : God willed him that he ſhould affaile the enemy with thoſethree hundred, promiſing K 
that hee would giue him the victorie. About this time were they .incamped vpon the banke of 
Iordan, ready to paſle the foord thenext morrow. But Gedeoz was ſore troubled, by reaſon thar 
 Godhadbefore times tolde him that he ſhould afſaile the enemy by night : but God willing to

ckeſa loathſome as no man would feed vpon the ſame) which rowled thorow the camp,which L 
firſt ouerthrew the kings tent,8: afterwards the tents of all his ſoldiers: alleadging that this viſion 
ſignified the loſſe of the wholearmy. Annexing to this his allegation the reaſons that induced 
him thereunto ; namely that of all ſorts of corne,barley is moſt contemptible ; and amongſt all 
the nations of Aſia, there were not this day any people to bee found more diſgraced and con- 
temned then the Iſtaclites,and that in this reſpe& they reſembled barley. That which at this day 
ſecmeth to encourage them is Gedeon,and the army that is with him:and whereas this cake tur- 
ned to ouerthrow our tents, I feare me leaſt God hath giuen ſome ſigne of vioric vnto Gedeor, 
Gedecon(hauing ouerheardall theſe things) conceived good hope, and tempred with a valiant 
hcart,and preſently commanded his domeſticall ſeruants to arme themſclues, diſcourfing vato M 
them the viſion which appeared to their enemy : whereupon they ſpeedily prepared themſclues 
ar his commaundement, ruminating and hammering in their mindes vpon that diſcourſe 
which hee had declared vnto them. About the latrer watch of the night, Gedeor led foorth his 
army,and diuided them into three bands ,. and in euery band he put a hundreth men : all of theſe 
Gedeon with barc intheir hands _ pots, in which were hidden burning torches, in ſuch ſort as the ene-

Hereupon 
ſucha trouble and feare ſurpriſed the enemy, as they lay afleepe (for this accident fell our in the 
night time,and God diſpoſed all things to this iſſue)thar few of them fell by the Hebrews ſword, _. oy 
but they themſclues ſlew one another in great numbers (by reaſon that they were different in 208 _ 
language.) For confuſedly cacountring one another, they maſſacred all thoſe that encountred confederates 

B them, ſuppoſing them to be enemies. When the rumour of this ſlaughter, and Gedeons victorie fil! oneanc+ 

' came ynto the eares of the reſt of the Iſtaclires, they armed themſelues, and purſued and ouer- * 
rooke the enemie (being intangled and circumuented in certaine places made vnpaſſable thorow 
many running brookes) fo that being inuironed on euery (ide, they wereall of them put to the 
ſword, amongſt which were their rwo kings Oreband Zeb. The relt of the chieftaines trouping The Iſraclices 
onward with their ſouldiers to the number of eightecne thouſand or thereabouts, encamped not P*fue _— 
farre from the Iſraclites : But Gedeon was no wates aſtoniſhed hereat, bur purſuing them vali- kill Oreband 
antly with his whole armie, and charging them deſperately,he diſcomfited all the reſt of the ene- Zeb, 
mies,and led away captiues thoſe chieftaines which remained,namely,Zeeb and Ezarbon.

C thouſand : beſides that the Hebrewes rooke an ineſtimable prey of gold,filuer,apparell, Camels 24 —_ 
and other horſes. But Gedcoz returning into his countrey , Ephraim flue the reſt of the kings of Mane ver 
the Madianites : neuertheleſle the tribe of Ephraim being diſpleaſed with his happy execution, rwentie thon= 
reſolued to make warre againſt him, accuſing him for that he had not madethem priuy of his ——— 
ſtratageme intended againſt the enemy. Burt Geaeos being a temperate man, and endowed with their confedes 
all kinde of vertue , gaue them this modeſt anſwer , that it was not he that by his owne direRion rates lane, 
had ſet vpon the enemie , bur that it was Gods onely handie worke : notwithſtanding that the 
victorie was no lefle theirs, then his or thoſe his followers thar atchicuedthe enterpriſe. And 
with theſe his words appeaſing their wrath, he no lefſe profited the Hebrewes thereby, then by 
his valiant actions , by reaſon that he deliuered them from a ciuill warre , whereinto they had 

D fallen, if his diſcretion had nor preuented it. This tribe was puniſhed for this outrage offered to The yearesf 
ſo noble a perſonage, as we will declare hereafter in his place. Gedeon labouring to diſmiſſe he world, 
himſelfe of the gouernment, was forced to continue the ſame, and ruled the Iſraelites for the ire 
ſpace of fortie yeeres, doing iuſtice to euery one that required the ſamear his hands,and deciding of cbrjþ.z 270, 
their controuerſies(fo irreuocable and certaine was that eſteemed which he had decreed.)

But thee deſirous to mittigate-his diſcontent, and that diſtruſt 
which he had vainely and vnaduiſedly conceiued ; Beſought God hat it might pleaſe him once 
more to ſend his Angell vnto her, tothe intent that her husband might ſee hun; Whileſt there- | 
fore they liued in thus ſort our of towne,the Angell preſented himfelte againe(through the grace The Angel 
of God) and appeared vnto the woman (being apart from her husband.) 'Butthe beſoughr-him PPearert 
to abide vntill ſuch time as ſhe had called her husband : which when ſhe had obtained,the went to Manoach. 
and fetcht Manoach,who notwithſtanding was not deliuecred of his ſuſpicion : but required him 
that he would againe relate vnto him all that which he had fignifiedto his wife. The Angell an- 
ſwered him,thar it ſufficed that ſhe onely knew it : whereupon he asked him what he was.,to the 
end that when his ſonne ſhould bee borne, hce might both giue him preſents, and preſent him 
thankes. The Angell anſwered, that he had no necede thereof, by reaſon that he had not brought 
the good newes of the birth of his fonne tor any neceſfity that he had 2 Manoach befought him 
to tay and receiue ſome token of kindneſle : but he would not conſent. Finally, being inſtantly 
prefſed to abide and receiue ſome gift : Mazoach killed a kid, and commanded his wife to roſte 
the ſame. And when as all things were in readinefſe, the Angell coramanded them to lay the 
bread and fleſh vpon a rocke without diſhes: which being donc,he touched the fleſh with a wand 
which he bare in his hand, and fodainly a flaming fire contumed both the bread, and fleſh ;” and 
the Angell was ſcene toa{cendvp into heauenintie ſmoake as it were ina chariot. Manoach was 
affraid leaſt ſome inconuenient thould happen vnto him,by reaſon that they had in that ſort ſeene 
God : but his wite recomforted him.by reaſon that God had appeared vnto them for their pro- 
fir ſake. Anon after ſhe became big with childe,and obſcrued all that which had beene comman- 
ded her,and when the infant was borne ſhe called his name Sazpſor (which is as much to ſay,as PP 
ſtrong) who preſently endowed with an excellent beauty both of mind and body, vſing his haire tre, 
vnſhorne, and ſobriety in his diet, he ſecmed to make ſhew in hunſclfe of ſome propheticall and #4 14- 
more then humane torwardneſle. 

It hapned on aday that there was a ſolemnity celebrated in Thamna a. Citie of the Phili- 
ſtines, whither Sampſor reſorted with his father and mother, and was ſurpriſed with thclouc of 
one of the damſels of that place, requiring his father and morher rhat this maiden might be g1- 
uen him in marriage : which they refuſed to doe, alleadging thar ſhe was not of the ſame linage 
that he was of, and that God would prouide him of a match to rhe good and profit of thoſe of 
his nation : bur in the end he preuailed ſo much,that he eſpouſed the maiden. Now as he ordi- 
narily walked to her parents,it hapned one day, thar becing diſarmed, hee met with a Lyon vpon 
the way, whom he graſped and ſtrangled with his hands ; and hauing flaine him, hee caſt the bo- 5ampwon rea- 
dy of the beaſt into a wood not far diſtant from the high way. Another day,and at another time, rerh a Lyon. 
returning in like ſort to the damſell, hee found a {warme of Becs which went and made their a rene 
hony and habitation inthe breaſt of the ſame beaſt,and hee tooke three hony combes which hee

Es bur. £10nN : For which cauſe in the ſommer {eaſon (when the corne was ready to be reapt) hee tooke 
neth the Pale- three hundreth foxes, to whoſe tayles he faſtned flaming torches, 'and droue them into the Phi- 
ines fruites [iſtines fields of corne, conſuming by this meanes all therr harueſt hope. - The Philiſtines vnder- 
ſtanding that Sampſon had donethis, and conceiuing the reaſon that induced him to exccute 
this a&ion, ſent their garriſonto Thamna, and burnt this woman alive with all her kinred, as 
* theauthors of that lofſſe that had hapned ynto them. After that Sampſon had ſlaine diuers Phili- 
ſtines in the countrey, hee went and dwelt at Eram (which is a ſtrong rocke in the tribe of 14da.) 
For which cauſe the Philiſtines aſſailed that tribe, who certified them that there was no reaſon 

why they ſhould ſuffer for thoſe offences which were commitred by Sampſon,and thar in eſpeci- 1 
all, becauſe they paied them tribute. The Philiſcines replied, that except they would not be main- 
tainers of this act of iniuſtice,they ſhould deliver Sampſon vnto them. They therefore (defirous 
that the Philiſtines ſhould haue no cauſe of quarrel] againſt them) came vnto the rocke to the 
nutnber of three thouſand men, or thereabours,and blamed Sampſon for thoſe actions which hee 
dared to commit againſt the Philiſtines (a people thar might endomage all the nation of the Ke- 
brewes) alledging further that they came to the end to take, ſurpriſe and deliuer him into the 
Philiſtines hands, praying him to ſubmit himiſclte voluntarily to that their reſolution. Sampſon 
made them {\yeare thar they would doe him no further iniury, bur deliuer him onely vnto their 
enemies, and that done he deſcended from the rocke, ſurrendring himſelfe to the hands of thoſe 
of Inda, who bound him with two cables, and led him away to dcliucr him to the Philiſtines.

There were ſome that ſaid 
that this reſolution was vnſeemely to be executed, denying that theſe things ſhould be imputed 
to the captiuitie of the Arke (whoſe power if it were 10 great as they intended, or if God had 
any wayes care of the ſame ; hce would neuer have permitted it to.haue fallen into the hands of 
men of acontrarie religion) perſwading them to digeſt theſe misfortunes with an equall minde, 
and fo to thinke that all theſe things were nothing elſe but the effects of nature, which incertaine I 
periods of times is wont to ingenerate in mens bodies, inthe earth, and in plants, (and in other 
things ſubie& to her power) theſe kinds of alterations and mutations. Burt the counſell of thoſe 
men, that had approoued their vnderſtanding and wiſedomein times paſt, was preferred before 
their opinion. For the aſſiſtants ſuppoſed that in this, deliberation, as alſo their opinion and 
counſell was moſt conuenient, They therefore aduiſed that the: Arke ſhould be ſent backe and 
not retained, and that the fiue Cities ſhould dedicate five golden ſtaruaes in teſtimonie of their 
gratitude, becauſe chey had becne preſcrued by his fauour trom that plague, from which by hu- 
mane remedies it was impoſſible to eſcape : they annexed alfo ſo many golden mice vnto them, 
like vnto thoſe that ſpoiled their country.

Hauing therefore paſſed Iordan 
length of Ni- and marched ſome ten cables length of Nilus (which is about ſome three leagues) all the night 
——rernes time, before the ſunne riſe, he attained the place whither he intented ro conduct them , and dt- 
thar drew the Uiding his armie into three parts, he aſſailed the enemie on euery ſide, that ſuſpe&ted no ſuch en- 
thips vpN- counter : and fighting valiantly againſt them , he ſlew divers, and amongſt the reſt Nahas King 
Tralian mites, Of the Ammonites. This vitorie made Sawls name famous amongſt all the Hebrewes, fo that 
Saul kilsthe he was wonderfully praiſed and honoured for his valour : ſo thar if before that time any one had 
Ammon contemned him, at that rime they changed their opinions and honoured him, and accounted 
theirking, him'the worthieſt of them all. For he was not ſatisfied to redeeme and deliuer thoſe of Iabes, 4 
Saulwmade hyt heentred the Countrey of the Ammonites alſo, and forraged the ſame with his arnnie, and 


hisname fa- \ ery ouerthrew them: and after he had obtained a yu booty and prey,both he and his victo-

Hereupon Saxzuet rold them, that it behooued thera to confirme 
the kingdome to Sax! by a ſecond election : and tothatend, they aſſembled together in the Ci- 
tie of Galgal, according as. he had commanded them : andthere in the fight of all the people 
Samuel annomnted Saul the ſecond time with the conſecrated oylc, and proclaimed him king 

B ancw. Thus was the Ariſtocracte and goucrnment of the better fort amongſt the Hebrews, Saul once 
turned into a Monarchie. For vnder Moſes and his diſciple Ieſus, who gouerncd the Empyre,and 7 oreannoins 
armie at that time, the nobiluic and elected worthy men ruled the State. After whoſe death for £96989 
the ſpace of etghreene whole yeeres, the people was without gouernment, the common-weale The diſtin 
not long after reaſſumed her priſtine policie, and the gouernment was giuen vnto him, which Spammers 
was eſteemed the moſt valiant in warre, and the moſt vpright in doing of Tuſtice.

The Hebrews Scribes had certified and ſignified to the King, how the people had offended againſt God, by 
feedeen {laughtering the beaſts, and eating the fleſh of them, before it was either waſht or purified from 
nya. flood : Saul commanded that a great ſtone ſhould be rowled into the midft ofthe place,and 
commanded the people to kill and facrifice their beaſts vpon the ſame : and that they ſhould for- 

beare to eate the fleſh with the blood, becauſe it was not agreeable vnto God. All which was 

erformed according as the King had commanded ; and Sal erected an Altar in that place, on 

which he offred a burnt ſacrifice vnto God. This was the firſt Altar that he erected. But Sazl be. 

ing deſirous incontinently to aflaile the enemies campe, and ſacke all that was therein before the 

day ſpring,whileſt his men of warre diligently followed him,and ſhewed great forwardnesin the 

execution of his command : the king asked counſell of the high Prieſt TAchirob, whether God 

would giue him the victorie, and permit thoſe that ſhould enter the enemies campe, to returne 

from thence with vidtoric. The high Prieſt certified him that God returned him no anſwer :

gencrall iſſue of their warre, and reſolued to retire from thence , ſo they tooke their flight in diſ- 

order and confuſion, ſuppoſing by that meanes to deliuer themſelues out of dangers. Bur Saul 

and the whole armie of the Hebrewes fallied out againſt them, with gtear ſſours and cries ; and Thirty thous 

inthe purſuite made a great ſlaughter of them, and draue them to the borders of Gerh and the = - the 

gates of Aſcalon. Inthis bartell there died on the Philiſtines fide aboue thirty thouſand, arid gc. 
E the teſt that were hurt and wounded, were twice as many: Sa#/ returning backe into his campe 

pillaged and burnt their tents : bur Daizd bore Goliahs head into his pauillion, and hung his 

ſword in the Tabernacle, arid conſecrated the ſame vato God.

When Sazls ſeruants 
had related vnto him what anſwer Dauzd had made them : Tell him(ſaid he)th:tI neither wanc 
goods nor preſents(for that were to expoſe my daughter to fale,, and not to match her with a 
husband.)I ſecke for a ſonne in law that hath valour, and that is adorned with all vertue, ſuch as TI 
is manifeſt and apparant in thee : and my defire is, that for the dower of my daughter, thou giue 
mencither gold nor filuer,nor any other valuable wealth our of thy fathers houſe , bur the pu- 
niſhment of the Philiſtines,and fixe hundreth of their heads, which ſhall be the moſt deſired and 
accepted dower thou canſt preſent me with. My daughteralfo requeſteth aboue all the dowers, 
that may accrew vnto her by order of law,to be maried to ſuch a man thatis ſo ennobled and fa- 
mous by the ouerthrow of his enemies. 

When theſe words were reported vnto Dania, hee was very joyfull, thinking that Saul ſpake 
ſincerely of this affinitie : and withour delay, or taking counſcll or deliberation, whether the 
thing were cafe or impoſſible for him to exccute, he incontinently departed with his company 
to goeand find outthe enemy,and execute the condition, vnder which the marriage was promi- 
ſed him.For it was God that made all things caſie and poſlible to Dauid : for after he had ſlaine K 
diuers of them,and cur off fixe hundred of their heads, hee returned and preſented them ro the 


king,and in conſideration thereof,required the performance of his marriage. .

praiſe-worthy,couragious, hardie,and contemners of all dangers. For what greatthing is there 
in yndertaking the common hazard of warre,and toſſed twixt hope and feare,to vſe Fortunes fa- 
uour if ſhe fawne vpon vs? But contrariwiſe, Iaccountiit an affircd ſigne of a valiant man, when 
as without conceit or hope ofany goodnes, and knowing his death at hand, and aſſured in his 
conflict, he is not affraid nor diſmaid with ſuch apprehefiſions, bur ſeckerh out with an inuincible 
courage his moſt aſſured hazzard.

ther for that vnder aſſured teſtimony of their accords, hee had preſerued Michol Danids wife a 
(whom hee had purchaſed with the price of diuers great dangers, and with {ixe hundreth heads Dauid requi- 
of the Philiſtines preſented to his father Sax, ro the end he might enioy her) which Michol Ab- jus _ 
zer had ſent him backe, hauing taken her from Phalti, who had fince that time eſpouſed her : Abners ; 
whereunto /sboſeth alſo was alliſtant, ro whom Dawid had written that it was reaſon that hee hnds 
ſhould recouer his wife. Abzer therefore aſſembled all the elders and gouernours of the people, LS 
and rold them that ar ſuch time as heretofore they were ready to forſake I5boſeth, and to ſubmit c!dersand ges 
themſelues to David, he had diſſiwaded them from that intent; bur ar this preſent if they had the Jowrams of

When Dauid Abner being 
had diſmiſſed Abrer,ſome little time after his departure,7oab the Generall of Dauids armie came kindly enter- 
co Hebron, and knowing that Abzer had bin with Did, and that but ſome little time before he i frendly 
was. departed from him,with accords and promiſes made ynto him that he ſhould be gouemour; diſmiſſed, 

he fearing leaſt that if David ſhould place him in honour and dignitie, and ſhould make _4bxer 

(who was a man otherwaies exerciſed in affaires, and politique to preuent occaſions) as it were 

his companion in the kingdome,thar the ſaid 7946 ſhould be degraded and depriued ofhis office; 

herooke vpon him a curſed and froward reſolution. For firſt of all he laboured ro detract and 

make him odious inthe kings eare,counſelling him to ſtand on his guard,and not to giue eare yn- 

to Abners promiſes, who vnder colour and Pbritey ſoughtto eſtabliſh the kingdome vnto Sal: 

ſonne : alledging that he came vnto him vnder colour and cautele, oo. 2 to leaue him; 

when his hopes were ſatisfied and affaires diſpoſed: But perceiving that theſe his ſubrilties tooke 

little effet with Dauid,and conſidering with himſelfe likewiſe that he mooued him in no fort,he 

attempted a more perilous exploit then the former. For refoluing with himſelfe to kill A4»er,he 

ſent out certaine men after him, whom he gaue in commiſſion that as ſoone as they ſhould ouer-

his brother Azael, whom Abzer had ſlaine vpon the chaſe in the firſt warre at Hebron ; but in 
truth it was but theſuſpicion of his greatneſle and honour, fearing leaſt he ſhould be depriued, 
Men inclineq and Abrer inſeated by obtaining the next degree of honour vnto Dauid. . Hereby maya man H 
ro ambiug "conceiue how many and how mighty things men attempt and hazzard for their auarice and am- 
mrOng © bition ſake,and to the end they may nor be interiour vnto any others in thoſematters, For when 
came they defire to attaine riches and honours, theyatchicue ir by ren thouſand miſchiefes.; and ar 
ſuch rime as they feareto be diſpoſleſt, my {triue ro continue their eſtates by meanes more per- 
nicious, becauſe they thinke itto be the leſle {inne, and that the calamitie is lefle actiue,rather nor 
to hauc'obtained to any greatnefſe and power : then atfrer the poſſeſſion thereof, to fall into diſ- 
grace. Thence it comm eth, that all of them intend and practiſe many hazzards and difficult 
cncountries,through the feare they haue to loſe their degree. Bur it ſufficeth ro haue briefly tou- 
ched this point. David hauing notice of the murther of Abzer, concciueda great priefe in his 
heart ; and called all his afliſtants to witneſle, lifting vp his hands vato God, and proteſting thar I 
he was no partaker of the murther , and that Abzer had becne flaine without his commande- 
ment or will. He likewiſe vttered moſt grieuous curſes againſt the murtherer, his houſe and ac- 
complices,by which he wiſhed them to be ſubiectto the taral penaltie of murther: for he greatly 
ſuſpected leaſt he ſhould be held inſu{picion to be a party in that which had hapned vnto Abyer, 
David with COntraric to his faith,oath and promiſe, which he had paſt vnto him. Moreouer, he commanded 
the whole that all the people ſhould weepe and lament tor him, and that the funerals of his body ſhould be 
cor: ny x honoredaccording to the accuſtomed faſhion, in renting of garments and putting on ſackcloth : 
and konour and that the ſame ſhould be donethe coffin being carried before, which both he and the chiefcſt 
his funerals. oguernours of the Ifraclites followed, beating on their breaſts, and ſhedding teares, and teſtify- 

, ing the loue which they bare vnto him during his Iifc,and their diſpleaſure to ſee him dead, who 
had bin murthered contrary to their will and intention. He was entombed in Hebron with great K 
magnificence, and Epitaphs compoſed in his praiſe by Dauid himſelfe, who ſetting himſelfe on 
the tombe firſt of all lamented, and gaue others cauſe of lamentation. And ſo much was hee 
confuſed at the death ofthis Ab»er,that he ſwore to forbeare all kind ofmeat vntill the ſunne-ſer, 
notwithſtanding all the inſtances of his friends, who vrged him to take refetion : which at of 
his purchaſed him much good will and loue amongſt the people. Forthey that loued Abner were

kis honour, maintained in honouring him,cucry way according to the cuſtome,as if he had been his kinſman |

_—_—_ mie. And in generall,all of them were ſo glad of the curtefie, ſweerneſle and royall nature of king 

death, Darnid, that they eſteemed in like caſe,that he would haue the like eſtimate of them,as they ſaw 7, 
him haue of deceaſed Abrer, And by this meanes Danid happily maintained his credir, and in- 
creaſed the peoples good opinion of him, eſcaping thereby the ſuſpition and conceit that hee | 
might in ſome ſort haue beene acceſflarie to his death. He proteſted alſo vnto the people,that he | 
conceiued no {mall gricte at the lofle of ſo good a man, declaring thereby that it was no ſinall 

 ſtaine vnto theſtate of the Hebrewes to bee depriued of him, who had the meanes to maintaine 

their peace by his good aduiſe,and to ratifie the ſame by his executions and warlike valour : Bur 
God (faid he) who hath care of all things ſhall nor ſuffer him to die vnreuenged : And hee it is 
that ſhall beare mee witneſſe, that it liethnor in my power to puniſh oab and Abiſai, who haue 
oreater credit in the armie then my ſclte ; yet ſhall they not eſcape Gods iuſtice tor this fault, 4 
Thus endedthe life of Abzer.

H = n 15boſerh, Sanls ſonne, had notice of Abzers death, he was ſore diſpleaſed,not on- 
V V ly for thar he perceiued himſelfe to be depriued of his neere kinſman, bur alſo of fo 

great a perſonage as had ſcrled the crowne on his head:Neither did he himſclfe long 
time remaine aliue after him:but by the ſons of 1ercmon,Banaoth and T hannus,he was traiterouf- 
ly doneto death. Theſe two being Beniamites, and of the chicfeſt nobilitie amongſt them, made 
,. their reckoning that they would make away 75bofeth, and thereby obraine grear recompence at 
B Danids hands ; ſuppoſing thar ſuch an a of theirs, would get them the chicteſt place and digni- 
ty in thearmy,or ſome other credit. For which cauſe, finding 15boſeth alone in his houſe abour 
mid-day,laid on his bed and afleepe, and vnafliſted by any of his guard, and percciuing likewiſe 
that the Porter was faſt, who through his trauell and other buſinefle (by reaſon of the extreame 
heate)was laid downe to reſt:they entred into his lodging whereas 1:boſeth was afleepe, and flew 
him:and hauing cut off his head, they trauelled all the night and day long, as ifthey fled from 
thoſe whom they had offended.and {ought their reſcues from them, who would ſuccour and aſ- 
ſirethem from peril. And when they came to Hebron,they preſented Daxid with 1sboſethshead, 
offering themſelues as his moſt durifull liegemertto do him ſeruice,who had deliuered him of an 
enemy.,and made away an aduerſary againſt his roialtie. But Daxzd allowed not their a&t inſuch 
C ſortas they hoped, bur ſpake thus vnto them ; O curſed men, ſaid he (on whom I intend prefent- 
ly to execute 1uſtice)haue you not heard how I puniſhed him that murthered Saz4, and brought 
his rojall crowne vnto me? Yea,although he flew him vpon his owne inſtant requeſt, and to the 
intent the enemy ſhould not ſurpriſe him alive £ Were you of that opinion that I was changed , 
and thatT am not the ſame that I was, but tharI rake delight to be partaker with you inyour miſ- 
chiefes,or that I will countenance them,as if theſe acts of yours (who aremurtherers of your ma- 
ſer) were laudable in you? in you,T fay, who haue ſlainea good man on his bed, that injured no 
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man, but was your benefactor,and who had borl{'chreriſhed and honoured you:nay, rather aſſure ,, 
your ſelues,that you ſhal be puniſhedin his behalfe,and thall yeeld me farisfadtion by the loſle of ,.

Theſe murtherers beeing thus donero death, allthe chicfeſt of the people repaired to Dauid 2:Kngs. 


vnto Hebron (both they that commanded ouer thouſands, and ſuch alſo as were Gouernours) 
& ſubmitred themſclues vnto him,reckoning vp the good affection they had borne him, both du- 
ring Savls life time,as alſo the honour which they had neuer diſcontinued to beare him, fince the 
firſt time thar he was Coronell ouer a thouſand, eſpecially for thar he had beene choſen by God 
thorow the mediation of the Prophet Sawzel,to be their king, and his children after him ; decla- 
ring vnto him, that God had giuen him the countrey ofthe Hebrewes, to defend the fame, and 
E diſcomfit the Philiſtines. Daud accepted their promptitude and affection,cxhorting them to per- 
ſiſt, aſſuring them thatrhey ſhould neuer repent themſelues of their obedience : and after he had 
banquetted and entertained them, he ſent them to aſſemble the people. 

Of the tribe of 7uda,there came together abour ſixe thouſand eight hundred men of war, bea- 
ring for their armes a buckler and a iauelin, who before that time had followed Saws ſonnes, and 
beſides whom the tribe of /z4z had aſſigned the kingdome to Danid, Of the tribe of Simeon, 7. 
thouſand,and a hundred or ſomewhat more: of that of Lex? 4700. whoſe chicferaine was Todam, 
with who was Sadoc the high prieſt, accompaniud with 20 & two gouernos of the fame linage. 
Of the tribe of Benzamin 4000.men of war : for this tribe wereas yer of opinion that ſome of the 
heires of Sau ſhould raigne. Ofthat of Ephraim 20800. both ſtrong and ſtonr men. Of that of 
” Mazaſſes,almoſt the halte as many,namely 8000.Of that of /achar 200.who were skilfull in di- 
uination,and 20000.men of war.Of that of Fabulon 20000.choſen fighting men : for only this in- 
tire tribe was wholly at Dawids comand, who,werearmed in like maner as they of Gad were. Of 
the tri of Neprhali there were 1000.chieferains, famous for their valour,& armed with ſhicld 8& 
itauelin,atrended by an infinite number of their tribe.Of the tribe of Daz there were 27000. cho- 
ſenmen.Ofthat of 4ſer 40000. Ofthe two.tribes onthe other fide of Tordan,and of the half tribe 
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ASD of Manaſſes ſixe ſcore thouſand armed men, with buckler,jauclin,murrion and ſword: The reſt of G 
an vid the other tribes alſo wore ſwords. All this multitude was aſſembled together in Hebron before 
2899. befere Dauid, with great prouiſion of viduals and wine, ſufficicnt to ſuſtaine them all, who all of them

For fighting hand to hand againſt himthar was accounted the moſt valiant champion amongſt car yg 
all the Philiſtines, he ſlew him,and pur the reſt ro flight; of whom very many dyed in the bartell 2924. before 
alſo. In proceſlſe of time they reincamped neere vnto a City not farre from the frontiers of the Rs 
countrey of the Hebrewes: In which army of theirs there was a man ſixe cubits kic,who had on x9 
either foote and either hand , a finger more then accuſtomed bequeſt ofnature affoorded him, NePhanus. 
Againſt him /o»athar the ſon of Sama(one of thole that were ſent by Dawid in this army)fought Tonathao. 
hand to hand and flew him:io thatapproouing himſelfe to be the means of that vitory, he bare 
away the honor of the battell,and praiſe of his valour: tor this Philiſtine boaſted likewiſe that he 
was deſcended from the race of the Giants.

Afeer that Salomon had receiyed theſe bleſſings from God,and was made happy by theſe pro- 
miſes, he forſooke his bed, and worſhipping God returned vnto Teruſalem , wherc he offered 
great ſacrifices before the Tabernacle;and magnifically feaſted all thoſe of his houſhold. About 4 
the ſametimeavery ditfhcult iudgement was brought him to decide, the reſolution whereof, 
was very hard to be diſcouered. And I haue thought it neceffarie to declare the occaſions where- 
on at that preſent the debate was grounded, to thecnd that the Readers may vnderſtand the

the ſonne of 4ch7/a,who gouerned likewiſe allthe countrey that extended towards Tordan. Ga- xz. 
ber commanded the Galaadites,and Gaulonites,as farre as the mountaine Libanus,and had vnder es 
him ſixtie great Cities, and Forts. Achinadab gouerned all Galilee as farreas Sidon, and had 
eſpouſed alfo one of Sa/omons daughters called Baſima : Banacat had the countrey that confineth 
the ſea neere to the Citie of Arce : Saphat, the mountaines Itabyr, and Carmel, andthe land of 

E Galilee as farre as lordan : Sozbeia gouerned the whole land of the Beniamites : Tabar had all 
the gonernment on the other {ide of Tordan, and was elected gouernourgenerall ouer them all. 
Thus about this time did the Hebrews wonderfully increaſcin riches, and the tribe of 1#aa wax- 
ed opulent, by reaſon that the people addicted rhemſelues wholly to the tilling and manuring of 
theirlands. For their peace was vnder ſuch afſurance, that being diſtraſted by no wal like tt1- The happie 
mulrs,, and beſides that fruitfully enioying a moſt deſired libertie, they eſpecially cntended this 25x ofthe 
thing; onely,to encreaſetheir priuate and particular eſtates, The king alſo had other gOUeCrnours poems wa 
who ruled the Syrians,and commanded other ſtrange nations, which are extended from Euphra- time. : 
tes as farre as Zgypt,who gathered thetribute of thoſe nations for the king. Theſe Barbarians 
euery day furniſhed the king for his owne Table, and the maintenance of his houſhold, with we ney 

F thirtie Cores of fine floure, and fixtie of the courſer : tenfar Oxen, and twenty grafſe Beeues pans Aug q 
with a hundred fatlambes. All which things, beſides 'veniſon and buffalles taken in chaſe, birds, 
and. fiſh, were furniſhed daily by theBarbarians to ſerue the kings houſhold. He had likewiſe a 
greatnumber of charriots, ſo that he had fortie thouſand mangers wherein his coach horſes fed, 
and beſides theſe he had twelue thouſand horſemen, halte whereof kept alwaies about the king Salomons 
in Teruſalem, the reſt were billerred in diuerſe villages belonging to the king, and remained there. jojo, 5 
And they that had the charge to furniſh the kings BE TCA likewiſe neceſſarie prouen- 
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der for the horſes , conueying it to that place whereſoeuer the king ſoiourned. But fo great was G 
the wiſedome and prudence which God had beſtowed ypon Salomon, that hee ſurpaſled all his 
progenitors : and the Egyptians likewiſe, who are eſteemed the wiſeſt of all men, were farre be- 
hind him in wit. For he excelled all thoſe that in that time were in tthe greateſt account amongſt 
the Hebrewes, whoſe names I will not omit;and theſe they were, Ethan, Eman,Emarn,Chalt and 
Dodan the ſonne of /maon.He compoled alſo a thouſand and five hundred books of odes:8 can- 
ticles.and thirty thouſand bookes of Parables and Similitudes;for to euery kind of plant he allu- 
ded his parable from hyſope,vnto the Cedar. Thelike did he of all liuing creatures thatfced on 
he carth,ſwimme in the waters,or flic in theaire , fornone of theirnatures was he ignorant of :

27/747 king of Tyre vnderſtood that Sa/omon ſucceeded his father in the kingdome, he was glad 
bafadors:o thercof(for he was Dawids friend)for which cauſe he ſent meſſengers vnto him to ſalute him,and x 
Salomon. to congratulate with him of that good which had hapned to him : by whom Salomon returned 
an anſwer in theſe tearmes, Salomon to Hiramrhe king : Know thou,that my father hauing a will 
to build a Temple vnto God, hath beene withdrawne from the performance thereof,by the con- 
2» tinuall warres and troubles he hath had : for he neuer tooke reſt before he either had defeated 
» his enemies,or made them tributaries vnto him. For mine owne part,I thanke God for the peace |

» owne dcfire) to builda temple vnto God : for he it is that forerold my father that this houſe

ſeadthereof command(and furniſh with conuenient veſſels of burthen)to the end they may deliuer the ſame,

rwo ſextaries.) He gaue him alſothe like meaſure of wine. From that time forward the frienſhip jHeking mn 
betwixt Hiram and Salomon increaſed more and more, ſo that both of them proteſted that it grear quaniry 
ſhould continue for euer. The king impoſed on his people the tribute of thirty thouſand worke- of whear, oyle 
men,whom he gaue in charge to trauell continually,and diſtributed them very diſcreetly. He or- as 
B dained that ten thouſand of them ſhould cut wood in Libanus for the ſpace of one moneth ; and 
that then they ſhould reſt rwo moneths,returning enery man vnto his owne dwelling place: vntill 
ſuch time as the twenty thouſand had in their turne accompliſhed theraske in the time that was +4,. ,.qer os 
prefixed vnto them,and then the firſt ro000.renued their work,& followed the ſame inthe fourth the carpenters 
month. Adoram was conſtituted ſuperintendent ouer this tribure.Beſides theſe, there were 70000 [* Eibanus- 
men appointed to carry ſtones and wood, who werethe inhabitants of that country,which Da-_ 
uid had left.

And fince Adam the firſt man vnrill Sa/omzen (who builded the Temple) all the yeeresthat are 

paiſed, haue beene rhrce thouſand one hundred and two. But the beginning of the building of 

the Temple hapned in the cleuenth yeere of the raigne of Hiram, who goucrned in Tyre : and mo the 

lince the fiſt time that Tyre began tobe inhabited, yntill the ſaid building of the Temple, there 4. —_ 
paſſed two hundred and fortie yeeres. The king therfore laid the foundations of the Temple,and began. 

D madea moſt deep trench,and fortified ir with moſt ſtrong ſtones, which might beableto refiſt all Thedepth of 
the iniuries of time. Theſe ſtones were ſo cloſely ioyned the one vnto the other, thar for the kms "vg 
ſtrength ofthe foundations , they might ſerue to make the baſe and ground, both to fortific the temple,

C wiſe in which they carried fire from the greataltar,and laid it onthe effer which was withinthe 
remple,to the number of fittie thouſand. Hee prepared alſo a thoufand veſtments for the vſe of NY 
the prieſts, with their ſurcots, heads, pectorals,and with their precious ouches , norwithſtandin I 
there was but one crowne wherein M oſes had written the name of God, which hath ——_—_—_ 
euen vntill this day. He made alſo ten thouſand ſtoales for the prieſts of tine linnen, with ſcarlet 
girdles,foreuery one of them ; two hundreth thouſand trumpets according to theordmance of 
Moſes,and forty thouſand inſtruments of mulicke to record and praiſe God with (as the Palterie 
and harpe of a mixt marter,the fitt part gold, and the fourth parr ſiluer.) All which Sa/omzoz moſt won og 
magnificently prepared for the ſeruice of God,ſparing no coſt, bur imploying himlelfe ro the vr- 
termoſt of his power,toward the ornament of the temple ; which hee beautified and endowed 
D with all theſe treaſures. Hee enuironed the temple likewiſe with a certen wall ſome three cubirs 
hie,which in our tongue we call Gifon,to exclude the prophane multitude , and admit none but 
the prieſts only. Without this wall there ſtood a temple foureſquare with great and broad Iles, 4; 
which opened with very great gates, euery one according tothe quarter of the winde ; and the before — 
doores therof were couered with gold.Into this place all the people that were purified might en- *<mpl .

Py Seuen yeeres after the' Temple had becne thus builded (as it hath beene heretofore decla- 
= pom red) he began the building of his Palace, which he ſcarely finiſhed inthirceene yeeres ſpace (for 
Salomonspa- he was not ſo intent and earneſt in building thereof, as he was inthe ſtructure of the Temple. ) 
+ w—_y For alchough the temple were very great, and of incredible and maruellous magnificence, yet {0 
yeeres, Its, that God(for whom it was made) afliſting the workemen, ir was thorowly finiſhed within 
the rermeof the yeeres aforeſaid. But the royall Palaces,being farrelefler then was the Temple, 
were builded moreſlowly, becauſc the {tuffe had not beene prepared fo long time before, nei- 
ther with ſo greataffection , and the rather, becauſe the Palaces that were builded, were not for 
God,but for Kings : Notwithſtanding, this houſe was builded very magnificently, according as 
the wealrh of the countrey and the power of the Hebrew King required. But it ſhal not beamiſſe 
ifI declare all the order and diſpoſition of the ſame houſe, that by the deſcription thercof the 1 
Reader may both gather and conſider the whole amplitude thereof: Itwas a great and goodly 
lodging, ſuſtained by divers pillars, prepared to receiue and containe much people at the time of 
oo hall, , theiraſſemblics, wherein they intreated of affaires and held pleas. It was a hundred cubites in 
nn length, and in breadth fittie, and in height thirtie, compriſed vnder ſixteene ſquare pillars coue- 
red with Corinthian worke, with ſtaires of the like meaſure, and carued gates, both pleaſant for 
ſight,and fit for fortification, 

In the midſt of this ſpace,and hard by the temple,there was another ſquare Pauilion thirty cu- 
bits large,ſuſtained with ſtrong pillars, within which there was another magnificent Tribunall,on 
which the King fate to giue 1udgement: vnto which there was annexed another Palace prepared 

The Queenes for the Queene, All the chambers,as well thoſe that were ordinarily in vſe,as thoſe for recreation K 
houſe, ando- after he had retired himſelfe from publike affaires, were adorned with planks of carued Cedar, 
—_— and were builded partly of ſtone ten cubirs ſquare, partly of curious marble, and very rarely and 
The orna- cunningly wrought (ſuch as are wont to adorne temples and palaces) and are found out by the 
ments of 53> moſt curious and cunning Maſons. And that which made it more beautifull, were three panes of 
lace,  tapiſtry,and the fourth admirable for the artificial engrauings : for the workmen had made ther- 
Chambersof jn trees and plants of diuers forts, ſhadowed with their branches and leaucs, hanging in ſuch ſorr, 
Ta that to behold them, a man would haue thought that they ſhooke, the workmanſhip was ſo ex- 
ttuffe ofgold, quiſite and curious that couered the ſtone. The reſt,as farre as the roofe,was enchaſed, and flou- 
riſhed with divers antiques and pictures. Furthermore, he builded other places of pleaſure, with 
very long porches to beautifie the palace ; amongſt which, there was one moſt magnificent to L 
make banquets and feaſts in, which altogether was adorned with gold : and all the neceſſaries be- 
longing thereto, and to the entertainment of thoſe that banquetred, were of gold. It isa great 
3-Regazo. matter to number the hugeneſle and variety of theſe royall lodgings,both greater and lefſer ; of 
thoſe that were hidden vnder the earth,as of thoſe, which being lifted vp in the ayre,did moſt ap- 
parantly manifeſt their beautie: The pleaſant arbors likewiſe delightfull to behold,and moſt con- 
renting in ſummer, tor that they were couered and warranted from the heate. To ſpeake in a 
word.all the building was made of white marble,of Cedar,of gold,and olper: the loores and 
walles were figured with diuerſitie of lowers and of precious ſtones, inchied in gold, after the 
- manner of the temple of God, which thined with ſuch like ornaments. There was likewiſe erc- 
pes 1. ted a moſt mightie throne,made in forme of a Tribunall, with ſixe ſteps of pureTuorie : on each 14 
ot luory, {ide of which there ſtoode two ramping Lyons, and the like number were placed aboue. The 
3Ke5- ſtageofthethrone was after the forme of hands,that laid hold on the King : and hee ſate ypon a 
halfe Oxe looking backwards : and this throne was all inuironed with gold, 

Salomon builded all this that hath beene ſpoken of, in the ſpace of twenty yeeres, being furni- 
ſhed by Hiram King of the Tyrians for theſe his buildings, with great ſummes cf gold, and farre 
more greater of filuer, beſides a quantity of Cedar and Pine-trees. Salomon alſo - roy 
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A him, and gaue him great preſents, and ſent him cuery yeere ſufficient of corne, wine and oyle(as — > 
we haue heretofore declared)whereof he ſtood in great neede,by reaſon that his Countrey was I 
an Iſland. And beſides that, he gaue him twentie Cities in Galilee, not farre diſtant from Tyre. 2941 efere 
Hiram hauing viſited them, and not well pleaſed with them, ſent vnto Salomon to certifie him © Net 
thereof, that he hadno vſe for his cities : and from thar time forward they were calicd the coun- ee =p 
trey of Chebal, which is as much to ſay inthe Phoenician tongue, as vnpleaſant. Hiram likewiſe 22m0ns 
ſent vnto Salomon certaine myſteries and difficult queſtions requiring him to decide the ſame, punch Ve 
and to diſfolue thoſe doubts and difficulties that occurred in his demands. Salomoz beeing benefirs he 
a man of ripe wudgement and vnderſtanding, pretermitted none of them ; bur after hee had a 
attained their reſolution in his owne opinion, and had gathered the ſenſe, he expreſſed and o- 3-Kine.;.

Healſo cauſeda great quantirie of Menander the 
wood to be hewed downe inthe mountaine Libanus, to make couers and roofes for Temples. kn, th 
For hauing pulled downe ſome ancjent temples, hc builded that of Hercules, and that of Aftrate, mpra=nys 
and made this firſt building of Hercules in the moneth Peritien, and made warre againſt the Eu- Hiram and 
cecans, who refuſed to pay their tributes : and after he had once againe brought them ynder his I

Moreoucr he builded cerraine Cities, which deſerueto be me- Pjehmme | 
morizedamong the moſt renowned, namely, Afor and Magedon, and for the third, the citic of falem.and 
Gaza in the country of the Philiſtines:againſt which Pharaoking of Egypt led out hisarmy,and <2 row 
tooke it by forcc,and after he had put all the inhabitants thereof ro the ſiyord, hee deſtroyed the Hedio & Ruf- 
ſume,and afterwards hee gaue it in dower vnto his daughter, which married with S4/0-209, For finus. chap. 6, 
which cauſe the king fortified it;ſeeing itto be already ſufficiently defenced by nature,and thar it ES 
ſtood very commodiouſly for the war,and to hinder the inuaſions of the enemy thar might hap- caine cries. 

Not far from thence he fortifiedtwo other Cities, whereof one was called Betachor,and the 22 Magee 
other Baleth. Beſides theſe he builded others, which were Cities of recreation and pleaſure, by * 
reaſon of the good temperature of the aire,andthe pleaſantneſle of the fruits,and in elpecially the ,, , . 
ſweete ſtreamy riuers, wherewith they were watered. Afterwards entering into the defart that 1s leth, 
aboue Syria, and conquering the ſame,hee builded another great Cirie two daics journey diſtant 
from the higher Syria, a dates journey from Euphrates, and fixe from the grear Babylon. The 
cauſe why this Cirf&qyas inhabited farre from the ciull and peopled quarters of Syria, was, be- 
cauſe in no place gfthe lower countrey there was water to be found,and inthis Citte only there 
were fountaines and ſprings. Hee therefore builded this Citie, and begirt it with ſtrong walles, 
and called it Thadamor (which is the name which the Syrians tearme it by,cuen at this day: and Th,gamer,o:

D. cuer preſented vnto Sa/omon, that which was giuen hum ar that time,was moſt excellent in great- 
neſſe and beautie. Butler no manthinke, that the Pine-wood (which we fpeake of) had any re- 
ſemblance with that which we call by that name atrthis day, or which the merchants ro delude 
their chapmen,ſell for the ſame.For they are like vnto fig-trees,but thar they are more white and 
clearer : which I thought good to manifeſt in this place, leaſt any man ſhould be deceiued tho- 
row jignorance,in diſcerning the one from the other: becauſe the affaires of Sa/ozzor hauc drawn 
vs to make mention of this matter.

He tooke to wife 1ezabe/the daughter of 1rhobal king of 
the Tyrians and Sidonians,of whom he learned to adore the gods of her nation : for ſhee was a 
AAS,  buſte and audacious woman.,and of ſuch immeaſurable madnefle, that ſhee fearcd not to build a 
I of temple in honour of Be/the god of the Tyrians , and to planta wood furniſhed with all kinde of 
2031.before trees,and to ordaine prieſts and falſe prophets alſo in honor ofthatgod. The king alſo tooke de- 
Chnfts Ratiui- 1;ght to haue theſe kinds of men oftentimes about him , exceeding all other kings before him in 
V2 madnes and malice. To him came a certaine prophet ſent by the Almighty God,that was borne K 
Iczabel. in Thesbon in Galaad, telling him that he foreprophecied,that neither deaw nor rain ſhould fall 
27 kof 0n the carth along time, vntill that himſelfe , who was prepared to depart from him, ſhould ap- 
vitusls pro- peare againe vnto him:and binding the ſame with an oath (for the better confirmation thereof) 
precicd'o . herctircd himſelfe to the Southward,where he liued by a certaine riuer, from whence he fetchr 
his drinke:for his meat was daily brought him by certaine Crowes. 
RA Now whenthe river thorow want of raine was waxen dry,God commanded him to repaire 
_—  ynto Sareptha (a City not farre from Sidon and Tyre, and ſituate inthe midſt betweene them 
3027.before both) where he ſhould find a widdow-woman,who would furniſh him with food. As ſoone ther- 
ChriſtsN«ti- foreas he drew neere vnto the gate,he ſaw a woman that liued by her labour, gathering of ſticks; 
WWAYQR and God gaue him to vnderſtand that it was ſhe who ſhould nouriſh him. Whereupon he came 
Crowesfeede ynto her and ſaluted her,praying her that ſhe would bring him ſome water to coole his thirſt;and 
_— of as ſhe was ready to depart, he called her backe againe,and willed her to bring himſome bread al- 
Sarepthaen- ſo, Whereupon ſhe ſwore that ſhe had nothing in her houſe, but a handfull of lower anda little 
ry} oyle,and that ſhe was come forth to gather ſticks, to the end ſhe might bake the ſame, and make 
flourenor Þþread for her ſelfe and herſonne,and whenthey had eaten the ſame,they muſt needly periſh tho- 
oile fail. row famine, becauſe they had not any thing more left them. Go,faid the Prophet,and be of good 
courage,and conceiue better hopes,and when thou haſt prepared meare for me, bring it me : for 
I tell theethat thy pitcher of meale ſhall neither faile, nor thy pot of oyle be empty , vntill that 
God ſend raine ypon the earth. When the Prophet had ſpoken thus,ſhee approched neere vnto M 
him,and performed that which he commanded, and ſhe her ſelfe had ſufficientto feede vpon, 


and ſhe gaue the reſt ynto her ſonne and to the Prophet : fo that they wanted nothing ſo long as

The wonian (of whom we have © io" wa 
ſpoken heretofore, that nouriſhed-the Prophet) ſeeing her ſonne falleri ficke, and lying. [enſelefle, <> 
as if he had bin already dead, or yeelding vp of the ghoſt ; wept, and-brake(our into {11ch-paſio-. 
natelaments, as were anſ{werable ta her defolarc eſtate; and faid;thatthe cauſe of her nisfortune 
was,in thatthe Prophet was come into her houſe, and had diſcouered' her finnes,and:thar for the; 

{ame cauſe her ſonne was dead. Buthe recomforted her,and willed her to be of a good courage, 
and comminded her to bring the childe.vnto him, aſſuring her that he: would reſtore him to life. 
Now when ſhe had brought him, he tooke the childe and bare him into his lodging where he Elias refto- 

B remained,and laid him on his bed; anderyed out vnto God, ſaying, that he had bur flenderly re. 57 he _ 
compenced her thar had recceiued and nouriſhed him, if ſo be her fon ſhould be taken:from her : «© "rg 
hetherefore beſought him, that he would returne the ſoule into the body., and reſtorelife vnto 3-Kig 19. 
che infant, Whereupon, G o Þ hauing compaſſion onthe mother, and being willing tg grarifie. 
the Propher, and tothe intent that no man might ſuppoſe thar he came,vnto her to endoinage! 
her ; he reſtored the childe to life beyond all expectation. For whicki the mother gaue thankes: - 
vnto the Prophet, ſaying, that by this meanes ſhe was thorowly perſwaded, that G op -had ſpo-: 
ken vnto him. Not long after, he ſought our 4chab, according as God had commanded him, to: - 
let him vnderſtand thar - ſhould haue raine. Arthat time the famineraigned ouer the whole ,. ONES 
countrey,and there was great want of neceſlary victuals, ſo that men did not onely faint for want poo 

C of bread ; but the earth alſo for want of raine, could not bring forth that which was requifitefor prophecie 
the ſuſtenance of horſes and other cattell.The king therefore calling 0bediah ynto him(wha was 595 194 

'the maſter of his heards) he commanded him that he ſhould each way ſecke out for fountaines FRAN 
and brookes, willing him that if he found out any graſſe,he thould mowe the ſame,and giue it to 72" of the 
his cattell for their ſiſtenance. And whereas by his command the Propher El:a5 was fought in before chrits 
divers places, and could not be found : he willed 96e4iah alfoto follow him. 'So taking both of Netinitie, 
them ſcuerall wates,the king followed one, and the maſter of the cattell another. wk 

This Obediah was a godly and vertuous man, who when the Prophets were put to death, hid Achab ſee- 
one hundred of them in dens,and ſuſtained them with bread and water. After this man was de- _ 
parted from the king, E/z25 met with him and asked him what he was: which when he had certi- concealeth 
fied him, he humbled himſelfe on his face before him. E/zas commanded him to repaire-vnto the 3" par 16 oh 
king, and to certifie him that he was hard at hand. 0beazah asked him wherein he had offended beware 
him,that he would make hima miniſter and meſſenger vnto him,who had ſoughtro kill him,and 
had by-laid the countrey to apprehend him ? For there was not any ſtreight,whither he ſent nor 
ſome of his men to finde out Elias, with charge, that ifrhey found him,they ſhould puthim ro 
death. Now it may ſo be(ſaid he)that whilſt I repaire vnto the king,the Spirit of G o » where- 
with thou art fulfilled, will carry thee away, and the king not finding thee heere, and fruſtrate of 
his defire,will reuenge himſelfe on my head.Be thou not therfore ſo ſecure by my danger,wher- 
as thou maiſt know how carefull I am of ſuch holy men as thou art, who haue delivered a hun- 
dred Prophets from 7ezabels furie, and now at this time conceale and ſuſtainethem in fecret pla- 


E ces. Notwithſtanding all theſe words, Elias commanded him to repaire vnto the king , and to 


caſt off all feare, ſwearing vnto him by an oath, how that day he would make himſelfe ſeene and 


knowne vnto Achab., . | 
When 0bed1ah had certifiedthe king that £25 was at hand, Achab went out to meet him, and a1. aces 
being franght with indignation, ſaid vnto him. Is it thou that heapeſt ſo much miſchiefe on the teth Elias of 
Hebrewes heads £ Artthou the man thatart the cauſe of this ſterilitie * To whom E/zas replied Peace 
without flattering him any waies,that it was he and his race that werethe occafions of theſe mil- 
chiefes, becauſe they had brought ſtrange Gods into their countrey;whom they adored,and had 
. forſaken the true God,who was and is onely to be worſhipped. He therefore willed him preſent- 
Þ ly to afſemble all the people on the mount Carmel,and bring with him his wife & her prophets, 
whoſe number he reckoned vp : the Prophets likewiſe of the woods, who were in number foure 
hundred. When as therefore all of them being ſummoned by the king were gathered rogether ,,,. ..... 
in that place : E/;as ſtood vp in the midſt of them and faid ; How long will you live thus, having ucth the fw- |

_—_— 9% other were foure hundred that worſhipped the falſe ;: that he might take an Oxeand kill the 
LY ſame, andlay it vpon wood, without putring any fire therero to conſume the ſacrifice ; and that 
they alſo might doethe like , and call vpon their gods , andbeſeech them to ſend downe fire to 
conſume their ſacrifice : which if they ſhould doe and confirme the ſame by miracle, that then - 
the true nature of their gods ſhould be knowne. 112 Qt | Nth 
This counſell of his was generally allowed. Whereupon,, Z/;25 commanded rhe falſe Pro- 
phets firſt of all ro chuſe themſclues an Oxe, andto kill the ſame;and afterwards to. call-ypon the 
aſſiſtant of their gods : and when it manifeſtly appeared that their prayer and inuocation as of 
no force ;' Elias beganto mock them, ſaying, Why call you not our ypon your gods with-a loud H : 
voice? for it may be they are on ſome voyage,or elſe haply they fleepe. Whilſt thus they had in- Z 
-yocated from the morning vntill mid-day (curting themſelues with kniues and launcers; accor- FE 
ding to the cuſtome of their countrey) E/zas that was to make his ſacrifice, commanded the falſe 
Prophets to ſtand aftde, willing the people to draw neere vntohim, and obſerue, for feare leaſt 
Eliasdodrine ſecretly he ſhould conuey fire vnder the wood. When the people were approched, he tooke 12. 
and = ſtones,according to the number of the 12.tribes of Ifrael, and made an Altar, and digged a deepe 
micace, ? trench round about the ſame ; and afterwards heaping wood vpon the Altar,and laying his ſacri- 
fice thereupon, he commanded them to fill foure runnes with fountaine water,and to poure it vp- 
on the Altar, in ſuch-ſortas the trench might receiue and drinke vp the water. Which done, he 
began to pray and call ypon God, beſeeching him that it might pleaſe him to manifeſt his power I 
ynto his people , who had fo long timerun aſtray : no ſooner had he finiſhed his prayer, but fire

_ '.. | them by the commandement of £445, He willed rhe king alfo to depart, and rake his refection,and 
propheciech TO take care for nothing, becauſe he ſhould very ſhortly ſee thar God would ſend him raine ; and 
rainc, thus departed Achab from him. Bur El:as aſcended the rop of the mount Carmel, and fate him 


' downe on the earth, leaning his head vpon his knees: whileſt thus he fate, he commanded his ſer- 
uant alſo to get vp ypona certaine rock,and to looke towards the ſea,and to tell him ifhe ſaw any 
cloudes ariſe in any part(for til that time the ayre had bin alwaies cleere.)His ſeruant hauing of- 
ren aſcended the rocke,and terurned him anſwer that he ſaw nothing : at length mounting vp the 
ſeauenth time,in deſcending he returned him this newes ; that he ſaw ſome blacke appearance in 
the ayre,not much vnlike to a mans foorſtep. When Elas vnderſtood this,he ſent vnto CAchab, 
wiſhing him to retire himſelfe within the Citie before the raine fell: who had no ſooner recoue- - : 
red the citie of Tezrael, butthat the ayre was preſently clouded and couered with a ſhower,and a ja 
vehement wind intermixed with raine fell ypon the carth,and the Prophet ſeiſed by the Spirit of j 

2+ Reg 10. God, ranne with the kings chariot as far as Tezrael a citic of Aſſer. When Jezebel, Achabs wife, | 
had notice what wonders E{zas had performed,and how he had ſ11ine her prophets,ſhe was fore } 
diſpleaſed, and ſent meſſengers vnto him, threatning him in like ſort to reuenge her ſelfe on him, 7, | 
as he had ſlaine her prophets. Which for that Elias feared, he fledinto the citie of Berſabe, which 
Eliasfliech js ypon the borders of the tribe of Iuda, bounding vpon Idumza : in which place he left his ſer- 
from 1ezabe* rant, and retired himſelfe into the deſart : where, whileſt he praied God that he would take him 
out of the world , by reaſon he was no better then others, for which cauſe he ſhould defireto 
live afrer them he fell aſleepe vnder a certainetree, and after that ſome one had awaked him,he 
aroſe and found bread and water ready prepared by him. When as therefore he had eaten and 
was recomforted , he went vnto the Mount Sinai (where it is ſaid rhat Moſes receiued the lawes 
from God)where finding out a hollow caue,he entred into it, and remained therein. And being 
God peakers demanded by a certaine voice which ſpake ynto him , he knew not from whence, wherefore he 
& ay remained in that place, and forſooke the citie ; He anſwered, for that he had ſlaine the prophers 
of the falſe gods, and for that he had perſwaded the people that there was but one onely God, 
who ought to be honoured by all men, and that for this cauſe he was ſought for by the kings 
wife, that he might be done to death.

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A Hereuponas ſoone as 1t was day, hee forſooke the caue, hee heard an earthquake, and ſaw a TD 
light: and afterall things were appeaſed,the heaucnly voice which proceeded he kneyy not from —_— Gow 
whence, willed him,that he ſhould in no wates be diſcomforted with that which he ſaw:for tnar befarebriff 
no one of his enemies ſhould haue power to hurt him;charging him to returne vnto his houſe.to *#9924- 
the intent to proclaime 7e-uthe ſon of Nimſt King of the people, and Azael of Damalſco King of Ichu King of 
the Syrians ; certifying him that in his place, E/izexs of the citic of Abcla ſhould be Propher;and —— 
that the wicked people ſhould be deſtroied,the one by Azael,and the other by Jehu. When Elias _— "_ 
had heard theſe things,hee returned into the countrey of the Hebrewes,and met Elizexs the ſon : 
of Saphat atthe cart,and with him diuers others driuing before them twclue couple of oxen: him 
did he approach.,and caſt ypon him his garment,who inſtantly began th ereupon to prophctize,ſo 
chat for{aking his oxen, he followed £45, Yet required hee him, that before his departure hee 
might take leaue of his parents ; which licence when he had obtained, he committed them vnto 
God and followed Ehas attending on him during all theterme of his life ike his diſ clple and {er- Hedio & Rf 
vant. .This ifſue had the affaires of this fo excellent a Prophet.

| The King no lefſe tormented then if he had loſt his owne inheritance (in that hee micht not bee 
C maſter of an other mans patrimony) would neither waſh nor recciue any ſuſtenance. For which 
cauſe 1ezabel his wife queſtioned with him as touching the cauſe of his diſcontent, and how it 
cameto paſſe that he neither waſhr,din'd,nor ſupt : who rold her of Naborhs rude behauiour,and 
: how hauing vſed all iuſt and reaſonable compotition vnto him, in abaſing himſelfe more then his 
? royall authority permitted, hee had beene outraged by him, in that hee obtained not the thing 
| which hee requeſted at his hands. Hereupon J/czabe/ willed him to bee of good cheere aduiſing 
him,that diſmiſſing his diſpleaſure hee ſhould continue his ordinarie entertainment, becauſe ſhee 
her ſelfe would take vpon her to reuenge him on Naboth, Wherupon ſhe preſently ſent letters in 
Achabs name to the gouernours of the countrey,whereby ſhee emoyned them to celebrate a faſt 
andto aſſemble the people,charging them thar in thar place Naboth ſhould haue a ſeate prepared 


i D for him, by reaſon of his birth and nob1litie; willing them afterwards,thar ſuborning three impu- 
1 dent and falſe witneſſes to depoſe againſt hum,rhar he had blaſphemed againſt God and the king: 


they ſhould by this meanes and for this occaſion, cauſe him to be ſtoned and put to death by the 
people. All w hich was performed, according as the Queene had written, and Naboth (conuin- 
ced by falſe witneſſe, for ſcandalizing both God andthe King) was ſtoned by the people and 
put to death. When 7ezabe! had tidings hereof,ſhe repaired to the Kings preſence,and told him 
, that he ſhould enioy Naborhs vineyard,and disburſe nothing for the ſame. 
þ But Goddiſpleafed with this her wickedneſle,ſent the Propher Elias purpoſely to meere with Elias prophes 
b Achab in Naboths ground, and ro tell him that hee iniuſtly poſſeſſed the lawfull inheritance of <i*tb wharre- 
a legitimate heire,whom he had doneto death. As ſooneas the king perceined thar he came vn- _—_— 
E to him, ſuppoſing it to be vnſcemely for a king to be reprooued, he firſt of all confeſſed the fault, Achaband 
and offercd him to make reſtitution according to his arbitrement. Then did the Prophet forerel] 1-2ab* 
him thar in the ſame place where Naborhs carcafle was conſumed by dogs, that both his and his 
Qucenes blood ſhould be ſhed, and that all his race ſhould be deſtroyed,for that they durſt com- 
mit ſuch an impictic, and fo wickedly flaughter (againſt all law) ſo good and guiltlefſe a Citizen, 
Art length Achab vpon theſe words was ſeized with diſpleaſure, and repented forthe offence hee 
had committed : ſo that apparclling himſelfe in ſackcloth, and walking barefoote,hee taſted not 
any meate, bur confeſſed his finnes, vnder hope to appeaſe Gods wrath. For which cauſe God , ; .._ . 
certified him by the Prophet, that during his lite time the puniſhment of his race ſhould be defer- — 
red, becauſe hee had repented him of his miſdeeds : but that the threats and menaces ſhould take : 
effect in his ſonnes time ; all which E5as fignified vnto the King, 
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countrey, and affociated with himſelfe two and thirty other Kings, with whom hee 
came and made warre againſt Achab. Who becing farre inferiour to him in forces, came not out 
into the open field to bid him battell,bur cloſing vp his ſouldiers in his ſtrongeſt Cities, hee him- 
ſelfe retired into Samaria (which was begirt with a very ſtrong wall, and generally very hard to 
be ſurpriſed.) For which cauſe the Syrian (taking his army with him) reſorted to Samaria, and H 
cncamping before the ſame, intended to ſcale and batter the Citie, Bur firſt of all hee ſent a He- 
rault ro Achab, to require him to giueaudienceto his embaſſadours which hee would ſend vnto 
The Srcims him,by whom heſhould be certified whar his reſolution was. As {oone as the King of Ifracl had 
embaſlagero granted them free acceſſe,the embafſadours came,and (according to the Kings direftions) requi- 
Achab, red that Achabs goods,his children and wite ſhould be at Adads command : which if hee would 
confeſle,and ſuffer him to ſeize fo many of them as beſt liked him, hee would leuie the fiege and 
batter the Citic no more:Arhab gaue the embaſſadours commiſfon to certifie the King of Syria, 
that both himſelfe, and all whatioeuer was his, was at his command, Vpon which anſwer the 
King ſent a ſecond meſſage vnto Achab,enioyning him the next day to admit ſuch of his ſeruants 
as hee ſhould ſend vnto him,to ſearch his royall palace,and the houſes of his friends and kinſmen, x 
andrake from thence that which was beſt liking,and in greateſt eſtimate with them,and leaue the 
reſt with him whereof they made leaſt reckoning, 
Achab amazed at this ſecond embaſſage of the King of Syria,aflembled his people,and certi- 
fied them,that he was ready to acliuer vp into the enemies hands his wiues and children,for their 
ſafetie and repoſe ; and to abandon all that likewiſe which was in his poſlefſion (for that the Sy- 
rian had demanded no leſfe at his hands in his firſt embaſſage : But that now he required that his 
ſcruants might be admitred to ranſacke all their houſes,to the end they may leaue nothing therin o 
that was worthy regard ; willing by this meanes to take a pretext of maxing warre, knowing well +. 
(faid he) thatT will ſpare nothing that is mine for your ſafety. Ar this preſent he proffereth and 
ſeckerh occaſion of hoſtility, propoſing vnto you a thing, which is vnpleaſing to you all, as tou- 
ching your goods : notywithſtanding,I will doc whatſocuer you ſhall thinke good of, To this the K 
copleanſwered, that they could not endure that any of his demands ſhould bee lifincd vnto, or 
reſpected;but that the King ſhould prepare for warre. Whereupon he called for the embaſſadors 
and diſmiſſed them with this anſwer, 'Fhat they ſhould report vnto their Maſter,thar Achab per- 
ſiſted in thoſe things, which of all were required by him (becauſe he hada defire of the conſerua- 
tion of his ſubiccts :) but as touching his ſecond demand, that hee would no waics condeſcend 
thereunto: aud thus ſent he them away. When Adad heard this anſwer, he was ſore moouecd and 
ſent ynto Achab the third time, threatning him that his ſouldiers ſhould make a bulwarke more 
high then the walles (hee ſo much truſted in) yea though onely each of them ſhould bring bur a 
handfull of earth, with them (which boaſt hee vſed towards him to terrific him, and to expreſſe 
thereby how great a multitude of men he had to oppole againſt him.) Bur Achab anſwered, that 
he ought not to glory in his army,bur that his true glory was, when he had the better in the bat- 
Adads confi. tell. When the embaſladors were returned backe,they found the king at dinner with 32.kings his 
dencein his allies,to whom they made report of Achabs anſwer. Hereupon CAdad gaue commandement to 
—_— begirt the Citie with Palliſadoes, and to raiſe bulwarks of earth, and buſily to intend the ſiege. 
Whileſt theſe things were in hand, Achab was grieuouſly troubled, and all the people with him : 
but at length hee grew confident, and caſt off all his feare, through the arriuall of a certaine Pro- 
TheTfraelites PREF who faid vnto him, that God promiſed to deliver all thoſe thouſands of ſouldiers, and his 
God promi- Loafifull enemics which he beheld, into his hands. The ſame Prophet being afterwards deman- 
th voy ded by him, by whoſe meanes this victory might be gained £ Hee ſaid, that it ſhould bee by the 

" ou * ſonnesof the gonernours, whom the king himſelfe ſhould lead forth, by reaſon of their ynexperi- M 
| ence. Achab therefore calling vnto him the gonernours ſonnes, found that their number amoun- 
ted to two hundreth thirty and two : and hauing notice that the Syrians intended nought elſe 
bur pleaſure and banquerting, hee opened the Citie gates, and fenttheſe yong men our againſt 

them. Now when the ſ{cntinels of the aduerſepart had diſcouerd them,they certified 4dad there- 
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A of, whoſent out certaine ſouldiers againſt them, commanding them that if they were come out > 
in warlike ſort to bid the bartell, they ſhould bring them ynto him faſt bound , and if they came = 
in peace, they ſhould doe the like. Now had Ac446 within the City arraunged another army , &fore Chriſts 
and kept them in a readines. When as thereforethe young men had charged the Syrian guard , M4 

and ſlaine a great number of them,and had purſucd the reſt euen vnto their owne camp ; {hab LA 
ſpying his preſent victory and aduantage, cauſed his. whole army to breake foorth ; who giuing 
an vnexpected charge vponthe enemies, diſcomfited the Syrians (wholittle expected for ſuch ach.bs vieo. 
a ſtratageme from the Hebrewes)and aflailed them diſarmed and drunken:fo that they left both ry agaialt che 
armour and weapon bcuind them,and fled from their campe; and their king likewiſe was fo hot. 7 
ly purſued, that he ſcarcely had opportunity ro ſaue himſclfe by the ſwiftnes of his horſe. Achab 
B madealong chace in following the Syrians and ſlaughtering them thar fled : hee ſpoiled their 
campe likewiſe;and carried thence great riches,and a huge quantity of gold and filuer. Hee tooke 
Adads charriots and horſes an. with them returned backe into the city. | 
But whereas by the aduice of the faid Prophet, he was perſwaded to prepare and keepe an ar- 
my in readines againſt the next yeere(for that the Syrians was like, nay rather reſolued ro charge 
him againe) the King intermitted no preparation that concerned the warre. For .Adad(beeing 
eſcaped from the fight with thoſe few forces that remained after the bartell) conſulted with his 
friends, how hee might warre againſt the Iſraclites. Who aduifed him from thenceforth neuer 
more to fight with the in mountainous places, for that their God was powerfull ypon the moun- 
raines, and for that cauſe they had beene ouercome by them : bur if he fought with them in the 

C Plaine, both he and his ſhould bee aſſured to haue their ypper hand. Moreoner they counfelled 
him,that he ſhould diſmiſſethoſe kings that he had confederated with him, ro the end thateach 
of them might returne into his owne countrey ,and that in their ſtead he ſhould retaine their for- 
ces,ouer which he ſhould ordaine Chicteraines ; beſides (to ſupply their places that were loſt) ,,, 
they aduiſed him to leuy horſmen and chariots throughal his country. Adad ſuppoling that they anos 
had diſcreetly counſelled him in this matter, ordered and leuied his army according as they had gainſt he If- 
aduiſed him.And as ſoone as the ſpring-time was come; he aſſembled hisarmy,& led them forth is _ 
againſt the Iſraelites;and arriuing neere vnto the city of Aphec,he incamped ina plaine field, But The yerre of 
Achab with his forces (marching outro meet with him) pirched his tents and arraunged hisbat- 7", 
tell neer ynto him(although he were far inferior both in force and number.) To him the prophet Gn xarini- 

D appeared anew, telling him that God would once more haue the victory,to make it knowne that ®* 923+ 
his power was not onely in the mountaines (as the Syrians perſwaded themſelues) but in the 
Plaines alſo. Thus continued both the armies,oppoſed and encamped the one againſt the other, 
for the ſpace of ſixe daies. On the ſeuenth,when the enemy forſooke their trenches early in the 
morning,and placed themſelues in batrell ray; Achab drew our his army and affronted them, and 
preſently charged them : whereafter a long and dangerous fight betweene them, the enemies 
were put to flight,and many of them ſlaine in the Chace. For ſome of them were intangled with 
their owne charriots, otherſome ſlew one anotherpell-mell ; and ſome few of them found the 
meanes to flie ynto their city of Aphec,who periſhed likewiſe to the number of ſeuen and twen- 
ty thouſand (beeing ſlaine by the ruine of the walles that fell ypon them) beſides one hundreth - 

E thouſand men that gaue vp the ghoſt in that fight. But Adad attended by ſome of his faithfull 
friends, went and hid himſelfe in a certaine caue ynder the ground : who proteſting vnto him, 
and concluding amongſt themſelues, that the kings of Iſrael were curreous and mercifull , and 
that there was hope of pardon to be had (if after the manner of ſuppliants they mightbeattired 
and ſent vnto him) Adad permitted them : Whereupon they inconrinently preſented themſclues 
to Achab cloathed in ſackecloath, and hauimg their necks wreathed about with cords(according 
to the manner of ſuppliants amongſt the Syrians) telling him thac 4A4ad beſought his mateſty to 
grant him his life ; promiſing on his behalte,that from thencefoorth hee would alwaics continue 
his ſeruant,and acknowledge his fauour. Achab anſwered them, that highly contented him Aadis recei: 
that their king was as yet aliue,and had eſcaped from the fury of the fight, offering him by them vedinco fa- 

F that good will and honour,which one brother ought to ſhewvnto another. Afer this they drew 4.4 .J4 gc 
an oath from Achab,that he ſhould offer him no wrong, if ſo be he diſcouered himſelte vnto him, miſſed ypoa 
8 withall preſently reſorted vnto Adad,whom they drew our of the place where he was hidden, ©*ndtion, 
and afterwards brought him vnto Achab, who was mounted vpon a charriot. Adad proſtrated 

himſelfe before him : but Achab ſtretching out his hand made him incontinently mount vp with 
him into his charriot, and kiſſed him,willing him to bee of good courage, aſſuring him that hee 


ſhould recciue neither injurie nor injuſtice at his hands. Hereupon Adad gaue him thanks , =.

cried out,and certified both the people and the King, that God had heard their praiers, and pro- _ _—_ 
miſed them to fight for them againſt their enemies, enioyning them the nexr day to ſally out in reth theta of 
armes, and go & make head againſt their aduerſaries, whom they ſhould encounter in the mouns vidcrie,

A—> raineſituate berwixr Teruſalem andEngaddl, in a place called the hillocke of $75 (which place in G 
= whe Hebrew ſignifieth Eminency) willing them not to fight againſt them, but onely toarreft in that 
2048, before place,and ſee how G OD would fight and make warte forthem. Whar the Prophet had ſpoken 
- theſe words,the king and all the people proſtrated themſclues vpon their faces, gining thanks vn. - 
NL to God and adoring: meane while the Levites ſung continuall hymnes, with inftrumcats and voi- 
ro ces. About the beginning of the day, the king departed into the defarr that is vnder the city of 
wherby Toſfa- Thecoa,aduifing the people to beleeue al that which the Propher had ſaid vnto them,and notto 
_—_— ._ arrange themſclues in bartell ray : hee commanded the Prieſts to march before them with their 
mies, - trumpets,and the Leuires that they thould ſing hymnes and thankſgiuing vato God,as if({aid he) 
our countrey were alrcady deliuered from or enemies. HOSES 

This aduiſe of the kings ſeemed pleaſing vnto them all;ſo that they performed whatſocuer he f 

counſelled them.But God ſenta great terror & diſorder among the Barbarians: ſo thar {fippoling 
The Ammo- themſclues to be enemics the one againſt the other,they ſlew one another in ſuch ſort, that of fo 
nies & rieir rear and huge an hoſt,there was nor onethar eſcaped. But oſaphat looking downe into the vally 
kill one ano- (wherin the enemies had pitchttheir tents)and {ceing it full of dead men, reioyced greatly at the 
cory vnexpected ſuccors that God had {cnt him, who had giuen them the victory , not by the dint of 
The fpoiles their owne ſwords,but by his prouidenceand power onely. He therefore permitted his army to 
otthe ms make pillage of the enemies camp,and to {poile the dead;and fo great was the multicude of them 
Es that wereſlaine,that ſcarcely they could gather the ſpoiles of them in threedaics ſpace. On the 
fourth day,the people aſſembled together ina valley and hollow place, where they bleſled God 
for the power and {uccours he had ſencthem, by reaſon whereof the place was called the valley 
The fame & Of Benediction.From thence theking led backe his army into Terufalem,and for diuers daies hee 
praiſe of To- ſpent the time in offcring ſacrifices and making feaſts. After this diſcomfiture of his enemics was 
keg w& publiſhed abroad in theeares of forraine nations,they were all of then aftaid, ſuppoſing that God 
4 did manifeſtly exprefle his power,and extend his fauour towards him. And from that tune for- 
Hedio &Rat- wards,ſoſ4pyat lined in great glory,in iuſtice,and piety, He likewiſe wasa friend to the king of 11 
Ockozia: A. 1ael that raignedat that time,who was Achabs ſon, with whom he aduenturcd in a voyage by ſea, 
chabs ſonne intending to traffique with certaine Merchants of Tharſis, but he hada great lofle : for his ſhips 
king ofUracl, vere caſtaway by reaſon they were ouer-great ; and for this cauſe hee had neuer more minde to 
exerciſe nauigation, Hitherto haue we ſpoken of Toſaphat king of Ieruſalem. 

Bur as touching 0chozias, Achabs ſonne,who raigned ouer Iſracl, and was reſident in Sama- 
ria,he wasa wicked man, and reſembled his father and mother cuery way in his impteties, and 
was nothing inferiour to 1eroboam in wickednes,who firſt fell from God, and made the 1{raclircs 
reuolt from him.Thetenth yeere of his raigne,the king of the Moabites rebelled againſt him,and 
denied to pay him thoſerributes which he was wont to pay vnto Achab his father. But it came to 

4-RegÞts paſle,that as Ochozzes aſcendedthe ſtaires ofhis palace, he fell downe from the top thereof: and 
Ochoriahz being fick of the fall, he ſentto Accaron vnto the God called the Myiodis or flie,to enquire whi- 
on, Þ Flfec- ther he ſhould recouer that ſicknefle or no. But the God of the Hebrewes appeared to E/7as the 
kethto bein- Prophet,and commanded him to goe and meet thoſe meſſengers that were ſent by 0chozias,and 
Es - to aske them if the people of the [ſraclites had not a God, but that the king ſent to forraine gods 
andisreproo- tO enquire of his healthzand to chargethem to returne and declare vnto their king,that he ſhould L 
wed by Elias. not he that ſickneſſe.E//as did that which God had ordained; and the meſſengers of the king 
hauing vnderſtood that which was declared vnto them, returned backe againe with all expediti- 
on vnto him. 

Ochozias maruailing much at their ſuddaine repaire,asked them the cauſe thereof: who anſwe- 
red him;that a certaine man came vnto them, who forbad them to paſle any further, bur to ſhor- 
ten theit way to let your Maieſtie know ({aid they)from God, that your ſicknes ſhall waxe worſe 

Elarforine 22d worle, Hereupon the king commanded them to deſcribe what manner of man he was that 

andhabi. ſpake theſe words vnto them : who anſwered, that he was a hairy man,girded with a leatherne 

belt. And vnderſtanding hereby that it was E//as, he ſent a captaine with fiftie ſoldiers vnto him, 
commanding him to bring the Prophet priſoner vnto him. This captaine that was ſent, percei- M 

uing E745 fitting on the top of a mountaine, commanded him to come downe and tepaire vnto 

Octozias the king,who had ſent for him ; which if he performed not preſently and willingly, he threatned 

toferch Elas Dim to make him doe it perforce.Elzas anſwered and ſaid vnto him: To the end thou maiſt know 
aeconſumed by thine owne experience that I ama true Prophet, I will pray that fire may fall from heauen,and 
wichlight- conſume both theeand thy ſouldiers. And incontinently after Elias had prayed, lightning fell

, downe from heauen,and conſumed both the captaine and his ſouldicrs, 
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A Wheathe king had tidings of this loſe, he was ſore diſpleaſed,and ſent another caprairie to E-

lias,with the like number of fouldiers as the firſt had, who threatned the Propher thar if he wold ;teyorld * + 
not willinzly come downe,he would violently pull hing thence; bur Elas prayed that fire might 394844ore 
fall from heauen, and incontinently both he and his were conſumed in hke manner as the firſt. Oye EO 
When the King had vnderſtanding likewiſe how his ſecond meſſengers had ſped, he fent a third \—- 


ynto him, who being a diſcreet man, and curteous in condition, atriuing tg the place where by 
chance Elias was, he ſaluted him very curteouſly, and ſaid vnto him, that contrarie to his owne 
will,and to no other purpoſe but to fulfill the kings pleaſure,he was comeynto him;and that they 
that were ſent with him,came not thither voluntarily, but by the ſame command : He therefore 
required him to haue compaſſion both of him-and of his ſouldiers, and to vouchſafe ro come 
downe,and to come after them vnto the king.' Fas tooke pleaſure in this his diſcreer and curte- 
ous demeanour,ſo as he deſcended and followed him. As foone as he came before rhe kings pie- 
ſence,he prophecied,and told him that God ſaid, thar fath he had deſpiſed him,and fo lightly ac- 
counted of him as if he had beeneno God,or elfe fucha one as had no power to forerell him any 
truth as touching his ſickneſle, but that he had ſentto the gods of the Accaronites, tro demand of 
them as touching the ſucceſle of his ſicknefſe : Know(f{aid he) that thou ſhalt dic. And not long 
time afrer(according to the prophecie)he died in ſuch manner as Elias had foretold him,and his 
brother Ioram ſucceeded him in the kingdome, becauſe he departed without iſſue, 

This /oram was a wicked man alſo , andas impious as his father : for, abandoning the ſeruice 
of the truc God, he reſtored ſtrange gods. In all things clſe he was a man of execution. In his time 
Elias wasno more ſeene amongſt men,and vntill this day no man knoweth what his end was.But 
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c Þelcfta diſciple behind him called Eizems(as we haue heretofore declared.) It is written in ho- xlias,accor- 
ly writ as touching E/i45,and Enoch who was before the Deluge, that they vaniſhed: for no man ding as E- 


q hath knowne of their deaths. After that 1o7amm had taken poſlefſion of the kingdome, he reſol- 


tribute of two hundred thouſand ſheepe bearing wooll.) When as therefore hc had aſſembled 
his forccs, he ſcent vnto 7oſaphat,requiring him that ſith he had becne his fathers friend, he would

D p-at, he tooke his army with him and repaired to Ieruſalem, where he was magnificently recei- 
ued and entertained by the king of that citie : where, after they had concluded ro march thorow 
the defart of Idumza,and that way to charge the enemy (in that they expected nothing lefle then 
to bee endangered on that fide) theſe three Kings departed together from Ierufalem,namely the 
King of Terufalem,the King of Samaria,and the King of Idumxa,Now when they had marched 
ſome ſeancndaies iourney,they found a great ſcarcity of water amongſt them, both to watcr rheir 
horſes,and to refreſh their whole army,by rcaſon that their guides had ledthem aſtray our ofthe 
high way : ſo that they were in great wanr,and in efpectall 70ra,who by reaſon of the neceflity 


wherewirh hee was preſſed, cried vnto God, expoſtulating with him for what offence of his hee

would betray three ſuch kings as were there preſent,into the hands of the king of Moab without 


E ſtroke ſtrooken. Burt 79ſaphat,who was a vertuous man, encouraged him, and ſent into the armie 
to know whether there were any Prophet of God that had followed them to the batrell;” to the 
incent (faid he)that we may vnderſtand by God what we ought to doe : and whereas one of the 
{eruants of 1oram: ſaid, that he had ſeene E/izeus the ſonne of Saphat,the diſciple of Elias, all the 
three Kings (by the ſollicitation of 7ofaphat)reſorted vnto him. Now when they drew neere vn- 
to the Prophets tent (which he had pitched apart fromthe reſt of the company) they asked him 

what ſhould become of the army 2 and 1oramz in eſpeciall queſtioned with him. To whom E/- 
Zeus anſwered,that he had no reaſon toſollicite him inthis ſort, burto repaire vnto his fathers and 
mothers Prophets, who would certific him the truth. Notwithſtanding, JT9ram intreated him 
that he would prophccie, and continue the preſcruation of the army, and the defence of his life : 

ut Elizexs ſware by the living G o Þ, that hee would anſwer him nothing, except for Joſaphats 

ſake, who was an vpright man,and ſich a one as feared God. Afrerwards calling vato them a cer- 

taine man thar could cunningly play vpon inſtruments (for ſo had the Prophet coramanded) 

whilſt he ſung, Z/izers was ramſhed witha diuine ſpirit,and enioynedthe Kings to make certaine 

trenches inthe channell of the riuer : for (faid hee) you ſhall ſeethe riuer full of water withour 

cither winde,cloud,or rainc : ſo that both the whole Armie and all their Catcell ſhall be __

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SAP | a ſufficiently ſuſtained:and God will not onely beftow theſe benefits on you,but will giue you G 


—_—_ the ypper hand of your enemies alſo;and you ſhall ſurpriſe the faireſt and ſtrongeſt Cities of the 
&foreGrifs Moabites;and you ſhall cut downe their trees, ruinate their countrey, and fill yp their fountaines 
Ne 915+ 2nd rivers. When the Prophet had ſpoken thus,the next day before ſunne riſethe river lowed a- 
| boundantly with water: for ſome three daies journey off, God had ſuffered a very ſtrong and ſer- 
 ledraineto fallin Idugaza ; fo that both the ſouldiers and their horſes were ſufficiently refreſhed 

and watered. When he Moabites were informed that the three kings came out againſt them, 

and tooke their way thorow the deſart,their king preſently aſſembled his armie,and commanded 

A wonderfull them to keepe the paſſages of the mountaines,to the end they might hinder the enemie from en- 
bliadneſle of tring their countrey vnawares. Who beholding about the ſunne riſe, thatthe water of the riuer 
-o»-5 15 was blood red(for at that time itaroſe inthe countrey of Moab, and at this houre the water is 
the rednefſe red) they concciucd a falſe opinion, that the three kings being preſſed by thirſt, had ſlaine one 
"ag Bom] another,and that the river flowed with their blood. Being in this ſort ſeduced with this imagina- 
' tion, they beſought the king to giue them leaue to gather their enemies ſpoiles : which when 

they had obtained,they altogether confiderately marched forth as if to a prey alreadie prepared 

for them, and came vnto the kings campes vnder hope to finde no man to refiſt them. But their 

hope deceived them : for their enemies enuironed them round about , and ſome of them were 

Cur in peeces, the reſt turned backe and fled towards their owne countrey,and the three kings en- 

tring into the territories of the Moabites deſtroyedtheir Cities, pillaged the champaine coun- 

trey , disfigured their incloſures, filling them with ſtones and mud taken out of the riuer , cut 

downe their faireſt trees, ſtopped vp the ſources of their waters, and leuelled their walles with 

. the ground. The king of the Moabites himſeltfe,ſeeing himſelfe purſued and beſteged,and that his 
Thevitory Citie was in danger to be taken perforce, fallicd our very valiantly with ſcuen hundred men, ho- 
ofthe He- ping by the {wiftneſſe of his horſe, to breake thorow the Iſraelites campe on that fide where he 
—__ thought it was leaſt defenced, Which when he had atrempred and could nor execute,becauſe he 
Moabites. Charged on that ſide which was beſt defended, he returned backe againe into the Citie,and com- 
yu « +. bal mitteda deſperate and hatefull ation : for he rabke his eldeſt ſonne, who ought in right to ſic- 
crificerh his Cecde him in the kingdome,and ſer him on the wal of the Citic,and inthe ſight of all his enemies 
owne lone, offered him for a burnt ſacrifice vnto God. The kings beholding this wofull ſpeRacle, were 
mooucd with compaſſion of his necefſitie, and otercome with humanitie and mercie, leuted the 

ſiege,and returned backe againe into their countries. After that Toſaphat was returned into Tern- 

ſalem, he enioyed a peaceable goucrnment , bur liued not long time after this exploit, but died 


Toſaphas when he was threeſcore yeeres old, in the fiue and twentizth yeere of his raigne, and was magni- 


_ ficently buried in Terufalem,according as theſucceſſour of Darids vertue and kingdome ought to 
be entombed. |

children into ſeruirnde. For which cauſe ſhe beſought him in conſideration of this a&, to haue

compaſſion on her husband,and to yeeld her ſome ſuccour. Hereon Z1zews asked her if ſhe had M

widdow to fill (yefſels of her neighbour:that done,he willed her to locke yp her doores, and to poure oyle into 
her ep  theveſſels,in that it was Gods pleaſure to fill them all. The woman did according as he had com- 
oyle, manded her,and all the veſſels were found full,ſo as none of them were emptie : whereof when 


ſhe had certified the Propher, headuiſed her to goe and deliuer her oyle, and pay her debts,

rors intended againſt her. He admoniſhed 79742 likewile,by certaine meſlengets, that he ſhould ,;-"n 
rake heed of a certaine place wherein the Syrians lay in ambuſh, intending to {lay him:hy meanes SN 
of which admonition the king went not out on hunting. Bur Adad being ſore difpleaſed, becauſe Pn 
his ambuſhment was diſcoucrcd, began to ſuſpect his owne followers : whereupon calling vnto auoid Agads 
him his houſhold ſeruants, hee maliciouſly rearmed them traitors ; and furthermore threatned zmbulb,who 
them with deathfor that they had diſcouered a matter,which yas only commirredto their truſt; kithim, 
vato his enemy. Wherupon one of the aſſiſtants told him,thar he ought not to conceiue that falſe 

opinion of them, neither ſuſpect that they had diſcouered his intended ambuſh to cur off his e- 

nemy: but rather that he ought to conceiue,that the prophet E/zzens had diſcouered and difcour- | 

ſed all that which was intended againſt him. Wherupon he ſent our his ſouldiers with an expreſle 4-Reg.& 
charge, to know in what City E/zzens made his eos aboad : who returning backe, brought rs 
him newes that he remained in Dothaim : For which cauſe _4dad ſent a great number of hore- thaimby his 
men and chariots to Dothaim to lay hold on E/izexs, who begirtthe city by night, and laide <nxmice 
watch round about the walles, that no man might eſcape them. Early in the morning when the 

Prophets ſeruant had notice hereof,and was advertiſed thar the enemies ſought to ſurpriſe El 

zens,he fearefully haſted and diſcouered their intent to his maſter , who encouraged him and 
commanded him to ſhake off his feare,for that he held himſelf both ſecured and affured of Gods 

help: wherupon he praied God that at that preſent he would ſhew his power and affiſtance both 


C toward the reliefe of his neceſſitie,and the confirmation and nor of his ſeruant. Aft The Angels

that time God hearing his prater, preſented to the Prophets ſeruants ſight,a number of chariots, out Elizeus 
and horſemen that inuironed E/zzexs , ſo that he laid his feare aſide, and was aſſured when hee a: 
perceiucd theſe ſuccors. That done,E/:zens beſought God againe thar he would blind his enc- 

mies cies,and to cauſe a thicke cloud to fall ypon them, to the end they might not diſcouer him. 

Which done, he prefently thruft himſelfamongſt the thickeſt of his enemies, demanding of them 

whom they came to ſecke for? They anfivered him that they ſought for the Prophet Z/;zexs: he 

promiſed them to deliuer him into their hands,it ſo be they would come with him'into the Ct- elizeuslea- | 
ty where he was. They blinded in eyes, and depraued in ynderſtanding by God, followed the dh the Syri- 
Prophet willingly ,who marched before them. When as therefore E/zexs had brought them ne mens 
into Samarla,he willed king ora to locke the gatcs and to inuiron the Syrians with his ſouldi- where ty his 
ers. This performed, he prayed God that he would cleere the Syrians ſight , and rakeaway the Cn 
cloud that obſcured their cies , who being delivered from their blindneſſe, perceiued that they reouſly enter- 


werein the midft of their enemies. Whereas being ſore aftonicd, and vncertaine whence this di- _—_ _ 
elented by 


 uine and yriexpected aCt had befallen them, King Toram asked the Prophet whether he ſhould Kill ,;.m,anq

them with darts.Bur El/izens forbad him to doe ſo: for(ſaid he)it is a tuſt and conuenient matter, ſenthome, 
that they who are taken by order of warre ſhould loſe their life , but that they had done no euill 
ynto his countrey;but by Gods prouidence came thither without their owne knowledge : for 
which cauſe he counfailed him to giuethem preſents and preſent them meare, and afterwards ro 
ſuffer them to depart withour any iniurie. 
Toram giuing credit to the Prophets words, entertayned the Syrians magnificently and with 
great humanity,and ſent them backe vnto CAdad their king , to whotn vpon their arriuall they 
declared all that which had hapned vnto them. CAaad aſtoniſhed atthis vnexpected cuent z 
and wondring at the apparition and power of the God of the Ifraclites ; laſtly admiring the Pro- 
phet whom God ſo wondrouſly aflifted;he concluded from that time forward,neuer more to at- 
rempt the king of Iſrael in ſecrer, becauſe he feared E/zzeus , but concluded to make open warre ,,,,. . ne 
againſt him, hoping to haue the vpper hand of his enemies, by meanes of the greatnumber and fnus.chap,g, 
force of his army: So that he iſſued out with a mighty power againſt 107am,who ſuppoſing him- 
{elfe ro be ouermatched-by the Syrian army, locked himſelfe vp within Samaria, putting his truſt 
and confidence in the fortification and ſtrength of the wals thereof. Azad hoping to ſurpriſe the 
city if not by engins,at leaſtwiſe by famine & defaulr of things neceſlary,drew neere ynto Sama- , ,_. , 
r1a to beftege it. But 707472 was ſo deſtitute of conucnient ſupplies, that by reaſon of the incredi- geged by the 
ble want of victuals, an Aſſes head was ſold in Samaria for eightie pieces of filuer, and a meaſure Syrians.

Toramthrese. WIEh 2 loud voice,and afterwards wholly enraged againſt the Prophet, he deuiſed in his heart to 
oram threat- : : - : ; 
nerh Elizcus Put him to death, becauſe he praicd not vnro God to grant him meanes to eſcape thoſe evils that 
de*ch, inuironed them round about : ſo that he ſent a man preſently to cut off his head ; who prepared 
3-87 himſelfe withall expedition to the ſlaughter. Bur E/;zens was not ignorant of this reſolution of 
the kings: for ſitting at home with his diſciples in his houſe, he told them that oram the muvrthe- 
rers ſon ſent a man to take away his head : but(faid he) when as he that hath the matter in charge 
ſhall come hither,ſuffer him not to enter,but make him attend and ſtay ar the gate , for the king x 
will follow him, and will reſort to me in his owne perſon, hauing altercd his reſolution: and they 
according as they were commanded,ſhur him out of the doores whom the king had ſent. Toram 
repenting himſelfe of that diſpleaſure which he had conceiued againſt the Prophet, and fearing 
leaſt he that had the commiſſion to murther him ſhould ſpeedily execute the ſame, haſted him- 
felfe all that he might ro hinder the ſlaughter,and ſaue E/:zexs, When as therefore he came into 
his preſence, he accuſed him,for that he had not beſought God to deliver them from thoſe many 
cuils which they ſuffered, conſidering that he himſelfe was an eye-witnefle, they were miſerably 
conſumed by them. E/zzeus promiſed him the next day(abour the ſame houre that the king came 
vnto him)that he ſhould haue ſo great aboundance of victuals,that two meaſures of barley ſhould 
be ſold in the market for a ficle,and a meaſure of flower for a ſicle. 

By theſe words of his, the King with all his attendants were wonderfully comforted, and K 
made no difficultie to belecue the Prophet, becauſe that before time they had beene aſcertained 
by their expertence of the truth of his prophecies ; and rht expectation of this day,was the cauſe 
that the neceſſitie and miſerie of the preſent was more patiently endured. But a certaine friend of 
the kings,and the gouernor ofthe third part of his army (on whoſe ſhoulder the king at that time 

3Ke7%, hapned familiarly to leane)ſpake vnto him after this manner : Propher, thoutelleſt vs incredible 
© matters: for as it is impoſſible that God ſhould raine down heapes of barley and floure from hea- 
* gen,ſo cannotthat which thou ſpeakeſt come to paſſe. To whom the Prophet replied: Thou thy 
ſelfe({aid he)ſhalt ſee the iſſue hereof,but ſhalt partake no part therof. Which prediction of his 

had a-moſt certaine effect,according as hereafter it appeareth. 

It was a cuſtome in Samaria, that they that were defiled with a leprofie ſhould liue without 
the City walles,for feare leaſt their conuerfation might infect others : and at thar time alſo there 
were ſome who for this cauſe had their dwelling without the gate. Theſe, for that (by reaſon of 
the extreame fanine that raigned within the City)they receiued no reliefe or ſuſtenance out of 
the ſame,8& whether they had licence to returne into the City, or whether they contained them- 
ſclues in their houſes,they knew that they ſhould aſſuredly periſh by famine , decreede amongſt 
themſclues to ſubmit themſelues to the enemics mercy,to the end thar if they ſpared them, they 
might liue;and if ir hapned otherwiſe, that they might die with leſſe torture. Now hauing reſol- 
ued vpon this deliberation amoneſt themſclues,they repaired by night vnto the enemies campe. 

Theenemies At that time God beganto terrifie and trouble the Syrians, and to fill their cares with a noiſe of 
flight byez- chariors and armes,as if an army had violently charged them. Whereupon they grew ſuſpicious, 
7" arp and were ſo moued, that they forſooke their tents, and ranne vnto Adad,and told him thar 1oram 
among them, King of the Iſraclites had entertained the king of Egyprt,and the king of the Iles for his confede- 
rates, whom he led outagainſt them,8& how already they had heard the noiſe of them thar appro- 
ched to bid them the battell. Adad(whoſe eares were filled with no lefle rumor then thoſe of the 


people) 
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A people) was amatedand amazed ar their layings: ſo thar all of them abandoned their campe , Eads, % 
their horſes, beaſts of carriage,and riches,and berooke them to flight with diforder & confuſion. werld;3oya. 
Thoſe lepers that were retired from Samara intothe enemies campe (and of whom wee haue %cfere brite 
hererofore made ſome mention)being neer vnto the camp, percciued that there was great ſilence FATE 
in the ſame,and no lefle aboundance of all things: for which cauſe approching the ſame, and en- 
tring into a tent,they found no body therein:for which cauſe they tel to catingand dtinking,and 
; that done to beare away a quantity of rayment,and gold which they hid withour the campe.Af- 
* - terward reſorting to another tcnt,they bare away hkewiſe that which was therein , and did the 
like by foure others without any encountry or contradiction of any man:and coniccturing there- 
by that the enemies were retyred, they began to accuſe themſelues, becauſe they had not-gmen 
B noticethercof to 1oram,and the inhabitants of Samaria. For which cauſe drawing. neere vnto the © - 
walles of the City,they cried out vnto the watch, £iuing them ro ynderſtand in whar eſtate they Thelepers 


had found the enemies campe, who ſigniticdno lefſe to 1orams guard, ſo thatatlaſt it came ynto ceriverbe | 
his cares. Whereupon he preſently ſent for his friends and capraines, and told chem tharthe de- the foe of 
parture ofthe Syrians made him ſuſpect ſome ſtrarageme orambuſh : for they (faid he) hauing theirenemies, 
loft their hope to ſurpriſe vs by famine,are retired vnder an intent, that when we ſhall iſſue and 
fall a ſpoiling of their campe,they may come vpon vs, and kill vs ; and afterwards take our ciry 
withoutany ſtroke ſtrooken. For which cauſe(ſaid he)I aduiſe youto keepe good guard within 
the City, and ler this retrcat of our cnemies make vs the more conſiderate. Some one of his 
councell praiſed this aduiſe of his,and allowed his foreſtghr,aduiſing him to ſend on two ſcouts Spies ſent 
C vpon horſebacke,to ſearch eucry quartcr betwixt thatand Iordan, to the end thar if they ſhould 9% 
be raken and flaine by the enemies ambuſhmenr, their fall mighr be a preſident to the whole ar- 
my to ſtand vpon their guard)for feare leaſt they ſhould be ſurpriſed in like manner: )vreing this 
for a concluſion, that the lofſe of two horſemen ſhould nor bee very great., {inceperhaps they 
might otherwaics haue beene cur off by famine. This aduife of his was allowed by the king,and 
ratified by his afliſtants : ſo that preſently there. were two ſpies fent out, who rode along withour 
encountring any enemy;but they met with great quantityof viduals, and armes caſt away and 
- abandoned by the Syrians, to the intent they might flie away the more lightly. Which when Theenemics 
E the king vnderſtood, hee ſuffered the people to iſſue our, and ſpoile the campe, who recouered jy your 
3 things of no ſmall valew therein, but much gold and filucr,and rroupes of all ſorts of carrell : and bag 
Þ bcſides that, they found ſo great a quantity of wheat and barley,thar had they dreamed thereof , 
they could not hope or imagine thelike. Thus were they deliuered from all their precedent affli- 
ions : for there was ſo great quantity of corne, thattwo meaſures of barley were ſold but for 
one ficle, and a meaſure of wheat flower for a ficle , according as Elizens had prophecied.

Now in that £Achabs ſeuentie ſonnes were brought vp in Samaria, 7ehu ſent two letters, the 
one vnto the Maſters of the infants, the other tothe gouernours of the Citie, giuing them to vn- 
derſtand, that they ſhould chooſe one of the moſt vertuous amongſt Achabs children,to raigne as 
King ouer them, becauſe they had a multitude of ſtrong charriots, horſes,armour,men,and itrong 

- Cities ; to the end that in ſo doing, they mighttake renenge on thoſe that ſlew their Lord and 
Maſter. (This did he vnder a colour to ſound how the Samaritans were affe&ted rowards him.) 
When the gouermours and tutors had receiued theſe letters,they were affraid, and made account 
that they could preuale nothing againſt him, who had preualed already againſt rwo mightie 
Kings. For which cauſe they wrote backe vnto him, acknowledging him for their ſoueratgne ; 

Achabs70. and offering themſclues in all dutie,to bee vnder his ſubiection. Whereupon 7e4»ſent backe ynto M 
children flain them againe, commanding them; that (to expreſſe their obedience): they ſhould ſend him'the 
in Samaria, heads of Achabs children,diuided from their ſhoulders.

7chu cauſed him to mount vp with him in his charrior,and ac- 
company him to Samaria,telling him that hee ſhould well perceiue, that hee would ſpare no one 
wicked man,but would puniſh all the falſe Prophets,and tellers of lies,and abuſers of the people, 
who had made them forſake the true ſeruice of God, andadore ſtrange gods : becauſe the moſt 
laudable and allowed ſpectacle that might encounter a good mans eye,wastoſee the puniſhment 
of the wicked. Tonadab perſwaded by theſe words,mounted yp into his charriot, and went with 
him to Samaria ; and after eh had ſought out Achabs kinred, hee put them to death : and inten- 
ding that no one of his falſe prophets and pricſts,ſhould eſcape his hands,hee aſſembled them to- 
gcther by a ſubrill policie. For gathering the people together, he proteſted that hee would haue 

c "viteas many gods as Achab had had : willing thar all the prieſts and miniſters thar belonged vn- 
to them,ſhould preſent themſclues,for that he intended to celebrate rich and magnificent facrifi- 
ccsto Achabs gods ; proteſting that whatſoeuer Prieſt ſhould be abſcnrt,hee ſhould loſe his head. 

Now this god whom Achab honoured, was called Baal. Hauing in this ſort affigned a day where- 
in he would offer ſacrifice,hee ſent thorow all the countrey of Iſrael,charging all Baals prieſts to 
repaire vnto him,and commanding that each of them might haue their veſtmemts given them. As 
ſoone as they were apparelled, hee reſorted to his lodging,accompanied with his friend Tonadad, 
and commanded that a ſearch ſhould bee made amongſt them, to eſpie whether any one of con- 
t: 2ry quality or condition were medled with them , for that he intended thatno ſtranger ſhould 
be amongſt the prieſts.

$0.24, him from captiuitie, he returned backe againe into Samaria, This hapned in the fourteenth yeere 
ofthe raigne of Amaſuas, who afterwards fled into the Citic of Lachs, to auoide the conſpiracic 
Amakizs lain. Of his domeſticall friends, by whom notwithſtanding hee was ſurpriſed, and flaine by them 
that were ſentto doc the deede : his body was brought and royally entombed in Teruſalem.

But 
for that the ſtorme moreand more increaſed,and grew ſo vehement , that they wanted very lit-

And when the feaſt of 

vnleauened bread was come, they ſacrificed the Paſſeouer,and during the ſeuen other daies,they 

offered vp their other ſacrifices. The King gaue in way of gratuity vato the people (beſides thar 

which had beene offered) two thouſand oxen, and ſeuen thouſand ſheepe.

And now 
euen vnto this day continuethey in the ſame Religion, and are called by the Hebrewes Chute- 
ans, and Samaritans by the Greekes. Theſe as often as they finde the Iewes in proſpcritie, call

Now when hee 
rie6:o, drewneere vmothe City of Mende (which was vnder 1oſzas ſubiction) king oſias denyed him 
» 4 abucth paſſage,and would not ſuffer his army to march thorow his countrey, For which cauſe Nechao 
69-4664, 4 9 ſent a herauld vnto him.,to let him vnderſtand,that it was nor againſt him that he made war, but 
paſſage tho- that he bent his courſe towards Euphrates : for which cauſe he wiſhed him in no ſortto hinder 
:owJudez, His intended journey, leaſt thereby he ſhould be conſtrained to make warre vpon him. Bur 10- 
ſias reſpeted notthis demand of his, bur reſolued himſelte ro hinder his paſſage thorow his 
country: And truly I ſuppoſe thar the deſtinies pricked him forward to this arrogance,to the end 
4-23 he might haue ſome occaſion to doe ſome thing againſt Nechao, For whileſt he diſpoſed his ar- 
my,and rode from one band to another, being mounted vpon his charriot,he was ſtrooken with 
an arrow that was ſhot by a certaine Egyptian , which cooled and tempered the ſpleene he had 
in warre, For feeling himſclfe ſorely opprefled with paine,by reaſon of his wound, he comman- 
ded his army to retyre,and returned himſelte to Icruſalem, where he died of his wound,and was 
buried with his fathers with great magnificence, after he had liuced nine and thirty yeeres, and 
raigned thirty and one.

- who Go- Godoljas, ynder the conduct of 10h» the ſon of Careas, and 1ezanars and Sareas, and others. And 
beſides theſe, a certaine man called 7/-ael of the bloud royall, a wicked and fraudulent man,who 
during the ſiege of the Citie, had retired himſelfe to Bahal king of the Ammonites, and hd 
ſojourned with him during all the troubles. Who being in this fort aſſembled before him, Go- 
dolias counſelled troremaine inthat countrey without any feare of the Babylonians, promiſing 
that in manuring their land they ſhould incurreno inconuenience. All which he confirmed vn- 
to them by an oath,adding further, that if any diſturbance were offered to any man, hee would 
readily aſſiſt him. Hee gave each one this aduice likewiſe, to inhabite any Citic that beſt liked 
them ; promiſing them to ſend them thither, with ſuch rhinges as appertained to them, to build 
them houſes and furniſh their habitation , promiſing them that when time ſerued, hee would | 
make their prouiſion of come, wine, and oyle for their maintenance during the winter time : | 
whichayhen he had propoſed theſe conditions vatothem, hee gaue them leaue to depart, and | 
inhabitethe countrey whereſoecuer they beſt liked. Now when tHe rumour ran amongſt the peo- | 
le of Indza,that Godolzas had thus curteouſly entertained thoſe that were fugitiues, 8 how he 
ad permitted them to inhabite & till the countrey (prouided that they payd their tribute to the K 
Babylonian) diuers of them repaired incontinently ro him, and inhabited the countrey. And | 
Tohn and the other gouernours being with him, and aſſured both of his clemencie and courteſie, : 
began entirely to loue him. For which cauſe they told him, that Bathal king of the Ammonites 
had ſent 1/--ael to murther him by ſom trecherie, that by that means he might haue the dominis 
ouer the Iſraelites that remained,in that he was of the bloud royal. Aſſuring him,thar the means ] 
of his deliuerance from that treaſon, was, if fo be he would command them to kill 1/»aclin ſe- 
cret: aſſuring him on the contrary ſide, that they feared,thart if 7/-»ae/ ſhould happen to kill him, 
- their whole nation that remained, was like to fall to vtter ruine. But Godolas tolde him plainly, | 
7 that theſe ſtratagems they intended, were practiſed againſt a man that had received pleaſure at : 
* his hands; and that it was not likely that hee whom hee had ſuccoured during the time of his ne- | 

” ceſſitie, would beſo wickedor impious againſt his benefaQor, as to attempt to murther him, 
whom in any occaſion or neceſſitie hee could not but to his great ſhame and indignitie, either 2 
” flie or forſake. Yea,faid he,although thoſe things were true which you informe me of, yet had I 
” rather die, then oppreſſe a manthat hath committed his life to my truſt. For which cauſe 70h 
andthe reſt(ſceing their perſwaſions were in vaine(departed from him. Some thirtie daies after, 
Iſmael(accompanied with ten men)cameto Maſpharh to Godolias,who receiued them with pre- 
ſents and magnificent entertainment;ſo that to expreſle to 1ſmael and his companions how hear- 
tily they were welcome,Godol:as drunk ſo hard that he was ſomwhar ouerſcen with wine. Now 
when Iſmael perceiued him to be in that key, and ouerloaden with drinke and fleepe, hee ſtept 
ynto him with his ten afſociates,8& cut both his throat and theirs, who kept him companie at the M k 
banquet : after which murther, he iſſued outby night and ſlew all the Tewes that were left in the 
citie,& thoſe Babylonian ſoldiers alſo that were left in garriſon in that place: The next day there | 
came foureſcore men of the countrey to Godolias with preſents, being vtterly ignorant of rhat 
which had hapned.1/zzae! knowing them,called them vnto him, as if he intended to bring them 
to Godolias, and as ſoone as they were entred, he locked the court and flew them, and afterwards 
caſt their bodies into a deepe ditch, ro the intent they might not bee diſcouered.Of this — |

* thar vnder a falſe pretext of Gods command, hee had counſelled them thereto, bur thar in effe 
he ſpake in fauour of his diſciple Baruch,perſwading them to ſtay there,to the end they mighr be 

D conſumed by the Babylonians : Contemmng therefore the counſell which God gauethemb 
the Prophet : both 7942 and thereſt of the multitude went into Agypt, and led with them bk Theprophecy 
Baruch and leremie. Whither they were no ſooner come, but God told the Prophet that the Ba- ofthe Babylo« 
bylonian ſhould lead his army into Egypt ; for which cauſe he willed him to foretell the people I arms, 
that Egypt ſhould be deſtroicd,and that they ſhould partly be ſlaine in that place, and partly Jed captindns wy 
captiue to Babylon. Which came in like-manner to paſle:for in the fift yeere after the deſtruction 
of Iernfalem(which was the three and twentieth yeere of the raigne of Nabuchodonoſor) Nabu- 
chodonofor inhis owne perſon led his army into Cceloſyria, and hauing conquered the fame, he . . 
made war vpon the Ammonites and Moabites. And after he had broughttheſe nations vnder his >> 
obeiſance, he went and fought againſt the king of Agypr,and ouercame him : and after hee had Fr acair the 

E flaine their king that gouerned at that time, and planted another in his place , hce afterwards 3251-before 
tooke the Tewes thar he found in that countrey , and carried them priſoners into Babylon. By _ —_ 
this mcanes we hauelearned,that the eſtate of the Hebrews being brought to rhis point, hath bin CA 
tranſlated rwice to the other fide of Euphrates. For the people of the two tribes were captiued _ 
by the Affyrians,during the raigne of 0ſeas , and conſequently that of the two tribes, vnder Na- 
buchodonoſor king of the Babylonians and Chaldees vpon the raking in of Terufalem. True it is 
that Sa/mzarazar,atter he had diſplaced the Ifraclites,planted the Curheans in their place, who 
before time inhabited the innermoſt of the countries of Perſia and Media, and were called Sa- 
maritanes,according to the name of the place which they inhgbited ; but che Babylonian hauing 
led the two tribes priſoners, hath not planted any other people in their places. _— | 

Þ Forthis cauſe, Iudza,Teruſalem, and the Temple, remained deſert for the ſpace of ſeauentic 
yeares : and all the time that paſſed betweene the captiuity of the Iſraclites,vntill the deſtruction 
of the two tribes, was a hundred and thirty yeares,fix moneths,and ren daies.But Nabuchodone- 
for choſe the moſt nobleſt young men amongſt the Tewes (and ſich as were allied to King Se- 
dcchias,and eſteemed likewiſe for the good diſpoſition and faire proportion of their bodies and 
faccs)and committed them ro maſters to bee inſtructed , commanding that every one &f them

HAY Daniel was called Balthaſar ; CAnanias, Sidrach, Miſael, Miſcah,and £4 zarias, Abdenago. Theſe 
Danicls foes didthe King eſteeme very highly for their excellent nature, and for the great affetion that they 
his fellowes had to attaine vnto learning and wiſdome, wherein they profited greatly,and were for thar cauſe 
towardnesin Hjghly reckoned of by him. And whereas Daxzel/and his kinſemen thought good to liuc au- 
fadjiog it Rerely, and to abſtaine from thoſe meares that came from the Kings table, and in generall from 
good eters, all things that had life, they went tro CAskeras the Eunuch ( who had the care and charge ouer jx 
them ) beſeeching him to conuert thoſe meates to his owne vie, which were ſent them from the 
Kings table, and allowe them herbes and dates, and ſuch things as hadno life ; becauſe they in- 
tended to hold that courſe of life, and to forſake all others. Askenas told them, that he was ready 
to condiſcend vnto their demands ; but that he feared, leaſt being called for by the King, they 
ſhould be found to be leane in body, and diſcolored in face (for without doubr in following thar 
diet, they muſt needly loſe their colours, and beeleſle diſpoſt in compariſon of others ) which 
might bethe cauſe to bring him into hazard of his head. They perceiving that Askenas inten- 
ded nought el{c bur his ſecuritie, perſwaded him to allow them bur ten daies of approbation.,vn- 
der condition har if by that regiment of diet their habirude of bodie ſhould not beany waics al- 
tered, they might continue in that faſhion of lite and dier, which they had intended from that 
day forwards : bur if they ſhould be found leaneand weake, and lefſe proportionable (then they 
that fed ypon the Kings allowance) that then they ſhould returne to their accuſtomed diet. Now | 
it {o fell out, that not onely their bodies were bettcr in grouth, but they ſeemed rather better fed, 
and ofa taller ſtature then rhe reſt: ſo that they thar lived ypon the Kings ordinarie,ſeemed leane 
and weariſh ; whereas Dariet and his companions made ſhewe, as if they had beene nouriſhed 
with dainties, and brought vp in aboundance.

They having their ſpirits 
more pure and ſubrill to comprehend their maſters inſtructions, and their bodies more ſtrong to

Tio yeares after the ſurpriſall of egypt, 
before Chriſts King Nabuchodonozor dreamed a wonderfull dreame, the ifſue whereof God made him ſee in 2

And hauing intelligence what had hapned as touching the dreame,& how the king by forgetting 
the ſame, had charged them to inform him therin,8& how they had anſfivered thar it was impoſſh- 
ble for them to perform the ſame,and how thereby they had prouoked the King to diſpleaſure : 
he beſought Ar7:0chu5 to goc vnto the King, and to procure one nights reprieue in the behalfe of 
the Zgyptians and Chaldees, in that hee hoped during that night time to' beſeech God and in- 
treac from him both the dreame and the ſignification thereof. Hereupon Ariochs told the King 
what Dazzel had requeſted, who reſpited the execution of the Magicians for that night, vntill he

Afterhim the ſucceſſion of the kingdome came vnto his ſonne called Laboſardach , which i Bar 
continued in him bur for the ſpace ofnine moneths, and after his death it came vnto Balthaſar , 
who by the Babylonian was called Naboandel. Againſt him Cyrus king of Perſ1a,and Darixs king 
of Media made warre and at ſuch time as he was beſieged in Babylon, there hapned a maruati- 
lous and prodigious ſpectacle. 

Balthaſar (ate ypon a certaine feſtiuall in a royall chamber, wherehee was ſerued with great ax 
ſtore of veſlell fir {8 his maicſtie and royalty;and with him ar the banquer there fate his concu- Thezeereof the 
bines, and molt intireſt friends. At which time(to ſhew his magnificence) hee cauſed thoſe veſ: 33% oifs 
{els to be brought out.of the temple ofhis God, which Nabuchodorefor his predeceſlor (fearing eruiti, 
to employ to his owne vſe) had ſtored vp in his Idols temple. But Balthaſar was fo puffed with 543: 
ride that he dranke ont of them,and imployed them to hus vies. Now ſo cameit topaſle, that pas.s. 

' whileſt hee quaffed,and blaſphemed the name of God,he fawea hand ifluing froma wall, which p22 
wrote in theſame certaine ſyllables: by which viſion being ſomewhatterrified, he aſſembled his Jp2ngnriy 
Magicians and Chaldees,and al that fort of people (who amongſt thoſe barbarous nations made and vruing 
profeſſion to interprete prodigies and dreames) to-the intent they might ſignifie vnto him the {5592 tyilee 
meaning and vnderſtanding of that writing. Now when theſe Magicians had tolde him that + .A—A 
they could in no ſort ſound or vnderſtand the ſame, the king was fore vexed andrtroubled at rhis bed ro -oug 
vnexpected viſion : whereupon he cauſed it to bee proclaimed thorow his countrey, thatwho- 5.fwre tif 
ſocuer ſhould reade that writing,and declare the meaning thereof, hee would giue him a golden Nti29,s 39. 
chaine,and a purple robe(ſuch as the king of Chaldees wore) and beſides all this, the third part : 
of his Empire. After this proclamation jj the Magicians aſſembled together with greater con- 
courſe, and were farre morediligent and inquiſiriue to finde out the f1gnification of the wri- 
ting: but they wereno leſſe grounded therein then they were at the firſt. Meane while, the kings 
orandmother ſceing him wholly amated in minde, began to comfort him, and to tell him that 
there was a certaine man amongſt the priſoners of Tuda,led thither at ſuch time as Nabuchodono- 
ſor deſtroied leruſalem whoſe name. was Dariel,a man wiſe and expert inſearching out of things . 
that were impoſlible,and onely knowne vnto God,who euidently expounded that which Nabs- 

E chodonoſor required , ar ſuch time, as no other man could fatisfie his demand. Whereupon the 

king called him vnto his preſence, and telling him what proofes he had heard of his wiſedome, 

& of that diuine ſpirit that was in him, and how he only was fit toenterprete thoſe things which 

otherwiſe were obſcured from other mens knowledge; he praied him to informe him what that 

hand writing ſignified, promiſing him in reward thereof a purple garment, a golden chaine, and 

the third part of his Empire : to the end that being honoured with theſetirles for his wiſedome, 

he might grow famous amongſt all men, who demanding the reaſon, ſhould know the intent 

why he was honoured. But Darzel(refuſing all theſe preſents of his,in that the wiſedomerhat is 

given from aboue is not corrupred thereby , bur is freely anſwerable to thoſe that haue neede cc 

thereof) told him thar that writing did foretell him the end of his life, becauſe he had not learned « 

to feare God,neither to lift vp his thoughts higher then humane narure, notwithſtanding he had 

ſeenethe chaſtiſement wherewith his predeceſſor had beene puniſhed, for the outrages he com- 

mitted againſt God. For that Nabuchodonoſor hauing beenc driuen to lead his life amongſt beaſts 

by reaſon of his impictics,afterdiuers requeſts and ſupplications had obtained mercy , and was 

returned vnto humane conuerſation,and into his owne kingdome, for which cauſe all the time 

of his life he praiſed Almighty God the gouernour of all things : whereas hee had omitred to 


doe the like,and had blaſphemed the name of Godin diuers forts, and had ſwilled both _—

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"pete ,and his concubines in the veſſels dedicaredto God : For this cauſe God was diſpleaſed with G 
world.34z5, Rim,and certified him by this writing , what end hee ſhould expect.

When the king had heard this interpretation, hee 
ne per! was very ſorrowfull (according'as the nature of things ſo diſaſtrous, and ſo apparant required.) 
promiſesxo Notwithſtanding he delaied nor to performe thoſe preſents which he had promiſed the prophet, 
Daniel, although(as he well perceiued) the words aboadcd him ill, and gaue him all that which he pro- 
miſed him, conſidering with himfelfe, that it was his owne deſtiniethat he ought to accuſc,and | 
Ba'ylonſur- not Daxelwho like a vertuous man had declaredrhe truth of things:notwithſtanding they were 
- ori very vnſauorie in his care. Not long after,this Ba/trhaſar and the City were oucrthrowne and ta- 
Perſia, ken by Cyr#s king of Pertia and his army. For this was that Balrhaſar,ynder whom, and in the ſe- 
uenteenth yeare of whoſe raigne,the ſurprifal of Babylon hapned. This as farre as I could gather, 
was the end of king Nabuchodoneſors poſterity. . | 
Darins,who(wuh his allic Cyprus) had deſtroted the eſtate of the Babylonians, was threeſcore 
and two yeeres olde at ſuch time as he tooke Babylon. He was 4ffyages ſonne,and is otherwaies 
called by the Greckes. He tooke the Prophet Dariel,and led him with him into Media,and kept 
him ncere vnto him,doing him much honour : for he was of the number of the three goucrnors 
whom hee conſtitured ouer three hundrerh and threeſcore prouinces ; for ſo had Darizs com- L 
manded it. Now Dare! being thus honoured and beloued by Darizs,and onely truſted by him 
inallthings, forthat God was with him, was gricuouſly hated : for they are molt hainouſly ha- 
ted, who haue greateſt intereſt in Princes fauours. Whereas therefore they that were icatous 
Theforceof of the good eſteeme which he had with Dari, fought occaſion to calumniate and backbite him,

For they perceiuing that Daxe/didthrice euery day make his prayer vnto God, they ſup- K | 
poſed thatthey had found a iuſt pretext to worke his ruine. For which cauſe they came vnto Da- y 
rius,certifying him that the princes and gouernours had concluded together to thiseffect : Thar 
forthirry dayes ſpace an intermiſſion ſhould be granted to the people; during which time, it was 
neither lawfull for them ro demand any thing, neither ofhimſelfe, or of any man or God what- 
ſocuer ;and if any man ſhould attempt any thing againſt this common decree, it was ordered 
that he ſhould be caſt into the Lyons denne. Bur the king perceiuing notthe drift of their ma- 
lice,nor how they ſought by this deuiſe to entrap Darzel, told them that he liked of the decree, 
and promiſed to confirme the ſame, and propounded a publike edict, wherein the princes reſo- 
lutions were ratified. Now whileſt all men endenoured thorow feare,caretully and diligently to 
obſerue this edict. Darzel ſer light thereby, and according to his accuſtomed manner ſtanding in 
all mens ſight, he worſhipped his God,and prayed vnto him. Whereupon, the Princes (hauing 
got that occaſion which they long expeted)came readily vnto the king,and accuſed Dane! for 
that he only amongſt the reſt had preſumed to infringe their decree: vrging moreouer,that he did 
it not for the religion ſake that was in him, but becauſe he was obſerued and watchr.by his malig- 
ners. And for that they feared leaſt Darius by reaſon of the great affection hee bare vnto Dare! , 
ſhould be ready to pardon him (notwithſtanding hee had tranſgreſſed their edict) they conclu- 
ded yponno milder indgement, but that he might bee caſt into the Lyons denne, according to 
the forme of the edit. Darins hoping that God would deliver Dameland tharno harme ſhould 
Dinidan Þcfall him by the iawes of wilde beaſts,exhorred him patiently to endure that aduenture. Now 
inthe Ly. as ſoone as he was caſt into the denne,the king ſealed vp the ſtone that cloſed the mouth thereof, M 
onsdeane. and departed,ſpending all that night withour repaſt or repoſe, ſo grieuoufly was hediſtempered 
in Damels behalfe, And when the day was come.as ſoone as he aroſe he came vnto the den, and 
finding the ſcale vnbroken wherewith he had marked the ſtone, hee opened the ſame, and called 
vnto Danicl with a loud voice,asking him if he were whole and in ſafetic. Hee hearing the king 
ſpeake,anſwered that he had receiued no hit: whereupon Darizs commanded that they ſhould 


draw him out ofthe Lyons den. His aduerfarics percctuing that Daniel had eſcaped all incon-

manded a quantity of flcſh to be caſt ynro the Lyons; and when they were glutred, he willed that #7 Non

would touch them or no, when they were gorged. Ar whichtime Dari faw very manifeſtly, P-niclsene- 
that God had by his power warranted Darzel from death. For as ſoone as the Nobles were caſt on ad 
into the den, the Lyons ſpared not one of them, but tore themall in peeces, as if they had beene Lyons. 
hungry and without meate. I ſuppoſe chattheſe Lyons having beene a little before glutted with 
meate,did not annoy theſe men by reaſon of their faminegbut T rather iudge that their malignitie 

B did whet on their furie:for when as God fo pleaſeth, vnreaſonable creatures doe iuſticevpon ma- «« 
lignant and enuious men. Daxtels aduerſaries being in this fort exterminate and deſtroyed, Da- * 

7115 gaue notice hereof to all the ſubiects of his prouinces,prayfing that God whom Darrel ado- 
red , ſaying,thar hee was the onely true God, who had all power : he honoured Darel likewiſe 
with eſpeciall regard,eſteeming him amongſt the chiefeſt of his familiars. Hee therefore beeing 
thus famous and admirable (becauſe hee was beloued by God) builded in Ecbatane in the coun- 
rrey of the Medes a magnificent caſtell, and a maruellous monument that remaineth euen vnta 
this day, which ſeemeth to thoſe that looke thereon, that it is but newly builded, and made bur 
that verie day which they behold the ſame ; the beautie thereof ſeemeth ſo liuing and perfet,as 
thar continuance of time doth in no ſort deface it. For it fareth with buildingsas with men,they 
waxe olde andare enfeebled by yeeres,and loſe their beauty , at this day all the Kings of Media, 
Perſia,and Parthia,are entombedin this Caſtell,and the charge thereof is committed ro a Prieſt, 
whois a Iew : and this cuſtome continueth euen yntill this day. Neither is that to be buried in 
ſilence, which is worthy eſpeciall admiration in this man : For all exceeding felicitic that was 
incident to a moſt famous Prophet, attended him ; and during his whole life rime hee was both 
moſt highly honoured by kings,and reuerenced by the common fort:and after his death his me- 
morie is perdurable. For all the bookes which he left in writing,are read amongſt vs euen at this 
eſent ; and we haue beene perſwaded by the reading thereof;that Daniel had conference with 
God. For hee hath not onely prophecied of things to come (as orher Prophets haue done) bur 
alſo hath derermined the time wherein rhoſe things ſhould happen. And whereas other Pro- p,,u;. _ 

D phetrs were accuſtomed to foretell aduetſities, and for that occaſion were miſliked bottrby Prin- phecies. 
ces and their people, Darrel foretolde them alwaies good ſuccelle : fo that he hath drawne vnito

It fortuncd that about the ſame time, mt te 
Zorobabel, who was appointed Gouernour ouerthe captiue Iewes, came vnto him from Ieruſa- ethto ſend 
lens For he was the Kings ancient friend : for which cauſe hee with other two were choſen to pra 
be of his guard ; and obtained thereby that honour which hee expected. The firſt yeere of the lem, 5 
raigne of Darins,he entertained all his courtiers with great pompe,and magnificence, both thoſe £9robabel, 
of his houſhold, as they alſo that were his Gouernours and Princes of Media and Perſia, and the 
Commanders in India confining vpon Ethiopia, with all the Chicteraines of his Army, in one 
hundreth,twenty and ſeuen Prouinces. Now atter they had made great checre,and were full of 
wine, they departed each of them vnto their lodgings,to betak«themſcluesto reſt: But King D4- Darius pro- 
rius laid in his bed,repoſed very little all the night long, but pailed thetime with our ſleepe : for poundeth | 
C which cauſe ſceing he could take no reſt,he began to deuiſe and diſcourſe with three of his guard, _ "o_ 
| promiſing him that ſhould molt trucly and apcy anſwer thoſe queſtions that he ſhould demand, of is guard, 
to grant him licence in way of reward to weare a purple garmenr.and to drinke in golden cups,to 35/44: 
lic ona gilded bed,and to ride on a charriot harnetled with gold, and to beare the Tiara or linnen 
wreath, and were a golden chaine abour his necke, and fir in chenexr place vnto the King ; and 
(hould likewiſe be called his kinſman in regard of nts wiſedome. Attcr he had made thele large 
promiſes, he demanded ofthe firſt, wherher wine were the ſtrongeſt 7 of the ſecond, whether the 
King were ſtronger? of the third, whether women, or truth,werethe moſt ſtrongeſt of the three? 
And as ſoone as he had dcliuered them rhele queſtions to deliberate vpon, helud him downe to 
D reſt, Vponthe next Morrow he ſent for the Princes,C nieftaines, and Gouernours of Perſia and 
Media,and afterwards ſitting aloft in that throne from whence he was accuſtomed to determine 
the differcnts among his ſubiccts, hee commanded thoſe three yong men of his guard inthe pre- 
ſence of that Princely afliſtance, publikely to yeeld the reſolution of thoſe queſtions he had pro- 
poſed vnto them.

bonds, and ro thinke themſelues very rich; ſo that they ruminate on no abiect things, bur talke « 
of talents, and ſuch things as appertaine vnto the richer fort : it cauſeth themro loſe all appre- « 
henſion both of princes and kings, and taketh from them the remembrance of their friends and 
familiars : It armeth men againlt their greateſt friends, and maketh them ſuppoſe their neereſt « 
welwwlers to be ſtrangers;and when the wine concocted by night and fleepe hath forſaken them, cc 
they riſc and know not what things they haue committed in their drunkenneſle, "ERS: 
When the firſt ofthem had in this ſort declared his reſolution, as touching wine, he was filent; The ſecond 
and the next began to ſpeake of the kings force, ſhewing that it was of mightie conſequence,and e——_g

« ther demonſtration of the moſt mighty power of a woman, . For whatſocuer we traucll for, all 
« the paines that we endure both by land and (ca, to the intent we may reape ſome fruits of our la- 
« bours, doe we not carric all this to giue vnto our wiucs, as vnto thoſe who are our miſtreſſes © 1 
< haue ſcene the King likewiſe, who 1s {o great a Lord, endure a ſtroke on the care, by Apame the 
« daughter of Rhapſaces his concubine, and patiently endure when ſhe rooke the Diadem from his 
« head, and ſet it on her owne. When ſhee laughed, he laughed ; and when ſhe was difpleaſed, he 
« gas difpleaſed : and according as her paſſton changed, ſo flattered he, and humbly ſubmitted his 
« affeions to her pleaſures, according as he ſaw her paſſionate or pleaſed. 
« Butwhileſt the Princes in way of admiration beheld one another, hee began to diſcourſe of

his charges. Hee willed allo that the Leuites ſhould have inſtruments of Mulicke deliuered vnto 
them,to praiſe God with z and that certaine portions of land might be allotted for them that had 
the guard of the Citie,and the Temple. Moreouer he allowed them a certaine ſumme of money 
eucry ycere for their ordinarie maintenance. After this,he ſent backe all thoſe veſlels which Cy- 
rus betore time had refolued to reſtore vnto Teruſalem. : 

When Zorobabel had obtained thele things abouenamed at the Kings hands, he iſfued out of 
the palace,and lifting vp his eics vato heauen, he beganto gtue God thanks forthe wifedome and 
victoric he had granted him,and for the good ſuccelle he had giuen him in Dariss preſence. For 
(ſaid he)O Lord,ifthou hadſt not beene fauourable vnto me, I had nor obtained it. Afcer he had 
at this time,and in this ſort giuen thanks for the preſent, and praied God to ſhew himſelfe alwaies 
fauourable hereafter, he repaired to Babylon, and told his countrimen what good newes he had Glad tidings 
receiucd fiom the King : who hearing the ſame, gaue God thanks alſo, who had reſtored them e Ms = 
once more to the poſſeſſion of that countrey wherein they were borne : and they fell to feaſting © "TY 
and banquetting for ſeuen dates ſpace, for the reſtoring vnto rheir countrey, as it they had ſolem- 
nized the feaſts of their birth daics. Anon after they made choſe of thoſe Gonernours and com- 
mon ſort, that (with their wiues, their children and horſcs) ſhould rerurne vnto Teruſalem, who The rexes 
by the afliſtance of Darzzs conuoy, performed their iourney to Ierufalem with ioy and confola- depart rom 
tion ; playing on their Pſalterics, Flures,and Cymbals ; and were atter this manner condueted on Kt 90 
their way, with delight, by the number of thoſe Tewes that remained as yer in Babylon. Thus ;.z/4.5, 
therefore went they forward, beeing a certaine and determinate number of euery tamily. Hhaye 
not thought it meet to repeat theſe tamilies name by name, for feare I ſhould confound my ſtory, 
and leaſt the Readers ſhould any waies be diſtracted: or interrupted in their readings. Noth - Thenumber 
ſtanding,the whole number of thoſe that went,and were aboue twelue yeeres old of the tribes of ofthe leves 
inda and Beniamz, were foure millions, fixe hundreth, twenty and eight thouſand. There were TArwenrour 
likewiſe foure thouſand and ſeuentic Leuites : And of their wives and children together, fortic "I 
thouſand ſeven hundred, forty and two. Befides theſe,there were of Singers pf the tribe of Lenz, 
one hundred, twenty and eight ; of Porters,one hundredand rtenne ; and of facred feruants three 
hundred rwenty and two. There were certaine others likewiſe, that pretended that they were of 
the race of the [{raclites, yet could not they giue teſtimony of their defcent;the number of whom 
were {ixe hundreth fifty and two. Of the number of the Prieſts, they that had c{poufed wiues 


E (whoſe genealogie could not be deriued, and who were not found alfo in _—_—— of the 


Prieſts and Leuites) they were abour fiue hundreth,rwenty and fue. The multitude of ſeruants 
that followed or attended on them, were {euen thouſand, three hundreth.thirty and ſeuen. There 
were alſo two hundreth, forty and fiue Singers of men and women : foure hundreth, thirty and 
fiue Camels ; and fiue hundreth twenty and fiue other beaſts to bearc their carriage. The con- 
ductor of this abouenamed multitude, was Zorobabel the ſonne of Salathiel , deſcended of Da- >,,.z..vc1 
zids line, and of the tribe of 1uda , and Jeſus the fonne of Toſedech the high Prieſt : beſides which cleft me and 
were Mardochens and Screbeas, who were choſen by the people to bee their Gouernours, who gs. 
contributed one hundreth pounds of gold, and five hundreth of filuer. Thus the Priefts and Le- conan y

and his ſonnes. And thorow thediligence that theſe ouerſcers of the temple vſed, it was ſooner 
finiſhed, then it was expected. As ſoone as the fanctuarie was builded, the Prieſts apparcllcd 
 Intheiraccuſtomed habits, and the Leuites, and the fonnes of Aſaph aroſe, and with trumpets 
praifed God, accordingas Dad firſt of all had fer downe the manner of his ſeruice. The prieſts 
and Leuites with the-elders of the tribes ( calling vnto their mindes how great and precious the 
firſt temple was, and beholding that which was builded vpon the preſenr, farre inferiour to the 
precedent, and percciuing how much the ancient wealth and dignirie of the temple was abaſcd , 
they were confuſed thereat, and being vnable to oucrcom? their paſſion, they burſt out into 1a- 
mentations and teares. But the people were contented with that which they beheld,and withour 
any eſtimate or mention of the former temple, they rormented not themſelucs in comparing 
the one with the other, neither thought they vpon the difference and bignes betwixt the pre- 
ſent and that which ſtood in times paſt : yernotwithſtanding the elders lamented, and the prieſts 
complained , that the new crected Temple was farre lefſe then the former , yet the noiſe of 
the trumpets drowned their laments, and the ioyfull applauſes of the people their mour- 
nings, 

The Samaritans hearing the noiſe of the trumpets, ranne out to know the cauſe thereof in that 
they were lewdly affe&ted rowards thetribe of 1uda and Beniamin , and vnderſtanding that the 
The $imari. Jews which were returned from Babylon had reedified the temple, they addreſſed themſclues to 
tans deſirous Forobabel and Jeſits, and to the chicte gouernours of the families, requiring them thar it might be 
on - gifane lawfull for them to repairethe temple with them, and to haue part in the building thereof. For 
theremple (ſaid they) we honour God no lefle then you, we pray vnto him and adore him , wee conforme 
xereieted. our ſelues to your cuſtomes,euer ſince the time that Sa/znanazar king of Aſlyria remoued vs out 
of Cuthea and Media hither. To theſe demands of theirs, Forobabel and Teſus the high prieſt 
and the gouernours of the tribes anſwered, that it was impoſſible for them ro admit their aſ- 
ſtance in the building of the temple, forthat they had receined their firſt: commandement from 
Cyrus to performe the ſame,8 afterwards from Darins:notwithſtanding they gaue them licence 
. to adore therein, offering them thatthe temple ſhould be common to both, if they pleaſed: yea

bctoretheir Kings certaine gouernours called Tudgcs raigned : and ynder this ſort of policie li- 
ned they more then fiue hundred yeares ; from the death of Moſes and 7oſnah.See here the eſtate 
"=" EY ofthe Iewes dcliuered from their captiuiric,during the daies of Cyrus and Darins, True it is that 
ranes mizhtice [NE Samaritanes were their mightie and malicious aduerfaries,and did them many miſchiefs,tru- 
enemies of ſting in their riches, and pretending themſclues to be the Perſians kinfmen, becauſe their origi- 
melewer ll procceded from thence. For they refuſed to pay thattribute, which the King had comman- 
ded them to disburſe vnto the Iewcs to make their facrifhces, and had their Gouernours likewiſe 
affectionate and forward to further their malice, neither was there any of them idle or negligent 
inworking them miſchiefe, either in themſelues,or by others. For which cauſe,the Tewes deter- 
mined to ſend Embaſſadors vnto King Darins, to accuſe the Samaritanes ; and to that intent Fo- 
4 rey robabel and foure others were ſeat.

When Eſdras had receiued this letter, hee was wonderfully contented,and beganne to adore Efdras affer | 
God,confefling openly that it was he, who was the author of that tauour he had recciucd at the Engr ig 
C Kings hands : tor which cauſc he ſaid,thar the onely thankſgiuing appertained to him. And after pabyion, 
he had read this letter vnto the ewes that were arthar time reftdenr in Babylon, he kept the ori- 
ginall,butſcntthe coppy to all thoſe of his nation, being in the country ofthe Medes: who vnder- 
ſtanding of the Kings affection towards God, and his tauour towards Eſdras, were very ioyfull ; 
and diuers among(t them tooke their goods and came ynto Babylon, defiring to returne to Teru- 
ſilem : burall the reſt ofthe [fraclites would not abandon or jeaue their quiet dwelling there. 
For which cauſe it came to paſle, that two Tribes were vnder the obcdicnce of the Romanes in 
Aſia and Europe : but the tenne Tribes were on the other {1de of Euphrates , cuen vntill this 
day ; being many infinites of thouſands,whoſe number may not be comprehended. With Eſdras 
D there departed a greatnumber of Priefts,Leutes, Porters,Sirging-men, and ſeruants of the Tem- 
ple. Now afte: that he had aſſembled thoſe of the capciuitic,that inhabited on this fide Euphra- 
tes, and ſojourncd there three daics, hee commanded them to folemnize a faſt, and to pray vnto 
God for his preſeruation, and that no cuill might happen vnto him ; and that neither their ene- 
mics nor any other might doe them any violence. For Eſ4ras had forctold the King that G o » 
would be their Protector, and that thereforc he required no conuoy of horſemen at his hand for 
. his ſecuritie, After that they had recommended themſclues vnto God,they fer forward on their Efdras cepat- 
way, the twelfth day of the firſt moncth of the ſcuenth yecre of the raigne of Xerxes,and arrined *** pp 
in Ieruſalem in the fife moneth of the ſame yecre. Whereupon, he incontinently preſented vnto mire the 
the Treaſurers (who were of the race ofthe Prieſts) the ftluer that was conſecrated,namely, fixe v«Mels and o- 
E hundreth and fiftie talents, of filuer veſſell a hundred talents, of veſlell of gold twenty talents, of bw, wo 
braſen veſſell (more precious then gold) waighing twelue talents.

of ſinne, And after them he deliuered the Kings lettersto his Princes and Gouernours in Ccelo- 
ſyria and Phoenicia : who beeing conſtrained to execute that which was enioyned them by the 
King,honourcd the Nation ofthe Tewes, and ſupplyed them eucry waies in their neceffities. This 
counſell had Ears himſelfe ginen of their departure. But in my opinion God (hauing regard of 
E bis wiſedomeand integritic) did happily aduance his deliberation. | | | 
Not long after this,there came certaine men vnto him,complaining that fome of the people, 
Prieſts, and Leuites had tranſgreſſed againſt the policie, and broken the lawes of the Countrey, 
for that they had eſpouſed certaine ſtrange women, and confounded the race of the Prieſts : re- 
quiring kim that hee would haue an inward regard to Gods ordinances, for feare leſt hee (con- 
cciuing a generall hatred againſt them all) ſhould ſend them anew ſome grieuous calamitics. For

« the children begotten by them ; wiſhing that they, who obeied not the law, might be puniſhed. 

ec Eſaras(perſwaded by theſe words)made all the Princes of the Prieſts, Leuites, and tribes of If- 

_ raelſweare, that they would diſmiſle their wiues and children, according to the counſaile of 4- 
choxins, And as ſoone as he had recciucd their oathes, he departed from the temple vnto 7ohns 
houſethe ſonne of E/:aſth, and there ſpent he all the day without taſting any meate(by reaſon of 
the griefe which ſo inwardly he bad conceiued. j l 

 Whence therefore it was publiſhed by Edict, that all they that were returned from the cap. 
tiuitie, ſhould repaire within two or three dates to Teruſalem (vnder the penalty that they, who 
defaulted therein,and came not within the prefixed time,ſhould be held as excommunicate, and 
their goods confiſcate to the publique treaſury of the temple, by the ordinance of the Pricſtes) 
they of the tribes of Tuda and Beniamin came thither within three daies, on the twentieth day of 
the ninth moneth, called by the Hebrewes Theberh.and by rhe Macedonians Apcllaus. And is 
ſooneas they were ſeated in the vpper part of the temple,in the preſence and afliſtance of the EL 
ders,although the weather was very intemperate, by reaſon of the froſt; Eſaras aroſe and repro- 
1-E/dras,20, ued them for that they had tranſgreſlcd the Jaw,in raking wiuesvnto them, who were not of their 
nation : for which cauſe he told them, that if rhey would performe a matter that were agrecable 
ynto God,and profitable for themſclucs,they ſhould diſmiſle ſuch wines. Wherupon witha loud x 
voice, they all cricd, thatthey would doe it willingly ; but that there was no {mall number of 
them,and that the time was winter, and the matter of that conſequence,as one or two daies could 
nor end it: For which cauſe they thought it very necdfall,that the execution were deferred for a 
while;and that at the length, ſome of the Princes who were free from thar ſinne, with certaine 
other choſen Elders of euery place,ſhould make inquiſition of them that had married wines con- - 
trary to the preſcript of the law. Which being approoued by them,about the new moone of the 
tenth moneth this inquiſition began, which continued vntill the new moone of the moneth enſt- 
ing : and there were many of the family of 7eſus the high Prieſt, and of the Prieſts, Leuites, and 
Ifraclites, that (making more account ofthe obſeruation of the lawes, then of the naturall affe- 
ions to their wines and children)did preſently put away their wines , and thoſe children they 
had by them,and ſacrificed certaine Rams for a peace offering vnto God : whoſe names it were L 
a necdleſſe matter to reckon vp in this place. 
When Eſaras had in this ſort reformed the errour committed by ſuch marriages, hee ſo cor- 
re&ted the eull cuſtome thereof,that this confirmation continued firme and irreuocable for euecr. 
In the ſeuenth month,they ſolemnized the feaſt of tabernacles:wherto when all the pebple were 
-  _ reſorted,they al gathered together in an open place of the Temple towards the gate that looketh 
eating | Eaſtward, requiring £ſaras that he would read Moſes ordinances vnto them; which hee perfor- 
2.Eſdras,8, med, and ſtanding vp in the midſt of the multitude,he read the law vnto them from the morning 
vntill noone. By which reading, not onely for the preſent, but forthe time to come, they learned 
that which was iuſt; and alſo calling to memory that which was paſt, they were ſo diſcomforted M 
that the teares fell from their eyes,in thinking with themſclues, that if they had kept thelaw,they 
hadnor ſuffered any of thoſe cuils, by which they had beene tormented. Bur Eſdras beholding 
them inthar eſtate, willing each of them to repaire homeward, and ro wecpe no more, becauſe 
that day was a ſolemne and holy day,whereinthey ought not to weep, becauſe it was forbidden:

the like. They following Eſaras exhortation, began to celebrate the ſolemnitie, and continued Xi 453 
their feaſts in their Tabernacles during eight dates. After which time they returned euery one 
vnto his houſe, praiſing God in hymnes ; and thanking Eſ4ras for the amendment of thoſe vn- 2E/dras.r. . 
lawfull marriages that had hapned in thcir policy : who atter he had gotten great honour among 
the people, finiſhed his life, beeing loaden with yecres,and was buricd honourably in Teruſalem. 
About the ſame time alſo died /vacim the high Prieſt, whoſe ſonne Elacim ſucceeded in his 

lace. 

Afcer this it came to paſſe that a certaine man that was one of the captiue Teres;and kingXerxes 
butler called Nehemias, walking before the citie of Suſa (which was the Metropolitanc Citic of 
Perfia) heard certaine ſtrangers that came from farre ; who vpon their entrie into the Citie, de- 
uiſed the one with the other in the Hebrew tongue ; for which cauſe hee drew neere vntothem, 
andasked them whence they came. Who returning him this anſiwere, that they came from Tu- 
dxa : he began to demand of them againe, ofthe cſtare of Ieruſalem, rheir natiue Citie,and how 
the people fared. To whom they anſwered, that they were in very bad eſtate,and rhat their Cirie 
wals were conuerted to duſt and ra{ed,and that the nations round about them afflicted the Iewes 
with many outrages, in making inrodes into their countrey,and ſpoiling them daily, nor ſparing 
them by night;ſo that diucrs of them were led away priſoners; yea ſome Citizens of Teruſalem ; AA 
and that daily the high wayes were found full of dead bodics. Heerenpon Nehemias beganne to Throw o 

: 34 a ; the world, 
weepe(thorow rhe inward compatſion he had of his diſtreſſed brethren)and looking vp towards ; ; x0. 6efore 
heauen : How long (ſaid he) O Lord, wilt thou ſee ournation thus afflicted without raking care Grſts new 
of vs: Behold how we are made a preyto all men, Whilſt thus he walked before the gate and la» WEE , 
mented bitterly, newes was brought him that the King was ready to fit downe to his meate: For 
which cauſe he gaue attendance according to his office, and ferucd the King durifully,during his 
time of repaſt. As foone as {upper was done, the King grew pleafant and ioyfull, and caſting his 
eyes vpon Nehemias (whom he perceived to be heauie and diſconſolate) hee asked him what he 
ailed? Nehemias(after he had beſought God to giue him graceand perſwafiue ſpeech to diſcourſe 
vnto the king) anſwered : O King, how is it poſſible that I ſhould be other bur diſcomforted, and 
that gricte ſhould not pierce cuen vnto the very center of my ſoule,whenT hcare that the wals of 
Teruſalem (which is my natiue countrey) are leuclicd with the ground, and the ſepulchers and 
monuments of my predeceſlors are defaced, and the gates of the citie are burned? Do me ther- 
fore this grace, that I may reſort thither, and repaire the ſame, and finiſh the reſt of the building 
of the Temple. 
This faid, the King gaue eare to his requeſt, and promiſed him his Letrers, aſſuring him thar 

he would addrefle them ro the Gouernours, commanding them to doe him honour, and to fur- 
niſh him with all things neceſſary, to accompliſh that which he intended. For which cauſe (faid 
he) ceaſe thou to be ſad,and doe thy feruice willingly. Hereupon Nehemias adored G O D, and 
thanked the King, for the promiſe he had made him;and therefore by the pleaſure he conceiued, 


E he cleared that confuſion and forrow,thar before that time he bare his countenance. The nexr 


day the King called for him,and gauc him letters vnto Sageas the gouernour of Syria, Phoenicia 
and Samaria, in which hee commanded him to honour Nehemas, and to furniſh hin with all 
things neceflary for that building which he intended. As ſoone as he came to Babylon, he tooke Nehemias ha- 
divers of his countrimen with hun, who willingly followed him, and went with him vnto Ieru- |S Ten 
falem in the fiueand twentith yeere of the raigne of Xerxes, and after he had preſented his letters authoritie to 
before God, he deliueredthem to Sadeas,and the other gouernours, Afﬀterwards, afſembling the Þu#4 _ wals 
people in Teruſalem,he ſtood vp in the midſt of them, and ſpake vnto the whole congregation to jncireth the * 
this effect.

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a 1940- the meaſure of the wall,and diſtribute the taske amongſt the people,according to the burroughs 
before Chriſts and townes, and according to cuerie mans abilitie : and after hee had promiſed to imploy both 
4a himſelfe, and all his family therein, he diſmiſſed the aſſembly. Heercupon the Iewes(incited by 
his authority) addrefled themſclues to the worke ; which name of Iewes was firſt impoſed both 
on them and their religion, by reaſon of the Tribe of Inda, who firſt of all came into theſe pla- 
CES. | 
The Ammonites, Moabites, Samaritanes, and all the inhabitants of Cceloſyria, vnderſtan- 
dingthe walles were raiſed, with ſuch haſte and diligence,were fore aggricued,and reſolucd with 
rhemſclues to liein ambuſh, and to hinder them in their deliberations ; ſo that they flew diners 
Iewes, and ſought the meanes likewiſe to murther Nehemias himſelfe: and hauing hired certaine 
ſtrangers with money to commit the fact, they laid in waite for him. They bred alſo a feare and 
trouble amongſt them, by ſpreading certaine rumors, that divers nations intended to make war 
The ardent againſt them: by which reports (being too much diſtracted ) they defifted ſomewhar in the pro- 
Exe, buil- ſccution of their building. Yer none of theſe things could weaken Nehemas diligence or = rg 
of Eeruſalem, £10, but that (keeping a court of guarde round about him) he inſtantly proſecuted his purpoſe, 
ſetting light by all occurrents; ſo great was his affeftion to accompliſh his intent. And for that 
cauſe did he carefully and intentiuely ſtand vpon his guard, not for that he feared death, bur for 
that he belecued that after his departure the Iewes would nor finiſh the building of the walles. 
He commanded afterwards, that the workmen in their trauell ſhould haue their furnitures faſt by 
them, ſo that both Maſons and labourers carried their ſwords. 

Moreouer,he gaue order that they ſhould haue their targets by them , and he placed certain 
trumpeters, ſome fiuc hundred foote diſtant the one from the other,charging them that as ſoone 
as they diſcouered the enemy from any part, they ſhould incontinently ſound the allarum, and 
giue notice vnto the people to arme themſelues,and prepare for the fight, for feare they ſhould 
be ſurpriſed and found naked. He himſclfe alſo walked the round, about the Citie by night time, 
with an indefatigable courage,and withour either cating or ſleeping at his pleaſure, but onely for 
neceſſitic ſake; and this labour endured he for the ſpace of two yeeres,and three months: for the

72% 4 ownecharge. He ordained likewiſe, that they that intended their husbandry, ſhould bring the 
Prowhon for tenths of their fruits vnto Teruſalem , to the intent that the Prieſts and Leuites by enioying their 
the Frets.  continuall maintenance,might intermit no time in the ſeruice of God : wherein he was wi lingly 

obeied. By this meanes.the Citie of Teruſalem was very well pcopled. After that Nehemias had

Nehecmias. Joaden with age. He was a man ofa good nature,iuſt and highly affeRionated towards his coun-

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A (according as it became a king ſo opulent, who was prepared for one hundrerh and eighrie daies TDA, 
' to make ſhew of his wealth and bountie.)He feaſted after this, tor the ſpace of 7.dayes the Em- raCanr? 
baſſadors of all nations in his Citie of Suſa : and the ſetting forth of the banquet was ſuch,as en- 3543: before 
ſueth. Hee fate in a tent, whoſe pillers were of golde and filucer, couered with linnen and ſcarlet hee gong 
vailes, which were of that greatne, that diucrs thouſands of men might rake their refecion ther- vv 
in. All the acates were {crued in veſſels of golde,inriched with precious ſtones very glorious to 
behold. The King likewiſe commanded his feruants (that attended the feaſt ) that they ſhould 
enforce no man to drinke, by filling continually, according tothe manner of rhe Perſians, but to 
permit euery one of the gueſts to drinke according to his diſcretion. He {cnt alfo thorowour all 
the countrey, commanding a ceſſation from all labour, and that every one ſhould make holliday 
B for many daies in honour of his royalty. The Queene Yaſt47 alſo made a barquet vnto her wo- 
men inthe royall palace. Now whereas the king was deſirous to ſhew the maieſtic of his queene 47s ne 
to thoſe he had inuited, he ſent vato her, commanding herto reſort vnto the banquet in more to gracehis 
royall manner then the reſt of her attendants: but ſhe too curiouſly ricd to the obſeruation of the faſteghe rY, 
law of the Perſians (which forbiddeth womento be ſecne by ſtrangers) went nor vnto the King: theretore is 
and notwithſtanding he ſent his Eunuches diuers times vnto her, yet perſiſted thee in her refu- caſt off by 
fall ro come vnto him. Whereupon the king (mooued with diſpleaſure) gane ouer his banquet, x: 
and ariſing therfro he called vnto him his ſeuen counſellers,to whom (according to the vic of the Theyeare of 
Perſians) it belonged to expound the lawes ; and accuſed his wite, celling them how grieuouſly *- _— 
he had becne wronged by her, for that being cnt for by him diuers rimes to accompany him at Chriſts Natini- 
his banquet, ſhe had cuery way refufed-to obey him: Hetherefore commanded them to declare 24:5: 
their opinion, what puniſhment apperrained to her. One amongſt them called Mxchezs anſive- 
red, that the iniurie was not onely offered vnto him,but to all the Perſians : who being after that 
manner deſpiſed by their wiues, were like to paſſe their lives ignominioufly, for rharno one of 
them would acknowledge dutie towards their husbands,raking their example from the Qi:cenes 
diſobedience, which ſhe ſhewed towards him, who was the gouernour ouer all: Whereupon he 
concluded, that ſhe that had thus diſhonored him,ſhould be gricuouſly punitted : which done, 
he thought it meete thar this ordinance ofthe Kings mighr be publiſhed thoroay all nations,thar 
Queene Yaſth; ſhould be ſeperated from his bed, and another woman choſen in her place. Bur 
the king,who vehemently loucd her,and could hardly endare to be ſeparated from her,knowing 
D that he couldnor keepe her contrary to Jaw, was wholty deyonred in ſorrow,for that hee mighr 
not he maſter of that which he defired. Which waen his famuliars perceived, they counſelled 
him to forget the memory & loue of a woman fo vnprofitable,8to ſend and ſeeke out thorow al 
his conntries for the faireſt woman amongſt them, whom he might chooſe and take to wife, that 
ſurpaſſed all others in beaury;for that by the interuiew & company of an other woman,the great 
affection which he bare vnto Faſt5:,might be extinguiſhed. The king allowing and ratifying this 
counfaile of theirs, ſent out certaine mellengers and deputics, commanding them to bring vnto 
his preſence the faireſt virgins that wereto be found in his kingdome: when as therfore they had 
aſſembled a great number ofthem,they found in Babylon a young orphelin (withour either fa- 
ther or mother) who was brought vp vnder her vncle (whoſe name was Mardochens)of the tribe 
pg of Beaiamin,and one of the greateſt men amoneſt the Iewes. It came to paſle, that this Z/iher 
(for ſuch was her name) was iudged to be the faireſt amongſt the reſt, who for her amiable coun- 
tenance made all mento ſtand and gaze to behold her. Shetherfore was deliuered in charge vnto 
one of the Eunuches,who carefully attended her with all the diligence thar was pofſible,decking 
her with odors and precious perfumes , according tothe cuſtome of noble women ; and afte 
this manner were foure hundreth virgins entertained for the ſpace of fixe moneths. Now when 
he that was pur in truſt with this commiſſion, thought theſe virgins to bee ſufficiently prepared, 
and that.they deſerued to approach the princes bed,he ſent euery day one vnto the king to keepe az 
him company: whoafter ſome embraces ſent her preſently backe againe vnto the Eunuch. But Theres 
when as Eſther came vnto his preſence,he ſetled his affection more on her then onall the reft,and ; pps define 
being ſtrpriſed with her loue, he tooke her for his lawfull wite : and the nuprials were ſolemnely ns Natmis 
celebrated in the ſeuenth yeere of his raigne, and in the twelfth moneth called by vs Adar, and 33,47 , 
generally February : and he ſent poſts thorow all his kingdomes to proclaimea feaſt*in honour The n-iden 
of his marriage : he himſlfe alſo feaſted the Perſians,and Medes,and the Princes of the nations, ——_ _ 
for a whole moneths ſpace for the ſame cauſe. Arſuch time as Ether entred into the royall pa- xjhe -. 
lace,he ſeta diademe ypon her head,and fo lived with her, that he neuer queſtioned with her et- pats yg 


ther of herbirth, or nation. Her vncle alſo came from Babylon to Suſa(rhechiefe city of Perſia) g41uu wo 
Dad where Suſa, 
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St where cuery day he walked before the palace gate,enquiring how Eſter did : for that hee Ioued G 
theworll, heras deecrely as if ſhe had beene his owne naturall daughter. Now the king had made a law that 
268, oo no manſhould approch his preſence, except he were called,during the time that hee was in his 
ric, as. Ehrone;and round about his ſeat there ſtood certen officers with their axes, ready to puniſh thoſe 
S>>> who being vncalled ſhould attempt to approach the throne. The king himſelfe fate aloft, and 
commay4 holding in his hand a golden ſceprer, whenſoeuer he intended to ſaue the life of any one thar ap- 
thatrno man proachcd his throne vncalled, he ſtretched forth the ſame and touched him therewith: who be- 


= j- ingthus touched by theſe meanes auoided the penalty of death. And as touching theſe things 
throne except WE hane ſufficiently ſpoken in this place. 


=_— called Notlong after this, when as Bagathons and T heodeſtes,two of the kings Eunuches, had conſpi- 
M..:dotheus Id againſt him;Barmabazns,who was of the Hebrew nation and one of their ſ; eruants,diſcloſing H 
diſcoaercth their treaſon,diſcoucred it to the Queenes vncle Mardochens, who by her meanes made the king 
— cap 75 priuy to their conſpiracy. Who ſore troubled herewith, found out the truth by examination, 
' _ andafterhe had commanded them to be executed en the gibbet, he for that time gaue no rec6- 
pence to Mardochens for the ſafegard of his life : he onely commanded his name to bee regiſtred 
and chronicled in his commentaries, commanding that he ſhould attend in the palace , and bee 
eſteemed for one of the kings moſt inward friends. Now as often as .Aman(the ſonne of 4ma- 
Amanbeing 4ath an Amalechite)camevnto the palace to viſite the king, all thoſe that were either Perſians 
— pp by orſtrangers(according to the kings eſpeciall direction) did him honour : But Mardochers ſhow- 
neeleedby © him no honour (both by reaſon of that vprighr iudgementthar was in him, as alſo for thar the 
the Iewes, lawes of the Icyyes forbad the ſame. Which when Amar had obſerued, hee demanded whence 
Efther.3. he was? and ynderſtanding that he was a Iew,he was much diſpleaſed, ſaying in himſelfe,thar the 
Perſians who were of frecr condition, caſt themſclues proſtrate before him, and he that was bur 
a {laue diſdained to do the like. Intending therfore to reuenge himſelf on Mardocheres, he thought 
it not ſufhcient to procure his puniſhment ar the kings hands,but reſolued wholly to exterminate | 
his race(for he was by nature a capital enemy of the Iewes,by reaſon that the Amalechites,from | 
whom he challenged his deſcent, had bin wholly ruinated by them.) For which cauſe, he addreſ- 
« ſed himſeclfe vnto the king, and accuſed them , ſaying, that there wasa certaine curſednation 
«c ſpred thorow his whole kingdome, inſociable, and abhorring the cuſtomes of other men, who 
« y{ed diuers lawes and ceremonies hatefull both for their manners and ſtudics, to all the reſt of

,» and ſeauenand twentie prouinces, extending from India as farre as Athiopia : Health. Hauing 
,» obtained the Empire ouer ſo many nations, and exrended my dominion ouer the world, accor- L 
» ding to mine owne pleaſure, withour being conſtrained to offend any of my ſubic&s, by viing 
,» Our power more proudly and importunately rhen becommeth'vs, but ſhewing our {clues fauou- 
- » rableand mercifull in prouiding for their peace, and plentifull eſtate, wee haue ſearched out the 
,z mcanes thereof, to the intent that we might perceiue the fruite. Being therefore admoniſhed by - 
» my friend Amar (who for his wiſedomeand iuſtice is more honoured then all other by me, and i

But Maraochers e's | 
hauing intelligence hereof, rent his garments,pur on ſackclorh,and caft aſhes on his head, walking 3549-4efore- 
thorow the Citie, and crying that their nation had nor committed any crime that deſerued = joy mY 
death : and vſing theſe or ſuch like ſpeeches , he came vnro the Kings palace, and ſtood before 5 
the gate, becauſeirt was vnlawfull for him to enter thercinto in that habite : The like alſo did the le apy 
Jewes that were in the Cities,where thoſe edicts had beene publiſhed againſt them, weeping and Jewes ypon 
lamenting their miſcries. But whenthe newes hereof was brought vnto the Queene, that Mar- *** —_— 
dochens ſtood before the palace gate in a lamentable eſtare,ſhe was ſoretroubled, 8 ent certaine xjye,.,, 
of her ſeruants ynto him to command him to exchange his attire; but they could not perſwade 
him to pur off his ſackcloth, becauſe the inconuement, for which he had pur it on, was notouer- 
aſt. She therefore called vnto her, her Eunuch Acratheus,and ſent him vnto Mardochews,to know 
what hateful accident had befallen him,that made him pur on his deſolate habir,and poure forth 
thoſe lamentable teares (notwithſtanding ſhe had inſtantly praied him to diſrobe him of the one, 
and dry vp the other.) Hereupon Mardochews tolde the Eunuch, of the edit made againſt the 
Tewes,and ſent by the king vnto all his prouinces;the offcr of the money that Amar likewiſe had Os 
rendered to the King , whereby he had bought the vtter ruine of his nation at the Kings hands. a 6 
Moreouer, he gaue him the copy of that which had beene proclaimed in Syſaz, to be deliuered defore hrifts 
vnto Ether : whom he commanded to beſeech the king, and to eſteeme ir no diſhonour to pur YI 475 
on an abiect and baſe garment, to ſaue hernation, and to preſerue the Iewes from thar death, 
whereunto at that time they were expoſed : for that Amarthenext in honour to the King, had 
accuſed the ewes, and incenſed his maicſtie againſt them. When E#her vnderſtood this, ſhee 
ſent againe vnto Mardocheres, giuing him to vnderſtand that ſhe was not called for by the King z 
and that whoſocuer entred vnto him, and was not called,ſhould die, except the king would war- 
rantize him by ſtretching out his golden ſcepter : for he, vnto whom che King extended that fa- 
uour, although he were not called vnto him ; yet ſuffered he nor death, bur obtained pardon. 
When theſe things were reporred by the Eunuch from E#her vnto Mardochens, he commanded 
him to tell her,that ſhe ought not ſo much to tender the particular reſpec of her life, as the liues 
of her whole nation , afſuring her, that if at that preſent ſhe had nor care of them, their ſuc- 
cours ſhould wholly proceed from God by ſome other meanes then this: but ſhe and her fathers 
houſe ſhould be deſtroyed by them,whom ſhe had contemned. Vpon this reply, E/ther ſent the 
ſame meſſenger backe againe vnto Mardochews, commanding him to repaire vnto Suſan, and to 
call a generall aſſembly of all the Tewes that remained there,willing them for three daies ſpaceto p,ging and 
faſt and abſtaine from all kinde of meate for her ſafetie, and that both her ſelfe and her fcruants praiers vors 
would doethe like,promiſing them thar ar thar time ſhe would preſent her ſelfero the King,not- Podtortie 
withſtanding his contrary edi, and that if ſhe muſt needs die,ſhee would willingly endure it. people. 
Mardocheus,following this diretion of hers, cauſed the people to faſt, and to pray vnto God 
for her : helikewiſe himſelfe beſought him thar it might pleaſe him at that preſent ro haue com- 
paſſion on their deſolate and diſtreſſed nation , as before that time he had oftentimes had care of 
them : and that as hee had pardoned them arſuch time as they had offended ; ſo now alſo art this 


E preſent he would deliuer them from that perdition which was denounced ag:unft them. For that 


_ were not in danger to die infamouſly for any offence of their owne, but becauſe hee onely 
had incenſed Aman vnto difpleaſure,in that he would not adore him, or performe that honor vn- 
to him, which is on*ly due to God: for which cauſe in deſpire he had imagined this thing againſt 
them, who would not tranſgreſfſe the diuine ordinances. The people likewiſe prayed to the like 
effet,beſeeching God that he would haue care of their preſeruation,and warrantize the Tſraclites 
in what place ſocuer they were, from the miſery at hand, which was before their cies,and already 
expected by them. Eſther alſo beſought God (according ro her countrey manner) caſting her 
ſelfe proſtrate on the earth,cloathed in fackcloth,and abſtaining for rhree daies ſpace from meate 
and drinke, and what thing ſoeuer elſe was delectable, beſceching God to haue compaſſion vpon 
her, that when ſhee preſented her ſelfe before the King ſhee might haue words fir ro perſwade 
and mollifie him, and grace and beauty farre more amiable then ener ſhee had, ro the ende that 
by theſe rwo meanes ſhee might be the better ena-:led to appeaſ® the King, if ſc be hee were dif- zater refor- 
pleaſed againſt her . and to ſuccour her brethren agitared and toſſed in extreame danger, where- tetho the 
throuzh the King might enforce his hatred againſt the enemies of the T->wes, and take compaſſi- lan gy 
on of their imminent danger, which without his prenention would ſurely fall ypon them. After the behalfe of 
ſhc had in this ſort for three dayes ſpace both faſted — prayed, ſhe caſt off her mourning _ the lewes, 
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ary, and changed her habite,attiring her ſeltelike a maieſticall Queene, hauing two of hcr ſeruarts onG 
-onll.3554. Whom thee leaned, and the thirdthar followed her carried vp with the tops of her fingers her 
before hriſts traine,which was large and trailed on the ground : and in this equipage came ſhe vnto the King, 
WA AY” having her checkes ſtained with crimſon bluſhes, making ſhew of Maicſtic mixed with beauty, 
> _ andnotaltogether eſtranged from feare.But when ſhe beheld the king fitting aloft in his throne, 
glorious in his garments diſtinguiſht with gold, and adorned with pcarle, and rich ſtones ; a cer- 
taine feare ſodainly fell vpon her,and by chance he had caſt a irowning and yrefull looke on her; 
whereupon being preſently aſtoniſhed, her members failed her,her colour taded, and ſhe fell bc- 
twixt her handmaids armes ina {woune. Hercon,the king (by the will of God,as I verily eſteeme) 
changed his affe&ion ; and (ſuſpeting leaſt feare ſhould cauſe his wife to fall into ſome gricuous 
accident) hee ſodainly leapt from his.throne, and embracing her with both his armes, hee raiſed 
her vp,and kiſſed her,and {pake comfortable words vnto her,praying her to be of good courage, px 
and nor to ſuſpect any ſiniſter misfortune, tor that ſhe came vnto him without any motion of his: 
That the ordinance was onely made for his ſubie&s : for which cauſe hce willed her (who was 
equall.in gouernment with him). to fearenothing : whereupon he tooke his Scepter in his hand 
and laid it on the Queenes necke (according to the Jaw) entorcing himſelfe to deliner her from 
all feare ; by which meanes ſhee recoucred her vigour and courage, and ſpake after this manner, 
O King (ſaid ſhec) I cannot eaſily expreſle vnto you the inconuenience that is ſodainly fallen vp- 
oh me : For as ſoone as I beheld the great, faire,and redoubted Maicſtic of your perſon, my ſpi- 
rits forſooke mec,and my heart failed mee. Now whileſt thee ſpake theſe words with paine and 
feebleneſſe,the King was touched with compaſſton ; ſo as hee animated and encouraged her,ard 
commanded her ro expect nothing but good ; yea (faid hee) ifthou demandeſt the halfe of my j 
kingdome,lI will grant itthee. Bur £/her onely requeſted this ar his hands,thar onely heand his. 
intire friend 4m7az would vouchfafe to grace her with their preſence ar her banquet : which the 
King readily granted her. Now when they were come vnto the banquet,and inthe midft ef their 
cups,the King commanded Ether to aske what ſhee would, and hee would grant it her,affuring 
her that he would refuſe her in nothing ; yea,alrhough ſhe demanded the halte of his kingdome. 
But ſhee deferred to difcouer her ſuite vntill thenext day, requiring him once more to repaire | 
with 4maz vnto her banquet. When the King had promiſed to reuifite her, 4--7an departed with 
great ioy,for that he alone had the credit to banquet with the King and EZ#her,and no other had 
euer obtained thelike honour amongſt any Kings of that dominion. Bur in his rerurne percei- 
uing Mardochers inthe Court, he was fore mooued, becauſe that (notwithſtanding he had lookt 
vpon him) hee had not done him honour : whenas therefore he came home vnto his houſe,he K 
called Faraza his wife, and his friends, and told them what honour (not onely the King, but the 
Queene alſo had done him ; and how hee onely with the King had ſvpped that day with the 
Queene; and was inuited the next day alforo banquer with the Kingand her:notwithſtanding he 
Amane hatred £01d chem that he was diſcontented, becauſe he ſaw Mardocheus the Ievy in the Court.Jaraza his 
againſt Mar» Wife told him,that he ſhould cauſe a gallowes to bee raiſed of fiftie cubirs high, and thatthe next 
docheus. day heſhould demand licence of the King,that Mardocheus might be hanged onthe Tibber. Amar 
prayſing his wiues councell, commanded his feruants to prepare the timber, and ere the Gal- 
lowes in his Court, to the end to hang Mardochens thereon : which they diligently performed. 
But God mocked at 4Amars curſed hope,and knowing certainly what ſhould bappen,tooke plca- 
ſure to ſee it prepared. For the very ſame night hee depriued the King of fleepe, who very loath 


to ſpend the time idlely whileſt he was awake, but to imploy itin ſomething that was profitable L, 
<4 for his kingdome, hee commanded his Secretarie to bring him the Chronicles of the Kings his 
_— inz predcceſſors,and of thoſe things that were done by himſelte,andto readethe ſame. When as ther- 
King. fore they were brought and read, he found thata.certaine man whoſe name was there ſer downe, 


Eftver6® had receiucd a great poſſeſſion for reward in reacknowledgement of his vertue. Hee read like- 
wiſe of another that had obtained recompence for his fidelitie , and conſequently of others ; till 
at laſt he cameo the place where the Eunuches Bagothers and Theodeſtes were noted downe,for | 
a ſecret conſpiracie againſt the perſon'of the King ; and how it was diſcouered by Mardochens. 
Now-when the Secretarie (hauing onely. recited this accident) turncd ouer to an other hiſtoric, 
theking ſtaied him,and asked him if he found therein written, that he had giuen any recompence 
tro Mardochens:He anſwered that he found nothing ſer downe. Wherupon the king commanded 
him to giue ouer,and inquiredof thoſe ro whom that office wc houre of the night 
it was : and knowing that the morning was already diſcouered , hee commanded that ſome one 
ſhould certifie him , which of his familiars attended before the palace.

The king aſſured her, 
that he had vndertaken nothing that might diſcomfort her : auowing to her,that hee would nor 
contradict her will, wiſhing her to write her ſelf in the kings name all thar,which ſhe would haue 
done in the behalfe of the Iewes ; promiſing that when ſhe had done the ſame, he would feale it 
with his owne ſeale;gining ber authority to ſend the ſame thorow all his realms : to the end that 
they that read thoſe lerters, confirmed by the kings ſeale, ſhould not any waics contradi& the cx- 
ecurion of the ſzxme. Whereupon he ſent for his ſecretaries of eſtate, commanding them ro write 
vnto the magiſtrates of all the nations as touching the Ierwes,and to the princes and gouernors of 
one hundreth,twenty and ſeauen prouinces, from India as farre as Athiopia. The contents of 
which letters were theſe: Artaxerxes the great King to the gouernours and thoſe that faithfully 
The Kings ule vnder vs;Health. Many men being puffed vp with pride, by reaſon of the many and mighty 
eters forthe benefits and honours, which they recc1ue thorow the too lauiſh liberality of their benefactors , 
- 6s On 91m Jdonot onely exerciſe their pride rowardsthcir inferiours,bur alſo are not affraid ro waxe inſolent 
© ,, 4gainſtthem, who are the authors of their benefits, extinguiſhing as much as inthem lieth , all 
,, ratuitte that harh cuer beeneamongſt men, and being corrupted with vnexpected felicity abuſe 
thoſe graces amongſt them, by whom they haue gotten the {ſame,in effect no waies fearing God, , | 
whole power they ſuppoſe they can deceiue. On the other ſide,other ſome enhanced to the ad- 
,, miniſtration of the common weale,and giuing place to the hatred they haue conceiued againſt ; 
,, ſome particular men, deceiue their princes, and by falſe accuſations and detrations prouoke K 
,, and kindle their wrath againſt thoſe, who have not done amifſe : whence it commeth to paſle, 
,, har they are ſometimes in cxtreame danger to loſe theirlite, The proote whereof appeareth nor 
,, onely in ancient hiſtories(the knowledge whereof we haue onely obtained by heare-ſay)burby

The go- 
uernours likewiſe of the prouinces, the Lords, Kings, and ſecretaries, did honour to the Tewes : 
c forthe feare they had of Mardochers conſtrained them to moderate themſelues; and after the | 
kings letters were publiſhed thorow all che countrey, it came to paſle that the Iewes flew abour 
fiue hundrerh of their enemies. Bur atter the king had declared vnto E##her, the number of the ,,,, , 
dead thar periſhed inthe Cirie, ſuſpefing with himſelfe what might happen thorow the whole 
countrey,and had likewiſe queſtioned with her if ſhe requeſted any further marter, promiſing her 
that he would ſee it executed : ſhe beſought him that ic might be lawfull for the Iews to reuenge 
them yet once more the next day vpon their enemies, and ro hang ©Amars ten fonnes vpon the 
Tibbet : which the king(being loath to contradict Efther)permirted the Tews to doe: they there- 
fore returning the fourteenth day of the monerh Diſtre,ſlew aboutthree hundreth more of their 
enemies ; yet aliened they net in any ſort the ſmalleſt portion of their goods. Furthermore, the 
p [ewes ſlew in the champain countrey,and in the Cities, abour ſeuentic five thouſand of their e- 
nemies, whomthey diſpatched the thirteenth day ofthe moneth, and folemnized rhe day fol- 
lowing:The Jews that were at Suſan, aſſembled themſelues likewiſe on the fourteenth day of the 
moneth, and banquetted the whole day. Whence it commeth to paſle that all the Tewes which 
are thorowout the world, keepe and ſolemnize this day for a feſtiuall, and ſend preſents the one 
vnto the other. Mardochcns alſo wrotevnto the Iewes, who liued vnder the Empire of Artaxer. 
. xes, commanding them to obſerue thoſe daies, and to ſfolemnize them, willing them to charge 
their ſucceſlours to doethe like, to the ende that this feaſt might continue for euer, and outline 
all obliuion. For ſince on that day rhey ſhould haue been made away by 4maz,they ſhould doe 
well if after they had eſcaped that danger,and taken reuenge on their enemies, the verie fame 
E day they ſhould obſerue the ſame to ginethankes vnto God: For this cauſe the Tewes keepe a fo- 
lemncfeaſt on theſe daies and call it Purim, as who ſhould ſay,Lottes. But Mardochens was great ron 6 
and mightie with the king,adminiſtring the kingdome wirh him ; he had alſo a part of the great- ,hovue. © 
neſle of the Queene : and for this cauſe the affaires of the Iewes had berter fucceſſe, then was 
hoped for.

Alexander \ B ov rt that time,P4i/;p King of Macedon died inthe citie of Agxas,being traiterouſly 
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A Sanaballath joyful of Darius deſcent, incontinently told Maraſſes that he would fulfill his promi- Firahnce, 
ſezzas ſoone as Darius ſhould returne from the conqueſt of his'enemies, For not only he,bur alfo he alk 
all the Afians perſwaded themſclues moſt aſtiiredly that the Macedonians would not abide the 352 0-4efore 
batcell againſt the Perſians, by reaſon of their great multitude bur irfellour altogether contrary {Ne 
ro their expectation. Forthe Perſian encountring with the Macedonian was ouercome, and & + 
after he had loſt the greater part of his army,and left his mother, wite and children priſoners, hee A—_— 
himſelfe fled into Perſia, Alexander ariuing in Syria,ſciſed Damaſco, tooke Sidon, and beſieged Darius, = 
Tyre:and by his letters ſent vnto the high prieſt of the Texwes,he required him to ſend him ſome 
ſupplics in his warre,and to ſell his army victuals for their money ; afluring him that if hee defi- 
red the friendſhip ofthe Macedonians, he would gine him that tribute which he paid to Darins, 
beſides other good turnes. The high prieſt anſwered A/cxanders meſſenger,thar he had fworne 
vnto Darius neuer to beare armes againſt him,during his lite time;againſt which eath of his, hee 
would ncucr worke any indignitie. Which when Alexander heard, he was fore difpleaſed,and re- 
ſolued notwithſtanding to continue the fiege ar Tyre,vnrtill ſuch time as it was taken , yet threat- 
ned he that as ſoon as he had raked the ſame, he would lead forth his army againſt the high pricſt 
rothe end that all men might know to whom they ought to keepe their faith. For which cauſe 
ſparing no labour, he ouercame Tyre,and after he had giuen orderto the eſtate thereof, he came 
vnto Gaza,and tooke it with Babemeſes the captaine of the garriſon that held it, Bur S2zaballath 
finding a fir opportunity to make himſelfe great, forſooke Darins & followed Alexander, leading 
with him eight thouſand of his ſubiects:and finding himvpon the beginning of the fiege of Tyre, 
he offered to ſurrender him all thoſe places wherein he commanded,acknowledging him for his 

C Lordmore willingly then he had done Darins. Alcxander accepted him willingly : wherupon, 
Sanaballath freely informed him of the whole eſtate; giuing him to vnderſtand that Mazaſſes 
(who was brother to Iaddas the high prieſt of the Iewes) was his ſonne in law, who with diuers 
of the ſame nation, were deſirous to build them a temple in the countries vnder his dominion, al- 
ſuring the king of much profit thereby,becauſe in ſodoing the force of the ewes ſhould bee dil- 
membred into two parts,and they might not conſpire together to make any new inſurrection or 
trrouble,as in times paſt they had done during the government of thekings of Afſyria. 

When Sanaballath had permiſſion from Alexander to build this remple, with the greateſt pyanines en 
ſpeed he might, he finiſhed the ſame, and made Manaſſes the high Pricſt thereof, ſuppoſing that ioyerh his 

\ it was the greateſt aduantage that might happen to his daughters children. Seuen moneths after ***: 
the ſurpriſall of Tyre, and two after the taking in of Gaza, Sanaballath died. Alexander allo ra- 
ſed Gaza, and prepared himſelfe to come ſodainly vpon Ierufalem. Which when the high prieſt 
Iaddus ynderſtood, he was much gricued, and ſore afraid, not knowing how to grow in favour 
with the Macedonians : and on the other {ide knowing that the King was diſpleaſed againſt him 
( becauſe before time he had diſobeyed him : ) Hee therefore commanded the people to make 
their prayers vnto God.and he in his owne perſon offered ſacrifice; requiring God that it would 
pleaſe him to be a ſhicld of defence, and ſuccour to theirnation, and to deliuer them from thoſe 
imminent dangers wherein they were plunged. Butthenextnight following, whileſt hee flepr, 

. God appeared vnto him, and willed him to be of good courage, and commanding him that as 

E ſoone as hee had circuited the walles, he ſhould open the gates boldly, and command the reſt 
of the people to attire themſelues in white ; and that accompanied with them, he ſhould march 
forward in thoſe prieſtly ornaments, which were ordained by the lawe, to the end thar in this e- 
quipage they might goeand meete with Alexarder,without apprehenſion of any furure euill, be- 
cauſe that God had preuented the ſame. As ſoone as he awaked from his ſleep, he was very ioy- 
full, and certified the reſt of this predition of God, and performing that which had beene Alexander ine

fore detained any , orat this preſent haue any ſuch captiucs in their poſſeſſion, they areto ſer « 
them ar libertie that live vnder their thraldome , recciuing forthe ranſome of euecry perſon ſixe- ce 
ſcore drachmes: namely the men of warre, atſiich time as their wages ſhall be paid them : as for « 
the reſt,they ſhall receiue their money out of the kings treaſuric, For I am of that opinion, that «« 
contrarie to my fathers mind,and againſtall righr,they haue beene taken priſoners,and that their cc 
country hath bin in this ſort euilly intreated,by the infolencie of the ſoldiers, who haue thought 
to make their profit and merchandize by them, in transferring them into Agypt. Hauing there- cc 
fore an eſpeciall reſpect of iuſtice, and intending to ſhew mercy to thoſe who are wrongfully op: « 
preſled, Icommand that all thoſe Iewes, who are detained in ſeruitude be diſcharged , and that «« 
they who held them captiue receiue the ranſome publiſhed by vs ; ſo as no deceit or fraud be v- « 
fſedtherein. And to the end that our ordinance be exactly and fully fulfilled,our will is, that this « 
edit of ours be publikely proclaimed three daies after it ſhall come vynto your hands ; and that « 
thoſe, who hold ſuch priſoners-in their poſſeſſion,declare how many priſoners they hol[d.For we « 
ſuppoſe;thar in ſo doing it ſhall redound to our profit. Moreouer, it ſhall be Jawfull for any man « 
that will, to accuſe the contemners of this decree, and our pleaſure is that ſuch as contradict the 
ſame,ſhall hauetheir goods confiſcate to the Kings vſes. Whenthis edict of the Kings publiſhed 
to this effec, was proclaimed abroad, and that onely point was omitted, that concerned thoſe 
that before time had beene, and afterward the ſecond time were led away priſoners , in whoſe 
behalfe hee had giuennodireRion, he ſheyed himſelfe moſt bountifull in ike manner ——_— 
Ee theſe ; 
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yea theſe: And gaue orderthat the number and rallie ſhould be ſpeedily gathered, and the money gi. G 
theworld, Mribiited to the committees, and treaſurers appertaining to him. Which being ſpecdily performed 
3684-before in the ſpace of ſcuen daies, allthe kings ordinance was. accompliſhed , and there was laid our for 
oo ogg the ranſomes of them all to the ſumme of more then toure hundreth and fixtie talents : For the 
_A_ maſters exacted ſixeſcore drachmes for the children alſo, grounding themſclues vpon the kings 
edi; by which it was ordained that for euery peiſon they ſhould haue that ſumme , extending 
the ſame cucn vnto the children. | | # | 
Theſe things becing thus magnificently exployted, according to the kings command, hee 
cane Demetrius in charge to make a decree, as touching the tranſlation of the bookes of the 
lewes. For the king didnothing rathly , but adminiſtred all things with great wiſedome, and 
circumſpeRion ; and for that cauſe the copic of Demetrius ſuggeſtion, and the letters ſent to this 
effe&,are ordcriy regiſtred , and recorded in writing : the number likewile of the preſents that 
were ſent, and by whom they were offered. So that whoſocuer ſhall behold the ſame, he ſhall 
incontinently iudge by the curious workemanſhip the high perfection of the workeman, and by 
the exc2llencies of the picces he ſhal incontinenily know by whom each of them was faſhioned. 
The copic ofthe aduice and ſuggeſtion made by Demetrius is this : Demetrins to the great king: 
Demetrius Health. Moſt mightic Prince, ſince you haue committed the truſt vynto meto finde out thoſe 
051099 3M bookes that are deficient in your librarie, and to ſearch for ſuch volumes as hitherto haue becne 
lomey as rou- hid from my ſight,to the end that I might gather them and perte& them, and that thoſe which 
vs. his areloſt, might be reſtorcd with all the diligence that thercunto belongeth, after that I bad v{cd 
mu? « hereinall the carethat in me was poflible;I giue you to vnderſtand that amongſt others, we want 
« the bookes of the lawes of the Tewes. For inthat they are written in CharaQers and Hebrew 
« words, we haue no notice thereof; where-through they haue beene more negligently handled 
« then was behooucfull : for that vnrill this day ir hath neuer hapned, that any Princes thought 
« hath extended fo farre. It therefore behooucth thee to haue them exatly interpreted ; for fince 
« thar thoſe lawes proceeded from God himſelfe, it is moſt certaine that of all other lawes in the 
« world they are the wiſcſt and incorrupteſt. For which cauſe, Hecates the Abderite faith, that 
« neither Poets nor Hiſtorians haue made any mention of them;neither of thoſe, who haue beene 
« policied and gouerned vnder the ſame: becauſcin themſelues they are pure,and are nor to be de- 
« clared by impure lips, May it therefore pleaſe your Maieſty to write vnto the high Prieſt of the 
« Iewes, commanding him to ſend you ixe Ancients of eucry tribe , ſuch as hee ſhall know to 
« be moſt expert in theirlaw , by whom wee may cleerely apprehend the ſenic contained in thoſe 
c« bookes, to the end that hauing the faithfull interpretation of thoſe things that are contained K 
« therein,we may collect and gather them rogether,to the full ſatisfaction of your Maieſties deſire. 
When the king had in this ſort beene both aduiſed and ſuggeſted , hee wrote vnto Eleazar the 
os OE li- high Prieſt ofthe T-wes, as rouching this matter : giving him likewiſe to vnderſtand of thar li- 
wardsehe  berty by him granred vnto the Tewes that were in his kingdome: He ſent him alſo fifty talents of 
 Jewes. old,to maks cups,ewers and veſſels, with an infinite number of precious ſtones, commanding his 
coferers, who had the charge of his Iewels , to ſuffer the workmen to chooſe what ſtones they 
beſt liked. Furthermore, he willed that a hundreth talents ſhould bee giuen for the ſacrifices and 
oblations , and other vſes of che temple. Bur after that hauc declared what was the coppy 
of the letter ſent vnto Eleazar the high Prieſt, and the manner how hee obtained that ſa- 
cerdotall dignitic ; I will ſer downe both the rich preſents, and their curious workeman- 
ſhip. | 
After the death of 07:45 the high Prieſt; his ſonne S/m-07 ſurnamed the Tuſt, ſucceeded him in 
his place,who for that cauſe was fo called, by reaſon of the piety which he ſhewed toward God, 
& the good affection which he bare vnto his countrimen, This S/0z dying and leauing hehind 
him one only ſon,of yong & tender yeers who was called 07745: his brother(which was this Ee- 

_. azar of whom we ſpeake at this preſent) rook vpon him the prieſthood,and to him wrote Ptolo-

pers ne Taigne Of the Perſians they were drawne thitheras priſoners)ſome of whom he hath eſtabliſhed 
Bible. to be chicftaines in warre,vnder honourable wages and conditions : To other ſome borne in his # 

 < timein Mgypr, he hath committed his forts and garriſons, to the end they might bee reſpected 

« among the ZAgyptians : Aﬀerthat I haue beene called to the gouernment, I haue behaved my 
© ſelfe graciouſly towards all men, and eſpecially rowards thoſe of your nation, of whom I haue 
< deliuered more then one hundreth thouſand our of captiuitie, disburſing their ranſome out of 

mine 
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A-mine owne cofers : I haue likewiſe inrouled ſome of thoſe that were of age in the companies and =? 
bands of my men of warre: I haue recciued ſome into my court,whom I took to be faithfull and.che i? 
loyall, and in my opinion well worthy of ſuch preterment : ſuppoſing that the moſt acceptable 3684: before 
and the deereſt preſent I might offer vp vnto God, for his prouidence extended toward me inad- (2 Xe% 
vancing me to the kingdome,was to performe the ſame. And being defirous not onely to gratifie SW—- 
them, buralſo all thoſe Iewes that are in the whole world, I haue determined to cauſe your law 
to be tranſlared;thar after ir hath beene tranſcripred out of Hebrew into Greeke,I might place it £ 
in my librarie. You ſhall therefore do well,if you chooſe me our ſixe diſcreet and learned menof 
eucry tribeamoneg[t you,who are already ſtepr in yeeres, and ſend them vnto me, who by reaſon _ 
of their age ſhall bee well inſtructed in your lawes, and ſufficiently enabled to expound the ſame. 

p Forin {0 doing, I ſhall accepr it at your hands, as a great honour, For this cauſe I ſend vnto you _ 

-; Andrew the principall Capraine of my guard, and Ar: alſo (whom we eſpecially honour) to. , 
| conferre with you : by whom I hauefent you one hundrerh talents of filner,as the firſt fruits of © 

thoſe gifts and ſacrifices, which wee intend to offer in the Temple. You ſhall doe vs an efpeciall 
fauour,if you fignifie your minde vnto vs by your letters. 

As ſooneas Eleazay had receiued the Kings letters, he returned him an anſwer full of honour I __y 4 
and affeion,according to the renour which enſueth. The high Prieſt'E/eazar ro King Prolomey - © protomey. 
Health. It you, your Queene Arſznoe,and your children be in health, all our affaires fewiſ haue © 

; noleſle fortunate ſuccefſe. Wee haue receiued your princely letters with no ſmall ioy, and haue << 

both read and conſidered vpon the contents thereof, we haue alſo publiſhed them in the preſence © 
of all che people, and haue declared vnto them your pictie towards God, and haue ſhewed them © 
C thoſe viols which you ſent vs, twenty of gold,and thirty of filuer ; with fiue veſlels,and a Table © 
* whichiin way of preſent you haue ſent vnto vs. Wee haue likewiſe ſhewed them thoſe hundreth © 
talents which Andrewand Arifiens (very vertuous and excellenty learned men,and honoured by © 
you amonelt your deereſt friends) have Lent vnto vs, to be employed in ſacrifices and other *< 
neceſſities ofthe Temple. Know therefore,that wharſocuer ſtandeth either with your content or © 
profir, wee will enforce our owne natures, to the end wee may acknowledge the benefits, which © 
you haue diuers waies beſtowed ypon our nation. We haue therefore dnely and continually of- © 
fered ſacrifice for you, your Queene Arſezoe,your children and friends : the people likewiſe haue © 
prayed thar God would ſend you happy ſucceſſe in whatſoeuer you deſire, that your kingdome © 
may be continued in peace, and that the tranſfation of our law may be accompliſhed in ſuch ſort, © 
as you deſtre,for your owne commodity. To that intent we haue choſen ſixe Elders out of eue- © 
ry Tribe,whom we ſend vnto you, together with the originall of our law. Our requeſt is,that ac- © 

cording to your accuſtomed pietie and 1uſtice, you returne ys both our lawes and theſe interpre- & 
ters in {afery,as ſoone as they haue ſatisfied your expeRation.Fare you well. _ 

This in the anſwer which the high Prieſt ſent ynto him. Yet haue I thought it to be a matter Thedeſcriptz- 
meerely vnneceſfaric to ſet downe the names of the ſeuentie two Elders in particular, who were _ 
ſent by Eleazar together with the law,notwithſtanding they were ſet downe in the Epiſtle. Yet Prclomey de. 
rhinke Litnot amiſſe, ro recite the excellency and faſhion of thole preſents that were ſent by the P<=*<4'n the 
King, and offered yp vnto God, to the end that all men may know how zealous he was towards terullem, 

E the ſeruice of God, For in performance thereof, he ſpared no immeſurable expence,bur contimu- 
ally aſſiſted the workemen,and examined their workemanſhip,to the end that nothing might bee 

careleſly finiſhed, or negligently performed. T will therefore ſet downe (as neere as in me heth) 
rhe excellencie of every pecce (although it may be thought that the courſe of hiſtorie 7 alocn 
irnot) but therefore will I diſcourſe the ſame, becauſe my deſire is by ſo doing to expreſle vnto 
the Readers, how great the liberalitic and generoſitie of the King hath beene. And firſt of all 1 
will begin to deſcribe the Table. - | | 

The king deſirous to make it great in all dimenſions, defired ro know the greatneſle of that The golgen 
which was at Icruſalem.to the intent that he might cauſe ir to be fargreater. And hauing certaine Table. 
notice how great it was,and that there was no let but that he might make his far greater, hee ſaid 

F that he-would haue ir fiue times greater then the other : burrhat he feared,leaſt being ſogrear, it 

would be vnfitto offer ſacrifice thereupon , and his intention was, that the oblations, which he 
offered,ſhould not only ſeruc for ſhew, but that they might-alſo be ſomewhar proper for the vſe 
and ſeruice of the temple. Forthis cauſe, concluding-thar the firſt was of ſufficient and conue- 
nable meaſure, hee'reſolued his ſhould not exceede the other in greatnefſe ; but thar equal-= 
ling the ſame in quantity of gold, it might cxcecde the other in variety and beauty of workman- 
ſhip. For he was ingenious te obſerue the nature of _ things, andto inuent new and m— 
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FA. pected faſhion : fo thatby his ripe iudgement, hee ſhewed the workemenfuch inventions, 25be-G 


porld,z684, fore time had not becne in vie ;-and commanded them to make and finiſh them, hauing alwaies 
before Corifts an eye to the module,that he had propoſed them to worke by.He vndertooke thereforeto make 
N41142-3*9 the Table of two cubits and a halfe in length, of one in breadth, and of one-anda halte jr height, 
all of maſſive gold : about the which there was made a border, a handbreadth large';” enriched 
with moouing waues, on which there was a bend grauen with admirable art, appearingon three 
ſides : For being triangulary,cuery angle preſented the ſame engrauing ; ſo that whenat was tur- 
ned,it ſeemed that oneand the ſame,and no waies different figure,reprelented it ſelfe: within the 
inſide of this border it was inchaſed with diuers goodly figures, but onthe outfide it-was farre 
more excellently beaurified and wrought, becauſe in that part it was moſt open to the eye. For 
this cauſe the ypper part of the Table appeared to be of two parts,and of three angles, which (as 
we ſaid) were apparant at ſuch time as the Table was turned, each one ſceming of equall magni. x 
rude with the other. Vpon the graued bends there were precious ſtones inchaſed, diftant by e« 
uall proportion the one from the other, and faſtned by golden butrons tyed by loopes. The 
ides of the borders (which preſented themſclues to the eye) were bemaifed with rich ſtones, 
diſpoſed after the manner of an ouall ; and there was a border of golder'twigs engrauen round a- 
bout the Table : vnder the ouals there was a crowne garniſhed with cluſters of diuers ſorts of 
fruits, the cluſters of grapes hung downe, the ſpikes of cone ſtood vprighr, and all was incloſed 
with pomgranats,and the precious ſtones were enchaſed in gold thorow the whole circuit of the 
Table, to repreſent each ſorr of fruit in their natiue colours. There was alſoa ranke of ouals vn. 
der the crowne,not vnlike vnto the former,made of gold : fo that on both ſides, both the varicty 
and delicacic of the worke appeared,both in the bends and borders ; as alſo inthe rable,in which 
there appearcd not any difference, on whatſoeuer {ide it was turned ; and from the top vnto the | 
lower [un one and the ſame workmanſhip appeared. For it had a plate of gold ſome foure fin- 
gers broad, comprehending the breadth of the Table,on which the feete of the ſame were ſtaicd, 
which were afterwards faſtned to the border by buttons and claſpes of gold, to the end that the 
excellent and curious workmanſhip might the better bee ſeene, and that on whart fide ſocuer it | 
were turned,it might alwaies ſeeme the ſame. They engraued alſo on the fame a labyrinth,in the ; 
mid(t whereof there were diuers kinds of precious ſtones,ſhining like ſtarres;and amonegſt the reſt ] 
there were Rubies and emeraulds of moſt orient brightnes,as alſo all other ſorts of ſtones that ci- 
ther are eſteemed or deſired for their. beauty or price. Neereynto this labyrinth fromthe one end F 
vnto the other,there were certaine corded pleites in the middle like vnto a Rhombus or Loſeneg, Z 
vpon which there were certaine pieces of Cryſtall and Amber, enchaſed and placed the one by K 
the other in equall diſtance,and proportion : which gaue a marueilous contentment to whomſo- 
euer beheld the ſame': The Chapters of the feete were made after the forme ofa lillie.the leaues 
whereof bent themſelues vnder the Table, whereas otherwaies the ſtalke ſeemed to be ſtretched 
out ſtraight. The baſe of the ſame was an hands breadth large, adorned with a carbuncle in cuc- 
ry part. The breadth thereof was eight fingers,on which all the plate of the feete was ſtaied;and 
on euery one of them was there ingrauen by curious workmanſhip Tuie, and vine branches loa- 
den with cluſters of grapes;ſo made to life,that they ſeemed to be very grapes indeede. For the 
whole was ſo ſubtill and delicate,that when the winde blewe;the workemanſhip waued and was 
carried vp on high ; ſo that it ſeemed that theſe fruits were rather naturall,then counterfaited by 
art. The worke was made after a new faſhion,as if it conſiſted of three pieces : and notwithſtan- 
ding it was ſo well ſhurand cloſed together, that the ſeames and joynts might not any waies be L 
ſeene. The thicknes of the table was no lefle then halfe a cubit. | | 
See heere what this preſent was, which through intire affeftion the king preſented ; wherein 
the price of the ſtuffe, the diverſity and beauty of the workmanſhip, and the excellencie of the 
engrauing was accompliſhed in perfection. Moreouer, in this he ſo farre inforced himſelfe co | | 
performe ſo much,thar ifir might not ſurpaſſe the other which was already in the temple, ar leaſt 
wiſe in art, new inuention and excellencie of protec, it might be farre more excellent and admi- 
Twogolden rable.

©  Andtheſe were the preſents which were ſent by this king to be dedicated inthe temple of Ie- 
ruſalem.- All which being conſecrated and laid vpinthe temple by the high Prieſt E/eazar,after 
he had greatly honoured thoſe that brought them thither,and deliuered into their hands certain 
preſents to be tendred in his behalfe vnto the King, he diſmiſſed and ſent them backe againe. No The 70.inter- 
ſooner were they arriued in Alexandria,bur the King (hauing notice thereof;and how the ſeuen- Petra 
tie two Elders were come with them)he ſent to ſeeke out his Embaſſadors Andrew and Ariſt es, Joey”. a 
who came and preſented him with letters from the high Prieſt Eizazar, and anſwered him to all royally encer- 
that which he demanded of them face to face. And being deſirous to communicatewith rhe El- 0 
ders that came from Ieruſalgm to expound and interpret the law, he contrary to his ordinary cu- 
ſtome and manner, diſinifled all thoſe that reſorted thither for their particular affaires, ro whom 
C hee was accuſtomed to giue audience eueryfitt day ; as it was his ordinary manner alſo-to giue 
monethly ſatisfaction to forraine Embaſſadours, Hauing therefore for that time diſmiſſed them, 
he kept thoſe by him whom Eleazar had ſent vnto him ; who comming to his preſence (accom- 
panied with thoſe preſents which the high Prieſt had delivered them ro preſent vnto him,” with 
the originall wherein the law was written with golden letters)he asked them where their bookes 
were: and they diſcoueringand opening them,ſhewed them vnto him. After the King had ſeene 
them, he was very much aſtoniſh ed,to ſee the membranes and parchments ſo delicate, and ro be- 
hold the whole forme thereof fo perfectly conioyned, that ir was impoſſible to diſcouerthe 
ſeames: and he told them that he gaue them thanks for that they were come ynto him;:nd more 
p 8rcar thanks vnto him that he had ſent them, and the greateſt and moſt ſpeciall thanks vuro God, 
who was the author of theſe lawes. Whereupon, the Elders and thoſe that aſſiſted them, cryed 
out alrogerher,and wiſhed that all good hap might befail the King : who,through the exceſſiue 
toy that he conceiued, burſt out into teares : For naturally extreame toy and moſt grieuons ſadneſſe 
haze like effe&ts. After he had commanded that theſe bookes ſhould be commitred to their truſt, 
who were deputed to that office, at length he ſaluted the Elders,relling them thar it was very be- 
hoouefull for him firſt ofall ro debate with them vpon rhe marter, to which intent hee had ſent 
for them : and afterwards to giuerhem entertainment : In a word,hee confeſled.ynto them, rhar 
their acceſſe was ſo gratefull vnto him, that hee promifed them, ſo long time as hee lived, hee 
would euery yeere renueand honour the memory-of the ſame (and by good hap. was the very 
E ſame day wherein he overcame Antigone by ſea.) ;His pleaſure was allo, that they-ſhould be his 
_ eueſts,and he cauſed diuers goodly lodgings to be aſſigned rhem vnder the Caſtle, 
. Nicanor likewiſe, who had rhe charge to entertaine ſtrangers, commanded Dorotheus. (who 
was ordinarily emploied in the ſame)to prepare for euery one of them ſuch things, as were ne- 
ceſlary for their diet and entertainment. For ſo was it ordained by the king, that in every City 
that had any-particularity in their manner of life 'there ſhould beea commiſlary ©! Sm to 
prouide for forrainers that arriued inthat place, tothe intent they might beentreated according 
to their cuſtomes: intending thereby that their entertainmentſhould be the more. agreeable vn- 
to them, and that they might be the leſſe tired with forraine nquelties. This cuſtome of his was 
 purinpradtiſeatthis time by D ororhews care and exa@t diligence ;-who in-his owne perſon-diſ-

Tewes,and ficke,praying them to decide and diſcuſle the ſame:and when as each of them in order had ve- 
_ praters ry pertinently anſwered to the queſtion that was propounded vnto them , the king take great 
eo plcaſurethercin, and for twelue daies ſpace hee continued this feaſt. Who ſo defirethto know 
the queſtions that were propoſed vnto them in particular,let him readethe booke which Ariſte- 
zs hath written to that effect. In a word, the' King was nor onely aſtoriiſhed: at their anſwers \H 
but the Philoſopher Menedemns alſo : who having affirmed that all things were adminiſtred by 
divine prouidence,and that it appeared what the vertue and excellency ofthis diſcourſe w3s, this 
queſtioning debate was finiſhed. But the king p—_ in their preſence, that their accefle had 
infinitely contentedand inſtructed him, in that y their meanes hee had obtained the good hap 
to bee enformed-bythem how to gouerne his kingdome. Whereupon hee commianded- thar 
each of them ſhould haue three talents giuen him, and thatthey might bee conuaied to their 
Thetranſlati- lodgings. Some foure dayes after, Demetrius tooke them with him , and led them ouer thar 
on ofthe Bi= trench of the ſea, that containeth ſeuen furlongs. and that bridge which couereth theIfland with 
| one the continent,atid towards the northermoſt end therof, he aſſigned them a lodging remote from 
all noife,an fit for contemplation:to which place after he had brought them, he beſoightthem , [ 
that ſince they hadall thoſe things that were neceſſary for the interpretation of their lawes, 
they would intend the ſame without any diſcontinuance of the worke,vmtill they had brought it 
to perfection ; and they for their parts imployed all their labour and diligence that was in them 
offible,to the end the interpretation might be exaQ, intending onely and continually this Ja- 
ur from the morning vntill three hourcs after noone:after which time they imployed the reſt 
of the day in their refeions;and to that end they were furniſhed in all aboundance with all ſorts . 
of victuals.Ouer and befides, Dororheus preſented them with a part of diuers diſhes , which were 
prepared forthe King: for ſo had his maieſty commanded ir. Thus euery morning entred they ; 
the Kings palace, andafter they had ſaluted him, they retired themſelues to their accuſtomed | 
place ; and after they had waſhed their hands inthe ſea water, and were purified, they ſet them K | 
downen that manner to proceede,and proſecute their tranſlation.Now when the law was fully 
interpreted,and the worke was fully finiſhed in the ſpace of ſeuentie and: two daies : Demetrius 
aſſembled all the Tewes in that place where the law had beene tranſlated,and cauſed it to be read 
ouer inthe preſence of the interpreters themſclues. Which done, the aſſembly approoucd the ex. 
poſition of the interpreters;and praiſed Demetrins,by whoſe ſuggeſtions, and inuention they en- 
1oyed ſo greata good. They requeſted likewiſe, that this expoſition ſhould be peruſed,and ouer- 
read by the Noblesand Gouemnours, Afterthis,both the Prieſt, the Elders of the interpreters, 
and themagiſtrates of the people required,that fince this tranſfation was fo happily atchieued, it 
might remainevnakered; ſo that no iot thereof might be changed. 
Which reſolution being allowed by all men ,-ir was ordered that if any mn perceiued any L 
thing in that tranſfation, which was either exuperant or deficient, he ſhould conſider thereupon , 
and giue notice thereof, to the end it might be correQed :' dealing herein very diſcreetly, to | 
the end that that which had once beene adiudged good, ſhould continue inuiolable for euer. | 
The King therefore was highly contented , ſeeing his endeuours and purpoſe inthat behalfe fo - P 
— happily and profitably'finiſhed :- buraboue all things , he tooke pleaſure in reading of the law, 
ws $17 oy deepe conceitand wiſedome of the law-maker ; and began to queſtion with De- 
metirins, by what meanes it cameto paſſe, thar neither any Poer, nor Hiſtoriographer had made 
metition of that law, notwithſtanding rhat in it ſelfe it was ſo admirable. To whom'Demetrius 
gauethis anſwer: thatno man was ſo hardie to touch that worke, by reaſon'thar ir was diuine 
| andenery way venerable : afſuring himalfo, that certaine men who had hn ſertheir M 
Godziuffice hands thereto, had beene puniſhed by God: giuing him'to ynderſtand, how Theoporypur inten- 
- Ecbnickschae ding to reduce certaine contents of thar lay into his hiſtory, had beene diſtraught in minde for 
intermedled morethen thirtie dais, and thathauing ſome intermiſſion of his fit, he appeaſed Godby prayer; 
_ we a- thereby eaſily conieCturing what was the cauſe ofhis malady.Moreouer, he was certifted by a vi- 
tures,  fionthatappeared vnto himin tits ſleepe;thar this inconnenient befell him,in that he had too cu- 
\ *_  riouſſy ſearchedinto ſacred anddiuine matters, and had intended to communicate the fame with 
« BF" pro- 
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rophane men : from which enterpriſe ith hee had deſiſted, hee reconered his right wits againe. S\— 
Hee likewiſe infinuared further, that T heode#es the tragicke Poet, intending to make mention in ,,, 126 - : 
ſome of his Poems of a certaine hiſtorie written in the {acred Scriptures, was ſtrooken blind, and 4efore Chrifts | 
acknowledging the cauſe hereof to proceede from his audacious preſumprion,he was reſtored to LYN 
his ſight after he had appeaſed Gods diſpleaſure. F 

When the King had conſidered on theſe words,according as Demetrius had diſcourſed them 
ynto him, hee proſtrated himſelfe on the earth,and commanded that the bookes ſhould be care- 
fully kept,to the end they might continue in their pure —_— Furthermore, he cxhorted the 
Tranſlators to repaire oftentimes vnto him from Indza, afluring them thart in ſo doing the mar- 
ter would redound both to their honour and profit ; telling them that for that time hee thought 

B good to diſmiſſe them: but when they ſhould returne vnto him againe of their own motion,they 

ould obraine all that which their wiſedome deſerued, or his magnificence might impart vnto 
them. This ſaid,he gaue them leaue to deparrt,after he had giuen each of thern three ſeuerall ſures The preſens 
of apparrell, two talents of gold, and a cup that was in value worth a talent, and a certaine bed or Waich the | 
curious ſeate to fir and banquet ypon. This gaue he them for themſelues. But to Eleazar the hie pes. bo vo 
Prieſt hee ſent by them ten couches, whoſe feete were of filuer,and the furniture correſpondent, Interpreters, 
and a veſſell of thirty talents. Tetine purple robes likewiſe, and a magnificent crowne, and one 24 hoſrhe 
hundred peeces of fine linnen : and beſides that, he ſent in way of preſent vato the Temple, Ew- azar, 
ers, Baſons, and two golden veſſels : beſeeching Eleazar by his letters, that ifany one of his ſub- 
ies had a will to come vnto him, hee would permit him, affuring him that hee would highly e- 

- ſteemethe conuerſation of fo learned men: and that he had riches which he would imploy with 
great pleaſure in ſuch affaires, See heere how Prolomey Philadelph eſteemed and honoured

in : ſo that euen vnto this day that order is continued (as it appeareth by this) for that the Iewes jencos Sh 
refuſing to annoint themſelues with forraine oyle, doe recciuea certaine ſumme of money from nor,King of 
the accliint of the exerciſes inlicu of the'oyle. Which whenthe people of Antioch intended to 295% 
aboliſh, during the preſent warre, Mutianw at that time gouernour of Syria, oppoſed himlſelfe a- 
gainſt them. Againe, when as Yeſþaſiar and his ſonne T:t#s had conquered the world, although 
| the Alexandrians and Antiochians required them, that the priuiledges that the Iewes enioyed .,, _. 
© AF mightcontinueno more; yet could they not obtaine the ſame. Whereby the humanitie and vas ledge in Anti 
lour of. the Romanes may appeare, and in eſpeciall of Yeſpaſian and Titus, that notwithſtanding ochcontinued 
; they had beene fo trauelled 4 the wars of the Iewes,and wereo bitterly incenſed againſt them, 2 **leves: 
for that they had not by laying downe their armes ſubmitted themſclues,but had continued war 
\ againſt them to the vetermoſt z yetdepriued they them not of their afore-faid priuiledges, bur 
ſurmounted their diſpleaſure , which they had long before conceiued againſtthem : and in like 
ſort had'not regard to the requeſt of tio fo puiſfant cities, as Alexandria, and'Antioch were : In 
ſuch ſort as they granted neckidg in fauour of them , neither ordained any thing indisfauour of 
thoſe whom they had ouercome in warre,to the intent to abolith one onely1ot of thoſe priuiled- 
- ges which they had in times paſt ; but ſaid that they thar had refiſted them by armes,& who had 
bin onercome,were ſufficiently puniſhed for their obſtinacie: and as touching:thoſe that had not 
commirted any offence,they ſaw no reaſon to depriue them of their rights and prerogatiues. We 
know likewiſe, that Marcvs Aeryppawas of the fame'opinion,as touching the Iewes. For wher- 
as the Ionians were fediciouſly bent:againſtthem,and beſought Agryppa that it might bee onely 
lawfull for them ro make vſe of the priuiledge, which Antiochus Seleucus Nephew. (whom the 
Greekes:intituled by rhe name of God)had giuen them;requiring that if the ewes were of their 
blood,they might be tied ro adorethe ſame gods which the Ionians worſhipped: When as a

any wars procured the Romans diſpleaſure. But vpon iuſt occaſion may a man admire the mag- 
nanimitie of Yeſþaſian and of his ſonne Trt#s, who behaucd rhemſelues with fuch moderation af. 
ter ſo great a warre,and fo grieuous battels,as they hid fought againſt vs. 
= PAR Now will I returne to my purpoſe, from whence I haue digreſſed, Ar ſuch time as Aztiochus 
hegrear, EE great raigned in Aſia, the countrey of Tewrie was grieuoully ſpoiled, and both the Iewes and H 
king of Aſia the inhabitants of Cceloſyria endured many miſeries. For Antiochus making warre againſt Pro- 
-- Sons lomey Philopator and his ſonne, called Prolomey the Famous, they were putifully _—_ For 
Iewes, Whether CZnt7ochws either ouercame or was ouercome, they were continually ſpoiled : fo that 
berwixt the proſperitic and aduerſitie of Antzoch, they fared like a ſhippe toſſed and tormented 
with aſtorme. Finally, after Aztiochzs had ouercome Ptolomey, he conquered Tewrie. After the 


death of Phzlopator,his ſonne ſent a great army into Ccelofyria vader the conduct of Scopas, who

theworlg; red by him. Not long after this, Ant:ochus fought with Scopas, neere ynto the flood TIordan,and 


3742.befre gbtained the vidtoric, diſcomfiting the greater part of his enemies armie;; at which time Anrio- 
© 5 #* chu recouered againe thole Cities of Ccelofyria, which were before time ſurprized by Scopas. [ 
He tooke Samaria alſo : which when the Iewes perceiued , they ſubmirted themſclues of their 
owne accord ynto him, and hauing entertained him in the Citie of Ieruſalem, they gaue both his 
armic and his Elephants abundance of prouifton, and willingly affiſted him with their forces, to 
ſubdue thoſe garrifons which Scopas had planted inthe fortrefles of the higher Citie. For which 
cauſe Antiochus ſuppoling it to be a matter behoouefull for his honour, to acknowledgeand re- 
munerate the affection and forwardneſfſe which the Iewes had expreſſed m his ſeruice,wrote vn- 
to his captaines and friends, ſignifying vato them how forward the Iewes had beene in his wars: 
and to exprefſle likewiſe what gifts he intended to beſtow vpon them.

ercat price,-and feaſted them magnificently for many daies, he ſent them backe to their Prince , K 
aſſuring them thar he would in perſon follow them. And the rather was. he incited to this iour- 
ney, becauſe the Embaſſadour had m_— him to repaire into Zgypt, vnder ſuch aſſurance, 
that he would obtaine all his requeſts at Po/omeys hands ; the rather for that he was won with 
the yong mans free ſpirit and noble entertainment. 

Aſſoone as the Embaſſadour returned into Zgypt, he certified the King of 077as ingratitude, 
and oſephs humanitie : certifying him that he would come in perſonto intreat pardon for the 
people, for that offence they had committed againſt him , andthe rather, for that he was in eſpe- 
ciall authoritie among the people : and fo farre vſurped hee ypon 7oſephs praiſes , that both the 
King and the Queene Cleopatra had a good opinion of him, notwithſtanding hee was as yet ab- 
ſent. Bur Toſeph ſent vnto Samaria to his friends,and borrowed money , making his preparation 
for his voyage. Hauing therefore furniſhed himſelfe with apparell, veſſels, and horſes, with the E 
expence of almoſt twentie thouſand drachmes, he arriued in Alexandria. 

| Arthart very time it chanced that the Princes,and gouernours of Phoenicia and Syria repaired 
thither to buy their tributes: for the King was accuſtomed cuery yeere to ſeltthem to the men of 
moſt reſpe&t in euery city: Theſe meeting with Zoſeph on the way,began to mock at his baſeneſſe 
and pouerty. But when he came to Alexandria, and had intelligence that the King was at Mem- 
phis,he ſet forward and wentout ro meet him. When as therfore the king,accompanied with the 
Queene& Athenios his friend, who had diſcharged the place of Embaſſadour in Teruſalem, came 
riding onward1n his charrior;Athenron(who had beene honourably entertained by 7gſeph) per- 
cciuing him vpon the way,certified the king that it was he, of whom he had ſpoken vpon his re- 
turne from Teruſalem; proteſting on his behalfthar he was both a good & honorable yong man. 
Whereupon Prolomey embraced him abouethe reſt,and made him mount his charriort. Where 
he was no ſooner ſeated, but the king beganne to accuſe 0a for that which he had committed. 
But Zoſeph ſaid vato him : Pardon him, O King, and haue reſpe& to his olde yeeres. For you

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A know that ordinarily old men and yong children haue one and'the ſameynderſtanding ; but for Poocd P. 
our ſclues, who are yong, you ſhall haue what you pleaſe to require without any pretcxt ot caule rhe world, 
of diſcontent. Hereupon the King tooke pleaſure in the good behauiour and pleaſant diſcourſe 3775. &ifore 
of the yong man, and began to loue him the more, as if hee had receiueda preſent atteſtation of,” is 40g 
his wiſedome: whereupon he commanded thar he ſhould be lodged in his owne palace,and that CARS 
daily he ſhould accompany him ar his princely Table. 5 Ps 
As ſoone as the King came backe to Alcxandria, the Lords of Syria fecing 7oſeph ſitting neere 
vnto the King,were ſore diſpleaſed: and the day drawing necre wherein they wereto receiue the 
aſſurance of their tribute, they that were of the greateſt reckoning in their Countrey farmed the 
ſame ; ſo that the tributes of Cceloſyria, Pheenicia, Iudza, and Samaria, amounted together to 
cight thouſand talents. Whereupon 7oſeph ariſing,blamed the tarmers for that they had plotred 
amongſt themſelues to beate downe the price of the tributes, promiling to giue the double , and 
that hee would likewiſe returne the forfeitures that were lcuied vpon the goods of ſuchas offen- 
ded ; which were farmed together with the tributes. The King gaue eare co this diſcourſe of his x1,...1,.., 
with great content, and ſaid,thart hee approoued the ſale of thee tribures vm Toſeph, who in this of Celojyria 
ſort augmented his reuenue. When as therefore he was demanded whether he could gue ſurc- OY S 
ties : hemade him anſiver with a bold courage : O King (ſaid hejI will giue thee ſuch pledges as '*'"” 
are both worthy and honourable, and ſuch as you cannot miſtruſt, Whenas thercfore the King 
inſtanted him to produce them: I will (faid he)O King, preſent thee tor ſureries,thy ſelte,and the 
Queene thy wife,that one of you may be a ſurety for me to the other. Prolomey ſmiling heerear, 
granted him the farme of the tribute, without furthcr ſurety, This fauour of his diſpleaſed thoſe 
C Gouernours of the Cities that were come into Agyprt, in that they ſaw themielues conremned + 
and conſtfained to returne with ſhame vnto their houſes.Bur 19ſeph obtained two thouſand foot- 
menfrom the King, to the end to enforce the tribute from thoſe Citics, who were negligent in 
their paiments : and after hehad boxrowed fiue hundreth talents of che Kings friends in Alexan- 
dria,he departed into Syria. | 
As ſoone as hee came to Aſcalon, hee demanded the paiment of the tribute at the Citizens 
hands, which they not onely refuſed to performe, -but moreouer vpbraided him with iniurious 
words. For which cauſe laying hold on about ſome twenty of the principals among them, hee 
put them ro death : and hauing gathered their ſubſtances together, hee ſent the King ſome thou- 
ſand talents,certifying him of that which he had done. Pro/ommey admiring at his wiſedome;, and 
allowing of his execution, permitted him to diſpoſe of all things at his pleaſure. The Syrians vn- The Acalo- 
derſtanding hereof,were fore abaſhed; and perceiuing that the Aſcalonires were ſlaine by 1oſeph, nitesand Scy- 
through the ſeueritic ofhis iuſtice and their diſobedience, they opened him the gates, and recci- —— 
ved him willingly,and paied him thetr tributes, Wheras alſo the Scythopolitancs in way of.con- their comps: 
rumacie refuſed to lay downe according to order,their accuſtomed tributes ; he flew the chicfeſt 
amoneſt them : the confiſcations of whole goods he ſent vnto the King. When as therefore he 
had gathered much filuer, and made great gaines of the purchaſe of the tributes, to the intent to 
eſtabliſh and make his power of more continuance, hee liberally employed his gettings ; conſide- 
ring with himſelfe that it was a part of wiſedome to keepe and entertaine his good hap, by thoſe 
E riches which he himſelfe had gotten : For he ſent many preſents both to the King and Queene, 
and beſtowed liberall bountie both on their familiars and fauourites, and alſo on all rhoſe which 
had any ay or fauour in the Court, to winne and bind them vnto him by his be- 
neuolence. And in this felicitie of his continued hee the terme of tweaty two yeeres ; during 
which time he was the father of ſeuen children by one wife, and of another called Hircanns, j,p,hs 
whom he begot on the daughter of his brother Solymins , whom he married ypon this occaſion wealth and 
which enſueth. children, 
Walking vpon a time in Alexandria in the company of his brother (who ledde with him his 
daughter already mariageable,to the intent to beſtow her vpon ſome Iew of good quality (whilſt 
he ſate at-meate with the king,there entred into the banquet a certaine faire damſell, trained vp in 
dancing ; with whom growing enamoured, he tolde his brother thereof, praying him that fith 
by the lawes of their Countrey it was forbidden that a Iew might marry with a ſtranger, that 
he would hide his fault, and bee a faithfull aſſiſtant vnto him, to the end that he might enioy 
her whom his heart defired. His brother promiſed him toſhew his willing forwardneſſe here- 
in; and inthe meane time he adorned and decked his owne daughter, and brought her by night 
vnto his bed: whereupon he lay with her(not knowing who ſhe was, by reaſon he had drunke 0- 
vermuch)and had her company. Which comming to paſle diuers times, he was as yer! far —_ 
burningly 
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A ine f2-5r burningly inflamed with the loue of this Dancer, and told his brother that hee was in Ganger to G 
world, 3770. be cnamoured all his life rime;and that notwithſtanding the King would not grant her vnto him, 
before chrifts Fis brother told him thar he ought not to vexe himſclte, promiting him that he ſhould aſfuredly 
SAL? enioy her whom he loued,and thar alrcady ſhee was his wite ; opening vnto him how all things 
had hapned, and how hee had rather wrong his owne daughter then to ſuffer his brother to fall 
into diſhonour. After that 7oſeph had praiſed the kinde and naturall affe&ion of his brother to. 
Hiccanusof- yards him,he tooke his daughter to wite, who barc him a ſonne called Hircanms,as ithath beene 
——_ ſaid. Who beeing thirteene yceres olde,gaue teſtimony of thar naturall ſpirit,and dexteritie that 
-was in him ; by reaſon whereof his brethren conceiued a certaine hatrcd againſt him, the rather, 
for thar he excelled them in all things,and had ſuch parts in him, as might draw them to emulate 
him. Whereas therefore 7eſeph was deſirous to know which of his children had the ripeſt iudge- 
ment, and*vnderſtanding ; hee ſent them one after another ro thoſe Maſters, who were moſt re- 
nozyned for Scicnce in that time ; but all ofthem returned backe vnto him rude, and Ullettercd, 
by reaſon they were negligent and idle. Whereupon, hee ſent H:rcanus the youngeſt of them 
after all the reſt, into a defer: place diſtant from the high way ſome ſeuen daies 1ourney, and gaue 
him with him three hundreth couple of oxen, to ſowe the ground 1n that barren place, hiding 
from him before his departure the yokes that ſhould couple them together. 

When as therefore he came vnto the place, and perceiued that the yokes were miſling, he aſ- 
ked aduiſe of ſome of the husbandmen : who connſelled him to ſend ſome one backe vnto his fa- 
ther to fetch the couples. But he ſuppoſing that he oughtnot to loſe ſo much time as would bee 
ſpent in ſending backe a meſlenger,deuifed a cunning expedicnt ſtratageme,more then might bee 
expected from one of his yeeres. For he cauſed tenne couple of oxen to be ſlaine,and diſtributed 
the fleſh amoneſt his workmen,and made rhem cut the skinnes, and faſhion couples thereof, and 
hauing yoked his oxen,he cauſed the land to be manured,according to his fathers direQion z and 
afterwards returned home vnto him. Who loued him the morc intirely, by reaſon of his wiſe- 
dome, and the ſubtiltie of his vnderſtanding ; praifing beſides that his reſolution and execution, 
eſtceming him the more,for that he was his only true ſon, to the generall diſcontent of the reſt. 

Ioſeph ſen- When as therefore newes was brought vnto Toſeph, that abour thar time King Prolomey was 
deth his nne bleſſed with a yong ſonne, and how all the chiefeſt Lords of Syria, and the countries vnder his 
Hurcanus obeiſance, repaired to Alexandria in great pompe to eclebrate the birth day of the Kings ſonne ; 
”* hee becing of himſelfe vnable (by reaſon ofhis age) to repaire thither, hee ſounded his children, 
whether any one of them would goe and viſit the King. When as therefore the eldeſt fonnes had 

excuſed themſelues, and made refuſall ro yndertake the journey, pretending that they were of in- K 
ſuthcient ability ro performe the meſſage, and all of them gaue counfaile that their brother Hir- 
canw might be ſent : Toſeph tooke grear pleaſure therear, and calling for Hircanw,asked himif he 
would goe to King Pro/omey : who promiſed to vndertake the journey, and tolde his father that 
he needed no great ſum of moncy to performe the voyage; becauſcin the way he would trauell 
frugally,and content himſelte for the whole expence with ten thouſand drachmes. 7of#ph was ve- 
ry glad to heare of his ſonnes prudence , and after Hircames had kept filence for a while, he coun- 
failed his father, that hee ſhould not preſent the King with any thing out of Iudza, but that hee 
ſhould write vnto his factor in Alexandria, commanding him to deliver ſuch ſummes of money 
SALA, as hee thought conuenient to buy that which hee found to bee moſt magnificent and of beft 
— eſtceme in thar Citie.Toſeph imagining with himſelfe, that perhaps he would onely employ ſome 
before Chriſts ten talents in preſents, and allowing his ſonnes counſell, wrote vnto his factor £Arion (who had 
Natity. 184. the vic of almoſt three thouſand talents of his in Alexandria.) For gathering vp his money in Sy- 
Treo tia, he was wont.to ſend it thither ; and as oft as the prefixed time came whercin the kings tri- 
rendedagainſt Hytes were to be paid, he commanded Arioz to defray the ſame. Hauing therefore letters of cre- 
Hircans. dence vnto him, he iourneyed towards Alexandria. Whereupon his brethren wrote preſently 

yntoall the Kings friends, that by ſome meanes they would make him away. | 

As ſoone as he was arriued in Alexandria, and had delivered his fathers letters to £1r/0# ; 

Arion asked him how many talents he would haue? hoping that he would craue bur ten,or ſome 

little ouerplus:but when H:rcans had told him that he had need of a thouſand, he waxed wroth 

and reprooued him for his prodigalitie, telling him how his father had gathered his goods with 

much trauell, & rhrifty ſparing;and refufing his demands, he praied him to imitate his fathers ex- 

ample who had begot him : and in a word hetold him, that he would deliver him no more then 

ten talents; 8 that for no'orher vſe,then to buy gifts ro preſent the king withall. Whereupon Hzr- 

canu waxing angry,cauſed Arionto be kept in prifon : All which his wife certified to Cleopatra,

When Prolomey heard theſe words, he began to ſmile, and wondred at the magnanimitie of 
the yong man. Arion perceiuing that the King held.himſelfe ſarisfied,and that he was like ro have 
no aſſiſtance ar his hands, deliuered H:rcanus the thouſand talents, and by this meancs was he ſer 
at libertie.Some threedaies after, Hircanns came and ſaluted hoth the King and-Queene;who en- 
tertained him graciouſly, and feafted him kindly, for the affection ſake which they bare vnto his 
father. He priuily enquiring among the marchants, bought one hundreth yorg lads well lexre- 
red,and in the lower of their age; paying a talent for euery one ; ,and the like number of virgins 
for ſo many talents.Being therefore inuited to a banquet by the King,with all the Princes and a= 
C ther Lords, he was placed beneath them all, becauſe that (by reaſon of his yong yecres) they 
that aſoned the places, according to euery mans dignitie, made ſinau account of him. ; Now 
when as all the gueſts, after they had eaten their meates, laid all their bones betore Hircanss, fo 
that the table was loaden round about him,a certain pleaſant fellow of the Kings called Trzphon;

5M pane 
a ſhew of diſcontent,in that he wanted power to offer ſuch a preſent, pretending that he had no thereſt,for 
more bur fine talents. All which theſe ſeruants preſently reported to their maſters : who were vhich here- 
very ioyfull therear, for the hope they had conceiued that 79ſeph ſhould be blamed, and woul; kk 
offend the King thorow the abtectnes of his preſent.

come,and they likewiſe that pretended to preſent the king moſt magnificently, offered no more - 

then twenty talents : Hircanns preſented the hundreth young Lads he had bought,to the King , - 

and the virgins vnto Cleopatra: for whom hee had paid. a talent by the powle. At this vnexpe- 

&ed magnificence of his gift,al men were amazed: but beſides this, he gaue gifts of diuers talents 

to the King and Queenes fauourites and ſeruants,and their attendants ; whereby hee warranted ' 

himſelfe from the danger that might fall ynto him by their meanes.For the brothers of Hircanus 

had written vnto them, to murther him. Prolomey was .highly delighted in the great magnifi- 

cence of this young man , and willed him to aske whatſocuer gift he beſt liked at his hands. But 

he required no other thing, bur that it would pleaſe the King to recommend him, by his letters , 

to his father and brethren. When as therefore the King had ſingularly honoured him, and had 
F' given him many bountifull rewards, he wrote vnto his father and his brethren,and all his gOuer- 

nours, and commiſſaries,and in that fort ſent him away. His brothers hearing newes how hee yircams tro: 

had in all rhings highly contented the King, andrhar hee returned with greatglory, they iffued thers aſhiling 

out to meete with him, with an intent to murther him, with their fathers knowledge.For he be- _ —_— 
ing diſpleaſed with him, by reaſon of his aboue named large expence, had no care to warrantize and diſcomb- 
him : yet concealed he his diſcontent for feare of the king.

Greekes, and negleting all the ordinances and cuſtomes of cuery countrey, they conformed 
themſelues to the behauiour and manners of other nations. CA170ch1zs haung all things in his 
kingdome,according to his hearts deſire,refolued to make warre in Egypt : deſiring to bee poſ- 

ſeſſed of the ſame, both for that he contemned Prolomezes ſonnes age (who were as yet weake) 

as alſo for that they were not as yet capable to manage their ſo mighty eſtates, Arriuing therfore 

neere to Peluſtum with a great power, he circumuented by a ſubtill policy the young Ptolomey 
Philometor,and ſubdued Egypt: for after he had beſieged Memphis and taken the ſame, he came 

to Alexandria, with an intent to beſtege the City , and to lay hold of the king who was therein. 

But he was driuen,not onely from Alexandria, but alſo our of all Egypt, by the ſommons that Amiochus 
was ſent him inthe name of the Romans,who commanded him to depart, and diſſodge his ar- enforced :

{ame,he was ſo overcome with couctouſhefſe, that hee brake and violated all conuentions and 
conditions. After therefore hee had ſpoiled the Temple, and carried away the veſlels dedicated 
vnto God,the golden candleſticke, the golden altar,the table of the ſhew-bread, the cenſers, and 
pulled downe the curtaines made of fine linnen and ſcarlet ; after hee had empried the treaſures 
that were hidden,and left nothing behind him of any valew : he drowned all the Iewes in grie- 
uous lamentations. For he inhibited and forbad them to offer their vſuall and daily ſacrifice vn- 
to God,according to the preſcript order of the law:and after he had ſpoiled the whole City, he 
ſlew a part ofthe inhabirants,and carried away the reſt of. them into captivity, with their wiues 
and children,to the number of ten thouſand, Furthermore, he burned the faireſt buildings of the 
City, andrafed the walles, and raiſed a fortreſſe'in the lower City.

tall glorie : prepare your courages therefore in ſuch fort, that to morrow morning you may bid c, 
your enemies battell. Thus ſpake 1udas to his armie, to encourage them. | | 
Whilſt thus he was intent abour the future barttell, cerraine tidings was brought him, that | ,, , 
F Gorgias was ſent with one thouſand horſemen,and fiue thouſand footmen,to the end that(vnder | © _ 
the condudt of ſome fugitiues, he might by night time, and when he leaſt ſuſpected him, ſer vpon 
him:Whereupon he decreed the very ſame night to breake into the enemies army,eſpecially for 
rhat he knew that their forces were diuided. Hauing therfore refreſhed both himſelfe & his army 
ſomewhat lively, aad left a number of fires in his campe, hee marchedall the night, and ſought 
out the enemic,who was at Emaus. Gorgz4s percciuing that the Tewes had forſaken their campe, 
ſuppoſed 


V | H x x Kings CA#tiochas heard theſe ridings, he was highly diſpleaſed at that which Antiochus | 
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eter ſuppoſed that they were retired for feare into the mountaines to hidethemſclues: For which cau- G 
worl4,z860 es trauailing onward, he determincd to ſearch diligently in what place they might be, Bur carly 
before Chriſts in the morning, Judas accompanied with three thouſand men(who were flenderly armcd by rea- 
P's ſon of their pouerty) ſhewed himſelfe ynto his enemies, who were at Emaus ; and after hee had 
ſurueyed and ſcene their warlike diſcipline, and mighty numbcr,and how ſouldier-like they were 
encamped,he exhorted his followers, telling them that it concerned them to fight, notwithſtan- 
ding they ſhould be naked : for although they were in that eſtate, yer God (who tooke pleaſure 
in the greatnes of their courage) had already giuen them the victorie againſt a number of armed 
ſouldiers : and ſuddainly hee commanded the trumpers to ſound, fo that ruſhing in vpon his ene- 
mies on the ſuddaine,he diſmaicd them,and diſcomftorted their hearts. And after hee had flaine 
diners of them who reſiſted,and pur all che reſt to flight, he purſued them as farre as Gadara and H 
Tudasoner. The Plaines of Idumza,of Azor, and of Iamnia. In this encountrie there died about ſome three 
commeth Ly= thouſand of the enemy. Notwithſtanding, 1adzs would not permit his ſouldiers as yer to take the 
may. bencfit of the ſpoile, becauſe they wereas yet to fight againſt Gorgias and his army;afſuring them, 
that as ſoone as they had valiantly executed the fame, it ſhould be lawfull for them to make their 
booty,withour feare,becauſethey ſhould haue no further enemies cither to feare or expe. 
Whilcſt he ſpake in this ſort vnto his ſouldiers, they that were with Gorgias dill coucring from 
the roppe ofa certaine hill, percetued that the armie that was left behind them, was pur to flight; 
and that thcir campe was on fire : for although they were farre off, yer did rhe ſmoake aſſure 
them of the ſame. When theſe men vnderſtood that the matter had fallen our in this ſort, and 
percciued Indzs and his fellowes in battell ray expected their comming, they fearcd, and be- 
rooke them to flight, When as therefore udas percemed that Gorgias troupes were diſcomfited, 
— + cony without ſtroke ſtriken, he went out to gather the pillage ; and aftcr he had gotten together great 
prey, © ſtorcofgold,filuer,ſcarler, and purple, he returned ro his dwelling place, with joy, praifing God 
rreonce fOrthcir happy ſucceſſe: for this victory didnota little aduantage them, rowards the attainement 
moreinuaderh Of their libertie. But Lyſias being confuſed at the diſcomfiture of thoſe whom he had ſent, aſſem- 
Judzaandlo- bled an other army of almoſt threeſcore thouſand choſen men,and fiue thouſand horſmen, to in- 
++ rag uade Iudza.Afﬀer he had therefore made his entry by the mountaines,he incamped in Berhſura, 
ſouldiers. a village of Iudza. . 
Indas hauing knowledge therof,came forth againſt him,accompanied with ten thouſand men; 
and diſcouering the number of his enemies far to exceed his (after he had beſought God by prai- K 
er that it would pleaſe him to fight with him) hee charged the vauntguard of the encmy with ſo 
oreat force,that he diſcomfited them,and flew about ſome five thouſand of them, leaning the reſt 
in great feare.Lyſias knowing the reſolution of the Iewes,and how they were preſt to die, except 
they might live in liberry;on the other {ide redoubting their defperations,morethen their forces, 
->obab-rnng he gathered rogerherthe reſt of his army, and returned backe to Antioch : where he ſojourned, 
hiring many forraine {ouldiers,to make a greater army and preparation to inuade Tewry withall. 
--- -#65-lony Afeer thar Aztiochus captaines had beene diſcomfitced ſo many times, Tnudas aſſembledthe people 
before Chrifte together,and tolde them , that after they had obtained ſo many victories thorow the mercy of 
Nativity.163. God,it behoued them to aſcend yp vnto Terufalem, and to purifie the temple that was defolated, 
and to offer thoſe ſacrifices ordained by the law. Aſcending therefore thither with a multitude of 
people, he found the templedeſerr, and the gates thereof burned, and grafſe growing within the 
ſame,thorow defolation. Being therefore confuſed with ſo pitious a ſpefacle,he began to weepe 
with althoſe that accompanied him: And hauing choſen out certen of his beſt ſouldicrs, he com- 
manded them to enforce the garriſons that were inthe fortreſſe ; whiles hee himſelfe purged the 
remple. Which command of his being exactly and reſolutcly fulfilled, he ſent for new veſſels, a 
candleſticke,a table,an altar of incenſe, all made of gold. Hee put alſo vailes or hangings to the 
doores,accuſtomed tro be ſpred abroad;and ſet gatcs tothe temple. And having throwne downe 
the altar of burnt offerings, which had bin prophaned by Artiochws, he builded anew of all ſorts 
of ſtones,neither hewen, nor hammered according to art. The fiue and twentith day of the mo- 
neth of Chaſleu(with vs September) there were lights ſer ypon the candlefticks, and perfumes 
TheTemple aid vpon the altar,and loaues impoſed vpon the table,and ſacrifices offred vpon the new altar. Al 
lefr deſolate which hapned the ſame day three yeeres wherein before time the ſacred Religion was changed

taine the kinzdome inhis behalfe, vntill hee comming vnto the yecres of diſcretion, were fit to Antiochus to 
manage it himſelfe. This done, Antiochns died, the hundred, fortte and ninth yeere of the king- — — ; 
dome of Syria. After that Lyſias had certified the people of the Kings death, he proclaimed his wn" 4

? ncere a Caſtle called Bubaſtis in the Plaine, where there is ſtore of all ſorts of ſtuffe for building

” is leuelled in thar place with the ground,and dedicated to no ſacred power, and that in the place 
” thereofit may be lawfull for me to erect and buiid a temple in honor of the higheſt God, accor-

” uation and proſperity both of you, your Queene,and children, and to the intent that thoſe Tewes

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A falem builded,according to Moſes lawes and ordinances, was the lawful Temple ; but the Sama-

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ritanes maintained that that which was builded on mount Garizim,was the true Temple. "They te cone 


therefore beſought the King that it would pleaſe him to fir in iudgement, with the afliſtance of 38 14. before 
his friends,to heare their allegations in this behalfe,and to condemne the partie vnto death, who ,%% 0 
ſhould be found faultie in his proceſſe. Now the aduocates which pleaded forthe Samaritanes, ASS 
were Sabbeus and Theodoſins: and Andronicus the ſonne of Meſſalam defended the cauſe of thoſe 

of Ieruſalem, and the other Iewes, And both of them ſwore both by God and the King, thar 

they would bring their prooues according to the law, beſceching Prolomey to adiudge him to 

death, whom he ſhould tinde to haue fallified his oath. The King thercfore fate downe with his 

friends, both to heare the cauſe, and determine vpon their differents, But the Tewes of Alexan- 

dria were ſore mooued and difpleaſed againſt them, that had drawne the preheminence of the 

Temple in Ierufalem into queſtion, and were highly diſcontent that a Temple ſo ancient and fa- 

mous, and ſo efteemed and honoured thorow the whole world, ſhould in ſuch ſort bee diſgra- 

ced. When as therefore the day of audience was come, Sabbers and Theodoſins ſuffered 11- 

dronicus to declaime firſt : who began to approoue the lawfulneſſe, holineſſe,and religion of the 

Temple in Terufalem out of the law ; and by the ſucceſſive gouernment of the high Prieſts.who 

from father to ſonne, and from hand to hand, had receiued this honour ; therein alleadgin;g that 

all the Kings of Aſia had honoured the Maieſtie of that place with preſents and rich oblations : 

whereas neither in record of men,nor courſe of antiquity, the Temple of Garizim hath beene in 

any eſtimation. By theſe and ſuch like words, Ardronicus perfwaded the King, thatthe Temple 

of Ieruſalem was builded according to the ordinance of Moſes, inuiting him to adiudge Sabbexs 

and T heodoſius to death. This may ſuffice as touching the differents of the Iewes of Alexandria, 

and'fuch things as befellthem during Pro/ommey Philometors tune, ”

ALEXANDER after D : uz TRI v s death honoured Toxaru an erat, 


Fr x « that Demetrius was ſlaine in fight (according as wee haue heretofore declared) Hediox Rug. 
Alexander was King of Syria,who wrote ro Ptolomey Philometor,requiring his daughter finus. chip. 5. 
in marriage, telling him that it was a matter anſwerable ro his dignitie, ro contract athini- je. 
tie with him ; firſt ſince he had obtained his fathers Empire by the fauour of God : and next for King of Syria 
that hce had ouercome Demetrius. Prolomey yeelding a willing care to theſe his demands, and — 
entertaining them with great pleaſure, wrote backe thar he was very glad that hee had recouered mcle drnghonr 
his fathers kingdome ; promiſing him to giue him his daughter in marriage; giuing him to vn- 
derſtand,that hee would meete him at Prolemais, and bring his daughter ynto him to that place, 

and there celebrate the nuptials. After hee had writren theſe letters, Prolomey made his ſpeedie 

repaire to Ptolemais, and led with him his daughter Cleopatra ; where meeting with Alexander 
(according to their appointment) he deliuered him his daughter, with ſuch a dowrie of gold and 

ſilver, as well beſeemed his kingly magnificence. Vnto the ſolemnizing of this marriage, Alex- 

ander by letters inuited the high Pricſt Tonathar, commanding him to repaire vnto him to Pto- 

lemais. Where,after hee was arriued,and had both preſented his ſcruice with other magnificent 

preſents to both the Kings ; hee was highly honoured by both, inſomuch as A/exarder conftraj- 

ned him to put off his ordinarie garments, and to put on a purple robe, and after thar to ſit vpors 

a royall throne ; commanding his Captaines to march before him thorowe the Citie , and to 
command by publike edict, that no man ſhould dare to ſpeake any thing againſt him ; neither 

offer him any cauſe of diſcontent in what ſort ſoeuer. All which the caprtaines performed; fo thar 

they,who purpoſely and malictouſly repaired thither to accuſe him, ſeeing the honour that was - 

done vnto him by this publication, fled away haſtily , for feare leaſt fome miſhap ſhould betall 

them. This king Alexander loued Tonathanſo intirely, that he afforded him the chicfeſt place 2- 


monegſt the number ofhis deereſt friends.

thority,without ſubmitting himſelfe ynto a King ; and that it was a great indignitic for him'in all 
mens cies, for that he had not inforced himſelfe to ſtoupe vnder the obedience of a King, For 
which cauſe (faid he) deceiue nor thy ſelfe, neither hope thou by ſculking in the mountaines, or 
depcnding on thy forces to continue thy greatnes; bur if thou truſteſt to chy power,come downe 
into the field, and encounter with meand my army in the Plaine, to the end that the iflue of the 
victorie may ſhew which of vs is moſt yaliant, Be not thou ſo ignorant that the noblcſt of every 
Citic beare armes vnder one, who haue alwaies ouercome thy predeceſſors. For which cauſe I 
Amancon6- Challenge thee to meete me in that place where we may vic our ſwords and no ſtones and whcre 
dentinbarel. rhe yanquiſhed ſhall haue no aduantage by his flight. 1onathan whetted by this bitter meſſage, 
choſe out ren thouſand of his beſt ſouldiers, and departed from Ierufalem accompanied with his 
brother $:m0n,amd came vnto Toppe,and encamped withour the Citie(becauſe the Citizens had 
ſhut che gates againit him)for they hada garriſon planted in thar place by Apol/oniz.But as ſoone 
as he addrefli:d himſelfe to batter the Citte, the inhabitants were afraide, for feare leaſt he ſhonld 
ſurpriſe the ſame by force,and for that cauſe they opened him the gates. Apolionius vnderſtanding 
thar Toppe was taken by 19nathan, he tooke three thouſand horſemen, and cight thouſand foote- 
men with him,and came into Azot,whencehedeparted,leading out his army with a ſober march, 
foote by foote ; and arriuing at Ioppe, hee retired backe to draw Tonathar into the field, aſſuring 
himſelfe vpon his horſemen,and grounding his hope of victorie ypon them, But 10»athan iſſuing 
out boldly,purſued Apolionirs as farre as Azot: who finding himſfelfe in the champaine field, tur- 
ned backe vpon him and charged him.1o»athan was in no ſort abaſhed to ſee the thouſand hprſe- 
Apollonius Men, that .Apolonme had laid in ambuth neere vnto a certaine ſtreame, to the ende they might K 
fighterh with charge the Iewes behind, bur diipoſed his army in ſuch ſort, that his ſouldiers on every fide tur- 
i ar ned their faces ypon the enemy ; commanding his men to defend themſclues on both fides, figh- 
© ting with thoſe that aſſailed rhem cither inthe vantguard or the rerewarde. This battell continu- 
ed yntill eucning, and 19zathaz had giuen his brother $:9202 a part of his forces, charging him to 
ſet ypon the enemies barrel : as for himſelfe, he drew himſelfe and his ſouldiers into a forme of a 
battalion reſembling a Tortuſe,to the end thar being couered with their bucklers,ioyned the one 
with the other, they might beare off the horſemens arrowes: to which all of them ſhewed them- 
ſelues obedient, The enemies horſemen ſhooting all their arrowes againſt them, did them no 
harme for they pierced noras farreas the fleſh, but lighting vpon the bucklers (encloſed and 
faſtned the one within the other) they were eaſily beaten backe and borne off, and fell downe 
becing ſhot all in vaine. But whenas the enemics were wearied with ſhooting from betimes in 
the morning vntill euening, and thar S207 perceived they could charge no further, hee ſet vpon 
them with his ſouldiers fo couragiouſly, that he put them all ro flighr. The horſemen of 4pollo- 
ins percciuing that the fooremen were diſarraid, grew heartleſle likewiſe, and wearicd alſo for 
that they had fought vnrill the evening : and hauing loſt rhe hope that they had in they foote- 
men, they tooke their flight in great diſorder, and confuſion : ſo that they brake their rankes of 
Tonathanpur- themſclues, and were ſcattered thorow all the Plaine.

At that time Pto/omey began to _—_ himſelte for beſtowing his daughter in marriage on A- for his wife, 

D [exander,and for refuſing Demetrizs to be his friend and confederate: fo that he bxake off the af- 

. finity thathe had with him ; and after he had withdrawen his daughter from him, hee preſently 
ſent Embaadours vnto Demetrins ro confirme a league of peace and affinity with him , promi. 
ſing hum to-beſtow his daughter vpon him in marriage, andto eſtabliſh him in his fathers king- 
dome. Demetrius very ioytull to heare of this Embaſlage, accepted both of the confederatiog 
and marriage. There onely remained one dithculty for Prolomey to ſurmount, which was how he 
might perſwade the Antiochians to admit Demerrizs, againlt whom they were ſo grieuouſly in- 
cenſed,for the indignities which his father Demetrius had offered them; bur this difficulty ouer- ' 
came heby this meanes that enſueth. The Antiochians hated'A/exander, becauſe of Ammonius 

E (as we haue expreſſed heretofore) and by that means were the more eaſily. drawne ro drive him 

out of the City. Hee perceiuing himſelfe ro bee thruſt out of Antioch, came into: Cllicia. 

Whereupon Pto/omey came vnto Antioch , and was both by the Cirizens and ſouldiers therein, 

proclaimed king,and was conſtrained to take two Diademes, the'one as King of Aſia, the other —_— b, 

as King of Agypt. He was a man ofa gentle and iuſt nature, nv waies ambirious ; but; ſuch a Antiochiavs 

oneasprudently did forecaſt whar was to enſue: ſtriving by all mcanes pofli-leto avoide the ha- #9 2cceprDe- 
tred and-iealouſie of the Romans.

cet ing fullofioy inthar heſaw his enemies fall.” This Alexander ſurnamed Bales, raigned for the 


ſpace of flue yecres,as we haue elſewhere declared. 

Demetrits ſarnamed Nicanor, hauing obtained the kingdome , began thorow his malice tg 
diſmember Ptolomezes army:forgetting both the confederacy and athnity that he had with him, 
by reaſon of Cleopatra his wife, who was Prolomezes daughter. But the men of warre hating his 
ingratitude,fled into Alexandria to warrantize themſelues from his wickedneſle ; notwithſtan- 
ding they left the Elephants in his power and poſſeſſion. 

-- Butthe high Prieſt /0zathan hauing aflembled anarmy of all the countrey of Iudza, began to 

_ beſiege the caſtle of Teruſalem,where there was a garriſon ofthe Macedonians, and a great num- 

berof wicked Apoſtates thar were fallen from the Iewiſh religion, who 1n the beginning ſer light 

by theengines that Jonathan had raiſed ro ſurpriſe the place, inthe ſtrength whereof they repo- 
 ſedtod much confidence : Bur in the end,ſome of theſe miſcreants breaking out by night, came 
Tonathan ap. VAtO Derretrins and certified him of the ſtege;who was ſore diſpleaſed therar,and raking a ſtrong 
peaſeth De= army with him,departed from Antioch to make warre vpon 10athan, Arſuch time as he came 
merrivs by tg Ptolemais, he wrote to 1o»athan and commanded him to come vnto him : notwithſtanding 
bigs gaue not ouer the ſiege, but tooke the Elders and the Prieſts with him, with golde and 
ſilaer,robes,and a great quantity of preſents to beare vnto Demetrims,and when he had deliuered 

them into his hands he appeaſed his wrath;and after he had receiued many honors at his hands, 

he obtained the confirmation of his prieſthood, inas ample manner, as hee enioyed ir during 

the time of his predeceſſours : And although the miſcreant Iewes accuſed him, yer did not De- 
metrins giue them any credit. Moreouer, Tonathan requiring , that for the whole countrey of 
Iewry,and fomthe three gouernments of Samaria, Toppe, and Galilec, hee might pay no more 

then three hundreth talents for tribute, he granted him a full exemprion,and wrote his letters pa- 

rents intheſe tearms: King Demetrius to Tonathan his brother,and to all the nation of the ewes : 

Peace and Ioy. We haue ſent you the copy of the letter, that we haue written to Laſthenes our 

"= WP father, to the end you may know the contents thereof, which is this. King Demetrizs to Laſthe- 
+ many nes his farher:Toy and Peace. Becauſe the people of the Iewes are our confederates,and obſerue 
Laſthenesin yr ordinances, my intent isto requite their good affeCtion;and to afſigne them the three gouern- 
| xg ments of Apherema,Lydda, and Ramatha, with their appurtenances, which haue beene taken 
priuiledges on from Samaria and annexed to Iudza. Secondly, we remit all that whichour predeceſſors Kings 
the lewes: receinedof them thar ſacrificed in Ieruſalem : and other tributes likewiſe, which were gathered

cn M ſouldiers; hiring only certaine ſtrangers ( who were muſtred out of Candy and other Iſles) 
harredoftbis yheteby it came to paſſe that his owne ſouldiers conceiuedan enute and hatred againſt him, in 
—_— by that he gaue them no wages ; whereas his predeceſſors maintained themas well mpeaceasin 
Sole x.M warre,to the'end thar they might be the more affectionate towards them; and that ifneed requi- 
time of peace. re to. employ thein, they mightſhew themſclues more ready and couragious to fight for them. 
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Certaine man called D7odotus,and by ſurname Tryphon(an Apamean by nation and Ge- Fg:

A nerall of Alexanders army)hearing what mutiny there was amongſt Demerrizes ſouldiers, i.Matbeb. 11, 
came to Malchws the Arabian, who had the bringing vp of Antiochus Alexanders ſonne, Diodompcak 
and wrought as much as in him lay that he would commur Art:ochz5 to his truſt, to the intent he DE 
might make him King,and eſtabliſh him in the ſoueraigne gouernment which appertained to his quirech Mal. 
father. And although vpon this firſt motion of his,he could hardly be drawne to beleeue it; yer OC 
not long after by the continuall inſtance of T7yphon he was perſwaded to condeſcend, and ſuffe- lexanders fon 
red himſelfe to bee drawne by his perſwaſions. See here what this man pretended at thar time. to his charge. 
Bur 1cnathan the high Prieſt,defiring thar they within the citadel of Icrutalem and thoſe wicked \2tanicn- 
and Apoſtate Iewes, and in generall all thoſe that were in the garriſons thorowout all the coun- fadours with 
trey,might bee diſplaced and diſmiſſed ; he ſent Embaſladors with rich preſents vato Demetriws, cis a 
beſceching him to caſhire thoſe that were in garriſon in the fortreſſes of Iudza : who nor onely requethim to 
promiſed him that demand,bur alſo matrers of farre greater moment, after that warre which hee c:thiereche 
had then in hand, were determined. For the preſentrroubles at thar time, gaue him no leiſure ro peo ine | 
performe the ſame : he therefore praid him tor the right of their friendſhip to ſend him ſome of i:tem ind the 
his forces,giuing him to vnderſtand,that his army was reuolted. Whereupon Jonathan choſe our fireefies 
three thouſand fighting men, and ſent them vnto him. But the Antiochians hated Demetrixs, Ou 
both becauſe of the iniuries they had endured vnder him, as alſo for the hatred they had concet- 
ucd againſt his father, who had in like manner done them much wrong ; ſo that they onely ex- 
pected and watched their opportunity, to expulſe him. Vnderſtanding therefore that the ſuc- 
cours that 7onathar ſent vnto Demetrizs were at hand;and forcſecing that in ſhorttime he would 
gather a great army,if they haſted not themſelues to preuent him bertime ; they betooke them to Therebellion 
their weapons, and beſetthe Kings Palace after the manner ofa ſiege, and guarded all the gares 27 Citi 
with an intent to lay hold on the King. Who ſeeing himſelfe roundly beſer by the armed multi- och,a-d the 
tude of the Antiochians, tooke thoſe hired ſouldiers (with thote whom 10nathan had fent him) revenge raken 
D nd charged them : but hee was forced to retire,and ouercomn by them,who were aſſembled in 27emey 
that place ro the number of many thouſands. For which cauſe the Iewes perceiuing tharthe ; 
Antiochians had the better hand, they mounted vpon the bartlements of the Palace, and from 
thence darted and ſhot againſt them, without any endomagement to themleclues (by reaſon of 
the diſtance and height of the place where they were) notwithſtanding they gauled the people 
orieuouſly, in ſo much as they droue them from the houſes neere adioining, which they incon- 
tinently ſet on fire, whereby the flame thereof was ſpred thorow the whole City ; ſo that the 
houſes that were cloſe builded the one by the other,and for the moſt part framed of wood, were 
burnt downe to the ground. The Antiochians perceiuing that they could not remedy the fire, 
nor extinguiſh the ſame,betook them to flight,and the Tews chaſing them from houfe to houſe , 
purſued them after an incredible manner. When the king perceiued that the Citizens of Anti- 
och ranne here and there to ſaue their wiues, and children, and for thar occafion had giuen ouer 
the battell, he ſet vpon them in a certen narrow ſtreighr, whereas'diners of chem were {laine, and 
all at 13ſt enforced to caſt downe their weapons , and to yeeld themſelues to Demetrius metcy , 
who pardoning them their rebellion, pacified that ſedirion. After this he rewards the Tewes with 
part of the pillage , thanking them as the onely authours of his victory. Whereupon hee ſent 
them backe to 1onathan,with no ſinall acknowledgement and teſtimony of their proweſle & vir- - 
tue, But afterwards he diſcouered his cuill nature towards him, and falſified his promiſes, mena- 
cing him to make warre vpon him except hee pa de him thoſetributes, which the pw of the 
Iewes ought, and were woont to pay vnto the Kings his anceſtors before time. And theſe de- 
ſeigns of his had he executed, had not Tryphon hindered him: for he was enforced to turne thoſe 
forces that he had prepared againſt 1onathan,to make warre ypon Tryphon: who returning from 
Arabia into Syria,with the yonger Antiochus(who at thattime was vnder yeers) hee ſet the dia- 
deme vpon his head. All the army likewiſe that had abandoned Demetrizs, for ſhorting them pemenics 
of their wages,came and followed him, and made open warre againſt their maſter, and vnder thruſtour of 
Antiochas and Tryphon fought with him and ouercame him, ſeizing both his Elephants, and the An49ch.

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4a Citic of Antioch . Whereupon Demetrizs beeing wholly diſcomtitcd, fled into Cilicia, But 
the worls, the yonger Antochns ſent Embaſladors and letrers to 1opathar, calling him his ally and fricnd, 
3820. before contirming the Prieſthood vnto him,and allotted him the foure gouernments annexed to Iudza, 
—_— and beſides theſe, hee gaue him veſſels of gold, a robe of purple, with permifſion to weare the

proc arcd his brother $707 Generall of his army,from the marches of Tyre as farre as Kgyprt. 1oza- 
and benefits than highly reioyced at theſe fauours of Aztzochns, and (ent Embatſadours both vnto him and 
re a Tryphon,proteſting that hee was their friendand ally,and that hee would fight on his fide againſt 
Annochus Demetrius,who neglecting thoſe benefits which he had receiued(notwithſtanding that in his ne- 
hands,off-cerh ceffity hee had beene ſuccoured by him) returned him cull for good, which he had ſo kindly ex- 
_ r-&2 tended towards him. | 
indeanours a= Burtaftcr that Artcoch1z had granted him leaneto levy a great army out of Syria and Phceni- 
gaint Deme- £52 ro fight againſt Demetrirs followers, he addreſſed himlclfe incontinently into the Cities, who 
et recciued him very magnificently;yer did they not atfoord him any men of war. Comming from 
thence vnto Aſcalon, the Citizens in honourable array came out to meete him with preſents, 
whom togither with the cities of Cceloſyria,hc exhortcd to forſake Dexerrizs part;and to follow 
* Antiochws , tothe end,that 1oyning themfclues with him, rhey might all of them combine their 
forces againſt Demetrius, and take vengeance of thoſe miſchiefes which they had oftentimes cn- 
dured by his meanes:and which if they prudently examined,they had many reaſonsto proſecute 
their reuenge. After he had per{waded rhele Cities ro enter into confederation againſt Demetr:- 
z5,he came to Gaza,to induce them likewiſe,and reconcile them to Aztiochus. But he found the 
Gazeans to be of a farre contrary diſpoſttion,thenthar which he expe&ed;for they flatly reſiſted 
him: and although they were intended to forſake Demetrins;yet would they nor toyne cheir for- 
ces,or ſubmit their Citic to his gouernment. For which cauſe 70zathan beſieged their Citie,and 
ſpoiled their coumtrey : for with the one halfe of his army hee begirt Gaza ; and with the otlier 
halfe he ouer-ranne the counttey,;ſpoilingand burning the ſame, The Gazeans ſecing the{c miſe- 
rics which they were conſtrained ro endure, and perceiuing that no ſuccours came vnto them 
from Demetrizs;but that their owne ouerthrow was at hand,and their aſſiſtance far off; ar« :h3 
' which was worſe,moſt vncertaine : they thought it to be the wiſeſt part for them to forſ3ks the 
one, and follow the other. Whereupon they ſent meſſengers vnto Tonathan, proteſting that they 
would bee borh his friends and contederates. For,men doe vnwillingly take knowledge of thor 


,, profie, before they haue bought it to their forrow ; and that which they neglected at firſt, and 


,» Was moſt expedient for them to performe betore they were afflicted, that do they carneſtly hunt x 


,, afrer, at ſuch time as they haue beene chaſticed. Vpon this ſubmiſhon of theirs, 10nathan recei- 

,, uedrhem into tauour, and tooke pledges of them, and ſent them to Ieruſalem , and from thence 
marched hce along the countrey as farre as Damaſco. And whercas a huge hoſt ſent by. Deme- 

:rizs, came out againſt him, as farre as the Citic Cedaſaneere vnto Tyre and Galilee, making 

their reckoning to diuert 10nathan from Syria,by ſuccouring and relicuing thoſe of Galilee, who 

were their confederates : 1onathan went out ſpeedily to meete with them, recommending the c- 

ſtate of Indzea to the charge of his brother $707, Whoaſſembling all the power that was poſ- 

$:0n fora. {IPIE £0 bee gathered thorowout all the countrey, encamped before Bethſura, a ſtrong fort in Tu- 
thans brother daea ; and beſieged it (for Demetrins beeing before time ſeized thereof, kept garriſon therein, as 
=_ before this we.haue declared.) When as therefore $7,202 raiſed his bulwarkes and fitted his en- 
waxed affraid,leaſt if hee ſhould take the towne by force, they ſhould loſe their liues. For which 

cauſe, they ſcnt an herauld vnto $7207, requeſting him that he would permit them to depart our 

of Bethſura with the ſafety of their lines and goods,and go vnto Demetrius: who ſatisfying their 
demands,they preſently departed out of the Citie,and hee planted a garriſon therein of his owne 

men, in place of the Macedonians. In the meane while 19vathan , who was in Galilee, cauſed 

his army to diſlodge from a place called the waters of Genezareth , where hee was encamped, 

and marched rowards the plaine of Azort,without any ſuſpicion that his enemies had bin planted 
thereabours : When 25 tlicrefore Demetrrizs ſouldiers had intelligence the day before that 70x4- 


than ſnould march forward againſt them,they laid an ambuſh for him,which they placed necre M 


the mountaine,preparing tie reſt of their forces to bid him battell in the Plaine. As ſoone as 70- 
nathan pecceined tier preparation to the bartell, hee arraunged his army as conueniently as was 
poſlible ; but when they thatlay in ambuſh aroſc,and charged the Iewes vpon thei: backes,they 
tearing to be incloſed, and conſequently eaſily flaine, began to flie ; ſorhat all of them abando-

gines to aſſault the Citie, and employed all his ſtudy to ſurpriſe the ſame,they that were befieged L 
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A ned onathan,except ſome few to the number of fiftie atthe vttermoſt , and Martha the ſon of Oct 7 
Abſalom and Tudas the ſonne of Chapſeus,the chieftains ofthe army;who boldly entred;and like world,z920. 
deſperate men charged the enemy in the vantgard with ſuch fury, thatthey made them amazed #cfore Griſts 
at their valour and force of handy blowes compelled them to truſt ro their heeles. Which when YL21 
they that fled from 1onathan perceiued, they rallied them(elues and began ro purſue them as far lonathan pur. 
as Cedaſa,where the encmies were encamped. hte ns 

Now when 7onathan had obtained this famous victory , wherein there dyed about ſome t flighe. 
two thouſand of the-enemy, hee returned to Terufalem , and ſeeing that by Gods prouidence all 
things fell our according as he himſelfe defired) hee ſent Embaſladours vato Rome, purpoſely 
to renew the ancient league that was made berwixt them, and the people of the Iewes : com- 

B manding his Embafladours vpon their returne from Rome, to tranſport themſclues to Sparta, | 
and renue their common friendſhip and acquaintance alſo inthar place. As ſoone as they were Jonahante- 
cometo Rome,and had preſented rhemſelues before the Senare, they declared how they were friendflup and 
ſent from the high Prieſt opvathar,who required the renouation of their alliance. Whereupon contederacie 
the Senate granted all that which they had demanded as touching the amity of the Iewes , an wan 
gaue them their letters of recommendarion to beare vnto all the Kings of Aſia and Europe, and cedemonians, 
to the gouernours of all the Cities, commanding them to grant them free paſſage to rerurnein- 
to their countrey. And in their returne they paſſed by the Lacedemonians, and preſcnted thoſe 

[letters which 7oathan had written vnto them,the copy wherof contained matters to this effect, 
Tonathan the high Prieſt of the Nation of the Iewes , and all the communalty of the Tewes , To the ee te 
Ephores,Senate and people of Sparta : Health, Tf you be in health , and both your particular and world.

The Sadduces auow that there-1sno deſtt- 
ny ; and that humane affaires, in that deſtiny is not, catnot be gouerned and diſpoſed thereby : 

their onely opinion is, that all things depend vpon our. owne diſpoſition ; ſo as in reſpect of our |

ſaw that nothing would fall out to their good , without the practiſe of ſubtill meanes to entra 
their enemies : and ſuppoſing themſclues not to be of ſufficient ſtrength to bid 1onathan bartell 
in the plaine field ; they therefore refolued to flic, and leaue great fires through all their campe, 
to the end their enemies might thinke they were afleepe : and fo they difcamped by night.

_ and loppe intended to ſurrender the Citie to Demetrius forces. When Simonand Tonathan had in 
ey of - this ſorr diſpoſed all things, they cameto Ieruſalem,and afſembled the people rogither in the tem- 
Ieuſalemand ple, and'perſwaded them to fortifie the walles of the Citje;and to ſtrengthen the incloſure of the 
> temple that was ruinated,aduiſing them to fortifie the ſame with ſtrong rowers:and beſides this, 
he cauſedanother wall to be builded in the middeſt of the Citie, to warrantize the ſame againſt 
the garriſons of the Cirtadel.to the intent that by that meanes they might cur off and ſtop yp the 
paſſages to victuall the fort. He aduiſed them likewiſe, to build farre ſtronger fortreſſes thorow 
out the countrey, then thoſe that were already finiſhed. Now when as the people had allowed 
of this his good aduice, nathan gaue order as touching all thoſe things that concerned the 
building within the Citie , and ſet his brother $70» abour the fortreſſes in the countrey. But 
Demetrius paſſing the river, came into Meſopotamia , intending at one time to take poſſeſſion 
both ofir and the Citie of Babylon, thar being ſeized thereof, he might the better prouide for 
Demetrius all the occurrences-of his kingdome. For the Greekes and Macedonians, who inhabited that 
maketh WIE Countrey, had ſolicited him by often Embaſſadoursto come vntothem, promiſing him to ſub- 
es: fihe ſeribeto his authoritie,andto warre with him againſt .Lrſaces King of the Parthians.He puffed 
Parthians, yy withthoſe hopes, marched towards them with great ſpeed,reſoluing with himſelfe, thar after I.

# phon , and cafily driue him out of the kingdome of Syria. Being therefore entertained by

But he knowing that Io- before Chrifts 
zathan came thither with ſo much ſtrength, wrought him by preſents and counterfeit curtelies , PIet43* 
commanding his Captaines to obey {onathan, thinking by thar meancs to perſwade him that he 

intirely and truely loued him,and to extinguiſh his ſuſpicion, to the intent he might lay hold and 

intrap him,at ſuch time as he had leaſt ſuſpicion of him. He counſelled him to difmifte his army 

likewiſe, becauſe hauing cut off all occaſion of warre,hee had no reaſon to retaine them, for that 

there was no ſuſpicion of alteration. After this he inuited 1oathanto come to Prolemais.and to 

bring with him ſome few of his ſouldiers, ſignifying vnto him that hee would deliuer the Citie 


B into his hands, and reſigne all the fortreſſes that were in the countrey to his poſſeſſion ; vrging

further, that he came into that countrey to no other end, but ta performe it. 1o»athan ſuſpecting

About this very inſtant ikewiſe,the affaires of the Tewes proſperednot onely in Teruſalem and 

Tudza,but alſo amongſt the inhabitants of Alexanaria ; and finally in Egypt and Cyprus. For 

Chelciaz and Queene Cleopatra rebelling againſt her ſonne Prolomey Lathyrus, appointed Chelcias and Anani- 
Rnenles 1 4 the ſonnes of that 9#125, who had builded the temple in Heliopolis (according tothe patterne 
o>arras army. Of that in Teruſalem)her chicftaines, And hauing committed her army vnto their hands, fhee 
Sraboof Cap acted nothing without their adutce,according as $1rabothe Cappadocian witneſſeth, ſpeaking

haue heretofore intreated) which ſect was ſo great in credit with the common people,that when 
they depolcd any thing,were it againſt the king or the high Prieſt,they were preſently belecued. 

Hircans had beene one of their diſciples, and was in like fort very much beloued of them. Hee 

therefore inuited them to a feaſt,and entertained them with all humanitie : and ſecing that they 

were ſet ypona merry pin, he began to tell them that they knew his minde, how that he defired 

nothing more then to be iuſt, and ro ſquare all his actions according to Gods will and direction,

This bloud ſo vomited by hin, it fortuned (in mine opinion) by the diuine prouidence of 
God, that a certaine ſeruant of his bearing it from his preſence, by ſome trip of his foote hapned 
to ſtumble,and ſhed the ſame in that very place, which had beene ſoiled with the bloud of flaugh- 
tered £4ntigonmm. By which meanes they thar beheld rhe ſame, raiſed a great cric, exclaiming 
The Ls oe that the Page had ſhed the bloud in a conuemient place. Ariſtobulus hearing this out-cry deman- 
conſcience. ded the cauſe thereof;and for that no man addreſſed himſelte to ſarisfie him, he was the more ear- K 
neſt to know it (according to the nature of men,who are alwaies more ſuſpicious and defirous to 
know thoſe things,which are moſt concealed.) Finally, from words he fell ro menaccs, and nc- 
ver a man for feare of him durſt tell him the truth. Whereupon hee altogether diſmayed and af- 
frighted in his confcicnce, caſting forth abundant teares,and loaden with grievous ſighes, began 
ro cry out in this manner : How then?

aucrhem ſome ſuccours,by reaſon that(fince theſe two kings were whetted with inteſtinetrou- 
bles and warres)he caſt how to aduance himſelfe to the crowne and ſoucraigntie. For theſe two 
kings ſeemed to neglect their owne dangers, reſembling hereinthoſe wraſtlers, who though be- 

D ing wearied with fight, yet are aſhamed to ſubmit vnto their aduerſary, bur giue themſelves a 
breathing time, that they may the better be heartned to encounter. The onely hopes they had 
were in the kings of Egypt and in Prolomey Lathyrius, who heldthe Ifle of Cyprus at thar time 
(whether he retired himſelfe after he had been driuen our of his kingdome by Cleopatra his mo- 
ther.) To him theProlemaidans ſent Embaſladours as vnto their allie, requiring him to come 

anddeliuer them from Alexanders hands,into which they were in danger to fall. Theſe Embaſ: 
ſadours perſwaded him, that if he would paſſe into Syria, he ſhould hane both Fo2l5 to friend , 
and thoſe of Gaza to his followers,in thereſcue of the Ptolemaidans : and moreouer, they afſu- 
red him that the Sidonians and diuers others would ſecond him : and by this meanes ſo encou- 
raged him with promiſes, that he haſted himſelfe to ſet faile. 

E Butinthe meane ſpace Demencts (who was both eloquent .and in great authority with the 
Citizens)made the Ptolemaidans change their reſolution, telling them that it was much betrer 
forthem to hazard themſelues in ſome vncertaine danger, wherewith the Tewes threatned them, 
then to deliuer themſelues into the hands of ſuch a maſter , from whom they could expect no- 
thing but manifeſt ſeruityde. And moreouer,not onely to ſuſtaine a preſent warre;but that which 
is morc,an imminent warre from Egypt : for that Clcopatra would not permit that Prolomey 
ſhould Jeuy an army of rhe neighbouring Nations, but would come againſt them with a great 
power, and would enforce her ſelfe alſo ro thruſt her ſonne out of Cyprus. Andas for Prolomey 
ifhe were fruſtrate ofhis hope, yet mighr he notwithſtanding once more returne againe to Cy- 
prus ; whereas they were to expect no lefle but extreame danger. Now although that Prol/omey 

E being at ſea, vnderſtood how the Ptolemaidans had changed their opinion, yer continued he his 
courſe onward, and landing inthe port of Sicamine, he cauſed his army (who were of foot ayd Zoilus & the 
horſe to the number of thirty thouſand men)to take land, and with them he approached Ptole- — 
mais ; and perceiuing that ypon his encamping,they ofthe City admitted not his embaſladors, gaioft the 
neither in any ſort gaue eare vnto them, he was wondrouſly perplexed.

machi,or the encamped right oucr againſt the enemy. He had in his vantgard eight thouſand men , whom 
parriors*y he called Combatrants by the hundreths : who carried brazen bucklers. Prolomies foreward 
* alſo had bucklers after the ſame faſhion : who perceiuing themſclues to bee inferiours in other 
points, deterred the charge, and were lothto hazard battell:, Bur Ph:loitephanus the campe-ma- 
ſter did not a little encourage them : Forhe cauſed them to paſſe the floud, hard by which they 
were encamped, neither would he hinder Alexander from paſſing the fame, making his account, 
that if the enemies had the riuer hn their backes, hee ſhould bee the more aſſured of them , thar 
they ſhould not warrantize themſelues from the fight. In the beginning of the skirmiſh,cach one 
of them fought,with anſwerable valour ; fo that a great number of them fell on both ſides. But 
Meanders 7 pilottephanz yercciuing that Alcxanders army had the better, he tooke a part of his followers, 
EXAanacrs . . . 
ouerthrow. and ſpeedily ſeconded thoſe who were ready to retire themſelues. The wing of the Tewes vant- 
oyard that ſaw themſclues freſhly charged,and nor ſuccoured by any means, began to flie;and fo 
farre were thoſe that marched next them, from yeelding them afliſtance,that contrariwiſe all of 
them became partners in one ſhametull light. But they of Ptolomies ſide behaned themſelues 
farre otherwiſe: for they purſued and flew them,and after they had wholly difarraied them, they 
charged them ſo hotly , that they blunted their weapons, and wearied their armes with kil- 
ling them. Ir is reported that thirty thouſand men were ſlaine inthe battell (Timagercs ſaith, 
Prolomeyto fiftic thouſand)as for the reſt, ſome of them were taken priſoners, and otherſome fled vnto their 
nor houſes. After that Pro/omey had obrained this victory , hee ouerranneand ſpoyled the whole 
the Tewes =Countrcy,and in the cuening he quartered himſelfe in certaine villages of Indza, which he found 
withmore full of women and children,and commanded his ſouldicrs withour reſpec of perſon, to cut their 
di. throats,and to chop them into peeces; and afterwards to caſt the morſels into a boyling caul- 
erstoexe dron;and when they were well ſodto cate the ſame : All which he acted,to the intent that they 
mans fic. that were fled from the battell, and retired to their owne habitations,ſhould know that their enc- 
mics would eate mens fleſh ; that by this meanes they might redoubt them the more when they 
ſhould behold them.

Cleopatra Burt Cleopatraperceiuing how her ſonne proſpered, and how hee had ſpoiled Tewry without 
a _ any preiudice, and ſubiccted the city of Gazato his command : ſhee concluded with her ſelfe, 
ber ſonne, that ſhe ought not to ſuffer him to increaſe after that manner, conſidering it was vpon the bor- 
| ders of Egypt,whoſe ſoueraignty he affected. For which cauſe, ſhe ſodainly marched our againſt 
him,with an army both by ſea and land; committing the command of her whole forces to Chel- 
cias and Ananias,both Tewes ; and ſent the greater part of her riches into the Ile of Coos , with 
her nephewes,and her teſtament,to be reſerued and kept there in ſafety.

winter at Gaza, Meane while Cleopatra beſieged and rooke the Citic of Ptolemais,whither A- #gype.

B had beene ſo vntowardly handled by Pro/omey,hauing now no other recourſe lefthim burto her hen bs Cle 
fauour and afliſtance.

And as long as the night laſted, the Gazeans had the vpper hand, becauſe that they made their tees. 
enemies belicue that Pro/omey was cometo their reſcue, and to aſſault the Tewes afreſh : bur as 
ſoone as the day appeared,and this opinion was found falle,as ſoone as the Tewes wereafſured of 
the truth, they turned backe vpon them, and charging the Gazeans, they ſlew about ſome one 
thouſand fighting men of them.

The people were well affected towards Alexandra, becauſe ſhe had 
C manifeſtly exprefled how greatly ſhe miſliked her husbands miſgouernmenr. 

Shee appointed Hircarms high Prieſt (both in regard of his age, as alſo for that by nature hee yz... 
was compoſed to peace and quiet) and committed all things to the diſpoſition of the Phariſees, high Pnef, 
commanding the people to obey and ſerue them. Shee alſo renuedand confirmed that which 
Hircanns had difannulled, and the Phariſees(according to the cuſtomes of their forefathers)had 
introduced ; ſo that ſhe bare the name,and the Phariſees the authoritie royall. For they reſtored 
ſuch as were baniſhed, to thetr eſtates, and delivered priſoners ; and in all things they demeaned Te FOwiig 
themſelues like great Lords, Alexandra allo for her part vndertooke the care of the common- enki 
weale, and kept a great number of ſouldiers in pay, and increaſed her power in ſuch ſort, har the ration of the 
Tyrants round abour her feared her, and deliueted the hoſtages and pledges of peace.

For making more account of the — 
preſent then future occurrences, and neglecting all other things in reſpect of thoſe which are re- ns, = 
quiſire in a moderated gouernment, ſhee neuer ypon any inſtigation whatſocuer peruerted iu- 

ſtice; notwithſtanding her family fell into ſuch inconueniences,that the ſame ſoueraignty, which 

ſhee had obrained by diuers dangers and trauels , was nor long after that ruined and loſt for & 

her ſcarce effeminate deſires. For ſhee gaue care vnto thoſe, who were ill affefted towards her 
poſteritie,and left the kingdome deſtitute of ſuch as were fit to gouerne: ſo that the gouernment Alexandras 
which ſhe enioyed during her life time, was after her death diſtracted with infinite troubles, and family —_ 
calamities, wherewith her family was repleniſhed. And notwithſtanding her regiment after this Tb =ouie- 
manner, yet during her life time ſhe kept the kingdome in peace. And thus died Alexandra

When as therefore Hircanms had taken ypon him the high Prieſthood , in the third yecre of 
Anſtobulus the hundreth ſeuentic and ſeuenth Olympiade,and in the yeere that 2.Hortenſius and 9.Metel. 
and Bereans /us (called the Cretenfian) were conſuls at Rome : 4riſtob»lns ſodainly vndertooke the warre 
kingdome. againſt Hzrcanus, and fought with him neere ynto Tericho : where a great number of Hircanus 
followers ſubmitted themſclues of their owne accord to Ar/#obaulus, Thorow which accident K 
Hircanus was inforced to fly to the fortrefle ofthe higher Ciry,wherein Alexandra CAriftobulus 
morher had impriſoned both his wife and children (as before this is ſpecified.) The reſt of the 
faction for feare of his brother who had gotten the victory,retired themſelues within the enclo- 
ſure ofthe Temple, where they were belteged and taken. After this,a peace was cntreated of be-

the kingdome vniuſtly in his hands, and to di{poſleſle his elder brother H:rcanus, ro whom by _ xr 
right of inheritance it appertained, Hee likewiſe accoſtcd and ſoynded Hircanw ordinarily with 
theſe words ; telling him that he liued in danger of his life, and would doubtlefſe bee overtaken 

B except hee ſought his owne ſecurity, and fled his imminent perill : alleadging, that ©Ari#obnlus 
friends would neuer ceaſe to conſult how they might ſhorten his life, to the end that hee mighr 
live in more ſecuritie. To theſe inſtigations of his, Hrcaxxs gaue ſmall credit(for that ofhis owne 
nature he was curteous, and could nor cafily be induced or ſeduced by detractions) but this neg- 
ligence and careleſnefſe in him, was the cauſe that hee was accounted a filly and abic& man. On 
the contrary ſide, £AriFobulus was of a different and more heroicke nature,being more actiue in 
performance,and carefull prevention. 

Now although Antipater ſaw that Hircanms made {mall account of his inſtigations ; yet ceaſed 
he notdaily to inuent and propoſe new ſurmiſes and accuſations, vrging £Ari#obulus hatred and 
pradtiſe to murther him : and ſo much preuailed heeby his importunirie, that ar laſt hee perſwa- 

© ded him to flie to Aretas king of Arabia,promiſing him that in ſo doing,he would giue him both 
aide and affiſtance. Hrcanus hauing debated vpon theſe concluſions, ar laſt thought go00d to flic 
to Mretas (for that he knew that Arabia confined vpon Iewry.) Whcereupon he firſt of all ſent 
Antipater to Aretas, to take aſſurance of him that hee ſhould not betray him into his enemies 
hands,if ſo be he ſhould ſubmit himſelfe vnto him,and require his aſſiſtance, When as therefore FSA

on him by a neccſſitie, for feare it ſhould be tranſported to others : in effect, he proteſted that he "I 
challenged no other title;then that which his father Alexander had had. He brought in alſo for 
his witneſles ccrten arrogant yong men,who were hated for their pompe,purple robcs,thcir cu- 
riofity in painting and curling their haire, and bard horſe, and other braueries which they preſen- 
red,nort like men that intended to expect judgement , but as if their pretence had beene ro make 
ſhew of their pompe. After that Pompey had heard them, he condemned Ariſtovulns violence, 
but for that time he diſmiſſed them [after ſome fauourable and gracious conference) promiſing 
them that he would come into their country,and determine their differents,after he had ſeenthe 
region of the Nabatheans: commanding them in the meane while to luc in peace.

And that this may ſceme to be no fable, or praiſe of their difſembled deuotion, but the 

exact and perfect truth,all thoſe that write the Hiſtories concerning Pompey and his ats,doe wit- 

neſſe no leſſe : amongſt the number of which,are S:rabo, Nicholas, and T itus Livizs the Romane 

Hiſtoriographer the moſt famous among the reſt. The greateſt of thoſe towers was battered by 

theſe engins,and fell, bearing a great pane of the wall to the earth with it, which was the cauſe thar 

the enemies in multitudes brake in by the breach. The firſt that aſcended the wall, was Cornelins 

Fan#tus the ſonne of Sy1a,with his ſouldiers. After him mounted the Centurion F#rins,accom- 

panicd with thoſe that followed him, on the other fide : and thorow the midft of the breach,did 

the Centurion Fab2ss enter with a ſtrong ſquadron. The whole circuit was filled with murthers; 

and ſome of the ewes died by the Romanes ſwords ; other ſome ſlew one another ; the reſt caſt 

themſclues downe headlong from the ſteepie places : many likewile ſet fire on their houſes, and 

conſumed themſelues therein, for feare they ſhould behold the executions thar were performed _ 

by their enemies.

_ Gabinins therefore came forth againſt him,hauing ſent before him Marcus Antonius accompani- 
ed with other Chiefetaines of warre, who armed the Romans of their traine, and the Iewes that 
were vndertheir obedience, whoſe Captaines were Pitholaus and Malichus, They tooke alſo 
thoſe allies whom ©1»tipater had hired,and in this equipage came they to make headagainſt A- 
lexander, Gabinins alſo ſeconded them with his troupes. Hereupon Alexander drew more neere 
with his army towards Icrufalem, where waging bartell with the Romans, hee loſt about three I 
thouſand of his followers, and the like number ofhis men were led away priſoners. After this 
Gabinius repaired ro Alexandrion,and inuited thoſe that held the ſame to depart, promiſing them, 
pardon for the rebellion they had begunne. And where as many of his enemies had encamped 
themſelues before the Forr,the Romans charged them : in which conflict Marcus Antonins was 
adiudged to haue behaued himſelfe very valiantly,in that he ſlew diuers of his enemies.

Neither is it 
credible likewiſe, thar the Tewes remaining in Alexandria ſhould doe it, for that they feared nor 
to fall into danger thorow this warre of Mzthridates.The ſame Strabo alfo ſaith in another place, 
thatar ſuch time as Sy/ paſſed thorow Greece to make warre againſt Mirhridates and Lucullus, 
he ſent men to Cyrene, which was troubled by reaſon of the mutinies of our nation, wherewith 
< the whole world was filled, and faith thus : There were foure ſorts of people inthe Citie of the

_ that which was worſe,to leaue their friends in bondage,withour any hope of comfort or redreſſe 
Herodcom. Burt Herod maſtered theſe misfortunes by his inuincible courage , and forthat hee was a'con- 
forreth kis ſtant man in all fortunes, he exhorted euery one of them whom he mer in the way to be of good 
—_ courage; and not abandon themſelues to-immeaſurable ſorrow”, for that by ſuch meanes they 
'»"* might hinder his retreat, on which their ſole and ſecureſt conſeruation depended : whereupon 
they for their parts indeuoured themſclues to digeſt their griefes, according to Herods cxhorta- 
tion. Meane while he hardly refrained from laying violent hands on himſelte, by reafon of the 
Herod ſeeing Chariot wherein his mother rode, which overturned and had almoſt {ſaine her; yeaſo much did 
his mothers . this caſualtie terrific him (for feareleaſt the enemie in purſuit ſhould ſurpriſe him during theſe 
charrior ouer- 4.1aies) as that he drew and prepared his ford to kill himſelfe, had not ſome aſſiſtants and fol- K 
dy ro murther lowers ſtept in to him and ſtayed the ſtroke, beſeeching him inſtantly nor to forſake them 8 leaue 
humlelte. them ſubiect ro the enemies violence : aſſuring him that it was not the part of a valiant manto 
reſpe& his owne private intereſt,and negle© his friends perill. By theſe perſwaſions he was in- 
duced to hold his hands, both by reaſon of the apprehenſion of theſe words, which were ſpoken 
vnto him, as alſo for that he was overruled by the multitude of thoſe, who would not permit his 
hand to execute his will : ſo that taking vp his mother,and doing her all the ſeruice that the time 
permitted, he followed on his way,and with the ſpeedieſt and neereſt meanes he could, he retired 
 towardthe Caſtle of Maſſada ; where in the way, he oftentimes faught againſt the Parthians 
on that charged and purſted him, and returned alwaies with vidtorie from them. The Iewes alfo 
M-fada 152 were not in peace with him during this his flight; for ſcarcely had he trauelled fixtie ſtounds out I, 
fled bythe ofthe Citie, but thar they aſſailed him in the high way : but hee put them to Alight and obtai-

(whither he pretended to flie)was too little to hold all the people: for which cauſe he ſent away

ſelues quict.Buta certaine ſouldier,hauing girt his ſword by his {ide,and taken hold of the chaine MWg * 
with both his hands wherecto the coffer was faſtened, {lid downe as far as the entry of the caue : 
- andbeing diſpleaſed that no one iſſued our, he ſhot divers arrowes at thoſe that were within,and 

wounded them ; and after that, with his hooke hee drew thoſe vnto him who reſiſted him, and 
tumbled them downe headlong from the ſteepy rocke : which done, he ruſhed in vpon thofe 
that were within the caue, and {ſlew many of them, and afterwards returned and reſted himſelfe 
in his coffer. Diuers hearing the grones of thoſe that were wounded, were ſurpriſed with feare 
and deſpaire of their lite: but the nights approach was the cauſe thar the matter was not fully at- 

C chicued, and many of them (recetuing notice of the Kings free pardon by a herauld) ſubmitted 
themſelues. The next day they renued and continued the ſame manner of fight, and divers ifſu- 
ed out of their coffers to fight vpon the outward entrances of the caues, into which they caſt 
fire, which (for that there was great quantity of wood in the caues) did quickly burne. Within A certaine old 
theſe caues there was a certaine old man apprehended, with his wife and ſeuen ſonnes : who. be- man killerh 
ing required by them that hee would ſuffer them to goe and ſumit themſclues to their enemies, 5 vie and 
tooke vp the entry of the cauc, and as his ſonnes aduanced themlclues to ifſue our, he flew them, ſonnes,and ar

caſt their dead bodies downe the rockes, he threw himſelfe downe headlong atter them, prefer- long fromthe 
ring dearh before ſeruitude, Yet before his death, he Feuiled Herod in bitter words, and vpbrai- rocke. 
. Dded him of his obſcuritic and ignoble race : and although Herod (who ſaw all that which had 
happened) ſtretched out his hand vnto him and promiſed him pardon; yer would he not rc{pec&t 
him ; and by this meanes were all theſe caues entered, and the rheeuestherein taken. 
Now when the King had cftabliſhed Pro/omrey capraine ouer the ſouldiers in that region , hee ,,,..1 ...._ 
retired himſelfe into Samaria,with ſixe hundreth horſemen. and three thouſand footmen, with a cechroward 


reſolution to fight with Azrig0nms,and to end their quarrell. But Prolomey had but very lender Samaria to 


ſucceſle in his gouernment : for they that before time had troubled the countrey of Galilee falli- p xrfonnd 
ed out vpon him, and ouerthrew him. After which execution they fled into the Mariſhes and 
vnacceſſible places, where they robbed and ſpoiled all the countrey. Bur Herod returning and 
ſetting vpon them puniſhed them : for he ſl:w ſome of them, and the reſt were conſtrained to 
E flic into ſtrong places, wherc he beſieging them and entring their fortreſſes perforce, flew the Herodpuniſh- 
men,and deſtroicd their fortifications : and hauing brought this rebellion to an end, he condem- the I 
ned the Citics to pay him the ſumme of one hundreth talents. Meane while, Pacors was ſſaine Vencidins o- 
in warre, and the Parthians were diſcomfited with him ; which was the cauſe that Yertidins fent vercommerh

_ Ne” and inſtant intreatiesof Macheras, he was ſomewhat appealed : ſd that heleft his brother 19ſeph 
A. behinde him,with an army; charging him no way to hazzard his fortune,or to fall at oddes with 
Heiod Pal Macheras. AS for himſelte hee haſted roward Anthony, who at that time beſieged Samoſata (a 
nius arthe _ Citie ſituate neere ynto Euphrates) hauing with him an armie of his aſſociates both horſemen, 
hiegeof 51 and footmen. When Herod was arriued in Antioch, he found diuers men aſſembled there, who 
the way kil- WCre defirous to gocand ſecke out Anthony: but they durlt nor ſer forward on the way, for feare 
lech many leaſt certaine Barbarians ſhould ſet ypon them,and kill them in their journey: theſe did Herod af. 
Barbarians, {yre,and offered himſelfe to be their guide yponthe way. Now when they came to their ſecond 
baite, ſome two daies iourney off of Samoſara, the Barbarians laid an ambuſh for them, and had 4 
barred vp the way with hurdles, and had likewiſc hidden certaine horſemen thereabouts , who 
ſhould lie in'couert vnrill ſuch time as the paſſengers had recouered the Plaine. Now when the 
foremoſt were paſt, the ambuſh conſiſting of about ſome fiue hundreth horſemen; ſodainly char- 
ged Herod who was in his rereward;when as therefore they had broken the former ranks whom 
they had met, Herod with his troupe that was about him incontinently repulſed them ; and after - 
he had encouraged his followers and wherted them on to the fight, hee wrought ſo much, thar 
he made thoſe that fled to turne their faces, and to fight; ſo that the Barbarians were pur to the 
ſword on all ſides. The King alſo purſued them ſo long , varill at laſt hee recoucred that which 
- had beenetaken by them, which was a certaine number of ſumpter horſes and ſlaues. But being 
charged afreſh by others,and they in greater number then thoſe who encountred him ar firſt, he I 
likewiſe (rallying his forces together) charged and ouercame them ; and killing diuers of them, 
he ſecured the way to thoſe that followed after , who all of them acknowledged him for their 
preſeruer and hide, ; 
Herodwas WHEN hee drew neere vnto Samoſata ; Anthony ſent out his armie in goodly array to mecte 
bonourably and honour him, and withall to ſuccour him, in that he had heard that the Barbarians had aſſai- 
enerrained Jeq him, As ſooneas he came to Anthories preſence, he entertained him kindly ; and after hee 
on had heard that which had befallen him in the way, he embraced him in admiration of his vertue, 
and did him great honor, as to him whom alittle before he had raiſed to a royall dignitie. Not 
AA>, long after this, Antiochus ſurrendred the fort of Samoſata to _Unthony, and vpon this occaſion 
wht the warre was ended. Whereupon Anthony committed the prouince with the armie to Soſius :

Pappu drew neere to Mache- ,oumus 
74 the Romane Captaine:andas touching Herod hetooke fiue cities by force,and put ſome two ſendeth Pap- 
thouſand of them that were in garriſon tothe ſword , and afterwards (haning fer the houſes on P*25amaria 
fire) he went out to encounter Pappie ; who was encampcd in a borough called 1/azas, Divers 

that came from Tericho and Iury,ſubmitted themſclucs to Herod, who drawing necre the enemy 

(who marched forward with great hardineſſe) fought with him and onercame him, and beeing 

inflamed with a great deſire he had to reuenge his brothers death, he purſued them that fled and 


ſlue them cuen within their borough. Thele houſes were incontinently filled with men of war, x;ohcin the 


C anddiuers fled and hid themſelues vpon the tops thereof, who wereart laſt taken , for the roofes houtes. 


of the houſes were beaten down, and he faw thatall was filled with fouldiers,v-herby divers were 
ſlaine by ſtones that were darted at'them from aboue, and afterwards caſt and killed them by 
heapes : which was the moſt grieuous ſpectacle of all thoſe that had hapned in thoſe warres, to 
ſee an infinite number of bodies hidden one vnderanvother amidſt the roomes of the houſes. 
This exploite of Herod did very mich abate the courage of his enemy, who hereafcer 
expected farre more worſe fortunes at his hands * For a man might haue ſeene them flie away 
in heapes ; and had not a ſodaine and forcible ternpeſt fallen vpon them, thetriumphantarmy of 
Herod had incontinently entred Icruſalem with aſſurance of victorie, which had made a finall

 - my contained eleuen legions of footmen,with {xe thouſand horſemen: beſides the ſuccours that 
came from Syria.Ofthis army there were two Generals,namely Soſiz5,who was ſent by Antoni- 
# to ſuccour Herod : and Herod himſelte,who made war for himſclfe,with an intent that hauing 
diſpoſſeſſed 4ntigonm (whom he had proclaimed enemy to Rome) hee himſelfe might be King 
in his place,according to the Senates decree. Thoſe Iewes that were within the encloſurc of the 
walles (that is to ſay,almoſt all the nation) refiſted the Herodians with great courage and affe Qi- 
on,vaunting and boaſting much of the Temple of the Lord,and wiſhing all good hap and ſucceſle 
to the people,namely, that God would deliuer them from all dangers : and ſpoiling all prouiſion 
without the Citie, that was either behoouefull for the vie of man or beaſt, by their ſecret thefts 
and excurſions alſo they made the very beltegers deſtitute of relicfeand vituals. Which incon- 
Herod pre- Uenicnce Herod fo well preuented,that he foreſtalled their meanes of theft, and laide ambuthes in 
uenterhche place conuenient to cutthem off. As for victuals he ſent his footmen to fetch his prouiſion from 
_ farre ; ſo that within a very little ſpace they had aboundance of all that which was neceſfary in 
the campe. He erected alſo with no leſle carcfulneſle three bulwarks, by the diligent labour of a 
great number of workemen : for it was ſommer time,and neither was the aire incommodious,or 
negligence of the workemen ſuch, but that they preſently fugniſhed and finiſhed them. Afﬀeer- 
wards hauing raiſed their engines vpon them,they battered the wall, with as much violence and 
diligence as was poſſible: notwithſtanding all this,they did no waies amate thoſe that were with- 
in ; who for their parts vſ{cd all the cunning that-might bee poſſible ro defend themſclues, and by 
diuers fallies ſer fire ypon the enemies engines ; and burnt not onely thoſe that were halfe made, 
bur thoſe that were wholly perfeted : and when neceſſity draue them to. handy ſtrokes, they 
ſhewed no lefleyalour then the Romans courage ; but they were inferiour ynto them in skill and 
TheTewes Martial diſcipline. And whenas the firſt wall was beaten downe,they builded vpa new,and coun- x 
without feare termined againſt thoſe mines that were made by the enemy ; 1o that they fought vnder ground 
—— 4 handro hand. Thus vſing deſpaire rather then courage,they ſuſtained the war to the vttermolt , 
them * yeanotwithſtanding they were beſteged by a great armie, and preſſed by famine and want of vi- 
Ctuals : for the yeere wherein the ſiege was continued, was the ſeauenth, in which the earth was 
ynmanured,which by vs is called the yeere of reſt, But finally twenty choſen ſouldiers firſt of all 
mounted ypon the wall ; and after them one of Soſizs Centurions : for the firſt wall was taken in 
the fortith day after the ſiege, and the ſecond on the fiftieth, and ſome gallerics were burned, 
which were neere vnto the Temple : which (as Herod ſaid) were burned by Antizonms,to bring 
The outward DIM into more hatred among the Iewes. When the outward part of the Temple, and the lower 
part ofthe part ofthe Citie were taken,the Iewes fled into the Temple,and into the higher towne,for feare

ring hand ſpare or refraine from women , nay not ſo much as from yong infants. And although 
the King beſought and requeſted them to forbeare them, yet no man gaue ouer, bur all ſorts of

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erſons were murthered by them, without reſpec either of ſexe or age. Antigonus inconfiderate 
A "* that.eſtate wherein he had beene, or the G—_ and diſaſter vs. that ——_ attended him, There 
came doyne from the rower and humbled himſelfe on his knees before Sofzns feere;who having #feore thrijts 
no compaſſion of the change of that eltate wherein he ſaw him,outragioully ſcorned him,calling YZ42235; 
him Madame Antigone : yet left he him not withour guard atter the manner ofa Woman, bur Anigonus 
faſt bound for his further aſſurance. But Herod was buticd in deuifing how hee might moderate pure 
his affociares and ſtrangers,afrer he had had the vpper hand ouer his enemies : For the ſtrangers Sofus. 
ſwarmed into the Citie by heapes, and not oncly into the Temple, bur alſo into the SanRuarie, 
Hee therefore exhorced ſome,and threatned other ſome, and reſtrained the reſt by force of arms, Herodfore 
and he was more troubled at that preſent in beeing a Conquerour, then if he had beene conque- *oubledin 
red: for that thoſe things that were not lawfull to be ſeene were beheld by prophane men. Hee [uae 
preuentcd likewiſe the ſpoile of the Cirie, as much as in him lay : Beſeeching Soſeus molt inſtant- The jpoile of 
ly,to preſerue it ro the vtmoſt,asking him if the Romans would leaue him King of a deſart, after -_ "> _— 
they had voided the Citie of menand goods 2 Alleadging furthermore, that hee eſteemed the 
oouernment of the whole world of no value in regard of the life of one of his Citizens. Soſius 
anſwered,thar it was reaſon that the pillage ſhauld be giuen to the Souldier ; who had borne the 
hazzard of the fiege : whereunto Herod anſwered, that hee would fatisfic enery man our of his 
owne treaſury : and by this mcanes, hee ranſomed thereſt of the Citie by fulfilling thoſe promi- 
ſes : For he gaue many mighty gifts vnto euery one of the Souldiers,and by proportion ynto the 
Captaines ; buraboue all hee royally rewarded Soi, ſo that cuery one of them departed yery 
rich in Siluer. 
This calamities hapned in the Citie of Ieruſalem, in the yecre wherein Marcus Agryppa when Teruſa- 
and Canidius Gallus were Conſuls, which was in the hundreth, foureſcore and fift Oly mpiade, ſemwas raken- 
inthe third moneth, on the dayes wherein the ſolemne faſt was celebrated ; as if this affliction 
had iumpttogether in one ifJue and inſtant with thar of Pompeys : for on the ſame day had the 
ſame Citie beene taken twenty and ſcauen yeeres before.

But Herod fearing leaſt if Antigonus ſhould be kept by CAnthony,and ſent to Rome, hee 
ſhould debate his title with him before the Senate by proteſt chat hee was deſcended of the roy- 
all line , whereas Herod was bur a Plebeian and common perſon : and that although hee had of- 
D fended the Romans, and thereby might not deſerue to bee King , yet atleaſt his children, who 
were of the princely line, were not to bee denied theirtitle : Herod I ſay, fearing theſe things, 
wrought ſo much by force of his money with Azthony, that hee cauſed him to put Antigonm to Herodbriberk 
death; ſo that at that time Herod was tryely.deliuered from all feare. Thus ended the eſtare of the Antoos with 
Aſmoneans,aftcr 120. and fixe yeeres.

With theſe letters he ſent Samarallalikewiſe on.g,,..., 
an embaſſage ro Phraates furniſhed with grearand rich preſents, endeuouring by that meanes to Herods Em 
winne him, tharhee in no ſort ſhould hinder his gratulation and good intent towards one thar bafladourto |

. had fo highly deſerned ar his hands ; yet were not his proteſtations anſwerable to his pretence. 
F For inſomuch as he gouerned not with that vprightnes which became a iuſt king;he feared leaſt 
ſome alteration might befall him, according __ demerites : for which cauſe he ſought to get 
H:rcanus vnder his power, or atleaſtwifeto difpatch him our of his life , which hee afterwards 
performed.

_ Ano wrote vnto Cleopatra by the meanes ofa certaine Muſttion,beſeeching herto beg the high Pricſt. 
en nach => hood at Antonius hands for her ſonne. But for that Antonims made little reckoning of thoſe ſuirs, 
tion forthe a certaine friend of his called Gelzzs,who was come into Iury about certaine of his affairs,and who 
—_ had ſeene © Mriſtobuls,fell in loue with him by reaſon of his beauty : and being abaſhed likewiſe 
lonne, at his great and goodly ſtature, andallured by Mariammes admirable beautie, hee cpenly prote- 
ſed that heeaccounted Alexandra a happy mother in her children : and devifing to this effect 
with her, heeperſwaded her to ſend the pictures of her two children to £Ant0nizs,for that if he 
ſhould bur behold them, he would refaſe him in nothing, wherein hee ſhould requeſt his friend- 
ſhip. Alexandra perſwaded by theſe words, ſent their pictures vnto Antonims. Gellixs alſo made I 
the matter more wonderfull, telling him that the children ſeemed rather to be ingendered of no 
mortall ſtraine, but by ſome diuine power, labouring as much as in him lay that 4-toxis might 
be allured to affection them. Who ſuppoſing it to bea matter ill beſeeming him to ſend for Ma- 
riamme,who was married to Herod, and deſirous likewiſe to auoide Cleopatras ſuſpicions, wrote 
Antoniusre- ynto Herod that vnder ſome honeſt pretext he ſhould ſend Alexandras ſonne vnto him (with this 
quiet Ari addition,if it might not ſceme troubleſome vnto him.) Which matter when Herod vnderſtood, 
Herods hands he thought it no waies incident to his ſecurity to ſend CAri/tobulus, (who was a faire yong man, 
and little more atthat time then ſixtecne yeeres old,and ſo nobly borne : conſidering that A-to- 
7145 was at that preſent in ſuch authority,that no one in Rome was in greater credit then he; and 
who beſides that was very much addictedto his pleaſures, which he openly hunrcd after withour K

As for Herod, he laboured by all meanes 
terfeirforrw 1.5 perſivade the ſtrangers, that this death had befallen 4ri/fobulus without his knowledge , and 
did not only prepare that which was requiſite for the funerall, but vext himſelfe likewiſe, an- 
made ſhew ofa man truely deuoured in his forrow : and it may be that in remembrance of Ari 
#obulus beauty and flouriſhing yong yeeres, he was truely touched with compaſſion, notwith- 
ſtanding that he imagined thatthis death of his ſhould be a meanes of his intire ſecurity, demea- 
ning himſelfe in all things very circumſpectly, with intent to purge himſelte of that crime. But 
eſpecially he ſhewed his great magnificence in the interring of his bodie, both inthe furniſhing 
and preparation of the herſe, as in the perfumes and other things thereunto belonging, in ſuch M | 
ſort as the griefe which the Ladies had conceiued,was pacified after this manner of conſolation. 
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V 7 none of all theſe things could either mooue or mollifle Alexandra, butthat daily more Alexandra 
B and more ſhee increaſed her ſorrow, and in the heart of her teares kindled her wrath and river 4 
 heate withadelire of reuenge. Shee therefore certified Cleopatra by her priuare letters of Mk en 
Herodstreaſons, and hers ſonnes moſt miſcrable and vntimely death , Cleopatra long before that ſons and her 
time defirous to aſſiſt her, and hauing compaſſion of her miſerie,vnderrooke the matter, and cea- ,qnnes ae

ſuffered to practiſe ſuch conſpiracies againſt the true and lawfull Kings. Anthony perſywaded by 
theſe her words (as ſoone as he came vnto Laodicea) ſent for Herod , to the end that making his 
appearance, he might anſwer that which might be obiccted againſt him, as touching Aritobulwus 
ra : for hee diſliked the a, notwithſtanding that Herod himſelfe had attempred it. Bur al- 
though Herod was affraid of this accuſation, and did not a little ſuſpeR Cleopatras diſpleaſure 
(for that ſhee ceaſed not continually to proucke Anthony againſt him)yert obeyed he this com- 
mandement,and tranſported himſelfe thither(the rather for that he durſt not otherwiſe doc)not- 
withſtanding heleft his vncle 7oſeph behind him, commirting the goucrnment both of the king- Herod ready 


dome and his priuate eſtate ynto him, gtuing him ſecrer inſtructions to kill Mariamme, if fo bee - yo ting

*” any other ; and he openly declaredthar all that miſery which befell him,proceeded from Ar-} — 
thonies paſſion, and intire affection, and admiration of her beautie, whereot he had before time the kingdome 
heard ſome report. As ſoone therefore as hee had in this ſort diſpoſed his affaires, notwithſtan- 9 kil his wite, 
ding he had little hope of good hap, yet repaired he ro Anthony. 

Bur Zeſeph governing that kingdome that was commitrcd to his hands, conuerſed divers times 
ypon this occaſion with Mariamme, and communicated oftentimes with her, not onely for pub- 
lique profit ſake, bur alſo to doe her that honour which ſo great a Princeſfle deſerued. At ſuch 


time therefore as hee ſecretly deuiſed with her, as touching the friendſhip and ardent affeftion 


D which Herod bare vnto her, his ſpeeches were ieſted ar after the manner of Ladies, but eſpecially

E were troubled, and in cſpeciall the Ladies; ſo that Alexandra incited 7oſeph to forſake the palace,

flouted at by Alexandra.For which cauſe 7oſeph,being ouer-forward to expreſle the Kings good 
will towards her,proceeded fo farre that he diſcouered rhe commandement that was giuen him; 
thereby to make manifeſt, thar it was not poſſible for Herod to line without her, and that if any 
inconuenient ſhould happen vnto him, he would not in death alſo bee diftoyned from her. This 
diſcourſe of Toſephs was not interpreted by the Ladies, as a demonſtration of his good will, but 
rather asa manifeſtation of Herods malignitie , who dying, deſired alſo that they ſhould periſh, 
and interpreted that which he had ſpoken,as the teſtimonie of his ryrannous and malicious heart. 
Art that time there was a rumour ſpred in the citic of Teruſalem by Herods maligners, that CAn- A GE 
thony had in ſuch ſort tormented him,that he was dead. Whereupon all thoſe of the Kings houle ;,,4; deah, 
and take the Ladies, and to retire himſelfe ynder the enfignes of the Romane legion, who at that 
time were about the citie for the ſecuritie of the kingdome,vnder the condu&t ofthe Tribune 7#- 
lixs, to the end firſt ofall,that if any trouble ſhould happen in the Kings houſe,they might be by 
this meanes in ſafetie, hauing the Romanes to friend , and afterwards, for that they hoped that if 
Anthony ſhould ſee Mariamme,ſhee might obtaineall things at his hands wharſocuer ſhee deſi- 
red, aſſuring him that he would reſtore the kingdome vnto her, and depriuc her of nothing that 
concerned,or was anſwerable to her royall eſtate, | 

But whileſt they were diſtracted with theſe deliberations, there came letters from Herod, con- Herod appes- 
trarie to ſome few mens reporr, and all mens expeRtation. For as ſooneas.hee came vnto Antho- Fh Antony 
»y,he compaſſed his fauour by his many preſents, which he had brought with him to that intent 7F'cenigot 
from Ieruſalem, and ſodainly debating the matter with him, he appeaſed him in ſuch ſotr, as hee his friends by 
was no more diſpleaſed againſt him : and from that time rucoths Cleopatras ſpeeches were but j**F73 of his 
coldly conceited of in regard of his ſo ample ſatisfation. For Anthony ſaid, that there was no 
reaſon that a King ſhould be anſwerable for that which he had done in his kingdome for that in 
ſo doing, he ſhouldno more be King : but that when the honour is once giuen him, he hath the 
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Ga: thoritic likewiſe lefthim, to vſe his regall power. Vrging further, that ir concerned Cleopatra G 
world, 3930, ikewiſe her ſelfe,not to ſearch-too curiouſly into the affaires and gouernment of kingdomes. He- 
before Chrits rod certified all this by his letters, and fignified further, what other honours hee had receiued ar 
Noere33: LAnthonies hands in aſſemblies and feaſts,to which he inuited him alwaies;notwithſtanding that 
Cleopatra ſeemed to be dijpleaſed therewith, derracting him, and being defirous to get the king- 
dome of Iewry into her hands,ſtroue by all meanes poſſible ro put him to death : butthar he had 
found Anthony alwaics an vpright man, and fearednot henceforward that any cuill ſhould befal} 
him : and returning preſently ypon this,he brought with him a more ample teſtimony of Antho. 
nies moſt aſſured affeftion, both in reſpec of his owne kingdome, as of his particular affaires, 
And as touching Cleopatra , ſhe pretended not to ſecke any turther then that which ſhe had, be-. 
cauſe that Azthony had giuen her Cceloſyria in ſteed of that which ſhee had demanded, forbea- 
ring thence-forward to mention Iewry any more, becauſe that Anthony wholly reiected thoſe 15 
a411TCsS, { rr 
After theſe letters came vnto their hands, the trouble and diſturbance wherein they were, and 
their deſire to retire vnto the Romans,as if Herod had beene dead, was wholly extinguiſhed. Yer. 
was not this their reſolution hidden from the King; bur that Herodafter he had brought Antho- 
zy on his way (who at that time ſer forward in his warres againſt the Parthians) he'returned into 
Iewry. Vpon his arriuall, his ſiſter Salome , and his mother certified him exaQtly of £Alexan- 
_ dras intent, andthe determination of her friends. Salome likewiſe ſpake againſt Toſeph her huſ- 
accuſed be- band, and flandered him, obiccting againſt him that hee had Mariammes company: All which 
fore Herod. (he ſpake through the malice ſhe had long time conceiued againſt him, for that in a certaine de- 
bate Mariamme had in her rage deſpitefully hit them in the tecth with their obſcure birth. Herod I 
(who was alwaies inflamed with the earneſt affeion which he bare vnto his wife Mariamme) 
was {odainly troubled hereat : and alchough icaloutie prefſed him forward, yer loue reſtrained 
him and kept him from doing any thing raſhly,thorow paſſion or affeion: for which cauſe hee 
called Mariamme afide,and demanded of her in ſecret, what familiar company ſhe had kept with 
Mime oſepP © Shee by ſolemne oathcs and by all poſſibleallegations in her owne defence appeaſed the 
excuſeth nd K10g by little and little,and paciticd his choler. For in ſuch fort was he tranſported with the loue 
purgech her that he bare vnto his wite,that he belecued ſhe had ſufficiently purged her ſelfe of thoſe ſlanders, 
ſeife belore | that had beene inforced againlt her;yeelding her moſt heartie thankes for her honeſt affeQion to- 
is reconciled, wards him, and declaring vnto her openly the great eſteeme and loue that he bare vnto her. Fi- 
nally (as it often falleth out amongſt louers) they fell to teares, and embraced each other with 
grcat affection : for that ſhe gaue him no credit, hee endeuoured the more to draw her to be- K 
licfe. Whereupon Mariamme ſaid vnto him : Iris not the a&t ofa louer to haue giuen comman- 
dement.that if any thing ſhould befall chee otherwaies then well with Anthozy,I ſhould preſent- 
ly be done to death with thee ; notwithſtanding I haue no waies offended thee. No ſooner were 
theſe words out of her mouth, butthe King entred into a ſtrange paſſion, and giuing ouer his 
embraces hee cried out with a loud voice and tore his haire, ſaying, thathee had a moſt euident 
proofe that /oſeph had committed adultery with her:forthat he would not hauediſcouered thoſe 
things which had beene ſpoken to him in ſecret,exceptthey had greatly truſted the onethe other: 
Herod com- and in this emotion or rage of icalouſic hardly contained he himſelfe from killing his wife. But 
oe dert the force of loue overcame him ſs much, that hee bridled his rage notwithſtanding it were irke- 
befliine,avd ſome and gricuous vnto him. Yet gaue hee order that 7oſeph ſhould be ſlaine without either au- 
imprilonets djence or iuſtification of his innocency : andas touching Alexandra, who was the cauſe of all L 
exandra, n 
theſe troubles, he kept her priſoner.

Fnus,chap 4+ contifually ſollicited and importuned Anthony, and whetted on his diſpleaſure againſt all, per-

ry couerous. for that A#thony loued her extreamely, ſhe was in great eſtimation and credit with him : and be- 
—_ ing in her owne nature inclined ro couetouſneſſe, ſhee abſtained from no kinde of corrupt dea- | 
her brecher ling and wickedncſſe. For knowing that the kingdome ſhould deſcend vnto her brother, fhee | 
and faſter. cavfed him to be poiſoned, when as hee was but fiftcene yeeres olde : as for her ſiſter Arſinoe,ſhe 
canſed her to be flaine by 4»thonzes meanes at ſuch time, as ſhee made her praiers in the Temple M 
of Dianz.in Epheſus. Moreouer, in what place focuer ſheevnderſtood that there was any hope 
to get money,whether it were in robbing of Temples,or in breaking open ſepulchers; ſhe would 
be poſlefled thereof : neither was there any religious place ſo facred, from whence ſhe rooke not | 
away the ornaments.

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A ſhelaid not hands on to fatisfic her vnbridled auarice. Neither was the whole word ſufficient e- Goran efpbe 
nough to content this magnificent Lady,who was made flaue ro her owne defires;and her difor- 4 
dinate appetite was ſuch,thar all the riches inthe world were not able to ſatiate and fill the fame. fore Griſte., 
For this cauſe ſhe inceſſantly importuned Anton to take from others,to be liberal towards her: 723% 
and therefore entring into Syria with him, ſhe preſently bethought her ſelfe how ſhe might get 
it into her poſſeſſion. For ſhe cauſed Zyſanias Prolomies fonne to be put to death,obictting againſt Cleopatra: 
him thar he had priuate intelligence with the Parthians.She begged Tury alſo at Artonins hands, conmucth 
and required him beſides thar,to diſpoſſeſle the kings of Arabia.He was in ſuch ſort poſſeſſed by _ 
this woman that he ſeemed not only to be bewitched with her words, but alfo inchanted by her 
poiſons,to obey her in wharſocuer ſhe thought meet: yet was he aſhamed to commit ſo manifeſt ,,....... 
an iniquity,for feare leaſt being ſo farre ouer-ruled by her, he ſhould happen to offend in matters verh Cleop+- 

B of more conſequence. Leaſt therfore either by denying her, he ſhould draw her ro diſcontent; or _ _ 
by condiſcending to her demands, he ſhould ſeeme to be the wickedeſt man aliue, he deducted —_ wr 
a ſcuerall portion of both their dominions,and preſented her with the ſame. He gauc her likewiſe Arabia.

Was fore-aduertiſed, he marched foorth againſt them, accompanied with the greater part of his 
before Gorifts forces. As ſoone as he drew neere to Cana, he determined to incampe in that place, and after 
CAA he had well fortified and entrenched his forces, to ſet on the enemy vpon the firſt opportunity : 
but whileſt hee imployed himſelfe in the execution hereof, all the armic of the Tewes cried our, 

requiring him without delay,to lead them forward againſt the Arabians. And thus highly were 

they incouraged, both in reſpect of the confidence they had in the good adminiſtration and or- 

dering of their army.as in regard of their forwardnes, who had been actors in the former warre, 

and partakers of the victory ; ſo that they ſcarce gaue their enemy leaſure to ſettle themſelues 

to their weapons. When as therefore Herod perceiued that the hear and forwardnes of the ſol- 

dier could hardly be appeaſed ; he thought good to make vſe of the readines of his army,and ar- 

ming himſelfe he marched formoſt, being ſeconded by his ſouldiers in battell ray,with a ſoldier- 

like march. This ſodaine approach of his wonderfully abaſhed the Arabians: For although for 

a while they made head againſt them; yer perceiuing their enemies full of heart, and them- 

ſelues vnable to reſiſt them, diuers of them retreated and berooke themſelues ro flight ; ſo that 

all of them had beene vtterly defeated, had not 4thenio endomaged Herod, and the Iewes. For 

m_ hee hauing the command of that army which Cleopatra had in that place ; and beſides thar,bea- 
— ring a priuy grudge towards Herod, diſpoſed his army ina readines, and expecting the cuent of 
Herod, the battell, reſolued with himſelfe to containe his forces if the Arabians oucrcame the Iewes ; 
and if ſo be they had the worſt(as indeed it came to paſſe)to ſer vpon the Tewes, who ſhould be 

ſpent by that time ; and ſurpriſing them at vnawares euen in the heighr of their hope of good

ked,and the Arabians obtained no ſmall good hap beyond their expeCtation, becomming Lords 

of that vitory which was wholly vnexpefted by them,and whereinthey flew agreat number of 

their enemies. From that time forward, Herod began to make certaine incurſions and roades into 
Arabia,preying the countrey, ad doing them much miſchiefe : He incamped himſelte likewiſe 

vpon the mountaines, forbearing to draw his whole forces into the field; notwithſtanding by his 

diligence and induſtry in trauell, his labours were not fruitleſſe ; but thar preuailing in ſome ex- 

ploits,he ſought out all means to aboliſh and put away the ignominy of his former difcomfiture.

But the Iewes not daring to expect or preuent their afſaulr, forthcir preſent miſeries had deic- 
&ed their minds,ſeemed to neglect their common-weale, and in manner to deſpaire of their ſafe- 
tie. Theſe thus affected did rhe King incourage,and called vnto him their capraines,and(as much Herod com- 
as in him lay) awaking and reuiuing their drouping ſpirits ; and when hee had reſtored thoſe of 2h woe

ous and barbarous rowards all men , bur in eſpeciall,they haue alwaies troubled vs,prouoking vs © 
thorow their extreame quarice and malignant enuie, with perpetuall injurics. And yet to let ſlip © 
all other our benefits to that nation, who is hee thar deliuercd them from their imminent perill © 
and thraldome, that was hazzarded by Cleopatras meanes , but our ſelues.?

« they enioy their libertie by our benefit, to haue depriucd and thruſt vs from our owne, and to

was ſo lightned ; for that A»thony forboreto commit any thing that might draw vs to ſuf picion; G 


« haue vniuſtly dealt with vs ; yea euen with vs,I ſay, who were not their enemies, but rather on xx 


« rhe contraric {ide their chieteſt friends in the time of peace. And iFfidelitie ſhould bee ref pected 
« eyen amongſt thoſe that are our moſt hated enemics , much more neceſſarily ought it to be ob- 
« ſerued by thoſethar are friends. But theſe men fer light thereby, who thinke nothing honeſt, but 
« that which is annexcd with Lucre ; and thinke no wrong vnexcuſable, nor impunitie inturic that 
<« hath but a ſhew of profit. Is there any queſtion then, whether wee ſhould chaſtice theſe vniuſt 
<« men by a iuſt warre ? {ith both God commandeth no leſfe, and enioyneth vs alwaies to hate out- 
« rage,and reuenge inuſtice,eſpecially in that warre,which is not onely iuft, but neceſſary. For that 
« which both in the confeſſion of the Gracians,and opinion of the Barbarians is moſt hatefull and 
&« hainous,this haue they perpetrated in murthering our Embaſſadours. For the Greekes ſay, that 
Legates inui- Embaſladors are ſacred and inuiolable,and we our {clues haue receiued our moſt wholeſome and 
olable, .. holieſt precepts of the law of God by Angels, that is, from his Herauls and meſſengers: for this 
« name can both bring God to mans knowledge,and reconcile enemy to enemy. 
« What impietie therefore is more vnpardonable , then to put thoſe Embaſſadours to death, 
« Who bring tidings of right and tuſtice ? or what proſperitie can they expe either in rhcir wars, 
« or felicitie in their whole lives,after ſo hainous a crime © Truly I cannot imagine any : Bur per- 
«þ haps ſome man will ſay,that rightand equiricis on our fide ; butthar the greater number of men 
With whom. 2nd MEancs are with them : bur this their ſpeech is vaworthy of my followers. For with thoſe, 
ſoever iuſtice With whom infſtice is, with thoſe alſo is God : and where God is, there neither wantcth multi- 
isthereis tude nor fortitude. But let vs wade further,and weigh our owne forces by themſclucs, In the firſt 
Godallo. . battell we had the vitorie : in the ſecond,vpon the firſt charge we pur them to flight,and found 
« them vnable to make their partie good againſt vs. Afterwards, when the victorie was ours, be- 
« hold .Athenro,not by lawfull warre,but by ſubtill treacherie aſſaulted vs. But ſhall this be called 
« their fortitude, or rather their fraud and ſecond iniquitie 2 why thereforc ſhould wee haue leſſe 
« courage,who ovghtto haue the greater confidence 2 or why ſhould we fearethem, who are al- 
« Waics inferiours,if they fight openly, and without fraud ; and when they ſeeme to ouercome, 
« they doc it by vniuſtice ? 
« Moreouer, ifany man ſuppoſe them to bee valiant, this ſhould the rather incite them more 
« and morevnto vettue ; forit 1sno honour for a generous and noble mind to ouercome his infert- 
« Our, butto have meanes and might to conquer his ſuperiour. And if any one be terrified by our 
« domeſtick and homebred miſcries,and by our late carthquake, firſt ofall let him thinke with him- 
« {elf,thathe erreth in that which decciucth the Arabians, by ſuppoſing the ſame to be more gric- 
<« Uous and terrible then indeed it was. And afterwards let him thinke,that it becommeth them not 
\ « to draw matter of feare from thence, whence the other tooke occaſion of courage. For as ton- 
« Ching themſclues, they conceiue not any hope thorow any good that is in themſclues, bur onely 
« inthe truſt they kaue rhat we are alrcady deieed by our calamities. But when they ſhall ſee vs 
« match forth againſt them,their.courage will be weakned, and our confidenceby this means ſhall 
« beawakened, for thatwe arenotat this time to encounter with deſperate men : For neither are 
* « Wweeauermuch afflicted ; neither(as ſome thinke)hath this miſerie befallen rsthorow Gods diſ- 
*<« pleaſure,buttheſe are the caſualties of fortune. And if by the will of Go theſe things are come 
"<« to paſſe, itis maruelLif by the ſame will our calamitie ceaſe not ; and that our puniſhment ſhould 
« not ſatisfic his diſpleaſure. But that this preſent war is approued by him for iuſt, he himſelfe hath 
« euidently declared. For whereas diuers thorow the whole region, haue beene oppreſſed by the 
« earthquake,none of you that beare armes haue incurred any miſchicfe;bur all of you haue beene 
« preſcrued, which is a manifeſt roken of the will of God, and if your children and wines had ge- 
nerally followed the warres as you doe,none of you ſhould haue beene. wanting, When as th _ 
ore 
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A fore you ſhall have bethoughr your ſelues of theſe things,and moreouer in regard that God hath dnt 
at all times an eſpeciall care ouer you: faite not to purſue this inturious nation with a 1uſt war,that ye worls, 
neither reſpeReth the lawes of triendſhip,nor keepeth the league of couenant; valiant in murthe- 3925 Gefore, 
ring ſacred Embaſſadors; and abie& and villanous;wherethings are to be attempted by valour, roy rs 

Theſe perſwafions of his did nota little encourage the Iewes to the battell , and made them —v— 
more forward then before. As for Herod,after he had offered ſacrifice,according to the:cuſtome, 
hedrew his army foorth, and led them with great confidence againſt the Arabians, and paſſing 
Jordan he encamped neere vnto the enemy, with an intent to ſwwpriſe a fortſttuare between them 
both: making this account that it would further:him much, either it ypon the preſent hee ſhould 
be drawne forth to fight,or if it concerned him to march onward,for thar this place ſhould ferue The Arabians 
himro encampe in with more ſecuriry. The ſame reſolution alſo had che Arabians, for which y7fcroq, 

B cauſe they fell roskirmiſh in that place, wherein the firſt on both ſides thar gaue the charge, and | 
afterwards ſome other followers were flaine:{o thatthoſe of the Arabians fide being overcome, 
berooke them to retreat. This ſucceſle of theirs bred no little hope in the Iewes, who ſeeing the 
enemiesarmy addreſſed toatrempr any thing rather then to fight, waxed the more hardy to aſ- 
faile the Arabian in his trenches,and beate him from his campc. They becing forced by theſe af 
faulrs, drew forward to their defence in great diſorder, bringing neither.courage nor hope of vi- 

Qory with them : yet notwithſtanding they defended themſclues, both in regard of their grear 
-number, as alſo in reſpe of that necefſitie wherunto they were inforced by the Tewes. The skir- 
miſh on both ſides was hot,and diners on either party were put to the ſword : but in the end, the 
Arabians being put to the worſt, turned their backs. The ſlaughter was fo great, that they nor 

C onely periſhed by their enemies ſwords, but they themſelues alſo murthered one another inthe 
preaſe, and diſorderly flight,in which they were troden vnder foot, and lay flaughtered in a man- 
ner by their owne weapons. So thatin that diſcomfiture there died ſome fiue thouſand : the reſt 
haftily fled on the other ſide of the rampire : but being ouerpreſſed with want of victuals, and in 
eſpeciall with lack of water,they had not any ground or aſſurance to eſcape. Afcer them poſted 
the Iewes, and being vnable to recouer: the fortreſſe with them, they begirt the campe with a 
fiege, and ſhut vp allthe paſſages that no ſuccour could come vntothem, and tooke from them 
all opportunirie to eſcape,although they ſhould affeR fight. 

 Whenas therefore they ſaw themſelues reduced into ſuch extremity , they ſent Embaſſadors 
vnto Herod,firſt of all to demand a truce: and afterwards for that they were opprefled with thirſt 

D to craue ſome remedy for their preſent neceſſities. Bur he neither reſpe&<d the Embaſſadours , 
neither the proffered ranſome for the captines, nor any other whatſocuer reaſonable demand ; 
deſiring earneſtly to revenge himſelfe ofrhoſe injurious treacheries they had practiſed againſt his 
Embaſſadonrs. Being therefore inforced by thirſt(which amongſt other plagues moſt grieuouſly ,, ; ,. 
afflicted them)many of them forſooke their trenches,and offered themſeclues to bonds, and to be enforces -- 
led away captiues;fo chat within fine daics ſpace foure thouſand of them yeelded themſclues pri- thurſtrequire 


ſoners. On the ſixt day,all the reſt determined to ſally our, and afſaile the enemy ; rather making He. 


choice of aſſured death,then thus lingeringly and ignominiouſly to pine away. When as therfore 
they had all concluded hereupon, they inconrtinently brake out of their trenches, but like vnapt 
ſouldiers for askirmiſh,decaiednot onely in body bur in mind ; reputing their death for aduan- 
E tage,to eſcape thereby their extreame misfortunes. For which cauſe vpon the firſt onſet, about 
ſome ſeauen thouſand of them were ſlaine, and thus the fierceneſſe of this nation being alaied by 
this ouerthrow,they ſubmitted themſelues to Herod, whom to their owne ſorrow they had aps

Heereupon Herode perceiving, that excepr 
SJ>>_ Hircanus, there was notany one of thebloud roiall aliue, determined to cut him off, refoluing 
minerh co With himſelfe, that if he hapned to _— the danger, that a man-who at that time- was more 
make away  worthier the kingdomethen himſclte, ſhould not entermeddle amongſt his affaires : and if any 
Hucaus:. misfortune ſhould behold him in mo of Ceſar, he deſired to diſpoſleſle Hjreanns of the king 
dome, in regard of the enuy which he bare aim, for that he was the onely man who deſerued to 
be aduanced to that dignitie. Whilſt thus he was tormented and trauclled in his thoughts, he had 
an occaſion offered him by Hircazus owne followers to execute his intention. For Hircanus be- 
ing of a mild and gentle nature, during all his life time forbare to entermeddle with ſtate affaires, xx 
committing all things to fortune, and contenting himſelfe with whatſocuer condition it :pleaſed 
her to allot him. : tage | 
But Alexandra being an ambitious woman,and vnable to conceale with modeſtic the hope ſhe 
conceiued of change, ſollicited her father that he ſhould not any longer endure the ſubicion of 
Mexandea for. 707 046, Who was the very ſcourge of their familie, but rather that he ſhould ſtand vpon his owne 
liciteth ir £Uuard, and reſeruc himſelfe to his better hoped fortunes. She furthermore gaue him counſaile to 
canus herfa. write vnto Malchs, who had the gouernment of Arabia, requeſting him to grant him both pro-: 
mercorequie rection and entertainment ; for that if Herode ſhould chance to be cur off by Ceſars diſpleaſure, 
Malchus doubtlefſe the kingdome would returne vnto him, borh in regard of his nobilitie, as-alſo of the 
hands. peoples fauour. Theſe perſwafions of hers Hircanas at the firſt repulſed, but afterwards being 0- I 
uercome by the importunitie of the woman, who ceaſed not day and night to ſing the ſame ſong 
of future hope, and of Herods treaſons, he gaue certaine letters to a friend of his, written to the 
—_— Arabian, wherin he m__—_ him to ſend him certaine horſemen, who might conduct him to the 
i flongs Aſphaltire lake, which lieth diſtant from the confines of Ieruſalem ſome three hundred furlongs. 
conraine nine And therefore eſpecially committed he theſe letters to Doſizhexs truſt, both for that he fauoured 
Gemane Hircanus and his daughter, and ſeemed likely for diners cauſes to hate Herod: for he was Toſephs 
kinſman, who was ſlaine by Herod, and not long betore, certaine of his brothers were ſlaine a- 
moneſt others at Tire by CAnthonies command : yer for none of theſe occaſions continued hee 
faithful ro Hircanus.For he ſetting more by the preſent fauour of the king thatthen raigned,then 
the reſt, diſcouered the letter vnto the king:who firſt of all giving him thanks, required one office 
of friendſhip more at his hands;which was, that folding vp the letter,and ſealing it, hee ſhould K 
conueigh and deliuer the ſame to Malchws,and returne his anſwere,for that it meerely concerned 
him,if he knew his reſolution alſo. Which when Doſirhens had diligently performed,the Arabian 
returned this anſwer, that he was ready to entertaine both himſelfe and his whole family,and all 
thoſe ewes likewiſe which were of his faRion, promiſing to ſend him a band of ſouldiers, who 
ſhould be able to condu@t him ſafely thither, 8 ſhould be obedient to his command inall things. 
Now as ſoone as Herod was ſeized of theſe letters, he called for Hircanus, and demanded of him 
whether he had any confederacie with Ma/chms: who denied the ſame.But Herod proteſting and 
Hircanusby bringing forth his letter in an open aſſembly, commanded him afterwards to bee pur to death. 
Hereds com» Thy aretheſe matters regiſtred in Herods commentaries: for by ſome are they deliuered other- 
mandieP!t wwiſe,namecly,that he was executed, not for this crime which hee had committed, but for ſome L 
treaſons againſt the king. For they write to this effeR, that Herodat a certaine banquet /(diſſem- 
bling his ſuſpicion) demanded of Hircanm, whether he had receiued any letters from Malchw : 
and that heanſivered,that he had receiued letters, but ſuch as contained nothing elſe but officious 
ſalutarions. Further,rhat another asked him, whether he had receiued any preſent therewithall : 
and when he had anſiyercd, that hee had recciued nothing but foure courſers for his ſaddle, the 
* King wreſtedthis to capirall offence of corruption and treaſon : and commanded him preſent- 
Hircanus di» ly to be led to death. Now that he died guilcles,they alledge this for a moſt approued argument;

of the Iewes,and obtained that honour for the ſpace of nine yeeres:.and after his mothers death, oy DN 
hc had ſcarcely gouerned the kingdome for the ſpace of three moneths, bur that he was expulſed WAY 
by his brother Ariftobulus , and afterwards reſtored by Pompeys afliftance, and recciuing all his 
former honours, hee liucd in full poſlefſion of them for the ſpace of forty yeeres.. Aer this,hee 
was once more diſtaſted by ©Ant:gonus , and being maimed in his body, liued certaine yeeres in 
captiuity among the Parthians : from whence nor long after he retinned home ; and though hee 
had many things promiſed him by Herod, yet after ſo many alterations of fortune, he obtained 
nothing at his hands, and that which amongſt all the reſt is moſt of all to be lamented,as we have 
ſaid, he was vniuſtly put to death an innocent,and in his old age. For he was a louer of iuſtice,and 
an obſeruer of perperuall modeſtie: and goucrned his kingdome forthe moſt part by other mens 
direQion, being onely guilty in himſelfe of ignorance and the loue of idleneſle. Truely, Antjpater 
and Herod by this mans goodnefſle obtained their fo great riches: for which deſerts of his,againſt 
all law,and right,he was cruelly put to death. | | | 
- Bur Herod after Hircanus death addreſſed himſelfe to performe his tourney towards Ceſar - nr rage , 
and hauing little hope of any good fortune,in regard of his friendſhip with Antonius, he grew de- affaires before 
ſperately icalous of Alexanara,for feare leaſt ſhe taking opportunity of the time,ſhould incitethe - repairedts 
people to rebell,and fill the kingdome with domeſticall ſedition : for which cauſe, committing ere 
c thegoucrnment of the eſtateto his brother Pheroras,heleft his mother Cypros,his fiſter,and all his 
kinred in the Caſtle of Maſada,and commanded his brother, that if any misfortune ſhould befall 
him, hee ſhould retaine the kingdome in his owne hands and maintaine it, As for his wife Ma- 
riamme, for that by reaſon of certaine diſlikes betwixt her, his mother, and ſiſter, they might not 
live together, he left her with her mother Alexandra in the Caſtle of Alexandrian, and commit- 
ted them to the cuſtody of his Treaſurer ſep, and Sohemmus the Tturian, and with her the kee- 
ping ofhis Caſtles, both which had alwaics beene his fairhfull friends, and to whom in way of 
honour, hee committed the cuftody of theſe princely Ladies.

authority.  Ceſay; in ſerting the diademe vpon his head,cxhorted him that he {ſhould no les reſpett his friend- 
ſhip, then he had in former time Amhones:and. withall, did him much honour ; certifying him 
 moreouer, that Capidins had written vato him,how much Herod had affiſted him in his wars thax 
hee had with the Monarches of Syria. Herod ſeeing thar he was thus entertained, arid that con- 
© rrarytothisexpeRtation, the kingdome was more ſurely confirmed ynto him, then beforetime, 
Herodcon- 1, th by Cſzrs bounty, and alſo by.the dccree of the Senate, which he had practiſed ro obtain

Grroward E- for his greater aſſurance, accompanied Ceſar as tarreas Egypr, preſenting both himſelfe and his 
PH,and Pre- friends with many rich gifts, beyond the proportion of his cſtare:endeauouring by theſe meancs I 
with many borh to win their fauours, and to ſhew alſo the greatneſſe of his courage ; requiring moreouer at 
ſumpous Ceſars hands, that Alexander, who was one of Anthonres decreſt friends, mightnotbee foudht 
_— Jenter. Our to be puniſhed: yet notwithſtanding he could nor obtaine the fame, by teaſon of an oath thar 
raineth both Ceſar had paſt before he ſollicired him. That done, hee returned backe againe into Tewry, with 
Czſar & bis moregreater honour and aſſurance, then betore ; whereby hee ſtrooke them with wonderfull a- 
Hel,  mazement, who expected his contrary ſucceſle, as ifby Gods eſpeciallprouidence he alwaies o- 
eoically. ; p » as P p nce he alwaies 0 
uerwent his dangers, to his great honour. Incontinently therefore, hee prepared himſelfe to en- 
tertaine Ceſar, whotcturned our of Syria to take his tourney into Agypt, and recciued him at 
Prolemais, with all royall honour,and gaue his army preſents with all abundance of munition: fo 
that he was accounted for one of Ceſars moſt affectionate friends, and rode about with him, at 
ſuch time as hee tooke the view of his army : hee entertained him alfo and his friends with one 
hundreth and fiftie men,adorned with moſt rich and ſumptuous apparell. And for that they were 
Herod giueth to paſſe thorow a countrey, wherein there was great ſcarcity of water, hee furniſhed them both 
2 #90 with water and wine ; ſo that they needed neither of them. Hee gaue Ceſar alſo eight hundreth 
lens, talents, and ſo royally ſatisfied he all men, that they confeſſed themſelues to haue had farre orea- 
ter entertainment,then the reuenues and profits of his kingdome could affoord them. By which 
meanes he gauethe more ample teſtimony of his forward friend(hip,and free affetion to deſerue 
well : and making vſe of the opportunitie of the time, he obtained the reputation of a prince of 


an heroicke and noble ſpirit;ſo that he was held inferiour vnto no man, for the good entertaine-

—_ = they ſuppoſed (and not without cauſc) that they were not fhutte vp in that Caſtle for 


their ſecurities ſake, bur as it were in a priſon; ſo that,in as much as they neither might make vie 4 
of other mens,nor entoy their own goods,they were highly diſcontented. Mariammmealſo fuppo- 
ſed that her husband did bur diflemble his loue, rather for his owne profit and commodity, then 
for any intire affeftion he bare towards her. Bur nothing more grieued her, then that ſhe had not 
any hope to liue after him, if fo be he ſhould happen todie, eſpecially for the order he had left 
concerning her:neither could ſhe euer forget what commandement before that time he had lefr 


with Zoſeph , ſo that by all meanes poſſible, ſhe laboured ro winne the affections of thoſe that h -

A the charge of her,and eſpecially Sohemwus, knowing very well that her ſafety depended whol! y on Oey 
his hands. Who in the beginning behaued himffelfe very wiſely and faithfully, containing him- my, 0m ing 
ſelfe very circumſpectly within the bounds of his commiſſion ; bur after theſe Ladics had with #foe cnſts 

retty preſents and feminine flatteries mollified arid wrought him by little and little, ar laſt hee X4%92392 
blabbed out all that which the King had commanded him ; eſpecially, for that hee hoped not Sohemus diſ- 
thar hee ſhould returne with the ſame power and authoritic, which betore he had : and tor that e—_— the, 
cauſe hethought thus in himſelfe,that withour incurring any danger in regard of Herod,he might POTTY 
greatly gratifie the Ladies ; who in all likelihood ſhould nor be depriued of that dignity wherein 
they were at thattime ; bur would returne them the like kindneſle when Mariamme ſhould bee 
Queene,or next vnto the King, Furthermore, he hoped that if Herod alloſhould rerurne with all 
things anſwerable to his deſtres,that he would performe nothing without his wiues conſent z Or 
vpbraid him with the act, if ſhee contradicted : for he knew too well that the King loucd her iti 
ſuch ſort,as it was impoſſible to equall or expreſle his affections; and for theſe cauſes he diſcloſed 
the truſt that was committed vnto him. But Mar:amme was very fore diſpleaſedto heare that 
there was no end of her miſeries, but they were altogether vnited and ryed to the dangers of He. 
rod , and ſhee oftentimes wiſhed that hee might neuer more retuine againe in ſafery, ſuppoſing 
that her life with him ſhould bee very intolerable : all which ſhee afterwards diſſembled nor,bur 
openly confeſſed that which afflicted her with diſcontent. For when as Herod beyond ali cxpe- 
ation arriued in his countrey, beeing adorned with mighty fortune, hee firſt of all, as it became 
him certified his wife of his good tidings and happy ſuccefle, whom onely amongſt all other his 

C friends and wiues,hee embraced and ſaluted, for rhe pleaſing conucrſation and affection that was 
in her. But ſhe,whuleſt he repeated vnto her theſe fortunare euents of his affaires,rather entertai- Herod bur _ 
ned the fame with a di/plcaſant atrention,rhen applauding ioy : and theſe affeQions of hers like- _— pen 
wiſe ſhe could not conceale. For at ſuch time as he folded his armes abour her necke, ſhe vnfol- wite Moriams 
ded her ſorrow in her fighes ; ſo ſimple and vnfained were her affeCtions '; and ſeemed rather to =*. 
be diſpleaſed then appeaſed by his narrations. Whereupon Herod was fore troubled, perceiuing 
theſe rhings nor onely ſuſpected, bur alſo fully manifeſt : but aboucall things hee was diſtracted, Herods ſor- 
when he conſidered the incredible and apparant hatred that his wife had conceiued againſt him, (ie 

which in ſuch ſort incenſed him that hee could not reſiſt the loue that had attainted him ; ſo that &ions diltr>- 
he neither could continue in wrath,nor liſten long to peace, and being vnreſolued in himſelfe, he *<4andchan= 

Dnow was attempred by this ; ſtraight diſtracted by a contrary affection : ſo much was his minde** 
trauailed berweene loue and hatred, that when as oftentimes hee defired to puniſh the womans 
pride, his heart by loues mediation failed him in the enterpriſe. Fornothing did more torment 
him then this feare, leaſt executing his diſpleaſure againſt her, hee ſhould by this meanes more 

grieuouſly wound himſelfe, through the deſire he bare vnto his deceaſed delight. Whileſt thus 
ze was ſweltered and devoured in his paſſions, and conceiued ſiniſter opinions againſt Mariam- 

me his wife ; Some his ſiſter and his mother hauing an inkling of his diſcontents, thought that xerges fifter 

they had gotten a fir opportunitie to expreſle and execute their hatred towards Mariamme - for andhismo. | 

waich cauſe they conferred with Herod, and whetted his ſplecne and diſpleaſure with variety of p<n<ate 
{landers,ſuthcienr ar one aflault ro engender hatred,and.kindle his icaloufie againſt her. To theſe "pos. 
E reproches of theirs, he lent no vnwilling eares ; yet had he not the heartto attempt any thing a- pore againſt 
g41aſt his wife,or to giue free creditto their report,notwithſtanding his diſpleaſure increaſed,and FOOT 
was inflamed more and more againſt her,for that neither ſhee could colour her cares and diſcon- 
tents,nor hee containe himſelfe from exchanging his loue into hatred : and perhaps at that time 
he had publiſhed ſome fatall doome againſt her, had not a happy meſſenger brought him word, 
that Anthony and Cleopatra beeing dead, Ceſar was become Lord of Agyprt : for which cauſe Antony and 
haſting forward to meete and entertaine him, hee left his family in that preſent eſtare. Vpon his C!<oparra

departure he recommended Mariammeto Sohems, giuing him great thanks for the care he had Cz(arLord

When Herod was arriued in Zgypr,and had friendly and familiarly conferred with Czſar,he nomatdy 
F was highly honoured by him: for Czſar gaue him thoſe foure hundreth Frenchmen that were of Herod with 
Cleopatras guard ; and reſtored that part of his countrey vnto him againe, which was taken away oO A 
and ſpoyled by her. Hee annexed alſo vnto his kingdome Gadara, Hippon,and Samaria, and on ne — 
the ſea coaſts the Cities of Gaza, Anthedon, Ioppe, with the tower of Straton : which when he Czlarenlar- 
had obtained, he grew more mighty then before : and after hee had accompanied Ceſar as farre you Hereds 
as Antioch, he returned into his owne countrey, Vpon his arriuall, he found that fortune which 
was fauourable vnto him abroad,too forwardat home, eſpecially in regard of his wite,in whoſe 
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affetion before time he ſeemed to be moſt hap your he was as inwardly touched with the law- G 
full loue of Mariamme,as any other of whom if Hiſtories make report:and as touching her,ſhe 
was both chaſt and fairhfull vnto him ; yer had ſhee a certaine womanly imperfeQion and naty- 
rall frowardnefle, which was the cauſe that ſhee preſumed roo much vypon the intire affection 
wherewith her husband was intangled;ſo that without regard of his perſon, who had powerand 
authoricy ouer others, ſhee entertained him oftentimes very outragiouſly: All which he endured 
ariently, without any ſhew of diſcontent. But Mariamme vpbraided and publikely reproached 
both the Kings mother and fiſter,telling them that they were but abiectly and baſcly borne. 
Whereupon there grew a great enmity and vnrecouerable hatred berweene the Ladies ; and 
from thence alſo there aroſe an occaſion of greater accuſations and calumniation then before. 
Theſe ſuſpicions were nouriſhed amongſt them , for the ſpace of one whole yeere after Herods 14 


returne from Ceſar , and finally this long contrined and tore-imagined hatred at laſt brake our

himſelte into his chamber to take his reſt, hee called Mar:amme vnto him to ſport with her,being 
incited thereunto by the great affeCtion that hee bare vnto her. Vpon this his command fhee 
came in vnto him ; yet would ſhe nor lie with him,nor entertaine his courtings with friendly ac- 
ceptance, but vpbraided him bitterly with her fathers and brothers death. The King tooke theſe 
reproachfull words in yery euill part, and was almoſt ready to ſtrike her : but his fiſter hearing a 
greater ſtir and noiſe within then was vſuall,ſent in the Butler, who long before thar time was ſu- 
borned by her,whom ſhe commanded to tell the king,that Mariamme had prepared a drinke for 
him to inciteand quicken him vnto loue;willing him that if the King ſhould be mooued therear, 
and ſhould demand what hee meant, hee ſhould certifie him, that Mariamme hauing prepared a 
poifon for his grace, had dealt-with him to deliver it to his Maieſtie. Charging him moreouer, 
that if the King in hearing him ſpeake of this potion,ſhould ſeeme to be mooued therewith, thar 
then he ſhould proceede no further in his diſcourſe. He therefore (being in this manner before 
hand inſtructed what hee ought to doe) at that very inſtant was ſent to diſcouer his treachery 
vnto the King ; for which cauſe with a ſober and ſtated countenance heeentredin vnto him, be- 
ing ſeriouſly and well prepared to diſcourſe,and told him that Mariamme had bribed him to pre- 
ſent his Mateſtie with an amorous cup of drinke. Now when hee percetued that the King was 
troubled with theſe words, hee proſecuted his diſcourſe, alleadging that the potion was a ccr- 
taine medicine which Mariamme had giuen him, the vertue whereof he knew not,which he had 
recciued according as hee had tolde him, knowing that it concerned both his owne ſecurity,and K 
the Kings ſafety. | 

Herod who before this was highly diſpleaſed, hearing theſe word, was fo much the more in- 
cenſed:for which cauſe he preſently commanded Mariammes moſt faithfull ſeruant to be exami- 
ned by torments, as concerning the poiſon, ſuppoſing that it was impoſſible for her to vndertake 
any thing whatſoeuer,without his priuity.He being tried and tormented after this cruel manner, 


confeſſed nothing of that for which he was tortured ; but declared vnto the King that the hatred 


which his wife had conceiued againſt him,proceededfrom certaine words that Sohemmws had told 
her. Scarcely had he finiſhed theſe words, but that the King cried out with a loud voice,ſaying, 
that Sohemmus, who before time had beene moſt faithfull both to him and his kingdome, would 
not haue declared theſe his priuy commands, except there had been ſome more inward familia- 
ritie and ſecrecy betwixt him and Mariamme - for which cauſe he preſently commanded his mi- L. 
niſters to lay hands on Sohers,and to put him to death. As for his wite,he drew her to her tri- 
all,and to this effe@ he aſſembled his moſt familiar friends, before whom he began to accuſe her 
with great ſpight and ſpleene, as touching theſe potions and poiſons aforeſaid ; wherein he vied 
intemperate and vnſeemely ſpeeches,and ſuch as for their birterneſſe did il] become him in cauſe 
of inſtice ; ſothar in the end,the afſiſtants, ſeeing the butte and bent of his defire, pronounced ſen- 
rence of death againſt her : which being paſt,both he, and all other the aſſiſtants were of this 0- 
pinion,that ſhee ſhould not ſo ſpeedily be executed, but thar thee ſhould be kept cloſe priſoner in 
ſome ſure place of the Palace. But by Salomes ſolicitations Herod was incited to haſten her death, 
for that ſhee alleadged that the King ought to feare,leaſt ſome ſedition ſhould be raiſed amongſt 
the people, if hee ſhould keepe her aliue in priſon. And by this meanes Mariamme was led ynt 
her death. | 

Alexandra her mother conſidering the eſtate of the time, and fearing no leſſe miſchiete from 
Herods hands, then her daughter was aſſured of; ſhee yndecently changed her minde; and abic- 
&edly laid aſide her former courage, and magnanimitie, For intending to make it knowne, that 
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A ſhe was neither partie nor priute to, thoſe crimes, wherewith Mariamme yas charged, ſhe went ASS: 
out ro mecte her daughter, and entertained her. iniuriouſly, proteſting publikely that ſhee was a ——_—_ WE 
wicked woman, and vngratefull rowards her husband ; & that ſhe well deſerued the puniſhment #fore Cry 
that was adiudged her, for that ſhe durſt be ſo bold to atremprt ſo hainous a fa, negleRing to re- YYN225; 
quite her husbands entire loue, with her vnfained loyaltie. Whileſt thus diſhoneſtly ſhe counter. Alexandra | 
faited her diſpleaſure, and was ready to pull Mariammeby the haire, the afliſtants according to fa 9+. oy; 
her deſert, condemned her generally for her ſhamefull hypocriſie : but ſhe that was led to be pu- quite her ſelf 
niſhed, conuited her by her milde behauiour. For firſt of all, ſhe gaue herno anſiwere ; neither *'Mariam- 
was any wales altered by her reproches, neither would fo much as caſt her eye vpon her;making C IEREREY 
irappeare,that ſhe diſcreetly concealed 8 couered her mothers imperfections, & was aggrieued 

g fhat ſhe had ſo openly ſhewed fo great indignitie : expreſling for her owne parta conſtant beha- 

" uviour and going to her death without change of colour,ſo that thoſe that beheld her,perceiued 

in hera king of manifeſt courage and nobility, cuen in her vimoſt extreamitie. Thus died Mari. 
amme,hauing bin a woman thar excelled both in continence and courage : notwithſtanding thar 

ſhe defaulted ſomewhat in affabilitie and impatience of nature : for the reſt of her parts,ſhee was 

of an admirable and pleaſing beaurie,and of ſuch a carriage in thoſe companies wherein ſhee was 

intertained, that it was impoſlible to expreſle the ſame, in that ſhe ſurpaſſed all thoſe of her time 

which was the principall cauſe that ſhe lived not gratioufly and contentedly with the King, For 

being entertained by him , who intirely loued her, and from whom ſhee receiued nothing that 

might diſcontent her, ſhe preſumed vpon a great and intemperarte libertie in her diſcourſe. Shee 

digeſted alſo the loſſe of her friends very hardly , according as in open tearmes ſhee made ir 

knowne vnto the King : whereby alſo it came to paſle, that both Herods mother, and ſiſter, and 

himſelfe likewiſe grew at ods with her, and in eſpeciall her husband, from whom onely ſhee cx- 

pected no hard meaſure. _ FI 

Afﬀeer her death the King began more powerfully to be inflamed in his affe&ions;who before Herods miſe- 

times, as we haue declared, was already miſerably diſtrafted. For neither did he loue after the bc <ftare, 
common manner of married folke : but whereas almoſt eueh vnto madnes henouriſhed this his afer the 
deſtr2, he couldnot be induced by the too vnbridled manners of his wife to alay the hear of his death cfhis 
affeQion, but that daily more and more by doting on her, hee increaſed the ſame. And all that "** 
time eſpecially he ſuppoſed thar God was diſpleaſed with him, for the death of Mariamme his 

D wife. Oftentimes did he inuocate her name,and more often vndecently lamented hee her. And 
notwithſtanding he deuiſed all kinde of dclights and ſports that might bee imagined, by-prepa- 
ring banquets, and inuiting gueſts with princely hoſpitalitie, to paſſe away the time ; yer all thoſe 
profited himnothing. For which cauſe he gaue ouer the charge and adminiſtration of his king- 
dome. And in ſuch ſort was he ouerwhelmed with griefe, that oftentimes hee commanded his 
miniſters to call his wife Mariamme, as if as yet ſhe had beene aliue. Whileſt thus hee was affe- A plague ict 
ed; there befell a peſtilence within the citie, that conſumed a great ſort of the people, and the Fe ir 
better part of the nobilitic, and cach man interpreted that this puniſhment was inflicted by God 
vpon men, for the vniuſt death of the Queene. Thus the Kings diſcontents being by this meanes 
increaſed, hear laſt hid himſelfe in a ſolitarie wildernes,vnder pretext of hunting; where affliting 

E himſelfe inceſſantly,at laſt he fell into a moſt grieuous ſickneſſe. This diſcaſe of his was an inflam- Herod fal- 
mation or paine in thenecke : he ſeemed alſo in ſome ſort to raue and waxe mad ; neither could _ 
any remedies relieue him of his agonie ; but when as the ſickneſſe ſeemed rather to increaſe, all "7 
men at laſt grew almoſt deſperate of his recouery.For which cauſe his Phyſitian, partly in reſpe&t 
of the contumacie of his diſeaſe,partly, becauſe in ſo greata danger there was not any free electi- 
on of diet, they gaue him leaue to taſte wharſoeuer beſt pleaſed his appetite, committing the vn- 
certaine euent of his health to the hands of fortune, _ 

Whileſt thus hee ſoiourned in Samaria , which now is called Sebaſte, Alexandra inhabi- Alexandra in

Coſtabarus, MEN; ſo thatall thoſe who offended him for how little cauſe*ſocuer, were readily ſought for to 
whom Herod be puniſhed. In this his intemperance he imbrued his hands in the blood of divers of his inward 
ETOrns friends,as Coſtabarwus, Lyſimachnms, Antipater {urnamed Gadias , and Doſithews, for this occaſion 
Salome,vſur- that enſueth. Cofabarus was an Idumzan, and one of the greateſt account amonegſt his'country- 
_ in Idu- men, who was deſcended from the Prieſts of Cozas , whom the Idumzans eſteeme for a God. 
P Now after that Hircanm had drawen the policic of the Idumaans to the reformed cuſtomes of 
theTIewes, Herod was made King of the Iewes, and appointed Coſtabarwus to begouernour in T- 
dumza and Gaza,giving him Saloe his ſiſter to wite, after he had pur Toſeph to fe to whom 
ſhe had bin maried before time,as we haue heretofore declared. Coſtabarus ſecing himſelfe in this 
eſtatebeyond his expectarion,grew more elare and proud then his good fortune required,and in 
alittle time forgot himſelfe ſo farre, that he thought himſelfe diſhonoured,if he ſhould performe 
that which Herod commanded him, and {corned that the Idumzans ſhould bee vnder the Iewes 
ſubicCtion, notwithſtanding they had receiued their maner of gouernment from them. He ther- 
fore ſent meſſengers vnto Cleopatra, giuing her to vnderſtand, that Idumea had alwaies beene 
vnder her anceſtors ſubiection; and for that cauſe ſhe ought vpon iuſt cauſe ro demand and beg 
that countrie at Aztoniz5 hands, and thar in reſpect of himſelfe he was readie to become her ſer- 
vant. All which he praiſed, notto gratific Cleopatra in any ſort whatſocuer, but ro the intenr, 
that if Herods fortunes ſhould be any waies weakned, he might more eafily by this meanes both 
inlarge and obtaine the kingdome of Idumza.' Arid with theſe fooliſh hopes was he tranſported, 
in regard of his birth and riches, which he had heaped together, by ſuch diſhoneſt meanes, as he 
continually practiſed, as he thar intended no ſraall matters. But notwithſtanding Cleoparras of- 
ten and earneſt petition to obtaine this ſoucraignitie ; yet could ſhee not obtaine it at CAntonre 
hands.When Hered had notice of theſe couert and cunning practiſes, he was readie to kill Co- , 
Coſtabarus #abarus, But vpon the earneſt ſupplications of his ſiſter and her mother, he diſmiſſed and pardo- K 
preſerued®Y ned him; yet held him alwaics in ſuſpicion, by reaſon of this his praftiſe. Not long after it hap- 
rerceſſion, ned, that Salozxe fell at debate with CoFabarws,for which cauſe ſhee ſent a libell of diuorceto her 
husband,notwithſtanding it were againſt the lawes and ordinary cuſtomes of the Texwes. For ac- 
cording to our ordinances, it is onely lawfull for the husband to do the ſame;and as touching the 
wife, notwithſtanding ſhe were ſeparated, yet is it not lawfull for her to marry againe,except her 
husband firſt giue her licence. But Salome without reſpect of the lawes of the :countrey, groun- 
Coſtabarus, ding her ſelfe roo much vpon her owneauthoritie, forſooke her husband, ſaying,that ſhe ſepara- 
Lyfmachus, teq her ſelfe from her husband,by reaſon ofthe great friendſhip which ſhe bare vnto herbrother 
Antipater and 34, eh G : : : x ; 
Dofitheus ac. for that ſhe had receiued ſome notice that Co#abarus praftiſed ſome innouation with Antipater, 
cuſed before Lyſirmachns and Doſitheus. And this accuſation of hers confirmed ſhe by Babas children, whom 
—_— he had alreadie kept with him in all ſecuritie for the ſpace of twelue yeares. All which was true, 
preſerued by and at that time beyond all mens expectation wonderfully troubled Herod, as ſoone as he heard 
Coltabarus. jr, Foras touching Babas ſonnes, he had hererofore reſolued to cut them off, for that they had 
been alwaics badlie affe&ted rowards him and all his enterpriſes:bur all that time he had let them 
paſſe, becauſe by continuance they were _— out of his remembrance.Nouv the cauſe of this 
enmitie and hatred which he bare towards them, was gathered from this ground. At ſuch time 
as Antigonns enioyed the ſoucraignty,and Herod beſieged the citic of Teruſalem with an armic : 
now thoſe incommodities and neceſſities that ordinarily happen vnto thoſe that are beſieged, 

* werethe cauſe thar diuers acknowledged Herod, and fixed their hopes ypon him. But Babas ſons þ4 
beeing in authoritie, and beſides that, attended by a great number of men, perſeucred in their 
faithfull obſeruation of Aztigonns, and blamed Herod continually, encouraging the inhabitants 
ro continue the kingdome inthofe ro whom ir appertained by deſcent : and they themſelues fol- 
fowed that courſe, which intheir opinion was moſt profitable for the common-weale, Bur after 
that the citie was ſurpriſed by Herod, and he grew maſter of the eſtate, Co#abarus, who was ap- 


pointed to keepe the citie gates, and to lie in wait that none of thoſe who were accuſed ro haue 
; forſaken 
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A forfakenthe kings (ide, ſhould eſcape, knowing that the ſonnes of Babas were greatly eſteemed > 
and honoured among the people, and foreſeeing that their ſafety might be no tmall turtherance oe. pak. 
ro himſelfe, ifat any time there might befortune any alteration ; hee diſcharged, and hid them #fere Chit 
within his owne poſſefſions:and notwithſtanding that at rhar time he had proteſted to Herod by On 
an oath, that he knew not what was become of them ;-yer though ſuſpected of periiry,, hecon- 
cealed them. And afterwards whenthe king had by proclamation promiſed a reward to him that 
ſhould diſcouer them,and ſought for them by all meanes,neither then alſo would he confeſſe the 
fac. For being affraid leaſt he ſhould be puniſhed for his firſt deniall, he continued thorow con-' 
ccalement, being not onely now driuen thereunto by friendſhip,bur alſo by neceſſitie. 

Now when the King had notice hereof by his fiſters report, hee fent certaine meſſengers-to Bzbas ſonnes 
the place where they were hidden, and flew them, and all thoſe that were partakers of 'the ſame —— 

B crime : ſo thatno one of Hircanw kinred was now left aliue ; bur all of them being ſlaine , who foreHerod 


excelled in nobility and dignitie, hee did what himſelfe liſted withoue any contradiction or con- 2nd flaine, 
croulement: for which cauſe he by little and little forſooke the ceremonies and ordinanics of his rm - 
countrey,and corrupted the decrees and inſtitutions of their anceſtors, which he ought to haue Herodintro-, 
kept inutolable,by his new and ſtrange inuentions. In whoſe time there was a very great change (<< duers 
and alteration of the ancient and good manner of living ; for all fell from bad to worſe : and the cuſtomes, 
politike order,whereby the people ought to be gouerned and kept within compaſſe of their du- pear, . 
ty,went to decay. For firſt of all, he ordained certaine wreſtlings from fine yeeres to fiue yeeres , world, z939. 
in honour of Ceſar ; and builded a Theater for that purpoſe within Ieruſalem. He ere&ed alſo a fre &riſts 
moſt huge Amphitheater within the Plaine, which were two piles worthy the regard andbchol- C225 
C ding,by reaſon of the ſampruouſnes therof;but wholly eſtranged from the faſhions of the Tewes, The theaer, 
For neither the vſe,nor the preſentation of theſe ſpectacles hath cuer been praGtiſed or taught by a res 
our anceſtors : yet was it his pleaſure to ennoble this aſſembly, ro the end might be continued ** * 
from fine to fiue yeeres, and this proclaimed he publikely in the countries round abour him, and 
to this þeacle aſſembled he all the Nations. The wraſtlers alſo, and all that which concerned 
their exerciſe, were ſought our from all corners of the world, vnder the hope to obtaine the pro= 
poſed palme and vidtorie ; and all the moſt excellent in thoſe exerciſes that were to bee found, 
were inuited ro that aſſembly. For he propoſed moſt huge rewards, not onely to thoſe that ex- 
erciſed wraſtling, but alſo vnto thoſe who are called Muſttians,and ro all forts of plaiers on inftru- 
ments ; labouring to his vemoſt power, that all the moſt famous inthoſe _—_— ſhould bee 
D afſiſtant in thoſe paſtimes. Hee appointed alſo a reward of great value for ſuch as ranne vpon 
chariots of three, foure or of one horſe; and all that which was both ſumptuous and magnificent 
to behold, for euery one was moſt carefully prouided, in that he ſtroue to haue the honour of a 
moſt magnificent preparation for his games. The Theater was hung all abour with Czfars ti- 
tles, and the trophees of thoſe nations, which were ouercome by him, altogether ſet outand ſhi- 
ning with gold and filucr. As for the inſtruments thereof, there wanted neither furniture, coſt- 
ly veſtments, or precious ſtones. Thither alſo were drawne certaine fauage beafts, as Lyons 
and other wilde beaſts, which were worthy to be placed in this famous ſhew , becing admirable 
both for their force and rareneſle of nature, who fought the one with the other,and againſt ſuch 
men likewiſe who were condemned to die : whereby the ſtrangers conceiued, together with the 
E admiration of his expence, an vacomparable and vnaccuſtomed pleaſure. Bur his countrymen Herod ob- 
interpreted this thing for a manifeſt corruption of thoſe diſciplines and manners which before #ncdn0 _ 
time they had entertained, and honoured amongſt them. For it was ana&t moſt manifeſtly impi- by theſe ex 
ous, to hazzard men againſt wilde beaſts, to delight the eyes of other men : It was alſo a martter pences. 
asimpious,to change and prophane the ordinances of the country, for forraine exerciſes: But the 
moſt hated of all theſe, were the Trophees : tor in that they were certaine Images atrired inar- 
mour, the vſe and veneration whereof were forbidden by our lawes, this diſpleaſed and grieued 
them more then any thing whatſocuer:neither was Herod ignorant of thoſe troubles, which they 
procured. But hee thought it to bee a matter of danger to attempt the ſame forthe preſent by 
force ; and for that cauſe he familiarly debated the ſame with ſome few of them, and diſcourſed 
F ynto them his occaſions, to the endo riddethem of their ſuperſtition, although herem he pro- 
fired nothing. Forall of them with one conſent, cried our againſt the indignitie which they Theleves 
ſaw him commit : telling him, that although all other things were to bee tolerated ; yet the earl 
Trophees,which were images of men, were vnſupportable , becauſe they were vnuſuall in their covered with 
countrey. Herod perceiving that they were diſcontented, and that they would not eaſily bee res: 
wrought vpon, except they had ſome contentment, hee called the moſt worthieſt men amongſt " 
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"An SM them, and led them into the Theater, demanding of them what they thoughttheſe Trophees G 
world, 3929, Were:and when they cried out that they were 1mages of men: he incontinently cauſed all the or- 
before Corifts naments to be taken off from them, letting them ſee that they were nought els but naked ſtocks 
M2225, of wood:;(o that ſodainly rheir diſpleaſure was turned intoa laughter,and their doubts were plea- 
fantly diſcuſſed. Thus appeaſed he the people,and moderated the fury of their miſlikes : ſo ther 
diuers of them changed their opinions, & were no more diſpleaſed, Notwithſtanding,there were 
ſome of theſe that perſiſted in the indignity they conce1ued in thoſe vnaccuſtomed cxerciſes, 
ſuppoſing that the corruption of theirancient diſcipline was an inducement to their gricuous ca- 
lamities; and they imagined that it rather concerned them to vadertake all dangers , then to en- 
dure any alteration in their policy, by permitting that Herod ſhould introduce new and cxtra- 
"ordinary faſhions, who onely in word was their king, bur in effet an enemy of their whole na- 
Ten. wen:-. tion, For this cauſe there were ten men amongſt them, who bound thetmſclues by oath to hazard 
n= = jb extreamiries,and ro this tent they hid certaine ſhort ſwords vnder their garments : amcngſt 
5: --+. -- - theſe there was one that was blind, who vrged and egged on by the ſtrangeneſſe of thoſe things 
- which he had heard, nor for that he was ofability ro execute any thing with his hand, bur to te- 
ſtifie that he was ready to ſuffer with the reſt, ifany misfortune ſhould betall them, .by his cxam- 
-  _ plethereſtof them were not a little confirmed. Theſe having mutually vndertaken this their re- 
©. folution,repaired to the Theater vhder hope that Herod ſhould nor eſcape them, for that they in- 
rended to afſaile him vnawares : at leaſtwile if they failed of him, their hope was to fall foule on 
ſome of his fauourites and followers, accounting this ro be ſome ſolace in their expected death, 
if in regard of their violared religion they might bring the King in hatred with the common peo- 
._ . ple. And theſe intending to offerthemlclues as chieferaines and leaders vnto the reſt, refolucd to L 
Herodhath © EXECute theſe things. Bur one of thoſe intelligencers that Herod had ſent abroad to pry and ſearch 
ineelligence into ſuchlike ations, hauing difcouered all this their conſpiracy, ſignified the fame vnto the 
_ conſpi- king,at ſuch timeas he was ready ro enter into the Theater. Hee knowing full well what hatred 
; was continually hatched againſt him, berooke himlelfe to his palace, and ſent for the canſpira- 
tors by their names: who being apprehended in the fact, and knowing that there was no way 
for them to cſcape,reſolued to endure their preſent misfortunes with a valiant courage: for being 
no waies diſmaide, with a conſtant countehance they drew out their weapons , proteſting that 
their conſpiracy was honeſt and holy,not attempted by them for private affection, or their owne 
profit ſake, bur in the behalfe of their publike diſcipline, which no good man would either ſee or 
{uffer to be violated,no though it coſt him his life. 
2 Sek Now when with great confidence they had alleadged theſe things for their iuſtification, they 
are executed, Were led away by the kings miniſters ro be ſlaughtered by diuers ſorts of torments. Not long at- 
and the intel- rer this,thar intelligencer who had betraied them, growing hatefull in all mens cies, was ſlaine 
—_ ” by cerraine men,and chopt in pieces with their fiyords,and afterwards caſt vnto the dogs in ſight 
and preſence of many men. Yet did no man diſcouer this act, vntill after long and wcariſome 
inquiſitions made by Herod, it was wrought out of certaine poore women (who were priuy to 
the fa&)with diuers rorments. Then were all the aCtors of that murther puniſhed, with thcir 
whole families : and notwithſtanding all this, the common people was in no ſort diſmaide, but 
were ready to defend their lawes, except they were reſtrained by ſome greater power. Which L 
when theking percciued,he refiſted their indeuors with all diligence, leaſt happely thorow theſe 
alterations in affaires, the people ſhould be drawne to an open rebellion. Whereas therefore he 
Herod fortif. 2d EWO ſtrong. caſtles within the City, one wherein his palace was, another called Antonia, 
eth two ca- thatadioyned necrevnto the temple, fortified by him;he thought good to ſtrengthena third cal-

Antonia, falem ſome daies tourney)to containe thoſe of the common ſort that were abroad, vnder his 0- 
Samariaor bedience,and very fit to bridle any vproares that might be raiſed in the City and ficlds. And for 
Bebo. the whole nation he builded a fort, which in times paſt was called Straton,and afterwards he na- 
_ _ . meditCxſarea. He builded alſo a fort in Galilee, which was called Gabala, in a large Plaine, 
-- -- "Suge where by courſe he kept his horſemen. Beſides theſe, he builded the fort of Efthmonites in the M 
Gabala, —Countrey of Perza on the other {ide Iordan, . | 
Now when he had fitly diſpoſed all theſe Caſtles thorow his whole countrey, for the ſecurity 
-— 19-6 0a and ſafety of his kingdome, the matter of rebellion was taken from the common people,who vp- 
inthe forrreſ- On euery light cauſe are ſubie& ro commotions, inthat hee had prepared a remedy againſt all 
—_ priuy conſpiracies, by planting ſuch forces alwates neere at hand, who might preuent and paci- 
races,  fieallalterations vpon their originall. After this,betaking himſelfe ro encompaſle Samaria _—_

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A wall,he brought to paſſe that diuers of thoſe, who had born armes with him againſt his cncmies, ONES 
and diuers of rhe people likewiſe that dwelt round abour, came to inhabite ir, both in regard of A 
the Temple, which he intended to build in that place,as alſo for that he fortified the ſame tor his fore Chrifts 
owne ſecurity (although that before rime it was not in the number of famous Cities.) He there. YIA237; 
fore changed the name thereof, and called it Sebaſtc, and diſtributed the lands that confined the | 
Citic among the inhabitants of the ſame (which was by nature a fruitfull and goodly countrey) 

. tothe intent that within a little ſpace they might inrich themſelues. He inuironed the Citic alſo 
with a ſtrong wall, being aſſiſted by the naturall ſtrength and ſteepineſſe of the place : and beſides 
the whole circuit, hee included ſo much ground, thar it was no waies inferiour to any of the fa- 
mous Cities ; for it contained the circuit of twenty furlongs or ſtadia, And in the midſt thereof 
there was a ſacred place, containing a furlong and a halte, wonderfully adorned in which there 
was a Temple builded, famous both for beauty and bigneſſe. And as forthe orher parts ofthe 
Citie,he decked them with all ſorts of ornaments. And ſceing how neerely it concerned him ro 
prouide for the {ecuritie of his perſon in this walled Citie, hee erected a fortrefle for himlelfe. 
And as touching the beauty thereof, his intent was that it ſhould remaine for a monument to po- 
ſerity,of his magnificence and liberalitie;

H a r very yeere, which was the thirteenth yeere of He7ods raigne,very great calamities Hedio & Ri. 
hapned in that countrey (either through Gods diſpleaſure, or tor char the reuolution of f2vs,chap 22. 
C time would haue it ſo.) For firſt of all,there were {uch concinuall droughts, that by rea- A daily 
ſon thereof the earth grew barren,and produced nor thoſe fiuics, which of it ſelte it was accuſto- droughrand 
med to beare. And after this,the ordinarie courſe of mens diets bceeing akecred by reaſon of the mean 
want of corne, the want of ſuſtenance was accompanied with a bodily {icknefſe (for that by cu- The wantof 
ſtome rheſe two plagues doe ordinarily entertaine oneanother :) For this made rhe plague and 7/&u7's bree- 
ſickneſſe more vehementr, for that the ficke in this great penury,could neither haue care of them- kr ng 
ſelues as was expedient,nor get conuenient nouriſhment for preferuation of life : And many died 
daily ; and thoſe alſo that remained aliue were in deſpaire, becauſc they could not rclieuc their 
want and neceſſiries, what diligence ſocucr they vied. For which cauſc,atter the old fruits ofthat 
D yeere were wholly conſumed, and all the reſt of their ſtore was vtterly ipenr, there appeared nor 
any meanes whereupon they might hope, namely, for that the miſery increaſed more then was 
expected; yea and extended it ſelfe beyond that yeere : ſo that they had nothing remaining by 
them,and the ſeeds they ſowed at that time mouldred away,and the earth for all cheir labours af- 
forded themno intereſt. The necefſitie therefore being thus great,conſtrained men to ſearch our 
many new inuenrions to maintaine their life : and the Kinghikewiſe was in no leſle perplexitie,in 
that he was depriued of thoſe ordinarie reuenues which he recciucd by the fruits of thecarth;and 
the rather, for that he had ſpent his mony in repairing his cities,according as before this we haue 
declared : and in ſuch fort were all things waſted by diuers calamities, thata man could conceiue 
no hope of remedy.Beſides this,the people grew in hatred of their king,forthat it istheir cuſtom 
E ordinarily to accuſe their gouernors;as if they were the authors of all their euils, Yet did the king 
bethink himſelfe how he might remedy theſe inconueniences,bur hardly could he findthe means, 
for that their neighbours had no meanes to ſell them victuals, becauſe they were no lefle affticted Herodmakeria 
then them{elues:and although he might haue recoucred ſome little meanes for a great ſumme of F2'ey'*t = : 
money,yet wanted he it alſo to' defray the charges : notwithſtanding ih that he knew,that it be- ments and 
hooucd him to imploy his vttermoſt indeauours in yeelding a generall remedy to ſuch and ſo vi- yy 9s 7 
olent an oppreſſion, he molted downe all thoſe moueables he had either of gold or filuer within _ Glucr, and 
his palace, and ſpared nothing either for the matter, the excellencie, or the faſhion ; no not ſo baiethcornes 
much as the veſſels wherein hee was ordinarily ferued. This money ſent he into AXgypt, where 
at that time vnder Czſar,Petronius held the gouernment. This man being Herods friend,in that he 
F deſired the ſafetie of his ſubiects, at ſuch rime as divers of them retired themſelnes vnto him, by 
reaſon of that their neceſſitie, he permitted them to buy vp corne ; and affiſted them in all things, 
both in their bargaines,and in their carriages;ſo thatrhe greater orthe whole ſurme of their ſuc- 
cours was attributed to him. But after their returne, Herod wrought ſo much, that the care that xg.,,q a6: 
was taken by him did not onely change the affections of thoſe, which betore time were his enc- burerh the

gular prouidence, For firſt of all hce diſtributeda certaine quanritie of corneto all thoſe, who the people.

before Cbriſts other infirmitie,were vnable to preparertheir victuals,hetooke order for their reliefe,and appoin- 

AA tedthem certaine bakers, who ſhould furniſh them with bread, both ſufficient and meer for their 

| ſuſtenance. Hee gaue order alfo, that they ſhould nor paſſe the winter disfurniſhed of cloathing 
but prouided for ſuch as were naked ſufficient raiment, conſidering that the ſheepe were partly 
dead,and partly deuoured,and that there was no wooll to ſet them awork,or other ſtuffe to make 
oarments of, Now after he had furniſhed his ſubiccts with theſe things, he thought good alſ>to 
ſhew kindneſſeto the neighbouring cities, and ſtored the Syrians with ſeede-corne to ſowe their 
lands;which yeelded him no little profit: for the carth incontinently gaue him a large and plenti- 
full tribute for that ſhe had receiued;ſo thatall of them had aboundance of victuals:and as ſoone 
as the harueſt was ready, he ſent fiftie thouſand men into that countrey which hee had relieved : xx 
and by this meanes hee with all diligence reſtored his afflicted kingdome : and comforted his 

neighbours, who were oppreſſcd with the like calamity. For there was not any man in neceſſity,

that according to his qualitie was not affiſted and ſuccoured. 


The villages likewiſe and the cities,and thoſe of the common ſort who ente1tained great houſ:. 
holds,and were in want,hauing their recourſe vnto him,receiued that which they had necde of. 
ſo that to reckon vp all the corne which he gaue vnto thoſe, who were not his ſubjects, it appea- 
reth that hee imployed ten thouſand Cores of wheate : now the Core containeth ten Athenian 

. buſhels:and within the compaſle of his Realme he imploied eighty thouſand: which care of his, 
and diſcreetly imployed fauour, wrought ſo much in the hearts of the Tewes, and was fo highly 
renowned amoneſt other nations,tharthe ancient hatred which they had conceiued againſt him, 
for that he had altered certaine cuſtomes of their kingdome, was wholly forgotten, and hee was 
ſuppoſed by them to haue made a ſufficient recompence,by the diligence hee had ſhewed in aſſi- 

The Tewes fa. ſting them in their neceſſities; and no leſſe either grace or glory obtained he among ſtrangers : ſo 
uour Herod that by theſe miſeries the Kings honour was nota little magnified, and whatſocuer damage hee 
for his bounty | -cciued at home,ſo much honour and reputation atchicued he abroad. For whereas in ſtrangers 
neceſſities he had ſhewed himſelfe fo full of magnanimitie, each man did not reſpe@ what hee 
had beene before, bur ſuch as they lately found him to be. 
Herodfcn. —Aboutthe ſame time allo he ſent Ceſor certaine ſupplies,namely,fine hundreth choſen men of 
deth Czfar his guard, whom E1/7#s Gallus led into the wars in Arabia, and had often vie of them in his moſt 
_——_—_— dangerous attempts. When as therefore his kingdome was reſtored ro his former telicitic, hee 
The Palace builded a roiall palace in the higher parr of the citic, furniſhed with many large buildings,8 dec- K 
builein ſeru- ked with gold and marble ſeates ; fo as they might receiue a great number of men: hce named 
g__ * Raf. alſo each roome of the houſe according to their {euerall names,8 called on the lodging of C2ſar, 
fiaus,chap 12, and another of Agrippa. After this,being intangled with loue, he married a wife, leaſt he ſhould 
be diſtracted by vaine defires,and the cauſe of this his new mariage was this. There was amongſt 
thoſe that dwelt in Icruſalem,a certaine citizen called $:7-0x,the fon of Bethas the Alexandrine, 
who was a Prieſt,and one of the chiefeſt in nobility amongſt them: this man had a daughter, the 
faireſt and comlieſt creature of that age, whoſe beauty renowned by the common voice,it came 
ro paſſe, that with her fame Herodat onetime entertained a good affetion towards her, and af- 
terwards obtaining the ſight of her, he grew in loue with her ; yet would nor vſe his authoritie, 
leaſt hee ſhould ſeeme to behaue himſelfe tyrannically, but choſe rather to accept her for his be- 
trothed wife, Whereas therefore S720» ſeemed vnworthy his affinitie, and yet too worthy to 
be blaſted by contempt, he made election of a conuenient meanes to obtaine the fulnefle of his 
Herod reme> eftre, which was,to raiſe both $20» and his ro higher dignities, For which cauſe he preſently =_

inexorable when it concerned him topunith;and by liberality,wherby heprouided for their pub- 
like neceflities: he therefore tooke an eſpeciall care of himſelte,as itthe liteand ſafety of his per- 
ſon had been the ſecurity of his people. He behaued himſelfe othciouſly and fauourably towards 
all forraineccities: he entertained the Princes by preſents, which according to his occaftotis he ſent 
ynto them, to in{inuate himſelfe into their fauours, being in his owne natiire magnificent and fir 
tro gouerne: fo that all his fortunes increaſed,and all things fell out happily according to his hearts 

p deſire, True it is,that the care which he imployedin honouring Ceſar, and.other mighty magj- 
ſtrates of Rome,cauſed him to outſtrip his cuſtomes,and to falfifie diacrs ordinances of his coun- 
rrey,in building cities, and ereRing temples in honour ofthem, although he builded themnot in 
the land of Tury : for the Iewes would not haue endured it, becauſe we are forbidden to honour 
Images and figures,formed according to the likenefle of a man,asthe Greekes are accuſtomed to 
doe,but he did this in the countrey and forraine citics,and excuſed himſelfe to the Iewes,ſaying , 
thar hedid it not of his owne head, bur performed thar according to the chargeand commande- 
ment which he had from others,who were greater then himſelfe:and in the meanc while grarifi- reomayyo 
ed Ceſar and the Romans, in tharhe reſpected their honour more then he did the ordinances of A _ 
his countrey ; although in all things he had reſpect to his particular aduantage;and determined 291ctle coſts 

c with himſelfe ro leaue behind him after his dearh largeand ample reſtimonies of his power and ging, _ 
greatneſſe: which was the cauſe that he builded cities with great charge and expence, :

build a city on, which of long time had bin called the rower of Straton, he both'mag- Straton 0. 
nificently deſigned and ſer downe the module and forme thereof, and mademany jeg CT 
D ſumptuous buildings, both of royall places, and of other priuate lodgings , not builded after a builded by 
ſlight manner, or of weake and fading matter, but of marble ſtone. Bur the greateſt and buſicſt xc 
worke of all, was the hauen which he made exempt and free from ſtormes and rempeſts , that in porc of A 
oreatneſle reſembled that of Pres, and was ſo ſpacious that it was able to receive many great tens 
ſhips into the road,and had divers roomes and warehouſes to lay vp the merchandizetherin. And 
the more admirable was this pile, becauſe the ſtuffe that was fit to finiſh this ſo great worke, was 
not gathered or gotten in that place,but muſt needly be brought from another place, vpon grear 
charge and expence. This city is ſeated in Phoeniciaypon the coaſt,in the way to Egypt,betrween Dora & Top- 
Toppa and Dora, certaine villages fituate vpon the ſea coaſts, vnfit either for landing or harbour , paill harbors, 
by reaſon of the Aﬀricke wind, that driutng the ſand of the fea vponthe ſhore, gineth not any 
E quiet road vnto the ſhips, but that the Merchants are enforced for a long time to ride at anchor, Theportof 
To corre& this incommodity of the place, he made the circuit round about the porr ſo ſpacions, <*=* 
that it was ableto recciuea great flcet:and he caſt down to the bottome therof, which was abour 
ſome twenty fathoms deepe,certen huge ſtones,thar for the moſt part were fiftie foot long,cight 
foot broad, and nine foot high,ſome more and ſome lefle. The pile that was erc&ted vpon this to 
affront the ſea, was a pane of two hundreth foot,the halfe wherof was oppoſed againſt the waues 
to breake the furie of the ſtreame,and for this cauſe was called in the Greek tongue Procymation, 
that is to ſay, Before floud: The other halfe ſerued as a foundation to beare vp a wall of ſtone for- 
tified with diuers towers, the chiefeſt wherof was a faire pile or building, which was called Dru- 
ſus,in memory of Dr«ſ#5,Ceſars ſonne in law,who died very young : it had alſo diners retreates 
or hoſtries in the ſame,into which the mariners were receiued and lodged, 
F Thedeſcent being hard by,encompaſſed all the port like a rotnd platforme, that ſerued for a 
pleaſant walking place for whomſocuer liſted. The entrance and mouth of the haven was toward 
the north,which isa wind that of al other moſt purifieth and cleanſeth. The ſupporter & ſtrength 
of all the circuit on the left hand vpon the entrance to the port,was an ample and huge tower to 
faſten it the more ſtrongly ; and on the right hand, were two huge pillars of ſtone, more higher 


then the tower that ſtood oppoſite againſt them, ereed and faſtned rogether. All round —_ a

were aboutthem ; ſome of them: were conuaied toward the port,and diſcharged themſelues into 
the ſea by certaine compaſled ſpaces : but there was one that went athwarts,that comprehended 
all che reſt, to the end that thereby the raine-water, and the cleanſings of the Citie might be con- 
uaied into the ſea,and that when the ſea ſhould flow, it might waſh and cleanſe all the-Citie, 
The Thexer HeeereRted alſo.a Theater of ſtone,and behind the ſame to the Southward,an Amphitheater, 
—__ that was able to receiue a great number of men; and ſo pleaſantly and fitly ſituated, that from the 
Heredſendeth ſame a.man might diſcouer the fea. This Citie was finiſhed at the end of 12.yeeres;during which 
m——_ 7” time,the King was neither wearied by intending the worke,nor negligent in furniſhing thenecelſ- 
4 ae ſary charges. After this,perceiuing that the Citie of Sebaſta was already inhabited alſo, he reſo]. 
Rome voxo ed to ſend his two ſonnes Alexander and Ariſiobulus to Rome, to preſent them vnto the Empe- 
4g ec LOUr Ceſar ; who no-ſooner reſorted thither but they were lodged in Polos houſe, who amongſt 
Herod che o- all the reſt was an intire friend of Herods, They might haue lien alſo at Czſars houſe, who crter- 
munors of tained them with as great familiaritie and kindneſſe,as might be poſſible : and gaue Hered licence 
vices of Bara 4 like manner to confirme the kingdome in one of his children, which ſocuecr beſt liked him, an- 
nea and Aura NeXINg to his gouernment, the countries of Trachona, Baranea, and Auranita for the occaſion 
2 4c; Which enſierh, A certaine man called Jenodorus had hired Lyſanias demaines or Lordſhip : and 
ueth by ſpoile, NOt Contenting himſelfe with thoſe reuenewes which hee gathered,but deſirous to gather more, 
he liued vpon ſpoiles and robberies in Trachona, which 1s a countrey, the inhabitants whereof 
commonly liue by pillage and ſpoile, which they purchaſe from the Citizens and Merchants of 
Damaſco. And ſo farre was Zezodorus from prohibiting theſe robberies, rhat hee himſelfe alſo 
was partaker of the booty ; ſo that the nations neighbouring round abour, ſeeing themſelues thus 
abuſed, ſought for remedy ar Yarws hands, who was their gouernour, requiring him to certific Ce- 
ſar, of Zenodoras wrongs and outrages. Which when he vnderſtood, he commanded that ſuch 
lawleſſe rioters ſhould be puniſhed, and thar the countrey ſhould bee added vnto the ivriſdiftion 
of Herod, to the intent, that by his vigilancy the inhabitants of Trachona ſhould no more moleſt 
their neighbours. For it was hard to reſtraine them, conſidering that they were accuſtomed and 
traded in ſuch theft, and could not liue otherwaies. For they neither had townes nor lands, nei- 
ther herirages nor any poſſeſſions, bur onely certaine retraits and caues ynder ground, and lined 
ell mell like beaſts : and hauing made abundant prouiſion of water and vidtuals,they might eaſi- 
ly endure warrea long time,and maintaine themſelues in their caues,when their enemies aſſailed 
them without. 
The doores of theſe dennes were ſo narrow,that they could be entred but by one at once; but 
within it was incredible ſpactous and large:the vpper part thereof was not ſteepie, bur plaine,and 
in forme ofa ſmooth earth: for the whole place naturally confiſteth of a ſharpe and ragged rock,

E Asſoone as therefore he had conducted Ceſar as farre as the ſea, vpon his returnehe builded a Herod bui 
goodly temple of white marble in honour of his name, in the countrey which belonged to Jeno- _ —_— 
dorus,neere to a place which is called Panion,which is a goodly caue in the hart of a mountaine, Panion. 
and a place of great pleaſure, vnder which there isa wide poole of immeaſurable depth,which is —_— 
full of ſtanding water, and the vpper part of the mountaine is very high. From vnder this caue hirdpere ef 
ſpring the fountaine heads of the loud Tordan. This place of it ſelfe fo famous and delightful, was $5 tributes 
choſen out by Herod, and adorned alſo with a temple which he built in honour of Cefer. At thar 
time alſo he releaſed the third part of thoſe tributes which his ſubie&ts paid vnto him, to the end 
(as he faid)that he might relicue his ſubiects after the penury they had endured. But the truth of 
his intention was, that he did it to that end to win their fauours, who were finiſterly affected to- 

F wards him. For they had conceined an hatred againſt him,becauſe all piety was in a manner abo- 
liſhed,8 the ordinances of the country ina fort difanulled by the means of thoſe remples, which 
he had built,& each man priuily muttered with bitternes againſt him;ſo that welny they were ad- * 
dreſſed to mutiny.But Herod with great diſcretion preuented the ſame,and cur off al occaſions of 
inſurretion,commanding euery one to intend his labour ; forbidding them to make any afſem- 
blies in the city,or to talk one.with another vnder colour of walking abroad for pleaſure or feaſts 
ſake.

This wall was made of huge ſtones, cloſe faſt- 
nedthe one vnto the other with lead;ſhutring all within his encloſure, & extending it ſelf very 
deep; ſo that the greatnes & height of this foure ſquare building was an incredible thing to be 
imagined. The greatnes of the ſtones appeared inthe front, þut on the inſide they were faſtned 
together with claſpes of iron,which fortified 8 ſtrengthined the building for cucr againſtal in- | 
iuries of times. This worke hauing been thus continued to the top, & the void ſpace berween E 
the wall & the rifing hillocke fling vp the floote aboue, was made plaine 8& equall. The whole 
Circuit of the tower contained about foure ſtades or furlongs; a ttade dr furlong inlength to c- 
uery pane from angleto angle.

vnto Tiberius C efar to grant then that fauor, &till the death of King Aerippe the ewes had the 
ſame intheir poſſeſhon.Butafter that Agripe was dead,Caſ5ins Longinus that gouerned Syria,8 
Cuſpizs Faducs Lieutenant of Iudza, comanded the Iewes to returnethe ſame into the fortrefle 
Anmtoma,ſayingtharthe Romans ought to be Lords thereof,as they had bin in times paſt. For 
which caufe the Tewes ſent Embaſſadors to Claudia Ceſar, to requeſt his fauour therein, who 
arriuingat Rome found the youg King Agrppathere,who beſought the Emperor thar it might. 
be lawfull for him to haue the keeping of the habit:who comanded Yitellizs the gouernour of 
Syria,to deliuerit vnto his hands. Before time it was kept vnder the ſeale of the high Prieſt, & 
the cuſtody of the Treaſurers, & onthe eeue of a certain ſolemn feaſt the Treaſurers went vp 
tothe = ry fo kept the fortreſſe forthe Romans, & after they had opened their {eale they 
took the habit : andafter the feaſt was paſt, they returned it back againe vnto the ſame place,& 
ſhut itvpvnder the ſame ſeale in the preſence of the captain.

A ſeuenth day from all labors,we ſpend that day in learning our religion, &the lawes & cuſtoms SMS. 
thereof, eſteeming this cuſtome notto be of {mall force to correct and amend our manners. a - —_ . 
Theſe our cuſtoms having in themnothing that any that ſearcheth them, can iuſtly reprehend, fore ©-47s 
they are now alſo,though many are perfiwaded the contrary,conſecrated & cofirmed by their yp 
antiquity: Sothatwe muſt needs makea conſcience of itto forſake our lawes,that hauc endu- © 
red ſo many ages. Theſe are the iniuries that theſe people by violence offer vs; they facrilegi- © 
ouſly take tr6 vs the mony dedicated to God: they impoſe tributes vpon vs,whoare tree: they © 
vyponfeſtiual daies force vs to their tribunals,to law & other profane bufineſſe,withour any ne- © 
ceſſity,but only in contumely & diſgrace of our religion,which they knowe well in the meane © 
while that they perſecute with vniuſt & vnlawfull hatred. For your Empirc,cqually prouiding © 

B forthe good ofall your ſubiccts, doth not onely nouriſh the muruall concord of them all, but © 
alſo reſiſterh harrcd and malice. Theſe are the iniurics,moſt worthy Agrippa,whercot we ſceke © 
redreſſe ar thy hands, requeſting thee that hereafrer we may liue according to our religion as © 
before times, &that our aduerſarics may haue no more authority ouer vs then weouerthem # © © 
which is noc oaly iuſtice & equity, butalready alſo granted by your clemency. And there are « 
yet extant to be {een in the Capitoll many decrees & ordinances of the Senate concerningthis © 
matter, engrauen in braffe, which are read vnto this day : doubtlefſe for our truth and fidelity < 
ſo oftentimes fried : orat leaſt, though we notdeſeruing it, yet holy and inutolare. For you do < 
not only not wichdraw from vs & all other nations your former benefites granted vnto vs, but < 
you do rather cuery day befide all hope and expectation increaſe them: all which,time wil not < 

C ſuffermeto recount. And that we may not ſeem vainely to boaſt of our duties & officiouſheſle << 
towards you,and alſo omitting other things that are paſt ; our King now litting with you can < 
ſatfciently teſtitic it ſoto be. For what kind of loue & good will hath he omirted to ſhew vnro <« 
your nation? where was he not proued truſty * what hath henor deuiſed to honor you? where «< 
ſtood you in need,when he was not the firſt man to help you? Why therefore ſhould not we re- <c 
ceine ſome fauour for his deſerts? I will not omit to put you in mind of the fortitude of his ta- 
ther 4ntipater, who came with two thouſand fouldiers to afliſt Ceſarin the Egyptian warres, « 
wherein he ſo valiantly behaued himſelfe, thar neither by ſeanor land any one in thoſe warres <« 
deſerued more commendarions then himlclte. I will not at this time recount how much good <« 

D hedidCzſar in thoſe warres, and what & how great rewards he therefore receiued : but rather «c 
- Iſhould firſt of all put you in remembrance of the letters that the Emperour writ vnto the Se- « 
nate concerning this matter, wherewith he obtained for Amipater the honours and priuiledges <« 
ofthe City. For this onely argument had been ſufficient to haue declared that we did not ob- «« 

_ taineſuch fauour without deſert, and requeſt thee now to confirme the ſame, of whom wee « 
might iuſtly hope fornew benefits, ſecing ſuch friendſhip & familiarity between thee and our 

King. For we haue vnderſtood by our nation that dwell in Indza, how many offerings thou « 
didſt there ſacrifice ynto our God,& with what vowes rhou honoredſt him:how thou feaſtedſt c« 
the pcople, & waſtdelightcd in that mutuall hoſpitality. All which areas it were an argument « 
of the frienſhip confirmed between ſo great a Romane Prince, &the nation ofthe Tewes,cuen « 
in Herods houſe. By all theſe, we humbly requeſt in the preſence of the King nothing bur this « 
E oncly.that thou wouldeſt not permit vs deceitfully to bee defrauded of that, which you your « 
| ſelues haue already granted vnto thenation of the Icwes. | 
Now no oneof the Grecks offercd to oppoſe himſelfagainſtthat which Nicholzvs did ſpeak: 
for this was no contention to a Iudge concerning their right, but onely a deprecarion & ſuppli- 
cation to auoid iniury, Neither did they deny it : onely thus they excuſed themſelues,thatthe 
Iewes dwelling amongſtthem were troubleſome vnto them. But the Iewes ſhewed theſelues 
to be free citizens,&toliue according to their religion 8 lawes of their countzey without any 
mans moleſtation or iniury. Wherfore Agrippavnderſtanding thatthey were wronged,anſwe- 64 52 wg 
red thus ; that he would not ouly gratifie them for his friend Herodsſake, but alſo for that they beans _ 
ſeemed to him to demand a reaſonable matter. Wherefore though they had demanded agrea- ledge. 

F terthing of him, he would haue granted them whatſocuer he might, without preiudicing the 
people of Rome. And now ſecing they onely demand of him that which already the Ro- 
manes had granted vnto them, he would ratifie 8 confirme vnto them the benefit which th 
had alrcady received at the Romanes hands,6e prouide that henceforth no man ſhould moleſt Agrippade- 
them for. liuing according to the inſtitution & ordinances of their countrey. Hauing thus ſpo- P**r<& from 
ken, he diſmiſſed the aſſembly. Then Herod arifing,thanked him in all their names. And thenaf- A 
ter mutuall embracing one another, they departed, taking their leaues, from Lesbus.

how can they think it reaſon, that I who haue expoſed my ſelfe to ſo many dangers,and vnder- G 


gone ſo difficult labouts fora long time to obtain the kingdom, ſhould nor peaceably enioy the 
{ame,and ſuffer meto be Lord of mine own dominion, &permit meths liberty to leauc irynto 
him who ſhall deſcrueſach honour in the beſt performance of a ſon-like dury? So that the be- 
holders hereof ſeeing piety ſo rewarded, might hereby be the more invited thereunto, efpeci- 
ally ſeeing thar withour violating the law of nature, it is not lawtull to think any ſuchthought: 
for no man can affect his fathers kingdome;, but he doth alfo defire his fathers death,ſecing that 
it is not permitted mento ſucceed thoſe in the kingdom who are yer aliue. He alleadged more- 
ouer, that for his part he had hada care that they ſhould want nothing conuenient for a kinde 
father to prouide for princely children,neither ornaments,nor followers,nor delights: thar al- 


ſo he had prouided for them wiues of noble race, and had married one of them vnto his ſiſters H 


daughter, and rhe other vnto F4rchelaws his daughter King of Cappadocia: and which was the 
greatcſt matter of all, he had nor vſed the authority of a father againſt them after theſe their en- 
terpriſes, bur brought them vnto o_ their common benefactor;and that forſaking his owne: 
right ofa father,who had bin iniured,or of a King,againſt whom treaſon had been wrought,he 
was now content to debate his matter with them before ſuch a Tudge, as well knew how ro dc- 
cide the thing in queſtion according to right & equity : yct requeſted he him thar that offence 
of theirs mighr nor be left vnpuniſhed, nor he forced to lead the reſt of his life [ti] in perpetual! 
fear: ſeeing thatit was expedient that they ſhould neuer {ce light againe after ſuch haynous of- 
fences,and to eſcape vnpuniſhed after the violating of all lawes of God & nature. Herod hauing 
with avehement voyce obiected theſe accufations again{t his ſons before Ceſar; the yong men 
werenotableto abſtain from teares whileſt hee was yer ſpeaking, and hauing ended his ſpeech 
they wholly reſolucd into tears:not for thatthey were guilty of thoſe impieties laid vnto their 
charge, but torthat they wereaccuſed by their father, againſt whom it was not decent to ſpeak 
freely for themſclucs; nor expedient to refuſe to defend their owne cauſe. Whetein they re- 
mained doubtrfull whatto doe, mouing the auditors to pitiethem by their rearcs & lamentati- 
ons, and carctull withall leaſt ir ſhould be thought that their guilty conſcience did ſo trouble 
them, that they were not abletoſpeake intheir owne defence, ſeeing that indeed is was their 
want of skill and tender yeares, by reaſon whereofthey were ſo amazed. Which alſo Cifar wel 
perceiued,& all that were preſent were ſo moued to compaſſion, that neither their father who 
was their accuſer could long refraine from being moued hereat to compaſſion.

24mpiende and were to be rehewedeuery fift yeere. All this prouiſton theking at his owne coſt and char- 
can gcsprouidedto bebrought Fom any place whatſocuer, to ſhew the greatneſſe ofhis magnifi- 
cence. Juha, Caeſars wife alfo beſtowed much of her owneto the furniſhing hereof, and ſent 

many precious things out of Italy ; ſo that the worth of them all amounted vnto fiue hundred 

talents. Andagreat company being gathered together.to behold theſe ſports, he receiued all 
Embafſadours ſent vnto him from other nations,to thanke him for the benefits he had beſtow- 

ed onthem; andhelodged, feaſted and ſported them : and being all day long amongſt the 

people to ſee thoſe ſports, at night hee receiued them with banquets, and ſhewing them his 
magnificence ; and gained great praiſe and commendations for a worthy king. For, he inall

both theſe did procced from one matter : for becauſe he thirſted after glory and honour, and 


wholly applycd himſelfe thereunto, he became liberall whereſocuer he was, in hopecither to 
reape preſentthankes for his labour, ora future remembrance. Wherefore ſpending aboue his 
reuenewes for this matter, he was forced to be chargeable vnto his ſubiects : for it was nece[- 
ſary that he that ſo laviſhly beſtowed ſuch huge ſummes of money vpon others, ſhould fome 
where get it, though with euill means. Laſtly, ſeeing himſelfe for ſuch like iniuries hated of his 
ſubiecs,he thought ita hard matter to get their good wils;which he could do no waics elſe, but 
by remitting the tribute they paid him. Wherefore he abuſed the hatred of his people for his 


D owne commodity : for ifany one of them did not toleratethatfſlauery wherein they lined, or 


did endeuour to ſhake off the yoke of his dominion, againſt ſuch he y{ed a meruailous cruelty; 

and outraged them no leſſe, then as if they had been his enemies,neither reſpeQing friendſhip 

nor kinred; for that he deſired alone to be honoured ofall men. And how greedy of honourhe 

was,we may ghefle by the honors he did vnto Ceſar, Agrippa, and others of their friends : for 

he deſired to bean example to his ſubiects,that as he himſelfe honoured men-betterthenihim- 

ſelte; ſo they ſhouldall honor him likewiſe: therby declaring what thing he did naturally moſt Herod greedy 
deſire. Bur the Tewes religion doth nor permitthem licence to honour Potentates, who of nc- honour. 
ccfſiry ought rohaue greater careand reſpect of right and equity, then of ſuch officiouſneſſe 
towards ſuperiors: for it was diſprofit enough vnto the Tewes that they could not with ſtatuaes 

and temples obtaine the Kings fauour,and with ſuch like flatteries fatisfie the fond appetites. of 

a vaineglorious man. And this ſeemeth to me to bethe reaſon that Herod was vniuſt, and hard 

rowards his friends,and to thoſc whom he made partakers of his counſels and enterpriſes; and 

franke and bountifull rowards ſtrangers.

is : and they hauenow complained vnto me, that they are moleſted by the fal{e accuſations of

ie Erbd ſpending lauiſhly much and many ſummes of money, botlrat home and abroad, ,,.;._ . a 
71/4 hearing that Hrrcawns who raigned before him,opened Dauids Sepulchre;and took out fnus ha 
| S of 1tthree thouſand talents of iluer, and that there was left yer farre more, able to de- *;7-12- * | 
_ B frayany great charges whatlocuer, he long time purpoſed todoe the like. And at this time in ol _—_ 
the night ſeaſon accompanied only with his moſt truſty friends, being very waty thatnone of : 
the people ſhould know of it,hc entred into the Sepulchre: but he found no mony there, 2s Hir- 
canes did; but he tooke from thence a.great company of preciousattires & ornaments of gold. 
wherby hewas cntiſed to makea more diligent ſearch: and he ſenttwoof his company for the 
nonce into the inner pait of the Sepulcher, where the bodies of Salomon & Damd were intom- Herod loſt 
bed;who were there loſt;and as it 1s reported, fire cameout of thoſe ſecret places & conſumed two ofhis mer 
them. Whereat Herod bcing terrified, departed out of it; and mooued with religion to make AY _ 
ſatisfaction, he builded a moſt ſumptuous monument of white marble, at the entrance into the Nicholas the 
| Sepulchre: of which building Nicholaws alfo a writer of that time,maketh mention;bur he ſpca- bitonogra- 
© keth nothow they went into the Sepulchre of Dauid, thinking that therein he ſhould not keep pherreproued. 
decorum, if he ſhould make mention thereof. Wherein he followed his accuſtomed order : for 
his writings were to come to the eares of the King yet liuing,wherein he did only curry fauor, 
mentioning only thar, that might redound vnto the Kings credit: ſothart many of his open and 
wicked pranks,be doth either colour vnderſom other pretence, orelſcallwales poſſible he en- 
denourcthto hide them. For he dothas it weretell atale of Herods cruelty againſt Mariamme,8: 
his fonnes; as though he did thereby deſcrue credit 8 praiſe, accuſing her of adultery, 8 them 
as traytors vnto their father : and this he doth cleane through his works, too.much extolling 
rhe Kings good deeds,and too diligently exculing his bad deeds and iniquities. But as I haue 
D ſaid, we muſt pardon him, whodid not fo much writeto leaue amemory of things done vnto , ..,__ 
after ages, asto gratifie and pleaſe his King. But I, who comeof the linage of the Afamonian af prieſtly 
Kings, andexecute the office of a Pricſt, account itaſhametolie : and doe intead truely to re- ne of the A- 
count the hiſtory of all things that were acted and done, yet with a reuerence of the poſterity pgyoreats yp 
of that K ing, who doe alſonow beare ſway andr ule; yer with their pardon and leaue, hauing 2a Herods houle, 
greater careto the verity of our hiſtory, then tothem. 
Aſterthe Sepulchre was thus violated, Herods houſe began to decay,whether reuenge ligh- 
ting vpon that part which was already ſcarce ſound,or whether by meer chance ſuch calamity 
itthattime befell him, as mightaſtly bethought the reward of impiety. For there was adiſ- 
cord inthe courtnot-valike vnedciuill warres,euery one ſtriuingagainſt other with hatred and 
torged accuſations: bur cſpecially Antpaters politick practice againſt his brethren was to beno- ,_.___ 

E ted; who intangling them by other mens forged accuſations, himſelfoftentimes ſeemed to take ciay wands g 
vpon him their defence,that makinga ſhew of good will vato them he might ſecretly opprels 8 in 
them the ſooner: and he did fo craſtily circumuent his father, thar his father deemed himto be. 
his ohely conſcruer. Wherefore the King commended Prelomers his procurator vnto Antipater 
his ſonne, and did communicare all his ſecrets ynto his mother, ſo thatall things were done ac- 


cording as they pleaſed,andthey made him diſpleaſed with thoſe againſt whom they knew the

Pheroras vnderſtanding tHis counſel] 
profitable for him, hauing bin once before iniuriouſly accuſed, & obtaincd pardon at the Kings 
hands, ſent away his maid, by whom he now had a fon, and promiſed the King to mary this his 
other daughter, and appointed the thirtith day after to cclebratc his mariage; making a ſoJemn I 
oth vnto the King, ncuerafter thattimetoviethe company of that woman whom he had put 
away. The time appointcd being expired, he fell ſo farre in loue withthe former woman, that 
he would not ſtand to his promiſe, but againe companied with his maid. 

Then Herod, notableany longer to contain himſelf;vſed many ſpeeches, whereby he enident- 
ly ſhewed his mind to bealienated frotn his brother. And there were many who takire; h:rear 
opportuniry,did by forged calummiations encreaſchis alieriation:ſo that now there was no day 
nor hower paſt, wherein he did nor ſtill heare ſome new altcrations & ſtirs amongſt his dearelt 

 friends;whomnature willed tro combine themſelues to maintain concord & amity. For Salome 
S1omeintiked being now offended ar Mariammes children, did not permit herdaughter maried vnto Ariſtobu- 
ner {xs,one of the yong men, to enioy muruall loue & comfort of her husband, enticing her to be- 7 
husbands ſz. Wray her husbands ſecret talke : and if ſhe heardary ſmall occaſions of offence (as often it fal- 
crcts. leth out) ſhe ſhould the more aggrauate them with ſuſpicions,wherby ſhe alſolearned all their 
ſecrets,and madethe yong woman hate her husband. And ſheto pleaſe her mother recounted 
how that often when her husband & Alexander werealone, that then they were wont to talk of 
Mariammetheir mother, and vie reprochfall words againſt their father; and threatning, that if 
they cuer didobtaine the kingdom, they would make the ſonnes of the King, whom he had by 
other wiuecs; notarics and towne clerkes: and fo they might reap profit of their learning which 
they now ſtudied for: & whenſocuer they ſaw any of the Kings wiues weare any of Mariammes 
apparel], that then they vowed in ſeed of that attire, to cloath them with ſackcloth, and ſhut 
them vp wherethey ſhold neuer ſee Sun, Salome preſently told all this to the King:who though K 
he were much grieued hereat, yet he choſe rather to ſeek toamend it, then to puniſh them: for 
he was greatly incited againſtthem by ſuſpicion,and euery day waxing worſeand worſe. at laſt 
he belecued all the reports of any whomſfocuer. But he then contented only ſharpely to chide 
his ſonnes, and pacified with their excuſes and anfweres, he forthat time was quict. 
But preſently the miſchief was againe ſet on foot : for Phererasthe Kings brother, meeting 
Herod greatly Alexander,who (as we haue faid) was Glaphyra her husband, who was daughter to Archelaws:he 
_ _ told himthar he heard by Saleme, that Herod was far in loue with Glaphyra : ſo that he could not 
affirming thar {hake off this affeCtion.

Syl{2us hauing thus ſpoken,adding morcouer that he would not haue cometo Rome, 
but that he was per{waded that Caſe would haue had a care of the common peace, &tranquil- 
lity of his ſubiects, & that had he bin at home Herod to his coſt ſhould haue violatedthat peace:

But Herod, by the means 
of Ptolomens and Pheroras did reſtraine them, and commanded the young men to be caſt into 
prion, and there to be kept ſo ſtreight that no man was admitted vnto them; but many {pies 
were fer, who ſhould narrowly markeall their a&tions and words : and now they were accoun- 
redas condemned men both by other mens opinions andalfo bytheir owne.

money to trouble the peace of the common-wealth ; and that he had corrupted many women 
and honeſt matrons both at Rome and in Arabia. Hee added hereunto a moſt gricuous crime, 
to wit, that he by his lies and falſe reports had deceiued Ceſar, whom in all things hee had miſ- 
informed concerning that which Herod had done. Which when hee once mentioned, Ceſar 
commandcd him to omit the reſt ; and only to recount the matter concerning Herod, whether 
Herod did not enter into Arabia withanarmy, and did ſlay rwo thouſand & ftue hundreth men, 
and carry away captiues and robbe and ſpoile the countrey * Nicholaws anſwered, that to theſe 
demands himſelte was able toanſwer, that Heroddid none of theſe,or at leaſt very little hereof, 
which hee did recount, and that hee did not deſerue any diſpleaſure. Ceſar, contrary to his L

This fellow many times amidſt the multitudes ex- 
the captaines claimed, that truth & equity was now baniſhed froin our of the world, and that in their ſtecd 
wy Oe  malice&yvntruth reigned: wherby there wasſuch a miſt 8a fog cauſed ouer the whole world, 
 thatno man could ſee his owne errors. This his free ſpeech though it was not withour danger, 
yetal men hereat were moued,forthat he had ſom reaſon to ſhew his fortitude in ſodangerous 
atime;& euery onewas willing to heare this ſpeech: and though theſelues for fear were ſilent, 
yet didthey not reprehend him for ſpeaking freely. For the expeGation ofthe euent of fo great 
miſchief was able to haue wreſted from cuery one of them words of commileration.Tyro with 
great audacity alſo came vnto the king, and _ t him that he might calke with him alone: 
which the king granting, hee vſed theſe words with great lamentation. I canno longer, O my 
king, ſuppreſlſe this my grict,which cauſeth meſo boldly to _ though with myowne peril;

There came lettersalſo to Hereds hands from his friends in Rome, written 8 deui+ 
cuſed by Anti- ſed by Antipaters means, toaccuſe Archelares 8 Ps for very often they had refreſhed the me- 
paters means. jnory of Alexander 8: Ariitobalus death, contriued by their father, and forthat they lamented 
the miſerable fate of them,who were innocently betraied; and that now allo they themſelues 
were called back into their country for no other cauſe, but ypontheirarriuall ro be made parta- 
kers of their brothers miſerable deſtiny. Theſe things did Antipaters friends certifie Herod of, in 
that by many & mighty preſents he wrought them thereunto. He himſelfe alſo wrote vnto his 
father colourably, after a manner excuſing the young men, and imputing their words to their 
indiſcretion &yong yeeres. Meane while, he buſted himlelfe in accuſing SylLexs, and courted 
the chiefcſt Romans, buying diuers ornaments & iewels to preſent them with, to the valew of 


two hundrezh talents. And it is to be wondred ar, that ſo great matters being brought on foor 


- wereacted, and as many men thought at that time ſhe told nothing but the truth. Thar poylon

And nowalready it manifeſtly appeared that Amtipater was vpon his downfall : Fornoman _ Coin 
came outtoſalute him, no man entertained him.as they did ypon his departure, whenasall of Anripater ps 
them accompanied himwith praiers and happy acclamations : bur contrariwiſe they boldly p2nune 
and openly ſpake againſt him, and bitterly curſed him, telling him that he was iuſtly puniſhed man. .* 
for the wickedneſſe he had committed againſt his brothers.

About the ſametime ,2uintilins Yarws,who wag ſent to ſucceed Saturnine in the gouernment Quinzilius - 
of Syria, was at Teruſalem, & drew thitherat that inſtant ypon Herodsrequeſt,to afiſt him with Jus gouer- 
his counſailes in his preſent and weighty occaſions.

Healtogetheramatedat the greatneſſe of that vnexpeRed miſchiefe, which he both heard 
and ſaw, departedprefently from them wholly:amazed, and inthe way met with his mother 
and his wife (which was Antigonus daughtergwhohad been king of the Iewes before Herod)by 

D whom he was aduertiſed of all that which had hapned, and for that cauſe more diligently pre=- 
pared himſelfe for his triall. Thenext day Yarwus 8& Herod fate in iudgement, accompanied by Herod caller 
their friends on both ſides ; thither alſo were cited the kings kinred and his ſiſter Salome, and Þ*ſonne 
certaine others, who could diſcouer his ſecret practices; ſome of which had bin tortured,and Qucelis 
namely CAn:jpaters mothers ſeruants, who alittle before his arriuall, had been apprehended Vrus.

-not, is of himſelfe guilty of an iniury offered toour common mother nature. $I nature, 
Aftertheſe ſpeeches, he annexed certaine points as touching Antpaters mother, which tho- 
row feminine frailty had been blabbed our by her,to wit, that ſhe had asked counſell of ſooth- 
fiers & diuiners,to vhom the kingdome ſhould befall: And that ſhe had offered ſacrifices, & 
made prayers for the death of the King. And moreouer, hedeclared what laſciuious prankes 
Antipater had plaied with Pheroras women, in banquetingand amorousand wanton dalliances. 
The informations likewiſe that were preſented by ſuchas were tortured, with ſundry reſtimo- 
nies of diuers men,ſome ſuborned; the other found out to be inconrinently produced & con- 
firmed. For each man ſeeing that Antipater was expoſed to the accuſations of thoſe men, who 

F hadthe gouernment in their hands,and thatthe good fortune that had longtime accompanied 
him, had openly deliuered him into the hands of his enemies, they manifeſtly diſcouered the 
inſatiable hatred which they had conceiued againſt him, whereas before time the feare that 
they hadofhim inforced thenito beſilent:' yet was he not ſo much burdened with other mens . 
hatreds, as with his own wickednes, namely his deadly hatted againſt his father, his breachof 
amity amongſt his brethren,whereby he filled the Kings houſhold with {editions & murthers, 
of ſome complotred, and acted by other ſome, neither giuing place to hatred according to

demerit. Neither did they only accuſe him,who were by juſtice tyed thereunto,but divers vo- 
luntary witneſſes alſo brought in their euidence; ſothat although hee was a very cunning dif- H 
ſembler, and colourer of his lies, and moſt impudent in his aſſertions, yet durſt he not once 0- 
pen his mouth or mutter againſt the ſame.

Nativiry,s, friends; becauſe whatſoener was done, was done according to law; and that no enquiry might 
be madetherof,except to thegreat preiudice of his reputation,and hazard of his ſtate,in regard I 
of the incertainty of thetime: that it was more expedient for him to ſtudy for the maintenance 
of peace, vntill ſuch time as being eſtabliſhed in the kingdome by Ceſars conſent, hee ſhould re- 
turne backe againe vnto them,and that then he would conſult with them forthe comman profir, 
according to their iuſt demands, wiſhing them for the preſent to containe themſclues, and to 
take heed leaſt they ſtirred vp ſedition. 

When he had thus inſtructed his Generall, heſent him vnto them. But they cryed out with a 
loud voice,and would not ſuffer him to ſpeake: but for feare of danger 8 death, they put himto 
filence. And if any other were ſo forward as to ſpeak vnto them,8& perſwade them to ſome mo- 
deration,and toalter their {iniſter reſolutions, he was alſo in danger; for that they had this per- 
ſwaſion, thatall things ought rather to be ordered according to their pleaſures, then by the au- K 
thority of their ſuperiours: ſuppoſing that although during Herods life time they had beene de- 
prined of their deareſt friends, it ſhould be now a matter vnworthy their courages, after his 
deathro bee cut off from the priuiledge to demand their reuenge. For they were tranſported 
with their owne opinions,and held all that for lawfull and vpright, which was in any ſort con- 
formableto their pleaſures,without foreſecing the danger that might happen thereby:ſo much 
were they pleaſedto be reuenged on thoſe, whom they reputed ro bee their enemies. Now, 
whereas diuers were ſent by Archelaws, to conſult with them,and diuers came vnto them, not as 
meſſengers from him, bur as friends and louers of peace,of their owne motion, withan intent to 
pacifie them, they would not permitany of them to ſpeake; and thorow their rage there aroſe a 
great tumult,which had growneto a further extreamity, it a greater number ofpcople had ioy- L 
nedthemſclues with them.

the feaſtotthe oFtheir deliuerance out of Egypt, at which timeallmen do moſt willingly preſent chcir facrifi-

ces anda greater number of beaſts are ſlaine at that feaſt;then at any other time. To this ſolem- 
nity alioan infinit number of peopleafſembled from all parts, to honor God: wherchy the ſedi- 
tious (ſuppoſing that they had gotten afit opportunity) lamented Judas and Matthias, who were 
the Expoſitors of the law, and kept themſeclues within the temple, whither they had gathered 
good {tore of victuals, which they were not aſhamed impudently to begge for. But Archelaus, 
fearing leaſt their rage ſhould produce ſome more grieuous effc&t of miſchiefe, ſent our a band 
of armed men,with a captaine,and a regiment ofa thouſand men.to repreſſe their head-long fu- M 
ry, beforethe reſt ofthe people were infected with their follies; and to bring them likewiſe vn- 
to him, whom they found to be the forwardeſt in that commotion. Againſt thoſe the ſeditious 
cryed out,with great clamours,and incenſed the people againſt them, ſo that all ofthem ruſhed 
in vpon the men of war,and flew diuers of them. The reſt of them eſcaped with their captaine, 
yet not without diuers wounds. That done, they which were within the temple returnedagaine 
to rheir divine ſ{cruice.

one of Herods moſt eſteemed friends, and was wellaffected to further and ſet forward his title. 

Bit eſpecially he was ſtirred vp to ſeekthe kingdom by Jrenews,a man very eloquent,8 to whoſe 
charge in regard of his ſtfficiency, the affaires of thekingdoin had been committed. For which 
cauſe, al:hough he were perſwaded to giue ouer the kingdomevnto his elder brother; who was 
confrinedinthe kingdome by his fathers.reſtament; yer would henor giue eare thereunto. But 
Anti»asno ſooner arriued in Rome, but all his kinsfolke reuolred from Archelans, vntd him, nor 
ſo much forthe loue they bare him, as for the hatred they had conceiued againit Archelars: and 
aboue all, for the deſire they had to recouer their liberty,&to draw themſeluesvndera Roman 
Goucrnour. For they tho.jght that if there wereany contradiction,that Antipas,for whom th ey 
ende::oured to procure the royalty, ſhould be more profitable vato them then Arebelas, Sa- 
E bins allo by his letters accuſed Archelaus to Ceſar: but Archelamsby Prolemy exhibited vnto Ceſar 
a ſupplication containing his rightand title tothe kingdome, his fathers teſtament, andrhe ac- 
count ofthe money which Herodhis father had ſealed vp, together with his ring, and expected 
the iſſue. | 2 I8 I OTST ED, Bet: 2H.

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LS histime hoped for his approbation,whom already as much as in him lay, hee had deprincd of G 
wo-{d,2964. Thetitle and authority of his allowance. Moreoucr, hce obiccd againſt him, that of his owne 
4/er Gries authority he had changed certaine chieftaines ofthe army, and that hee had ſeated himſelfe in 
Ay the royall throne, andlike a King had determined certaine cauſes, and had granted certaine de- 
»» mands of the people: finally, that he hadleftnothing vndone, which he might haue performed, 
»» bad Ceſar confirmed his title. He alleaged alſo,thatthey who were incloſcd inthe Hippogrome:,

, For he had beenalloted the kingdom by his father,not whenhis minde was dead before his bo-

> flaine by them, without reſpe& of God,or regard ofthe ſolemne feaſt: whoſe defence Amtipater 

» wasnot aſhamed of, without reſpect of equity,ſo that he might farisfie that hatred which he bare L 
3» vnto Archelaus. That therefore it was their fault, who firſt of all abſtained not from iniury, but

Moreover, 1uda: theſon of Ezechias the Archtheefe, whom Herod ouercame 
archtheefe. with ſo much difficulty, at Sephoris a'citie of Galilee, gathering vnto him a band of deſperate K 
men,made incurſions ypon the Kings dominions. And hauing taken all thoſe Armes and wea- 
pons,which he might recouer in that place, hearmed from the firſt to the laſt all thoſe ſoldiers 
that were with him: hetook away all that mony which was reſerued for the king,in that place: 
and aftrighting the inhabitants round about him, he ſpoiledall thoſe with whomſocuer he met; 
aſpiring to the kingdom, and affeRing the ſame, not by lawfull meanes of which he was vnskil- 
tull, but by a liberty to do inivry. | | | 
Soon —  Whileſttheſetroubles ranged in euery place, Simon alſo,who had bin one of Herods ſeruants, 
redsſeruant, and both for his ſhape, ſtature 8& ſtrength,was eſteemed amongſt all men,vndertooke the king- 
dome:and being atended by a mighty army,and proclaimed king by them,who were a wicked 
and vnbridled multitude,and perſwading himſelfthat he was worthy to be King aboue any o- 
ther, he firſtofall ſet fire onthe palace in Tericho, and ſpoiled all that which was therein. Hee 
burnt alfo divers other royal palaces,belonging to the king,which were indiuers places of the 
country, giuing them free licence,who were his followers in the a&tion,to bear away the prey 
that remained: and far morelicentious pranks had he plaied, had not his praQtices bin ſpeedily 
and wiſely preuented: For Gratus who with the Kings ſouldiers had coupled himſelfe with the 
Romans,and gathered all the forces that he had, went outagainſt this Simer. And aftera fierce

o_ ugh then military diſcipline,they were overcome. And whileſt Simon in trauecrſing avalley ſought 
Simon behea- to fſaue himſelfe by flight, Gratus met with him,and cut off his head.

Each one of thele NR 
had the commaund ouer a company.For a great company of people reforted dayly vato them ; 
the charge of whom was committed vnto his brethren, art ſuch. rime as any occation of war was 
offered, and hee inthe meane while wearing the diadem on his ticad, o:dered,countailed, af5d 
commaundcd all rhings. The power of this Gallant endured a. long time; who was not Eallted 
king for nought :for he diſpoſed all things according to his owne pl-aſure;and both heeand his 
brethren were fleſhr with the ſlaughter of the Romans; and tho!e of the kings {:de, whom he ha- 

g tedalik2; theſe, by reaſon ofthe inſolence they had vied during Herodes lifetime : the other;-in 
regard oftholt inturies, which latcly they ſuppoſed themſclues to hauec receiued by them. This 
hatred of theirs daily increaſed more and more”, and there was no man that could eicape their 
hands, both in reſpe& of the gaine they ſought, as for the cuſtom they hadzo ſhed blo..d. They 
therefore at that time ſet vpon the Romans and ſupriſed them on the ſodaine necre ro Emmaus, 
atſuch time as they caried victualls and munition vnto their campe.; and hauing encloſed the 
Centurion « Ariz with forty of their moſt valiant footmen, they ſhot himchorow with their 
darts. The reſt that expected nothing lefle then life, were ſaucd by Gratus , who came in vpon 
them with the kings ſouldiers : whereupon leauing the dead bodics, they retired, Continuing 
their war afterthis mancr a longtime, according as occaſion was offered,they had done much 

» miſchiefe tothe Romans, and farre more iniury tothe nationof the ewes. Finally,chey were 
ſurpriſed, the one inan encountrie betwixrthem and Gratus : the other infighting againſt Pro- 
lomey. The eldeſt was taken by Archelaus,and the laſt being diſmaid with thele accidents,and {ec- A_—_ & 
ingno meancs tO eſcape(for beſideshis other miſhaps, his ſouldiers wereafflicted with ſicknes) et Ds 
he with the reſt ypon Archelaxs faith and oath ſubmirted himſclfe vnto him. But this was done 
ſome little while after.

At this time was all Iudzafull of robberies,and as many ſeditious aſſemblies as drew togtther, 
ſo many kings were there cleted,who were raiſed tothe vtter ruincofthe common-weale. A- 
monegſt thereſt , the Romans werethey thar ſmarcedleaſt, but the murthers wereexecuted a- 
gainſtthoſe that were out of the country. But Yar#s vnderſtanding by Sabinws letters, in what dan. 
 gers they were, and fearing the vrter ouerthrow of his third legion, hee rooke with him the two 

\ ocher(for to the vttermoſt,in Syriathere were bur three)and with the aſſiſtance of thekings and 
Tetrarches hee haſted into Iewry, to relicuethoſethat were belieged, commanding thoſe tat 
were ſent out before he diſlodged, to meer himart Prolemais, & patling by the Cirie of the Be- 
rythians he receiued a thouſand, 8& 5. hundreth fouldiers at their hands,toatiend him in his war. 

 Aretas alſo, who was Lord of Petra, drawing himſeltc into confederacy with the Romans, in 
regard of that hatred he bare toward Herode, ſent him horſemen and tootemen. Whenall theſe 
forces were aſſembled at Ptolemais, hedeliuered a part therof ro his jon,and one of his friends; 
commanding them to make war ypon the Galilcans,who bordered vponrthat Citie;who ente- 
ring that region, and puttingall thoſero flight, whoſoeuer durit make head againſt him, he took 

F Sepioris, and ſelling the inhabitants vnder the ſpeare, hee conſi:med the Citie with fire.” Yarwus 
himſelfe marching towards Samaria with his army,violenced not the Citie,in that hee knew it Arus burned 
+35 free from the contagion of the ſeditious,but he pitched his camp in a certain village, which »' *b< aad- 
was Ptolomies poſſeſsion called CArm.The ſame did the Arabians b:irne, reuenging themſelucs $ampho ant 
on Herods friend for his fake, and marching onward the Arabians fpoiledalfo an other village Emmaus 
called Sampho, and for that it was ſtrongly fortified burncd the ſame.Befides , in that iourney op 
nothing cſcaped their hands, but they putall to fire and {word. For both Emmaus was burned repauerhto 
by 74745 commaund, and in reuenge of his ſouldiers that were flainc in thar place,it was left de- :vtolem, oy 
re and voide of inhabitants.From thence drawing neere to Ieruſalem, thoſe Tewcs that be- = — ; 

_ ficged:helegion on that fide,vpon the ſodaine view and approach of the army of the Romans, was belig-d- 

i. fearefully fled, ctuing ouerthat ſiege which they intended.Bur thoſe ewes of Icruſalem,bcing 
ericuouily reproued by Pars , alleaged intheirexcuſc, that the, people in regard of the feaſt 
were alſembled in thar place,and that the warre was not begun by their confenr, but vnderraken 
by their bouldneſſe who reſorted thither from diuers places:and thar they were fo far off froin 

aſayling the Romans,as they rather ſeemed ro bee belieged by them. And long before this, 1s- 
feph king Herodsnephew , Gratus and Rufus, with their ſouldiers were gone out to meer Farus, 
and thoſe Romans that had ſuſtained the ſiege, had done no leſfe.

Andas touching thoſe things that were obijec- 

ted concerning Archelas actions,it ought to bee imputed totheir inſolence, for that engaging 
themſclues in matters Tontrary to lawe, and hauing begun to murtherthoſe who ſought toap- 

peaſe the tumult, they accuſed ſuchas had kept them in obedience. Beſides this, hee obiecteda- 

gainſt them, that they were addicted to alterations, and tooke pleaſureto ſtirre vp ſedirions, for 

that they knew not what thing it was to obey iuſtice and the lawes, and that there was no nation 

in the world ſo hcadftrong as that of the ewes; for that they would haue the vpper hand ouer 

all.

GY apder Herodes ſornc, who was ſlainc by him ; and by this meanes, hee began to aſpire 
lexander. vntothe kingdome: wherupon calling to him a companion, who was his owne countriman and 
a long beaten courtier,and his crafi{maſter, and fitto execute any dangerous or deſperate acti- 

ons, he by his inſtructions fained himiſelfe to be that Alexander Herods ſon , who was deliue: cd 

from death by the meanegof a certaine friend, who had the charge to fee him executed : who 

executing others in their ſtceds; deliuered both himand his brother Aritobulws, arid thar they 

were both eſcaped ih this manner. .

And now hoping that he ſhould recouer his fathers kingdome;,and that he ſhould remu- 
neratethoſe who were bencficjall-ynto him, hee haſted towards Rome, accompanied with his 

friends in great pompe. And being arriued at Puteol, he there alſo was entertained with no leſfe 

fauout by thoſe Iewes whom he deceſued hy his colourabletitle;and diuers others, who had bin 
Herods friends and familiars came vnto him, and entertained him as their king.The cauſe hereof 
wasthe natural diſpoſition of men,who take pleaſure in falſe reports,togither with the report of 

his reſemblance.

The tenth year of Archelaus gouernment, the cheefeſt gouernouts among the Tewes and 
Samaritanes,vnable any longer to endure his cruelty aud tyranny , accuſed him before Ceſar,

But before Archelaus was ſent for to Rome, hee reported vnto his friends this dreame which 

Him thoughtthar hee {awe tenne eares full of wheate, and very ripe, which theoxen 
browſed vpon, andas ſoone as he awoke he conceiued anopinion that his viſion preſaged ſome 
great matter. For which cauſc he ſent for certaine ſoothſayers, who madeit their ” cory wap to 
interpret dreames. Now whilſt they were debating one with another(for they differed for the 
moſt part intheir expoſition) a certaine man called $imonanEſſean, hauing firſt of all obtained 
ſecurity and licenceto ſpeake, ſaid that the viſion pretended,that a great alteration ſhould befall 
in Archelaus eſtate;to his vtter diſgrace. For the oxen ſignified afflidtions, in reſpect that thoſe 
kinde of creatures do ordinatily trauell;and astouching the change of cſtateit was ſignified by

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A thertemple of Ifts at Rome there were many ſhameful a&s committed. But I will firſt of all re- ES 
countthe accident in the Temple of Ifis : and then will Ideclare that which betell the Icvres, wala relies. 
There was in Romea Lady called Paulza,renowmed both for.the nobility ofher houſe, as alſo  O©rots = 
thorow her ſtudy and cxercile in vertuc, Beſides this, ſhee was vert? rich, and with her riches pe 1-1 
beautifull, and m her flowring yecrcs ; and notwithſtanding a veric itrrour of. chaſtitie; Shee 
was marricd to a certainenobl- man called Satwrazne, that cquald her in all thoſe her excellent 
perfections. A certain young man call:d Decizes Mundius,one of the knigits of greateſt account 
x: that time, fell in lone with her. Bur ſhe was of that diſpoſition,that it was impoſHibl- for him 
to corrupt her by preſents: And the more ſhe refuſed thoſo infinite prejents which he ſent vnto 
her, the more was Mundzs heart inflamed with ardent affe&tion fo that to cnioy her bur onely 

B one night,he offered her two hundred thouſand drachmcs,amounting in our engliſh money to 
ſome ſtxe thouſand pound, yet for all this he could not overcome her. For which cauſe b2ing 
vnable ro indurethis his vnfortunate Joue, he thought beſt to pinc himſelf away.for want of ſi;- 
ſtenance;thereby to deliuer himſelte from the tyranny of tha: paſſion, wherewith ke was affi- 

&cd: Finally,that he confidently reſolued,he conſtantly pur in cxceution. Now there was a cer- 
taine freewoman that belonged to Awndzs father, whoſe name was 1de.expert in all forts ofſub- 
til:ics,who being ſore aggricucdto behold the yong mans reſolution, waom the ſaw wholly ad- 
dicted to a deſperate death,the addrefied her {elf vnto hiun,and encouraged him with hope.,pro- 
miſing himto bring him to Paulinas ſpecch, by the meancs of a certaine bribe which ſhe inten- 
ded to offer. He retoicing very much at her motion, demanded what ſumme would {ne her ; 

C who requiring nothing more then fifty thouſand drachmesto obraine Paulina. he farniſhed her 
preſently. When as by this means ſhe had quicknedthe young mans ſpirir,ard receiued all that 
which ſhe demanded.ſhe ſhaped not the ſame courſe which others had kept that had the ſolici- 
tation of the matter beforc,ſecing ſhe ſaw that mony would not tempt her;but knowing that the 
was dceply deuoted to the ſeruice of Ifis,ſhe practiced this ſub:ill and vnexpecteld policy. Shc 
addreſſed her ſclfe to certaine prieſts of the temple, and vpon great hopes, and offcr of grea:ct 
preſents;and paying them downe vpon the prefent, twenty & ftue thouſand drachmes,and pro-- 
miſing them asniuch more vpon the performaiiee of the bargaine,ſhe diſcloſed vnto them the 
paſſionate loue which the young man bare vato Paulng, cxhorting them to work ſo wiſely thac 
he might enioy her. They bewitched with this-huge preſent they had, and hoped to recciue, 
promiſed her to work the fear. Whereupon,the eldeſt among them reſorted to Paslina, and ha- 

D ving free acceſle vnto her preſence, he required that he mighr haue conference with her in ſe- 

- cret: which when he had obtained, hetold her that he was fent vnto her by God Anubis,in that. - 
the God was ſurpriſed with her loue,and defired that ſhe would come vnto him. Paulins, tooke 
great pleaſure inthis his diſcourſe, andtolde her familiars how ſhe had been honoured with the 
amorous ſolicitation of a God, and certified her husband how Anubis would banquet and lie 
with tet... Whereunto he conſented, knowing how great his wiues chaſtitie was. She therefore 
repairedto the temple: & after ſhe had ſupt,and the time was come vvherein ſhe was vſually ac- 
caſtomed to. lay herdowneto reſt, and the gates were locktvp by the pricſt that were therein, 

. andthelights likewiſe were taken away ;Mundus, who was hidden within, failed not to accoſt 

F. her: whothinkingthat it was God Azabs, ſatisfied his deſires all the night long ; and in the 
morning berimes before the prieſts, who werepriuic to thistrecheric, were ſtirring, he retired 
himſelfe: Paulinaalſo carly iri the morning repaired to her husband, and certified him how A- 
aubis had appeared vnto her ,” and boaſting her ſelfe among her familiars what conference hee 
had vicd with her. But ſome of them belecued her not, in regard of the manner of their enter- 
rainment ; the reſt were altogether amazed, ſuppoſing thoſe things to beno waies incredible, 
at ſuch time as they bethoughtthemſelues of the Ladies chaſtitie. Some three dayes after this 
att was committed, Mundus meeting with Paulina, laid vnto her : You haue faned meciwo 
hundreth thouſand drachmes,wherewith you might haue augmented your treafurc, and this.

After he had ſpoken thus, he diſmiſſed the aſlembly,praying the chiefeſt am oOgit 
them ro encourage the husbandmen to ply their buſineſs, and to confirme thereſt of the people 
in their good hope. Of himſelfe alſo he ceaſed not to animatethem. And truly God ſhewed his 

| aſſiſtance to Petronize, and affilted him in all his affaires. For as ſoone as hee had finiſhed his dif. 
Afteralong courſe yntothe Tewes, there ſuddenly fella great raine beyond all humane expectation. For the 
&.coninuall day was very faire, neither was there any appearance of raine inthe ayre, and all that yeare long 
CS es © therewas an extreame drought; ſothat men were paſt hope to haue any moiſture, notwithſtan- 
Hower. ding that ſometime there hapned certaine clouds inthe heauens. At that time therefore the wa- 
tertell in great abundance:and beſides the expectation and opinion of men;the Iewes concejued 
hope that Petronize, {olliciting their cauſe, ſhould not be repulſed. But Petroniue was more ama- 
Perronins  Z<d then all the reſt, ſecing euidently that God vndertooke the affaires of the Tewes, and gaue 
writethrco them teſtimony of his manifeſt aſſiſtance; ſo that they that were their profeſſed aduerſaries,had 
Caius. no means to contradict them,as hee himſelfe wrote to Cazws at large,with inducions and exhor- 
tations, to the end hee ſhould not drawe ſo many thouſand men into a deſperate reſolution and 
vnhappy death. For without war it was impoſſible for him euer to make the forſake their religi- 
on. Furthermore, that he would not cut off & loſe the reuenue which he received of that nation; 
and would not cred a trophy of an euerlaſting curſe and malediction againſt himſelfe. Ad- 
ding moreouer, what the power oftheir God was : which hee had fo cleerly declared, that ro 
man oughtto doubr, but that his mercifull hand was ouerthem. This is the content of Perronius 
letters. 
Agrippaho- Onthe other fide, King Agrippa, whoat that time conuerſed at Rome, grew more and more

Caims was abaſhedat this his courage and 
ns magnificence, ſeeing Agrippaenforce himſelfeaboue his power and meanes to abound in filuer, 
Petronius andall this to the intent to pleaſe him. For which cauſe Czſay in requitall of his kindnes, inten- x 
common dingto honor Agrippato his vttermoſt power,in granting him that which he moſt deſired, being

>» make thee happy. Now he ſpake afterthis manner, hoping that CAgripps would beg ſome great 
>> Prouince at his hands, orthe reuenues of ſome Cities. 

Butal:hough he had already prepared his demand, yet did hee not difcouer his intent, but 
gaue Caims this ready anſwer, that wheras he had ſerued him to the diſlike of Tiberiws, it was not 
forthe gaine he expected heretofore, and for the preſent alſo he did nothing vnder hope to be 
rich, contenting himſelfe that he was in the Emperours good fauour. That the benefits he had 
receiued by him, were grear, yea exceeding all that which he durſt euer haue hoped. For ( faid 
he) although they be but ſmall in compariſon of your greatneſle, yet in reſpe&t of my ſelfe,who 
haue receiued them, and in my conceit and quality, they are very great. Caius being amazed at 
this his courage, inſiſted the rather to perſwade him, that he would grant him all that he would M 
requireat his hands. Whereupon CAgripps faid : Drad Prince, fince it is your good pleaſure 
tothinke me worthy to be honored by your preſents, I will not requeſt any thingat your hands 
that may tend to enrich me;for that by thoſe goods you hauealready ginen me, Tam greatly ho- 
noured: but I beſeech and requeſt one thing at your hands,which will purchaſe you the reputa- 
tion of picty, and will procure God to. bee propitious vnto you in all your ations; and which 
alſo will breed me much glory among thoſe,who ſhall heare that I haue not been __ in my

and repairc thou in perſon to that place whitherT haue ſent thee. ForT'vrge no more the erecti- 
on of thar ſtatue for the defirethat I haue to gratifie Agrippa, whom'T intirely honour, and in 
fuch ſort;as it is impoſſible for me to contradtany thing whatſocuer, that either he hath need 
of,or ſhall require. Theſe were the contents of thoſe letters, which Cai wrote to Petroniue, be- 
fore he vnderſtood that the-Tewes bethought them of reuolr : for they made it knowne,thar ra- 
C ther then they, would endure the ſtatue, they would hazard a waragaiſtthe Romans: vvhich 
when Cairns vaderſtood, he was extreamly ſorowful: and being a manaddidted ro all villany,and 
eſtranged from all honeſty,and who gaue.placc to no'good counſell, incontinently afterhe had 
conceiued a diſpleaſure agairiſt any man, and who likewiſe thought it agreart good hap'for hith 
to accomnliſh all that whatſoeuer he pleaſed, he tn 7 to Petromw to this effet: Since Caius writeth 
the preſents which the Tews haue giuen thee;haue prevailed more with thee then my comman- pr wnater 
dements haue done, ſoas to pleaſe them thou haſt deſpiſedthat which Thane enivinedthee, I. to munher 
makethy ſelfe the indge how much thou haft deſerned to incur my difpleaſare;ro the end that himtelfe tor

D ſent, yet didnot Petronixs receiue the ſameduring Cans life time, for that they that carried the + 
ſame,were ſtaied by crofſe. winds ; ſo that Petronizs receined thoſe lettets.that certified him of : 
Caizes death, before he receiued the other.For God woldnot forget Petroniue,who expoſed him- 
ſelfe to great dangers for the loue of the Iewes,and, the honour of God. And Caius being taken 
out of the world by Gods wrath being kindled againft him, . by reaſon that he affeded dininc 
honors, receiued his reward ; and Petronizs obtained fanor both at Rome, and thorow all the 
whole gouernment, andeſpecially among the principall Senators, againſt whom Caizs was ac- 
cuſtomed to vomit his cholerick diſgraces. He died a little after he had written the letter to Pe- 
tronics , by which hethreatnedand denounced him death. Hereafter will I'declarethe cauſe 
why hewas taken outof this world,and the manner how treaſon was ro rp and wrought Ws 
x; againſt him. Theletter that brought ridings of Cazws death, was deliuered ro Perronize firſt; and perroniug rec 
incontinently after he receiued that vvherein he enioyned himto kil himſelfe. H e highly reioi- ceiues lerters 
cedat this his good hap,and Caius death,and admired Gods prouidence,who ſpeedily and hap- Mr we ag 
pily had rewarded him both for the honor that he bare vnto his temple, as alfo for the afſiſtance whereby hee ' 
he vied towards the Tewes.Behold how Petronize eſcaped from death,by an vn expeted means.

_ would not ſufferthemſclues any longer to be out-braued by them: Healfo declared,that there 
was a mighty number of horſemen,who were aſſembled like a droue of beaſts, ſufficient & able 
vtterly to ouercom Aſfinews and al his copany,foraſmuch as they werenotin a readineſs to de- 
fend themſclues : for that our lawe forbiddeth vs in any ſort to trauell on the ſabbath. Aſizeus 
determined with himſelfenot to do that which the ſpy had ſaid, butthought that it was better 
for them to behaue themſelues valianrly in that their neceſſity wherein they were plunged.,and _ 
that if they muſt needs dy,it better became them to make breach of their law, then to hearten M 
their enemies by their ſubmiſſion. Hetherefore preſently betook himſelte to his weapons,and 
FF ES encouraged all thoſethat were about him, to make it knowne in effe& what their valour vyas. 
he had encon. WW herupon all ofthem art once marched forth againſt the enimy, &ſlaughtred a great maty of 
rag:d his ſou'= them, for that they,deſpiſing 4ſinexs and his followers,marched as if they went to lay hould on 
Ser purteth en already vanquiſhed'; but inthe end they were conſtrainedto betake them to flight.

derermineth to encreaſe your dignity by his power. Afineus refuſed to enterpriſe this voyage; 9 iiendiip. 
but ſent his brother CAmlaus with certaine preſents, ſuch as he could poſibly tinde. Hee there- 
fore departed with the meſſenger, and prelentcd himſclte before pores, n= ; Who ſecing Anileus 
z come alone, asked him how it hapned that 4finews came not with him t and vnderſtanding that 
hee ſtayed in his mariſh tiorow the feare that he had of him, hee ſwore by the gods of his atice- 
ſtors, that hee would do himno wrong, wiſhing them to giue credit to his promile, and he ftret- 
ched out his hand, whicit'is the greateſt ſigne which the kings of that countrey vie ro aſſure thoſe 
that parliewirh thein. For after they haue mutually giuen one another their hands, there is no 
1inifter practice to be feared, and they from whom a man expecteth any harme, arcno more to 
bee feared ar ſuch time as they hauegiuen this teſtimony of aſſurance. That done, Artabanns 
ſent backe'_Anilezs to periwade his brother £Lſmemsro come tothe court. Artabanus did this, 
ſuppoſing that this his amitie vvith the rwo brothers vvould beea bridle forthe ewes, vyhoo- 
| therwiſe might encroach vpon his gouernments. - For, he feared leſt if any rebellion ſhould hap- 
© pen, and hee ſhould beetroubled in that warre, Aſiners and they of Babylon ſhould growe 
more ſtrong , both by the voluntarie ſubmiſsion of the Iewes, as by force: and thereby thould 
doe himthe more miſchicfe. Vpon this deliberation he ſent Anilzws ; vyho ealily perſyvaded his

the vvrongs hee had doneto the eſtate of the Parthians, Neuer (fayd the king ) will I giue my nus vill ned 
conſent to betray a man, who hath committed himſelfe to my protection: and hath giuefime his p<ravehim. 
hand, and who buildeth:vpon the oath I haue paſt vnto himin the name of the gods. But if thou 
be avaliant nian in feats ofarmes, thou haſt no heed to make me forfweare my ſelfe, tothe end 
I might doe iuftice on him for his outrages committed againſtrhe Parthians : but at {uch time as 
heand his brother ſhall depart from hence; aſſayle him, and onercome him by thy valour, proui- 
dedthat I be not priuie ro thy attempt.

_ cauſelhaueengaged mine honour and faith irreuocably vita thee,not ypon any light matter, bur Abnzus” 
for things that importune thee as necrely as thy life.: This ſayd, he gane him certain preſents,and diſmifſerhhim 
incontinently diſmiſſed him. Now asſooneas he returned hometo his. owne fortreſſe,he fortifi- wthgitts. 
ed the places,both thoſe which before time he had thorowly defenced,as the other which as yet 
no man had attemptedto.ſtrengthen : and in ſhort time he grew tothat greatneſſe,asno one man 
of ſo obſcure fortune and beginningattained before him. Neither contented with the honors of 
the Babylonians ; he was alſo hetd in great account by the capraines of the Parthians, wh were 

F ſent togouerne in the neighbouring-prouinces :. yeaſo much encreaſedhis authoritie with his

continued for the ſpace of fifteen yeeres : which neuer began to wane vntil ſuch time asneglect- 
iog theancient ſtudic of yertue, and-contemning the lawes of his forefathers , both hee and his 
fattious followers being deuoured inpleaſure,yeelded themſelues captiue to forrainluſts. Itfor-

latry killeh Much to their vnbridled pleaſures, they ſhould loſe the honor & power they had recciued from 
one of his God, euen vntill that preſent. But ſeeing their perſwaſions profited nothing, and that Arnilaeus 
_ likewiſe had villanoutly flaine one of his deereſt friends, who had ſomwhat roo frecly reproued 
him (who at ſuch time as he lay a dying, being touched with the zeale of the lawes of his ance- 
ſtors, and with griefe againſt his murtherer, wiſhed that 4ſfinaews and Antlaews and all rheir at-

TheIewes fledthither, and ſoiourned there about ſome fiue yeeres, without any moleſfati- 
on : burtin thefixryecre, wheti the plague grew rife in Babylon, the Tevves that remained there, 
were enforced to ſeeke them ſome new habitation ; and that remooue of theirs into the citic of H 
Seleucia was the cauſe likewiſe of their further miſchiefe,as I will make manifeſt. The Greeke 
who dwel in Seleucia,are ordinarily at debate with the Syrians,and hatiealiwaies the vpper hand; 
but after that the Iews cameto inhabite in that place;in a certain ſedition that aroſe among them, 
the Syrians had the vpper hand, by the meanes of the Iewes, who ioinet their forces with theirs; 
who ofthemiſelues were valiant and good ſouldiers, 
The Greekes who had been repulſed inthistumult; ſeeing they had but one only meanes lef: 
them to maintaine their former honour, bur to breake that league of friendſhip which was b: 
tweene the Syrians and the Tewes, deuiſed in priuate each one withthoſe'Syrians , vvith vvhon1 
they wereacquainted, promiſing to liue in peaceand amity vvith thiem; vvhereunto they con:{2- 
Fiſtiethou- ſcended willingly.

As for the third man Chereas,he 

could not endure theſhame and reproach of cowardiſe that Caizs had obiccted againſt him,bur 

feared beſides, that his friendſhip & inward familiarity with Caizs would draw him-into mani- 

feſtdangers : for which-cauſe 8 his own ſecurity& honors ſake;he thought good to make him 

away.Generally,all of them were refolued to rid the world of Caivs,8 bring an end to his pride 

and tyrannical powcr, for their hope was that their attempt ſhould haue good ſucceſs: which if 

it happily. fell out,their country & common-weale ſhould reap the fruits thereof, for whole ſe- 

curityand fafety,it becamethem to hazard theſelues,thoughit were with lofle of their heads.

4.4 But aftcrthat Caizs had appointed him to gather in his tributes, and that money which was 
confiſcate, he ſeemed to haue leſſe occafion then before : for atthattime he had doubled their 
paiments,in the execution whereof he followed his owne nature rather then Ceſars command 
and ſparedthoſe of whom he ought to haue compaſſion fortheir ponerty ſake. Caius was ſore 
diſpleaſed herewith,and obiected againſt him, thatthe cauſe why he delaied the bringing in of 

_ his money, was his cowardiſe and negligence : And among other outrages that he offered him, 
as oft as he gaue him the watch-word, as he viſually went to fetch it once a day vpon his watch 
day, he gaue him the names of women, and other that were full of ignominie, notwithſtanding

that he himſelfe was not exempt from note of no leſſe daintinefſe. For in certaine ceremonies M 


which he himſelfe had eſtabliſhed, heatrir'd himſclfe like a woman,and was diſguiſed with cer- 

taine vailes, wher:by hee might the better counterfaitthatſex, and yet notwithſtanding durſt 
he obiectthis diſhonor to Chereas. As oftentimes as Chereas receined the watch-word,ſo ofcen 
times grew he in choler : which was increaſed the more at ſuch time, as he deliuerd the fame to 
his companions, who openly mocked and ieſted at him. For when itwas his turne to receiue 
the word from Czſars mouth, he ordinarily fitted him with ſuch a eneas might mioue _—

lour, that that he was greatly aſhamed he had ſo long time obeyed the Emperours commande- .. 
ments : and whilſt hethought with himſelfe that itwas no policy for himto openhis:mouth a- .. 
gainſt Caizs cruelty, Chereas emboldned hinxſelfe to diſcouer the calamitics and dangers wher- 
in both the city andthe whole Empire were plunged,telling him that the common report was, 
that Cars was the cauſe ofthem : but (ſaid he) thoſe that will narrowly examinethetruth, wil ._. 
iudge thatT, and Papinizs that ſtandeth by me, and you,Clement,more then we, haue cauſed the ,, 
Romans torment,and the worlds miſery;for that of our own will we haue bin minifters of Cajze ,, 
commands; and although the means lieth in vs to make an end of thoſe violeces that.are com- ,,.

But G 
world 400 4..f- Chereas wex: fearfull,and conferred with the Colonell, Cornelius Sabinus, whom he knew to b> 
zer Crils birth a man of reputation,a loucr of liberty,and greatly diſcontented with the eſtate aboutthe miſe- 
TAR, rics of the common-weal, and ſeeing it was neceſſary to atrempt that with al expedition which 
Cornelus S3- he had intended, heethought good to impart the matter to him; fearing leſt Clement ſhould dif. 
oe” couer all the con{piracy,confidering that delay 8 procraſtination would be but an occaſion ro 
hinder the aCtion. When as therfore he perceiu'd him rogiue willing careto all that which hee 
intended.and that already he was confirmed with no lefie reſolution then himſelfe was , but in 
that he knew not with whom he might familiarly comunicate the ſameyhe ſaid nothing: wher- 
as otherwiſe he was ready,not only to conceale that which he had heard, but alſo declared that . 
, which he had in his harc,he was ſo much the more incouraged. For which cauſe, without fur- 14 
Aanius Minu- ther delay they went to Minucianus,who was conformable vnto them in vertue, good affection, 
Sanus. and great courage;and who beſides that,was ſuſpztted by Caim by reaſon of LZepidas death. For 
Minacianus and Lepidus were very great friends,and had been afſociares in the ſame dangers. For 
Cain was feared by all thoſe who had any publike office, ſparing none of them in particular or 
in generall,but made them all grone vnder the burthen of his fury. 
Now they knew well one another, that all of them were diſpleaſedto ſee the common-weale 
in that eſtate : but the apprehenſion of the danger ſuffred them not to manifeſt the hatred that 
eachone of them bare to {aiws, although their ſecret conceit engendred among thema certain 
-. amity. For before that time,as often as they mette together, they were accuſtomed to eſteeme 
Minucianus for the moſt honourable man of the company ; as intruth, among all the citizens of x 
Romehe was the moſt famous, valiant and beſt eſteemed among them : being therefore afſem- 
bled atthat time,he was firſt of all requeited to ſpeake his opinion. For which cauſe hee asked 
Chareas what the watch-word was hee had receiued thar day ( forall the city knew very well 
what mockery Caizs vſually vſed in giuing Chareas the watch-word) Chereas, notwithſtanding 
_ _ thisdiſgrace,failed not toanſwer him,relying on the wiſedom of Minucianus,and ſaid vnto him: 
2 Burgirveyou mee forthe watch-word. Liberty ; meane whileI giue you thankes for that you 
»» haue awakened me more ſpeedily then of my ſelfe I haue accuſtomed to be. You necd not now

Chzreas,with Afnacianus perceiving with what affettion Chereas ſpake,cmbraced him with all loue; and af- | 
certain others,  ' xo . . . ou .

intend to kaj ICT De had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue his conſtancie:then departed they onefi6 
Caius. the other;with praiers and wiſhes;and at thattime there hapneda preſage that confirmed them 
the more.For as Chereas entred into the Sena:e,ſome one among the people caſt out a word, 
that redoubled his courage: Diſpatch ( ſaid he) that which thou haſt todo : for God will affiſt 
thee. Chereas was ſomewhat affraid,leſt ſome one of his aſſociates had berraied him. But at laſt, 
he thought it was ſome one of thoſe, who, being priuy to his reſolution,gauehim a watch-word 
to animate him the inore; or that it was God, who, gouerning andobſeruing humane affaires , 
puſhed him forward.Afﬀter he had imparted this his deliberation to divers ,; ſundry Senatours, 
knights,and men of war,being aduertiſed hereof,were in armes. For there wasnot any one that 
ſuppoſed not that Caiw# death was the greateſt good hap the common-weale could expect. For 
which-cauſe,al of them enforc't themſelues,as much as they could,to aſſiſt that execution with M 
| courageous and vertuous reſolution :&as forward were they in affection as in power, in words 
— as in effe&,defiring each of them to be partakers in the diſpatch of a tyrant. For Cal;ſthws allo, 
certifies Claus WHO Was Cairs free-man,& raiſed him togreat authority,yea,ſuch as he almoſt equald him,ad- 
dius that Cai» j0ined himſelfe to them for the fear heapprehended of all men, 8 for thoſe grear riches which - 
man” he had gathetd together,for thathe was a man of a corrupt conſcience, & eaſily won by bribes 
poilon him.

ciled. Amongſt divers other dangersthathe had to apprehend,the grearnes of the danger of his 4/7 &rits 
riches was notthe leaſt, which was the cauſethat made him ſerue Claudine, 8 ſecretly to follow C35 
him vnder hope,thatafter Caizs death, he ſhould be his ſucceſſorin the Empire, and that at that 
time he ſhould by him be maintainedin the ſame eſtate, which he enioyed : and by this meancs 
thoughr hee to obtaine his amity and good liking, by giving him to ynderſtand how Caizs had 
commanded him to poyſon him, and how-he had inuentcd infinir delaies to deferre this execu- 
tion. As for mine owne part, I thinke that Calthus forged this matter. For if Cazus' had preten- 
ded to kill Claudizs, he had not been diſlwaded by Catihas allegations, who had incontinently 
B receiued his reward, if he haddeferred to executitehis Maſters command, with all expedition in 
a matter ſo acceptable to him. So itis, that the'prouidence of God would not permit Caiwsto 
executethat rage againſt Clandius,and (aliſthus was thereby thanked for a benetice which heno 
waies deſerued.

Thoſe that were about Chereas day by day, followed the action very flowly,notwithſtanding | 
that he willingly delayed not, but thought all occaſions fitto finiſh his purpole in, forthathee das wg 
mightaſſaile himat ſuch timeas he aſcended vp into the Capitol, or cuenthen whenhe {olem- occzſionro 
nized thoſe ceremonies, which he had inſtituted in honor of his daughter, orat ſuch time as he al Caivs. 
ſtood inthe palace to ſcatter gold,and filuer money among the people, by caſting him from the 
toppe of the palace into the market place, orart ſuch time as he celebrated thoſe myſteries, thar 
C wereintroduced by him. Forno man ſuſpected Che#eas, o diſcreetly had he behaued himſelfe 
inall things: and he perſwaded himſelfe thatno man would haue thought,that he ſhould lay vi- 
olent hands on Caius. And although he had done nothing to any effect; yetſo it is,that the power 
ofthe gods was ſufficient ro giue him force, and to kill him without drawing weapon. Chereas 
was fore difpleaſed againſt his companions, in reſpett that hee feared thar they would let {lip 
their occaſions; and although they perfedly knew that he trauailed for the maintenance of the 
lawes.and for the good of them all: yer did they requeſt him to delay a little;for feare leſt inthe 
execution heſhould in ſome ſort miſcarry,and tor that cauſethe citie might be brought in trou- 
ble, by the informations that would be made of that a ; and that finally when Caizs ſhould be 
D ſo muchthe better defenced againſt them, they ſhold not know how to ſhew their vertue, when 
the time required that they ſhould affault and ſet ypon him. They therforethoughtr ir 200d that 
the opportunity to ſet forward this buſineſs, ſhould be thetime in whichthe games-of the pa- 
lace were celebrated, which were folemnized in honour of Ce/ar,who firſt of all diſannulled the 
peoples authority, andappropriated itto himſelfe. This folemnity is celebrated in a Tent be- 
forc the palace, where the noble citizens with their wiues and children remained to behold the 
ſport, and Ceſar himſelfe likewife. Art that time concluded they that it would be an eaſfie mat- 
ter for them, when as ſo many thouſands of people ſhould bee ſhut vp in ſo narrow a place ; ſo The finaller- 
that he, who would ſtep formoſtto giue the ſtroke, might very caſily be ſuccoured, for that he GC 
could haue.notorce in armes,alchough his guard ſhould haue the courage and deſire to defend 25rouching - 
him. Chereaireſolued vpon this, and it was concluded that the firſt day of thoſe ſports that LOIN 
E were nextat hand, the deed ſhould bedone: but their aduenture was greater then their conclu- 
fron. For the delay was fuch, as the third day was almoſt paſt,and hardly could they be drawne 
to attemptthe matter on therhird day. At which time Chereas aſſembled all the confederates, 
and told them that the opportunity of time that ouerſlipt them, accuſed and reproached them 
of ſlackneſle in that execution, which had been ſo vertuoutly reſolued amongſt them : and that 
it wasto be fearcd, leaſt ifany ſhould be diſcouered,the whole matter ſhould waxetfruſtrate: b 
which meanes Caizs might grow more cruel] then hee was before. See we not (faid he) that by «< 
how much liberty we take from our ſelues, by ſo much we augment Caizs tyranny? whereas we 
ought firſt of all to obtaine ſecurity for our ſelues, and afterwards purchaſe perpetuall felicity 
to others, the greateſtglory whereof ſhall redound vnto our {clues. Now they hauing nothing

For Iam a man 
of that minde; thatno danger can bc fo great or grieuous to daunt. mec; as that Caizs ſhould bze 
flaine;during my lifetime;andT thould be deprived of fo deſerued an honour, which ſo worthy 
an attempt may chalenge: This ſaid, hee departed withan intent to attempr and end the matter, 
and encouraged thereſt to do the like; ſo thatall of them were delirous to ſet hand to the enter- 
priſe, withoutany further delay. The cuſtome was; that the captains of the guard centred the pa- 
lacewith their fiwords by their ſides; and'in ſuch equipagethey asked the Emperour the watch- xz 
word. At that time it fortuned that it was Chereas turne to fet the word; when as a grcat num- 
ber of people flocked to the palace,to take vp their places to behold the games with grcat preaſe 
and noyſe; wherein Caizs was greatly delighted: for there was no diſtinction of place either for 
Scnators or Knights, but each one fate together confuſedly,men and women,ſlaues:& freemen. 
(aizs,arriuing there firſt; had offered ſacrifice in honour of Ceſar Auguitas, in dignifyng whom 
likewiſethoſc ſports were ſolemnized. It came to paſſe that whileſtthoſe beaſts were emboryel- 
led, that were appointed for ſacrifice, Aſprenas gowne; who at that time was Senator, was be- 
ſprinkled with blood: whereat Caius began to laugh; yet notwithſtanding,rhis wasa preſage for 
Aſprenes. For he was {lain that very day that Caime was. It is reported that Caizsatthat time,con- 
trary to his own nature, behaued himſelfe moſt affably towards all men; ſo that all the affiſtants 7 
wereaſtonithed to behold the curteſie that he vſed. After the ſacrifice was. done; hee fate him 
down to behold the paſtimes, & had about himthe moſtnoble ofhis ftiends &familiars: Now 
was there euery yeare a Theater builded, according tothis form & faſhion that enſueth : ir had 
two gatcs; the onetowards the open yard, the other opening vpon the porch,by which the ac- 
tors had their egreſſe and regrefſe, without diſturbance of thoſe who ſateto behold the paſtime: 
There was within the ſamea certain ſeuerall roome, ſeparated from the reſt, where the plaiers & 
muſicians kept. When the pcople were ſeated,& Chereas with the captains were neerabout C #- 


fſar,who fate on the right ſide of the Theater:. Batibizs one of the Senators;a man very expert in 


feats of Armes, asked Clunitre priuily in his eare;who fate by him & had in like fort bin Conſul, 
whether he heard any newes.? who anſivering him, thathe had heard nothing,'on this this day K 
({aid Batibius)ſhal the tragedy be plaid of atyrants death.Cluniras made him this reply in Homers 
words: _ '., Whit, leait ſome Greeke ſhould liſten to our talke, 

Now whileſt fone one darted certaine apples and rareand precious birds at the pcople,Caiue 
tooke great pleaſure to behold how they ſtroue one with another round about him, bufferting 
one anotherto ſee who ſhould get the fame: bur at that preſent there chanced two preſages: for 
the ſport that was repreſented was of a Iudge, who was apprehended and auciial- and inthe 
dance they repreſented Cynera, who was flaine with Myrrha her daughter : and there was a great 
quantitie of blood garhered to counterfaitþorh the murtherof the Tudgethat was crucified, as 
alſo of cynera. Tt is afhirined likewiſe. that the day was the very ſame, whercon Phip the ſon of 
Amyntas King of Macedon; had becn ſlaine by Pauſanizs one of his familiars, atſuchtimeas he 
entred the Theater, Whileſt Caiiss was incettaine with himſelfe whether he ſhould remaine vn- 
til the ſports were finiſh, for that it was the laſt day of them; or rather thould refort tothe bath, 
and after he had taken his rcfection returne back againethither,as he had done before time, AM#- 
zucianuw ſitting nextvnto him,fearing leaſt the occaſion ſhould beouerllipt.aroſe forthat he had 
ſeene Chereas depart out of doores,with an intent to goe and encourage him. But Cai catcht 
him by the gown,faying, Whither goyou my friend? At which timefor the reverence ſake that 
hcbare ynto Ceſar, he ſate him down againe: butthe feare that he had grew ſo forcible; that he 
aroſe againe; ſo that Caizes could not detaine him, ſuppoſing that he departcd thence to diſpatch 
ſomeimportant buſineſs. At that time did Aſprenas counſaile Ceſar to repaire tothe bath,telling x 
him that after his refection hee might returne thither againe , all which hee did; being deſirous 

that the reſolution might rake effect. They that were with Chereas wete already diſpoſed to take 
aduantage of the time, and were agreed each of them to ſtand prepared and in a readinefle, in a 

place appointed,to the intent to a& the tragedy:and the delay wasvery grieuous vnto them,for 
that it was already three a clock after noone. So that Chereas ſeeing that Caiws lingred ſo long, 
intended to go in vnto him and aſfaile him in his ſeat: but he conceiued that he coulq not bring 


thatto paſſe withour great loſſe and-murther of Senators, and Knights that were there preſent.

No 
mantherefore durſt liberally diſcouer the ſecrets of his heart to his neighbour : for they that 
ſpred thoſe reports were either fricnds(and forthat cauſe wereſuſpedted as fauourers of his ty- 
B ranny) or enemies, and by that meanes inthat they were bur ſiniſterly affected rowards Cai, 
there was no certainty to be gathered of that which they ſaid.

See here how they that ſpred theſe rumors, preferred their coniectures, which wereyaid of all 
reaſon; which diſtracted thoſe vncertainly that heard the ſame, according as they were affeio- 
ned. This notwithſtandtng no man remooued from his place, for feare leaſt they ſhould be ſud- 
denly accuſed, knowing well that they ſhould be cenſured, not according torheir thoughts and 
affections, bur according to the diſpoſition of their iudges and acculers. "QTARESL 1 
C Burtafter that the troupe of Germans had inuironed the Theater withtheir naked ſwords, all 74, Geman 
the afſiſtants expected nothing bur death; and as ſoone as any man entred,they were ſeized with toulditrsre- 
ſuch anamazement, asifthey had already felt the ſtrokes; ſo that they knew not what ro do, ha- ſort tothe 
uing no heart to depart from thence : and otherwiſe perſwading themſclues, that if they ſtayed __ 
there any longer, it would breed them further danger. Finally,whenthe ſoiildiers were entred 
into the Theater by force, all the whole aſſembly cried out, and beſought them, proteſting that 
whatſoeuer was done it was beſidestheir knowledge,whether it were either atrempred by con- 
ſpiracy, or any other means. They therfore moſt humbly intreated them, that they would ſpare 
them, and not inflit the penalty ofthe guilty on thoſe that were innocent: fortheir owne parts, 
D they beſought themto ſearch outthoſe, who had comitted thea, if any ſuch thing were com- 
mirted. And thus ſpake they with teares, beating their breaſts, and calling the gods to witneſle, 
alledging all that which the preſent danger ſuggeſted them with,and as much as ſuch as pleaded 
for their liues could profer. By theſe perſwaſions of theirs the ſouldiers fury was abated; fo that 
they began to repent themſelues of that which they had executed inthe Theater : for this alſo 
was a cruelty, as they themſelues (notwithſtanding their barbarous inciuility)ſuppoſed it to be; 
which was, thatthe heads of _A4ſprenw and other that were ſlaine, were carried and ſetypon an 
Altar. Whereart all the aſſiſtants were — diſcontented,remembringthemſelues of 
the dignity of the men, and hauing compaſſion of that which had befallen them, confidering al- 
ſo that they themſclues were not farre off from dangers, being vncertaine whetherthey ſhould 
ſauce themſelues: whereby it came to paſſe, that:-ſome of thoſe, who had for good cauſe hated 
E cairs, durſtnot freely reioyce at his death, becauſe they were vpon the point to loſe their owne 
lives, hauing as yet no appearance of any ſafety.

For beforethe city 

the conſis was oppreſſed by tyranny, the Conſuls commanded the menof warre, Afﬀerthat Cherees had 

receiued the word, he gaue it to his ſouldiers, who ſubſcribed tothe Senats authority: of theſe 

there were about foure companies, which preferred the lawfull gouernment before a tyranny, 

whoalſo retired themſclues ro their chieftaines. As for their parts,the people returned to their

towirdsthe welfare of the common-weale. All which things troubled Claudize, and put bim in 
fearc of his life, the rarher for that hee ſaw Aſprenas head, andthe reſt of the nobility that were 
maſſacred,carried about to be ſecn: for thiscauſe hekept himſelfe in a certain-place,which was:

Thoſe that were ſent from the Senate hearing theſe words, returned backe 
The ſouldiers againe. But Claudine inſtantly afſembled his men of warre, and exacted an oath of fidelity from 
oathes takel- 1h om, beſtowing on cuery oneof ther who were of his guard in way of largeſſe, fiue thouſand 
drachmes,amounting to ſome 25. pound a man of our ſterling money. Hee preſented their cap- 7 
taines alſo with preſents anſwerable to their qualities, promiſing to performe noleſle bounty to ** 
all the reſt of the men of war,in what place ſocuer they were. Hereupon the Conſuls afſembled 
the Senate in thetemple of 7apeter the victorious, before day,and ſome of them hid themſeclues 
through the feare they had of that which ſhould be ſpoken: otherſome departed out ofthe city, 
and reforted totheir country farmes,forcſceing with themſelues the iſſue of all theſe things:and 
percciuing thattheir hope of liberty was loſt, they thought it far berrer forthem to be exempt 
from danger,and to paſſe their life in repoſe, though it were with ſubjection, then ro be altoge- 
ther vncertaineof their ſecurity & ſafety, by maintaining the dignity ofthe Scnators: yer about 
ſome hundreth of them drew them ſelues together and no more. Now whileſt they were con- 
ſulring ypon thatwhich they wereto do,they ſuddely heard a ſhout of ſoldiers that were afſem- 
bled roundabour them, requiring the Senateto chuſe them an Emperor, and notto ſuffer their 
ſtatetobeloſtthrougha multitude of gouernours: and to this effect ſpake they, leſt the gouern-

Monobazas was ſore 
moued at this voice;8: as ſoone as heawoke he tould itto his wife; & afterwards when the child 
was borne he called him 7zates: Beſides,he had another elder. ſonne by the fame wife; who was 
called MHonobazrs,according to his ownename.And hee hat alſoother ſons by,his other wines : * 
yet no: withſtanding 7zates was moſt minifeſtly his beſt beloued, and ſo cheriſhed by him,as if 
he had been his only begotten ſonne. For which cauſe;his other brothers enuied him: which in- 
creaſed their hatred, for that all the reſt 6f them wete aggrieued, becauſe Monobazus made moſt 
account of 724tes.The father manifeſtly perceiued al this, yet did hepardon them, knowing that

—_— his father. Notwithſtanding, being affraid leaſt ſom miſhap ſhold betide 7zates, by reaſon of the 
mzrriethhis hatred his brethten bare vnto him; hee gaue him many great gifts,and ſent him to _aHbemerigua, 
dauphter5%= who faigned at that time ina fort talled Spaſinus, committing his ſons life into his hand. Abeme- 
rgus alſo intertained himi with kind affetion,and loued him in ſuch ſort,that in proceſle of time 
he gaue him Semacha his daughter to wife; and for her dowric hee gaue gaue him a countrey of 
great reuenew.

ypon them who was a Parthian,for that they hated their king,who had aboliſhed their religion, 
and had embraced a ſtrangelaw: TheParthian vnderſtanding hereof prepared himſelfe for the 
warre: and hauing no iuſt colouror pretext to enforce theſame, heſent ameſſenger vnto himto 
redemand thoſe honours which his father had giuen him ; which ifhe refuſed, hee denounced 
warreagainſt him. 1zates was not alittle troubled in his minde, when hee vnderſtood this meſ- 
ſage: For he thought that if he ſhould reſtore the gifts,he ſhould offer himſelfe grear preiudice, 
for that it would be imagined that he did it for feare: knowing on the other {ide,that if the Par- 
thian ſhould recouer that which he redemanded, yet would henot bein quiet;hetherfore com- 
mended his cauſe to God, truſting that he would take care of him. And building vpon this, thar 
the greateſt good he might haue, was to haue God to help, hee ſhut his wines and childrenin a 


E ſtrong Caſtle, ad his corne iti his ſtrongeſttowers : and afterwards burned all the hay and for- 


F anſwered, that he knew well that the Parthian farre exceeded him in power, but that hee was 


rage: aid hauing after this manner prouided forall things, he expected the approach of his ene- 
mie. The Parthian came onward ſooner then he was expected, with a great power of horſemen 
and footmen. For he marched forward in all haſte, and encamped neere vnto the loud that ſe- 
parateth Adiabena from Media. 7zares likewiſe encamped not farre from thence, hauing with 
him about ſix thouſand horſemen. To whom the Parthian ſenta meſſenger to give him ro vn- 
derſtand how great his power was, which extended fromthe river of Euphrates as farre as Bac- 
tria, recounting vnto him what Kings he had vnder his ſubicion,threatning him to puniſh him 
very ſeuerely, inthat he behaned himfelfe ſo vngratefully towards his benefaQtors, yeain ſuch 
ſort as the god whom headored, mighthot deliuer him out of the Kings hands.

7 perm Not long after this; at ſuch timeas he had liued fifty fiue yeares,and raigned foure and twen- 
tie, andleft behinde him foure and twenty ſonnes, te dyed, and appointed his brother Monoba- 
z#sto ſucceed him in the kingdome;, requiring hereby his faithand loyalty; in that during the 
time of his abſence, andafter the death of his father, hee had faithfully ruled and gouerned the 
kingdome to his ve. His mother Helens hearing newes of his death; lamentedvery. gricuouſly 
as reaſon would, in that ſhe being his mother was depriued of a ſonne that ſo zealouſly honored 
and feared God. Yernotwichſtanding ſhe was comforted, when ſhe vnderſtood that her eldeſt 
ſonne was to ſucceed him in the kingdom; and haſted herſelfewith all diligence to go and mect 
him. As ſooneas ſhearriued in Adiabena,ſhe liuednot long time after her ſonne zates. Where- 
upon Mengbazrus tooke both her body and his brothers bones, and ſent them to Teruſalem, com- 
manding that they ſhould be buried in three Pyramides which Helens had builded, ſome three 
ſtades ot furlongs from Ieruſalem.

Atthe 
 fametime 1ames and Simonthe ſonnes of 7udas of Galilee, who had buſted themſclues to incite 
—_— the people to reſiſt the gouernement ofthe Romans, were put to death at ſuch ſuch time as Cy- 
Bf udazof renin valued cach mans goods, as wee haue heretofore declared. Theſe did Alexander com- 
Galilee cruci= and to be crucified. Herod King of Chalcis tookeaway the ſoueraigne prieſthood from 1oſeph 
WP ke the ſonne of Camydas, and transferred it to Ananias the ſonne of Nebedens. Aﬀeer Tiberius Alex- 
world,qo11.4- anger, ſucceeded Cimanm.

—_ yer aliue, yet werethere other ſucceſſors planted in their rooms. Theſe 13 were of Aarons poſtc- 

ritie,and obrained this degree in ſucceffion the one afterrhe other. Their firſt goucrnment was 
Ariſtocratia, which isthe gouernment of the nobilitie : afcerwardsa Monarchy ; and tinallie,a 
royall gouernment. The number of yeeres wherin theſe 13 flouriſhed, were fixc hundreth & 12 
yeeres,from the day that our fathers depatted out of Egypt, vnderthe conduct of Moſes , vmtil! 
the edification of the temple that was builded in Teruſalem by king Salomon. 

After theſe 13 high prieſts,there were 18 others, who after Solomons time ſuccceded one after 
another, vntill thetime that Nabuchodonoſorking of Babylon, having encampcd before the ci- 
tic,tooke the ſame,and burned thetemple,and tranſported our nation into Babylon, & led away 7 
the high pricſt Zoſedech priſoner. Thetimeof the prieſthood, and continuance of theſe 18, was 
foure hundreth fixtie fixe yeeres, ſixe moneths, andten dates : ſo long as the Icwes haue had the 
royall gouernment. After the ſurprifall of Terufalem by the Babylonians, vtill ſuch rime as c:y- 
ras king of Perſia diſmiſſed the Iewes, and gaue them leaue to returne from Babylon into their 
owne countrey, with permiſſion to reedifie their temple,there are 70 yeers: andat that time the 
captiues beeing returned, Jeſs the ſonne of 7gſedechtookevpon him the high prieſthood, who 
with thoſe of his poſterity to the number of fifteene,haue gouerned ina Democratic or popular 
eſtate, vntill the time of Antrochus ſurnamed Ewpater, for the ſpace of foure hundreth & fourteen 
yeares. This Antiochws was the firſt, who with his generall Zyſias diſplaced 0nias, ſurnamed Me- 
nelazs, of his prieſthood; commanding him to be ſlain art Beryth, and after he had driuen his fon K 
out of theſucceſſion, he eſtabliſhed 1acim high Prieſt,who notwithſtanding was of © Marons race; 
bur not of his family. Forthis cauſe 0nias,the ſonne of 0nias,and nephew tothe deceaſed Onias, 
retyred himſelfc into Egypt : where growing familiar with Prolomey Philometor and Cleopatra his 
wife, hee perſwaded themto build a Temple inthe confines of Heliopolis, not vnlike to that of 

. Teruſalem,and to create a high Prieſt in the ſame: of which temple in Egypt, we haue made ve- 

ry oftentimes mention. Afterthat 7acim had held the prieſthood for the ſpace of three years,ho 
died withour ſucceſſor. For the citie remained ſeuen yeares without a high Prieſt. Againe, the 
Aſmoneans recouered the gouernement of their nation, and after they had warred againſt the 
Macedons, they eſtabliſhed 7onathan high Prieſt, who exerciſed the office ſeuen yeares: bur at- 
terwards he was flaine by an ambuſh, and treaſon conſpired againſt him by Tryphon, as wee hauc * 
declared elſewhere. After him,$imon his brother vndertooke the prieſthood, who was not long 
after ſlainetreacherouſly by his ſonne in law at a banquet. After him ſuceeded his ſonne Hirca- 
#1, who enioying this hiokirh for the ſpace of thirty one yeares, died when hee was very olde, 
leauing behinde nim Judas, ſurnamed _A47rifiobalus, who dying by ficknefle, left his brother A- 
lexander his heire, both of the kingdome and high prieſthood. After that _Ariffobulus had ob- 
tainedthe royall gouernment,he enioyed both dignities one whole yeare. For this 1wdas ſurna- 
med Ariſtobalus,was the firſt that ſer the diadem on his head,caufing himſelf ro be called a King. 
The which, Alexander did continue : for he alſo ioyned the kingdom with the high prieſthood, 
and rajgnedtwenty-ſeuen years : and feeling himſelte draw necre to his death, hee left it in e1- 

. lexandrashis wines hands to diſpoſe of the prieſthood as ſhe pleaſed. She therefore beſtowedir 
on Hircayus: and as touching the kingdome,ſhe kept it in her owne hands nine yeares,and after- 
wardsdicd, Herſonne Hircanze was high Prieſt for ſolong time: for after _Alexanarasdearh,bis 
brother CAriſtebulus made warre againſt him : and hauing ouercome him, hee tooke the king- 
dome from him, and nor onely ſeized the crowne, but the prieſthood. After hee had raigned 
three yearcs, and as many moneths, Pompey repaired to Ieruſalem,and took it perforce,and lay- 


ing hold of Ariſtobulis, ſent him bound vnto Rome with his children; After which he aye

rifobulus ſonne King. Bur after he had gouerned three yeares and three moneths, Soſius and He- 
rad trooke himaliue perforce, and Antonius ſent him to Antioch where he was put to death. Af- 
ter that Herod was. created Kypig by the Romans, there was neuer any high Prieſt created of the 
poſterity ofthe Almoneans (for he gaue the high prieſthood to certaine men of obſcure & baſe 
condition, who. were of the order of the Prieſts) _Ari/iobalus onely excepted. This Ariſiobulus 
was Hircanius nephew, who was priſoneramong the Parthians; and hauing given him theprieſt- 
hood he marricd himſelfe with Mariamme his ſiſter;tothe intent to continue himſelfin the good 
liking ofthe people inremembrance of Hircanzs: but afterwards fearing, keſtall of them ſhould Ariftobukes 
turne-to Avitebnitus fide; he cauſed him tobeſlaine, by finding out a meanes to cauſe him to be rod frrabls 
ſtifled, atſuch time as he bathed himſelfe in a fiſhpond neere to Tericho;as we haue declared be- »5-cap.z- 
forethis. After him he beſtowed the prieſthood no more on any of theline ofthe Aſinoneans. 
Archelaxs, his ſonne followed his fathers ſteps in reſpect of the prieſthood, and from thar time 
forward the Romans haue enioyed the ſoueraignty ouer Iewry. Allthey then thar haue exerci- 
ſed the prieſthood from Herods time vnrill the day that Titus tooke the Citie and the Temple, 
haue beeninall twenty and eight. All the continuance of their gouernement was one hundreth 
and ſeuen yeares. Certaine of theſe gouerned during Herod life, and inthe. daies of _Archelaws, 
C hisſonne: burafter theſe twoweredead, the gouetament was Ariſtocrarical,or of the nobility, 
wherein the Prieſts had the gouernement ouer the whole nation. Thus much have we thought 
meetto ſpeakeat this timeas touching the high Prieſts.

For in their confeſſions & opinions whoarc of our nation, I haue ſich knowledge in that which 
concernethour doctrine, as I \urpaſſe themall: Andas touchingthe Grecian difciplincs, Thaue 
ſtudied & learned the ronguqgalthough I cannot boaſt of the familiar & fit pronunciation ofthe 
ſame, for that I haue lived inthe countrey. For amongſt vs wee make but ſlender reckoning of 
thoſe, who ate cxerciſed ih diuers tongues, for'that this ſtudy is accounted prephanceby vs, and B 
commonnot onely to free perſons; butalſo vnto ſlaues : and they onely arceſteemedto have 
profited in wiſedome; who fully know the contents of the law, and who can expound the holy 
Scriptures: For this cauſe, although diuers hauc trauailed inthis exerciſe of writing Hiſtories, 
yetarethere ſcarcely two or three of them that hauewritten ſuccesfully, and haue rceceiued rhe 
fruits oftheirlabouts.

For 
I truely thought with my ſelfe, that I mighr eaſily chooſe the better of the three.at ſuch time as 
I had beeneexerciſed andacquainted with them all: for which cauſe with great abſtinence and 
no lefſe labour, I paſted thorow them all: and not content with this expertence; after I had heard 
that a ccriaine man called Banzs liued in the defart, clothing bimſclfe with that which the trees

But Farms acculing his ſecond meſſenger allo very falſely, commanded him 
to be executed, as he had done the firſt. For the Syrians that inhabite Czſarea, had made him 
proud, inſomuch that heaſpired to high and great matters, by telling him that _Agrippe ſhould 
e putto death by the Romans, in regard of thoſe faults which the Iewes had commited ; and 
that Yarw,who was royally deſcended, ſhould poſſeſſe his gouernement. For without queſtion 
Yarus was held to be of the blood-royall; fortharhe deriued his pedigree from the Tetrarch So- K 
hemus that gouerned the countrey that abutred on Libanus. For theſe cauſes, Farms grew proud, 
and retained Philips letters by him, hoping by theſe means thar the King ſhould haue no know- 
ledgethereof; and hee ſer watch in euery paſlage, for feare leaſtany man ſhould flic and certihe 
the King, of that which had hapned, and to giue the Syriansthe better content, who dwelt in 
Czfarea, hee pur diuers of thoſe Iewes that dwelt among them to death. Hee intended alſoro 
vndertake a warre againſtthe Tewes of Bathanza, who were called Babylonian Iewes, by con- 
federating himſclfe with the Trachonites of Bathanza. For which cauſe, ſending for rwelue of 
thoſe Iewcs who were of moſt eſtimation among the inhabitants of Czfarea, he enioyned them 
to repaire to Ecbatane, to {ignifie vnto thoſe of their nation that dwelt there, that Farus vnder- 
ſtanding that they pretended to take armes againſt their King, and ſcarcely beleeuing it, had L 
ſentthem vnto them,to perſwade them to lay by their armes. And that this ſhould bea certaine 
ſigne, by which they might perfectly expreſſe that hee had no reaſon to giue credit to their re- 
ports who had inforced & obiected ſomuchagainſtthem: Furthermore,hee commanded them 
thatſeuenty ofthe chiefeſt ofthem ſhould be choſen our, to anſwer to thoſe accuſations where- 
with they ſhould be charged.

theſeuentie As ſoone theteforeas theſe with the other twelue Embaſſadours came to Czfarea, Yarwsha- 
Tewes with  Uuing inkling of their comming, metthem on the way with the Kings forces,aad flew them alto- 1 
dours. gether with the foreſaid Embaſſadours, and tooke his way towards the Iewes of Ecbatane. But 
The lewesre- one of the ſeuenty, who had eſcaped, reſorted thither with all expedition preuenting Yarws, and 
tireen{clues certified the reſt of that which had hapned. Wherupon, they incontinently felltoarms, & with 
_ rreſſeotGa- their wiues & children retired theſelues to the fort of Gamala, abandoning their villages which 
__ andtht- were ſtored with all kind of goods,and many thouſand cattell. When Philip had tydings hereof, 
Phulip allo. he repaired himſclfalſo to the fort of Gamala: where he no ſooner arriued, but the people cried 
| out 
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A out with a loud voyce, exhorting himto take the ſouecraignty; and to-make warte againſt Yarus 
and the Syrians of Czſarea. For they had intelligence thatthe King was dead. But Philip mode- 
ratcd their fury,recounting vnto them what benefits the King had beſtowed on them;8& of what 
—_ the Romans were, againſt whom it was butafolly for them to-take armes; and in the end 

e perſwaded them to peace. The King vnderſtanding that;Yarns, was determined to kill and 
murther all the Tewes that were in Czſarea, with their wiues and children all in once day (who 
wereas many innumber) he ſentvnto him Equus Modinsto ſupply his place;as it hath been by's 
declared inano:herplace. Meane while Philip kept the fort of Gamala;and the countrey therea- 4 
bours, per{euering in their fidelity and loyalty to the Romans.

Who'gaue me this anſiwere, that I ſhould remaine wheteT loſeph by the 
was, and retaine thoſe Embaſſadors that Thad with me, if they thought good to take charge of <2mmande- 
Galilee, But they being very wealthy, by means of thoſe tenths & tithes that were giuen them; councellte- 
and very willing, becauſe they were due,to gather them vp in right of their prieſtiood, reſolued mainethin 
with themſclues to returne to their owne houſes. Bur for that I entreated them to remaine with "TE 
me, vntill ſuch time, as we had ſettled the affaires, they willingly conſented vnto me. I therfore 
departed wi h them to the citie of Sephora, and cameintoa borough called Bethmaus diſtant 
from Tiberias ſome fourc furlongs,and from thencel ſent a meſſenger tothe councell of Tibe- 

 rias, exhorting the chicfeſt among the people to come and ſpeak with me: who comming forth 

C to viflt me, accompanicd with 1aſtallo, I tolde them that I was ſent Embaſſadour vnto them, 
with thoſe other, by the communalty of Ieruſalem, to perſwade them todeface that building 
that was erected by Herod the Tetrarch,wherein diuers figures of living creatures were painted; 
for that our law forbad them to allow or doe ſuch things, and I exhorted them to ſuffer vs to do 
that execution as ſoone as they might... |, , | | S 

Capella and thoſe of his party, did fora longtime retuſe to conſent thereunto : but inthe end 7. pc * 
we inforced them ſo much, that they condeſcended. Now whileſt wee debated vpon this con- fer on fire that 
cluſion, 7eſusrhe ſonne of Saphias (of whom we haye ſpoken heretofore, declaring how he was 935 in Tibe- 
the chieftaine and conduttor of the faction of failets ahd poore men) took with him certain Ga- *® 
lileans;and ſet fire onall the palace, vnder hope to get great riches. theteby (forthatthere were. 

D certaine roofes of the houſe couered with-gold) who ſpoiled many things againſt our:conſent. 

For after we had conferred with Capella, and the chiefeſt Tiberians, we retired our ſelucs from 
Bethmaus into the higher Galilee. In the mearietime Jeſus men flew all the Greeks that remai- 
ned there, and who before the warre had been their enemies. Which when I was certified of, 
was gricuoully diſpleaſed,and came down to Tiberias,and diſpoſed of the Kings moueables, for 
fearc leaſt rhey ſhould be carried away by the robbers : and hauing recouered a candleſticke of 
Corinthian work,princely tables,and no ſmall quantity of mafſiue filuer,I reſokyed with my ſelf, _ 
ro reſerue it tothe Kings vſe. Calling therefore ten of the chieteſt Senators,and Capelle, Amillus , qu 
ſonne vnto me, I deliuered the veſlels into their hands, charging them to deliuer the ſameto no reththe faſery 
' mad), exceptit were to my ſelte. Eo Þ of = Kings, 

E Fromthence, with mine aflociates I wentto hn at Giſchala, to knowe what his minde and 5 
reſolution was, and I preſently ſmelt out by him, that hee affected innouation and tyranny. For. 
he beſought nie to grant him liberty; to tranſport Czſars wheat that was ſtored vp in the villages 
of higher Galilee, telling me that he would beſtow the ſame in reedifying & repairing the wals 
of his countrey. But I ſmelling out both his driftand counſels, denyed him that liberty. For I 
thought that that wheat would either ſerue the Romans, or my ſelfe, for that already I had the 
care of that countrey committed to my hands by the Citie of Icruſalem. Whenas therefore he 
could winne nothingat my hands, hee appealed to my companions, who were improuident of 
thoſe troubles that were to come,and greedy of rewards,ahd obtain'd at their hands thorow his 
lauiſh liberality a liberty to diſpoſe of all the cornethat was inthe Prouince, in that I my ſelfe 

F was vnable to contradictthem both. After this, Joh vicd another ſubrilty: for he ſaid that thoſe 
Iewes, who inhabited Czfarea Phipps, being by the command of their King, to whom they 
were ſubie>, kept priſoners within their wals ; being in want of pure oyle, defired to buy the ,,,.. .o.;. 
fameat his hands; for feare leaſt contrary to their cuſtome,they ſhould be compelledto vie that Giſchalis and 

| ofthe Greeks. Bur this ſpake henot in reſpe& of religion.or deuotion, but for his filthy lucres Þis <oneroul- 
ſake. For knowing that among the Czſareahs, two ſextaries were ſold for a drachme, and thar 
at Giſchalis cighty ſextaries werefold for fouredrachmes, hee ſent all that oyle that was in that.

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place vnto them, doingir (as hethought)by my permiſſion, But I did not willingly condeſcend G 
thereunto, bur for fear leaſtif I ſhould withſtand the ſame,the people ſhould ſtone meto death.

Tofeph ſends . From this place diſmiſſed I my companions,and ſent them back to Teruſalem, imploying my 
ee con- felte wholly afterwards in preparing armour,and fortifying cities. After this,calling the ſtouteſt 
Teruſalem. theeues betore me, whenas I pcrceiued that I might not recouer their weapons from them, I 
pee - perſwadedthe multitudeto hire them by rewards, tellingthem that it was more profitable for 
lilee. them to entertainthem in their ſeruice, then to ſuffer their country to be ſpoiled by their excur- 
ſons. And thus hauing taken thcir oathes, did I diſmifſe them vnder condition,that they ſhould 
not come into our region, except they were called,or to receiue their due pay vnder condition, H 
thatthey ſhould abſtaine from ſpoiling either the Romans or the inhabitants of the country.Bur 
aboueall things my care was to keep Galilee in peace. And wheras my deſire was to get ſeuenty 
| pledges of their loyalty, choſen out amoneſt theirnobility vnder pretext of friendfhip,as ſoone 
Joſeph ioyned as they came vnto me 1n way of triendthip, I made themmy companions and fellow Tudges,and 
— the decreed many things according totheir opinions, hauing an eſpeciall care leaſt thorow rathnes 
with him. TI iſhouldiniury Iuſtice, orthorow corruption of rewards diſtaine mine incorrupted honor. Ar 
__ _ ſuchtime thereforcas I was thirty yeares old, at which yeares although a man bridle himſelfe 
age offered from vnlawfull aftetions; yethardly can he eſcape from the poifoned ſting of detraction, eſpe- 
zowoman Cially ifagreatauthority be annexedto his green years: I neuer offered yain and vnlaiwful cour- 
07 AIR ting to any woman, neither could any man faſten bribe on mee, in that I pretended want of no- 5 
bribed. ching:yea,T refuſed thoſe tenths which in right of prieſthood IT might haue recejued fromthole, 
that brought them me.

For which cauſe I ſuppoſe that God, who's thetryer and ſearcher of all iuſt hearts, both de- 
livered meat this time out ofthe hands of mine enemies, and afterwards, and that many times 
out of dangerous and ſeuerall misfortunes ; as hereafter ſhall appeare intime and place. But ſo K 
great was the faith and beneuolence of the common people of Galilee towards mee, that their 
The Galileans cities being ouerthrowne, and their families led into captiuity, they ſpent not ſo many teares 
_— loue for their owne calamities, as they beſtowed cares for 'my preſeruation and ſecurity. Which 
Toſeph. when hop perceiued, hee beganne to enuy mee, and beſought mee by his letters, that I would 
John - no5M's giue him licence for his health fake, to bathe him(ſelfin the hot baths of Tiberias : I ſuſpeting 
apr no treaſon, willingly granted him that which he demanded. Moreouer, I wrote vnto thoſc, to 
in the howve whom T had committed the truſt and adminiſtration of the citie,to prepare him a lodging,and to 
- vid furniſh all his companions with vituals, and to prouide himalto of all things neceſfary for his 
diet andentertainment. In the meane ſpace, I my ſelfe paſt my time in a certaine village of Ga- 
lohnstreaſon. Iilee called Cana. But after that 1ohn came to Tiberias, hee wrought the townſmen in ſuch ſort, L 
that forgetting both their faith and dutic,they reuolted vnto him; and many of them lent a wil- 
ling eare vnto his entreaties, eſpecially ſuch as reioycing in innouations were too prone to 
change, and greedy of difſenſion : bur in eſpeciall 7#/{#5 and his father Piſizs, willingly enter- 
fained this occaſion to reuolt from my obedience,and to ſubmit themſclues to 79hz;yet was this 
conſpiracy oftheirs preuented by my ſpeedy acceſle. For a certaine meſſenger came vnto mee 
from $ilzs, whom I had in former time preferred to the gouernment of Tiberias,who certified 
me of the citizens intent, and exhorted me in all haſte to make my repair thither, for that other- 
wiſethe citie would ſhortly fall into another mans hands. As ſoone therefore as T had peruſed 
Thepeople of $ las letters, I trauelled all night long with two hundreth choſen men; and ſending a meſlen- | 
Tiveriascame Ser before me, who might ſignifie my approach to the' citizens, I loſt neithertime nor way: M 
outromeet And inthe moining when I drew neerevnto the citie, the whole people came out to-meet me,

_ _ ., nance, fearing leaſthis treaſon being diſcouered, heſhould grow in danger of his life, ſpeedily 
_ retired himſelf into his lodging. And when as I drew neere the citie within a furlong, diſmiſſing

For after that John tohn feeketh 
had learned that I was dcſtitate of followers, he ſent a thouſand of his choſen ſouldiers, coman- '* wy and 
ding them to kill me; who wereat hand, and ready to commit the murther, had I not ſpeedily ſept _ 
leapt down with my ſeruant 7aceb, and being relicued by Herod the Tibcrian; had been broughr 
tothe lake;zwhere igding a barke by chance,and putting forth to ſea,T efcaped contrary to mine

As ſooneas the inhabitants of that citie vnderſtood how perfidioufly and traiterouſly the Ti- 


| berians had dealt with mc, they were ſoredfpileaſed,and betaking themſclues to their weapons,

perlwaded me rolead them forth againſt them, telling mee that they would reuenge the iniury 
that was oitered vnto their gouernor, and they blazed this treaſon of theirs thorow all Galilee. Os 
For which canſc a number of armed Galileans came to me, requeſting me that I would inuade The Galileans 
Tibcrias, and entering it that I would ſpoile the ſame;and in the ruines thereof, thar I would tell requirethar 
the inhabitants with their whole families vnderthe ſpeare. The like did my friends, who eſcaped a. 
with me out of the citic, perſwade mee. But inno fort would admit their ſure, ſuppoſing it to 
be a matter vnworthy my diſcretion, to reuiue a cauſeof ciuill warre, imagining with my ſelfe, 
that ſuch a contention ought to proceed no further then words : yea,T proteſted vnto them;thar 
ſuchrcuenge would be prejudicial to tieſelues alſo,ifthe Romans ſtanding ar gaze.they ſhould 
ſpend themſelues in ciuill diſcords: By this meanes at length the Galileans wrath was appeaſed. | 
But when John perceiued that he failed of his purpoſe, he began to feare : for which cauſera- Tohnexcoferh 
king with him thoſe armed men which he kept about him,and forſaking Tiberias,he repaired to —_ " 
Giſchala.and from thence he wrate his letters vnto me,excuſing the fact, asif hee-had beeneno mY 
waics guilty therof,and beſought methat I would in no ſort ſuſpect him,& confirmed his words 
with exccrable oathes, whereby hee might win the more credit to his writing. Burthe Galile- 
ans,who were gathered in greatmultitudes from all parts ofthe region, knowing that hee was a 
wicked and pertidious man,beſought mee thatT would lead them forth againſt him., promiſing 
me to onerthrow both him,Giſchala,and all his Country. Therefore, after Thad giuen them 
thanks for their loue towards me,I promiſed them that mine offices of loueſhould be anfwwera- 
ble to their kindnefle, Yet beſought I them to reſtrainethemſelues,and to grant me pardon, for 
that I thought itbetter to appeaſe, then procure, troubles. SS . | 
This requeſt of mine the Galileans granted; Whereupon we preſently came to Sephoris. But

He,allured by their promiſes, bethought himfelfe to affaile vs ſuddenly 8 vnawarcs : for which 
cauie he beſought me by a meſſenger,that I would grant him-leaueand liberty to come & falute 
me: which when he had obtaincd,for that I was wholly ignorant of his.treaſon,taking with him 
a troup of his theeucs, he haſted ſpeedily rowards me : yet failed he of his purpoſed treaſon;for 
when he was not far off from me,a certainefugitiue of his troupe diſcouercd his intenttowards 
me. Which when I heard, I werit out into the market place, faining that I knew nothing of his 
ſecret fraud,attended witha multitude ofarmed Galileans, andamong theſe with certain Fibe-

Abour 
the ſame time there cametwo noblemen vnto me,who were ſubject to the King of Trachonites, 
bringing with them both horſemen, armour, and money : whom when the Iewes would haue 
Ioſephs cars Conſtrained to be circumciſed, it ſo be-they would remaine amongſt them, I would nor permir 
efreligion. them to be troubleſome to the Trachonites, alledging that euery man ought according to his 
& owneminde,and not by other mens impulſion,ſerue God: and that it was not to be ſuffered thar 
they, who for their ſecurity ſake were fled vnto vs, ſhould repent themſelues of their truſt they 
pur in vs. And thus hauing perſwaded the multitude, I freely and aboundantly furniſhed theſe 
men with all things neceſiird, H 
_ Inthe meane ſpace, Agrippa ſent out his forces vnderthe conduct of Equus Modius,to take the 
| Caſtle Magdala by force,which for that they durſtnor affault;they beſet the waies,& the rather 
—_— wy troubled Gamala. But Ebatis Decadarchws, who had the gouernment of the great champaine, 
TRa. hearing that I was come to a certain village called Simonias, ſituate on the confines of Galilee, 
and diſtant from the ſame ſome ſixty furlongs, took with him by tight one hundreth horſe that 
attended him, and about two hundreth footmen, with certaine inhabitants of the citic of Gaba 
their aſſociates, whom he conducted by night,and affailed and beſet the borough where I was. 
Againſt whom after I had drawn forth a valiant band of men, Ebutizs laboured all that he might 
to toule vs into the champain, for that he truſted very much in his horſemen: burhe eaſily per- 
cejiued that we mightnot be won. For knowing the aduantage which the horſemen had, if wee 1 
ſhould encounter them in the plaine, conſidering that we were but footmen, I reſolued to fight 
in the place where we were:and Ebatixs charged vs for a while very valiantly.Atlength,petcei- 
ebutivsde- Uing that he had no vſcof his horſemen in that place,he ſounded the retreat, and departed back 
partethwith- againe with loſt labour tro Gaba, hauing onely loſt three menin the bartell.Bur I preſently pur- 
mingany  fu'd him with two thouſand armed meht:and whenT cameto Beſara,whichis ſituate on the con-' 
thing, fines of Ptolemais,diſtant ſome twenty furlongs from Gaba, where Ebatizs encamped at that 
time;and beſetting al the paſſages with courts of guard, wherby we might be more ſecure from 
the excurſions of our enemies, vntill wee had carried out the wheat, whereofthere was a great 
quantitieſtored vp in that place,which was gathered out of the towneſhips thereabour, belong- 
| ing to Queene Berezice, and loading diuers Camels and Aſſes, which to that end I had brought K 
Toſeph tranſ- With me; I ſent the ſame corne into Galilee, And having fitiiſhed this buſineſle, I offred Ebatins 
orteth corne the battell : and whereas he detracted the ſame, being terrified by our boldnes,I took my courſe 
nbagabiſ ro encounter with Xeopolitanus, who (as it was reported) was in theterritoric of the Tiberians, 
Neopolicanus. and foraged there. Now this Neopolitanmm was a captaine of horſemen,and had vndertaken to de- 
fend Scythopolis againſt their cnemies : Hauing therefore driuen him from doing any wrong 
in the country belonging to the Tiberians,I provided for theſeeurity of Galilee. |

touched with no ſmall enuy and ingreater hope that he ſhould hinder my good ſucceſs,if ſo be L 
that he could bring me in hatred with my ſubiects; he ſollicited thoſe of Tiberias and Sephoris 
to forſake me, and ſuppoſedalfo that the Gabarenians would reuolt vnto him, which Cities are 
the chiefeſt in Galilee. For he tould them, that vnder his conduct the.common-weal ſhould bee 
more diſcreetly gouerned : but among the reſt,the Sephorites gaue leaſt eare ynta him, for that 
neglecting vs both,they onely held for the Romans. 
| As forthe Tiberians, they would not conſent to rebell : yet notwithſtanding they promiſed 
TheGabare- him ſomefriendſhip. Butthe Gabarenians wholly addicted themſclues to John, by the meanes.

Meane while,I ſuſpeRing nothing of all this tumult, and tired with $;,6n, one of 
Lows and wearineſſe,took my reſt ; when as ſuddenly Simon one of my guard,who at that time Iotephs guard 
onely remained with me,ſceing the incurſion of the people,came andawaked me : and cetrify- Ykembim. 
ing me of mine inſtant perill: he gaue me counſell likewiſe, thatrather,like a noble and vndaun- 
ted chiefetaine, I ſhould ſhorten mine owne life, then ſhamefully die by mine enemies direti- 
on. Whil'ſthe gauc me this counſell,T committing my ſafetic ro Gods hands,and changing my 
garments,went forth into the aſſembly after a mournfull manner ; and wearing my ſword hang- 
ing about my neck, ſtealing by that way, by which I knew thatnone of mine adurrfaries might 
E meet me : and comming intothe horſe-race, I offred my ſelfe to euery mans eyc,and lying pro- 
ſtrare on my face,and watring the earth with my tears, I moued all menthar beheld meto com- J2/evh "_ 
paſſion. And when I perceiued that the affeftions of the people were changed, I laboured all competing . 
thar I mightto diuidethem in opinions, before the armed fouldiers returnd from my houſe: and 
confeſling my ſelf thatTI was not wholly cleer ofthat which was obiected againſt me,I beſought 
themro vnderſtand to what vſc I reſerued that prey that was brought to my hand after which, 
if they liſtthey mighr kill me. And whil'ſt the multirude commanded mee to ſpeak, the armed 
men returned back.,and beholding me,ruſhed in vpon me with an intent to murther me: but be- 
ing reſtrained by the peoples exclamations,they moderated their fury;ſuppoſing,that after my 
confeſſion of treaſon,and reſeruation of the kings money,they might haue a betrer occaſion to 
E finiſh my Tragedy. | | 
For which caulſe,after ſilence I beganne thus : Men and brethren (ſaid I)if in your opinion I = 
deſeruedeath,I refuſe not to dy;yet before my death will I certifhe you ofthe whole truth:tru- pn 1 frm 
ly,vhenas 1 percciued,that this City was moſt commodious and ht to entertaine ſtrangers,and fefsion vaſes 
that perceiued that many men,forſaking their owne countries, were delighred wich your con- bis adverſa- 
uerſations,and willing to partake with you inal forts of fortune: I was reſoJu'd to build vp your _ 
wals with this mony; for which being thus deſtinated to do you good,your indignation 1s pro- 
woked

uoked againſt me. Vpontheſe words the Taricheans and ſtrangers cried out, giving me thanks, G 
and willing me to be of good courage. Bur the Galileans & Tiberians continued intheir hatred, 
inſomuch as they grew to debate betwixt themſelues, the one threatning me with puniſhment: 

loſepheſea- the other contrariwiſe, willing me to afſure my ſelf of ſecurity. Bur after T had promiſed the Ti- 
=_ berians that I would recdific theirwals, and fortifie other conuenient cities, they giuing credit 
towy words, repaired euery one of them to their owne houſes. And I beyondall expectation 
eſcaping = ſo great a perill, with certaine of my friends,and ſometwenty ſouldiers, returned 

to my houſe. 
Bur once againe thethieues and authors of ſedition, fearing leaſt they ſhould be punithed for 

Toſephinan theſe their offences, begirt my lodging with {1x hundreth armed men, intending to conſume it 

otter daDger- ith fire. Of whoſe arriuall, as ſoon as I hadJintelligeuce, imagining with my ſelfe thatir would 13 
be much diſhonor for me to fie, I refolued to vie valour and courage againſt them : for which 
cauſe commanding the gates to beſhur, I required them from the top of the houle, that they 

Toſephs ftra- would ſend in ſome of them vnto me, to recetue that money, for which they had beenedrawne 

tagem. intothismutiny: whereby they might haueno further cauſe to be incenſedagainſt me. Which 
done, laying hold of one of the moſt troubleſome fellowes, that with the reſt came in vato me, 
I cauſed him to be beaten with many grieuous ſtrokes, and his hand to be cut off, & hung about 
his neck;and thus handled,we thruſt him out of dores, to returne vnto thoſe who had ſent him. 
Bur they being wondrouſlly affraid heerewith,and ſuſpecting the like puniſhment ifthey ſhould 
ſtay there any longer, for that they ſuſpected that Thad diuers armed ſouldiersin my houſe,they 
ſuddenly all of them fled away : and ſo by this ſtratageme eſcaped I the other dangers. Yet wan- x 
ted therenot ſome, who incited the people once more againſt me; ſaying.,that the kings ſeruits, 

Another {:d4;. Who were fled vnto me for refuge,ought nor to line, exceptthey ſubmitted themſelues to their 

tion, lawes and cuſtomes, from whom they required protection. 

' They likewiſe accuſed them,that they were of the Roman facion,and priſoners, and preſent- 
ly the people began to murine, beeing deceiued by their words, who labourcd to flatter them. 
Which whe I heard of; I once more inform'd the people,that they ought norto perſecutethoſe 
who reſorted vntothem for reſcous: & I ieſted ar their folly who accuſed them of impoiſoning, 
and thatthe Romans would not vainly nouriſh ſo many thouſands of foldiers, if they pretended 
to make away their enemies with poiſon. Beeing by theſe words ſomewhat paciticd, they had 
ſcarcely withdrawn themſelues awhile, bur that by certaine out-caſts & wicked men.they werc K 
incited againſt the nobility,ſo that with armed weapons they came to the houſes of the Tari- 
cheans,intendingto murther them, Which when I heard, I was fore affraid,that if this wicked- 
nes ſhould be committed, no man hereafter ſhould dare to truſt his life in my hands. For which 
tor orig, Cauſe, being afſiſted by diuers others, haſtily reſorted totheir lodging,and ſhut vp the gates: & 
bs dime Cutting atrench betwixt it and the lake,I called for a bark,and entring into the ſame with them, 
the Tarichs- TI croſled over intothe confines of the Hippenians : & furniſhing them with mony to buy them 

_ horſes, for that they could not tranſporte their own with them inthat flight, Idiſmiſſed them, re- 
quiring them to digeſttheir preſent misfortunes with a conſtant minde. For, I my felferook it 
very heauily,that I was once more inforced to land thoſe men in the enemics country, who had 
committed themſelues to my truſt : yet thinking,that if it ſhould fo fall our, that they ſhould fall L 
intothe Romans hands, they ſhould bee ſafer, then if by ſuffering them to remaine in my coun- 
try, ſhould ſee them oppreſt : Iaduentured themthus. Yet were they ſfaued, and the king gaue 
them pardon. And this was theend of this tumult, _ + 

Butthey of Tiberias wroteynto theking, requiring him to ſenda garriſon into their country , 

TheTiberi- and promiſing him to xeuvlt and foHow him. Which done, as ſooneas I came vnto them , they 

ansletrersr9 requir'd methat I would build them thoſe wals which'T had promiſed them: for they badalrea- 

+..2700Y dy heard that Taricheas was enuitoned with wals;, Whereunto I condeſccnded, andgathering 
make almoſt a ſtuffe from euery place, I ſetthe workmen to their taske. But ſome three dates after, departing 

German mile. £11 Tiberias towards Taricheas, which was thirtie ſtades diſtant from thence , by chance a 
troupe of Roman horſemen were diſcouered , not far from the Citie, which madethe inhabi- 
tants belicue,that they were the kings army: Whereupon they preſently beganneto vtter many 

-4tonang {Rings in honour ofthe king, and more in my reproach. And preſentlya certaine friend poſted 
rebellionin VnNto mMe;and told mewhat their mind was,and how they intended to reuolt from m2c. Which 
Liberia... when I vnderſtood, I was wondroufly troubled : ForT had ſent backe my men of war from Ta- 

richcas to their houſes, for that the next day was the Sabbath : for I would by no meanes; that 


the Citizens of Taricheas ſhould be charged or troubled with entertaining ſouldiers. And at all

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times,when I remained inthart citic, Itookeno care of the guard of mine owne perſon, hauing 

had often proofe of the loyal ie of the inhabitants towards me,Beeing therefore at that time at- 

tended oncly with ſeauen ſouldiers,&a few of my friends,I knew not what ro-do.For Ithought + 
it not fitto call backe my forces,for that the day was welny paſt; and although they ſhould haue ſm e- 
been vvith me thenext morning,yet they might not haue taken armes, becauſe our lawesforbad berians lates, 
the ſame, how great ſocuerthe occaſion be thart is offered. And although I ſhould haue draivne 
forth the Taricheans and the ſtrangers rhat were retired thither,and if vnder hope of prey I had 
led them forth, yer ſawT that they were too feeble ro refiſttheir forces. Onthe other fide] alrea- 
die perceiued that if I ſtated ouer-Jong,thearmy which was ſent by the king,bceing already en- 
tered the citie, wold haue excluded me: Itherefore dererminedto vierhis ſtratagem.[ preſently 

therefore garded the gates of the Taricheans with my moſt truſtic friends, ſuffering no man to 

paſſe out of them ; andaſſembling the chicfeſt of euery familie, I commaunded euery one of 

themto lanch rheir boates into the lake,and to follow me with the maſters of their ſhips. Aﬀer 

which both Iand my friends,and ſcaucn other ſouldiers,betookevs toa barke,and failed roward 

Tiberias.But when the Tiberians perceiued rhatthey had no forces come from the king,8& that 

the whole lake was coucred with barkes ;. amazed and fearing the ruine of their citie, tor that 

they ſuppoſed the ſhips ro be Ioaden with {ouldiers, rhey changed their former opinion. For 

which cauſc laying by their weapons,they themſelues with their wiues and children came forth 

to meet mee, entertaining me with happy acclamations : forthat they thought I had heard no 
inkling of their intents, beſeeching me that for the ſafetie of their citie, I would enter the ſame. 
ButI drawing neerethe citic, commaunded the maſters ofthe barks to caſt anchorfarre off the 
ſhore,leaſt the townſmen might percciue that the ſhippes were emptie: and I my ſelfe drawing 
neere with mine owne barke vnto them, accuſed them,for that contrarie to their oaths,th ey had 
beene ſo fooliſhly induced to reuok. Afterwards,I promiſed them aſſured pardon, if fo bee they 

would deliuer meetenne of their chiefeſt nobilitie : which when they had incontinently per- 

formed,[ ſhipt them in aa barke, and ſent them priſoners to Taricheas : and by this policie one 

after another, I at laſt gotteall the Senate of Tiberias, and manie of the chicteſt Citizens, and 
caried them thitheralſo. . +: 5 -— OORCENSIS 

.. Atlength, the reſt of the multitude, as ſoone as they perceiued in how great danger they Chiwthews: 
were, they beſought mee that I would puniſh the chiefe authour of this confpiracie , who was thor ottie te- 
called Chtms, a bold and raſh young man. Burl, thatheld it a wicked a@to kill one ofthe ſame _ eons 
Tribe, and yet was inforcedto puniſh him, commaunded Leajas one of my guard to goe vnto © 

him and cut off his hand: who not daring for that he was alone to enter into-ſo hagea multitude. 

for feare leaſt his cowardiſe ſhould bediſcoucred by the Tiberians,I called Chis vnto mee,and 

Aid vnto him : Sith vngratefull and perfidious man, as thou art, thou deferueſtro loſe both thy 

handes, I charge thee to become thine owne execurioner, for feare leaſt thorow thy delay thou 

procure thy further puniſhment. And whereas with many prayers hee beſought meeto grant _, 

him one of his hands, I hardly condeſcended : at length ofhisowne accord, for feare leaft hee G5 cues 
ſhould loſe both, heerooke aknife and cutte ofthis left hand : and thus was this tumult appea- lefchand. ; 
As ſooneas I returned to Tarichcas.and the Tiberians vndetſtood what ſtratagem T had vſed 

with them,they were all amazed,fecing how I had puniſhed their ingratitude and diſobedience 

without any bloudſhed or murther.AfterI had ſent for ſuch of the people of Tiberiasas were 

in priſon, amongſt whom was 1#/usand his father Pi#+s,] inuited them to ſuppe with mee: and 

during the repaſt, I told them that I, was not ignorant, that the Romanearmie excelled all men 

of the world in power & force:notwithſtanding that, I kept my telffilent in the reſpe&t of thoſe 

theeues that were round about,and I counſailed tliem thatthey alſo wold doe the like in expec- 

tation of ſome better dates;and yet that in the meane time they; would not thinke-amiſſe of my 


Toſeph ſailet;:

domes. Butbeforethis came to paſle,it hapned rhat Philjprhe fonne of 1acimus departed from the Philiprhe ſor: 
fort of Gamala vpon this occaſion that cnſueth.As ſoone as he vaderſtood that Farws was reuol- of lacimus. 
ted from king Agrippa,and that Modins Equus who was his triend, was ſent ro ſucceed him , noe 

certifie 
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cd him of his eſtate by his letters: which when he had recciued, he highly reioyced at Phi- 
teme, ard ſent thoſe leitersto the King 8& Queene, who liued at Berytum. Waereupon the 
_, King vnderſtandivg the falſe rumour that ranne as touching Phtlip,that he was the chicterain of 
©. :+4n. © the Tewes armie,who vndertooke the war againſt the Romanes,: ſent certaine horſemen to Ph;i. 
;rerm. [0 bringhimto his preſence: before whom hee no ſoonerarriued but he embraced him verio 
ards Ihilp. kindly.andthewed him ro the Romane captaines,telling them that that was Philip, of whom it 
was commonly reported,that he was in rebellion againſt the Romans.He therfore charged hin, 
Hedio,Gadaia tha- taking wich him certaine horſ{inen;he ſhold poſte inall diligence to the fort of * Gamela.&: 
drawing his houſhold ſeruants from thence, hee ſhould lead and reeſtabliſh the Babyloniars in 
Batanza, and trauaile to his-vitermoſt power that the ſubicc ſhould bee continued in obedi- 
e:.ceandpeace. After Philp had receiued this commandement from the King,he haſted co per- , 
forme he ſame. K =. H 
tofeph fires Bucoſeph acertainedrougier ortreacleſeller, gathering together a ſort of bold young men, & 
vpaſeitronin Incitingthe nobilitieof Gamala, perſwaded the peopleto fall from the king, and that betakins 
4oor them to theirarmes, they ſhould recouer their former libertie : and thus drew ti:ey other into 
their opinion,killing thoſe that durſt contradict them. Amongſt theſedied Chares aid leſws i;;5 
kinſman,and thefiſter of 1u/{xs the Tiberian,as we haue heretofore declared, Afrer this ti:ey re- 
queſted meby letters, that T would ſend them aide, and certaine labourers to begirt their tov-ne 
withall. To both which requeſts of theirs; I eaſily condeſcended. About this time the coun- 
ManieTewes trey of Gaulonite, as farre as the borough of Solyma, rebelled againſt 4g7ippa. I allo inclo/ed 
theRomans. Scleuciaand Sogon, which were two ſtrong places vnacceſhible, and fortified by na'ure, with | 
walles.T did the like alſo by Tamnia Amerytha; and Charabe , a borough of higher Galilee, al- 
though they were ſituated amongſt the rocks. I fortified in like ſort Taricheas alſo and 'Tibc- 
rias,& Sephoris, Citties of Galilce;and the borough of the caue of the Arbalians, Berſobc, < e- 
lamen,Totapa, Capharath, Comoſogana, Nepapha, and the mountaine Irabyrium. In thoſe 
places hoorded I vp great ſtore of corne, and laid vp ſtore of armour,and munition for defence. 
Meane while, 7obn the ſonne of Lew, increaſed his hatred daily more'and more towards mee, 
being greatly aggrieued to ſee my fortunes happy, and the ſucceſſe anſwerable:and wheras hee 
was wholly refolued to rid me of my life,after he had encompaſſed his countrey Gifchala with 
walles,he ſendeth Simon his brother with one hundreth ſouldiers to Teruſalem,to Simonrhe {91 
Tohnlabou. Of Gamakel, requiring him to labour the matter in ſuch ſort with the City, that my authority ,- 
rethtotuoply might bedifannulled, and that Jobnby the common conſent of all, might bee ordained gouer- | 
- —+irhumd nour ouer the affaires of Galilee. This Simon was borne in Ieruſalem, noble in birth, and in ſc 
Soren” a Phariſce (which ſet ofall other ſeemed moſt exactly inſtructed in the lawes of our countrey ) 
a man of excellent wiſedome, who by his counfaile was able to repaire the decaying ruines of 
his covntrey, who of long time had made vſe of þns friendſhip, becauſe hee was at thattime 
mine enemy. | 
This man,folicited by the interceſſionof his friends, perſwaded the high Prieſt _A{Hnanns and 
_ =" Zeſusthe ſonne of Gamala and others of his line and faction, to cut, off my increafing honours, and 
ſeph. not to permit me to attaine the fulneſſe and content thereof. For it ſhould be very profitable for 
them alio, if I were remoued from the gouernment of Galilee. Further, hee told Ananzs and the 
ret, that they were not to delay the matter, leaſt vpon the diſcovery of their counfaile, I ſhould 
inuade the Citie with mine army. Thus ſpake Simon: yet Ananus the high Prieſt replyed, thar it 
mightnot eaſily be done, for that diuers Prieſts and gouernours of the people bare witnefle tor 
me,that Tbehaued my ſelfe honeſtly in that gouernment,and that it was ill done to intend an ac- 
cufarion againſt a man, who might not be touched with any miſdemeanour. When Simon had 
heard what Aman had ſaid, he beſought him and the reſt alſo to ſpeaknothing therof; neither 
to make his motion knowne,certifying them that he had prouidently prouided,that T ſhould be 
ſpeedily driuen out of Galilee : And calling vnto him his brother hy, he charged him ro ſend \ , 
preſents to 4nanns. For (ſaid hee) in ſo doing they would ſo much worke with him, that they * 
would m: ke htm change his opinion. In the end, S7mon obtained that which he long timeſonghr 
afccr. For Azanasand his adherents were corrupted with money, and accorded to caſt me from 
| the gouernement of Galilee, without the conſent or allowance of any otherof the citizens. For 
xmas ec6d which cauſethey thought goodro ſend cerrainenoble men in birth, and no waics inferiourto 
-zultloſeph. on2anothcr in learning, whereof two of them were of the common ſort, and Phariſes, the one 
called 1onathas,the other CAnanias, the third was 1ozarnus of the tribe of Zewi, who was allo a 


Phariſceand of the race of the Prieſts. But $imon was of the orderof the Prieits,and rhe Pg

me the knowledge of the lavy, they were likewiſe willed to ſay, that they knery their countrey with touldiers 
cuſtomes; or if in regard of the name of prietthgod, they ſhould ſay they Joued me, they ſhould £2**o loteph: 
likewile auerre that tiyo of them were Prieſts, Being thus inſtructed, and receiuing forty thou- 


| ſand ſiluer drachmes of the publike treaſure, fortheir fellow and conſort 1onathas, they ſet for- 


And forthatatthe very ſame time a certaineman called 7efs of Galilee, was.come to Teru- 
falem with a band of ſix hundreth ſovldiers, they ſent for him and hired him, &gaue him three 


 moneths pay, commanding him to follow Jonathas and his companions; and to doe that which 


they ſhould command them : and to theſe annexed they three hundreth Citizens, whom they 

hyrcd with reward. With this preparation the Legates ſct forward, being accompanied with 

Simon Iohns brother;who had one hundreth ſouldiers with him, who had comiſhon from thoſe 

that ſentthem;thar if I willingly gaue ouerarmes, they ſhould ſend me alineto Terufalem: and 

ifI reſiſted, by their authority they might lawfully kill mee. They had letters alſo directed to 

Jobs, which incited hinito make warre againſt mee. Moreouer, they charged the Sephorites, 1,hs father 
Gabarites, and Tiberians to maintaine 1h againſt mee. After thar I had intelligence hereof, fignifieth all 
by my fathers letters, who had intelligencethereofby Jeſus the ſonne of Gamala, one of thoſe ina ny 
who were preſent at the deliberation, and who intirely and familiarly loued mee, I was much ; 


C gricucd, ſceing with how much ingratitudemy countrimen requited mee, who of malice had 


decreed vpon my death : and for that my father inuited me by moſt affectionateletters to draw. 

my ſ{elte homeward, telling me how much he deſired to ſee me, who was his ſonne, before hee 

left this life, I imparted theſe things to my friends, and certified them that within three daies I 1oſphretol-.. 
would forſake their countrey, and retire my ſelte into mine owne. Whereupon they were alto- 0 return 
gcther ſurpriſed with great ſadncſſe; and beſoughr mee with weeping teares, that I would not 
forſake them, fot that they ſhould bevrtrerly ouerthrown, if ſo be they were leftdeſtitute of my 

condud. But wheras by no means they might per{wade the,and the care ofmine owneſecurity 

preuailed very much with me; the Galileans fearing leaſt I ſhould leauethem, 8&by that means 

rhe theeues Fd ould be cncouraged to ſet vpan them, they ſent meſſerigers thorow all Galilee, to 


D ſignifie vnto them the reſolution of my departure. Whereupon diuers ofthem being madepri- 


uy tothele newes, reſorted vnto me from all parts, bringing with them their wiues & children, 
not ſo much, as I ſuppoſe, for the ſorrow they conceiued at my departure, as the feare thar they 
had of their owne eſtates : For they perſwaded themſelucs, that if I remained among them, 
there could no miſchiefe befall chem.

About that time came 1zathan with the other Embaſſadors, who (as we haue heretofore de- 
Tonathansler- Clarcd) were ſent by Simon, and the high Prieſt 1nanms, who laboured ro entrap me by policy, 
ersroToleph- for rhat they durſt not afſailemein open field; They theretore wrote aletter vnto.ineto this cf- I 
fect: Jonathan and the Embaſſidours with him, who' are ſent'by thoſe of Teruſalem, ro zoſeph 
.. Greeting. Weare certiticd by the chiefeſt men of Teruſalem, that 1698 of Gilchala hath often- 
times ſought to betray you: for which cauſe weareſent to repreſſe his malice;and ro exhort him 
" hereafter :0 ſubmir him ſelf vnro you: and being defirousto conferre with you,as touching thar 
® which concetneth the publike profit, we pray yours reſort vnts vs as ſoan as you, can, with ſom 

| * fewattendanis, becauſe rhe borough is notableto entertain many. To this effe& wrote they vn- 
hens to me,hoping that one oftheſe two effects would fall our: either thatT coming difarmed,ſhould 
lerters. be eaſily ſurpriſed by them; or that bringing with me a great company, I ſhould be condemned 

foran enemy to my countrey. The meſſengerthar brought meethis letter was a yaliant young 
man; mounted on horſeback,who had intimes paſt borne armes.for the King. The time wherin 
he cameynto me,was two houres within night, & euenthcn was Tbarquetting with my friends, 
and the chicfeſt gouernours of Galilee. After that one of my houſholde ſeruants had certiticd 
me, that a.certaine Iew on horſeback came to ſpeak with me, I comanded he ſhould be brought 
in; who embracing me but coldly, and deliuering me the letter, ſaid vnto me: They that are 
comefrom Ieruſalem, ſend you this letter; giue them a ſpeedy anſwere : For Iam commanded 
to make a ſpeedy returne. They that ſateat the table with me,were amazed at the ſoldiers bold- 
Toſephs po» nefſe. But formy ſelfe, I willed him to fit downe, and to make meriy with me': but he refuſing 
licy. the ſame, I kept the letter in my hand in ſuch manner, as I had receiued the ſame, and began t5 
talke with my friends of other affaires: and nor long after riſing from ſupper;and diſmiſſing the 
reſt to their reſt;I only retained with me ſome ofmy:mott inward friends,and commanding tny K 
page to fill me wine, I opened the letters before any man percceiued the fame : and conceiring 
incontinently what they meant,I ſealed themranew, and as if I had knowne nothing of thecon- 
tents, hauing the letter in my hands, I gaue order that the ſouldier ſhould recciue 20. drachmes 
for to beare the charges ofhis voyage. He hauing receined the ſame, and giving me thankes, I 
percceiued well that he was addicted to gaine,and might caſily be wroughtwith money. Wher- 
upon faid ynto him, If thou wilt drinke'with mee, thou ſhalt haue a drachme for cuery glaſſe 
thou drinkeſt, To this the ſouldier liſtned willingly, aud hauing drunke _ ſtore of wine, to 
get him the greater ſtore of money, he grew drunken, ſo that he wps vnadle any longer to con- 
ccale his ſecrets: but of his owne accord hee declared the treaſon that was prepared; aud how 
the ſentence of death was giuen by them againſt mee. Which when vnderſtood, I anfwered L 
them to this effect. 7oſeph to Jonathan, and thoſe that accompany him, Health. Iam very glad to 
 hearethat youare arriued in Galilee in good health, efpecially for that I may now redeltucr in- 

« ro yourhands the government of the affaires thereof, tothe end (according asT haue long time 
« defired) I might returne into my country. I will not onely therefore viſit you at Xallon : but in 

« any further placealſo, notwithſtanding you had neuer ſent for mee. Notwithſtanding pardon 

<« me, though I comenot at this preſent : for T am now at Chabalon to confront Placidus, who 
+..« pretendeth to inuade Galilee. Reſort you therefore vato mee, who ſhall reade my letters. 
Farewell. | 
Tonathans AfeerT had written thisanſwere, and deliuered it to the ſouldier to carry it vnto them, I ſent 
na 2g by the ſame way tliury of my moſt approoucd friends of Galilee, commanding them to ſalute 
ſeph. them that were come, without any further ſpeech. I afſigned alſo to each of theſe one of my 
moſt reſolute and beſt ſouldiers to rake heed leaſt any of thoſe I ſent ſhould conferre with 7ona- 
thans men. They therefore ſet forward on their way: and nathan and the other feeing their firſt 
purpoſe failed them, they {ent me another letterafter this tenour which enſueth : 7onathan and 
his company to Joſeph, Health : We command youthat within three daies, you make your ap- 
pearance before vs, without any of your ſouldiers,'in the borough of Gadara, to the ende you

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A may anſwere tothat which Jon hath obiected againſt you. As ſoon asthey had written this,and 
ſaluted thoſe whon I had ſent, they went to Iapha, which is the greateſt town of Galilee, deten- 
ced with ſtrong wals and peopled with many inhabitants. Againſt theſethe people of that Ci- 
tie, their wiues & children came forth, exclaiming againſt them with huge crics,charging them The Embat- 
20 returne back,and not to depriue them of the good gouernour they had. Jonathan and his com- — 
panions were prouoked with theſe cries;yetdurſt they not make any open ſhew of their diſpleca- enteratinedin 
{ure, bur without returning them any an{werthey reſorted to other Cities, where they met with Galiee. 
no leſſe cfitectuall exclaimes from the multitude, proteſting with a loud voyce, that no man 
ſhould be able to diſſivadethem fro continuing Zephin authority in their gouernment. Waer- 
| upon Jonathan with his followers marched forth wichour any further ſpeech, and came to Sc-_ 
B phoris, the greateſt citie of Galilee. Butthe inhabitants thereof being addicted tothe Romans, 
came forth to them: but for my part they neither praiſed nor blamed me. Departingfrom Se- 
phoris, they came to Aſochim, wherethe citizens ſung the ſame ſong, that the Tapheans did. 
Whereupon they being vnable to conraine their diſpleaſures, commanded their ſouldiers to 
beatthem with their truncheons,who exclaimed againſt them,and claimed me for their gouer- 
nour. And when they drew neere to Gabara, John came out to meet them, accompanied with 
three thouſand fouldiers: and I hauing intelligence by their letters, thatthey were reſolued to 
make warre againſt me, departed from Chabalon, accompanied with three thouſand ſouldiers; 
and hauing committed the campe to the charge of my truſtieſt friend, I went to Iotapara, be- | 
cauſeI would be within foure ſtades ofthem, & ſent them this letter: If zourwill be that I muſt rofeph rice 
C needs come ynto you, there are in Galilee two hundreth and foure cities and boroughs, I will againtothem.

As ſoon as Jonathan had receiued this anſwere, he replied not any more,but ſought the means

to entrap me. John was of the opinion to write vnto all the cities and boroughs of Galilee, ſup- jon ofthe 
popoſing that without queſtion there were one or two.inthem that were mine enemies, whom Embaſſadors 
they might incenſe againſt me,as againſt their common enemie. Hee gaueorder alſo, that this *2*"® A 
his reſolution thould be ſent to Teruſalem,ro the end that thoſe of the citie vnderſtanding that I 
was adiudged an enemy by the Galileans, might in like ſort confirmethar their decree by their 
opinion. For he ſaid, that by this meanes it would come to paſſe, that the Galileans, who were 
D well affefted towards me, ſhould forſake me for fearc they had of them. This aduice of hrs 
maruailouſly plcaſed them all, and was preſently broughtvnto me about thethird houre of the 
nighr, by one Sacchews, who flying from them,cameand brought me the newes, and particular- 
ly related to me their intent. For which cauſe perceiuing that the rime required no longer de- 
delay, and ſuppoſing that 1aceb was one of my moſt aſſured and truſtieft ſeruants, I commanded tofephbeſer- 
him to rake two hundreth men with him, and to belay the waies betweene Gabara and Galilee, _—_— — 
and to ſend methoſe whom he ſhould ſurpriſe,that came that way;and eſpecially thoſe that car- * ** 
ried letters. I ſent 7eremyalſo, who was one of my friends, to the marches of Galilee, with ſfixe 
hundreth men ararmes, to keep the paſlages that way towards Terufalem, commanding him to 
R lay hands on all thoſe that carried letters,and to commit the men to priſon,and to fend me their 
packets. TY 
4 After T had inthis fort inſtructed thoſe whom T ſent, I willed and commanded the Galileans 
the next day following, to taketheir armes, and to furniſh themſclues with-victualles for three j,@h with 
daies, andtoattend meat the borough of Gabaroth. Thoſe ſouldiers that IT had,I diſtributed in histroups 
foure companies, and kept thoſe with mee in whom TIrepoſed moſt confidence tor the guard of Fioternto 
my ve:{on: and hauing appointed captaines ouer them, and commanded themro be carefull, 1. 
charged them to ſuffer no vnknowne ſouldier to enter in among them. The next day TI cameto 
Gabaroth, the fift houre of the day, where found all the ftelds about the Citie full of men of 
warre, of thoſe of Galilee, who reſorted thither to aſſiſt mee, according as I had commanded 
. them. Thither alſo came there a multitude of other men from other boroughs. As ſoone as I 
F cameto their preſence, and was ready to ſpeake vntothem, all of them beganto cry our,calling 
mec their benefactour, and maintainer of their countrey. After I had folemnely giuen them 
tanks for this faucur they had ſhewed me, I charged them neitherto offer war, or attempt any 
ſpoile inthe champaine countrey, bur to encamp amidiſt the fields, contentingthemſclues with 
that prouifionthey had brought with them. For I told them all in generall, that I would exrin- 
guih thoſe troubles without effuſion of blood. It hapned the ſame day that 1enathans meſſenger 
and letters fell jnto their hands, who had the guard of the paſſages by my appointment, and ac-

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cording to my direQion the men were kept in ſecurity; as Tgaue otder : and finding the letters, 5 
that were brought me to be ful of nothing but ſlanders and lies written by the Embaſſadours. 1 
| ſayd nota word toany man, but thought it beſt policy to ſet vpon them. But tnathans ſouldicrs 
Tohn and the hauing intelligence of my comming, retired both themſclues and their goods, and with then; 
+ p99 mh Tobn alfo into Jeſs houſe, which was agreat tower, nothing different from a cittadell, inwhich 
te Iclus houſe. they hidanumbcrof men of warre, and locked vp all the other gates ſaue one; expecting that I 
ſhould come that way,to falute them: In a word;they had commanded their ſoldiers that wher; 
I ſhould cnter;they ſhould ſufferno man elſe to enter with me; but exclude all thereſt. Forth cy 
made no other account, but that by this meansthey might cafily lay hold on me. But they were 
deceiued of their hopes: for hauing notice before hand of their intents, as ſoone as I came thi- 
ther, entring into intoa lodging that was right ouer againſt theirs, I faineg that T went to take I 
my reſt. Whereupon /onathans ſouldiers ſuppoſing that I was afleep, and thatintroth I was ſaf-: 
they came forth inall haſte into the Plaine, labouring to diſRivademy: ſouldiers from their louc 
and alleageance, and detrating my. conernement. Bur all things fell out contrary to that th cy 
thought:for as ſoonas they were diſcoucrd;the Galileans gaue a great ſhour,teſtifying the good 
will they bare vnto me, who was their goernour, and they blamed the Embaſſadours for thar 
without any cauſe of iniury, they were come to diſturbe the publike peace, willing them to be 
gone, fprthat they intended to admit no other gouernor. When theſe things wereſignitied vn- 
toſephpreſen. ©OMe, Imadenodoubt to aduenture my ſelf among them: for which cauſe I ſpeedily went our 
teth hinaſells to heare whattheſe Embaſſadors couldalledge againſt me. Vpon my arriuallthe whole troupe 
encmize. ſhouted forioy,andapplauded me witha loud yoice;giuingmethanks for my happy and peace- ] 
able gouernment. .. . 32 TEE. A 
Jonathan and his adherents hearing this wete affraide, leaſt if the Galileans ſhould ſer ypon 
them, they ſhould grow in danger of their liucs, and beganne to bethinke themſetues how they 
might eſcape. Bur perceiving that they might not retire, forthat I required them inſtantly to 
ſtay, they were altogether dilmaied, and paſt their ſenſes. I therefore commanded the people 
toſurceaſetheirſhouting, and plantcd the ſouldiers of greateſt truſt in cuery paſſage, to pre- 
uent leaſt 75h» ſhould charge them vnawares. After this; I exh6rted the people to betake them 
to their weapons, to the end that if the enemy ſhould ſuddenly affaile them, they might not 
bee driuen to diſorder. This done, I firſtof all began. to rippe vp to 7onathans followers and 
tofeph obiec- Fellowes, what letters they had written, and how they had certified him, thar they were K 
ecth treachery ſent by the communaltic and inhabitants of Ieruſalem, ro make an end of thoſe debates that 
| —_ were " Drake 1 meeand Johx, and how they had incited mee to come vnto them. Afterwards 
inthe ſequell of my diſcourſe I produced their letters in open view, to the end they might nor 
deny any thing, ſecing themſelues conuicted by their owne hand-writing, and ſpake thus vnto 
them. :

of reuenge:and I comanded them to pick out an hundreth of the chiefeſt & oldeſt men amongſt to lerutalem. 
them,who ſhould make their repaire to the citie of Ieruſalem;and there complain vnto the peo- 
plc againſt thoſe that had kindled ſedirion in their country. AndI faid vntothem, If the people 
C be fauourable& liſten to your diſcourſe, you ſhall perſwade them to write vnto me, that accor- 
ding to their command I remain in Galilee;and that 7onathan & his partners depart from hence. 
After T had giuen them this charge, and that they were furniſhed with all things neceſſary for 
their iourncy, inall expedition on the third day afterthe generall aſſemblic, I diſpatched them 
and ſent fiue hundreth armed men with them. I wrote alſo to my friends in Samaria, ſo to fur- 
ther them thatthey might finiſh their journy inall ſecurity. For Samaria was already in ſubiecis 
to the Romans: and it behoued my men of neceſſity, whowould make a ſhort journey, to paſle 
that way. For from Galilee by this means a man may in three dates arriue at Ieruſalem. Further- 
more, I guarded the Embaſſadors my {elfe as farre as the frontiers of Galilec, laying forces and 
_ guards vpon the waies,to the end that no man might eafily.diſcouer or know of their departure. 
D Which done, I ſojourned for a certaine time at Iapha. | 
Burt Jozathanu and his companions hauing failed of their purpoſe intended againſt me, diſmi(- 
| ſed tobnt9 Giſchala : as for themſclues they went to Tiberias, hoping to bring the ſame vnder 
their obeyſance; fur that eſis, who was Preſident at that time, had written vnto them,and pro- The Embaſla. 
miſed themrto perſwadethe peopleto entertain them, & take their part ifthey came:and vnder pins we 
this hope they alſo retired themſelues thither. $y/2s, who (as I declared)was left by me as mine jntorheir 
Agent in Tibcrias,certified me of all this by his letters, requiring me to vſcall diligence : andT _ _=_— 
condeſcending thereunto, was brought in danger of my life vpon this occaſion that cnſueth.

honor. telling me that the honor that was done vnto me was their ornament, for that they were 
my inſtructors and fellow citizens,and that the friendthip which I barethem was more tuſtthen 
that of 7ohns: they therfore requirggd me to repaire vnto my houſe, promiſing very ſhorcly tode- lonathan and 
liver 1ohz into my hands:and theſe ſpeeches of theirs they ſeconded with dreadfull oaths, which ts contede- 
made me think thggyl had no cauſe to misbelieue them. Furthermore, they required me to take. OP 
vpmy lodging in Wc place,torthat on the morrow was the Sabbath day,&it were an inc6- 
uenient that the city/of Tiberias ſhould be drawne intotrouble on that day. I that ſuſpected no- 
, thing repaired to Taricheas, leauing notwithſtanding certain of my friends behind me in Tibe- 
F rias,who might curiouſly obſcrue whatthe common talke was of me: and allalong the way be- 
twixt Taricheas & Tibcrias T laid certain men in wait,who fro one to another might certihe me 
of that which was diſcouered by them who remained inthe citie. Thenext day therfore they all The people 
aſſembled in the Proſeucha or Oratory,which was an ample houſe wherin they praied,and was "_— in £ 
able to contain a great multitude. When Jonathan was entred into this place, be durſt not mani- Ten 
feltly ſpeake vnto them of a reuolt, but only told them thar their citic had need of a better Go- 
uernor.

The Tewes fizt nion. But the greater part tooke no pleaſure therin: andthere had preſently followeda mutiiiy, 
elevencr  hadrotthe afſembly bin diſmifſed, by reaſon it was midday, which is the ordinary houre 4- 
rnelue aclock mongſt them to to taketheir repaſt in. Thus did 7ovathans conſorts remit the determination of 
arnoone  themattervntill the next day, retiring themſelues without any good done. Which being pre- 
ſently reported vnto me, I reſolued with my ſelfe thenext morning to repaireto the citieof Ti- 
berias: and on themorrow Tarriued there in due time,forT found the peoplealready aſſembled 
in the place of praycr, and they that were drawne tothe conuocation, knew not the cauſe why 
they were aſſembled. 7onathans partners ſecing me there in perſon contrary to their expe&ation, H 
Tonathans 8: were very ſore troubled, and bethought themſclues of this ſubtilty. They told the multitude 
-- "v— thata certain friend of theirs had informed them, that he had diſcouered certain Roman horſe- 
: menvponthe frontiers of that territory, ſome thirty ſtades from thecitie, in a place called Ho- 
moncea: and that thenewes being broughtto them, thoſe of Johns faction had preſently fignifi- 
ed the ſamevntothem, tothe intent they ſhould not endure their countrey to be fackt by the e- 
nemy. They vſed this ſpeech, ſuppoſing that vader pretext of reſcuing the country, they might 
driue me abroad, and ſtrengthen the city for themſelues. 
Now although I knew very well what their intent was, yet gaue I care vnto them, leaſt I 
ſhould driue the Tiberians into an opinion, that I wasnegligent and careleſſe of their ſecurity : 
I therfore rode out, 8& came to the place of which they had ſpoken: where finding ſcarceafoot- 7 
c.; {tep orappearance of an enemy, I returned ſpeedily without delay to Tiberias. When I came 
nee there I found the whole councell aſſembled with a multitnde of people, and hz partakers vr- 
producedby ging againſt me avery vehement accuſation, that I made no account to relicue them in their 
| cron] warres,but that I ſtudied nothing but mine own pleaſure. And whileſt they ſpake theſe words, 
Toſeph. they produced foure letters; as being written vnto them by thoſe who were vpon the marches 
of Galilee, requiring them to come & ſuccorthem, for that the Roman horſemen and footmen 
would within three daies forrageand ſpoyle their country: for which cauſe they made haſte, 
and would not negled their ſuir who beſought them: The Tiberians hearing theſe allegations, 
and ſuppoſing them to be true, cryed our ſaying, that i: behoued them not in that maner to dal- 
lietime, butto go and ſuccor their countrimen inuironed with great dangers. Whereunto Ian- K 
fivered,that I was ready to obey them, and promite ed :0 march forth againſtthe enemy with ail 
"IM expedition. Now knew well the pretence of Johns partakers; and was of the opinion, that ſince

Acanizzone Hereupon one amongſtthem called Ananias, awicked & peruerſe man,counſelled the peopleto L

— ogy all of them ſhould gather together in that place in armes, to proteſt before God that if they ob- 
tainednot ſuccors at his hands, they held all ſort of reſiſt vnprofitable.

And inas much as he trauailedto 
Peluſium through dry grounds, when they returned againe, he prouided water for them, & fur- 
niſhed the army with allneceflaries : ſothar both Ceſar and the ſouldiers thought the kingdom 
a ſmall recompence for his deſerts. For which cauſe,after he came into Egypt,and that Antonius 
C-farinetea- and Cleopatra were now dead, hee did not onely increaſe his honour, bur alfo reſtored vntohim 
ſerh :ierods that portion of his country which was taken away,and giucii to Cleopatra : and belides that, Ga- 
oy data.and Hippon.and Samaria,and other cities,abour the ſea-coaſt; to wit;Gaza, & Anthedon, 
and Toppe,and Stratons tower : and moreouergauehim foure hundreth Galathians, which be- K 
-. fore were Cleopatra her guard : andihere wasnothing that fo much monedCeſars liberalitie, as 
the courageous minde of him vato whom he was fo liberal. After the firſt Actian ſolemnitie, he 
added vnto Herods dominion Trachon, and Batanza, and Auraiiitis bordering vpon it. : For this 
cauſe Zenodorus (who for money hired Zy/anias his houſe) continually ſenttheeues out of Tra- 
chon to robbe the people of Damaſcus : who in humble maner went to Ya#us (who was at that 
time gouernour of Syria) entreating him toinforme Ceſarof their calamity. Ceſar, vnderſtan- 
ding thereof, writ backagaine, commanding him to extinguiſh all the thieues : whereupon 7a- 
#us with an armie went to thoſe places which were moſt ſuſpeded, and rid the countrey ofthe 
theeues and tooke the territorie from Zenoderws : and Caſar (leaſt it ſhouldagaine bee a refuge 
Herod made for theeiics to ſpoile Damaſcus) gaueit ro Herod, and made him ruler ouerall Syria. Andtenhe L 
pouetn-urof yeeres afccr, returning #0 his owne countrey, hee commanded the gouernours to doe: nothing 
m"_ without Herods'counſell : and after Zenodorws his death, hee gauc him all the countrey berweene 
Trachon and Galilec.But that which Herodeſteemed aboue all the reſt, was,;that Ceſar lou'd him 
beſt of allnextto _Hgrippa : and CA4grippaloued him moſt of all mennext vnto Ceſar. Thus now 
he touckedthe very top of felicity : and ſo increafing in high mind, he imploied himſclfechict _

be compared vnto them. And calling them by tiis friends names, he tearmed one of them C- 
farea;and-anorher Agrippa ; whoſe names atid memories hedidnot onelyſolemnize;and write 
in his priate houſes, buralſo throughout thewhole country; and incuery part of the city.» For 
in the countrey of Samaria he compaſſed atowne with awallwhich wasabout twenty ſtounds; 
ard called:irSebaſte;and heſent thither ſix thouſand inhabitants;giuing them a moſt fertil ſoile 
and demeaſhes: There alſo amongftother buildings, heeredtedavery huge temple,and dedica- 
red it to Czſar,and gaverhe inhabitants of that place eſpecial priuiledges; Abouttheremple was 
there a piece of ground containing three ſtounds 6a halte. Forthis monuments ſake, Ceſar ad- 
ded vnzothis dominion. anothcr'country ; forwhich cauſcheerefted anothertemple vnto him, 
neere vnro the head ob [ordan,of white marble,in aplace called Panium;where there is amoun- 
taine riſing an infinite height into theaire,attheſide whereof thereisan obſcurc valley, where 
there archigh rocks;that(by. drops of water'falling on them) are made hollow: ſo that the wa- 


cer,ſtanding in their concauity till they run ouer,falleth downe with aftreamofſuch alengrh as * 


is admirable;:Artthe foot of this valley onthe ont-fide;there ſpring certaine fountaines, and ma-

crected not ſomething in honour of Ceſar : andhauing incuery place of his own kingdomede- 
uiſed anddedicated temples vntohim;he in Syriaalſa where heruled did thelike, founding in 
very many cities, temples,whiclrhe called by the name of Czfar. And perceiuing,thatamongſt

thecitiesofthe fea:coaſt;there was one called Stratons tower, jwhich; being very old,was rui- - 


nated ;.andfor the ſituation thereof deſerued reparation and coſt: herepaircd it all with white 
ſtonie,and built a very roiall palacqtherein, wherein chiefly he ſheweda mighty minde, For this 
city ſtandirig in the midſt betweeneDbraand Toppe,therewas'no port arþauenin that coaſt:{o 
that whoſoever failed from PhoenitciairitaBgypr,were in great danger,by;reaſon of the violenc 
windesthat blew fro Africa,which blowihgbutavery eatie gale, inforce the waterwith ſuch 2 
violence againſt therocks ontheſhore;thar the waues, rebounding backagaina good way with- 
in the ſca,make the whole ſea tempeſtuans, But the king, with his liberality,and coſt ouercom- 
ming.nature,builded aport orhauen inthar place,far bigger then thatofPjyzum, and within ir 
made moſt ſafe ſtationsfor ſhips. And althoiigh the nature of that Rogen altogether contra- 
ry to his intent, yet heſo ouercamethiat difficulty,that the ſeacoulddo that buildingno harme;

he laid a foundation in the. bottome twenty clles deep of ſtone, whereofmoſt of them were fif- 
ty foot long;nine foot thicke, andtcnnefootbtoad,and ſome bigger; and all the. bottome of 
the hauen where the water came,was.laidiwith theſe ſtones. Which done,heraiſed a walof two' 
hundreth foot ; whereof a hundreth foot was builded to breake the violence of the waues, and 
had anameaccording tothevſeit ſerued for. . The other hundreth foot ſcrued for a foundation 
ofthe wall whereof the hauen was compaſſed; which was repleniſhed withmany goodly row- 
crs;the greateſtand faireſt whereof he named. Druſtus,afterthename of Ceſars kinſman. There

Some one tay ſay;that theſe benefits hethus beſtowed, were done forthe proper vſc of thoſe 
people oh whom he beſtowed them : burno man can deny, bur that which heedid forthe citi- 
Zens of Elis, wasnot'onely commonto thoſe of Achaia, bur to all the world, wherethe games, 
called Olympics Certamina, were ſolemnized, For, Herod ſeeing them decay onely for want of 
maintenance, and that this was the onely remainder of allthe ancient monuments of Greece, 
henot onely in his perſon atthat rime becameone of the propoſers of rewards in that Olympi- «., 
ade whichhe affiſted when hee went to Rome; but alſo Sane ayecrely ſtipend ro maintaine the 
ſame.leftfor want itſhvuld be left off.

For he baniſhed his eldeſt ſon Antipater, whom he had by Doris. out of j5ec5q EY 
the ci:ic,only for his childrens ſake that he had by Mariamme; licenſing him only at feſtiual timey 1cra antiparer 
to come vntothe citicin rezardof ſome ſuſpicion of treaſon intended againſt him. And aftcr- 0259 mhecny 
BA ef | ; yo af | d killeth ; 
ward he flew A#icanw his wines vncle (notwithſtanding that hee returned out of Parthia vnto Fircanus his 
C him) becauſe after he ſuſpected that he intended ſometreaſon againſt him; whom Barzapharnes, ivesgrand- 
af.cr he had taken all Syria, tookaway priſoner with him. Buthis owne countrimen that dwelc cs 
beyond Euphrates, in commiſeration redeemed him from thraldom;and had he bin counſelled 
by them and not come vr o Herod,he had not bin killed: but the mariage of his neece cauſed his 
death: for, for that cauſe,& eſpecially for the loue of his natiue ſoil, he came thither. That which 
moued Herod to kill him was, not for that he ſought the kingdome, but becauſe he had right vn- 
tothe kingdom. Herod had flue children by Mariamme,two daughters,and three ſons. The youn- _ 
gcſt was ſent to Rometo ſtudy,where he died. The othertwo he brought vp like Princes, both £96 Ehil- 
for their mothers nobility ſake, and for that they wete borne after he was King. But that which —_ 
aboue all other was moſt forcible, was the loue hee bare to Aariamme, which from day to day 
D tormented him moreviolently,in ſuch ſort, that he feltnotany part of thoſe griefes which this 
his beſt beloued enforced againſt him. For Mariamme hated him as muchas hee loued her : and 
having a iuſt cauſe and colour of diſcontent,and moreouer being-imboldned by the louewhich haretully vp- 
he bare her,ſheeuery day vpbraided him with that which he had done vnto Hircanusher vncle, braideth Hee. 
and vnto her brother _Ari/tobulus. For Herod ſpared himnot;, altho.igh he was a child, bur after _—_ pram 
he had made him high Prielt in the ſeuenteenth yeare of his age, he preſently put him rodeath, 
afrer he had ſo honoured him:who when he cameto the altar clothed in ſacred attire vpon a fe- 
ſtinall day, all the people wept: and theſame night was he ſentto Tericho,and drowned in alake ;

The yeere of the EEC they came againe into Iudza. For as they encreaſed in yeares, ſo did'the violence of their 
world, ;956.be= minde increaſe. And they being now mariageable, one of them married the daughter of their 
54 aunt Salome, who accuſed their mother ; the other married the daughter of CArchelazs King of 
Cappadocia. And noiy to their hatred was there toyned a liberty to ſpeake more freely againſt 
them; and by this occaſion of their boldneſs many were animated to calumniate them : fo thar 
 ſfomedidopenlyrell the King that both his ſonnes ſought xo worke treaſon againſt him,and that 
Herods de. Theoneofthem prepared anarmy to helpe the other to reuenge the death of their mother ; and 
ba with that the other (to wit h& that was ſonne in law to CArchelaus) purpoſed to flie, and accuſe Herod 
017100 before Ceſar. Herod giuing care vnto thoſe calumniarions, ſent for Antipater whom hee had by 
amme. Doris, to the end he might defend him againſt his two ſonhes, and ſought toaduance himaboue 
Ant.lid.16. them. But they thought this alteration intollerable; ſeeing one, whoſe mother was bura priuate 
m_ womad, ſo preferred : andthcy moued with their ownenoblencfleof birth could not containe 
their indignation, but vpon euery occaſion ſhewed themſclues offended; yet were they eucry 
Antipaterby day lefſe accounted of. As for Antipater, he wroughthimſclte into fatour : for he knew how to 
amy _ fatter his father, and raiſed many flanders on his two brethren. partly inuented by himſelf, part- 
declared his Iy diuulged by ſome of his fauourites, whom heſeta worke about the matter, till that at laſt hee 
fathers heire- put his brethren out of all hope of hauing the kingdome. For he wasnow by the Kings Will and 
Teſtament declared King, ſo that hee was ſent as a King vnto Ceſar in a kingly habit and pompe, 
onely he woreno Crowne: and in time he fo prevailed, that heewrought his mother into Mar:- 
ammesſteed; and with flatteries and calumniation ſo njooued the King, that hee began to delibe- 
Herodaccu- rateaboutthe putting to death of his ſonnes. For which cavſe, he conducted his ſon Alexander 
ſeth Alexan- with him to Rome, andaccuſed him before C ſar, that he had giuen him poyſon. Bur hee with 
Czar. muchadoe having obtained liberty to pleade his own cavſe,and that beforean vnskilfull Tudge, 
yet more wiſe then Herod or Antipater, hee modeſtly held his peace in all things that his father 
had offendedin : and firſt of all he purged his brother from danger of that crime, and taking the 
whole matter vpon himſelfe,he in very good fort acquited himfſelfe thereof. And afterwards he 
inueighed againſt Antipaters ſubtilty, and complained of thoſe injuries, which had been offered 
him, having beſide the equity ofhis cauſe, ſufficient cloquence to acquit himſelfe: for hee was 
a vehement orator; and knew well how to perſwade. Laſt of all, hee oblected that his father ha-

that he had rather dy thea loſe his wife : Herod doubtfull what to do; turned him to _A4ntipater, yerod forbid; 
and comwanded him neuet to talke with Pheroras, nor his wite, nor any one belongirig to them Antipner ct 
afterthat time. Burt he obcicd '-is farhers comand openly in ſhew.but ſecretly lay in their houſe: pores 
and fearing that Salome ſhould perceiucir; hee by his friends in Italy cauſed himſelfe to make a ro haue contea 
voiage to Rome, by letters brou2he to Aerod, wherein it was commanded, that ſhortly after the * _ with bis 
receit thercof, Antipater ſhould be ſenrto Rome vnto Ceſar. Wherfore Herod viing no delay,ſent " © 
him preſently,furniſhing bim with all things neceſlary, and agreat ſum of money : giving him 
likewiſe his laſt Vyilland Teſtament to cary with him to Ceſar ; wherein was written, that Anti- 
C pater ſhould be kivg, 2nd after him. Herod, the ſon of Mariamme, daughter ofthe high Prieſt. But 
Syjllewsthe Arabian,necol: ing Caſars commandement,atrthe ſame time failedro Rome,there to 
contend with 4ntpater.about matters which were betore in controuerhie between him and X7- 
cholans. He had alfo a great contention with CAretas his king, whoſetriends he had ſlaine, and al- 
ſo Seermzes,the moſt potent in all the towne of Petra : and ſeeing Fabatms,Ceſars Procurator,hey- 
ſed his fauour alfo againſt Hergd.But Herod giuing Fabarnuya greater ſumme of money, alienated 
him from Syllews,and by this meanes diſpa;/ched that which Ceſar commanded : and becauſe 
Fabates reſtored nothing to him, heaccufed him that hee was Procurator,not for Ceſar, bur for 
Herod : whetrewith Fabatas was moucd ; and being as yet in great eſtimation with Herod, hee did Fabarus,Cz- 
diſcloſe Syllews his ſecrets,and ſignified to the king,hov that Syllzus corrupted Corinthus,one of on gouerner, 
D his guard, whom he willed robe taken and kept in hold. And the kfng followed his connſell : for wwe 
this Corinthus, though he was alwaies brought vp in the kings court, yet was he borne in Arabia; crers. 
Wherefore he preſently tooke himi,and two other Arabians thatwere found with him ; one of 
them was Syllexs friend ; and the other, Phylarchws : who vpon their examination,confeſled that 
Corinthus fora great ſummeof money was hired to kill the king. Atterthis, they were ſent to $4-

G RA] (þ her. Pherorastaking this iniury patiently,departed into his Tetrarchy, takingan oath — | 
SE3zh; that his baniſhment ſhould endure ſo long as Herod lined,and that whilſt he lived, he. and hiswife. 
would neuer come any more to him;Inſomuch as he would hot come arHhis brother to viſit hin 
when he was ſick,notwithſtanding he was often ſent for;when(as hethought)he lay now on his 
death-bed,& would gladly impart-ſomthing vnto him * bur contraryto all hope he recoucrd,8& 
afterward Pheroras fell ſick. At which time Herod ſhewed his patientand humble minde : for he _ 
went vnto him,and very kindly ſought help for him ; but he was too far ſpent, for a few daies af- Pheroras died 
'Þ terhedied : andalthough Herodloued him vnrill his dyingday; yet was it bruted abroad that he A 
poiſoned him. Herod cauſed his body to be brought vnto Teruſalem, and commanded all his na- : 
tion to mourne, and buried him with a ſumptuous funerall. ' And thus one of the murtherers 
of Alexander and Ariftobulus came to his erft : but ſhortly after, the reuenge of that wicked fat 224 
did fall vpon Antipeter, who was the chiefe author thereof : it. did but begin with Pheroras. For Anclp.c.F. 
certaine that belonged to Pheroras came in mournefull wiſe vnto Herod , and complained vnto 
him, how that his brother Pheror.as was poiſoned, and that one of his wiues gaue him meat thar,

+ ra When the king vnderitood thus much,hee ceaſed not to ſearchout the truth : and then the wo- 
mendiſcloſed 4ntipaters mothers familiaritie with Pheroras and his women , 8 their ſecret mee- 
tings : and that Pheroras and CAntipater , after they came from the king, vied to drink with them 
all night long.,nor ſuffering any ſeruant or maidto bee in the roome with them , and one of the 3: 
Libertines wiues reuealed this. And when euery one of the maids were tortured aparr, a1! c.: 11 
examinations agreed ; ſo that now it was euident wherefore Antipater had compactcd rv goe to 
Rome,ard Pheroras beyond the river Tordan.For they were often wont to fay,that Herod hauing 
killed e4lexander and +riſtobulus,now hee would come to them and their wiues : and that it was 
vnlike that he would ſoare any one, who ſpared not Mariamme and her ſonnes : andtherefore ir 
was beſt to flce as far as it was poſſible from ſuch a beaſt. And that Antipater was wont often to 
complaine vnto his mother, that now he grew gray-haired, and his father wexcd young and lu- 
ſty; and thar ic might ſo chance, that he ſhould neuer liuc to be king ; or if ever his father died, 
he ſhould enioy the pleaſure of rhe kinzdome butaſhorttime. And moreouer,the heads of Hy- 
ara,that is to ſay, Alexanders and Ariſtobulus ſons,began to ſpring vp againe : andrhat his father 
had iniuriouſly cut off all hope from his ſons; appointing none of them toſucceed him, bur the 
ſon of Mariamme : wherein he was perfſwaded that he doted, if fo be hee thought his will ſhould 
be of force; for he would take ſuch an order, that he would leaue none of all his progeny aliue , 
and that Herod was the greareſt hater of his ſons of any father in the world : and was not there- 
withall contented, buthe alſo hated his owne brethren. Furthermore, that he not long ago gaue 
him an hundreth talents that hee ſhould haue no conference with Pheroras : and when Pheror as 
asked wherein they hurt him, Antipater anſwered, I would to God that hee would take away all 
men elſe, and leaue onely vs twonaked,ſothar he would grant vs life : but,quoth heir is impoſ- 
ſible to eſcape this dangerous beaſt, who willnot ſuffer men openly to ſhew friendſhip to one a- 
nother. Laſtly,though we now ſecretly meer, yer if wee beare the hearts and hands of men, the k 
time will be when we may talk & meet openly. The maids in torments diſcloſed theſe ſpeeches, 
and that Pheroras was determined to flze with them into Petra. Herod beleeued all their ſayings, 
and therather forthat which was ſaid concerning the hundrethralents. Forhe ſaid nothing of 
them to any one but to Anteater. | 
Dors,Antiva. = And firſt of all hee bent his furie againſt Doris, CAntipaters mother : and taking from her all 
ters mother,is the ornaments which he had beſtowed vpon her,and bought with many talents, he baniſht her. 
ipoedet her \gſhen his wrach was ſomewhat appeaſed,he releaſed Pheroras maids fromtorments : andnow 
thruſtourof hebecame timorous & feareful,and proneto any ſuſpicion, torturing many that were innocent, 
the palace. for feare he ſhould let any cſcape that were guilty. Hereupon hee ſet vpon Amtipater the Sama- 
ritane, who was Procurator for his ſonne Amntipater ; whothrough torments confeſſed that his 
ſonne Antipater had procured poiſon out of Egypt to kill him, by the meanes of afriend of An- 
tiphilus,vEich poiſon Theudion, Antipatersvncle, tookof him, and deliuered to Pheroras : whom 
Antipater Charged to diſpatch Herod whil'ſt he was at Rome, far from ſuſpicion,and that Pheroras 
eaue his wife the poiſon to keep. Wherefore the king calling for her, commanded herto bring 
forth that which was delivered vnto her. And ſhe,making as though ſhe would haue gone forth 
to fetch it, caſthcr ſelfe downe from a houſe toppe, thereby to preuentthe torments, which, if 
ſhe were couuicted, they would inflict vpon her. But by the prouidenceof G O D (as it ſhould 
ſeeme) it came ſo to paſſe that ſhefell not on her head , but on her ſide,and ſo eſcaped death,to 
the end that God might inflict puniſhment vpon Amntipater. And beeing brought vnto theking, 
ſo ſooneas ſhe beganto come to herſelfe (for ſhe was amazed withthe fall) the king demanded M

And now vnderſtanding of the maſſacre at 
home, he craftily made himſclfe ignorant thereof: and notwithſtanding thathe was almoſt d:ad 
for feare, yet in his countenance hee counterfaited confidence. For hee could notnow poſſibly

And after them CA7- 
chelausdeliuered al that which he had done,in writing,& withal his fathers ring by Prolewens.8c 
the reaſons of that which he had done he ſent incloſed vnto Ceſar.Ceſar pondering with himſelf 
what both parties alledged , and thegreatneſſe of the kingdome. and large reuenues; 8 number 
of Herods children,rcading allo the letters of Yarss and Sabinus, hee called the chiefe of the Ro- 
manes to counſell.. Wherein Caiustheſonne of TAgrippa, and his daughter 1#ha, by his allign- czar callec 
menr,fare in the firſt place ( this Caius.was Ceſarsadopted ſonne ) and ſo heelicenced the parties acouncellof 
to pleade their rights. Then A*ipater Salowes ſonne being the moſt eloquent of all _rchelaus ——— _ 
aduerfaries,offered himſelfe to be his accuſer, for that Archelaws ſeemed now in wordes tocon- © 

C tend for the kingdome, which he had alreadie poſleſt himſelfe of: and that hee did now trouble 
Ceſars cares with vaine cauillations, whom he would not wiſh to iudge of his lawfull ſucceſſion; 

For after Herods death, hee ſuborned ſome to put adiadem vpon his head : and then ſitting in a *tipaters 
throne of gold in kingly manner, he partly changed, partly aduanced the orders of the ſouldiers, cufais 2pwnſt 
and granted vnto the peopletheir requeſts, which couldnot be effected but by a king. Hee had Archelaus. 
alſo {ct at libertie many men,who for great crimes were impriſoned by his father : and hauing 

done all this,he came now vnto Ceſar, to craue theſhadow of the kingdome, the ſubſtance and 

bodie whereof he alreadie occupied : ſo that herein heeleft nothing vnto Ceſar bura bare title. 
Moreouer,heealledged that Archelanus did but counterfait ſorrow for his fathers death, faining 

himſelfe to mourne inthe day time,andiin the nighthe would be drunke,and rioted. Finally, he : 

- faid, that the ſedirion of the people came by hatred thereof. But the force & drift of his ſpeech —_— _

Of the fight and maſſacre at leruſalem betvveene the Ieoves and the 
Sabinians. 


Ant. lib.r7. tx Efore ſuch time as Ceſar determined any thing concerning this matter, Makhace the mo- 
£f.74 . MBS therof Archelaws fell ficke and died ; and many letters came our of Syria, ſignifying _ 
lerufalem, *3 © thatthe Iewes had rebelled. Which Yarzs foreſecing after the departure of CArche- 
laxs from thence, went vntoTeruſalem to repreſle and reſiſt the authours of that ſedition : and 
becauſe the multitude wouldnot bee quiet, heeleft one legion of the three which he brought 
out of Syria, in the Citie, and ſo hee returned vnto Antiochia. But Sabinus comming at- 
terward to Teruſalem, was the cauſe that the Tewes beganne a new breyle. For one while 
Sabinus 63. Þ< forcedthegarriſonsto render to him the Caſtles, another while hee rigorouſly madeſearch 
2eth thekings forthe kings treaſure : and he was not onely aſſiſted by thoſe that Varws left there, butalſo hee 
rreaſure,an hada great multitude of his owne ſeruants all armed to further his auarice. And in the feaſt 
ws off:ixion of Pentecoſt ( ſo called becauſe of the number of ſeuen weekes ) the people afſembled them- 
ofhis for- ſcluestogither, not for religion ſake , butforanger and hatred : ſo that there was an infinite ] 
trefles. multitude of people which came out of Galilee and Idumza, and Iericho, andthe Countries 
beyond ITordan. Yet the Iewes whichwere inhabitants of the Citie ſurpaſſed the reſt both in 
number and courage : and they therefore parted themſelues into three bands, and made three 
camps : one vponthe North part of the Temple ; the other on the South part, neere vnto the 
_—_ ca7Ps Caſtle called Hippodromus ; the third on the Welt partneere the palace, and ſo they be- 
| fteged the Romanes on euerie ſide. Sabinus greatly fearingthem , both fortheir multitude, 
and for their courage, ſent many letters vnto Yarms,, earneſtly requeſting him with all ſpeed to 
mo—_ get- bring ſuccour : for ifhee did not, the whole legion would bec extinguiſhed. Hee himſclfe got 
hobo ne. himinto the higheſt tower of the Caſtle Phaſaelus ; which is:ſo called by the name of He- 
oftheftron- rods brother, whom the Parthians killed ; and from thence he gaue a ſigne wnto the ſoldiers to 
row. iſſue out ſuddainely ypon their enemies : for himſelfe was in ſucha feare that he durſt not come 
berweenecthe downeto the ſouldiers of whom he was gouernour. The ſouldiers obeying his commaund , if- 
Tewes and Ro- ſued into the Temple , and there fought a ſore batrell with the Tewes : who hauing no bodie 
_ to afſiſt them, being vnexperiencedin warlikeaffaires, wereſoone conquered by them that 
wereskilfull. At laſt, many Iewes got vpon the Porches, and caſt dartsat them from the toppe 
thereof; ſothat they killed many : but the other could not reuenge themſelues of them , who 
fought againſt them from ſo high a place ; neither could they ſuſtaine the force of them, 
TheRomans who joyned battaile withthem ; till atlaſtthey firedthe porches, which for greatneſſeand 
fretePr- curious worke were admirable. And ſo, many were either deſtroyed with the ſodaine fire, or p, 
elſe leaping downe amidſt their enemies , were by them ſlaine : others going backeward were 
caſt headlong from the wall: others deſpiaring of life killed themſelues with their owne ſwords: 
andthey who priuily came came downethe walles, and aſſaulted the Romans, being aſtoniſhed 
with feare, were eaſily ouercome : till at laſt, all being eyther put to the ſworde, or caſt 
downethrough feare, thetreaſure dedicated to God, was left deſtitute of keepers ; fo that 
the Souldiers tooke away thereof about foure hundred talents, and that which they left Sabt- 
nu got. 
Bur this lofſe of men and money ſtirred vp many moe Iewes, and thoſe more warlike then 
the firſt, againſt the Romans ; who beſieging the kings palace , threatnedall their deſtructions, x 
vnleſſe they would preſently depart from thence: promiſing Sabinw and the legion leaue to de- 
partif he ſo liked. Part of the kings ſouldiers,who of their owne accord fled vnto them, did af- 
ſiſtthem. But the moſt warlike and valiant amongſt them werethree thouſand of Sebaſte,whoſe 
rulers were Rufus ard Gratus;onc,leader of the foot-men,and the other of the horſe-men,; both 
which, although they had had no ſouldiers with them, for their valour of bodie, and counfaile, 
might yet haue beenea great helpe vnto the Romanes inthoſe warres. The Iewes earneſtly 
continued the fiege,andafſaulted the caſtle walls,crying vpon Sabinzs to depart, and not to hin- 
derthem now after ſo long time to haue their countries liberty. Sabiuws though with all his hart 


he wiſhed himſelf away,yet durſt he not truſt them;but he ſuſpeRedthat their courteſie was =

Bur Ceſar well remembred Alexanders viſage (for Herod accuſed him before him) and al- : - _-- . 

though before hec ſaw him hee indged that it was ſome rhat preſumed becauſe of his likenefſe Joan 
vnto Alexander, to ſay that hee wasthe fame, yet hee made as though hee belieuedall, and ſent yougman. 

F one Celadws, who knew Alexanatr well, tro will this young man to come vnto him. Who no ſoo- 
ner beheld him, but foorthwith he perceiued thedifference betwixt them: and eſpecially when 
hefelt his hard fleſh and ſeruile ſhape, hee preſently vnderſtood the whole marrer. But he was 
greatly n100::ed with his bold ſpeeches : for when they demanded of him what was become of 
CAriftobulus, hee anſwered, that hee was aliue : yet he vpon purpoſe tarried behindeandliued 
in Cyprus, fearing ſome treaſon : for they being aſunder could not ſo eafily bee entrapped. 
Celadus taking him apart from the reſt of the companie, told him that Ceſar would faue his

Faiuſtce, —Uearh. Adding morcouer, that they will heuer deliuerany doctrine, faue that which they haue 
receiued; and that they will auoid theft,and diligently keep the books of their dodtrine,and the 
names of Angels. And with theſe vathes they try;and as it were armethoſe who enter intotheir 
order. Thoſe of their congregation, who ſhall be condemned, they thruſt our of their compa- 
nie: and whoſocuer is ſopuniſhed, for the moſt part dicth a miſerable death; for hauing once 
taken his oath, it isnotlawfull for him:tottake meart of any ſtranger; ſothat feeding on grafſe like 
_ beaſts; atlaſt he petiſheth through famine. For which cauſe oftentimes they moued with com- 
paſſion, recciuematiy into their order againc; euen ready. by famine tv yeeld vp the ghoſt: iud- 
ingthem to haue endured penance enough for their offences, who with famine were almoſt 
rought vnto deaths doore. They are very ſeucre,and iuſt intheir iudgement;and to decide any 
matter,there is neuerfewer of them then a hundreth;and that which by them is agreed vpon, is 
an irreuocable ſentence. Nextafter God they reucrencethe lawmaker, infomuch as it one re- 
uile him, they forthwith condemne him to death. They greatly reuerenceold men, and a mul- 
titude: ſo that if ren of them ſit together, no man-ofthem muſt ſpeake without hee be licenced 
bh, thereto by nine of the company. They alſo muſtnot ſpet in the midſt oftheaſſembly.nor onthe 
+ more M right hand. And they are more ſeuerethenany other Iewes in obſeruingthe Sabbaths::- And 
Sabbachs, They donotonly abſtaine from dreffing meat that day; but alſo they may not remoue any veſſell 
out of his place,nor goto the priuic.Vpon other daics theydig a pita foot deep into the ground 
with the hatchet; which (as we before ſaid) euery one athisentrance into their order hath gj- 
uen him, and then couering themſclues diligently with their garment, leaſt they ſhould doe in- 
jury to the light of heauen, in that pit they caſe themſelues; and then couer their ordure with 

the earth they tooke out of the pit: and this they doinmoſt ſecret places. 

And although this purging of their bodies be naturall, yerdo they by waſhing purifte them- 
ſelues after it, as after great vncleannes. Furthermorethey amongſt themſelues are diuided imo 
foure orders,according tothe timeswhich they haue taken tafollow this exerciſe of life; & they

Therſfezans Preſently purifice themſclues,as though they had bin pony > a ſtranger. They arelotig lived, 
luclongtime. ſo thatmoſt of themJiuea hundreth yeares,which I iudge is by reaſon of their wel ordered diet 
and their temperancy..They contemne aduerkity, and by counſell and diſcretion ouercome tor- 
ments.

For beingrthen c6- 
the warre with PElled by breaking of themembers of their bodies, and fiery torments, and all kinde of tortures 
the Rowans. which were laid ypon them,to reuile their lawmaker, and to eat any meat forbidden : yet could 
11663 A they notbe forced to any of theſe; neither would they intrear the torturers,nor ſhewany ſorow 
after hot 5 amtd{ttheirtorments. Nay,in the very midtt of their griets and paines they ſcoffed at their ror- 
Newer menters;and laughing,ioyfully yeelded vp their ſoules,as though they hoped to receiuethem a- L 
. gaine. Foritisan opinion amongſt them,that the body is corruptible,andthat the matter therof 
.1s not.perpetuall: butyet the ſoules remain for euer immortal; who paſſing out ofa moſt pure 8 
__ ſubtleaire,wrapthemſclues in bodies as in priſons, being asit were drawn therunto by a natural 
TheEſſeans jnclination. And when they are deliucred out of theſe carnall bonds,then preſently as freed fr 
— a long bondage they ioyfully mountaloft. And of the good ſoules they fay, as did the Grecians; 
rall, bur they that they liue beyond the Ocean ſeas in a place of pleaſure, wherethey areneucr moleſted with 
ms not; Taine,norſnow,nor heat, but haue alwaiesa feet & pleaſant aire coming out ofthe Ocean. But 
onotth& thewickcd ſouls(as&they ſay) go into aplacevery rempeſtuous,where there is alwaiesas it were 
dead. winter weathcr,alwaies ful of lamentations of thoſe,who for euerareto be puniſhed.But Iiudge 
The Grecians FRAFThE Greekesare of this opinion, when they ſay thereis an Ifle for the vertuous, whom they M 
the call Heroes & half-gods: and that the ſoules of the wicked goto a place in hell, whereas it is fai- 
ſouleotman. ned,ſome to be tormented,as Syſiphws,Tantalus, Ixion & Titins, Which they did firſt inuent for this 
...-_. purpoſe;becauſethofe whoare of good diſpoſition,are made better in this life by hope of ſome 
reward in the life to come: and the wicked are(as they thought) hereby reſtrained for feare of 
cternallrorments, which if they continue in wickednes they fhall endure. This is the Efſeans 
Philo&phy touching the immorrality of the ſoule : wherein they propolean incuitable allure-

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A mentto thoſe who haue once taſted of their Philoſophy. Thereare alſo ſomeamong them,who Fo 
ws foretell chingsto come, who from their tender age haue ſtudied and tollowed holy wodd;ree 
ooks.diuers purifications and ſayings ofthe Prophets: and their diuination ſeldome failerh. 47 %7 
There is another colledge of theſe Eſſeans agreeing with the former, both in apparel, mear, 7%, 
and kind of life, and obſerue the fame lawcs and ordinances; only they differ in the opinion of Ihe "ficany 
mariage, affirming that they who abſtain from mariage, do cur oft the greateſt part of mans life, \\,.,.,;»co1. 
ro wit, ſucceſſion of mankind. For (ſay they) if all men ſhould follaw that dpinion,preſently all ledge otthe 
mankind would periſh: yet notwithſtanding theſe people axe ſo continent, that for three yearcs CRE 
ſpace they make triall of th women they ate to marry, and when they haue proued them fit to the tormer in 
beare children, then they marry them. None of them muſt lie with their wiues when they are *<pointof

DG Rehelaus his Ethnarchie beingnow made a Prouince, the reſt of his brethren, to wit Ant.lb.12. 
JAVSE Philip and Herodwho was ſurnamed Amiipas,gouerned their Tetrarchics. And Salome ©7P'* 
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dying left vnto Juliaby her teſtament the Toparchie which ſhe ruled, as alſo Iamnia wo-a,z9 97. 
= anda ground ſet with palme trees in Phaſaclis. When Tiberius Ceſar after the death 47 :b< rib 
of _Augnſizs was made Emperour of Rome; after that hee had raigned ſeuen and fifty yeares, e PI 
ſix monerhs, and two daies, Hered and Philip remaining in their Tetrarchies, Philip bulded a ci- 
tie neere vato the head of Iordan inthe countrey of Paneade;and called it Czſarea;and another 
hee built in the lower part of Gaulanitis, and named it Tulias. Herod in Galilee built the Citie 
called Tiberias, and another in Perzaon this fide Iordan;which alſo.he named Tulias.,Pilate be- 
ing ſent by Tiberius to be gouernour ouer the ewes, cauſed in the nighttime the ſtatua of Ceſar 
ro be brought into Ieruſalem couered : which thing within three dates afcer cauſed a great tu- 
mulramong the Iewes; for they who beheld it, were aſtoniſhed,and moued, as though now the 
E law of their countrey were profancd: for they hold itno: lawfull for any picture or image to be 
brought into the citic. Ar their lamentation who were inthe citie, there was gathered together The people 
agreat mul:irudeout of the fields adioyning,and they went preſently to Pilate then at Czſarea, OS F 
beſeeching him carneſtly that the Images might bee taken away out of Teruſalem, and that the pune woke 
lawes oftheir countrey _ remain inuiolated. When Pilate denied thcir ſuit,they proftrated their country 
themſelues before his houſe,and therc remained lying vpon their faces, for five daies andnigh's 
neuer mouing. Afterward Pilate ſitting in his tribunall ſeat was very carefull to call all the Tewes 
together before him, as though there hee would haue given them an anſwere : when vpon the 
ſuddena company of armed ſouldiers (for fo it was prouided) compaſſed the Iewes about with | 
a triple rank: the Iewes were hereat amazed, ſecing that which they expected not. ' Then Pilate Pilate admi- 
F told chem that except they would receiue the Images of Ceſar,ne would kill them all;and to thar 'imgrhecon- 
end made a ſigne vntothe ſouldiers to draw their ſwords.

Are yethen prepared and minded to fight againſt Ceſar 2 The Iewes anſwered, We euery day 
offer ſacrifices forCeſarand rhe Romans. But if Ceſar would needes place his image in their 
Temple, he mult firſt offer their whole nation for ſacrifice : for they would willingly with their 
wiues and children offer themſelues toany that would kill them. Hereat Petronius greatly mar-

Conſider thatthis x 
Romans. contempt of religion, although you wereto war againſt farre weaker then your ſelucs, yer were 
' hard to bediſpenſed withall; and it may ſo come to paſſe, that that wherby you hope ro make 
_ God your partaker,thereby you may make him your enemie: for if youobſerue the cuſtome of 
Sabbaths, and in them doe nothing, it will not be hard to conquer you. For ſo your anceftors 
« hauemadeexperienceby Pompeixs, who cuer deferred all his enterpriſes vntill that day,wherin 
© his enemies were idle, and madeno. reſiſtance. Now if in warre yee tranſgreſfle your countrie 
© lawes, Tknow notthen for what you ſhould rebell. Fortruelyall of =_ atthis rime are of that 
Theldtares mind, that your countrie lawes ſhall not be changed. And I pray you how will you requeſt help 
— 8 at Gods hands, if wilfully ye break his lawes! All that begin warre,either truſt in humaneriches, 
vethrhe Tews or divine ſuccor: and they that warre, hauingno probability to hope forany of theſe, wilfully x 
—. . leadthemſclues into open capriuity. What lerreth you cuery man with his owne hands to bur- 
helpe, and vo- Cher his wife and children, and from conſuming this goodly countrie with fires for ſo you ſhall 
aprromake p2ine this, notto abide the ſhame ofa conqueſt. Itis good O friends, it is good, whileſt yet the 
Whieſtthe ſhips in the Hauen, to foreſee & prouide for future tempeſts, andnort then begin to feare when 
pie yetin youareamidſtthe waues and ſurges of the ſea. They who fall into miſery nor forefeene, are 
goodto pre.  WOrthy to receive compaſſion : burthey that runne into wilfull calamity, deſerue no pitie, bur 
uentthefu- reproach. Vnleſſe perhaps yee thinkethat the Romans will fight with you, as you will conditt- 
rurerempeſt- on; and that ifthey ouercome you, they will not vſe you hardly, nor fire and deſtroy this facred 
© Citie, and all thewhole nation as they haue done others. If yee be ouercome, whoſo eſcapeth 
Avrippas pro. Yakilled,can haue no place of refuge: for all nations either arealready ſubieR vnto the Romans, L 
phecyofthe' Or Fearcthar they ſhall be ſhortly. So that not onely you ſhall bee in danger, but alfo all Cirics 
lewes furure wherin any Iewes remain. For there is no nation nor people in the whole world, among whom 
miery- _. ſome of your countric are not, who all ſhall be moſt cruelly put to death if you rebell : and for 
« the wicked counſell of a few men,all cities ſhall low with blood of the ewes; and no man ſhall 
« be puniſhed forkilling Iewes, becauſe of your offence. And if the Romans doe not execute all

PT diers,perſwaded them who offered ſacrifices, notto offer any but thoſe that were profperity of 
giucn by the Iews. And this was the ground and cauſe ofthe wars that enſued.For they reiefted **< Romans. 
Cſars ſacrifices, that were wont to bee offered for the good of the Romans. And although the 
high pricſts & people of account requeſted them notto omit that cuſtom of facriticing for their 
kings and gouernors, yet they refuſed fo to do, truſting greatly to their faQion : all the ſtrength 
of the city thar deſired alteration,were of their mindes,and eſpecially Eleazar, who at that time 
was Generall,as is before ſaid. Whereforeall the potentares, high prieſts,and chiefeſt of the Pha- 

D riſes aſſembled themſelues;8& perceiuing intq how great danger thoſe rebels daily brought the 
citie,they determined to make trial ofthe.courage of the ſeditious people : wherefore they al- 
ſembled them together before the braſen gate, which was inthe inner part ofthe remple toward | 
the Eaſt. And firlt of all, they greatly complained of their raſh and vnaduiſed rebellion,and that _ 
they ſoughtto ſtirre vp ſo great warres againſt their countrey, inueighing againſt the cauſe thar | 
moued them therto,as being without reaſon: telling them thar their anceſtors for the moſt part, * 
adorned the temple with the gifts of Gentiles ; neuer refuſing the offrings of ſtrangers ; and nor - 
only notto haue refuſed their offrings(for that werean impious fat)butalſoplaced in the teim- - 
ple the gifts that they ſent, which were yetto beſcene. And that now onely to prouoke the Ro- | 

_ mansto warre,and denounce itagainſt them;they begantoalter religion: and beſide other dan-  ._.. 

E gersalſo,ro make the city ſceme guilty of impiety ; as though it were ſuch a one whereinnone Avainſt tho 
might offerſacrifice but Iewcs,norany butthey might adore God.Ifwe ſhould make ſucha law ern m_ 
againſt any priuat perſon, he had iuſt cauſeto accuſe vs of inhumanity.But now the Romis were crifices, 
delpiſed,and Cxſar himſelfaccounted profane:andit was to befeared,that if the Iews diſdained ,, .

tauored peace: with darts and flings, and ſhooting ofarrowes;and ſometime one ruſhing vpon another, ſudden- 
ly ay S$kirmiſhed together. The ſcditious were more valiant, butthe kings ſouldiers were more 
Skilfull in wars ; who chiefly endeuouredto get the temple,and'expel outof itthoſe whoprofa- 1 
ned it. Andthercbels with Eleazar cndeuoured, befidethat which they hadalready,to ger alſo 
- intotheir hands the higher part of the city. Wherefore, during the ſpace of 7.daies, there con- 
tinued a great conflict betwixt them, and either part kept that they had. Whenzthe celebration 
Xylophozia a of the fealt came,cald Xylophoria, wherein cuery one carieth wood to the temple, to keep a fire 
c_ continually ypon the Altar ; the rebels would nor ſuffer their enemies to do their deuotion. 
Now many of the thicues, who caried poyniards vnder their coats, went amongſt the weaker 
ws king? multitude,and boldly followed theirold practice. Thekings ſouldiers were ouercome,and for-

ouercanie. Cccdto leaue the higher part of the city: and the rebels preſently coming in, ſetthe palaces of 4- 
nanias, Agrippd and Berenice on fire,and forthwith wentto the place where all chartcrs were kepr, 
purpoſing there to burn all bonds and obligations of debters;thereby to defraud the creditors, 7 
and ſoto toine all the debters with their faction,andftir vpallthe-poore people againit the rich. 
But the keepers of theſe publike writings flecing,the ſeditious perſons ſetall on fire : and fo ha- 
ving deſtroied as it were the ſtrength ofthe — themſclues againſt ſuchas reſiſted 
their proccedings.Some of the high prieſts and nobles hid themſelues in vaults ; others, fleeing 
with the kings ſouldiers into the higher palace ofthe king, ſoonelocktvp the doorcs afterthem; 
amongſt whom was Anaxiasthe high prieſt,and Exethias his brother,and they who (as is before 
| ſpo'.en)were ſent Embaſladors to 4 rigs : and ſo the ſeditious were ſatisfied that day with the 
victory, and firing ofthe houſesaforefaid. | 
Thelews take Thenext day, which wasthe fifteenth of Auguſt, they aſſaulted the Caſtle Antonia : and be- 
paoniand fieging it two daies, they tookall that guarded it; and killed them and placed in it a garriſon of K 
their owne company. This done, they went vnto the kings palace, whither Agrippas ſouldiers 
were fled: and diuiding their companie into foure parts,they began to caſt down the wals:none 
of them thar were within durſt come out for fear of the multitude, but went vp to the turrets of 
the palace,and killedall thoſe thar offred to come vp,and many of the theeues vnder the walles, 
with things that they caſt downe. This conflict continued day and night; for the rebels thought 
that thoſe which were within could not hold-out for want of victuals: and they within thought 
that the ſeditious beeing wearied would ſoone giue ouer. In the meane ſeaſon, one Manabemue, 
the ſonne of 7#das of Galilza (that moſt craftie ſubtile ſophiſter,who reuiled the Tewes in:Cyre- 
nizs time for paying tribute,and would be ſubieto any but to God:) taking with him certaine

common people and other theeues ; and hauing them for his guard ,he returned againeto Teru- 
ſalemas king:8 when he was made prince of that ſedition,he diſpoſed of the battery of the for- 
treſſes.

T the ſame houre on the ſelfe-ſame day, it hapned,as it were by Gods prouidence, 
| that the inhabitants of Czſareadid maſſacre the Iewes that dwelt among them ; 
ſo thatat onetime aboue 20000.weretſlaine,and not one Icy left aliue in all Cz- 
ſarca. For thoſe that eſcaped, F/#rmsrook,and brought them forth bound vnto the 
ople. Afcer this maſſacre done at Czſarea, the whole nation ofthe Tewes wex- 
| ed mad : and diuidingthemſelues into companies, they waſted and deſtroied in 
ſhort timeall the borders of Syria, and the cities thereabour, to wit, Piladelphia and Geboni- H 
tis, Geraſa; Pellaand Scythopolis, and then they made incurſion into-Gadara, Hippon & Gau- 
lanitis, pulling downe ſome places, and firing otherſome, . And from thence they marched to- 
wards Cedaſa, a city of the Tyrians, and Ptolemais, Gaba and Czſarea : and neither Sebalſte, 
neither Aſcalon could refiſt them, but they alſo were conſum'd with fire. Likewiſe they deſtroi- 
cd Anthedon,with Gaza.and moſt places adioining to theſe cities wereſacked,to wit,the ficlds 
and villages, and a mighty ſlaughter was made of themthat were taken in theſe places. The Sy- 
rians madeas great a maſlacre ofthe Tewes as this among them : forall the Tewes inhabiting a- 
mong them were murdered, not onely for an old grudge, bur alſo for the auoiding of imminent 
danger. Andall Syria was troubled in moſt grieuous manner,and eucry city was diuided into 2. 
parts,and either parts ſafety conſiſted in this, tro preuent the other in murdering them firſt : the ] 

daics were ſpent in bloudſhed.and the nights in feare,worſe then death it ſelfe. Forthoughthe 
onely pretended to deſtroy the Iewes, yet were they drawne to ſuſpect other nations; that fol. 
lowed the Iewes religion ; and be they were as it wereneuters, the Syrians thought itnort 
ood to deſtroy them : and againe,for theiragreeing in religion with the Iewes,they were con- 
rained to hould themas enemies, Many of the contrary part,who before ſeemed modeſt,were 
now throgh auariceincited to meddle inthis murder,tor euery one tookthe goods of them that 
wereſlaine,and caried them to other places as conquerers. And he was moſt renowned thathad 
ſtolen moſt,as hauing alſo kild moft. There might, you ſee m.cuery part of the city the dead bo- 
dies of all ages vnburied;old menand children,and women lying in moſt ſhamefull maner,their 
ſecret parts being vncouered.Briefely,allthecountry was filled with exceeding great calamity, K 
and thefeare of miſery to come was vnſpeakeable. - - | - *

 Andtheſe were the conflicts betweene the TJewg@and ſtrangers. But afterward making in- 
curſionvpon the borders of Scythopolis,the Tewesthere dwelling were their enemyes, For they 
conſpiring with the citizens of Scythopolis,and preferring their own commodity and ſy 


before their kinred and conſanguinity, ioyned with the Gentiles againſt the Lewes, who for a 


that, were ſuſpected fortheir forwardnes. Finally,the Scyrhopolites fearing thar they would af- 


fault the city by night, and excuſe their reuolting by theirgreatmiſery,they commanded all the 
Tewes, that if they would ſhew themſelues truſty. vnto the Gentiles, they with all therr children 
ſhould goe into a weod hard by : who forthwith did as they-were wild, ſuſpecting nothing, and 
the Scythopolites. were quiet for two dayes after,and did nothing:But the third nighe they ſent x, 
forth ſcouts to ſee what they weredooing : who finding fome of them afteep,and others not re- 
ſiſting,they ſurprifed them in amoment,and kild themall,who were in number thirteene thou- 
fand, and afterward took their goods. Irhink'itnot amifle to ſpeak of the death of Sixo#, who 


 wastheſonne of Saul, a man of regard : hee wasa man of great courage, and ſtrength of badie,

Cing him to the contrarie: but calling :o minde thatthe multitude of rulers made obedience,hee 
ordained many captaines & conſtitured divers ſorts of ſouldiers, as the Romans vſed to do;ma-

Galileansin Pointed likewiſe rulers ouer them. He ra! ght them alſo how to giue the ſigne of warre, and how

eththeGar, Caſt ina ring,and alwaies to ſuccour them that were moſt in danger : and to be ſhort, heeraughr 
leans how them whatſocuer might either incourage them,or makethem actiue : but eipecally he exerciſed I 
-=A rar them in feates of armes,imitating in particularthe order of the Romans, ofcen telling them thar 
Warres. they were to fight with men,whoffor ren gth of body & courage paſſedal nations ofthe world. - 
Alſo hetold them that hereby he ſhould percciue whether they would be obedient in warre, If 
now they abſtained from ſuch things as were vſuallto ſouldiers, to wit, robbing & ſpoiling their 
countriemen,andcrafticand deceitfull dealing;northinke the ſpoile of thoſe with whome they 
conuerſed to be their owne gaine : forthoſe wars had alwaies beſt ſucceſſe,where the ſouldiers 
carried good confciences;and they that were bad,ſhould not onely haue men , but God alfo for 
Euerie one of {heir enemy-Andafter this maner he daily exhorted them, and now he had appointed how ma- 
the cities of ny wereto fight. For threeſcore thouſand footmen, and two hundreth and fif:y horfmen, and __ 
—_ beſide theſe foure thouſand and five hundreth whom he hired,were alwaies in readineff*, & ſix K 
their multi- hundfeth-choſen men to guard his owne perſon. And the hirelings onely excepted, the reſt of 
_ to war- the ſouldiers were prouidedfor by the cities : for euery citie before mentioned, ſent one halfe 
they keepe ro Of their men for ſouldiers ; and the other halfethey kept to prouide victuals forthem, that one 
prourde them part being emploicd in warre, the other might doeſuch buſineſs as the citic required.

He had alſo a'great care to chooſe 
no idfe perſons. but ſuch as were ſtrong of body. valiant of mind, and skilfull in martial affaires:

Veſpaſianwith F*/paſtancame to Antiochia,which is the mother citic ofal Syria, and brought his army with 
his #holear- him, which for greatneſſe and happy ſucceſle, doubtleſſe was the third in the whole world ; and 
my core finding thatking _Agrippadid expect his commune, he haſted with all his forces from thence to 
The Sephorits Ptolemais.At this place there came vnto him the citizens of Sephorisa citic of Galilee, who had 
do En no thoughrart all of rcbellion: theſe both prouident for their owne ſafctic;and well knowing the 
Romans forcesof the Romans, before 7eſpa/ian came, ſubmitted themſelues vnto Ceſtizs Gallus, and re- 
cciued from hima garriſon of ſouldiers 5 and now alſo curteouſly entertaining Ye(paſtan, offered 
their help againſt their countrimen.

In breadth ir reacheth from the Village Xaloth, ſituate in a great field, vnto Berſabe, 
where alſo begins the breadth of high Galilee, and reacheth vnto the village called Baca,bor-* 
deringvpon the Tyrians;and the length thereof is from a village neer Iordan named Thella,vn- 
to Meroth. And becing of ſuch bigneſle, and environed with ſo many nations, yet did they al- 
The fertilitie qrajes reſiſt forraine forces. For the Galileans are from their childhood warlike, and neuer are 
ot Galilee. daunted by feare or penurie:for their countrey is moſt fruitfull,ſet with all manner of trees,and 
very fertile, notwithſtanding the inhabitants take ſmall paines in tillingthe ground. AU parts 
thercofare tilled by the inhabitants,and there is no waſte part. 

There are manie Cities, and in euerie place there are villages populous and rich : ſo that 
the leaſt Village there, hath in it aboue fifteene thouſand inhabitants. And although Ga- 
lilee bee leſſeincompaſle then the region beyond the riuer,yet it is more populous, fertiler and 
richer then the ſame:for it is all tilled,and all bearcth fruit. But that beyond the water,though it

prepareto beliegethe walsand fortreſſes. The only fight of him made many rebels flie,and dan- 

ted the moſt of them. For Joſephs ſouldiers who had pitched his Tentsalittle from Sephoris, 

whenthey knewthat war grew on,and that they were preſently to fight with the Romans, they 
fora. did not onely fly before they fought: bur alſo before they ſaw their enemies. 1oſiph being left 
with a very few, knowing he was not able toabide the cnemies;andthat the Iews were diſcom- 
fired,and that ifhe put any truſt in them, they would forthe moſt partreuoltvato the enemies, 
for thattimeabſtained from all warre,and thought togethimſelfe out of danger: and ſo accom- 
panied with them them that remained with him, he wentto Tiberias. 


CHAP. VI. 
How Gadara was beſieged and taken. 


FR Eſpaſian went vnto Gadara,and tookeir atthe firſt aſſault : for all able men fit for warre 


0s 
) 0-7, werefled out of the citie: and entring the citie,he put all to death. For the Romans had 
BAY no mercy, partly for the hatred they conceiued againſt the Tewes, and partly in reuenge 
ofthatwhich had befallen Ceſtius. And they burned the citieand all towns and villages adioy- 
ning: ſome of them being already deſolate, and the inhabitants ofthe reſt were made ſlaues. /o- 
Sephfled into the citic which he made choice of for his ſafegard, and filled itwith feare. Forthe 
2a. Pcople of Tiberias thought he would neuer hauefled, if there had been any hope of withſtand- 
frhe . ding the Romans : wherein they iudged not amiſle, for he did foreſee what cuent thoſe warres 
would haue, and thattheir only ſafety conſiſted in changing their rebellious minds. He himſelf, 
though he hoped to obtaine pardon of the Romans, yet had he farre more rather haue died then K 
to haue lived pleaſantly with them againſt whom he was ſent, and ſo becomea traitour vnto his 
countrey committed to his charge. Wherefore he determined faithfully to writeall his eſtate, 
and the eſtate of the countrie vnto the nobility at Teruſalem, and notto extoll the encmies for- 
ces t00 much, leaſt they ſhould ſay he was a eoward, nor yet putting them in any comfort, leaſt 
periiaps they now penitent for that they had done, againe by his letters ſhould be incired to goe 
orward intheir rebellious courſe : willing them preſently to write an anſwere, whether they 
thought it good to enter into league with the Romans; orif they would make warre, then they 
ſhould ſenda ſufficient army againſtthe Romans: and hauing written to this effeR, he preſently 
 ſentmen away to Teruſalem to beare theſe letters. 


CHAP. VII. 
Of the fiege of Totapata. 


= Eſpeſienwas very deſirousto take Totapata for that heknew many of his enimies were 
NAM ficd thither, and for thatthis was the ſtrongeſt refuge they had. So het ſent before 
VA footmen 8 horſemen, to plainethe waies which were full of ragged ſtones, ſo that it 
== was hard for footmen to paſſe, and altogether vnpoſſible for horſemen : who within 
fouredaies effected that which they were commanded, and madea large way for the army to 
paſſe: And the fift day which was the one & twentithof March, zoſeph before they cameentred 

into the citic,coming thither from Tiberias to encourage the Tewes who were diſinated. A cer- pg 
tain run-away told Yeſpaſian that Joſeph was comethither, willing him to haſtenthither, for if he 
couldtake 7oſeph he might cafily take all Tudza. Hereat Feſpaſian was very glad,8 tookitas good 
fortune, that the moſt prudent and potent of his enemies,ſhould (God at that time ſo working) 
put himſelfe as ir were in hold, and ſo preſently hee ſent Placidus before with a thouſand horſe- 
men, and with him captaine Ebatizs, a man both ſtrong, valiantand prudent, and commaund- 


dedthem to compaſle the Citic witha ſiege, leaſt 79ſephſhould priuily clcape trom thence. _

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A day after he himſclf2 fol}>wed with the whole army,and about noone cam to ITotapata,and lea- Od 
ding his army vnto the North fide of the rown, he pitched his tents ypona hill ſcuen ſtounds di- wa pes k ay: 
ſtant from the cirie, Vpon purpoſe placing himſelf within the view of his enemies,that the very /r.(r1, 
Gght of his ariny might terrifhe chem: which he alſo did; for preſent! ry on in ſuch a 299; 

g y mig W | id, for preſently euery one was in ſuc 
feare, that none durſt go out of the citie. The Romans being wearied all that day,would not aſ- 
faulr the ciry : wherfore they inuironed the town wich two ſquadrons, and thethird that conſi- 
ſted in horſmen,was placed withoutto intercept all paſſage, that none of the Iewes could paſſe 
any whicher. Heereby the Iewes now in deſperation tooke heart, for inwarre nothing is more 
forcible rhen necſsitic. The next day began the batterie, and euery Tew kept his quarter: and. _ 
kept themſelues in order, and reſiſted the Romans before their wals. But when Yeſpaſian ſent all Nethingis . 
B the bowmen.and thoſe who calſt darts and other things to beat them off from the wals, and hee Pore effectual 
, AS . , in warre or 
himſelfe with footmen aſlaulted the wals in another place where they might cafily be entred : more deipe- 
then 7oſeph fearing the citic, accompanied withall the people iſſuedout ofthe rown,& aſſaulred rate thenne- 
the Romans fiercely, and did driue them from the wals, ſhewing courage & ſtrength : and they ©**"Y: 
themſelues ſuffered as much harm as they did vnto their enemies. For as they were encouraged 
with deſperation, ſo were the Romans with ſhame, who were armed with military knowledge 
and ſtrength,and the Iewes only with anger. And the fight continued all day cuen vntill night, A fighe be- . 


wherein many Romans were wounded, and only thirteen ſlaine : and of the Tewes there were een rg 


ſix hundreth wounded, and ſeuenteeneſlaine. Thenext day alſo they met the Romans,and reſi- Tewes conti-.. 
ſtedthem more ſtoutly then before, taking courage for that they the day before had reſiſted Ju*4 _ 

C them, contrary to their expectation : andall the Romans fought more valiantly, aſhamed as it vo 
were of thcm{elues, in ſuffering the Tewes to reſiſt them ; thinking withall that they themſelues nighe. 
were ouercome, it they did not quicu'y ſuppreſſe their enemies. Wherforethe Romans for five 
daiesrogether ccaſed not to aſſault the towne, and the Iewes ſtrongly rebatted them : and now 
neither the Tcwes feared their enemies, nor the Romans werediſmaied with the difhculty of ta- 
king the town, Totapata is almoſt all ſituate ypon a rock, and compaſſed about with deep vallies, rye gruaion 
which deſcend ſtraight downe like a wall: {0 that one can ſcarcely ſcethe bottome. There is on- of lotapara. 
ly acceſſe vnto it on the North part, where itis ſeated ypon a mountaine going ouerthwart ; 
which Joſeph incloſed with a wall, to the end it might be no paſſage for the enemics : all the reſt 

 ofthecirie is inuironed with high mountaines, ſo that it cannot be diſcerned by any beforethey 

D be hard at it. And Iotapata was thus ſtrengthned. | | 
Veſpafian determined both ro ſtriue againſt the nature ofthe place, and hardineſs of the Iewes; yeginmin- 

and therefore called all his captaines together, and conſulted with them ro begin a hot ſiege : at tendsroteyin 

laſt they reſoluedto rearea mount in that place where the citic was eafieſtto be entred. He ſent *®arp ficge- | 
his whole army to prouide wood to do it, who cut down the mountaines neer vnto the towne : ; 
and great ſtore of wood and ſtone being brought, ſetting hurdles before them to beare off the 

darts and arrowes, he beganto raiſe a mount , ſo that they receiued little or no harme by dartes 

caſt from off the wals: others brought earth from places thereabour, and no man was idle. The 

Iewes caſt continually great ſtoncs andall kind of darts ypon that which defended them; which 

though they pearced notthorough, yet they made a great noylſe and terrified the workemen, 

E Which 7eſpaſian ſceing, cauſed all engines that did caſt ſtones and darts, which were in number 
a hundreth and threeſcore,to be placed againſtthe wals,to beate the Iewes from thence. And fo 
they caſt ſtones, and darts, and fire, and arrowes in greatabundance: ſo that they did not onely 
beate the ewes from off the wals, butalſo out of the reach of theirſhot , for both the Arabian 
archers &thoſe that viedlings and darts,and all the engines continually plaied vponthem. For theTewes 
all this the Iews reſted nor, but running out in companies as thecues,they took away that which break our and 
defended the workmen, and then aſſaulted them hauing no defence: and when they had beaten 2*j* comnth® 
them away, deſtroyedand firedallthat the Romans had wrought for their owne defence and 
ſafegard. Art laſt Yeſpafian perceiued thar theſe domages hapned for thar there was ſpaceleft . 
betweene all theſe workes, whereby the enemies had acceſſeto dothem ſuch harmes : where- 

F forc hee vnited them together, and ſo hindered the priuy excurſions of the Tewes. When me 
mount was almoſt made and the towers vpon it Enithed, Joſeph afraid to doe nothing for the gies m whe 
ſafegard of thetowne, called all workmen neceſſary together, and commanded them to make zrovnd and

2 Res ſtratager and the tariage of the Tewes greatly moued Yeſpaſian: for now they recei- . 
ve Ez uing couragein thatdefence; madeafſaults vpon the Romans of their own accord, and H 
" S = cuery day skirmiſhed; running out in companies, and liketheeves, taking away whatſo- 
Veſpaſianre- euerthe lighted vpon; and what they could not carry away, they ſet on fire: Ar laſt Yeſpaſian 
—_— ws would not permit his ſouldiers to fight any longer: but determined now to beſiege itandrake it 
fight and be= by want of victuals, purpoſing either to make them come & yeeld themſclues for lack of food, 
legerhthe or jt they held out,to famiſh them:and thar it would be more eaſieto take it by force, if ceafing 
_— awhile fro aſſaulting it, heafterward ſet vpoh it, they being in anguiſh forthe danger they were 
in.Wherfore he comanded all paſſages to be kept, that none could go out of the citie. But they 
had great ſtore of corhe, and of all other things elſe, except ſalt & water, whereofthey ſtood iti 
great want: forthere is neuer a fountain in the citic;and they hauelittle raine in ſommertime,ſo 
that the inhabitants were in great diſtrefle,; for now there was hardly ahy water left inthe citie. x 
loſeph detine. 18eph perceiuing there was abundance of all things el{e,and thar the citizens were valiant,asal- - 
reth hisſoldi- 10 the ſiege like to continue long, he gaueto cuery one water iti meaſure: with which they were 
ers water by not contented, thinking it as good to want altogether; as to haue it inthat matier ; and now they 
began to faint,as though they had ſuffted extream drought. The Romans perceiuing this, being 
vpona high hill, oueragainſt the place whither all the Tewes came together to recejue water, 
they with thcir ſhot killed many that came thither, inſomuch that Ye/pafian hoped that within 
\ Joſephsſtra- ſhort timetheir water would be ſpent, and they conſtrained to yeeld. But 79ſeph to fruſtrate this 
_ hope, commanded a great many garmehts to be laid'in water and hanged vpon the wals, ſo that 
the water might run downe on euery fide. When the Romans ſaw this,they were much grieued 
and affraid, for that they waſted ſo much water in mockery, and before had thought that they K 
had wanted water to drink. And now Feſpeftanſcorningto winthe citie by ſiege,purpoſed to al- 
fault it againe by force. The Iewes were very glad of this : and the citie beeing in danger, 
rather wiſhed to be ſlaine then periſh through hunger or thirſt. Joſeph deuiſedalſo another way 
toget ſuchneceſſaries as he wanted, out of the countrie: for there was a valley out of the way, 
| Anotherpoli- 224 therfore not regarded by the Romans : wherefore Joſeph ſent men into the countrie to his 
cy of loſephs. friends for ſuch things as the citic wanted, by this way; comanding them when they came neer 
the watchmen, to hide and couer themſelues with hatrie skins, that the watchmen might think 
them to be dogs: and this hevſed agood ſpace; till at laſt the watchmen perceiued it, and fo ſera 
guard there to ſtop the paſſage. When 7ſezph perceiued the citie could not hold out long, and 
Thepeople fearing his owne life, if ſtill hee continued there, he treated with the chiefe of the citie that he 
beſeeched might fly. But the people perceiuing his intent, flocked abour him, and beſought him to take 
—_— he pitieypon them, and not forſake them,who hadno hope bur in him, afhrming thar for his ſake 
torake chem. they were all courageous and bold to fight; and if they were taken, yet he would be a comfort 
ynto them, telling him that it did not become him to fly fiom his enemies, nor to forſake his 
friends, neither asit weretoleap out ofa ſhip ſhaken with a tempeſt, into the which hee came 
when the ſeas were calme,for ſo by this means he would ſoon overthrow the city;8& once gone, 
no man afterward could or durſt reſiſt their enemies; for in him was all their hope. ——

ther incited the Romans againſt them, making them more carneſt ro take the towne then they 
would be, onely becauſe he was there, that they mighttake him, but if they knew once that hee

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CHAP. IX. 
How Veſj paſtan ard beat the wals of 1otapata with a Ramme, and other warlike Engines, 


$ E/paſian thinking himſelfeas it were beſieged, both for the long time which hee had 
' continued the ſiege, andalſo forthe divers aflaulrs and priuy excurſions of the Iews; 
\ bauing nowalmoſt raiſed the Rampiers as high as the wals of the citie, determined 
BSYW/\T to batter them with a Ramme.A Rammeis a huge beam likethe :aaſt of a ſhip, whoſe 
end is armed with a ſtrong maſliue iron, made in the forme of a Rams head: whereupon it takes 
his name, becauſehe butteth with his head. Ir hangeth on another beame with ropes, like the 
beam ofa paireof ballances: the beame it hangeth on lying acrofle is held vp with two props, 
which being drawne back byforce of many men,and then ioyntly with all their forces ſhooued 
forward, it ſtriketh the wall with the head of iron: And there is no wall nor tower ſo ſtrong,burt 
though it abidethe firſt ſtroke of the engine, yet can it not hold outlong. The Generall of the

E Romans thoyght good to vic this meanes to takethe city by force, for thatthe ſiege was dange- 


rous; by reaſon that the ewes neuer reſted, ſo the Romans with all kind of ſhort endeuoured to 

beat the Iewes from off the wals that madeany reſiſtance: and the archers and they who vied 
ſlings,were hard by: and when they ſaw thar none of the Tewes durſt comevpon the wals, they 

applied the Ramme vnts them; and couered it aloft with hurdles andskins, both for to defend 

themſclues and the engine, and ar the firſt aſſault the wals were ſhaken, ſo thar the citizens cried Os 
as though the town had been already taken. Toſeph ſecing them ſtill beat.bne place, and that pre- Toſephs deniſe 
ſently the wall would fall, deuiſeda way to refitt the force of the Ramme, and ſo he filled ſacks howto break 
with chaffe, and let them down offthe wall iuſt againſt that place,wheretiioeRam-ſtrook ordfna- = han 
rily, and ſo brake the force of the blowes, the looſnefſe of the chaffe making no reſiſtance; and 


F ſodrowning or abating the violence of the ſtroke. By this meanes the Romans were hindered: 


for whither ſocuer they broughttheRamme, .thicher did they vponthewals alſo-remooue the 
ſacks of chaffe,and brake the forcethereof: till at laſt the Romansallo deuiſed a way to cut theſe 
ſacks, taking long poles & binding Sicthes vnto the ends of them; and {o currhele ſacks of chaf. 
And the Ramme ſhookethe wall, and the wall newly built was not ſtrong enough to refift. Then 
Joſeph and his ſouldiers fought to help themſelues by fire workes. and ſo they tired all that was 
made of dry wood in three ſeucrall places, and withall the engines,and for:s,and mounts of the

_ _— ſo great labour. There was aTew the fon of Samxw called Eleazar, who deſerued eternall me- 
turneth offche MOTY: this man was bornat Saab in Galilee. This Elkazar took vp a great ſtone;and caſt it down 
<a with ſuch force vpon the Ramme, that he brake off the head thereof, and nothing fearing leapr 
Rireneth ang dOWne amongſtthe midſt of his enemies, and brought it away into the citie : arthe lalt being 
courage. Vnarmed, &as it werea marke for his enemies to ſhootatghe recejued in his bodie five arrowes; - 
and as though he had not felt them,ſo ſoon as he had gotten vp the wal whereall might ſee him, 
he boldly ſtood ſtil], and ſo through priefe of his wounds hauing the head of the Ramimne in his H 
armes fell down. Nextvnto him two brethren of Ramathin Galilee ſhewed themſelves valianr, 
Netirasand named Netirasand Philip, who aſſaulted the tenth legion of the Romans with ſuch violence,thar 
-— o__ they brake their ranks,and pur all to flight that ſoughtro withſtand them: which zo/ephand thoſe 
Romans. that were with him perceiuing, took fire and burnt the engines,workes, and defences of the fift 
| . andtenth legions that were fled, and thoſe that followed deſtrvied all engines; andother marrer 
that was left. In theeuening the Romans againe erected the Ram againlt that part of the citie 
Veſpaſian which beforethey had beaten, and fo began afreſh to ſhake the wall in the ſame place thar be- 
woundedin forethey had battered: and one of the Iewes ſhot an arrow from the wal,and wounded 7eſpaſiar 
the ſole ottke inthe ſole of the foot, yet the wound wasnot great; for that the force of the arrow was ſpent be-

This fa greatly troubled the Romanes, who ſeeing Yeſpafian bleed, | carers,” ſpread theſe 
newes through the whole army, andalmoſt all of them came running to fee their Generall; and 
eſpecially Tits who feared his fathers death: ſo that the whole army partly for the loue of their 
Generall,and partly for the feare of Tits his ſon, were greatly troubled: but Yeſpaſian preſently 
freed thearmy from all perturbation;and his ſonne 7i4zs from feare. Forthe grief of the wound 
being paſt, he ſhewed himſelfe toall that were ſotrowfull for him, and incited them to fight a- 
The warre re. gainſt the Iewes more earneſtly then before, and now euery oneas it were to reuengetheir Ge- 
auedagaint ncrall, deſpiſed all danger,and aſſaulted the wals, one exhorting another. Joſeph 8 his aflociares, 
theleres. * notwithſtanding that many of them were killed with ſhot,darts and arrowes; yet they forſooke 
not the wals, but with fire and ſword, and ſtones fiercely affaulted them, that being defended K 
with hurdles battered the wals with the Ram, but to little purpoſe : for they were continually 
killed, being in fight of their enemics,and for that they could not ſee them, preſently were ſtriken 
down. fortheir fire did make ſuch a light as though ithad becn day, ſo that the Romans eaſily 
perceiued whither to dirc&theirſhot: and for that their engines were not perceiued afarreoff, 
the Iewes could not defend themſelues from rhe artowes 8 ſtones that were ſhot againſt them, 
by which means many of them wereſlain, and the tops and corners of thetowers beaten down. 
And there was no man ſo well guarded, but hee was ſlaine by for@e of thoſe ſtones , ſothar any 
man may know of what force that engin is, by that which hapned that night. For one that ſtood 
The force of neere Joſeph vpon the wall was ſtriken with a ſtone, and his head carried from his body by vio- | 
meRoman Jenceofthat blowthree furlongs, as though it had beene caſt out of a ſling : and thenextdaya 1, 
--{4 woman great with child was ſtriken on the belly with one of thoſe ſtones, and the child carried 
forth of her from the place where ſhe was ſtriken three furlongs ; ſo great was the force of this 
_ engine: Therefore theviolence ofthe engines was more terrible,and likewiſe thenoiſe of darts, 
arrowesandother ſhot. And many were flaine on euery ſide, and the bodies of thoſe that were 
killed,ſtriken againſt the wal made a noiſe: and within the citie was hearda pirifull Iamentation, 
and weeping among the women, and without, a heauy mourning and cry of them, that were 
wounded to death; andall that part of the wall where the fight was, flowed with blood : ſothat 
now the multitude of dead bodies had fo filled the ditch before the wal, that the Romans might 
eaſily paſſe ouer them into the citic, and the mountains about did eccho with the cries of the ci- ' 
tizens: andall that night longnothing wanted, that cither might by the etc or care moueterror.

with the ſtoutelt of the city went to defend the breach, and placed fix men before them, whon 
C he choſeour, himſelfe being one of them,to ſuſtainethe firſt brunt of their enimies aſſarie:com- 
mandingthem likewiſe to ſtop their cares, tothe end that they might not bee tcrrified with the 
cries of thearmy. He willed hem alſo to defend themſelues with ſhields againſt the darts & ar- 
rowes,andgiue back a lictle,til ſuch rime as thearchersquiuers were emptied : and if fo be thar 
the Romans ſhould offer ro make bridges, that then they withtheir inſtruments ſhould reſiſt ; & 
that euery one ſhould now fight, not ro defend his country, butas it wereto recouer ir being in a 
maneralrcady loſt ; & imagine, that they now did ſeetheir aged men flaine with their children, 
and their wiues almoſt taken by their enemies; and nowto reuenge them(clues vpon thoſe thar 
hereafter would maſſacre their whole city: and thus heappointed men in both places. The wea- 
ker multitude, womenand children, ſccing the city compaſſedabout with three ranks ofhorſe-

if they did not : and ſo he marched tothe breach, which placefellto his lot, and gaue no heed 
tothein thar ſought ro ſcale thewals, but 6nely behelda far of the force ofthe arrowes. 
When all the trumpets began r6 ſound, and theairero be obſcured with the multitude of ar- 
rowes; Joſephs companions, remembring the charge giuen them,ſtopped their cares, and armed 
E their bodies againſtthe ſhor ofarrowes: And ſo ſoonas the bridges were ſeragainſt the wal, pre- 
ſently they ran; and before the Romans could enter vpon them,they gotthem into their hands, 
and reliſted them that ſought ro come vpon them.ſhewing great prowels & ſtrength,and them- 
ſelues no way inferiour vato the Romans,though they werein extream danger;and the Romans Thewar of 
in nane : anddid nor giuc one foot back, till either they did kill or were killed.

SEX Vt eſpecially aboucall others, the Romans madediligent ſearch for 1/eph, both forthe 
I & hatred they bare him, and alſo becauſe Yeſpefiangreatly deſired to get him, for that hee 
way & bing taken, the greateſt part of the wars were then ended; ſothey ſought him among 
the dead, and amongſtthoſe that were hid : but hee (fortune fauouring him) when the city was 
Tofephleape taken,eſcaped fromthe midſt ofhis enimies,and leapt intoadeep Well; which hada large caue 
—_ 1g ,._ onthe oneſide,the which they aboue could not perceiue,; whetehe found forty principal men 
eth hiddenin WHO had prouiſion for many daies. The enemies being in euery place,hein the day time lay hid, K 
a C2uc. and in the nighr he went forth to ſee if he could eſcape; andperceiuing thatal places about were 
diligently watchr for to rake him, he returned againe intothe caue, and lay theretwadaies : the 
third day a certain woman that had bin with them in the caue wastaken, and ſo he was deſcri'd. 
Veſpaſtanby TR<2 Feſpaftanſentiwo Tribunes to him to promiſe him ſafety,and bring htm before him ; the 
Tribunesſen- Tribunes names were Paulinus and Gallicanws : But 1o/eph would not accept their offer, fearing 
deth Iofeph that becauſe he had been the authour ofall the euils that the Romans had indured, that therfore 
alurance. they ſought him out to puniſh him : till Feſpeſian ſent vnto 1#{eph, Nicaner, the third Tribune, 
Nicanorthe one of Joſephs acquaintance. Nicaver recounted vnto him how mildethe Romans were towards 
-_ -——m them whom they had conquered, and that the Roman captains rather admired him for his ver- 
rue, then hated him. Moreouer,that his Generall intendednot to puniſh him (which if he plea- L 
ſed hemight do whether he yeelded himſelfe or no) but to faue him, who was ſovyaliant a man : 
adding alſo, that if Feſpafian meant ill, hee would neuer haue imploied his friend in ſuch a meſ- 
ſage, to vſe friendſhip ({o noble a vertue) to ſo euill a purpoſeasto worke treaſon : and that he, 
though 7eſpaſian had beene ſo minded, would neuer haue conſented to haue betraied his friend. 
Toſeph, after Nicanors words, beganne to ſtudy, as doubtfull whatwas beſt to doe. Whereat the 
ſouldiers becing angry, begannero caſt fire into the caue : but Yeſpaftias hindered them, beeing 
defirousto take 1e(eph aliue. Nicazor ceaſednotto intreat him : and hee perceiuing how his ene- 
mies beganne to wex angry,and calling to minde the dreames he had inthe night, wherein God

thought it no abiding for them in the Citie, exceptthey could driveaway theZelous: and the 
Zelous thought that they could noteſcape torments and death irſclf,except that rhey were vic- 
tors. 'Soat laſt they ioyned bartell,cach yndertheir captaines and leaders, and firſt of all both 
parties-caſt ſtones one againſt another : and if any. part fled, then the conquerors purſued them 
with'drawne ſwords,and many were wounded and (laine on both parts.

Alwaies the theeues in making excurſions got the vpper hand, 
Hearea the Citizens being angric; ſeeing their number eucry day encreafed , reprooucd the 
cowards : ſothat ifany of their company offered to flic from the Zelous,they made him ſtand & | 
refiſt whether he wold or no,not pcrmitting himto paſſe away: And thusthey bent all their for- 
ces againſt their enemics.Atlaſt, the theeyesnot able to make any longer reſiſtance, by little and 
lictle retired themſelues into the temple, and CAnanus with his company entted the temple by The fight of 
force with them, and brake theranke of his enemies.

Wherefore he ele&ed (1x thouſand of the chiefe of all his men wellarmed, 
and appointed them to keepe the porckes, & others to ſucceed in their places while they rooke 
reſt.

berraierot the diſcloſedall their ſecrets vntothe Zelous: and there was nothing decreed by the people,bur he 
citizens. gauethetheeues intelligence therof before it was pur in practice; yet he ſeemed to be verie du- 
tifull rio CAnanm,and the reſt of the nobilitic, hereby hoping to conceale his treacherie.

preſſed with Thered by the huge windand thunder, which made ſuch anoyſethat they could not bee heard : 
lleepe. ſoiſſuing out ofthe Temple, they went prinily to the walles, and opened that gate heere vmto H 
_ whichthe Idumzans lay;and ſuſpeRting that Hue would make ſome reſiſtance, they firſt of 
—— marry all drewtheir ſwords,& then together with the Idumzans camein : and if ar thattime they had 
ofthe Zealous aſſaulted the Citie, they had withour any let or hinderance deſtroyed all the people therein : fo 
enterby night oreat was their rage at thattime. Bur firſt of all they haſtned to aſſiſt their fellowes, whom they 
left beſieged, and requeſted the Idumzans notto leaue them indanger, for whoſe ſuccour they 
were come, nor permit them to incurre greater domage:for hauing firſt ſurpriſed the watchme, 
it would be more eafie for them to aſſault the Citie : which if they did nor, bue firſt ſervpon the 
Citizens, they would preſently aſſemble together,and oppoſe themſclues againſt them,and nor 
The1dumz3s permit them toaſcendvp vntothe Temple. The Idumzans conſented vntothis, and ſo they I 
| ſelues with the Paſſed thorough the Citie into the Temple. And the Zelous remaining inthe Temple,carefully 
Zelous in the expected their comming;at whole arriuall they tooke courage,and ioyning with the Idumeans, 
Temple. cameoutof the inner Temple, and ſer vpon the watch : and ſome being ſlaine who were faſt a- 
fleepe, the reſt were awaked bythe cries of others, and ſo berooke themſelues to their armes to 
defend theſelues, being yet amazed. And ar firſt, thinking that they were onely the Zelous thar 
gaue the aſſault, hoped only by their multitude to ſupprefle them; but ſeeing others withour the 
Temple alſo affailing them , they perceiued the Idumeans were broken in : ſo the greater part 


of them being diſmaide, laide downetheir weapons and cried zand onely a few of them young 
men well armed, and of good courage encountred with the Idum#ans, and for a good ſpace de- __ 
fended their idle fellowes: others went and aduertiſed the Inhabirants what was done, yet none 
durſt cometo helpe them, becauſe they now knewe that the Idumezans were got in, but euecrie 
Theimwanity one Jamentedtheir hard fortune : and the women made great lamentation, when any of the 
ofthe Idumz- .,atchmem fell into danger. The Zelousalſo anſwered their cries with thelike,and then thetem- 


-————_— peſtand thunder madeall more dreadfull. The Idumzans ſpared none, becauſe that they were 


emzerof naturally cruell and fierce to ſhed bloud : and angriethar they wereſo beaten with the tempeſt, 
mem theyvſedthemmoſtcruelly , by whoſe meanes they wereſhur out of the Cirie, ſparing neither 
thoſe who requeſted fauour, northem who made reſiſtance, for they ſlew many cuenasthey 
wereintreating them ro rememberthar they were of their owne bloud, and requeſting them to 
ſpare them for reuerence oftheir Temple. There was no way to fly, norany hope of eſcape:be- x, 
ing driuen vp intoa narrow roome, they hurt themſelues morethen the enemies did, by crow- 
ding 8& treading vpon one another,for there was no placetoflie,nor their enemies ceaſed not to 
kill them.Being in this deſperate eſtate ; not knowing how to doe, they caſt themſclues head- 
long downe into the Citie, and ſo died a more miſerable death(in my mind)then they that died 
by the enemies ſword. The next day there was found flaine eight thouſand and five hundreth, 
and all the vtter Temple flowed with bloud. Yet this maſſacre ſufficed not the Idumzans rage, 
butturning themſelues againſt the Citie,they robbed and ſpoyled all houſes, and killed all they 
| met, making no account of the death of the reſt of the multitude. They made diligent ſearch 
—_— wn for the Prieſts, and many laide violent hands vpon them, and killed them : and ſtanding vpon 1 
Preelts execu- their dead corpſes, ſomrime they vpbrayded Azanw with the peoples fauour towards him,ſom- 
ted. time /7eſws with thewords he ſpake vpon the wall vnto them, 8& were ſo impious as that they caſt 
awaietheir dead bodies vnburied, notwithſtanding that the Iewes in this point are fo religious, 
Anawsdeath that after ſimne ſet they take downe the dead bodies of malefaors, who by ſentence haue bin 
rhe firſt cave adjudged vnto the crofle,and burtethem.

he priett " their pricſtand Gouernour ſlaine, euen in the middeſt of the Citie, He was a man that led a lau-

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A dableand moſt iuſt life: and being ingreart dignity, honour, and reputation; yerwould hee not £X2D,, 
exalchimſelfaboue any one,were he neuer ſo baſk. He wasa man whothirſted af:erliberty,and wot en £ 
bare the ruleand gouernment of the common-wealth. Hee continually preferred the publike {fer &-# 
commodity before his owne priuat gaine, being alwaies deſirous of peace; for he foreſaw that CI 
the Romans could not be withſtood ; and thar, if the Iewesdidnor quickly accord with them, 
their ruine wasat hand: briefly I ſay, that had Fyanmw liued,they had yeelded with him ynto the 
Romans. For he was an eloquent Orator and could perſwadeadmirably: whereby he had now 
gained vnto his fide thoſe that hindred him,and cauſed the wars;whom if they had had for their 
captaine againſt the Romans, it had not beene ſo eafic for the Romanes to have conquered 
them.With him was ioyned Jeſ#s infcriour to Au, yer excelling all the reſt. SotharT thinke 
B Almighty God hauing decreed the totall ruine of the Citie, being now violated and fitted wirh 
iniquity, and meaning by fire as it were to purifie the holy temple which was now defiled and 
rophaned, hee firſttooke away the defenders thereof, and thoſe that loued them moſt deare- 
"y Sothey whoa little before were clorhed in ſacred apparell, and reverenced of all.thoſe 
that from the furtheſt parts of the world came to Teruſfalem, now lay murthered and naked in 
the open ſtreets, left as it were a prey to beetorne in peeces with dogges or wilde beaſts, who 
earſt were the authots of pieticand religion.

N: (6) ſon, hoping that by deferring their deaths, ſome of them would become par- 
takers with thetn. Yet none was thereby mooued, but euerie one deſired H 
todie ratherthen impiouſly to conſpire againſt their owne countrey : yer 
were they moſt cruelly whipped before they were put to death, their whole bodie being all as 
it were one ſore place by whipping 8 ſtripes:and ſo when they could not indure theſe rorments 
any longer,then were they killed. And whoſo was taken on the day time was inthe night carried 
to priſon, andthoſethat diedin priſon and torments, they then caſt their dead bodies out, that 
they mighthaue place toim pelfon others in their roome. And the people wereſo terrified;that 
none durſt weepe openly for his friend, nor burie the dead body of his kinſman , yea thoſe 
that werein priſon durſtnot openly weepe, but ſecretly; looking abourthem , leaſt any of their 
enemies ſhould eſpiethem. For whoſocuer mourned for any that was afflicted, was preſently I 
himſelfe vſedin the ſame manner as he had been for whom he lamented;& fomtime ſome in the 
Twelve thou. Dight ſcraped vpallittle earth with their hands, and therwithall couered the dead body oftheir 
2andotthe friend; and ſome bolder then the reſt, did thelike inthe daytime. And in this generall flaugh- 
+64 1h exe- ter were twelue thouſand young noble menlaine by this meanes:and thus being hated for theſe 
maſlacres, they mocked and flouted the migiftrates, and made noaccount of theiriudgements. 
So that when they determined to put one Zachariethe ſonne of Baruch to death ,a noble nian and 
one of the chiefe of the citie(for they percciued that hee was ar-enemieto their wickednes,and 
loued the vertuous, and onethat was rich , by whofe death they hoped not onely ro haue the 
ſpoyle of his goods,butalſo to beridef ſuch a onewho might beable to reſiſt their bad purpo- K 
ſes)they called ſeuentie ofthe beſt amongſtthe common people together as it were in iudgmet, 
_—_—_ yetthey hauing no authoritie ;and before them they accuſed Zachariethat hee had betrayed the 
emnedtÞ.. common wealth vntothe Romans, and that for that intent he had ſentvnto Yeſpaſian : but nei- 
Zelous. ther ſhewed any euidence nor proofe thereof, but onely they affirmed it ro be ſo; and therefore 
would haue credit giuen ynto their words. Wher Zacharieperceiucd that vnder pretence of be- 
ing called vnto iudgement;hce was deceitfully brought into-priſon , and hauingno hope of life, 
yet he ſpared not to ſpeake liberally his minde :but began to ſcorne the rage and pretence of his 
enemies, and purged himſelfeof the crimes whereofhe.was accuſed;and conuerting his ſpeech 
againſt his accuſers, hee laid open all their iniquities, and much lamented the miſeries and trou- 
bles of the Citie.

In the meane while the Zelous gnaſhed their tecth:, and could-{carcdly containethemſelues 
from drawing their ſwords,and were deſirous that their pretended accuſation and indgement 
mightbe endda. Hee alſo requeſted them, who by theſe miſcreantswere appointed his judges, 
to remember iuſtice,notwithſtandiug thoſe dangerous times, The ſcuentie iudges all pronoun- 
Seventieiud- ced that hee was to beabſolued and freed as vnguiltie ; and:rather choſe to die, then ro cauſe his 
oo death who was innocent. This ſentence being. pronounced ;' rhe Zelous began to: ſhoute and

Butneither could Ager Peraiteeiſcape their hands; a:man who in warres againſt the Ro- ger Peraita, 
 manshadſhewed hirmſelfe valianf; who althoughhe often-crted out and ſhewed the ſcars of his 
D wounds reccitied in defence of his countrey; yetthey ceafed:not forall.this maltſhamefully ro 

___ drapgehimthroughthe citie: and being led our of the citie, defpairing,of life, he entreated thax 
he might be buried: But the barbarous people denying his requeſt ſlew.him. Who at his death 
beſought God:that the Ronfans might comeand reuenge it ypon them, and that plague and ta- 
mineand ciuill diſcord might light vpon their citie.

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foe Fares the Fhemaſelues of that which they had done, To whom Yeſpsfia anſwered, thatthey were igrorant G 
world,gozz.. What wasto be done,being rather defirousas irwere ina theater to ſhew their forces 8 ſtrength, 
fe Gr then with him to conſider what was profitableand expedienr. For { faid he ) if we preſently aſ- 
SS ſaulrthem,our comming will make concordamongſtour enemies, ard ſo wee ſhall bring vpon

2> Beſide thar, it ſeemed not that there was ſo much haſte required ro get the victorie: forthe Tews

Many citizens The captainesall conſented, andthoughethis aduice of. 7eſpaſians belt : And preſently it ap- 
roflieche Zea- peared how profitable his counſell was. Forcuerie day manyfled vnto himto.efcape thehands 
ms ofthe Zealous: yet it was hard & digerous to fly,becaule all the waies were garded wich watch- 
F men. Andifanic man vpon any occaſton wharſoener wene raken ypon the way, hee xyas pre- 
ſently killed,as one who intended tohaue fled varothe Romans :yet he that fee'd rhe wazchmen 
with money, eſcaped away fafely ; andheethatdid not, was-counted as a traytor : ſothar.onely 
rich men could eſcape,& the poore were left tothe ſlaughter; The multitude of dead bodiesthat 
layon heapes together was innumerable,& many ofrhem who had fledvnto che Romans,retur- 
The Zextous © againe into the citie,chuſing rather todicthere:for thehopethey had ro beetburied intheir 
yranuze both Natiueſoile,made dearhchereſceme moxetolcrable.Bur they became ſo.cruel,chat rhey neither 
ouerthe living permittedthem who were flainewithin,northem without rhe citi®, to/bee buried. Burlike men 
andthe dead- 14,2r had now determined togerher, with their countrey lawes, toabolifhrhe law.of nature, yea 
- and by their impicrtieto pollute the ſacred diuinity with iniuſtice, lertthe dead bodics rar aboue 
theground : and whoſoeuer attempted to buricaniconeof rhem that wereflaine, whether hee 
weretriend or kinſman , were preſently pur to death, and left vnburied,as men forlaking their 
citic,& flying to the enemie. To be breefe,nothing ſo much increaſed their calamitieas mercie: 
for the wicked people were herewith, as it were prouoked to wrath, whoſe diſpleaſure and cru- 
eltie was extended from the living vntothe dead,8& tro the dead ynto the living. And ſuch feare 
fell vpon the wholecitic,that thoſethar were leftaliue, deemed them happie, that being dead, 
wereat reſt,and freefrom thoſe miſeries:and they that were in priſon, in reſpe&oftherorments 
they endured, thought themſelues vnhappier then they who lay vaburied. All humane juſtice 
was by them perverted, and they ſcorned and mocked at all divine and holy things,and proudly 
derided the oracles of the prophets, eſteeming them as fables and teſts. But hauing now con- 
temned all lawes eſtabliſhed by their forefathers for the puniſhment of vice,& increafing of ver- 
tue,at laſt they found r! attrue which by them was foretold,concerning the deſtruction ofthem 
{clues and their co:intrey. For there was anold prophecy, that when ſedition raigned amongſt 
them, and their owne hands had firſt violated the temple of God and holy things; thar then 
* their citic ſhould be Sepryy* by warre,8& their holy places ſhould bce burned with fire,accor- 
2 dingetothe vie and cuſtome of warre. And the Zealous giuing credit vmto this propheciemade 
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How Gadara was yeelded : and of the maſſacre there.

B thought good) thar he affected principality;and many ioyncd to him tor feare, ſome for fauour 
(for hee had a ſmooth tongue, able to pertwade them varo what he would) many alſo followed 
him ; thinking it bettertharallthe impiety betore committed were laid ro one mans charge in 
articular, then vntoall menin generall. Moreouer;being a valiant man of his hands, andone a- 
ble to giue politike counſell, he wanted not followers, notwithſtanding that many of the con- 
trary faction left him, enuying that hee, who before was their equall, ſhould now be their Lord 
and commander. Fearcallo terrified them from liuing vnder the gouernment of one man, for The greater 
they thought thar if he once preuailed, he could nor eaſily be ouercome: and againe, if he were an ror 
depoſed, that he would pick quarrels againſt chem in the end, becauſe that they reſiſted him in fa&tion tall 
the beginning.

And his | 
army did not only conſiſt in thecues and flaues,but now many people of the countrie came vnto 
him, reuerencing himas thcir Prince and King. So they made excurſions into the Toparchie of 
Acrabatena, and into the greater Idumaa. Forhec had fortified a towne called Nain ivalled a- 
bout, which he vſed for his defencelike a caſtle, And in the valley called Pharan he made many 
caues, and found many already made, and ih theſe cayes he kept his treaſure, and the booties he 
ot: alſo all fruitsof the carth that he robbed and tole,there he laid yp in ſtore; as alſo munition 
ordiuers companies. And now ho man doubred, but that being thus furniſhed with menand 
usfearing rhis,8 deſirous to preuent him whom 
they cuery day did ſec encreaſe his number, and to grow more potent againſt them; they armed 
many of their company, and went outro meet him. Simez was not daunted at this, but boldly K 
incountred them, and gauethem ſo ſharpa battell, that he flew many ofthem in fight; and for- 
ccd the reſt to retirethemſelues into the rowne: yet hauing men ſufficienthe would not beſtege 
the towne; bur firſt of all he purpoſed ro ſubdue Idumza, and ſo accompanied with 20000. ar- 
med men, he haſted towards the bordets thereof. "IE 
The Princes of Idumza vnderſtanding this, preſently aſſembled five and twenty thouſand ar- 
med men: andleauing at home ſufficient ono wb to defend their country againſt the incurſion 
ofthe Sicarij, which held the fortreſſe of Maſſada,they accompanied with this train,wentour & 
expcdted Simons comming intothe borders of their country,where hauing methim they ioined 
battel,;and fought a whole day,yet neither party gotthe victory. Then Simon returned to Nain, 
and the Idumeans home. Not long after Simon with a greater army:then before, aſſaulted the x, 
borders of their countrie, and pitching his tents in a village called Thecue, hee ſent one of his 
companions named Eleazar, to them that kept the caſtle Herodium not farre from that place,to 
ſolicite them to yeeld itvnto him. The garriſon there preſently receiued him into the caſtle, hot 
knowing the cauſe of his comming. But ſo ſooneas he began to perſwade them to treaſon, they 
all purſued him with their drawn ſwords: and he not hauing any place to fly vnto, caſt himſelfe 
from offthe caſtle wal into the valley vnderneath,and fo vreſently he died. The Idumzans ſom- 
thing fearing Simons forces, before they would offer him battell, thought it beſt ro eſpy what 
number of men he had: to effe&t which buſineſs one 7acob a ruler amongſt them offered himſelfe, 
meaningindecdto betray his country to Sm. So departing from Olurus where the Idumzans 
forces were aſſembled, he went vnto Simon,8 firſt of al promiſed him to betray his country vato 
him, recetuing of him an oath, that for reward of this deed he ſhould alwaies be next in dignity 
vnto Simon himſeclte, and ſo hee preſently promiſed to helpe to ſubdue all Idumza. For this 
cauſe he was welcome to Simen andfeaſted liberally, and had great promiſes if hee performed 
that which he offered : and then returned vnto the Idumzans, and fained that Simons army was 
farre greaterthen indeed itwas. And ſo at laſt terrifying the gouernors of his countrey, and the 
people, he by little & little perſwaded them to receiue Stmey, and withoutany more fight yeeld

a multitude, Morcouer, beſides this calamity that he brought vpon Idumza, he exerciſed great 
cruelty and outrage vpon the countrey, and ſo cauſed a greatcr ſpoile therein.

Bur Tit inthe midſt of the fide of the mountaine remained alone, hauing bur a few with him; 
notwithſtanding his friends, who for the loue they bare to their Emperour, ſtayed with him, 

and abode the danger, did earneſtly perſwade hirm to flie from the Tewes,who deſperately ranne ; 
vpon their owne deaths, and not to endanger hiniſelfe for them, who ought rather to abide it CO 


then he: And thatheſhold think vpon his own eſtate, who was not a ſoldier,bur general of them by the lewes, 
all,.and Lord ofthe whole world,and that he ſhould not abide whenall others fled ſo faſt, and in = —_— 
ſuch danger. But he made as though he heard them not,and oppoſed himſelfe againſt them thar ; 
offered to aflault him, ſtriking them vpon the faces, and killing them that made reſiſtance, and 
hee purſued rhem downe the hill,azd fo forced them to retire. The Iewes amazed at his valour, 
did nor yetflic into the Citie, but auoided him on both fides, and fled into the valley : then a- 
gaine purſuing them that fled from them, yer Tiz«s croſſing them as they went hindered rheir -;..c vatour 
purſuit. In the meanetime thoſe that, were encampingthemſelues aboue, ſeeing them beneath againft the 
put ro flight, were diſcomfited, and all fled, thinking that they were not able to reſiſt the ewes, ieves.

the Romanstoenter: and crying thus they alſo caſt ſtones againſttheir countrimen before ſpo- 

ken of, as though they did driue them from the gates ; and they made as though they would by 

force breakthrough the people; and cometo the gates, partly by force, partly by entreating the 

people to permit them. And making many offers to go vnto the Romans; they turned again like 

Thealacrity . mentroubled in minde, and ſtudying what to doe. The Roman fouldiers did not percetue their

| been raiſed higher, had not his liberality who began this building been hindered. Yet againe by 
the Tewes induſtry the ſame wall was raiſed 20.cubits high,the battlements hereof weretwo cu- 
birs high,and the tower 3.cubits,andin all it was 24.cubits high,as before. Vpon the wall were 
three towers 20.cubits broad,and 20.cubits high. built foure-ſquareyery ſtrongly,and was buil- 
ded of as firmea foundationas the wal it ſelfe,which for the building and faire ſtone was nor in- 
feriour tothe temple aboue.

And inthis houſe now atthis time did Simon lodge,who tyraynizcd owerthe 
people. Thethirdtower was, according to rne Queenesname, called Azriamme, the wife of 
Herod,twenty cubires high,all ſolid, andother twenty cubites broad, hauing more magnificent 
and beautifullhouſes and lodgings then the reſt. For the king ſo thoughtit meet, that the tower 
called by his wiues name,ſhould be more beautifull then they who only bare the names of other 
men,likeas they were ſtronger then this that bare the name ofa woman.

Notwithſtanding theſe three towers were of ſuch height, yet by reaſon of their ſituation they _ 
ſeemed far higher : for the ould wall whereupon they were built was placed ypon high ground, 
and the toppe of the hill whereupon they ſtood was aboue thirty cubites high, whereby their 
height,was much increaſed. Thegreatneſſcalſo,was admirable; for it was not ordinary ſtone 
which men might beare,but all white marble,whereof euery ſtone was twenty cubits lopg,and 

tencubites broad, and fiue cubites thicke : and they were ſo coupled one toanother, that cucry

dreth ofthe Nobility. Thevariety ofthe marble it was built withall, was admirable, all ſorts 
being there yſed that wereneuer ſo rare to be found: and thetops of theſe houſes forthe length 
ofthe beames and the beauty thercof paſled all credit; and the multitude of roomes and diuer- 
Gity of buildings,all filled and adorned with houſhould ſtuffeand furniture. And in euery roome 
there were many vellels of gold and {iluer, and many porches round abour, one anſwerable vnto 
another;and pillars-in euery one; Ang there were many pleaſant walkes repleniſhed with diuers 
4; trees.and many walking placcs or allics, all beſet with conduits'that ſpouted vp water on high,

Theporches The building was anſiverable vnto theſe foundations, For all the porches were double, and 
were puutot Euery one was ſupported by pillars, each of them being five and twenty cubirs high, and all of 
ſtone fuſtaing ONE Piece and of white marble : the top wherof was all of Cedar, whoſe naturall beauty forthe 
by pillars. good conioyning of this wood 8 poliſhing thereof,did aſtonith all that beheld it,bringadorned 
neither with painting nor carued workces. Theſe porches werethirty cubires broad : andthe 
compaſſeof them altogether,with the fort of Anronia,was 6.turlongs. All the ground whercon 
ſtood no building was curiouſly wrought & paued with al ſorts of ſtones. The way to the ſec6d 
temple was all encloſed with ſtones of lattice work, which were three cubits high.& moſt beau- 
tifully wroughtalong : in which place alſo were placed certain pillars equally diſtant one from 
another,to ſhew the law of purification ; ſome being written vpon in Latineletters,other fome 
in Greek, forbidding all ſtrangers to enter into the holy place : for the ſecond temple is called 
the holy place. Togo vntothe ſecond from the firſt, one mult pale vp fourteene taires,and ir 
was fourſquare aloft,and encloſed witha wal by it ſelfe ; whoſe out{idebeing for: y cubirs high, 
was all couered with ſtairesto aſcend vp into it; and within,ir was fiue and rwenry c« bits high : 
forall the partof the inner ſide was vnſcen, becauſe it was built on the deſcent of a hil. Atter che 
fourtecne ſtaires there wasa Plaine made leuell with the wall of threc hundreth cubires : trom x 
thence paſſed on five other ſtaires which lead vnto the gates, whereof on the Northiideand the 
A peeuliax South there were eight,fourc on each fide,and two on the Eaſt.For it was neceſſary that there 
Tn. ſhould be a peculiar place for wome ro exerciſe their deuortion in,which alſo was incloſed with 
forreligiou a Wal. And fo it was neceſfary there ſhould be rwo doors: and againſtthe farit gatethere was op- 
fake. poſite vnto it one gate onthe Notth fide, & another on the South, both ſeparated from the reſt, 
wherby one entred the place allotted for women ; for it was notlawfull for any to paſle by any 
other gate yntothe women, neither could they go beyond their own door, becauſe of the wall : 
for that place was common both to the women of that nation, and alſo to all ſtrange women 
that came for religionſake. There wasno gate on the Weſt part, but a wall that reached all a- . 
long in that place. Between the gates were porches oppoſite one againſt another,reaching from x 
the wall vitto thertreaſure houſe, ſupported with great and goodly pillars, being as plain and ful- 
Someof the  Iyas biggeas they belowe. The gates were coucred with gold and(iluer, asalſothe poſts and 
bone of Pohang thereof were,one onely excepted thar was couered with Corinthian braſſe,far ſurpaſ- 
filuer, and one ſing in beauty the other that were coueted with ftluerand gold. In euery gatethere were two 
-— wn doores;cach one thirty cubites high, and fifteene cubites broad : and after rhe entrance where 
'  theyweremadelarger, euery one had oneach fide ſeats thirty cubires long, and large like a 
rower, and forty cubites high, each one ſupported with two pillars twelue cubites thick. And 
all othergates were of like greatnes ; but that which was couerd with Corinthian brafle, which 
was the entrance into the place allotted for the women,& opened into the Eaft gate of the rem- 
ple,doubtleſſe was bigger then the reſt: for it was fifty-cubites high ( the gates whereof were L 
forty cubits)and was more richly adorned then the reſt: forthe couer of gold 8 ſ1luer was thic- 
ker thenit was in the reſt, which Alexander Tiberizs his father had melted, to couer all the nine 
cates.

The Tewes al ſecretly iſſued out ofthe gate by the rower Hippicos, & 
caſtfrc vpon the works, & courageouſly made incurſion vpon the Romans euen vhto the ram- 
pire of their campe. The Romans ſecing what daunger might cnſue, preſcntly aſſembled them» 
{elues,both they chat wereneerc,8 thoſe thatwere far off. The diſcipline of the Romans ouer-

== 529 Hen Titzs commanded the ramme to be ſet vp againſttherower onthe North part of 
= = the citic, whereina craftic and politike Iew accompanied with ten men had hid him- 
 {elfe, allrhe reſt being fled : this Iew was named Caftor. Theſe men hauing lien ſtill a 
while therein their armour.at laſt being afraid and the tower beginning to ſhake, they 
ſtart yp: and CaFor ſtretching foorth his hand , did as it were humbly craue fauour at C eſars 
hands,and witha lamentable voice beſought him to ſparc him. Tic«s ſeeing the mans ſimplicity, 
as hethought,and perſwading himſelfthat the Tews did now repent them of their enterpriſe, he 
cauſed the ram to ceaſe from battery,and the archers to hold their hands;and withall permitted 
{after to ſpeake his pleaſurce.CaFar ſaid, that he defired to come & make a league of peace. And 
Tits an{wered,that he would grant it,ifſo beallthe reſt would doeſolikewiſe;8&thathe would 
preſently confirmealeague of peace betweene him and the city.Fiuc of Caſtors fellowes ſeemed 
to bee willing,and to requeſt the like;butthe other fine counterfaited to withſtand them,crying 
out aloud, that they would never bee flaues vnto the Romans, ſeeing they might dicinlibertie, 
Whileſt Caſtorand his fellowes were debating the matter, the batterie ceaſed. In the meane 
timeCaFor priuily ſent worde vnto Simen , willing him whileſt the batterie ceaſed todeliberate 
what was expedient to be done in this neceffitie : for he a while would deceiue the Roman Em- 7 
perour, and hold him in ſuſpence. And in the meanctime hee ſeemed to cxhort his companions 
thatdenied to embrace thekind offer of Titms:8 they as it were angry hereat, drew their ſwods 
and ſtrooke vpon their corſlets ; and they ſo ſtriken ſeemed to fall down, as though they had bin 
flaine. Tits 8 his ſouldiers were amazed atthis their obſtinacic; for beeing on the lower ground 
they could not well perceiue what was done: and ſo they wondredat their deſperation, & alſo 
pitied their calamity.At this time one ſtrooke CaFor inthe buttock with a dart, 8& Caflor pulling 
it ut ofhis flcſh,ſhewed it vnto the Emperour;& complained of it, as being iniured. Tits pre- 
{ently with ſharp words corrected him that ſhot it, and forthwith would haue ſenr 7oſeph to pro- 
miſe Caſtor pardonand peace.Bur 7oſeph denied to goc,affirming that Cafter only diſſembled, and 
ſo hindred his friends that would haue gone. Atlaſtone Aezeas,who had fled vnto the Romans, 
offered himſelfeto go. Caſtor inuited him, as though hee would giue him ſomething intoken of K 
his true meaning. Then Aeneas opened the skirt of his garment, thinking Caſi#r would haue caſt 
him downeſomething of worth : and when he came vnderneath the —_—_ tookea great 
ſtone and threw it downe ypon him;yet hurt him not, becauſe hee was aware of it, & auoidedthe 
ſtone; but it wounded another ſouldier ſtanding by. Then Ceſar conſidering this deceit, began 
to thinkethat pietie & mercie in warres was hurtfull, 8 that cruelty was not fo cafily deceiued ; 
and ſo being very angry at this deceit, hee cauſedthe wallto bee beaten with the ramme more 
then before.CaFeor and his fellowes perceiuing the tower to ſhake, they ſcrir on fire, and ſo paſ- 
ſed through the flame,and conucied themſclues into a mine of the tower ; ſo that again the Ro- 
mans admired their courage, thinking that they had burned themſclues. 

Tits aſſaulting the wall on this part,took it fiue daies after that he had raken the firſt; and cau- 
ſing the ewes to fly fr6 thence, he accompanied with a thouſand choſen menabour him,entred 
in where the woolmen;8: copperſmiths,8& marchant-tailors dwelt,which place was the new ci- 
tie, hauing only narrow & ſtraight waies to go vnto the wall. And had he preſently beatendown 
a great part of the wall, or according tothe lawes of armesdeſtroicd what hee had gotten, hee 
had obtained the victory without any loſſe on his fide. Yet now hoping the Iewes would yeeld, 
ſeeing that if he pleaſed he might takethem by force,he gaue the more ample & ealie paſlage to 
retire: for he did not thinke that they whoſe good he ſought, would haue bin traitors vnto him.

infants, which was the moſt Iamentable thing ofall. No body had now any compflion, neither 
did they ſpare their deercſt infants,bur ſufteredthem to periſh euen intheir armes, raking from 
them the very drops of life. Yet could they not eat thus in ſuch ſecrecy, bur preſently ſome came 
totake away from them that whercon they fed. Forifin any place they faw any doore ſhut, pre-

tire _ - Romans had then conſumed the whole multitude. The Romans vvere now ſorrowfull fot the 

_ lIoſſeoftheirrampiers,vvho in one houre had loſt thar,which vvith ſuch labour and folong time

amongſt the multirude, and they without feare were anointed therewith, and dranke thereof. I 
will not ceaſe to ſpeake that which griefe compelleth me. I verily thinke that had the Romans 
forborne to haue comeagainſt theſe ſeditiovs, that either the earih would haue ſwallowed the 
citie vp, or ſomedeluge haue drowned it, or elſe the thunder & lightning which conſumed So- 
dome would haue light vpon ir : forthe people of the citie were farre more impious then the 
Sodomites. In bricte, by their deſperation and: obſtinacy the whole nation was cxtinguiſhed. 
What necd I recount cuery particular miſery? Maynews the ſon of Lazarus flying to Tits out of 
the gate that was committed vnto his cuſtody, and yeelding himſelfe vato him, recounted vnto 
. Titwothat from the timethat the Romans army was placed neer the citie, from the 14.day of A- 
prill, vntill the firſt of Tuly, were carried out of that gate he kept, a hundreth, fifteene thouſand 
and foureſcore dead bodies; yet was not he the keeper of the gate; but being appointed-to pay 
for the burying ofthe deadat the charges ofthe citie, was forced to number the dead bodies. 
For others were' buried by their parents, and this was their buriall, rocaſt them our of the citie, 
Sizhundreth andthereletthem lie. And certainenoblemen flying vnto Titws after him, reportedthat there 
thouſanddead Were dead in the citie 600000. poore fulkes which were caft out of the gates, and the others 
carcafles caſt that died were innumerable:and that when fo many died that they were not able to bury them, "- 
out ofthe city pat then they gathered their bodies together inthe greateſt houſes adioyning, and there ſhut 
chem vp.

ofthe temple, and theflame preſently aroſe : which cauſeda great cry amongft the Tewes, ex- 


preſſing their calamity, andeuery one haſted ro extinguiſh the fire; now neither accounting'of 
their liues nor forces, _— loſtthar for which they ſo fought. Newes hereof was preſently [, 
brought vnto Tits by one who came from the fight, who then was reſting in his tabernacle,and 
he preſently aroſe and ran vnto the temple to hinder the fire, and all the capraines after him; 


- whereat the ſouldiers being terrified followed, and therearoſea great cry and tumult in that ar- 


my being vnordered. Ceſar both with voyce and hand madea figneynto the ſouldiers,thatwere

And the flamenot hauing yet pearced in- EY 
rotie inner part of the temple, nor yet conſumed the houſes and roomes about it, he deemed ws ape vn 
that as yet it might be preſcrued: wherfore himſelfe came & entreated the foldiersto extinguiſh ooh ee 
the fire: commanding Liberals the Centurion of his guard to bear thoſe with a trunchion that 
would not be obedient, and driue them away. But their fury and the rageof warre, and che ha- 
tred they bareagainſt the Iewes, ouercame in themall Ceſarscommands,and feare of them tl:ar 
forbadechem. Many were incited fo to doe hoping of ſome booty, thinking thar all the temple 

B within was full of money, becaule they ſaw the gates of gold. Morouer, a certaine ſouldter, 
when Ceſar ſought to quenchrhe flame, fired the poaſtes aboue the doores: and preſently the 
flame appearing within, Ceſar and the'Capraines departed, and ſo euery one ſtood looking vp- 
on it, andno man ſought toextinguith it. Thus the temple was burnt againſt Tirzs his will. And 
although eucry man will iudge it a lamentable caſe, in ſuch a building ſurpaſſing all that euer 
was ſcene or heard of, both in greatneſſe, workmanſhip, coftlineſſe and plenty of all things; in 
this yet we may comfort our ſelues, in that the deſtinies had ſo determined. For neither liuing 
creatures, nor places, nor buildings can auoid their deſtiny. One may alſo admire the exact and Howmany 
iuſt reuolution of time : for it was now deſtroyed in the ſame moneth,and on the ſame day that JEreaonert 
the Babylonians firſtdeſtroyed it: and fr6 that time that Salomon beganthe firſt temple vnto the the firit buil. »

the multitude of blood there ſhed ſurpaſſed the fire. Many that were ſlaine were couered with , 
them that flew them, and all the ground was ouerſpread with dead bodies, ſo that the ſouldiers 
ranne ypon the dead bodies to purſue them that fledde. At laſt the theeues hauing driuen the 
Romanes without the temple, ghev rannc into the citie ; and the reſt of the people that were 
left, fled in:o the outward porch. And many of the Prieſts firſt vſed ſpits, and then their ſeats 

F made of lead, in ſteed of darts againſt the Romans; at laſtnothing atall preuailing, and the fire 
falling vpon them, they went vnto a wall eight cubits broad, and there ſtaied. Yet two of the 
nobles, when they might either haue fled vnto the Romans, and there haue been ſaued, or elſe 7 vonoble | 
haue endured like fortune with the reſt, they notwithſtanding caſt themſelues intothe fire, and feluesintothe 
ſowere burnt with the temple: one of them was named Meiermethe ſon of Belza, the other Wſeph fire-

_—"— ſauce a few, that leaping downe to auoid the fire, were ſlaine in the fall, ſo thatno one eſcaped of 
all that multirude. A certain falſe Prophet was cauſe of all their deaths, who the ſame day prea- H 
ched inthe Citie, and commanded them to goe into the temple, and behold fignes of their de- 
Falſeprophers liucrance: for many falſe Prophets were then ſuborned by the tyrants, to perſwadethem to EX- 
ſubarnedby pect Gods help, thereby to hinderthem from flying to the Romans, and to cauſe the ſouldiers 
I fight morevaliantly todefend their citie. Men eaſily belceue andare credulous in aduerſity, 
ſo.that if any deceitfull perſon promiſe deliuerance out of calamity, he that ſuffereth miſerie is 
full of hope thereof.

B Romans, Titzs was hereargreatly enraged,tharthey being'in manner capriues, ſhould impoſe 
vpon him conditions.as though they werevictors ; and commandedacrier to tell them, thar 
henceforththey ſhould not leeynto him;nor hope that hewovuld pardon them : for hee would 
ſpare nothing, willing them with all their forces to fight and ſaue themſelues as chey could, for 
he would now in all things vſethe law of armes : and fo he permitted the ſouldiers to facke the The ſouldiers 
City and ſet it on fire.

thetemple, ro make tapeſtry or hangings, among which alſo was ſome Cinamon, Caſſia,and many other o- 
doriferous things,whereof were compounded ſweet odors to be offred to God. Heallſo deliue-

- gant malefactors,did now tremble and quake,ſo thatit was pitiful to ſee ſucha change in them, 
though they were wicked perſons. Andthey endeuouredto aſlaile the wall that 7z## -had builc 
to compaſle the whole city withal:bur ſeeing themſclues forſaken ofall thoſethat were wont to 
bee truſty vnto them, eucry one fledde whither neceſſity did driue him.

Thenumber (RESSBJHc number of all the capriues that weretakenduring the whole time of warre, was 
* copanes a = 97000 : andthe number of all that died & wete ſlain during the ſtege,was 1100000, 
lathe $39 Wy the moſt of them being Iewes by nation, but not inhabitants of that place. For bee- 
ſiege ofthe — Ga ing aſſembled together from all parts to the feaſt of vnleauened bread, preſently and 
wk on a ſudden they-wereenuironed with war, and firſtof all a plague fell among them by reaſon 
of the ſtraightnes of the place, and immediately after,famine,worſe thenit. And that the City 
was capable of fo many men it is euident, for that Cefti#s beforenumbred them ; who, deſirous 
to fignifie the flouriſhing eſtate and ſtrength of Teruſalem vnto Xers, who contemned our nati- 
on, requeſted the high prieſts, that if poſſibly they could they ſhould numberallthe people in 
their city : and that yponthe feaſt of Eaſter, when they killed offrings from the ninth houre of 
theday vntill the eleuenth (and to car a lamb not fewer then ren perſons wereaſſembled, for it 
is not lawfull to feaſtalone,yea,many times 20.are ina company ) they numbred 256000, and 
500.0blations or lambs to be kild ; ſo that if wee reckon to cuery lambeten men, thenumber a- 
mounts to 2700000.menall purified whole and found : for it was not lawfull for any that were 
lepers,or had afluxe of ſeed, nor women that had the monthly tearmes, to eat of that ſacrifice, 
nor for any ſtranger,except he came thither for religion ſake. And this multitude wasafſembled 
together from other places,and was there by the prouidenceof God ſhut ypas it were ina pri- 
ſon. And the city bcing filled with men of war was befieged,that the number of them that were x 
wo ſlaine paſſed all that cuer periſhed, cither by any plague ſent from God,or by the means of men, 
TheRomans who were partly openly ſlaine,partly taken by the Romans : who ſearching thevaults,and ope- 
ons ba ning the ſepulchres, ſpared none they mette withall. Therealſo were found morethen 2000, 
vaults finde whereof ſome ſlew themſelues with their owne hands, other-ſome kild by others, the reſt peri- 
muchtcealure ſeq by famine. The ſtink of dead bodies was ſo great,that many minding to go and ſearch the 
forcſaid places,and being entred into them,were forced to retire: yet others for lucre ſake trea- 
ding on thedead carcafles, ſearched the dead bodies, if they could find any thing : formuch ri- 
ches were hid in the vaults, and couctouſneſle omitted no way to gaine. Moreouer,many were 
taken out from thence, whom the tyrants had bound, who cuen in their extreamity ceaſed nor 
Tohnand Si- to tyrannize : yet God plagued them both according to their deſerts: for 70hn being now almoſt 4 
mon pre", . tamithed with his brethren in a vault, befoughtthe Romansto ſauc his life. And Sworn, hauing 
vanies. long ſtriuen with neceſlity,as we ſhall hereafter make mention of;ar laſt yeelded himſelfe, who 
was kept for thetriumph ; and hn was condemned to perperuall priſon. Thea they deſtroyed 


the wals, and fired the outward parts of the City. 
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EIJHus was leruſalem takenitheſecond yeere of Yeſpsſiaperaigne; onthe eight day. of Sep- 
ty [Ad cember, and hauing beene/alf&adie fiue times before-ſurpriſed , ir was fwallyagaine de- ,,_ co.

But before them the'King of Porledaras at 
z Babylondeftroyed it, when hee had inioyed the fare, zchouſand three hundreth and threeſcore more tacks. 
yeeres;, eight moneths and fixe daies after it wasfirſt built ;'biithee thar firſt built" irivas'one 
of the Princes of the Cananeans;inhis owne langiiage called the'tuſt king:Forhe indeetitveks fog cles: «7 
& therfore was the firſt Prieſt that ſacrificed vnts God; anddedicatingaTemple;calledehe Ci- '* 7 
tie Solyma': but Dauid theking of the Iewes hauing driuen outthe Carikritatis; gave io vate his <1 
people to bee inhabited, and af.er foure hundreth threeſcorefoure yeeres and-three njoneths;it IHh3.07 5 
was deſtroyed by the Babylonians: & from king David who was the firſFlew' that raighed there, 
vntill the time that 7 deſtroyed it, werea thouſand one hundred ſeurntie& nine yeeres,and 
from the time that it was firſt erected vntil it was by him deſtroyed, weretwo thouſand'one hun- 
_ dred and ſeuentic ſeuen yeeres : yet neither the antiquitienor riches, northe fame thereof now 
c& ſpread all ouer the world,nor the glorie of religion did any thing profit or hinder it,from being 
deſtroyed.Such was the end of the beſteging of Teruſalem. When there was none left ro kill,nor . 
any thing remaining for the ſouldiers to get,& thatnow there was nothing,againſt which the ſol 
diers could ſhew their outrage(for they would haue ſpared nothing thar they could haue ſpoy- 
Icd) Ceſar comaunded themto deſtroy the City & Temple,onely yet leauing ſtanding certaine : + . - 
rowers,that were more beautifull and ſtronger thenthe reſt, ro wit, Phaſaclus, Hippicos , and TheRomans- 
Mariamme;and the wall that was on the Weſt ſide; meaning thereto keepe a garriſon, atid:that I 
they ſhould be monuments of the Romans vertue, who had ſurpriſed a City ſo well fortiiegas it «the temple. 
appeared by them; All the reſtofthe Citie they ſo plained;that they who had not ſeene ir before, 
_-- would not belceue that it had been euer inhabited. This was the end of their madneſs, whowere 
D alwaics ginen vnto ſedition in Teruſalem;a moſtworthie Citie and famous amoneſtall nations.

>> Acſar ſent Zucixs Baſilius into Tudzato bee Licutenant there, who receiuing an armic of 
3 Cereals Vetilianus , hee tooke the Caſtle and garriſon of Herodium , being yeclded vnto 
= him.After this, gathering together all his armie, who were diſperſed in diuers places of 
the Countrey,he with the tenth legion purpoſed to warre againſt Macherm,; for he thought i:ne- 
ceſfarie to deſtroy that caſtle, leaſt that for the ſtrength it might moue many to rebell:for by rea- 
ſon of the ſituation of the place, they that were in ir, had certaine hope of their ſafetic, and thoſe 
thatſoughtto afſavit ir, were in great danger. For it was built vpona rockethat was excecding 
high,which made it almoſt inexpugnable; and nature had ſo deuiſed, thar it is hard to come vn- 
to it, who hath enuironed it roundabout with vallics, ſo deepe,that the bottome thereof cannot 
beedeſcried,neither could one paſſe ouer them, nor fill them vp : for that which is onthe Weſt 
part isthreeſcore ſtounds large,and endeth at the lake Aſphaltites,8 on this ſide Aacherus hath 
a verie high proſpect,and it is inuironed on the North and South with vallies of the like meaſure 
that the formeris, whereby it is impoſſibleto winne the Caſtle : but that vallie which is on the 
Eaſt fide, is at leaſt a hundreth cubits deepe,&it endethvpon a mountaine neere vnto Machers. 
King « Mexander {ccing the nature of the place did their build a Caſtle , which afterward Gabi- 
niue in the warreagainſt CAriſobulus deſtroyed.But Herod when he was King, iudged this place I 
Herodinoire. WOIthieto be fortified, asa principall defence againſt the neighboring Arabians. For it wasapr- 
pethMacherus 1Y fituate vpon a mountaine,where one might bchould their borders: wherefore making a large 
with agreat wall, hebuilded a Citie there in the place that men doe enter vnto the Caſtle: healſo compaſſed 
walsroners. theyeric top thereof with another wall, 8 inthe corners he placed towers that were threeſcore 
cubites high, and in the verie middeſt of all he built a palace, for largeneſſe and beautie admira- 
"M8 ble,and made many Ceſterns to recejue water in conuenient places,which ſerued the people a- 
fore of arrows POUNdantly,as it were ſtriving with nature, that the places which he had made inexpugnable, he 
andotheren- by Art might make places more ſtrong then that was. He alfo laid vp there in ſtore, arrowes and 
_— his _— , and made all prouifion wherewlith the Inhabitants might beeable ro hold outa great 
ICge. he K 
Rue,ofadmi- Inthe Kings palace,there grew the herb called Rue,which was verie admirable forthe great- 
rable greatnes neſſe, for there was no figgertree taller or broader then it : and it was reportcd that it had con- 
tinued eucrfince Herods time, and had endured longer, had notthe Iewes, Inhabitants of the 
place cut it downe. Inthevallie that lieth onthe North fide of the Citie, there is a place called 
Baaras, wherealſo groweth a roote of the ſame name, the colour wherof reſembleth the flame, 
How Baarzs is and it ſhineth at night like the Sunne beames, and is not caſte to bee pulled vp, tillthat one caſt 
to be gathered vpO it the vrine ofa woman or her flowers: which done,whoſocuer toucheth it is ſure to die,ex- 
cept hee carrie the roote hanging on his hand. Tr is alſo gathered another way without danger, 
after this manner. They diggeall round abour it, fo that they leaue a verie little of the root coue- 
Anotherfahi- red with carth, & then they tie a dogge vnmtoit, which ſtriuing ro follow his maſter who. maketh 
on how todig as though he would goe away, he caſily pulleth vp the roote, and the dogge preſently dieth,as it 
the rote. ere in his ſtead that ſecketh ro getir, ſothat afterwardnonethathandleth it or rakethit, neede 
toſtand inany fearetherof. This þerb notwithſtanding al this danger is diligently ſought our for 
the vertue it hath. For it driueth away diuels (which are the ſpirits of wicked men) out of mens 
bodies;if it be but applied vnto them,wheras otherwiſe if they had no helpe,theſe diucls poſleſ(- 
ſing their bodies would killthem. Out of thar place alſo doe ſpring certaine hot waters, verie 
different in taſte one from another;for ſome are bitter,ſome ſweete,there are alſo ſources of cold 
& waters,one neerc vnto another in a Plaine : butwhich is moſt admirable,there isa caue hard by, 
Kot bathes. - ot verie deepe,cnuironed with ari etninent rocke aboue, fr6 the which there cometh asir were 
two dugges or paps,hard by one another , and out of the one of them there floweth verie colde 
water,out of the other verie hot; which mingled together make a pleaſant bath, & ſerue to cure 
many diſeaſes. and eſpecially helpeth all paines of the ſinnewes.In the ſame place alſo are mines 
of Sulphure and Alume.

to flie againe and retire in ſafetie, himſelfe being alwaics the laſt that ſo retired. Ithappened one 
day thar the fight being ended,and both parts parted, hee as it vvere contemning all men,and 
thinking that none of his enemies durſt vndertake to combate yvith him,ſtaied without the gate 
ſpeaking to them that were vpon the wall,and giuing great attention vnto them. Then one R#- 
fwsan Acgyptian one of the Roman army,eſpying this opportunity rannevpon him ſo ſuddenly 

C that heat vnawarcs tooke him allarmed as he was, & they vpon the wals ſtood amazed, whileſt 
Rufus led him vnto the Romans campe. Then the Generall of the Romans cauſed him to be led elearars cala: 
into a place,wherc they in the Citie might ſee him,&thereto haueall his cloaths taken off him, a —— 
and whipped; and the misfortuneof this young man did greatly diſcourage the Tewes,& all the RO. 
citie was reſolued into teares forthe calamitie of that one man. Baſſus ſecingthis, hee deuiſed ſelues. 
this counſellagainſt them ; forhee ſought to mooue them ſoto compaſſion, that forto faue him -. 
they ſhould yeeld their caſtle: which fell out as he deſired. For he preſently commandeda croſle 
to be ereted.asthough he would preſently haue crucified Eleazar: which ſightgreatly mooued 
them in the Caſtle to ſorrow : ſo that now with lowd cries they lamented, faying thatthis cala- 
mitie was inſupportable. Then Eleazar beſought them notto deſpiſe him, vvho was now todie 

D a motmiſerable dearh: & moreouer to prouide for their owne fafctie in yeelding the caſtle vn- 
to the Romans vertucand fortunate ſucceſle. | 

Then they mooued with his words,& manyalſo within the Citie intreating for him ( for he 
came of agreat parentageand had many kinsfolks ) though contrarieto their natures, compal-- 
ſion took place inthem:and ſo ſending ſome of their eompanie ſpeedily, they defircd to parley, 
afhrming they would yeeld their caſtle ypon condition that they might fafely depart away, and 
Eleazay might bee likewiſe reſtored vnto them. Which offer of theirs the Romans accepted; 
and the Iewes in the lower part of thecitie hauing intelligence of this couenant, reſolued them 
ſelues to flie away in thenight:bur ſo ſoone asthey had opened their gates,thoſe that had agreed | 
with Baſſ gaue him intelligence thereof;cither enuying that their countrimen ſhould eſcape, 5, mounting

R459 N thefourth yeere of Yeſpaſians raigne, it happened that CAntiothneking of the Coma- 
EeknniusPe- =) S genes with all his family tell into great miſerie vpon this occaſion. Ceſennius Petws go- 
eus prefidens 3 ucrnourof Syria(cither for enuic,or forthat indeed it was fo, for it is not well knowne) 
— gg ſent letters vnto Ceſar declaring vn:o him that CAmiochws was determined to reuolte from the 
chus betore Romans;together with his ſonne Epiphanes , and had madea league with the king of the Par« 
Cziar, thians,and that therefore it was necefſarie to preuent them intime, leaſt that if they firſt began 
to reuolt openly, they mighttroubleall the Romane Empire with watrres. Cafar did not neg- 
Ie theſenewes, forrhatthe neercneſle of both the kings countrics one to another, ſeemedto 
require-thatthey ſhould be quickely preuented : for Samoſarathe greateſt Citie of Comagena 
is atuateypon Euphrates, which might both eaſily receiue the Parthians, & bea ſtrong hold for K 
them, and alſo there they mighr eatily paſſe ouer the river. Wherfore Feſpafian belecuing it per- 
mitted him to doe what he thought expedient : and he foofthwith, Anrrochus thinking nothing, 
ſuddenly entred into Comagene, with the {txt legion, and certaine other companies of footmen 
and troupes of horſemen, accompanied with Ari#tobulus king of Chalcidis, and Sohemus king 
Antiochusis of Emeſa, who came to afhſt him. Sothey entred the countrie without any fight, for none of

For at that timethe Sicarians had confpired dgainſt them thar obeyed the 
Romans,and inallthings viedthem like enemies, taking 8&driuing away their goods, and firing 
their houſes,affirming that they did not any thing differ from ſtraungers,who betrayed the liber- 
-- tie of their countrey rather then they would fight forit., &thatthey had rather haue them war 
E on thc Rgitians ſide. But that wasonely an excuſe to hidetheiruarice & injurious dealing,as the 
proofe iiade manifeſt, for they themſelues teuolted 8 bare arnies againſt the Romans, and their 
enterpriſes againſt the Romans were worſetheii the reſt; and when. their firſt forged pretence 
was known & confured, they did rage more then before againſt thoſe that vpbraided them with +, .;,_.

| rences of 5000.yeares. And-far that I ſeethereare diuers,who (be- 
7” ' ing too much addicted and ſeduced by the ſcandalous blaſphemies 
| ZZ 4 and reports which ſome of thoſe whoare lewdly affected towards 
vs,haue publiſhed againſt vs) haue miſconceited and misbeleeved that which I haue written of K 
out antiquiry, and labour toapproue ournationto be moderne, becauſe none of the moſt anci- 
ent and moſt renown'd Hiſtoriographers among the Grecians haue thought our anceſtors wor- 
thy to be enrowled.in their writings : I haue for theſe cauſes held it a- part of my duty to write 
ſome ſhort treatiſe hereupon ; both to reproue theeuill intent and affected lying ofthoſe our ca- 
lumners, as alſoto.carrect their ignorance, by teaching thoſe who are defirous to knowe the 
truth,whar the originall of aur nation is. For proofe whereof, I will produce no otherteſtimo- 
ny then thoſe,who from antiquity haue been iudged worthy of creditamong the Greckes; lay- 
ing open before their cies,tharthey,who haue flanderouſlyand falfly written againſt vs,are con- 
uicted by their ownemouthes : I willalſo enforce my ſelteto expreſle the cauſes, why very few 
Gtecians haue madermentio pf vsin their hiftories: and moreouer,l wil make it known to thoſe [ 
whoare ignorant (either in effe& or in pretence) who they haue beenthat omittednot our Hi- 
Nory- Firſt of all therefore, I donor alittle maruel at thoſe, who(in'reſpe&tofantiquiry)ſuppoſe 
that the truth ought onely to be gathered from the Greeks : andthatthey iuſtly may claime the 
honour and knowledge of faithfull wriring, whereas they neither youchſafe either vs, or any 0- 
thers,the credit or truth in that we ſer downe, although Iam ableto proue, that all things haue 
fallen out quite contrary. For which cauſe irbehoueth vs notto leok to-mens various opinions, 
but to examin that which is right, and gather the ſame by the effects. For whatſocuer is ſet down 
by the Greeks is new,and of late memory,and hath been brought to execution, in a manner but 
yeſterday : I meanethe foundations of Cities, the inuentions of Arts, and the deſcriptions of 
Lawes, and the lateſt practice amongthem hath been, and 1s, the diligent trauell in Hiſtory. M 
But amongſt the Egyptians, Chaldees and Phcenicians (for I preſume not to compare my 
countrimen with them) as they themſclues confeſle, the memory of their writings is moſt an- 
cient afd infallible. For all theſe nations dwell in ſuch countries as are not ſubierothe corrup- 


tion ofaire ; and haue carefully prouided, that none of thoſethings that haue bin done by them

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A ſhould ſleep in obſcurity, but ſhould be kept in memory in the publike writings of the learnedſt | 
men : whereas innumerable corruptions haue crept in among the Greeks,by which rhe memg- Innumerable 
ry of things forepaſled,is defaced.Bur they alwaics who haue cſtabliſhednew eſtates,haue cach jnudea 
of them ſuppoſed in their owne behalfe,that whoſocuer was of theirs, hee was the rſt of the Greece.

But it may be ſaid, that I taske my ſelfe to a fruitlefſe labour, if T ſhould gocabout to informe 
thoſe whoare better experienced then my ſelfe, in how many points Hellznicus differeth from 
Acufilawsas touching the Genealogy : in how many places Ac«filaus hath correfted Herodorws ; 
or how Ephoris hath approued that Hellanicws wasa lier in the greater part of that which hee re- 
citeth, Ephorws hath beene reproued by Timens, and in generall, all they haue taxed Heredotwe.

Seeing therefore thar both the Egyptians and Babylonians long time ſince vſed all diligence 
in writing, inſomuch as their prieſts were hereunto enioined, who did moſt curiouſly intreat of 
all ſuch points : the ſame alfo did the Chaldees amongſt the Babylonians, and the Phoenicians 
alſo (inhabiting amongſtthe Greeks) vied lawes (both concerning priuate and publike affairs) x 
which, becaiſeallmen confeſle it, I will omit to ſpeake of, I let paflealfo ro recount whar care 
our nation had of this point (no doubt greater then thoſe nations aboue mentioned had ) char- 
ging our high prieſts and prophets to execute this oftice, which cuſtome hath been obſcrued c- 
uen vntill this ourage : yea(and if I may preſume lo far) will be obſerued in all ſucceedingages, 
as by the ſcope of my ſpeech cnſuing I will endeuour to make manifeſt. For ournation did not 
onely depute this office to the moſt tuſt men amongſt them inthe beginning, and vnto ſuch as 
were alwaies ready to appeale the heauy diſpleaſure and wrath of God kindled againſt them ;

his Genealogy.,and that he is deſcended from prieſts. This cuſtome is not onely of force in Iew- 
ry,our owne country,but whereſocuer elſe any of our nation inhabit, as in Egyptand Babylon , 
and in any other place,where continually the prieſts in their marriages haue this reſpect, notto 
marry with any woman that is not of their owne line, and they ſend vnto Ieruſalem the name & 
pedigree of the woman whs they haue maried,and all teſtimony hereof which they can deduce 
from heranceſtors. Now if wars moleſt our nation (as often they hauc)in the time of Antiochus, 
ſurnamed Epiphanes,of Pompey the great. 2uintilins Yaro,and cipecially inthis our age, then thoſe 
prieſts who ſuruiue makenew Genealogies,and pedigrees out of our holy writ for the foreſaid 
women,thatare not deuoured by the fury of war. For they come vnto theſe women.not fearing x, 
the company of ſtrangers amongſt whom they liue : yea,thiss an euident token of the pricſts 
integrity,that euery prieſt during the reuoJution of 2000. yeeres are regiſtred rogether with the 
Theprieſts Dames of their fathers, and if any one do erre or falfiticany of thethings beforeſaid , hee is then 
amongſt the - intcrdicted from the altar,and from exerciſing any prieſtly function. So that in the writings of 
_— ſuch men allthings muſt of neceſſity betrue,and as they ought to befor that neither all men are 
ſiredwithrhe Permitted to write,nor yet any diſſonance and diſagreement is found intheir writings. For ſuch

Moreouer, it is eutdent, that to the former works we gineas great credit, asto the things we our : 
ſelues write; & notwithſtanding they hane bin ſolong written, yer.in all thattimeno man durſt 
preſume citherto alter or to blot out any thing therein contained. For all Tewes euen from their 
B cradle do belecue theſe books to bee ſacred, holy, and diuine, and therefore doe giue all credit 
poſſible vnto'them, and ſo would willingly ſuffer death, rather thento doe the contrary. Many 
captiues alſo of.our nation hauec already bin cruelly rormented, and diuers waies put to death'in _ 
open theaters,only for thatthey would not comitany thing cither in word or deed againſt theit . _, .

- Thus haue I (as Ithought ir neceſſary) made adigreſſion to fhew how they are ableto per- 
forme their word,who diſcrediting my hiſtory,promiſetoſet downe truth in writing. Ihaue al- 
ſo ſufficiently (as I think)demonſtrated, that the regiſtring of things is more ancientamongſt 0- 
Two things ther nations, then amongſtche Grecks. I willnow firſt of alldiſpute againitthoſe, who with all 
—_— * mightand maine labour to prooue our nation of no antiquitie, forthat (as they ſay) no Grecke 
Writer maketh any mention of it. This done, I will bring foorth proofe and teſtimony of the 
antiquity hereof out of other Writers, and ſo I will ſhew that their tongues are no ſlander, who 
ſeek todiſcredit ournation. Firſt therefore our nation neither inhabitetha country bordering 
vpon the ſea,neitherare we delighted in merchandiſe,nor for this cauſe wearied with pilgrima- 
es from place to place.But our citics are ſituate far from the ſea in amo? fertil ſoile, which we 
Thelewscare till with all induſtry,and our wholc endeuours are how to get food for our children,and to keep 
to bring yÞ n, OUr countrey lawes, and how to leauc vnto our poſterity the knowledge of piety, which worke 
The ancient we think all our age ought to beimploicd in. Beſideall this before mentioned, we hauca forme 
—_—_ of liuing,different from all other nations:al which concurring tegethcr,we had no necd to traf- 
ficke with the fick with the Greeks,as the Egyptians and the Phoenicians doe, who giue themſelues ro bargai- 
Grecians. ning and merchandiſeonely for the couctouſnes of mony. Neither were our anceſtors deligh- 
red in thefts and robberies,nor did our fathers make warre vpon any nation for deſire of larger 
poſleſſions,notwithſtanding our country was furniſhed with many thouſands of ſtrong warlike 
men.Wherefore the Phaenicians failing vnto the Greeks totrafficke with them they were thus I 
made knowne vnto them,and by them the Egyptians,and all other nations, who failing vpon the 
ſeas,brought merchandiſe into Grecce. The Medes alſo and Perſians were known vnto them, af- 
ter ſuch timeas they openly raigned ouer Aſia,and the Perfians warred cucnto the other oppo- 
{itecontinent. | 
Moreouer,the Greeks knew the Thracians becauſethey were their neighbours,and the Scy- 
thians by ſayling to Ponrus, and finally all that were diſpoſed to write,knew all the nations bor- 
dering either vpon the Eaſterne and Weſterne ſeas; but ſuch as dweltfarrefrom the ſea and ſea- 
coaſt, were longtime vnknown,as alſo appears in Europe : for neither Thacidides nor Herodotwe , 
nor any other of that time, maketh any mention of Rome, notwithſtanding that ſo long fince ic 
= = was ſo mighty,and made ſo great wars : yetar laſt, with much ado the Greeks heardot it. Yea, x 
knowntothe Their moſt curious Writers,and namely Ephorws, were {0 "um of the Frenchmen and Spani- 
Greekes. ards,thatthey thought the Spaniards to bee a people onely denominatedof onecity, wherein 
Certain Hi- they inhabired, whereas the whole world now knowerth them to inhabite avaſt countrey, and a 
_—_—_ reat part of the weſtern world. Likewiſe,che ſaid Greek Writers relatethe maners of the fore- 
edobe Lid peopleto beſuch,as neither are,nor were cuervied among them. And the onely cauſe why 
onclyone they were ignorant of the truth, was tie diſt»nce of the place, and theſe Writers would ſeem to 
_ tell ſomething which others of former time had not ſpoken of. No maruel therforethough our 
nation was vnknowne,and none of them in their weriungs made any mention of vs, becing both 
ſofar from theſea,and liuing after a diff-rent many. $7 BENE | 
Put caſe therefore that I denied the Greeks to bee of any antiquity,and toproue my affertion 7, 
ſhould conclude their nation tobe moderne, for that our hiſtories madeno mention of them, 
would they not laugh at this reaſon, and vie the teſtimonie of their neighbour nations toprouc 
Argumentsto theirantiquity * I therfore wil do the like,& vie the teſtimony. of the Egyprians & Phoenicians, 
rouethe whoſe records the Greekes cannot deny. 'Forall Egyptiggs in generall are our enemies, :and a- 
ener cher mong the Pheenicians they eſpecially of Tyre;Which I cannot ivſtly fay ofthe Chaldees,who 
theGreekes, haue been Princes ouer our nation, and becauſe of their affinity and alliance with our countri- 
men, hauc in their Chronicles made mention of the Iewes. Yet when I haue prooued what [ 
nowauerre,and refelled the ſlanderous reports againſt vs, I will then alſo ſhew who amongſtthe 
Greeks ſpeake of vs, that ſo the Greeks may alſo bee depriued of this ſhift and refuge, to excuſe 
their malicjous lies falſely forged againſt our nation. And firſtof all I will begin with the wri- M

At this time alſo lived Abdemonu altcruant vntothe king, who was wontto expound the pa-' 
rables,which king Salomon of Ieruſalem ſent vato king Hiramws : now how long ir-was from this 
kings time till the building of Carthage, we may thus calculate. After the death of Hiram, his 
ſon BeleaFartms, ſucceeded him,who liued forty and three yeares, and raigned ſeuen : afterhim 
his ſonhe _Abdaitartze, who liued twentie yeares, and raigned nine , but this king was treache- 
rouſly flaine by the foure ſonnes of his nurſe, the eldeſt of whom raigned twelue yeares. Next 
whom, cA#artusthe ſonne of Feleaſtartrs,who lined fifty and foure yeares, and raigned twelue: 
after him ruled his brother £A4#Zarimmns, who lived fifty and foure yeares, and fate itthe king- 
domenine, then hee was ſlaine of his brother Phelletes, who raigned eigat monethes;.and li- 
C uecd fiftie yeares, and was flaine by a Prieſt of Aſtarta named Jthobalus, who lined threeſcore and 
eight, and raigned thirtie two yeares: him ſucceeded hisſonne Badezore:, who liued fortie flue 
ycares,and raigned fixe yeares, to him ſucceded his ſonne Mettinus,who lived thirtierwo years, 
and raigned nine. After him Pjgmalion who liued fhifcie fixe yeares, and raigned fortie ;-in the 
ſcauenth yeare of whole raigne, his ſiſter Dido builded a Citie in Africa, and named it Car- Ca 
thage : ſo that from the time of king Hiram ynto the building of Carthage, is by this compu- gujreuSatrick 
tariona hundreth fifiie flue yeares, and two monethes : and for as much as the temple of Ieru- by Dido Vig- 
ſaleni was built in the twelfth year of Hiramws his raigne,the computation ofthe time ſince that 3®'0ns ler. 
yearevntill the building of Carchage is 14.3. yeares, and eight moneths. What need we alledge 
more, ſeeing this teſtimonie of the Phoenicians? Thetruth is now ſufficiently made manifeſt :

I wil now ſpeak of that which the Chaldees writ of vs intheir Hiſtorics;which do much agree Beroſus the i 
inall other matters with thoſe of our nation.-And firſt let Beroſws be my witnes,who was a Chal- Hiſtoriogra- 
dean born, yet a man famous & knowne vntoallthatloue learning,tor he in the Grecian tongue _— GH 
did write Aſtronomie,and the Chaldees Philoſophie. Beroſzs imitating the moſt ancient Hiſto- 
ries writcth of the Deluge, and how mankind was therein extinguiſhed,and he in all things imi- 
rater Moſes. He alſo ſpeaketh of the Arke wherein our forefather was preſerued, and afirmerh 
thatir was carried into the tops of the mountaines in Armenia: after this hee: proſecuterh the 
E Genealogie of all that raigned fiom Ave, vatill Nabwlaſſarws king of the Babylonians & Chalde- , Ie 
ans, He likewiſe ſetteth down how long euery one raigned,and in proſecuting the deeds of this jcher ro Nu 
king hc recounteth how he ſent his ſonne Nabuchodenoſor into Egypt, and to our countrie with buchodono- 
great power, who finding them rebels, ſubdued them and burnt the templear Ieruſalem, and fo je hreys, 
departed, carrying with him all our nation into Babylon : whereupon our Citic was defolate and Chaldea.

B ucd, made mention of our nation and knowne it. Pythenis a Samian borne, both of great anti- 
quite, and excelling all other Philoſophers in holinels towards the gods, isnot only conuinced 
to haue knowne the cuſtomes of our nation, but he did alſo as ir plainely appeareth imitate them 
in many things. His writings are in no place extant, but diuers haue recorded many notable 
things of him,ardeſpecially Hermippasa man moſt diligent in ſearching of Hiſtories. This Her- Ke 9 
mippizs recounteth in his firit booke of Pythagoras, that the ſaid Philoſopher (having one of his tefitabony of 
familiar friends named Calliphon dead, who was a Crotonian bore) reportedthis mans ſoule Pythagoras. 
ip be perpetually with him,and that the ſaid ſoule commanded him not topaſle the placewhere - .__. 
his afſe fell; and that heeſhould abſtaine from vncleane water, andthat hee ſhould with all duli- 
gence eſchue blaſphemie: and then it followerh,, this he didand ſaid, imitatingthe opinions of 
C the Iewcs and Grecians, and applying them to-himſclfe. For ir is certainly reported, thatthis 
- mangariered much of his philoſophic out of the Iewes lawes. Our nation in times paſt was 
wellknowne to diuers cities, ſo that many of them doe now obſerue our cuſtomes, and others 
eſtceme them worth the imitation, as Theophraſtus doth witnelle in his booke entituled De legi- 
4s: for hefſaith thatthe Tyrian lawes forbid to fweare by any ſtrange Sacrament, and amongſt Corbanthe 
theſe ſtrange and forraine Sacraments, he reckoneth the oath called Corban,which oath is vſed gift ot God. 
onely amongſt the Iewes, and in our language ſignifieth the gift of God. Herodoria of Halicar- war 
naſſa knew ournation al!o, and ina manner maketh mention of it : for ſpeaking of the Colchi- natsian rou- 
ans, hee faith thus in his ſecond booke. The Colchians, Egyptians, and Kthiopians onely a- cn 
. mongſtall othernations did vſe circumciſion inthe beginning: for the Phoenicians and Syrians ; 
D:liuing in Paleſtinado confeſſethcmſeluesto hauelcarned this cuſtome from the Egyptians, and 
the Syrians liuing neerc vnto Thermodoontes, and the river Parthenius and their neighbours 
the Macronians, are reported lately to haue learnedit ofthe Colchians:andtheſeare they only, 
that vic cicumciſion, and rhey doe like vnto the Egyptians, but I am not able to ſay, whether 
the Egyptiansor Fthiopians learned it of the other. Herodotus therefore affirmeth the Syrians 
in Paleſtinatovſe circumciſion, and it is manifeſt that of all that inhabite Palzſtina, the Tewes 
onely v{c it, which hee knowing writcth ſo of them.

Weat that time 
lived in Aſia, when this diuine man came vnto the place where we were, and beganto conferre 
with ys,and with other Philoſophers, making triall of their knowledge: and forthar many lear- 
ned men were afſembled about him,hearlaſt for this cauſe more willingly imparted ſyme of his

vs. But Hecateus 4Aberrita a Philoſopher, and one brought vp.with King Alexander, and dwelling 


with Prolomeus of Lagus, did not onely briefly make mention of vs, but alſo writ a whole booke 
of our nation the Iewes, outof which I will briefly nore ſome few points that occurre, bur firſt 
Iwillſhew of what antiquitie he is. For he recordeththe time when Ptolomeus necre vnto Gaza 
fought with Demetrizs,which hapned the eleventh yeareafter Alexanders death in the hundreth 
and ſeuenteenth Olympiade,as Caſtor writeth : who ſpeaking of this Olympiade faith, that in 
this time Prolomens Lagus ouercame Demetrius the ſonne of CHntigonm at Gaza in fight : which x 
Demetrius was called Poliorcetes, and all men canfeſſe rhat Alexander dicd in the hundreth and 
fourteenth Olympiade : ſo that it is euident that at that time wherein eAlexander liued, our na- 
tion flouriſhed. And Hecaters faith that after thar batrell fought ar Gaza, Pr/olomewus was made 
Lord ofthe places bordering about Syria, and that many men hearing of the clemencie of Pre- 
lomew, followed him into Egypt, and conuerſed with him : amongſt the which one was called 
Ezechias the Tevwes high Prieſt, a manaboutthreeſcore and ſix yeares old, and of chiefeſt notice 


- and dignitic of all his nation, and moſt prudent and-eloquent, onealſowho in all affaires had 


more experience thenany man elſe: He likewiſe repbrteth thatthe number of the Tewes Pricſts 
who receiuetheir tenths, and ruleall'in generalF; is a thouſand and five hundred or thereabout: 
and againe making mention of the ſame Ezerhias, he ſaith, this man being in this reputation and K 
honour, and conuerſing with vs, by the help of ſome about him, declaredall things wherein we 
andthis nation differ, and ſhewed vnto vs the place of his dwelling, and the manner of his con- 
ucrſation, which he had in writing. | 

After this, Hecatexs ſheweth what maner of people we are,and how religious in ourlawes,and 
how that we rather will ſuſtaineall rorments & death it ſelf then violate them in any thing, and 
that we account ita worthy thing ſo to doe : adding moreouer, that being much hated of our 


- neighbours,and hauing ſuffered all contumelies both at the hands of the Perſian Kings and their 


officers, yet that we could not be forced to change our opinions, but that weare cotinually ex- 
erciſed to giuea reaſon thereof. He alſo recordeth an example of our conſtant minds: for Alex- 
ander (quoth he) being at Babylon, and purpoſing to reedifie the Temple of Bell, he comanded x 
all his ſouldiersto carry timber to the building hereof, and the Tewes onely diſobeyed his com- 
mand, forthe which they endured many ſtripes and torments, till ſuchtime as the King freed 
them from it: and they (quoth he) retirning to their owne countrey, deſtroyed allthe temples 


 andaltars that they found there, and ſome of them were by the officers therefore puniſhed, 0- 


ther eſcaped fire, adding that we may iuſtly be admired for theſe things, and that our nation is 
excceding populous, likewife that mariy of vs were carried captiues into Babylon,and there ſer- 
ued the Perſians. -Moreoner, that many more were diſperſt into Egypt after Alexangers death, 
foratumult begun in Syria : Hceealſo recordeth the greatnes of our countrey, and the fertilitie 
therebf; they inhabit (quoth he) a country that hath almoſt thirty hundreth thouſand acres of 
moſt fertill ground, for Iury is of this largeneſs,and that in time paſt we inhabited alarge &very 4 
great citic, which was very populous .heipcaketh alſo of the building of our templcinthis man- 
ner. The Iewes haue many other townes and villages in euery province, but they hauc one moſt 
ſtrong citie, the compaſle of whoſe walls is fifty ſtounds, and in it inhabit a hundred and fiftic

Eyria,:teuer mentioneth vs in all his Hiſtory ; notwithſtanding, hee was brovghtvpalmoſt in | 
our country. But Hecatzzs writa book of vs.; ſo different are'the minds of men : for.oneof. them 
thoughtournationworthyto beediligently-recorded, the other through malice was hindered 
from;ſpeakingthetruth: yet. the Hiſtories ofthe Chaldees, Egyptians and Phcenicians,may ſut- 
ficero-prooue our antiquity, together with the Grecke Writers : for beſidesthoſe before men-

F Mczreihon furchermore writeth,that afrerward Amrephisthe king came with a great power our 
of Ethiopia.and his ſon Rampſes with him.accompanied with a greatarmy; &thar ioyning bat- 
tell with rhe ſhepeards and polluted perſons, he gaue them an ouerthrow,and purſued them vn- | 
to r1e borders of Syria.

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firſt werenor Egyptians,but ſtrangers that came thither from another place,and conqueredthe G 
Country,and again departed from thence. I wil now out of his owne writings endeyor to ſhew, 
: that the weak people of Egypt were nor mixed with vs,and that Meſes,who indeed was our con- 
ductor out of Egypt, and.liued many ages before, was no leper. Hetherefore firſt of all ſerteth 
. downe a ridiculous cauſe of this fore-mentioned faction, which was, that king _Amenophis was 
. deſirous toſeethe gods. Which gods trow yee © hee could already fee the Oxe, the Goat, the 
. Crocodile and the Munky,but the God of heauen how could heſee 5 And why had Amenophis 
this deſire? Forſooth, becauſe a certain king one of his predeceſſors had ſeen them ; he thertere 
knowing by, him what things they were,and how he came to the fight of them, needed nonew 
deuiceto.accomplith his deſire : but perhaps the foreſaid prophet wasa man of great wiſdom , 
by whom the king had confidence to attain his deſire: but if fo he had bin, how chanceth it that H 
hee was ſo yawilſe he could nor perceive, that it was an impoſſible thing to ſatisfierhe kings de- 
fire © forthat which he promiſed was not brought to paſſe. Or what reaſon moued him tothink 
that thegods were inuiſible, becauſe of lepers and weake pecple £ The gods are offended with 
mens impieties, not with the defects of their bodies. And how was it poſſible thatat one inſtant 
ſo.many thouſand lepersand infirme perſons ſhould be gathered together 7 or wherein did not 
the king obey the Prophet © He commanded that thelepers and infirme perſons ſhould bee exi- 
led the country,and the king did not baniſh them the country, bur ſent them to hewe ſtones , as 
though he had needed workmen, and not purpoſed to cleanſe the country from lepers. Laſtly , 
he ſaith, that the Prophet foreſceing that Egypt was to ſuffer,and fearing the wrath of the gods, 
killed himſelfe, and left his minde ina booke written vnto the king. How chanced it then that I 
the Prophet did not at firſt foreſec his owne death, and ſo oppoſe himſelte tothe kings deſire to 
ſee the gods © or wherefore did hee feare ſuch calamities as were nor to fall in his life * or what 
great miſery hanged oucr his head, which might worthily cauſe himto kill himſelfe to preuent

Manethons The king (quoth he) hearing this, and ſtricken with feare, did not forall this expell thoſe le- 
—_ repe?” pers he ought to haue exiled, but at their requeſt gaue them(as he ſaith)a City, wherein before 
| timethe Shepheards did inhabit, called Auaris ; whereinto they being come, they madeaprieſt 
of Heliopolis their Prince, who deuiſed lawes forthem : commanding them neither to adore 
the gods,nor toabſtaine from offering violence to ſuch beaſts as amongſt the Egyptians are ſa- 
cred, but that they ſhould kill and ſpoile all things,that they ſhould mary with none but ſuch as x 
weretheir confederatcs,that he-bound the people with an oath to keep thoſe lawes,& that they 
fortified Auaris to fight againſt the king. Adding moreouer, that he ſent to Ieruſalem for help, 
promiſing to yeeld Auaris vntothem, beinga place ſometime poſſeſſed by their anceſtours, and 
that they from that place leading their forces,might eaſily ſubdue all Egypt : he then faith,that 
the Egyptian king, Amenophis, came againſt them with 300000, and yet for that hee would not 
ſtriue againſtthe decree of the gods, he fled into Erhiopia, and carried with him Apis and other 
holy beaſts,and that the inhabitants of Teruſalem comming downe, inuaded the land, fired the 
townes and citics, ſlew their robles,vſed all ſorts of cruelty poſſible,and thatthe Prieſts name, 
who made lawes and ſtatutes forthem to liue vnder,was one of Heliopolis,0/arſiphws by name ; 
dcriuing the ſame from 0firs,the god of Heliopolis : and that this man,changing his name,was T. 
afterward called Aoſes. 

Morecouer, that Amerophis,hauing lived in baniſhment thirty yeares,came witha ſtrong pow- 
er out of Ethiopia ; and fighting withthe ſhepheards and polluted, he ſlew many ofthem, and 
put thereſtto flight, purſuing them vntothe borders of Syria. Manethon remembreth not, that 
heereagaine he telleth a very vnskilfultale : for although the lepers and impotent perſons were 
offended with the king,for appointing them to hewe ſtones;yet is it to be thought, thatthey re- 
cciuing their owne defireatthe kings hands, to wit,a City to dwell in, thatnow they againe be- 
came the kings well-willers. Suppoſing alſo their hatred ſtil continued towards him, they rather 
ſhould haue attempted reuenge by treaſon againſt him, then towards all their nation, wherein 
they had many deere friendsandalliance. And although they had purpoſcd to war againſt theſe M 
men,yet would they not haue been ſo impious as to haue rebelled againſt the gods, and to haue 

violated thelawes wherein they were brought vp. 
We hauc therefore cauſe to thank Manerhoy, inthat hee clearcth ys, and affirmeth his owne 
A confuration untrimen(yeaa pricſt)ro be authors of this impiety,8&that by oath they bound themſtlues ſo

Were 
they ignorantofthat countrey out of which they had beene driuen by force 2 Had they liued in 
p_ or miſery,perhaps'they might haue been induced to haue done it: bur ſeeing they inha- 
iteda fortunate and rich city,and poſſeſſed a:goodly fertile ſoile farre betterthen Egypr, what _ 
mjghtmoue them thereto 2 What reaſon had they, artherequeſt of their ancient enemies(and ] 
they alſo ſo diſeaſed, as they of Teruſalem couldnotabide their owne friends among them that 
had he like diſeaſes) to thruſt themſclues into danger ? they could not fore-know the kings in- 
teni'to flee; for as Aanethonhimſelfe faith,he met them at Peluſia with 300000.men. And this 
they that went to war well knew. But what reaſon had they to conieure that the kings minde 
would change,and h-flee © Then he ſaith,the army of Ieruſalem getting the granaries of Egypt 
into their hands;did muc!: harme : and this he ypbraideth chem withall as who ſhould ſay,they 
were not requeſted to com? as enemies 2 orasthough theſe matters bee to bee caſt in ſouldiers 
tceths;that are ſtrangers and ſentfor from out of another country ; when as the Egyptians them- 
f-laes before their comming had done the like, and bound themſelues with an oath to performe 
the ſame. But ſhorttimeafter, Amenophis fought with his enemies, and gotthe victory of them , + 
and put them to flight,and purſued rhem vntothe borders of Syria: As though that Egypt were The Epilogue 
acountry ſo eafilyto be won by any man,thatatany place or part hereof inuadeth ir * and that that the ewes 
the ſouldiers of Teruſalem,hauingnow by che lawes of armes poſſeſſed thart;and knowing Ame- the ggyprians. 
zophisto be yer aliue,would no: haue fortified thar part ofthe country,whereby hee might haue 
ivaded them, hauing all opporruni:y to docit 7 orat leaſtthey would haue gotten more helpe 
from one place oranother.

. TheEgyprians do all agree that this man wasa diuine perſon,and oneto beadmired, bur they an antwer ts 
commit great impiety irflabouring to chalenge him for their countriman, ſaying that hee wasa Manethons 
Prieſt of Heliopolis, baniſhed with the reſt for leprofie. For he is recorded to haue lined five CORES 
hundreth and cighteene yecres before this time,and to haue g..ided our anceſtorsout of Egypr, ; 
incothat country wherein wenow inhabite , and his owne words teſtifte his body to haue been Moſes was _ 
cleane from thar diſeaſe of leprofie : for hee commandeth all lepers to bee expelled our of the 2*®*Pre - 
townes and villages, and to liuc apart by themſelues, alſo to bee clothed in ſome torne gatmenr, 
and that whoſozuer touchcth them,or cometh vnder the ſame roofe withthem,is to beaccoun- 
ted an vncleane perſon. And if ſo bee aleper happento bee cured of that diſeaſe, heappointed 
certaine purifications,clcanſings,and bathes of fortunate waters, and all his haire ſhould be ſha- 
ued off; and that then after many and ſundry ſacrifices, heſhould be admitted into the holy ci- 
ty. But contrariwiſc, had he been vrged with that misfortune and calamity himfelfe,hee would

Hee did not onely make theſe ſeuere Jawes againſt lepers,bur he alfo interdicted all that wan- 
rcd any ioint or parcell of the body;from being prieſts, or exerciſing any officeatthe Altar:yea 
hce alſo appointed, that if any prieſt ſhould haueany of theſe defects betide himafter he was a 
prieſt; that then he ſhould be depriued ofthe dignity. How can it then be probable, thatro his » | 
owne preiudice and difcredit he would haue enacted fuch lawes? Alſo the changing of his name 
is incredible: for he was called(as he ſaith) ofarſiph,which nothing agreeth with the tranſmuta- 
tion of his name, bur his true nawe bctokeneth that Moſes was ſaued from the water. For, Moy in Moſes took 
the Egyptiantongue fignifieth Water.

Apion enicy our forefathers, whomakethno'bbaes to belichimſelfe: for being borneat Oaſis a towne in A- G 
paſa --gypt.this Migh vnrepated honour of the Egyptians forſweareth both his countrey and nation, 
" _  atidcounterfeiting tiimifelfero bean Alexandrian,he ratifieth his nations wickedneſſe.”No mar- 
.. uellthen though hetearmethem Agyptjans whom he haterh and raileth againſt, for if hee had 
- mt been perſwaded that the Mgyptians were wicked baſe people, he would neuer haue denied 
himſelfetobetheir'tountriman: for ſuch as proudly boaſt of their famous countrey, cſteeme ir 
a tfeditro beare the denominarigntherof,and reprehend ſuch as withour juſt cauſe makethem- 
ſcluesof their nation. Wherefore the Egyptians are one of theſe two waies affected towards vs 
Tewes, ſor cither they claime vs to bee their countrimen as. glorying of vs and their countrey, 
? orelſe fotthar,they and their countrey being infamous, they defirethat we ſhould be partakers _ 
Apion raileth Oftheif ignominy.” But indeed this worthy pion ſcemeth ſo to inueigh againſt vs, as thereby 14 
againftthe rewarding the Alexandrians for beſtowing theit Cities vpon him : and knowing them to be ar 


ring variance with the Tewes of Alexandria, hee as it were caſteth a bone between them, and raileth

Now ifthis place whichthey inhabited were ignominious,yet it followeth not that the Tews 
owne countrey was ſoalfo : yea herein ir] yk raileth againſt Alexandria, which hee maketh his, - 
owne country: for the ſea coaſt is part of Alexandria, and as all men iudge the beft place therof I _ 
rodwellin. Now if the Iewes by force of armes ſo vanquiſhed this place that they could neyer 
ſince bedriuenout of it: it is no diſcreditto them, bur ratheran argument of their valour. But 
Alexander gaue them thar place to inhabit, and the Macedonians did allot them as great priui- 
ledgesas the Alexandrians had: I know not what Apiex would haue ſaid, ifthe Tewes had dwelt 
about Necropolis, and not about the kings ſeat : theirtribes being cuen at this time called Ma- 
cedonians. If therefore Apo haue read the Epiſtles of king Alexander, and Ptolomens Lague, 
or others their ſucceſſors kings of Egypt, or ſeen the pillars that are erected in Alexandria, con- 
Thelibertjes . tainngthe priuileges that Ceſar the great granted vnto the Tewes , if I fay hee knew of theſe, 
& priuilecges and yer did preſume to writethe contrarie, then hee wasa bad fellow : but if hee was ignorant 
the Temes. hereoFhe was then an vnlearned perſon. The like ignorance alſo diſcouereth he,where he won- K' 
..._ - +. dersthat thalewes that were in Alexandria were called Alexandrians. Forallthat are one Co- 
lonie, hothvery different people, yet do rhey all beare the name of their founder : and that I 
may ſhun prolixity, the Iewcsof Antioch are called Antiochians; for Selexcwsthe founder made 
them alſo citizens, the like may alſo be {aid ofthe Iewes of Epheſus, and atthe other Ionia,who 
by the kings gifts enioy the ſame priuiledges with the reft of the citizens. The Romans alſo of 
their clemencie haue granted the name of their nation which is no ſmall gift,not only to priuate 
, perſons, burto great nations ingenerall. To be ſhort, theancient Spaniards, the Tyrrhenes, and 
Sabines, are called Romans; or if Apion will take away this denomination of the Citic wherein 
meninhabite, lethim ccaſe to call himſelfe an Alexandrian : for he being borne inthe heart of 
F#gypr, can inno wiſe be an Alexandrian, if the priuiledge of the Citie be taken from him,as he 
would haue it from vs. And the Lords of the whole world the Romans, haue-amongſt all other L 
nations onely prohibited the Egyprians from hauing the priuiledges of any Citie: and ſothis 
gallant gentleman being himſelfincapable of dignitie,endeuoreth likewiſe to hinderthem from 
it, who haue true right vnto it. | |

men olde hatred againſt vs. And that wherewith all they hit vs in the teeth befalleth them : for moſt 
Tewesbeing of themnot hauing the priuiledges of the citie themſelues, call vs ſtrangers that haue them. For 
mpg ap none of the ancient kings beſtowed the liberty of the citic vpon the Xgyptians, neither hauea- 
andria is eon. NY Of the Emperors of Romebeſtowed rhe priuilege. But Alexander himſclfe brought vs into 
fured. the citic, the kings after him cncreaſed more priuileges, and it hath pleaſed the Romane Em- 
perour toratifieand confirmethem. But Apion detracteth vs for not ercfting ſtatues tothe Em- 
perors, as though the Emperors knew not hereof, or that they needed pros to ſpeake for them: 
TheRomans Whereas he ſhould rather admire the Romans magnanimity, and modeſtie, who compell not 
magnanimity their ſubjects to violatethcir ancient lawes and religion, but'tontent themſclues with ſuch ho- 
rowards th® nours as the giuer may with pictic and cquity giue them: For they account not of forced ho- K 
nours which come of compulſion. | 
The Greeks and diuers other, think it not amiſſeto erect ſtarues, for they delight to haue the 
pictures of theiranceſtors,wiues & children,and ſome of their beloued ſeruants alſo: what mar- 
TheTewes uailethenif they accord to yeeld the like honour to Princes and Emperors? But our Jaw-maker 
may haueno notas prophecying the Romans power notto be reverenced : but foreſecing that it was neither 
Images: profitableto God not man, forbade vs to make an Image of any liuing creature,much more of a 
HowEmpe. Not liuing God (as we will prooue hereafter.) But he permitted vs to reverence all good men, 
rors&magi» With any honour el{e not due to God, and all thoſe we giue vnto the Emperours, and people of 
—_— " Rome, and makeour continuall ſacrifice forthem ; and not onely vpon worky daics doe this, at 
red. the proper coſt of all the ewes, but ypon ſuch daies as we offerno other ſacrifice,no not for our 
ThelieofPoſ- gwne children,wethen ſacacrifice for the Roman Emperor, yeelding that honor to the Roman 
yo relay Emperour which we doe to noneelſe. And letthis ſuffice toanſfiver thar which A4pionalledgerh 
concerning againft the Tewes of Alexandria : yet can I not but admire at them who gaue him this oca- 
—— = hon, namely Poſsidenius and ©Hpollonius Molon, who accuſe vs for not worſhipping the ſame 
'_ godsthatothersdo, although they lie all alike, flandering our temple moſtabſurdly : and yer 
for all this they doe not beleeue that they herein commit any impicty : whereas it is a moſt ig- 
nominious thing for any free man tolie vponany occaſion : much moreofa temple famous o- 
ucrall the world for ſanity. For CApionaffirmeth that the Tewes in that ſacred temple placed 
An anſvere to the head of an Aſſeand worſhipped it moſt religiouſly. And this (quoth hee) was manifeſtly 
the obietion knowneat ſuch time as © Antiochas Epiphanes ſpoyled that Temple, who found that Aſles head * 
—_— _—_ being of maſſie gold, and great value, -To this firſt ſlander I firſt anſwere, that were that true 
which he reporteth, yetan Zgyptian ought not to haue ſpoken againſt vs for it : ſeeing that an 
Aſſe is ofno lefle worth then a Goare, and other brute beaſts that they honour for gods. Was it 
poſſible that hee knew not the contrarie of his owne affirmations, by our deeds and Scripturcs? 
For we vie the ſamelawes thatat the firſt wedid, and remaine inthem without change, and - 
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A all thar our Citie(as others alſo haue) hath bythe variable cuent of warre, been vexcd arid trou- 
bled, and that CAmtochusſurnamed the god, and Pompeythe great, and Licinius Craſſus, and now 
laſtly Tits Ceſar haueall vanquithed oue Temple,yer did they neuer find init any thing as 4pi- 
no affirmeth, bur ſincere pictie, not lawfull for vs to diſcloſe to ſtrangers. And as routhing Anti- 
ochus, manic writers of good credite report”, that he neuer had any iuſt cauſeto ſpoile.our tem- 
le,bur that hee was drawne vnto this fact for want of moncy , Not for that he was our encemie, 
ws for that as from his friends and fellowes, hee ſougit ſupplic,and found nothing in that place 
thar was worthie of deriſion : and thus doc Polybrivs Megapolitanus , Strabs the Cappadocian; 
Nicholas Damaſcene, Trmagenes Ca#for the Chronicler, and CApollsdorws auow, who all doe wit- 
nes,that CAntiochis wanting money, brake the league he had with the Tewes, and robdand ſpoi- 
B Jed their Temple being full of gold and filucr.

As 
for vs,we do neither honour nor reuerence Aſles,tnough the Egyptians dotheir Crocodilesand

ſelues together, and bewaile the dead: It alſo commandeth cucry one (yea cuen the ded mans 
owne familie) to purificthemſelues after the buriall, and to goeafarre off, as ſeeming to be vn- 
Th: honour Cleanc. It alſo appointeth puniſhment for them that haue committed murder, either wilfully or 
duetoparents againſtthcir will. It binderh euery man tqobey his parents next afrer God, and comandeth that 
thoſe children that do not ſhew themſclues grateful vnto them, or in avy thing do grieve them, 
that they ſhould be ſtonedto death : It alſo commandeth all young mento reuerence old men, 
becauſe God is clder to vsall. It permitteth not friends to conceale any impiety; for God is not 
thcir friend who doth not diſcloſethem : and if friends fall out that doz know one anothers ſe- 
crets, yet they are commanded not to bewray them. If any Iudge take a bribe, he is to be puni- 
ſhed with dea'hforomitring juſtice, and aſſiſting the guilty. No man muſtrake any thing away 
that he himſelfe placed nor, and no man muſt take that which is not his owne. No man for len- 
ding muſttake viurie; and many fuch like things our law commandeth, concerning cauſe of 
communion between vs.and others. 
 Ircisalſonot amifle to recount kow our law-maker prouided for the entertaining of ſtrangers 
amongſt vs: For he ſeemeth ſo to taue prouided, rhat to our knowledge weneither corrupt our 
owne lawes, nor deny to impart themto others: bur he entertaineth all liberally that will come 
and livevnderour laiwes, iudging the community of mans life, not ſo much to confiſtin the na-

Our law hath alſo prouided for the buriall of the dead, that our funeralls ſhould neither bcc 


tion whereof we come, as in the vnity of our minds & conuerſation. He forbiddeth others that x 


are ſtrangers.and comenor with that intent to beadmitred to our ſolemnitics, yet he comman- 

ded vsto cxi bite vnto then, all other things neceſſarie : and that wee ſhould giue vnto all men, 

fire, water,meat, & bury them being dead. He hath alſo moſt mildly determined how we oughc 

-—» wowggy to deale with our enemies, that wee neither deſtroy their countrcy with fire, not cut downe 
enemies. their fruittrees. We areallo forbidden to rob and ſpoilethoſe that areflaine in fight, and deale 
inturioufly with our captiues, and eſpecially if they be women: yea he ſo endeauoured to teach 

vs humanity & mildnes, that he prouided, that we vie cuen vnrealonable beaits curteouſly, and 

only imploy them to ſcrue our lawfull need, and no further : for he forbideth vs to kill any rame 

thing bred in houſes,and that we ſhould notkillthe old birds and their young together, and al- 

though many wilde beaſts enemies to mankind doc aſſiſt vs in o:r labours, yet he commanded 

to ſparethemalſo. And in cuery point hee eſtabliſhed humanity and mildnes, amongſt vs, viing 

| (as 1s before ſaid) lawes todiredt ys therin, enaRting alſo other, how they who infringe the forc- 
Arepetition {aid lawes, may be with all ſeucritie puniſhed : forthe puniſhmentallotted to the violato:s here- 
nnc15 of, is forthe moſt part death: as ifany man commit adultery, rauith a virgine, viethe ſin againſt 
lv, — © Nature with another, or ſuffer himſelfeto beſo abuſed. We alſo hae lawes concerning our ſer- 
uvants, and our meaſures, and waights, and vnlawfull bargaines and ſales, or deceit, if either one 

take any thing that is azothers mans, or which is not his owne; all thete are ro be puniſhed notas 

- othernations puniſh them, bur much more gricuouſly. But whoſocuer either miureth his pa- 

rents,or committeth impicty againſt God, he ſhall preſently be deſtroied: but they that obſerue 

this law are reward-d not wich gold or filuer, nor with a crowne beſet with precious ftone : bur 

euery one hauing his conſcienceto witnes,doth greatly profit,and gain eternity;as both our law- 

maker prophecieth, and God himſelfe doth moſt afluredly promiſe to them that obſerue them. 

Therewardof And if it chancethat we be forced ro ſuffer death forthem,yert do we ioyfully go to execution, 
ſuchas keep nothing doubting but that we ſhall ſo exchange this life for a better : I ſhould be loth to report 
the law. this, if ourdeeds did not make it manifeſt: for many of our forefathers, only for that they refu- 
ſed ro ſpeake againſt our lawes,or otherwiſe then our lawes permitted, haue moſt manfully and 

conſtantly indured all torments & death it ſelie. If our nation were vnknowne to all the world, 


Thecontinu- and that this our votuntary obſeruation of our lawes were not manifeſt roall people, if any man 


anceotthe ſhould report vnto the Grecks,that either he had read this which T haue declared,orelſe that he 
lwe-amoret pad found peoplein a ſtrangeland, ſich as we be, hauine ſo pious & honeſt opinions c6cerning 
God, and who had for many ages perſeuered therein ; I doubt nor but they would all admire 
and wonder hereat, con{:dering the great murabilitie amongſt themſelues. To bee ſhort, there 
are ſome who ſtickeno: to deride them who haue lately written of the gouernement of Com- 
mon-wealths and lawes, as though they had written thines fabulous and altogether impoſſi- 


ble. And char I ſpeake nothing of other Philoſophers that haue written of this argument, that

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A diuine Plato amonglt the Greeks, a man who in honeſt life, vertuous ſpeech, and ſound Philoſo- Fn LP 
phie, excelledall others. This man is almoſt contiually ſcoffed at by them, who in their owne —— y 
conceitare skilfull in ciuill affaires, and brought inas a Vice in a Comedie. Whereas whoſocuer Greckes. 
con(idereth his writings with diligence, ſhall often and eaſily find matter agreable with moſt 
mens manners: yea this Plato himſclf confeſſeth,that he dare nor by reaſon ofthe common peo- 
ples ignorance ſet down the true opinion of God. But many thinke Plaroes words full of vanitie, * | 
and licentiouſneſle, and admire Zycurgws, and ceuery one commendeth the citie of Sparta, for Lycurgvs the 
thatit ſo longtime pcrſcuered in his lawes. It is therefore an euident demonſtration of vertueto Ame 

remaine intheirlawes. Bur if thoſe who ſo admire the Lacedemonians doe compare them with Lacedemoni- 
vs, and the time during the which their laws were in force,with the time of our comon-wealth: 25 
- B they ſhall findethat ours hath continued more thentwo thouſand yeares. They ſhall alſo'finde 
that the Lacedemonians did only perfectly obſerue their lawes, during ſuchtime as they were 
in proſperitie and liberty, and that when their fortune changed, they then became vnmindfull 
of their lawes. | CTR? | | 
But we, who haue felt many thouſand mithaps by reaſon of the often change of Princes it 
Aſia, haue not in theſe our laſt miſeries and euils forſaken our law. Neither canany man fay,that 
liberty and licentious life is the cauſe, why wee ſo diligently obſerue them, ſeeing that whoſo 
pleaſe may ſee ſufficient proofe, that they tie vs to more ſtridlife and laborious, thenthoſe of 
the Lacedemonians did them. Fot they neither tilled the-carth, nor vſed any handy-craft, but The lewes 
ceaſing from all labours and paines taking, liued in their Citie far and faire-liking, having both compared 

C *heir meate andall otherneceſlaries prouided and prepared for them by others, and eſteemed pr hn 
that onely their felicitie to doc or endure any thing, ſo that they might preuaile againſt thoſe 
againſt whom they enterpriſed warres : and that they failed alſo herein, I omit to rehearſe. For 
not onely one ortwo of themat once, but oftentimes whole companies of them, forgetting 
their owne lawes yeelded themſelues ro rheir enemies. And can any one tell of, I ſay not ſo 
many, but of one or two of vs that cuer was trecherous to his owne lawes, or that feared to 
dic for them? I meane not a common death, ſuch as ſouldicrs are ſubic& vnto, but ſuch a death 
as.is effected by all torments and tortures that can be deuiſed. Which I thinke thoſe that preuai- 
led againſt vs impoſed vpon vs,not for hatred,bur thar they deſired to ſee:ſoadmirablea matter; 
and toſee if wee being but men, and ſuch whoeſteemed it the the greateſt impictie poſſible ro _ 

D doe it, could bee compelled by them to ſpeake or doe any thing contrarie to our lawes. Yet Ty,qrea: 
iris no wonder that we for ourlaw doe die with ſuch conſtancy, rather then any other nation :. laves ofthe 
far other nations cannot abide-to endure that which wee account a triffe, to wit, labour and Teves. © 
ſimple fare, and that no man eat whatſoeuer; or what hee deſirerh, to lie with them whom 
Hee ought nor, or to be idle (exCepr hee be of noble birth) or goegallantly attyred : and we are 
alwaies.carefull that when wee fight againſt our enemie,wee obſerue our-lawes concerning our 
meates.

ſerue our cuſtoins concerning their meats,and our vnity & concord,wherein we excell all other 
nations, our community alſo and induſtrie in arts & labours, and ſufferance for our lawes. And 
which is moſt to beadmired, our law, not hauing any to force vs to obſerue it, hath ſo obliged 
our hearts, that as God is of all the world honoured without compulſion, ſo are our lawes a- 
monegſtys all, wenot torced thereunto: And whoſocuer doth diligently confider his owne na- 
tion and family,ſhal find that which I haue reportcd,ro be true. I will now generally reprchend 
the voluntary malice of all men : for eicherthey meane that we hauing theſe good lawes do yet 
little eſtecme them, and follow worſe, or if they do not fo meane, letchem hold theirmaliciors 
tonguefrom airy further calumniation. For I donot take vpon me the defence of this cauſe, for 
that T beareany hatred ro any man, bur for that T and all the Iewes do honor and reuerence our 
lawmaker, and belccue that whatſocuer he prophecied proceeded from God: yea although our 
ſclues did not know the goodnes of our laws, yer the multitude of them that imitate them were 
a ſufficient mot ine to induce vs thereunto. B:rI hauearlarg2 and with all ſincerity diſcourſed of 
our lawes, and common-wealth in my Bookes of our Antiquitie. And I now againe haue made 
mention ofthem neither in contumclie of orher nations, nor in praiſe of our owne, but only ro 
reproueſuchas haue moſt maliciouſly and imoudently belyed vs, contrary tothe known truth: 
AndIthinke I hauc already fully performed that which I haue promiſed. For I haue ſhew:d

Our aduerfaries affirme vs to haue come of Egyptians : I haue ſhewed that our forefathers 
came into Egypt our of ſome other place. They alledge that we were expelled Egypt for their 
miſcrie, in that they were infected with diſeaſe; I haue prooued that they came from thence to 
their owne countrie, by meancs of their own prowefleand torce, oftheir own accord : Others 
labour to defame our lawmaker as a wicked perſon, whoſe vertue many of ancicnt times,and ſo 
long time as hath been ſince him, do witneſle. It is not needfull to ſpeake more largely of our

For 
hee who hath once fully determined to ſuffer all miſery for Gods 
ſake,is in 1; y opinion already a Martyr : it is therefore agreat merit 
onceto haue ſo determined ; ard therefore, as is above ſaid, reaſon

muſt exerciſe ſobricty,baniſh glur:ony,with his page laſciuiouſies, and all other ſuch like vices 
as may poſſefſeand captiue the minde : hee muſt likewiſe mount vptothetop of Vertues tower, 
that after,he may from thence war againſt the vices of chis body,griefe and fear ; the firſt wher- 
of affaulteth vs when we begin, the laſt when we have begun. Thereare many examples of the 
valiant ſouldiers of God, which I would vſc, bur that the ornaments ſprung from the wombe of 
one woman may ſuffice me,which ſhee brought forth,norat one birth, but with the ſame piety 
Thedeath of and zeale. And firſt I will ſpeak of Eleazar,the cauſc and cxampleof their paſſion, and then I'wil

——_—_ Py mine,who amongſt :hem was firſt,and wizo laſtinthis noble agony. They therefore, beeing all 
ſettled in one opinion, reſembling one another more in mindethen they did in body,duly confi- 
dered thefrailty of this life,and therefore ncicher d:lighted in the flatteries of the world, nor a- 
ny alluring enchantinents thereof. They ſhewed themſclues not to eſteeme of torments,fetters, 
norno other ſort of tortures impoſed vpon them : and to returneto our firſt ſaying,they preme- 
ditated patience,to endure whatſoever the Tudges cruelty could deuife; I will therefore whatT 
may,praiſethe fortitude of theſe brecthren,or rather I will with all truth rehearſethe moſt wor- 
thy agony of theſe holy men,which deſerues all commendations; and ſetting al adulation apart, 
proſecute with a bare hiſtoricall narration the manner oftheir martyrdome.

The ſouldiers ſeeing his conſtancy,did by the kings command caſt him into the fire,and pou- 
red ſtinking and loathſome liquors into his noſtrils. All which this reuerend old man did moſt 
willingly ſuffer, and {o was conſumed wi:hthe flanie : yer when nature beganto faile, heeſpake 
after this manner, lifting vp his dazcled cies to heauen : Thou arthe (O God) from whom lite px 
and {aluation proceedeth : behold,I dy for obſeruing thy lawes, be mercifull to this thy nation, 
and do not forſake them whom thou haſt hitherto protected, euen inthy boſome,and vnder the 
ſhadow of the wings of thy clemency,let my death end all miſery,and pacitiethy wrath bent a- 
gainſt our whole nation for their offences,receiue me forthem al,and beſtow them all vpon me. 
Andamidlt theſe ſpeeches he ioyfully yeelded vp the ghoſt. 

It is moſt true thecefore which we art firft affirmed. to wir,that the enduring of paines and tor- 
ments is wrought by our reaſons lore: which once determinedand reſolued, maketh a proſpe- 
rous ſuffering of paines with all patience, which wiſcly aduifing men rothat which is beſt, doth 
ſettle and confirme our opinions to follow it. If therefore reaſon andthe inferiour powers bee ar 
variance, we muſt ſubic@ rhern to reaſon if wee will iake a perfect victory. With this guide of 
reaſon our tather Eleazar was moſt ſafely directed, neitherto bee overcome with paines, norto 
give place vnto vi: lawfull inticements and allurements, he {aued the ſhippe ofhis body from all 
ſhipwracke that mightariſe by the rempeſtuous ſtorracs of vanity, and ſuffered himiclte with 
no contrary wind to be driven fromthe right courſe : yea,though it was toſſed ypon the waues 
of tyranny. yerdid it rcemaine {ound and vnbroken, and keeping adirect courſe, arriued in the 
hauen of ſaluacion. Neuer any man did ſccke ſo yaliantly to defend his city from an enemy, as 
this T7 old man did his ſoule, who amongſt ſtripes, croſles and flames, was ſtillthe ſame man 
he was before. For as the toppe of a high rocke ſtanderh ſate,and refiſteth the waue without a- 
ny domage vnto itſelfe; curn ſo did the rocke of reaſon in this man bear backe the rage of rhoſe

O happy old man, moreblefled then all of thy age, 
O piicſt more facred then all other prieſts, who did{tnor pollute thy facred lippes with profane 
meats ; impicty tound no entrancerthat way,fro:m whence ſo many prayers to God had procee- 
ded. Thetyrants cruel-y could not preuaile againſt thee, thou theretoreart made an example 
for all prieſts of God to inzicate. Sucha one behooued ita prieſt to bee, more ſtrong thentor- 
ments, moreabletoſ':ffer then the tortur-rs to inflict puniſhment, more torcible then Princes 
commands, ycaand more po:ent thcn the fire, whereinthoudidſt periſh : and finally, thou waſt 
ordained to be crowned with the lawrel! of martyrdome for thy ſufferance. Thou haſt ſurpatſed 
all antiquity, thou ſhal- bean cxample to all poſterity. If then feeble old age,wherinall ſtrength 
and heat of body was extinguiſhed, now vnfitto ſuffertorments (as beeing already broken with x 
age) could by the aduice of reaſon endure ſo many torments, ſo many miſeries, who dare deny 
reaſon to be the chiete cauſe of o 'r ſufferance 2 Wee haue ſeenethat all cruelty hath been ouer- 
come by a determination to pe. iſt in the ſeruice and feare of God: yet many affirme,that not all 
men who vſe theaduice of reaſon are able to vndergo ſuch agonies ; but theirafſertion is vaine, 
and of no force : for moſt euident it is, that he onely is ouercome by paine, whom wiſdom hath 
notarmed with patience. And no maruel if he, who raſhly enterpriſeth ſo waighty a matter.and 
without due conſideration.do at laſt forſake and repent himſclfofthat which he ſo vnaduiſedly 
vndertooke. But if wee with due aduice and delibcration arme our ſelues, it isnotan caſte mart- 
ter to remooue vs by any misfortune from our determination ; when we make accountthat miſ- 
fortune will betide vs,we arenot cafily diſmaied thereat when it doth beride, for that nothing 

befell vs that we expected nor. |
